MANAGING  MONEY 

H  What  truth 
in  lending 
means  to  you 

Before  it  went  into  effect  last 
July,  Truth  in  Lending  sound- 
ed like  the  answer  to  all  those 
headaches  you  got  trying  to 
figure  out  the  cost  of  credit. 
Now,  loan  contracts  and 
charge-account  statements 
give  both  the  dollar  cost  of 
finance  charges— and  the  an- 
nual percentage  rate  in  easy- 
to-spot  figures. 

Still,  many  consumers  are 
not  sure  what  Truth  in  Lend- 
ing is  supposed  to  do  for  them. 
To  begin  with,  it  does  not  limit 
rates,  but  requires  that  you  be 
told  all  important  facts  about 
credit  transactions.  Cost,  ob- 
viously, is  the  most  significant 
disclosure  requirement.  These 
figures  must  include  all 
charges  involved  in  obtaining 
credit.  There  can  be  no  "hid- 
den" costs. 

Depending  on  the  specific 
transaction,  Truth  in  Lending 
also  requires  a  lender  to  state 
items  like  the  date  the  finance 
charges  begin  to  accrue,  the 
down  payment  and  trade-in 
allowance,  the  balance  owed, 
and  an  mmized  list  of  charges 
not  included  in  the  finance 
charge.  An  explanation  of  the 
penalties  fo  late  payment 
must  be  included,  as  well  as  a 
description  of  any  security 
interest  held  by  a  creditor. 

All  this  meansTruth  in  Lend- 


ing can  help  you  directly  in  two 
ways.  First,  it  obviously  makes 
shopping  for  credit  much  eas- 
ier. The  finance  charge  tells 
you  at  a  glance  what  dollar 
amountyou're  payingfor  cred- 
it, while  the  annual  percent- 
age rate  provides  a  yardstick 
for  comparing  costs.  Second, 
you  know  definitely  what  ob- 
ligations you're  assuming— 
and  the  penalties  if  you  fail  to 
meet  the  terms  of  the  contract. 
In  most  cases,  you  pay  the 
same  amount  for  credit  as  be- 
fore, though  rates  may  seem 
higher  when  stated  as  a  true 
annual  percentage. 

Who's  telling  youngsters  how 
to  handle  money? 

In  our  recent  consumer  sur- 
vey (see  June,  1968),  only 
four  percent  of  the  respon- 
dents were  satisfied  with  the 
way  schools  were  teaching 
money  management.  Since 
then,  though,  teaching  chil- 
dren about  money  has  become 
more  and  more  important. 
Both  state  and  city  curriculum 
committees  have  set  up 
guides  for  teaching  this  sub- 
ject. In  addition,  Virginia 
Knauer,  Special  Assistant  to 
the  President  for  Consumer 
Affairs,  plans  to  develop  a 
model  curriculum  for  consum- 
er education,  which  will  run 
from  kindergarten  through 
twelfth  grade. 

In  a  few  school  systems  now, 
consumer  education  is  inte- 
grated into  the  entire  curricu- 
lum. It  may  be  taught  as  a 
separate  subject,  or  as  part  of 
other  subject  areas.  If  your 
youngsters  aren't  taking  "con- 
sumer education"  as  such, 
they  still  may  be  learning 
about  money  management  in 
home  economics,  in  business 
education,  in  social  studies,  in 
economics  or  math  courses. 

Most  current  "consumer  ed- 
ucation" programs  cover  basic 
budgeting  and  shopping  tech- 
niques, consumer  credit,  sav- 
ings and  investments,  taxes, 
sources  of  consumer  informa- 
tion, and  the  rights  (and  re- 
sponsibilities) of  the  consum- 
er. In  many,  time  also  is  de- 


voted to  basic  economic  con- 
cepts. If  nothing  else,  these 
courses  show  youngsters  how 
to  set  up  priorities  in  manag- 
ing money— and  help  develop 
shopping  skills  needed  to 
get  the  best  values  in  the  mar- 
ketplace. If  your  school 
doesn't  yet  have  a  compre- 
hensive consumer  education 
program,  don't  hesitate  to 
push  for  it— say  through  your 
PTA  or  the  board  of  education. 

It  you  think  you've 
been  gypped 

The  best  way  to  protect  your- 
self from  the  fast-buck  artists 
is  to  compare  their  prices  with 
those  of  reliable  firms.  Most  of 
the  time,  this  comparison 
shopping  deflates  the  value  of 
that  "once-in-a-lifetime"  bar- 
gain opportunity. 

Don't  succumb  to  high-pres- 
sure tactics.  Tell  the  salesman 
you  want  time  to  think  it  over 
—and  then  take  whatever  time 
you  need  to  decide. 

In  case  you've  already  been 
taken,  don't  suffer  in  silence. 
Try  one  of  these  remedies. 

•  Complain  directly  'to  the 
seller— if  you  can  find  him.  If 
you're  persistent  enough, 
there's  a  chance  he'll  make 
restitution. 

•  If  you  can't  locate  the  seller, 
write  the  manufacturer  to  find 
out  if  he  knows  what's  going 
on,  and  what  settlement  you 
can  expect. 

•  If  there's  still  no  action,  call 
your  local  Better  Business  Bu- 
reau, Chamber  of  Commerce, 
or  consumer  protection  bu- 
reau for  advice. 

•  Call  your  city  or  state  gov- 
ernment. Nearly  all  states 
have  statutes  regarding  mis- 
representation of  products 
and  services.  These  statutes 
are  vigorously  enforced  in  a 
number  of  states. 

•  Write  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission.  It  can't  settle 
private  or  local  difficulties, 
but  it  is  responsible  for  halt- 
ing major  deceptions.  Include 
all  evidence,  such  as  copies  of 
misleading  newspaper  ads  or 
circulars.  In  some  cases,  you 
may  also  want  to  inform  Vir-

SMART  BORROWING 

Remodeling: 
is  the  ante 
too  high? 

Last  year,  you  thought  the 
cost  of  remodeling  loans  was 
just  short  of  incredible— bank 
loans  at  six-plus  percent  per 
year,  savings  and  loans  about 
the  same,  and  even  your  own 
credit  union  at9  to  12  percent 
on  the  outstanding  balance. 
Now,  with  money  even  tighter 
and  often  more  expensive,  you 
are  thinking  you'll  put  off  your 
spring  remodeling  plans  .  .  . 

Yet  you  know  it  makes  good 
financial  sense  to  remodel. 
The  increase  in  the  market 
value  of  your  house— espe- 
cially if  you  add  new  rooms  or 
update  your  kitchen— should 
more  than  compensate  you 
for  your  expenses  in  our 
scarce-housing  economy. 

Right  now,  your  cheapest 
source  of  funds  is  your 
straight-life  insurance  policy. 
You  can  borrow  up  to  95  per- 
cent of  its  cash  value,  usually 
at  five  percent  annua  I  interest. 
(On  policies  in  some  states, 
it's  six  percent.)  If  it's  a  Gl 
policy,  the  loan  will  cost  you 
just  four  percent. 

Some  "open-end"  mort- 
gages permit  additional  bor- 
rowingatyouroriginal  interest 
rate,  which  may  be  quite  low. 
It  may  be  smarter  under  spe- 
cial circumstances,  though,  to 
reopen  your  mortgage  at  cur- 
rent rates,  usually  around 
eight  to  8V2  percent— still  a 
comparatively  cheap  way  to 
borrow  remodeling  money. 
However,  remember  that  there 
are  reopening  costs  involved, 
and  un  less  you  make  a  special 
effort  to  repay  the  additional 
mortgage  debt  over  a  short 
period,  your  total  costs  will 
be  disproportionately  high.

you're  planning  luxury  im- 
provements like  a  swimming 
pool— may  be  a  Title  1  FHA 
Home  Improvement  Loan.  It 
should  be  available  through 
most  lending  institutions, 
though  you  may  have  to  shop 
around  for  it.  Interest  will  run 
you  10.57  percent  annually 
(which  you  may  still  find 
stated  as  $5.50  per  $100  per 
year  discounted)  on  a  one- 
year  loan  up  to  $2,500.  For  a 
seven  year  loan  on  a  single- 
family  dwelling,  it's  8.83  per- 
cent true  annual  interest 
on  a  maximum  of  $5,000. 

There  also  are  bank  remod- 
eling loans,  ranging  from 
about  10  to  14  percent  true 
interest,  and  credit  union 
loans  at  9  to  12  percent.  Fin- 
ally, you  can  use  credit  from 
your  contractor  or  a  consumer 
finance  company,  which  prob- 
ably would  cost  20  percent  or 
more  true  interest. 

How  smart  a  borrower  are 
you? 

Consumer  credit  today  comes 
in  many  shapes  and  sizes- 
regular  charge  accounts,    re- 


volving accounts,  installment 
plans,  or  cash  loans.  And  be- 
cause the  sources  of  credit  do 
differ  substantially,  it  takes 
some  calculating  to  be  sure 
you  get  the  best  deal. 

The  first  step  is  to  shop  for 
credit  as  carefully  as  you  shop 
for  other  goods  and  services. 
Begin  with  the  basic  facts  out- 
lined briefly  in  the  following 
chart.  (Note:  The  figures 
shown  under  Typical  Charges 
are  subject  to  state  usury 
laws,  which  vary  considerably. 
And  while  the  rates  quoted 
above  were  correct  at  press 
time,  remember  that  they  may 
vary  somewhat  now,  depend- 
ing on  where  you  live.) 

Your  best  source  of  credit 
depends  on  several  factors. 
When  you  want  credit  to  buy 
goods  and  services,  the  con- 
venience of  retail  credit  may 
outweigh  the  extra  charge.  Of 
course,  charge  accounts  and 
most  revolving  credit— which 
you  pay  in  full  as  billed  — offer 
the  advantages  of  credit  at  no 
cost.  For  large  purchases  or 
loans,  it  usually  pays  to  com- 
pare the  sources  of  credit. 

In  deciding  where  you  go  for 


credit,  consider  the  followin 
questions: 

•  Can  you  meet  the   creditor'' 
security   requirements? 

•  Can   you   get   the   credit  yo 
want  when  you  really  need  i^ 

•  Do  charges  compare  favorabl 
with  other  sources  of  credit? 

•  Can  you  arrange  a  repayme 
schedule  to  suit  your  needs? 

•  Are  penalties  for  late  payme 
reasonable? 

•  Have  you  the  right  to  prepa 
without  penalty? 

•  Can  you  get  credit  without  t 
ing  up  your  savings  and  a 
sets?  Is  the  credit  contra 
easy  to  understand? 

You  also  should  assess  yo 
financial  situation  before  ta 
ing  on  major  credit  oblig 
tions.  What  are  your  curre 
debts?  Have  you  a  cash 
credit  reserve  for  emerge 
cies?  Will  your  income  co 
tinue  at  its  present  levei— 
increase  during  the  repa 
ment  period?  Have  you  co 
sidered  the  alternatives  to  u 
ing  credit,  such  as  postponin 
your  purchases?  Can  you  me

gerous if  used  improperly— 
or  if  used  too  long  without  a 
medical   checkup. 

Any  prescription  drug  can 
trigger  an  allergy,  even  in 
someone  who  has  been  taking 
it  safely  for  years.  Further- 
more, some  drugs  lose  effec- 
tiveness in  time  so  that  dosage 
must  be  adjusted  or  a  differ- 
ent medicine  substituted  by 
the  doctor.  A  few  potent  drugs 
(such  as  barbiturate  sleeping 
capsules,  pain-killing  drugs, 
or  "diet  pills")  contain  power- 
ful stimulants,  so  your  doctor 
prescribes  no  more  than  he 
believes  safe  for  you  to  have 
on  hand. 

A  doctor's  prescription 
scrawl  always  specifies  how 
much  medicine  may  be  dis- 
pensed at  a  time,  the  exact 
dosage  ordered,  and  how 
many  refills  (if  any)  are  author- 
ized without  a  medical  check- 
up. If  your  doctor  doesn't  tell 
you,  ask  him  how  often  you 
must  be  examined  to  obtain 
the  greatest  benefit  from  the 
medicine  at  the  least  risk. 

If  too-frequent  office  calls 
play  hob  with  your  budget, 
speak  up.  "Careful,  sensible 
medical  supervision"  doesn't 
have  to  mean  pyramiding  doc- 
tor bills.  Often  a  telephone 
check  with  your  doctor  will  do, 
with  office  visits  planned  at 
longer  intervals. 

MEDICAL  COSTS 

□  Talking  money 
with  your  doctor 

You're  perfectly  justified  in 
asking  (or  insisting)  that  your 
doctor  give  you  an  itemized 
accounting  of  the  bill  for  a  ma- 
jor illness.  How  much  of  the 
bill  is  for  laboratory  fees?  How 
much  for  X  rays?  Surgical  pro- 
cedures? Drugs  and  medica- 
tion? Office  calls?  You  have  a 
right  to  know. 

You  also  might  inquire  about 
any  costs  that  you'll  be  billed 
for  separately— nursing  care, 
for  instance,  a  blood  trans- 
fusion or  anesthetist's  fee  if 
you  had  surgery.  These 
charges  aren't  determined  by 
your  doctor,  but  he'll  usually 
be  able  to  estimate  them  ac- 
curately. 

Today  your  total  bill  for  any 
illness  probably  will  be  larger 
than  ever  before.  Fortunately, 
though, "you  won't  have  to  pay 
itallyourself  if  you  have  health 
insurance.  Explain  toyourdoc- 
tor  the  kind  of  coverage  you 
carry,  whether  private  or  fam- 
ily contracts,  group  plans  like

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Blue  Cross,  or  governmental 
programs  such  as  Medicare. 
Find  outfrom  him  or  the  insur- 
ance agent  just  what  portions 
of  the  bill  will  be  covered. 

The  remainder  istheamount 
you  must  pay  yourself.  It  con- 
sists of  the  deductibles  called 
for  in  your  policies,  costs  not 
covered  by  insurance,  and 
charges  that  exceed  insurance 
limits.  Usually yourdoctor can 
explain  these  to  your  complete 
satisfaction,  and  may  even  of- 
fer you  a  special  time-pay- 
ment program. 

Othertimes,  you  may  feel  his 
fee  simply  is  too  high.  If  so, 
don't  get  incensed  and  refuse 
to  pay  the  bill.  Instead,  talk  it 
over  calmly  with  the  doctor, 
and  make  a  genuine  attempt 
to  resolve  your  disagreement 
—maybe  with  a  compromise. 

If  that  fails,  you  can  appeal 
to  the  grievance  committee  of 
your  local  county  medical  so- 
ciety. If  the  committee  finds  a 
doctor's  fees  excessive,  it  will 
exert  considerable  influence 
on  him  to  reduce  them.  As  a 
last  resort— you  can  take  your 
complaint  to  court. 

How  to  manage 
your  dental  costs 

There  are  several  good  rea- 
sons why  you  need  a  firm  esti- 
mate of  dental  costs  before 
your  dentist  starts  work. 

•  One  is  to  avoid  being 
shocked  later  on.  Dental  costs 
are  rapidly  spiraling  upward, 
and  you'll  probably  need  time 
to  prepare  for  tha  expense. 

•  Another  is  to  establish  a  ceil- 
ing on  the  cost.  An  estimate 
isn't  legally  binding,  but  your 
dentist  will  be  reluctant  to  ex- 
ceed it. 

•  A  third  good  reason  is  that 
it  gives  you  a  basis  for  com- 
parison. Maybe  another  den- 
tist can  do  the  same  work  for 
less— and  you're  certainly  en- 
titled to  inquire.  Just  make 
sure  your  final  choice  is  well- 
qualified. 

If  the  work  costs  more  than 
you  can  afford  right  now,  dis- 
cuss this  in  advance,  rather 
than  squabbling  over  unpaid 
bills  later.  The  most  common 
solution  is  a  time-payment 
plan  with  the  bill  spread  over 
several  monthly  payments. 

Or,  you  can  have  the  most 
urgent  work  done  now  and 
postpone  the  rest.  Of  course, 
an  untreated  condition  may 
deteriorate,  and  cost  more  lat- 
er. (And  you  also  risk  perma- 
nent damage  tc  your  teeth  or 
gums  by  delaying.)  Still  an- 
other solution:  Instead  of  do- 
ing the  job  with  gold  fillings, 
your  dentist  could  cut  costs 


with  less  expensive  material, 
if  it's  available,  you  could 
sign  up  for  a  group  dental  in- 
surance program,  too.  Some 
plans  pay  for  "preexisting 
conditions"  as  well  as  for  trou- 
ble that  develops  later.  Your 
dentist  can  advise  you. 

CAR  INSURANCE 

EWhat  about 
"no  fault- 
auto  coverage? 

Auto  insurance  litigation  is  a 
slow-moving,  costly  mess. 
Courts  are  clogged  with  cases 
—and  backlogs  of  up  to  two 
years  are  not  uncommon. 
Accident  victims  face  long 
waiting  periods  with  unpaid 
hospital  bills  and  loss  of  in- 
come. 

Reform  plans  now  being  de- 
bated favor  certain  types  of 
of  insurors— mostly  writers  of 
health  and  liability  insurance 
plans.  Claims  would  require 
fewer  services  from  certain 
professionals— notably  attor- 
neys. However,  the  car  traffic 
across  state  lines  today  means 
thatany  realistic  reform  would 
have  to  go  into  effect  in  nearly 
all  states  simultaneously. 

Robert  E.  Keeton  and  Jef- 
fery  O'Connell,  in  their  book 
Basic  Protection  for  the  Traffic 
Victim,  highlighted  the  need 
for  reform  in  1965.  They 
claimed  that  the  present  sys- 
tem not  only  is  cumbersome, 
but  conducive  to  fraud.  They 
maintained  that  a  great  por- 
tion of  the  money  paid  by  in- 
surance companies  went  for 
litigation  expense,  rather  than 
to  the  accident  victim.  Their 
study  resulted  in  a  revolution- 
ary reform  proposal  to  elimi- 
nate the  question  of  fault  in 
auto  accidents. 

Even  the  contending  parties 
agree  that  changes  are  need- 
ed. In  fact,  those  that  seem 
most  interested  in  preserving 
the  present  system  have  often 
worked  hardest  for  reform. 
Recent  improvements  have 
included  writing  "no  fault" 
clauses,  such  as  Uninsured 
Motorist  and  Medical  Pay- 
ments coverage,  into  policies, 
and  making  liability  claim 
payments  before  the  fault  is 
finally  determined. 

How  long  since 
you  upped  your 
auto  coverage? 

Today's  formidable  medical 
expenses  and  repair  costs,  to- 
gether with  higher  jury  awards 
in  major  injury  cases,   make 


up-to-date    auto    insurance   a 
financial  necessity. 

You  need  protection  against 
the  following  situations:  1) 
your  car  causes  bodily  injury 
to  others,  2)  your  car  damages 
property  of  others,  3)  bodily 
injury  is  suffered  by  you  or 
yours,  4)  bodily  injury  to  you 
or  yours  is  caused  by  an  un- 
insured motorist.  Depending 
on  the  year,  make,  and  model 
of  your  car,  you  also  may  want 
protection  against  collision  or 
damage  to  your  car  resulting 
from  a  number  of  causes  other 
than  collision.  This  might  in- 
clude items  like  theft,  fire, 
glass  breakage,  vandalism. 
Such  coverage  is  known  as 
comprehensive  physical  dam- 
age insurance. 

In  many  cases  financial  re- 
sponsibility laws  or  compulsory 
insurance  laws  of  the  various 
states  may  prescribe  the 
amount  of  liability  insurance 
coverage,  or  require  other  evi- 
dence of  ability  to  pay  dam- 
ages up  to  minimum  amounts. 

The  additional  liability  pro- 
tection you  need  depends 
largely  on  your  financial  worth. 
The  more  you  have  to  lose,  the 
greater  your  coverage  needs. 
Extra  bodily  injury  and  prop- 
erty damage  liability  coverage 
costs  relatively  little.  Though 
it  varies  from  area  to  area, 
the  cost  difference  between 
10/20/5  and  50/100/10  is  a 
matter  of  $10  or  $12  annually. 
Another  $3  or  $4  boosts  the 
coverage  to  100/300/25.  The 
first  number  refers  to  the  max- 
imum payable,  in  thousands 
of  dollars,  on  claims  against 
the  insured  for  a  single  injury. 
The  second  number  is  the 
maximum  for  all  injuries  in  a 
single  accident.  The  third 
number  is  the  maximum  for 
property  damage  in  a  single 
accident. 

Also  consider  the  amount 
and  type  of  driving  you  do,  the 
number  of  drivers  covered  by 
the  policy,  and  your  coverage 
under  other  policies. 

You  can  cut  costs  by  increas- 
ing the  deductible  amount  for 
collision  insurance.  Check  the 
cancellation  and  renewal  fea- 
tures. Some  companies  now 
guarantee  non-cancellation 
and  renewal  for  a  five-year  pe- 
riod—so long  as  premiums  are 
paid  and  the  driver's  license 
is  not  suspended. 

High-income  families  may 
want  to  investigate  an  umbrel- 
la policy  offering  "excess" 
protection  against  major  law 
suits.  These  policies  cover 
personal  and  professional  li- 
ability for  amounts  exceeding 
protection  offered  in  primary 
policies. 
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Ways  to  save  on 
teen-age  auto  insurance 

When  your  son  takes  the 
wheel  of  the  family  car,  get  set 
for  a  sizable  jump  in  your 
premiums.  It  may  be  double 
what  you're  now  paying.  And 
if  he  has  his  own  car,  you  may 
be  facing  a  rate  400  percent 
over  the  base  rate. 

Insurance  people  know  this 
is  a  stiff  jolt  to  the  fam i ly  budg- 
et, and  many  offer  relief  to 
parents  of  the  teen-ager  who 
demonstrates  driving  skill  and 
an  attitude  that  sets  him  apart 
from  the  group. 

If  your  tean-ager  has  com- 
pleted a  driver  education 
course,  is  a  safe  driver,  at 
tends  a  distant  school,  or— in 
some  cases— gets  good  marks, 
you  may  be  in  line  for  dis- 
counts. These  range  from  five 
to  as  much  as  40  percent  off 
the  average  teen-age  driver 
rate. 

Safe-driver  discounts  are  of 
fered  by  nearly  all  companies^ 
to  anyone— teen-ager  or  adult 
These  are  awarded  for  a  three 
year  driving  record  clear  ol 
any  chargeable  accidents  oi 
serious  traffic  violations. 

Along  with  this  discount 
however,  goes  the  penalty  o" 
a  higher  rate  if  the  driver  i< 
involved  in  an  accident  foi 
which  he  is  responsible,  or  ij 
he  gets  tagged  for  a  seriou? 
violation.  The  penalty  charge;! 
go  into  effect  upon  renewal; 
and,  in  most  cases,  stay  ef 
fective  for  three  years. 

At  least  one  major  firm  doe* 
not  offer  a  safe-driver  dis 
count,  but  it  doesn't  raise  th« 
rate  following  an  accident  o 
conviction  either.  Anothe 
large  company  offers  the  dis 
count,  but  not  to  the  under-25 
male  driver.  (There  also  an 
several  states  with  laws  forbid 
ding  safe-driver  discounts.) 

Accredited         driver-educatio 

courses  warrant  a  premiun 
reduction  for  most  youthfu 
drivers,  male  or  female,  marl 
ried  or  single.  Several  com 
panies  will  not  give  a  driver 
education  discount  to  you 
daughter.  However,  thes* 
same  firms  make  up  for  it  b 
raising  the  base  rate  for  ur 
married  female  drivers  unde 
21  only  slightly.  In  this  cas| 
the  discounted  rats  for  yod 
son  would  still  be  considei! 
ably  higher  than  the  standar 
rate  for  your  daughter.

Your  rate  could 
decrease  for  each  car,  and 
applies  to  liability,  collision, 
comprehensive  coverage,  and 
medical  payments.  Both  cars, 
though,  must  be  under  single 
ownership  and  insured  with 
the  same  company. 

CAR  STANDARDS 

New  tire  labeling 
requirements 


Government  standards  now  re- 
quire all  tires  being  produced 
to  be  labeled  on  both  side- 
walls  with  the  following  in- 
formation: size  designation; 
maximum  permissible  infla- 
tion pressure;  maximum  load 
rating;  manufacturer's  name 
or  identifying  code;  composi- 
tion of  the  material  used  in 
the  ply  cord;  actual  number 
of  plies  in  the  sidewall  area 
and  actual  number  of  plies 
in  the  tread  area,  if  different; 
the  word  "tubeless"  or  "tube- 
type";  the  word  "radial"  if  a 
radial  ply  tire;  and  an  indica- 
tion that  the  tire  conforms  to 
applicable  federal  standards. 

Take  time  to  read  and  com- 
pare sidewalls  when  shopping. 
Much  of  the  information  has 
been  on  tires  for  quite  some 
time.  Some  has  been  in  con- 
fusing terminology  such  as 
"2-ply/4-ply  rating"— which 
meant  that  the  tire  had  two 
plies  equal  in  strength  to  the 
older  four-ply  tires.  This  dou- 
ble-talk does  not  appear  on 
current  tires. 

Probably  the  most  helpful 
information  that  has  been 
added  is  the  maximum  infla- 
tion pressure  and  the  load  rat- 
ing. You  know  without  any 
thumbing  through  owners 
manuals  what  the  maximum 
inflation  pressure  should  be, 
and  what  the  tire  is  capable  of 
supporting  when  inflated.  For 
example,  if  the  load  rating  is 
1,400  pounds,  you  know  that 
each  tire  is  capable  of  support- 
ing a  maximum  of  1,400 
pounds  when  inflated  to  the 
maximum  specified  pressure. 

Be  sure  you  get  the  right 


size  for  your  car  (sizing  desig- 
nations have  changed),  and 
be  sure  the  tire  has  a  load  rat- 
ing exceeding  any  load  you 
might  subject  it  to. 

What  is  the  life  time 
of  a  "lifetime  auto  part 
guarantee'? 

The      true      lifetime     guarantee 

states  that  the  part  will  be  re- 
placed free  of  charge  if  it  fails 
or  wears  out  during  the  time 
you  own  the  car— and  if  it  re- 
mains on  the  car  on  which 
originally  installed. 

Such  guarantees  are  not 
transferable  to  subsequent 
owners.  In  some  cases,  the 
guarantee  includes  cost  of 
labor  incurred  in  replacing  the 
part.  Others  specify  that  only 
the  replacement  part  will  be 
furnished.  You  must  pay  to 
have  it  installed. 

The  real  hooker  is  that  the 
guarantee  applies  only  as  long 
as  you  own  the  car.  With  the 
average  car  owned  by  one  per- 
son on  ly  about  three  years,  the 
lifetime  guarantee  becomes 
little  more  than  a  three-year 
guarantee.  This  type  is  most 
common  on  shock  absorbers, 
mufflers,  and  a  few  premium 
batteries. 

Another  lifetime  guarantee  ap- 
plies to  tires,  and  is  usually 
called  a  tread-lifetime  guaran- 
tee. Under  the  provisions  of 
this  guarantee,  the  tire  is  war- 
ranted against  failure  from 
normal  road  hazards  or  de- 
fects in  workmanship  for  the 
life  of  the  original  tread  (a  tire 
is  considered  worn  out  when 
tread  depth  is  less  than  1/16 
inch).  Punctures  will  be  re- 
paired free,  and  in  case  of  fail- 
ure the  tire  will  be  replaced— 
and  you  will  be  charged  for 
the  proportion  of  the  tread 
used  at  the  current  price. 

A  tread-wear  guarantee  is  often 
given  on  tires.  It  means  that 
the  tread  is  guaranteed  to  last 
a  specified  number  of  miles 
or  months.  A  tire  that  wears 
out  before  the  specified  time 
or  mileage  will  be  replaced, 
and  you  will  be  charged  only 
for  the  portion  of  the  guaran- 
tee period  that  the  tire  has 
been  driven.  This  actually  is 
a  type  of  pro  rata  guarantee. 

A  mileage  guarantee  is  often 
given  on  brake  linings  and 
some  other  parts.  This  calls 
for  free  replacement  of  the  lin- 
ings if  they  wear  out  before 
the  specified  mileage  limit, 
but  there  usually  is  a  labor 
charge  involved. 

The  pro  rata  guarantee  is  most 
often  encountered  in  auto  re- 
placement parts.  It  calls  for 
rep  lacement  of  the  worn-out  or 


faulty  part.  You  are  charged 
only  for  the  portion  of  the 
guarantee  period  that  the  part 
was  used. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with 
this  guarantee,  but  it  usually 
stipulates  that  the  price  ad- 
justment is  figured  on  the 
current  list  or  regular  selling 
price— not  on  special  prices  in 
effect  at  that  time.  For  exam- 
ple, if  an  unrepairable  tire  de- 
livers three-fourths  of  its  guar- 
anteed mileage,  you  will  be 
charged  75%  of  the  list  price 
for  the  replacement— $22.50 
for  a  $30  tire.  If  the  tire  hap- 
pens to  be  on  sale  that  day  for 
$20,  you  will  still  have  to  pay 
the  $22.50  under  theterms  of 
the  guarantee— a  good  time  to 
forget  the  guarantee  and  take 
advantage  of  the  sale  price. 

You  can  generally  judge  the 
quality  of  a  product  by  the 
guarantee.  The  longer  the 
guarantee  period,  the  better 
the  product. 

Why  bother  about 
those  auto  recall 
campaigns? 

Some  weeks  after  buying  a 
new  car,  you  receive  a  notice 
from  the  dealer  or  manufac- 
turer that  the  car  might  con- 
tain a  defective  part  or  manu- 
facturing flaw.  The  notice 
states  that  the  car  will  be  in- 
spected and  the  defect  re- 
paired or  replaced  free  of 
charge  if  you  take  the  car  to  a 
dealer's  garage. 

By  all  means  do  so.  Surpris- 
ing as  it  may  seem,  many  own- 
ers disregard  recall  cam- 
paigns. The  National  Highway 
Safety  Bureau  says  that  there 
were  287  recall  campaigns 
conducted  between  Septem- 
ber 1,  1966,  and  September 
30,  1968,  and  that  only  69  of 
the  campaigns  were  100  per- 
cent completed.  During  this 
time,  only  70  percent  of  the 
5,527,049  cars  were  returned 
for  inspection  and  repairs. 

The  most  popular  excuses 
are  "too  inconvenient"  and  "I 
don't  have  transportation 
while  they  work  on  the  car." 
Fortunately,  the  industry  is 
making  fewer  recalls  for  major 
jobs.  Most  recalls  are  for  min- 
or deficiencies  that  can  be  cor- 
rected in  a  very  short  time, 
but  that  could  be  dangerous  if 
not  taken  care  of.  A  faulty  door 
latch  could  allow  the  door  to 
pop  open  if  you  should  stop  or 
swerve  suddenly.  A  defective 
wiper  mechanism  could  easily 
contribute  to  poor  visibility  at 
night. 

Several  recent  recall  at- 
tempts on  defective  tires  met 
with  dismal  results.  In  one  at- 
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tempt  to  recall  10,000  tires, 
only  2,600  were  returned. 
Another  attempt  involved 
42,000  tires  with  just  over 
9,000  being  returned.  The  tire 
recalls  did  not  involve  letters 
to  the  owners;  at  present 
there  is  no  uniform  method 
for  registering  purchasers  of 
tires.  These  notices  appeared 
in  newspapers  and  in  special 
bulletins  to  the  dealers. 

If  you  are  ever  involved  in  a 
recall  campaign,  be  sure  to 
cooperate.  If  you  don't  react, 
manufacturers  may  well  as- 
sume that  no  one  really  cares. 

INVESTMENTS 

S  Variable  annuities: 
a  good  hedge 
against  inflation? 

In  setting  up  your  retirement 
plan,  you've  considered  an- 
nuities, which  guarantee  pay- 
ments as  long  as  you  live. 

Yet  you  wonder  how  they'll 
fare  in  a  constantly  inflating 
economy.  Your  insurance 
agent  may  tell  you  a  variable 
annuity  is  the  best  answer  be- 
cause its  monthly  payout,  un- 
like that  of  a  fixed-amount  an- 
nuity, is  geared  to  the  econo- 
my. In  a  boom,  he  suggests, 
you'll  get  more.  In  a  depres- 
sion, you'll  get  less.  Still  you 
hesitate.  Will  a  variable  annu- 
ity really  offset  inflation?  And 
what  if  there's  a  recession  .  .  . 

Variable  annuity  premiums 
buy  "units"  (or  shares)  in  a 
fund  of  common  stocks  man- 
aged by  the  insurance  com- 
pany. The  income  you  receive 
when  you  retire  is  based  on 
the  level  of  the  stock  values  at 
that  time.  In  the  past,  the 
stock  market  has  more  than 
kept  pace  with  the  rising  cost 
of  living. 

For  instance,  a  teacher  who 
retired  in  1958  with  a  monthly 
variable  income  of  $167.10 
today  receives  $325  from  the 
Teachers  Insurance  Annuity 
Association,  which  pioneered 
variable  annuities  (and  still 
generally  requires  that  its  cus- 
tomers be  in  the  teaching  pro- 
fession). That's  almost  a  100 
percent  increase,  compared 
with  a  29  percent  rise  in  con- 
sumer prices. 

However,  recessions  do  hap- 
pen, or  the  market  can  take  a 
prolonged  dip  (as  in  1969), 
so  you  shouldn't  consider  a 
variable  annuity  unless  you 
already  have  a  fixed-retire- 
ment base,  such  as  savings  or 
a  pension  plan  to  supplement 
your  Social  Security. 

One  solution  is  a  combina-

tion  of  tixed  and  variable  an- 
nuities, which  gives  you  a 
guaranteed  minimum  income 
while  a  I  lowing  for  growth.  Only 
a  few  companies  offer  such  a 
combination  plan,  but  you  can 
buy  the  annuities  separately. 
You'll  have  to  shop  around, 
though,  since  most  companies 
sell  annuities  on  a  group-plan 
basis,  rather  than  to  individ- 
uals. 

For  a  man  of  45,  $100  of 
fixed  lifetime  income  starting 
at  65  might  cost  $700  a  year. 
Remember,  however,  that 
there  can  be  no  stated  relation 
between  the  premium  and  the 
payout  on  the  variable  annuity. 

Mutual  Funds:  where  they  fit 
in  your  financial  picture 

Simply  put,  the  main  asset 
of  a  mutual  fund  is  that  it  min- 
imizes your  investment  risk 
while  maximizing  your  gain. 
For  many  potential  investors, 
then,  it  represents  a  basic  in- 
vestment source. 

That's  because  a  mutual 
fund  share  reflects  the  for- 
tunes of  many  companies. 
The  fund,  drawing  on  a  pool  of 
money  put  up  by  many  people, 


purchases  its  own  portfolio  of 
stocks,  based  on  the  know-how 
of  its  directors.  Thus,  when 
you  take  part  in  a  mutual  fund, 
you  hold  a  percentage  of  the 
overall  value  of  the  fund— 
which  in  turn  depends  on  how 
successfully  the  portfolio  is 
managed. 

In  recent  years,  statistics 
show  that  funds  do  pay  off  for 
their  investors.  In  one  year,  for 
example,  five  out  of  six  funds 
fared  better  than  the  Dow 
Jones  Industrial  Average.  Part 
of  this  success  stems  from  the 
way  many  funds  are  managed. 
In  a  particular  fund,  some  se- 
curities may  be  very  specula- 
tive, with  the  chance  for  big 
gains  (or  losses).  Other  secur- 
ities in  the  same  portfolio  gen- 
erally are  comparatively  sta- 
ble common  stocks,  preferred 
stocks,  and  bonds.  These  usu- 
ally fluctuate  far  less,  counter- 
acting possible  drops  in  the 
price  of  the  more  speculative 
stocks. 

All  this  means  almost  no 
mutual  fund  is  likely  to  jump 
in  price  as  quickly  as  the  fast- 
moving  stocks.  Yet  there's  lit- 
tle chance  you'll  lose  heavily 
either.  In  fact,  funds  tradition- 


ally hold  up  well  in  otherwise 
discouraging  markets  (though 
in  1969,  some  mutual  funds 
did  worse  than  the  Dow  Jones 
Average). 

Remember,  though,  mutual 
funds  are  not  all  the  same. 
There  are  growth  funds  that 
try  for  maximum  returns  by  in- 
vesting primarily  in  attractive 
common  stocks.  Then  there 
are  the  balanced  funds,  with 
about  70  percent  holdings  in 
common  stocks  and  30  per- 
cent in  preferred  stocks, 
bonds,  and  cash.  (However, 
you'll  find  ratios  do  vary.)  And 
besides  these,  there  are  the 
income  funds. 

With  this  variety,  picking  a 
fund  sounds  like  a  formidable 
job.  Yet,  like  picking  a  stock,  it 
depends  greatly  on  knowing 
what  your  goals  are— say 
growth  and  income,  or  stabil- 
ity. When  it  comes  to  selecting 
a  particular  fund,  you'll  find 
reliable  references  in  brokers' 
offices  and  the  larger  public 
libraries. 

As  far  as  investment  re- 
quirements go,  you  generally 
can  find  a  mutual  fund  to  fit 
your  own  financial  pace. 
Often,  you  can  invest  as  little 


as  $300  to  $500  a  year,  with 
an  initial  lump-sum  payment 
as  low  as  $100.  (And  if  you 
want  to  get  out,  any  open-end 
fund,  for  instance,  will  redeem 
its  shares  from  you  at  current 
market  value,  usually  without 
additional  charges.)

BARGAIN  TRAVEL 

Buy  a  package 
vacation

Too  many  travelers  today  still 
figure  the  least  expensive 
trip  is  the  one  they  arrange 
themselves.  Mention  package 
vacations,  and  they'll  prob- 
ably answer  that  using  a  travel 
agent  costs  more,  or  that  pack- 
age tours  mean  you  have  to 
travel  with  a  group. 

Well,  they're  wrong  on  both 
counts.  A  travel  agent  earns 
commissions  from  airlines, 
hotels,  and  other  travel  opera- 
tors whose  services  he  sells 
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you.  You  don't  pay  a  penny  ex- 
tra for  these  services.  In  fact, 
you  usually  can  save  money  by 
finding  a  vacation  package  to 
suit  your  budget. 

If  you're  planning  a  trip  to 
Europe,  you'll  find  the  14-21- 
day  excursion  round-trip  jet 
fare  from  New  York  to  London 
will  cost  $300  per  person  in 
the  off-season.  Say  you  stay 
13  nights  at  the  Kensington 
Close  Hotel  ($12.60  a  night 
double,  including  breakfast). 
Before  you've  even  added  oth- 
er meal  expenses,  sight-see- 
ing costs,  and  extras,  you'll 
invest  about  $382  per  person 
in  the  trip. 

Pan  Am  and  OpenRoad  In- 
ternational offer  a  "London 
Showtime"  trip  package  that 
includes  your  round-trip  air 
fare  from  New  York  and  the 
above  hotel  accommodations, 
plus  tickets  to  seven  theater 
shows,  guest  membership  in  a 
casino,  a  discount  card  for  200 
London  shops,  free  use  of  a 
rental  car  for  three  days— for 
$275  per  person.  Even  if  you 
didn't  use  some  elements  of 
this  package,  you'd  save  on 
your  total  trip  costs. 

The  same  story  holds  true 


for  other  carriers  at  other  va- 
cation spots.  United  Airlines 
offers  a  seven-day,  six-night 
Hawaii  package.  For  $99  per 
person,  you  get  a  double 
room  at  the  Hawaiian  Village 
Hotel,  airport-hotel  transfers, 
a  sight-seeing  tour  of  Oahu, 
and  a  Pearl  Harbor  cruise. 
Make  your  own  reservations 
at  Hawaiian  Village,  and  you'll 
pay  up  to  $123  per  person  for 
six  nights  in  the  same  double 
room— and  receive  none  of  the 
above  extras. 

Vacation  packages  like 
these  don't  require  you  to  trav- 
el in  a  group.  But  if  you  like 
the  idea  of  an  escorted  group 
tour,  you  can  buy  that  kind  of 
package  at  bargain-basement 
prices.  Tour  operators  who 
package  these  travel  bargains 
offer  economy  prices  because 
they  know  they'll  attract 
enough  customers  to  block 
out  whole  sections  of  hotel 
rooms  and  airline  seats.  Thus 
they  pay  wholesale  prices  and 
pass  some  of  the  savings  on 
to  you. 

But  you  don't  save  any  set 
percentage  on  accommoda- 
tions and  other  travel  ex- 
penses   by    buying    package 


plans.  That's  why  it's  smart 
to  have  your  travel  agent  help 
you  pick  the  best  buy. 

How  cheaply  can  you  fly? 

Last  summer,  your  family 
saved  25  percent  on  the  regu- 
lar coach  fare  by  flying  family 
plan.  But  your  neighbor  took 
his  family  on  the  same  route 
—at  a  35  percent  discount. 

Your  neighbor's  family  man- 
aged the  extra  savings  by  fly- 
ing excursion  fares.  On  the 
trip  you  both  took,  these  hap- 
pened to  be  less  than  family- 
plan  fares. 

Family  plan  and  excursion 
discounts  range  anywhere 
from  15  to  35  percent.  But  the 
savings  you  get  depend  on 
several  factors,  from  your  de- 
parture and  destination  points 
to  the  size  of  your  family  and 
the  time  of  year. 

Take  this  example.  A  couple 
with  two  children,  10  and  14 
years  old,  fly  round  trip  be- 
tween Atlanta  and  Los  Ange- 
les. The  man  pays  full  coach 
fare.  His  wife  goes  at  75  per- 
cent, the  teen-ager  at  half,  and 
the  child  under  12  at  33y3  per- 
cent. The  tota  I  cost  is  $604.50, 


plus  tax.  Figured  at  regular 
coach  rates,  the  total  would 
be  $819  plus  tax.  But  the  ex- 
cursion fare  total  is  $516  plus 
tax— clearly  the  best  buy.  Yet 
on  a  round  trip  between  Chi- 
cago and  San  Diego,  family- 
plan  fares  for  this  family  are 
$12  less  than  the  excursion 
fares. 

Obviously,  there's  no  pat 
formula  for  determining  ex- 
cursion fares.  Instead,  there's 
usually  a  round-figure  excur- 
sion rate  offered  between 
most  major  U.S.  airports.  Each 
family  member  over  12  pays 
the  same,  and  the  standard  50 
percent  discount  for  children 
two  through  12  is  figured 
against  the  adult  excursion 
rate. 

If  you  want  confirmed  air- 
line reservations  at  the  lowest 
cost,  be  sure  to  ask  for  just 
that  when  you  call  your  airline 
office  or  travel  agent  to  make 
reservations.  Family  plan  and 
excursion  fares  aren't  valid 
during  certain  time  periods 
each  week.  Tell  the  reserva- 
tions agent  you'll  schedule 
your  departures  for  a  valid 
time  period  to  take  full  advan- 
tage Of  these  rates.      Continued

EWhat  company 
health  insurance 
doesn't  pay 

Many  company  health  insur- 
ance policies  don't  provide 
you  and  your  family  with  com- 
prehensive health  care  cover- 
age. Unfortunately,  most  fam- 
ilies don't  learn  what  isn't 
covered  until  they're  faced 
with  the  bill. 

Company  policies  rangefrom 
those  giving  almost  total  pro- 
tection to  those  that  provide 
practically  none.  There  is  no 
such  thingas  minimum  health 
insurance  standards  in  this 
country.  Policies  vary  widely 
in  the  medical  expenses  cov- 
ered, and  in  the  money  the 
policy  will  pay. 

Almost  all  policies  cover 
hospital  expenses,  but  not  all 
cover  them  completely.  Too 
often,  they  pay  less  than  the 
average  hospital  stay,  and  cer- 
tainly far  less  than  the  cost  of 
serious  illness.  The  same 
shortcoming  applies  to  most 
company  policies  that  cover 
surgical  and  hospital  costs. 

Doctor  bills  and  other  "out- 
patient" costs  may  or  may  not 
be  covered— or  they  may  be 
covered  in  part.  About  one- 
fourth  of  the  persons  insured 
for  hospital  costs  aren't  in- 
sured for  regular  doctor  visits. 

Millions  of  families  covered 
by  company  policies  have  no 
major-medical  protection. 
This  means  that  once  the  dol- 
lar limits  are  exceeded  on  a 
basic  hospital-surgical  policy, 
the  balanceof  the  bills  isyours. 

Even  if  your  company  pro- 
vides major-med  ica  I  coverage, 
that's  no  assurance  of  total 
protection.  Forone thing,  most 
such  policies  pay  only  a  share 
of  the  cost.  Like  auto  insur- 
ance, they  include  "deduct- 
ibles" thatyoupay.  Above  this, 
insurance  pays  part  and  you 
pay  part. 

What's  more,  close  to  eight 
percent  of  the  supplementary 
major  medical  policies  and  60 
percent  of  the  comprehensive 
policies  have  a  cutoff  of 
$10,000  or  /ess.SYet  with  to- 
day's soaring  medical  costs, 
it's  not  difficult  to  amass  bills 
well  above  $10,000  in  a  seri- 
ous or  prolonged  illness. 

How  good  is  your  homeowners 
insurance  coverage? 

Your  neighbor's  house  burned 
down  the  other  day,  wiping 
out  virtually  all  his  belong- 
ings. He  told  you  he  had 
thought  his  homeowners  in- 
surance covered  the  total  val-

ue.  However,  Iris  furniture, 
clothes,  and  other  posses 
sions  actually  were  covered 
only  up  to  an  amount  equal  to 
50  percent  of  the  face  amount 
of  the  policy.  Now  you're  not 
certain  your  own  policy  is 
enough,  even  though  you  had 
it  boosted  five  years  ago  .  . 

First,  remember  that  five 
years  is  a  long  time— and  the 
value  of  your  house  may  have 
appreciated  substantially 
Have  it  reappraised  for  insur 
ance  purposes,  and  increase 
your  policy  accordingly. 

The  face  amount  of  your  pol 
icy  should  equal  at  least  80 
percent  of  your  home's  cur 
rent  replacement  value,  oryou 
won't  collect  the  full  amounf 
necessary  to  replace  it  if  it's 
destroyed— or  even  cover  the 
total  cost  of  repairs  if  there  i 
damage.  That's  because  i1 
you're  insured  for  less  thar 
80  percent  of  replacemenl 
value,  depreciation  will  b€ 
taken  into  consideration  be 
fore  you're  reimbursed.  Tha 
means  you  may  suffer  sub 
stantial  cash  losses  when  yoi 
rebuild  or  replace. 

As  for  your  personal  belong 
ings,  they  are  covered  up  to  ar 
amount  equal  to  50  percen 
of  the  face  amount  of  th 
policy.  Certain  items— such  a: 
stamp  and  coin  collections 
money,  jewelry,  and  securities 
—do  have  a  limit  put  on  them 
though.  For  instance,  there's  z 
standard  $500  limit  on  jewel 
ry,  watches,  and  furs.  Furni 
ture  and  clothing  are  consid 
ered  at  their  depreciated  val 
ue.  (A  five-year-old  table  tha 
cost  $100,  for  instance,  is 
generally  estimated  to  b* 
worth  about  $50.) 

Make  a  room-by-room  inven 
tory  of  your  belongings,  takin 
depreciation  into  considera 
tion.  List  objects  which  ar 
limited  on  the  policy— such  a 
jewelry— at  their  item-by-ite 
replacement  cost.  Have  you 
antiques  appraised  by  ex 
perts,  and  keep  the  docu 
ments.  If  the  total  value  o 
your  belongings  substantial! 
exceeds  50  percent  of  the  fac 
amount,  or  if  the  value  of  th 
items  in  any  of  the  limite 
categories  exceeds  the  limi 
you  need  additional  insu 
ance  coverage. 

You  can  arrange  additiona 
insurance  with  a  modest  ride 
on  your  policy— or  a  separat 
"floater"  policy  on  your  mos 
treasured  possessions.

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your  ability  to  pay.  While  com- 
plete protection  is  still  a 
dream,  there's  little  question 
that  you  could  improve  your 
current  coverage. 

The  truth  is  that  Medicare 
may  not  pay  even  half  of  your 
medical  bills  after  you're  65. 
Government  statistics  show 
Medicare  is  picking  up  the  tab 
for  barely  45  percent  of  total 
medical  costs  incurred  by  per- 
sons covered  by  the  program. 
What's  more,  they  show  the 
average  person  over  65  still 
pays  nearly  half  again  more 
money  for  hea  Ith  care  than  the 
average  person  under  65. 

The  reason  is  that  Medicare 
coverage  isn't  full  coverage. 
The  over-65  patient  pays  the 
first  $50  of  his  doctor  bills 
each  year,  and  20  percent  of 
everything  over  that.  If  hos- 
pitalized, he'll  pay  the  first 
$44  and,  from  the  6 1st  through 
the  90th  day,  $10  a  day. 

Many  expenses  aren't  cov- 
ered at  all— drugs  outside  a 
hospital,  dental  costs,  private- 
duty  nursing.  A  nursing  home 
isn't  covered  unless  it  follows 
a  stay  of  at  least  three  days  in 
a  hospital,  and  even  then  the 
maximum  is  100  days.  Medi- 
care doesn't  cover  routine 
physicals,  eyeglasses,  hearing 
aids,  or  a  psychiatric  hospital 
after  190  days. 

Even  when  a  man  is  65,  he 
should  keep  in  mind  that  his 
wife  isn't  eligible  for  Medicare 
until  she  is  65.  If  she  is  young- 
er than  he,  there  will  be  a  pe- 
riod when  Medicare  covers 
part  of  his  expenses  but  none 
of  hers. 

However,  Medicare  is  an  at- 
tempt to  provide  at  least  mini- 
mum health  insurance  bene- 
fits for  one  segment  of  our 
population.  It  won't  give  you 
complete  protection,  but  it 
does  provide  a  foundation  for 
you  to  build  upon  with  private 
insurance. 

Many  companies  write  sup- 
plemental policies  that  start 
where  Medicare  quits.  The 
cost  ranges  from  about  $85  to 
$140  a  year  a  person,  depend- 
ing on  coverage.  If  major-med- 
ical insurance  is  needed  for  a 
wife  until  she's  65,  a  typical 
policy  with  a  $250  deductible 
costs  about  $165  a  year. 

Yet  anyone  planning  retire- 
ment should,  before  applying 
for  private  insurance,  consult 
the  group  plan  that  covered 
him  as  an  employee.  It  may 
provide  for  some  continuing 
protection,  offering  an  option 
to  convert  to  retirement  insur- 
ance at  a  favorable  rate. 

Still,  private  insurance  may 
not  pay  all  costs  excluded  by 
Medicare,  so  check  policy  lim- 
its carefully. 


YOURMONEY'S  WORTH 

7]^  Can  you  afford 
I       a  poor  building 
m  ^  I  contractor? 

Pick  a  poor  building  contrac- 
tor, and  you'll  suffer  several 
ways.  To  start  with,  you'll 
waste  money,  or  rather  he'll 
waste  it  for  you.  In  addition, 
you'll  be  finding  flaws  months 
—or  even  years— later. 

Certainly  you  have  to  buy 
remodeling  or  building  quality 
sight  unseen.  But  although 
you  can't  evaluate  the  finished 
product -before  you  buy,  you 
can  learn  if  the  dealer  or  con- 
tractor is  qualified  before  he 
begins. 

First,  check  his  membership 
in  trade  associations,  such  as 
the  National  Association  of 
Home  Builders  or  the  newly 
formed  Inner  Space  Institute. 
These  organizations  hold 
members  to  certain  standards 
of  performance  and  ethics.  In 
addition,  the  National  Associ- 
ation of  Home  Builders  has  an 
arbitration  committee  you 
may  appeal  to  if  work  is  not 
satisfactory. 

Other  ways  to  investigate 
contractors  include  calling  the 
Better  Business  Bureau  to  see 
if  complaints  have  been  regis- 
tered against  the  men  you  are 
considering.  You  also  can 
check  with  former  customers 
to  see  whether  they  have  been 
satisfied  with  the  work  and  the 
charges.  Then  get  several 
written  estimates  so  you  can 
compare  prices,  plans,  and 
materials. 

Before  signing  a  contract 
with  any  builder,  read  it  care- 
fully. Be  certain  the  plans  con- 
form to  local  building  codes 
and  zoning  regulations. 

In  addition,  make  sure  there 
are  written  agreements  on  any 
changes  made  during  installa- 
tion. Check  all  bills  before 
paying  to  be  certain  you've 
gotten  credit  for  any  materials 
or  work  omitted. 

Just  what 

does  an  arbitration 

clause  mean? 

A  West  Coast  doctor  hired  an 
architect  to  plan  a  major  re- 
modeling. Then  he  hired  a 
contractor  to  build  it  for 
$25,000.  Each  month  the  doc- 
tor paid  the  contractor's  bills 
—first  certified  by  the  archi- 
tect. With  the  work  nearly  fin- 
ished, the  bills  (including 
changes)  totaled  $28,000. 

At  an  arbitration  hearing, 
the  architect  admitted  he 
hadn't  verified  all  labor 
charges.  The  contractor  said 


he  hadn't  verified  credit  due 
caused  by  plan  changes  with 
the  subcontractors.  The  arbi- 
tration board  ruled  that  only 
$1,100  of  the  extra  $3,000 
was  due. 

In  another  city,  an  arbitra- 
tion board  whacked  $4,500  in 
labor  costs  off  a  house.  The 
reason?  There  was  no  substan- 
tial evidence  of  the  amount 
of  general  superintending 
claimed.  And  the  contractor 
was  held  responsible  for  the 
cost  of  corrective  labor. 

These  two  instances  are 
samples  of  what  an  automatic 
arbitration  clause  can  mean 
to  a  homeowner.  Among  other 
advantages  are:  closed  hear- 
ings so  the  reputations  of  both 
parties  are  protected;  confi- 
dential awards;  decisions 
made  by  experts  in  the  build- 
ing trades.  These  cases  often 
are  settled  in  one  day— and 
sometimes  in  hours.  Roughly 
five  percent  of  these  arbitra- 
tion cases  are  ever  appealed. 

But  not  everything  goes  the 
homeowner's  way.  To  cut 
costs,  one  couple  asked  their 
architect  for  rough  sketches 
only,  and  no  construction  su- 
pervision. Hiring  their  own 
contractor,  they  found  the 
costs  totaled  more  tnan  the 
estimate.  The  board  upheld 
the  contractor's  charges, 
pointing  out  that  the  owners 
took  a  calculated  risk  when 
they  declined  supervision. 

Obviously,  any  construction 
project  can  bog  down  over 
honest  misunderstandings  on 
price  changes,  plan  altera- 
tions, workmanship,  or  late 
deliveries. 

To  provide  inexpensive, 
speedy  judgment,  22  cities 
now  have  arbitration  boards. 
Make  sure  your  contract  gives 
you  a  chance  at  this  advantage 
if  it's  available  to  you. 

FOOD  BUYING 

Getting 
the  best  buy 
on  meat 

You  shop  regularly  at  the  same 
meat  market,  and  the  rising 
prices  alarm  you.  So  you  try 
buying  the  cheaper  cuts— but 
they  are  stringy  and  tasteless, 
and  you'd  rather  feed  them  to 
the  dog  than  to  your  family. 
What  can  you  do? 

If  you  settle  for  a  pot  roast, 
don't  expect  it  to  taste  like 
tenderloin,  and  don't  cook  it 
like  one,  either.  It  is  up  to  you, 
the  shopper,  to  get  the  most 
out  of  the  meat  you  buy.  And 
to  do  that,  you  should  become 
familiar  with  the  beef,  pork, 
lamb,  and  veal  carcass.  This 
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will  give  you  a  clue  as  to  which 
cuts  are  likely  to  be  more  ten- 
der or  less  tender,  as  well  as 
which  cooking  methods  to  use 
for  the  best  results. 

Once  at  the  store,  don't  hesi- 
tate to  ring  the  bell  and  call 
on  the  meatman  for  help.  He 
can  answer  your  questions, 
tell  you  where  to  find  the  cuts 
you're  searching  for,  and  cut 
meat  to  order  for  you. 

Check  for  aids  in  the  store 
at  the  point  of  purchase— of- 
ten you'll  find  charts  nearby 
that  identify  the  different  cuts 
of  meat.  Some  stores  even  em- 
ploy home  economists  to  an- 
swershoppers'  questions.  Oth- 
er stores  have  devised  labels 
for  prepackaged  meats  that  in- 
dicate  whether  the  cut  should 
be  roasted,  fried,  broiled,  or 
braised.  Some  markets  have 
substituted  see-through  trays 
for  meat  in  an  effort  to  show 
both  sides  of  the  cut  piece. 

Get  to  know  the  names  of 
various  cuts  of  meat.  Would 
you  know  how  to  cook  a  Cali- 
fornia beef  roast?  You  would, 
if  you  knew  that  this  particu- 
lar cut  of  meat  is  beef  chuck. 
Some  states,  such  as  New 
York,  have  meat  labeling  laws 
that  require  that  if  a  coined  or 
fanciful  name  is  used  for  a  cut 
of  meat,  the  label  must  give 
the  location  of  the  cut  on  the 
animal  carcass. 

Do  convenience 
foods  make  sense 
for  you? 

The  price  stamped  on  so- 
called  convenience  foods- 
cake  mix,  frozen  vegetables, 
canned  dinners,  or  instant  cof- 
fee—tells only  half  the  story. 
Your  time  and  the  quality  of 
the  finished  dish  also  are  cru- 
cial when  considering  value. 

Most  busy  mothers  and  work- 
ingwivesagreethat  if  a  reason- 
able commercial  value  were 
placed  on  theirtime,  the  short- 
er preparation  time  might  off- 
set the  initial  higher  cost. 
However,  it's  a  very  individual 
decision  whether  the  extra 
strain  on  the  budget— or  her 
time— is  more  important. 

The  homemaker  must  also 
consider  quality— how  well  her 
family  likes  a  particular  food. 
Can  she  substitute  frozen  par- 
tially prepared  rolls,  brown- 
and-serve  rolls,  or  bakery  rolls 
forherown  madefrom  scratch? 
(Remember,  though,  a  pack- 
aged dinner  sometimes  is  a 
favorite  of  the  family,  and  the 
few  extra  cents  spent  seem 
worthwhile.) 

Some  convenience  foods  ac- 
tually cost  less  to  make  than 
their  home-prepared  counter-

Most  other  convenience  foods 
cost  close  to  the  same— or 
more— than  homemade. 

Some  convenience  foods- 
such  as  cake  mixes— are  only 
partial  mixes.  That  means  the 
cost  of  extra  ingredients,  such 
as  milk  or  eggs,  must  be  add- 
ed when  you  compare  the  cost 
of  mix  to  the  cost  of  the  home- 
made product. 

Food  impulse  buying: 
How  to  fight  it 

A  grocery  list  is  the  best  pro- 
tection against  impulse  buy- 
ing. Learn  how  to  make  and 
use  a  shopping  list,  and  you 
can  save  yourself  several  dol- 
lars a  week. 

Take  time  and  care  in  pre- 
paring your  list.  Start  with  a 
weekly  menu  plan.  Keep  it  rel- 
atively flexible  in  case  you 
spot  a  good  buy  on  something 
you  really  can  use. 

Followyour  menus  as  a  basis 
for  your  list,  checking  recipes 
for  items  you'll  need.  You  al- 
ready know  how  frustrating  it 
is  to  have  to  stop  in  the  middle 
of  preparing  a  recipe  and  run 
to  the  store.  These  quick  stops 
mean  added  temptation  for 
the  impulse  buyer— she  can 
spend  five  dollars  instead  of 
fifty-nine  cents  in  no  time.  The 
fewer  trips  to  the  store,  the 
less  money  likely  to  be  spent. 

As  an  additional  shopping 
aid,  posta  list  of  staples  inside 
the  cupboard  door.  Then,  use 
it  as  a  reminder  when  making 
each  shopping  list.  To  speed 
checking  the  foods  on  hand, 
group  like  cans  and  packages 
on  kitchen  shelves.  Keep  a 
pencil  handy  to  jot  down  items 
as  they're  used. 

Now  you're  ready  to  write 
your  list.  Keep  similar  items 
together,  and  list  food  groups 
in  order  according  to  the  ar- 
rangement of  your  supermar- 
ket. This  can  eliminate  back- 
tracking and  taking  a  second 
look  at  that  tempting  display 
you  managed  to  resist  once— 
but  may  not  be  able  to  twice. 

FOOD  ADS,  STAMPS 

Newspaper 
food  ads 
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You're  scanning  the  newspa- 
per and  you  spot  an  ad  that 
says:  six  cans  of  kidney  beans 
for  50  cents.  "What  a  bar- 
gain!" you  say,  "I  can  save 
six  or  seven  cents  a  can !"  But 


are  the  beans  really  a  bargain? 

If  you  have  a  large  family 
that  loves  chili  and  three-bean 
salad,  you've  found  a  bargain. 
But  if  you're  cooking  for  two, 
and  neither  of  you  is  wild 
about  kidney  beans,  you'd  bet- 
ter forget  it.  A  bargain  is  a  bar- 
gain only  if  it  fits  your  needs 
and  can  be  used  within  a  rea- 
sonable length  of  time  after 
purchase. 

Newspaper  food  ads  can 
save  you  money— if  you  know 
how  to  use  them.  Have  a  gen- 
eral menu  plan  in  mind  when 
you  scan  the  ads,  and  remem- 
ber, not  every  item  advertised 
is  on  special. 

Large-size  cans  or  packages 
on  special  can  be  a  good  buy 
if  you  have  a  large  family.  If 
yours  is  a  small  family,  though, 
consider  the  smaller  sizes. 
They  may  cost  a  penny  or  two 
more  per  ounce,  but  you  might 
still  save  more  in  the  long  run 
than  if  you  buy  the  larger  can 
and  end  up  discarding  the  un- 
used portion. 

Sometimes  you'll  find  spe- 
cials on  local  or  non-national 
brands  of  canned  or  frozen 
goods  that  your  grocer  has 
purchased  in  large  quantity. 
These  are  good  buys  if  you're 
aware  that  there  may  be  differ- 
ences in  product  quality. 

For  example,  a  nationally 
known  packer  of  canned 
peaches  might  have  higher 
standards  and  use  only  top- 
quality  fruit,  then  pass  on  the 
expense  of  selecting  the  bet- 
ter fruits  to  you,  the  consum- 
er. A  local  packer  could  cut 
both  operating  costs  and  sell- 
ing price  by  using  lower  qual- 
ity peaches,  those  slightly 
bruised  or  overripe. 

Smart  shoppers  also  know 
which  foods  are  "in  season"— 
that  is,  when  they  are  most 
plentiful.  For  example,  you'll 
find  more  citrus  fruits  on  spe- 
cial in  January  than  in  August 
or  September,  and  more  to- 
matoes on  special  in  July  and 
August  than  in  January.  But 
don't  buy  that  specially-priced 
lug  of  peaches  in  July  unless 
you're  planning  to  use  them 
all,  canning  or  freezing 
some  of  them  for  later. 

Many  times,  "specials"  are 
really  "loss  leaders."  This 
means  the  supermarket  may 
take  a  loss  by  selling  them  at 
the  low  price,  but  the  grocers 
know  that  once  you  are  in  their 
store,  you're  likely  to  make 
other  purchases  that  will  make 
up  the  difference. 

Specials  on  large  cuts  of 
meat  can  save  you  money,  too. 
Buy  the  large  cut  if  you  can 
use  it.  But  first,  ask  yourself, 
"Can  I  cut  it  up  and  use  it  for 
two  or  three  different  meals? 


Can  I  use  the  frozen  meatwith- 
in  the  recommended  freezer 
storage  time?" 

Food  packaging  laws 

As  a  consumer,  you're  always 
on  the  lookout  for  legislation 
which  benefits  you,  such  as 
the  Fair  Packaging  and  Label- 
ing Act  that  went  into  effect 
recently.  Just  what  does  this 
law  do  for  you?  Will  it  make 
food  shopping  easier? 

Chances  are  you  may  not 
even  notice  the  difference  in 
the  packages  and  labels  for 
two  reasons.  First,  much  of  the 
information  that  is  now  re- 
quired appeared  on  labels  be- 
fore the  law  went  into  effect. 
Second,  under  certain  circum- 
stances, manufacturers  were 
permitted  to  use  the  old  pack- 
ages and  labels  in  inventories 
after  the  Act  became  effec- 
tive. Their  products  may  just 
now  be  showing  the  new  label 
revisions  required  by  law.  As 
a  result,  compliance  with  the 
law  has  been  gradual  and  con- 
sumers who  are  not  looking 
for  the  effects  of  the  law  may 
see  little  or  no  change. 

Forthosewhoare  interested, 
however,  the  law  does  insure 
accurate,  informative  labels. 
It  provides  the  facts  you  need 
to  shop  intelligently.  The  Fair 
Packaging  and  Labeling  Act 
sets  forth  requirements  con- 
cerning what  must  appear  on 
labels  as  well  as  where  and 
how  information  will  appear. 
The  principal  display  panel 
must  state: 

•  The  common  or  usual  name 
of  the  product. 

•  Theform  of  the  productsuch 
as  diced,  sliced,  or  creamed. 

•  The  net  quantity  in  weight, 
measure,  or  numerical  count 
and  in  total  ounces  for  con- 
tainers of  less  than  four 
pounds  or  one  gallon.  Refer- 
ences to  quantity  must  ap- 
pear on  the  lower  third  of  the 
principal  display  panel,  must 
conform  to  type  size  require- 
ments, and  must  be  surround- 
ed by  a  "clear  area." 

•  If  the  number  of  servings  is 
stated,  it  must  include  the 
quantity  of  each  serving  in 
weight,  measure,  numerical 
count,  or  a  combination  of 
weight  and  measure. 

•  A  statement  of  ingredients 
must  appear  listed  on  a  single 
panel,  in  decreasing  order  of 
predominance.  Ingredients  of 
products  which  meet  govern- 
ment "standards  of  identity" 
such  as  ice  cream,  cheese, 
olive  oil,  and  green  beans,  are 
a  matter  of  public  record,  and 
need  not  be  listed.  Optional 
ingredients  used  in  standard- 
ized foods  must  be  listed. 
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•  The  name  and  address  anc 
zip  code  of  the  manufacturer 
distributor,  or  packer  must  b« 
prominently  displayed. 

Foods  for  which  special  di 
etary  properties  are  claimec 
require  special  labeling.  There 
are  also  restrictions  on  "cent! 
off"  and  "economy  size' 
statements. 

Areas  still  under  considera 
tion  for  further  regulation  in 
elude  package  design  anc 
size,  nonfunctional  slack-fill 
and  unit  pricing. 

Stamps, 

coupons,  premiums 

You've  been  saving  thos< 
supermarket  trading  stamps 
and  you  have  enough  for  tha 
new  electric  blender.  You'n 
delighted  because  you  fee 
you've  gotten  something  fo 
nothing.  But  in  reality,  wh( 
really  paid  for  your  blender? 

The  store  did  if  the  prices  i 
charged  for  groceries  are  n< 
higher  than  prices  you  woul< 
have  paid  in  other  markets 
Some  stores  think  of  giving 
trading  stamps  as  a  way  of  ad 
vertising,  and  don't  boostthei 
prices  to  cover  the  cost  o 
their  stamps. 

You  paid  for  the  blender  i 
the  store  where  you  receivec 
most  of  the  stamps  has  slight 
ly  higher  prices  on  some  or  al 
of  its  products.  Watch  out,  too 
that  you  don't  get  so  involve< 
with  filling  up  the  stamp  boo 
that  you  spend  more  mone 
than  usual. 

Always  ask  yourself  what  th< 
stamps  really  offer,  whethe 
they're  easy  to  redeem— am 
whether  they  offer  cash  sa\ 
ings  or  items  you  need.  And| 
can  you  take  advantage 
these  buying  incentives  witf 
out  paying  higher  prices? 

You  often  find  coupons  ij 
the  store  that  say  "Send  \\ 
with  box  top  for  a  25-cent  n 
fund."  Before  you  send  it  ir 
find  out  if  the  product  is  reallj 
worth  the  marked  price  minu\ 
the  six  cents  you'll  spend  of 
postage  because  in  effecf 
your  refund  is  only  19  cents 

In  any  case,  be  certain  yol 
consider  the  value  of  your  owj 
time  when  saving  and  redeer 
ing    these    sales     incentive! 
(though   they   can    offer   rec 
savings  in  some  cases).

$299."  At  the  store,  the  sale 
merchandise  is  nowhere  in 
sight.  The  salesman  says,  "I 
can  show  you  the  merchan- 
dise, butfrankly,  it's  not  worth 
it."  Everything  you  do  see  is 
hundreds  of  dollars  more. 

If  you  fall  for  this  routine, 
you'll  have  been  taken  in  by 
"bait  advertising."  The  retail- 
er never  intended  to  offer  you 
the  advertised  merchandise. 
(In  furniture  store  parlance, 
it's  "nailed  to  the  floor.")  Bait 
advertising  is  used  to  switch 
customers  from  the  adver- 
tised merchandise  to  some- 
thing higher  priced— and  to 
get  leads  on  new  prospects. 

Your  best  protection  against 
this  kind  of  deceptive  adver- 
tising is  your  own  intelligence 
—and  some  solid  will  power. 
Insist  on  seeing  the  advertised 
merchandise.  Don't  be  pres- 
sured into  buying  something 
else  that's  "better."  Remem- 
ber, you  don't  have  to  buy  some- 
thing else.  Finally,  your  local 
Better  Business  Bureau  (or  its 
equivalent)  should  be  in- 
formed about  such  gimmicks. 

How  the  referral  sales 
racket  works 

You  get  a  telephone  offer  to 
buy  a  TV,  vacuum,  or  carpet- 
ingwithout  paying.  All  you  do, 
the  salesman  says,  is  refer 
new  customers  to  him,  and  the 
item  is  yours— free. 

It's  an  old  con  man's  game, 
but  can  tempt  you  in  a  weak 
moment.  According  to  the 
salesman,  every  sale  made  to 
customers  you've  sent  him 
credits  dollars  on  your  ac- 
count. Once  the  product  is  in- 
stalled and  a  routine  contract 
signed,  only  calls  to  your 
friends  and  relatives  remain. 
No  advertising  is  used.  In- 
stead, this  "savings"  is  passed 
on  to  you.  But  no  matter  how 
many  friends  agree  to  hear  the 
plan,  the  salesman  finds  time 
to  contact  only  a  few.  Finally, 
a  letter  from  a  finance  com- 
pany sets  repayment  schedule 
—but  the  salesman  who  sold 
them  the  contract  has  van- 
ished. 

Once  a  finance  company 
takes  over,  you'll  probably 
need  a  lawyer's  advice. 

However,  contracts  must 
state  the  "referral  obligation" 
involved.  In  other  words,  you 
can  refuse  payment  unless 
all  referrals  were  contacted. 
If  this  was  done,  a  lawyer  can 
help  prove  a  product  misrep- 
resentation. Now  a  few  states 
already  outlaw  referral-sales 
contracts. 
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When  is  a  sale 
really  a  sale? 

On  "sale"  days,  far  too  man 
otherwise  smart  shopper 
abandon  their  shopping  sense 
Take,  for  example,  the  case  c 
those  frequent  clothing  sale 
Because  of  them,  many  do 
ets  today  are  packed  with  ui 
necessary  purchases— item 
that  don't  blend  with  anythin 
else,  or  hastily-purchase 
"bargains"  that  never 
worn.  BeloA/  is  a  guide 
smarter  clothing-sale  buyin 
—the  techniques  apply 
many  cases  to  other  sales  a 
well. 

If  you  map  out  a  wardrob 
plan  for  each  person,  and  sho 
from  a  list  with  sizes  and  oth< 
basic  information,  you'll  avoi 
costly  mistakes.  (Clothing  ca 
account  for  ten  percent  of  th 
family  budget,  so  don't  tak 
your  shopping  too  lightly.) 

You  can  save  money  o 
school  wardrobes  by  buying 
special-purchase  events  ju: 
ahead  of  the  wearing  seasoi 
To  get  the  largest  selectioi 
shop  as  early  as  possible  du 
ing  the  sale.  Some  mothei 
even  buy  children's  clothing; 
seasonal  clearance  sale 
guessing  at  their  sizes  ne: 
season.  With  teen-agers,  bo1 
their  growth  rate  and  fashic 
preferences  may  be  too  unce 
tain  for  advance  purchases 

Usually  the  first  sale  mar 
down  has  good  buys,  and  s 
lections  are  good.  Less  des 
able  leftovers  get  secor 
markdowns.  Irregulars  at  r 
duced  prices  can  save  yc 
money,  but  look  them  ov< 
carefully. 

On  any  sale  expedition,  loc 
for  good  style— and  always  e 
amine  garments  careful! 
Generally  you  want  to  avo 
fads  that  no  one  will  be  wea 
ing  next  year.  But,  if  you  c 
want  to  take  a  whirl  with  a  fa 
it  may  be  wise  to  look  for  it 
sale  prices.  Check  labels  f 
shrinkage,  fibercontent,  colcj 
fastness,  and  finishes. 

Manufacturers  put  conside 
able  thought  and  money  in 
the  how-to-care-for  tags.  Ide 
tify  each  hangtag,  and  file 
tack  it  up  in  your  laundry  ce 
ter  so  each  garment  gets  pro 
er  care. 

Watch  out  for 
deceptive  pricing 
practices 

Though  they  aren't  outrigjt 
fabrications,  you'll  run  aero 
ads  that  stretch  the  tru 
somewhat.  That's  why  it  pa 
to  watch  the  phrases  that  c 
company  price  reductions.  F'

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instance,  ads  and  in-store 
promotions  otten  feature  mat- 
tresses and  box  springs  on 
sale  at  "$39,  formerly  $59," 
or  "$49,  comparable  to  $69 
styles."  How  much  stock  can 
you  put  in  these  statements 
and  those  in  similar  sales? 

Unless  sale  mattresses  and 
box  springs  are  floor  samples 
or  discontinued  models,  the 
special  prices  usually  are 
phony.  According  to  Federal 
Trade  Commission  guidelines, 
an  item  must  be  sold  for  a  cer- 
tain price  for  a  period  of  time 
before  it's  advertised  or  pro- 
moted as  formerly  selling  for 
that  price.  However,  some 
stores  skirt  that  restriction  by 
using  catch  phrases  like 
"comparable  value."  (This, 
obviously,  applies  to  other  re- 
tail sale  goods  too.) 

The  phrase  "manufacturer's 
suggested  retail  price"  can 
also  be  misleading.  Most  con- 
sumers believe  it's  the  price 
an  article  regularly  sells  for. 
Today,  though,  retail  discount- 
ing is  so  widespread  that  man- 
ufacturer's "retail  prices"  are 
a  dubious  guide.  Your  best 
protection  is  to  shop  around 
until  you're  certain  you're  get- 
ting the  best  quality  merchan- 
dise at  the  best  price. 

Know  your  bargain 
terminology 

Countless  cartoonists  have 
lampooned  bargain-hunting 
women,  showing  them  tram- 
pling wild-eyed  over  everyone 
else  at  a  sale.  But  smart  house- 
wives know  they  can  cut  costs 
at  bargain  sales,  and  don't 
mind  standing  in  line 'to  do  it. 
Theword  "sale"  itself  means 
various  things— not  just  re- 
duced prices.  To  be  sure  you 
get  the  best  bargain,  learn 
these  phrases  retailers  use. 

•  "Clearance"— at  a  reputable 
retailer,  it  means  genuine 
price  reductions  (usually  be- 
cause the  store  is  making 
room  for  new  merchandise). 
Watch  out,  though,  for  stores 
that  are  perennially  "going  out 
of  business." 

•  "Special  purchase"— it  gen- 
erally refers  to  merchandise 
ordered  just  for  the  sale,  or  it 
may  mean  a  discontinued 
item.  Or,  it  may  be  a  sale 
of  regular  merchandise  de- 
signed to  generate  traffic  in 
the  store  for  a  limited  time. 

•  "End  of  season"— this  usual- 
ly refers  to  seasonal  merchan- 
dise selling  at  reduced  prices. 
These  are  the  sales  where  you 
cansavesubstantiallyon  items 
like  lawn  furniture  and  equip- 
ment, Christmas  decorations 
and  toys,  seasonal  clothing. 

•  "Special   events"— these   of- 
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ten  describe  twice-^-year  sale 
days  in  large  department 
stores,  or  holiday  sales  (such 
as  Washington's  birthday). 
Some  shrewd  shoppers  do 
their  Christmas  buying  at  au- 
tumn special  events. 

Currently,  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  tries  to  make  sure 
all  items  listed  at  reduced 
prices  really  are  reduced— 
and  not  just  some  headliners. 
Your  best  protection  is  your 
own  judgment— and  the  repu- 
tation of  the  store  you  shop. 
(Remember,  though,  that  sale 
items  generally  can't  be  re- 
turned, even  at  better  stores— 
so  pick  carefully.) 

GUARANTEES  j 

U  Warranties 
and  guarantees 

In  the  excitement  of  a  big  pur- 
chase, many  people  forget  to 
check  guarantees  closely.  If 
the  item  is  made  by  a  well- 
known  company,  sold  by  a  rep- 
utable dealer,  and  "guaran- 
teed," buyers  assume  they 
won't  pay  repair  costs.  But 
this  is  so  only  if  the  guarantee 
says  so.  That's  why  it  makes 
good  sense  to  take  these  steps 
when  you  buy  an  appliance. 

•  Before  you  buy,  know  key 
warranty  terms.  This  includes 
phrases  like:  "under  normal 
use,"  "guarantee  extends  to 
original  purchaser  only,"  or 
"nationwide  warranty." 

•  Find  out  who  pays  for  parts 
and  labor  during  the  guaran- 
tee time.  Ask  if  safe  delivery, 
proper  installation,  and  a  dem- 
onstration are  included. 

•  Five-year  warranties  are  com- 
mon to  many  appliances.  Un- 
derstand what  to  expect  the 
first  year— and  the  next  four. 

•  Find  out  who  will  service  the 
appliance— the  original  deal- 
er, the  authorized  service  cen- 
ter, or  a  manufacturer-owned 
service  center. 

•  Save  your  guarantee  or  war- 
ranty, along  with  the  bill  of 
sale.  Mail  in  required  regis- 
tration cards  promptly.  If 
there  was  an  additional  guar- 
antee in  an  advertisement, 
save  that  too. 

•  Know  how  you  get  the  guaran- 
tee validated  if  you  move.| 
Often,  it  may  only  mean  con-f 
tacting  the  nearest  franchisee! 
dealer  or  service  company—  | 
especially  if  your  machine  isi 
made  by  a  major  appliance 
company. 

•  If  you  pay  for  service  calls 
try  to  do  it  on  a  30-day  basis. 
Then  you'll  have  a  chance  to 
see  if  the  repair  is  successfu; 
before  you've  paid.       Continues

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When  do  you  have  a 
product  liability  claim? 

Manufacturers  or  merchants 
are  not,  obviously,  required  to 
produce  accident-free  prod- 
ucts, or  products  that  won't 
wear  out.  And  the  law  doesn't 
require  them  to  compensate 
forall  injuries  orfinancial  loss 
incurred  while  using  their 
products. 

Instead,  a  producer's  legal 
liability  usually  stems  from 
some  negligence  that  makes 
his  product  harmful  or  defec- 
tive. If  you  are  trying  to  hold  a 
manufacturer  liable  for  injury, 
you  must  be  able  to  prove  that 
his  product  was  defective  or 
harmful— and  that  it  was  used 
according  to  instructions  and 
for  its  intended  purpose. 

For  example,  many  cleaning 
fluids  are  extremely  poison- 
ous. But  they  aren't  harmful 
unless  you  drink  them— a  pur- 
pose for  which  they  are  not 
intended. 

But  even  if  a  manufacturer 
maintains  high  standards, 
from  production  through  the 
sale  of  his  product,  he  still 
may  be  held  guilty  of  negli- 
gence. This  occurs,  say,  if  the 
product  was  poorly  designed, 
or  if  he  failed  to  give  adequate 
warning. 

Remember,  though,  that  it's 
your  responsibility  as  a  con- 
sumer to  exercise  care  when 
using  any  product.  If  you  use 
something,  even  though  you 
suspect  something  is  wrong 
with  it,  you  "have  assumed 
the  risk."  Your  best  course  is 
to  buy  products  from  rep- 
utable dealers.  Then,  follow 
the  instructions.  However,  if 
you  feel  you  have  a  claim  for 
damages,  see  an  attorney. 

EYEGLASSES 

TjMS\  Being  a 

fflW  smart  buVer 
eSaBj  of  eyeglasses 

Your  first  move  in  replacing 
broken  glasses— or  getting 
new  ones  after  severa  I  years  of 
wearing  one  pair— is  an  eye 
exam  by  your  optometrist  or 
ophthalmologist.  A  checkup  is 
not  necessary  if  you've  had 
one  recently,  but  if  you  haven't 
saved  a  copy  of  the  prescrip- 
tion for  your  old  glasses  you 
will  have  to  call  your  optome- 


trist or  ophthalmologist  for  a 
duplicate. 

Anyone  with  hyperopia  (far- 
sightedness) or  astigmatism 
(distortion  at  any  distance) 
need  not  be  too  concerned 
about  the  condition  of  his  eyes 
changing  rapidly.  But  some- 
one with  myopia  (nearsighted- 
ness) should  be,  especially 
under  the  age  of  21.  After  age 
40,  those  with  "old-age  sight" 
(presbyopia)  may  find  their 
eye-focusing  ability  decreas- 
ing; glasses  then  should  be 
checked  every  two  years. 

Over  half  the  glasses  in  this 
country  are  obtained  through 
optometrists.  The  rest  are  pre- 
scribed by  ophthalmologists 
(many  of  whom  work  with  their 
own  opticians).  A  few  eye- 
glasses are  simply  over-the- 
counter  "bargains."  However, 
buying  glasses  at  a  store 
counter  is  a  dubious  practice. 
There  may  be  serious  defects 
in  your  eyes— or  the  glasses. 

Generally,  the  cost  of  simple 
vision  glasses  with  conven- 
tional frames  is  $17  to  $25; 
bifocals  are  $27  to  $35.  At 
"discount  stores"  in  large 
cities,  it's  possible  to  get  a 
pair  for  $10,  but  the  quality  is 
often  doubtful. 

Contact  lenses  are  fine  cor- 
rective glasses  for  many  peo- 
ple with  visual  problems.  Afew 
people  even  need  them  for 
med  ica  I  reasons  (such  as  after 
cataract  operations).  "Con- 
tacts" should  not  be  worn  if 
you're  diabetic,  have  sensitive 
mucous  membranes,  or  have 
chronic  dryness  of  the  eyes. 
They  are  safe  if  properly  fitted 
and  used  carefully. 

Usually,  contact  lenses  pre- 
scribed by  your  optometrist  or 
ophthalmologist  cost  from 
$175  to  $300.  At  "retail  dis- 
count optical  stores,"  you  may 
get  contact  lenses  for  as  little 
as  $60,  but  you  probably  won't 
get  any  of  the  important  ser- 
vices you  should  receive. 

When  you  need  an  eye 
checkup 

From  age  three  to  six,  chil- 
dren need  at  least  one  good 
eye  exam  to  detect  vision 
problems— especially  ambly- 
opia ("lazy  eye")— that  may 
ultimately  affect  their  learning 
ability. 

Children  of  any  age  should 
be  examined  by  an  eye  spe- 


cialist if  they  squint,  try  to 
brush  away  a  blur,  stumble 
over  small  objects,  seem  un- 
duly sensitive  to  light— or  have 
inflamed,  watery  eyes.  From 
age  six  to  20,  a  once-a-year 
examination  is  advisable. 
Most  people  from  age  20  to  35 
don't  need  one  unless  they 
have  vision  problems. 

After  age  35,  your  eyes 
should  be  examined  at  least 
once  every  two  or  three  years 
to  detect  cataracts,  glaucoma, 
detached  retina,  or  perhaps  a 
general  slowdown  of  your  vis- 
ual efficiency. 

Since  the  eye  is  a  window  to 
many  bodily  changes,  an  eye 
specialist  may  be  able  to  de- 
tect such  diseases  as  dia- 
betes, hypertension,  kidney 
trouble,  cancer,  and  even  a 
brain  tumor.  In  a  thorough 
exam,  he  looks  for  symptoms 
of  these  problems— as  well  as 
testing  for  visual  acuity,  depth 
and  color  perception,  eye  mus- 
cle coordination,  and  side  (or 
peripheral)  vision. 

Where  should  you  go  for  a 
checkup?  An  ophthalmologist 
is  a  medical  doctor  specializ- 
ing in  diagnosing  and  treating 
all  visual  defects  or  diseases. 
Often  he'll  use  eye  drops  or 
other  medications.  He  aiso 
may  prescribe  glasses  An  op- 
tometrist (CD.)  examines  eyes 
for  visual  impairments  (par- 
ticularly defects  such  as  near- 
sightedness or  amblyopia)  and 
prescribes  lenses  or  other  op- 
tical aids.  He  also  may  pre- 
scribe (and  provide)  visual 
training  and  therapy.  The  op- 
tometrist does  make  a  prelim- 
inary search  for  eye  diseases 
and  abnormalities,  but  he 
does  not  provide  medical  or 
surgical  treatment.  An  optician 
grinds,  fits,  and  supplies 
glasses  on  prescription. 

Examination  fees  by  oph- 
thalmologists range  from  $15 
to  as  high  as  $35,  more  likely 
$20.  An  optometrist's  fee 
averages  $10  to  $15,  plus— if 
necessary— the  cost  of  glasses 
or  corrective  eye  exercises. 

If  you  suspect  some  eye  ail- 
ment, or  you're  in  the  vulner- 
able age  for  glaucoma  and 
other  eye^d  iseases,  you  shou  Id 
consult  an  ophthalmologist 
recommended  by  your  family 
doctor.  But  if  you're  sure  it's  a 
visual  problem  and  thatallyou 
need  is  glasses,  you  can  pick  a 
reliable  optometrist.

Experienced  builc 
ers  say  yes,  that  it  costs  less  to  buifl 
vertically  than  horizontally — simply  beL 
cause  it  requires  less  material.  Multi-lev<| 
homes  don't  need  the  extra  roofing,  sua 
porting  walls,  and  larger  foundation 
normally  required  with  single-stoi; 
homes.  And  the  materials  savings  an 
considerable. 

This  three-story  home,  for  example 
costs  about  the  same  to  build  as  a  on<f 
story  home  only  two-thirds  as  large.  Wit 
a  total  3,000  square  feet  of  living  spac« 
that  means  an  extra  1,000  square  feet- 
at  practically  no  extra  cost.  And  vertic 
design  adds  up  to  more  than  mone 
saved.  It  also  means  visual  dividenc 
earned. 

Each  level  of  this  home  commands  a 
impressive  view  of  the  woods  and  nearb 
lake.  The  main  deck,  located  off  the  li- 
ing  and  dining  rooms,  takes  advantad 
of  the  same  view,  and  is  often  used  f( 
informal  parties.  Directly  above  the  dir 
ing  room,  the  master  bedroom  deck  o 
fers  a  private  day  or  night  retreat  for  tri 
parents.  On  the  lower  level,  French  dooi 
lead  out  to  a  private  patio  adjacent  1 
the  future  family  room.  Plans  for  th 
lower  level  also  include  three  addition, 
bedrooms  and  a  bath. 

Inside  the  house,  there's  ample  spac 
for  relaxed  family  living.  On  the  exterio 
the   house   measures   an   overall   54x 
feet. 

In  addition  to  saving  through  vertic 
design,  the  owners  also  cut  expense1 
considerably  by  using  rough-finishe 
wood  on  the  exterior  and  interior  wall 
The  natural  beauty  of  the  wood  radiate 
a  feeling  of  strength  and  warmth.  Eve 
the  joining  bolts  on  the  charcoal  trim  ar 
left  exposed  to  add  a  rugged  masculir 
look.  On  the  corner  windows,  transpa 
ent  silicone  sealant  joins  permanei 
glass  panels  without  corner  supports  fc 
unrestricted  outdoor  view.

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This  is  prefab? 

If  you're  one  of  the  many  who  equate  pre- 
fab with  plain,  predictable,  and  pedestrian 
— this  one  comes  as  a  pleasant  surprise. 
It's  an  example  of  the  new  breed  in  prefabs 
— houses  that  combine  the  economy  and 
efficiency  of  mass  production  with  the  indi- 
viduality of  custom  building. 

Notice,  for  example,  how  well  this  home 
fits  its  surroundings — as  if  it  had  always 
been  an  integral  part  of  the  sloping,  tree- 
lined  terrain.  A  section  of  the  rear  deck 
was  even  built  around  a  tree  to  merge  with 
— and  preserve — the  environment. 

As  with  any  quality  prefab,  this  home  was 
designed  for  one  particular  family  and  site. 
The  number  and  size  of  the  rooms,  floor 
plan,  and  even  the  interior  finishing  are  all 
customized  to  suit  the  buyer's  needs  and 
taste.  Bear  in  mind  that  prefabs  are  not 
mass-produced  homes,  but  mass-produced 
parts  which  can  be  put  together  in  an  infi- 
nite variety  of  ways.

Less  materials 
are  wasted,  time  and  labor  are  used  more 
efficiently,  and  the  tangle  of  subcontracting 
can  largely  be  eliminated.  These  savings 
are  passed  on  to  you  in  the  form  of  better 
materials,  quality  workmanship,  and  lower 
prices.  And  with  these  savings,  you  can 
afford  the  extras  that  make  a  good  home 
a  better  home — like  the  spacious,  wrap- 
around deck  that  complements  the  "adult'' 
level  of  this  home.  The  children  have  their 
own  realm — bedrooms,  the  family  room, 
and  a  patio — all  on  a  separate  level.  The 
exterior  of  the  house  measures  24x24  feet; 
inside,  there's  a  comfortable  1,152  square 
feet  of  living  space.  Generous  use  of  fin- 
ished wood  and  large  windows  makes  the 
home  look  warm  and  attractive — even  cus- 
tom built,  which,  in  a  sense,  it  was.

If  you  had  the  key  to  this  rustic  redwood 
vacation  home,  your  weekends  wouldn't 
come  often  enough.  It  has  the  friendly 
warmth  of  a  frontier  cabin — and  it's  a  lot 
more  comfortable.  Whether  you  want  to  en- 
tertain or  be  alone,  its  chameleon-like  char- 
acter will  match  your  every  mood.  And  to 
back  up  its  natural  appeal,  the  house  turns 
out  to  be  surprisingly  inexpensive — and 
easy — to  build. 

You  can  buy  this  home  direct  from  the 
manufacturer  as  a  "package,"  including  all 
the  lumber  and  other  materials  necessary 
to  build  the  structural  framework.  The  lum- 
ber comes  precut  and  drilled,  saving  your 
builder  the  time — and  you  the  labor  costs — 
of  doing  any  on-site  cutting  and  fitting.  Two 
good  carpenters  can  finish  the  job  within 
two  weeks.  The  only  things  the  "package" 
doesn't  include  are  the  foundation,  plumb- 
ing, heating,  and  wiring. 

With  the  step-by-step  plans  that  go  with 
the  package,  you  can  save  considerably  by 
doing  part  of  the  work  yourself.  There  are 
no  components  one  or  two  men  can't 
handle  easily,  and  no  special  skills  or  un- 
usual tools  are  required. 

Another  inherent  savings  feature  of  the 
home  is  the  way  it's  finished — or  rather, 
isn't  finished.  Both  faces  of  the  exterior  and 


interior  walls  are  made  from  tongue-and- 
groove  finished  redwood  boards.  For  a 
single  wall  effect— and  savings — both  walls 
are  nailed  to  the  side  posts  from  the  out- 
side (above  right).  Since  both  sides  are  pre- 
finished,  there's  no  need  to  do  any  paint- 
ing, staining,  or  trimming.  If  the  wood  is 
ever  scratched  or  dented,  the  marks  will 
blend  in  naturally  with  the  rough,  saw-tex- 
tured finish.  The  ceiling  is  constructed  the 
same  way.  This  step-saving  type  of  con- 
struction puts  you  way  ahead  in  savings  on 
both  materials  and  labor. 

This  44x27-toot  house  can  easily  be 
modified  to  fit  your  individual  needs.  As  is, 
the  house  has  808 "square  feet  of  interior 
space;  and  for  outdoor  relaxation,  there's 
also  a  sheltered  wraparound  deck  with 
additional  lounging  space  at  the  rear  entry 
(below  left). 
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So  many  new  and  improved  panel 
materials  have  been  introduced  in 
recent  years  that  few  dealers  display — 
or  even  stock — all  of  them.  To  steer  you 
to  the  paneling  or  sheet  goods  best 
suited  to  each  job,  here  is  a  roundup 
of  the  most  popular  types  which  are 
currently  available: 

Rigid  Plastic  Laminates 

The  best-known  rigid  plastics  are 
the  laminated  sheets  used  on  kitchen 
counter  tops,  tabletops,  cabinet 
fronts,  built-in  furniture,  and  even 
certain  walls.  Measuring  only  1/16 
inch  or  less  in  thickness,  these 
high-pressure  sandwiches  come  in  a 
tremendous  range  of  colors,  patterns, 
and  designs — including  textured  wood 
grains  so  realistic  you  can  actually 
see  and  feel  the  open  pores. 

Originally  available  with  only  a 
glossy  finish,  plastic  laminates  now 
come  in  satin  and  in  various  textured 
finishes  which  exactly  imitate  the 
sheen  (or  lack  of  it)  of  some  other 
material.  Most  brands  are  resistant 
to  boiling  water,  household  chemicals, 
and  cigarettes;  but  if  you  anticipate 
much  abuse,  buy  one  of  the  special 
burn-resistant  varieties.  Most 
dealers  stock  plastic  laminates  from 
24  to  60  inches  in  width,  and  from  6 
to  12  feet  in  length.  Because  many 
jobs  call  for  even  smaller  pieces, 
some  dealers  will  cut  sheets  to  the 
exact  size  you  require. 

Unlike  most  other  sheet  materials, 
plastic  laminates  are  never  used 
alone.  That  is,  they're  always  applied 
to  a  backing  of  some  kind  (plywood, 
hardboard,  particle  board,  or  gypsum 
wallboard)  with  an  adhesive  such  as 
a  contact  cement. 

Fiber  Glass  Panels 

Translucent  panels  of  reinforced 
fiber  glass  have  become  quite  popular 
for  fences,  pool  enclosures,  patio 
roofs,  and  similar  outdoor  projects. 
In  addition,  they  are  used  indoors 
for  room  dividers,  folding  screens, 
tub  enclosures,  translucent  lighting 
panels  in  ceilings  or  built-ins,  and 
sliding  doors  on  small  cabinets. 

Most  often  seen  in  ribbed  or 
corrugated  form,  these  panels  are  also 
available  in  flat  sheets — though  many 
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Tally  up  the  home-improvement  products 
you  can  use  with  economy  and  ease!  Some 
come  in  PANELS  (below);  others  you  buy 
in  ROLLS  or  CANS  (succeeding  pages).

ROLLS 
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The  organic  chemists  who 
revolutionized  paints  and  varnishes 
also  invented  vastly  improved  floor 
and  walf-covering  materials.  You  see 
the  same  chemical  names — nylon, 
acrylic,  polyester,  polypropylene, 
vinyl,  urethane — but  there  the  similarity 
ends.  Now  available  in  roll  form  are 
fibers  for  carpets,  plastics  for  wall 
coverings,  foams  for  cushioning 
materials,  and  unique  adhesives  to 
hold  them  in  place. 

Floor  Coverings 

There  are  carpets  and  rugs  of  nylon, 
polyester,  polypropylene,  acrylic, 
wool,  and  cotton  fibers.  Resilient-sheet 
and  tile  floor  coverings  can  be  of 
vinyl  or  linoleum.  Underlays  and 
cushioning  materials  may  be  rubber, 
urethane,  or  vinyl  foams.  The  choice 
doesn't  end  there.  Many  coverings  can 
be  used  outdoors  as  well  as  indoors, 
in  wet  locations,  above  or  below 
ground  level. 

Wool  is  still  the  classic  fiber-;  it 
does  everything  well.  It's  resilient, 
it  bulks  beautifully  (gives  good 
coverage),  and  it  can  be  woven  or 
tufted.  It  costs  about  half  of  what  it 
did  15  years  ago,  but  it's  still  more 
expensive  than  the  other  fibers. 

Nylon  is  the  most  widely  used 
synthetic  fiber.  Low  in  cost,  it'll  take 
hard  wear,  and  it  bulks  well.  You 
find  it  in  almost  every  type  of  rug 
construction:  woven,  twisted,  tufted, 
and  even  the  new  flocks  and  flat 
all-loop  types.  But  there  are  many 
cheap  nylons  in  the  stores,  so  check 
carefully  to  be  sure  the  rug  is  thick 
and  heavy.  One  drawback — nylon 
produces  static  electricity  on  cold, 
dry  days.  To  overcome  this,  some 
manufacturers  are  adding  anti-static 
agents,  including  metal  filaments. 

Polyester,  one  of  the  newer  fibers, 
is  rapidly  gaining  popularity.  It  bulks 
well  and  looks  great  in  the  long-tufted 
shags  and  high-pile  carpets  which  cost 
from  $9  to  $12  per  square  yard. 
Polyester  fibers,  however,  have  a 
tendency  to  flatten  out  in  high 
traffic  areas. 

Carpets  made  from  acrylic  fibers 
have  been  in  stores  for  several  years. 
They  look  and  feel  much  like  wool;

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Rapidly  expanding  chemical 
technology  has  given  the  consumer 
a  remarkable  number  of  liquid  finishes 
to  choose  from.  New  products  are  fast 
replacing  the  older  forms  of  paint, 
shellac,  varnish,  and  lacquer. 

Wood  Coatings 

The  biggest  exterior  surface  on 
most  houses  is  the  siding.  You  should 
consider  two  basic  kinds  of  siding 
paint:  oil  based  and  latex.  Oil-based 
paints  are  the  old  reliable;  with 
chemical  improvements,  some  are  now 
self-cleaning,  fume  tolerant,  and 
mildew  resistant.  Water-thinned  latex 
paints  have  become  today's  answer 
for  the  ao-it-yourselfer.  Tools  clean  up 
with  warm  water  and  soap,  and  if  the 
paint  is  applied  right,  the  finish  lasts 
from  four  to  six  years. 

In  addition  to  siding  paint,  a  number 
of  other  finishes  may  be  applied  to 
exteriors.  Oil  stains  can  alter  the  wood 
color  or  accent  the  grain.  Applied  with 
a  brush  or  roller,  they  work  well  on 
exterior  shingles  or  shakes,  siding,  and 
exposed  beams.  Stain  becomes  part 
of  the  wood  fiber  and  consequently 
wears  away  as  the  wood  weathers.  If 
you  want  a  protective  surface,  try  a 
finish  coat  of  clear  silicone. 

Unlike  the  silicones,  aluminum 
paints  come  in  colors,  which  become 
more  intense  as  they  age.  This  makes 
them  excellent  coatings  for  tool  sheds, 
fences,  and  playground  equipment. 

The  trim  is  the  next  largest  exterior 
area  on  a  house.  When  you  paint  trim 
(window  frames,  door  frames,  porch 
areas),  you  can  use  either  an  oil-based 
paint  or  the  regular  latex  exterior.  The 
oil-based  paints  level  well,  dry  quickly 
to  any  gloss  desired,  retain  their  color, 
and  are  quite  durable. 

If  you  have  a  surface — like  a  boat 
deck  or  hull — that  needs  a  tough  yet 
attractive  coating,  try  any  of  the 
one-  or  two-part  epoxies.  The  newer 
one-part  epoxy  combines  the  durability 
of  the  two-part  epoxy  with  the 
convenience  of  a  regular  enamel. 
Two-part  epoxies  come  in  a  kit  of 
equal-volume  cans  (two  pints,  two 
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inety  percent  of  today's  liquid  finishing 
roducts  didn't  exist  a  decade  ago.  See 
hat  you  can  now  apply  to  masonry,  wood, 
id  metal -for  better  color  and  longer  life!

HOW  TO  LANDSCAPE  AND  SAVE  MONEY 


[ost  people  take  a  planless  approach 
to  landscaping — and  they  waste 
money  and  time.  For  one  thing,  they 
work  against  nature,  not  with  it. 
There  are  months  of  the  year  when 
the  plants  and  grass  want  to  grow  vigorous- 
ly— and  these  are  the  best  times  for  seed- 
ing, sprigging,  and  planting. 

Off-season  sales  (early  in  the  year  or  late 
in  the  growing  season)  provide  bargains. 
Bare-root  plants,  for  example,  are  much  less 
expensive  for  a  period  of  two  to  three 
months  of  the  year.  But  as  soon  as  they  are 
transferred  to  containers,  they  become 
more  expensive.  Sales  of  surplus  items  can 
offer  real  bargains.  Ordering  in  quantity 
saves  money.  If  you  can't  afford  to  go  a 
quantity  order  alone,  join  with  friends  for 
large  quantities  of  such  items  as  fertilizer, 
peat,  sand,  gravel.  Watch  for  seasonal  sales 
or  close-out  items.  If  you  have  a  car  or 
truck  and  can  pick  up  material  yourself, 
you  are  money  ahead. 

Nowadays,  the  biggest  cost  in  most  gar- 
den-construction work  is  labor.  Some 
good  workmen  are  available  for  "moon- 
lighting" projects  and  will  come  at  odd 
times  when  they  are  free  to  do  outside 
work.  Better  still,  your  own  family  can  sup- 
ply needed  skills  and  labor.  Children  like  to 
be  involved,  so  long  as  it  doesn't  seem  like 
drudgery. 

Get  a  local  contractor  to  do  the  heavy 
work,  such  as  any  necessary  excavation  or 
setting  concrete.  If  your  budget  now  limits 
you  to  gravel  between  headers,  you  can  re- 
do it  anytime  later  with  easy-to-replace  ma- 
terial (wood  rounds,  brick,  paving  stones), 
and  make  it  a  family  project.  If  your  garden 
space  is  hard  to  reach  from  the  street,  have 
materials  dumped  where  you  can  carry 
them  in  over  a  period  of  time — to  save  on 
costly  manpower. 

Contractors  like  to  have  off-season  work 
when  they  can  build  your  project  on  a  "when 
available"  basis.  You'll  have  to  be  patient 
if  the  job  drags  out  for  a  period  of  several 
weeks — but  savings  are  worth  it. 

Holding  up  steep  banks  is  normally  an 
expensive  procedure.  Search  out  ways 
of  sloping  back  the  grade  and  use  a 
toe  wall  instead  of  heavy  construction. 
If  there's  underground  water,  a  creek, 
sidehill  construction,  unstable  soil,  or  a 
heavily  wooded  area,  you  have  special  con- 
struction problems.  Coping  with  them  can 
be  expensive,  but  such  "defects"  can  lend 
uniqueness  and  interest  to  your  design. 
You  can  effect  major  savings  by  finding 


new  sources  for  old  materials,  such  as 
bricks,  cobblestones,  blocks,  timbers.  Check 
the  secondhand  yards  for  such  items  before 
completely  visualizing  the  project. 

Get  to  know  grades  of  lumber.  Unsurfaced 
lumber  is  much  less  expensive  and  looks 
better  in  garden  work.  Construction  grades 
(sound  wood  but  with  a  few  knots)  are 
good  enough  for  decks,  fences,  arbors. 

Buy  plants  by  the  dozen  (or  more)  and 
ask  for  quantity  discounts.  Buy  end-of- 
the-season  items  (if  you  want  them) 
where  the  dealer  is  glad  to  sell  them 
before  the  snow  flies.  Buy  "loss  leader" 
items.  Buy  broken  boxes,  bales,  crates  if  the 
merchandise  is  good.  Buy  from  mail  order 
houses  when  you  see  "specials"  that  fit  your 
needs.  Ask  if  you  get  a  cash  discount. 

If  you  need  power  equipment,  check  the 
local  shops  about  availability  of  turned-in 
and  reconditioned  machines.  Many  fine 
pieces  of  equipment  (wheelbarrows,  garden 
carts,  cultivators)  are  turned  in  for  newer 
units.  If  the  item  is  for  one-time  use,  check 
the  rental  agencies. 

Size  of  a  garden  project  governs  the  cost. 
Visualize  the  dimension  of  an  outdoor 
patio,  play  yard,  garden  wall,  or  ser- 
vice area  and  make  a  layout  in  advance 
of  the  actual  work.  Outline  what  you 
have  in  mind  with  stakes  and  strings.  Now  a 
contractor  can  come  by  and  estimate  the 
job.  He  may  suggest  a  less  expensive  mate- 
rial or  method.  He  might  even  suggest  a 
local  designer  to  come  and  work  the  project 
out  on  paper.  Next,  get  two  or  three  con- 
tractors to  offer  you  competitive  prices. 

Here's  a  handy  guideline:  an  outdoor  liv- 
ing area  should  be  at  least  the  same  size  as 
the  indoor  space  it  adjoins.  Some  designers 
prefer  to  make  the  space  twice  or  three 
times  the  size  of  the  adjacent  room.  A  500- 
square-foot  living  room  would  become  a 
1,500-square-foot  outdoor  space — all  of 
which  would  not  have  to  be  paved — but  you 
would  have  plenty  of  room  for  furniture, 
flowers,  trees,  picnic  table,  chairs. 

If  money  is  tight  at  the  beginning,  make 
the  space  the  same  size  as  indoor  space — 
but  plan  for  expansion  later.  If  you  create 
too  small  a  space,  you  may  never  use  it — 
and  that  is  really  costly! 

Whether  your  landscape  problem  has  to 
do  with  screen,  shade,  surface,  or  slope,  it 
pays  to  shop  around  for  best  buys. 

We've  quoted  prices  here  to  give  you  an 
idea  of  what  to  expect.  Bear  in  mind  that 
the  prices  are  subject  to  change  and  may 
vary  in  different  parts  of  the  country.

Here's  an  approach  to  meal  planning  that  will  pay  double 
dividends.  First,  you'll  find  ideas  to  turn  those  "good  buys" 
into  really  good  eating.  And  that's  crucial.  A  bargain  isn't 
a  bargain  if  your  family  won't  eat  it!  Second,  you'll  discover 
how  to  do  at  least  two  deliciously  different  things  with 
your  good  buys.  This  conquers  the  dreary  leftover  hangup.  And 
it  justifies  your  buying  in  quantity  at  bargain  prices. 

The  key  to  our  food-buying  approach  is  imaginative  planning 
— not  just  counting  pennies.  You  pay  less,  plan  more. 
As  a  result,  your  family  eats  better  than  ever  before. 

So  start  here  with  our  roast  beef  dinner.  We  show  you 
how  to  get  double  returns  from  what  you  buy:  roast 
beef,  hot  roll  mix,  oranges,  and  potatoes.  As  shown  at  right, 
the  ingredients  appear  at  another  meal,  another  time. 
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Center  your  meal  around  an  all-time  favorite.  Rolled  Rump  Roast 
(1)  with  subtle,  flavorful  Herb  Gravy.  A  rolled  roast  is  all  meat; 
you  don't  pay  for  large  portions  of  bone  and  fat,  so  the  cost  per 
serving  is  relatively  low. 

Add  bargain-priced  carrots  and  potatoes  to  the  roast  platter. 
Boil  a  double  portion  of  potatoes,  and  you'll  have  enough  for  the 
Tangy  Skillet  Potato  Salad  (2).  We  popped  some  boiled  potatoes 
into  the  oven  with  the  roast  for  that  oven-browned  look. 

A  perfect  ending  for  the  meal  is  our  fluffy  Orange  Meringue  Pie 
(1).  Now's  the  season  for  flavorful,  economical  oranges — buy 
enough  to  make  the  Orange  Perfection  Salad  (3),  too. 

Include  Crusty  Rolls  (1)  in  your  menu,  and  have  the  bonus  of 
Peppy  Frank  Pizza  (4)  another  time.  You  can  make  both  the  rolls 
and  pizza  crust  from  the  same  package  of  hot  roll  mix  and  stash 
the  pizza  away  in  the  freezer. 

Grilled  Beef  Sandwiches  (5),  toasty-hot  and  sparked  with  horse- 
radish, are  a  great  way  to  use  some  of  that  cooked  roast  beef.

Since  some  cake  mixes  cost  less  than  comparable  make-from- 
scratch  recipes,  you  buy  one  thrifty  yellow  cake  mix  to  prepare 
two  ways  for  two  different  desserts.  Bake  one  layer  round,  and 
top  it  with  a  fluffy  uncooked  frosting  for  Golden  Layer  Cake  (1). 
The  other  layer  is  baked  square;  you  freeze  it  till  needed,  then 
add  a  broiled  frosting  to  make  Pineapple  Crunch  Cake  (4). 

Plan  ahead  and  make  Peach-a-Berry  Cups  (1),  your  meal  start- 
er, with  half  a  can  of  peaches,  half  a  package  of  frozen  berries, 
and  a  carbonated  beverage.

More  resistant  to  warp- 
ing, it  is  often  used  for  cabinet 
doors.  Particle-core  plywood 
is  soft,  so  screws  will  not  hold 
as  well;  where  edges  will  be  ex- 
posed, they'll  have  to  be  filled 
and  sanded  before  you  can 
apply  any  finish. 

Most  unfinished  plywood  is 
smooth-sanded,  but  some  types 
offer  a  textured  surface  suitable 
for  wall  paneling  or  exterior 
siding.  A  rough-sawn  texture 
is  produced  by  cutting  across 
the  grain  and  leaving  the  saw 
marks  showing.  There  are  also 
grooved  or  striated  surfaces, 
pebble-like  finishes,  and  others 
that  look  like  weathered  barn 
siding. 

Plywood  is  also  available 
with  a  pierced  pattern.  Usually 
found  in  the  ' 4-inch  thickness, 
it  is  ideally  suited  to  screens, 
cabinet  doors,  or  wherever  a 
light,  delicate  look  is  desired. 

Another  new  plywood  has  an 
aggregate  surface.  Fine  gravel, 
in  a  variety  of  colors  and  tex- 
tures, is  applied  with  glue  over 
the  entire  surface.  These  pan- 
els are  quite  useful  behind  free- 
standing fireplaces,  since  they 
are  heat  resistant;  they  can  be 
used  as  a  wall  covering  inside 
or  outside  the  home. 
Hardwood  Plywood 

Here,  the  face  veneer  is 
made  of  walnut,  oak,  cherry, 
birch,  or  a  comparably  expen- 
sive hardwood.  Unlike  soft- 
wood plywood— where  all  plies 
are  approximately  equal  in 
thickness— hardwood  plywood 
often  reduces  the  face  veneer 
to  a  thinner  layer  than  the  cen- 
tral plies.  It  is  usually  graded 
"good  one  side"  (G1S)  or  "good 
two  sides"  (G2S).  Thickness 
varies  from  %  to  %  inch,  al- 
though lumber-core  hardwoods 
are  available  up  to  1 1/%  inches. 
Sheet  sizes  run  about  the  same 
as  other  plywoods,  but  because 
of  the  expense  you  will  proba- 
bly want  to  search  out  smaller 
pieces  when  you  need  them. 

Prefinished  Plywood 

For  paneling  walls,  most  peo- 
ple now  buy  prefinished  ply- 
wood rather  than  putting  up 
unfinished  panels  and  finishing 
them  afterward.  Factory-fin- 
ished plywood  comes  in  natural 
wood  tones,  as  well  as  in  colors, 
glazes,  and  patterns. 

Your  range  of  choice,  of 
course,  varies  with  the  quality 
of  the  paneling.  If  you  want  a 
really  fine  finish,  expect  to  pay 
more.  The  price  also  varies 
with  the  type  of  plywood:  real 
walnut  costs  much  more  than 
inexpensive  softwood  stained 
and  finished  to  look  like  wal- 
nut. Try  to  examine  actual 
panels  of  the  material  before 
ordering  it;  a  small  sample 
can  deceive  you  as  to  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  large  area. 
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Although  prefinished  ply 
wood  is  available  in  thicknesses 
up  to  %  inch,  most  dealers 
stock  it  only  in  \i  inch,  since 
this  is  most  often  used  for  wall 
paneling.  Thicker  sheets  can  be 
ordered  to  match  cabinets  or 
similar  built-ins  where  a  heavi- 
er plywood  is  required;  or  you 
can  build  with  regular  lumber, 
then  cover  with  the  ^-inch 
panels. 

Prefinished  plywood  sheets 
measure  4x8,  4x9,  or  4x10  feet 
Some  are  smooth-faced,  but 
the  most  popular  type  has 
vertical  grooves  random-spaced 
to  resemble  planking.  The  pan- 
el edges  are  beveled;  wher 
butted  together,  a  V-groove 
joint  is  created.  Several  brands 
are  also  sold  in  "planks,"  If 
inches  wide  and  8  feet  high 
that  are  easy  to  handle  and 
are  preferred  by  some  do-it 
yourselfers.  Most  come  wit! 
metal  clips  along  the  edges  thai 
eliminate  face-nailing. 

One  line  of  prefinished  pan 
els  features  inlaid  vertical  stripi 
of  wood.  This  rich  inlaid  strip< 
effect  is  available  only  in  4x8 
or  4xl0-foot  sheets.  A  new  ply 
wood  development  offers  shee 
vinyl  laminated  right  on 
Tough,  durable,  and  easy  t( 
clean,  these  vinyl-faced  ply 
woods  come  with  smooth  0 
textured  finishes.  They're  avail 
able  in  expensive-looking  hard 
wood  grains,  as  well  as  in  pat 
terns  such  as  tortoiseshell 
marble,  travertine,  and  linen 
They  come  in  J4-inch  or  5/16 
inch  sheets  and  in  4x7-  or  4x8 
foot  panels. 

Hardboard 

Also  a  wood  product,  hard 
board  is  made  of  fibers  tha 
have  been  highly  compressec 
into  rigid  panels.  You  can  as 
semble  it  with  nails,  screws,  0 
glue  just  as  you  would  ply 
wood,  but  there  are  some  imi 
portant  differences.  For  ex 
ample,  a  hardboard  cabinet  o 
box  will  need  a  frame  to  sup 
port  it.  Also,  nails  and  screw 
will  not  hold  in  hardboan 
edges,  so  you  can't  make  corne 
joints  without  a  supportin 
block  behind. 

However,  hardboard  is  excel! 
lent  for  cabinet  backs,  slidin; 
doors,  drawer  bottoms,  wa 
paneling,  underlayment,  an 
similar  uses  where  a  dimen 
sionally  stable,  rigid  sheet  is  rt 
quired.  It  can  be  cut,  sawec 
sanded,  drilled,  and  painte 
like  any  other  wood  producl 
Because  it  has  no  grain,  it  i 
generally  not  suitable  for  stair 

The  natural  color  of  hard 
board  varies  from  light  to  ver; 
dark  brown.  There  are  thre 
basic  types:  service  (most  ofte 
used  for  paneling);  standar 
(used  for  other  interior  installs 
tions);  and  tempered  (a  harde 
and  denser  material  suitabl 
for  exterior  use  when  the  edgf 
are  covered,  as  well  as  for  mor 
demanding  interior  jobs). 

The  most  widely  sold  hard 
board  is  smooth  on  one  side  am 
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has  a  waffle-like  pattern  em- 
bossed on  the  back.  You  can 
also  buy  hardboard  with  both 
surfaces  smooth  in  '  s-  and  %r 
inch  thicknesses.  In  addition, 
there  are  the  ever-popular  per- 
forated hardboards,  with  regu- 
larly spaced  holes  to  take  hooks 
and  hanging  brackets. 
Prefinished  Hardboard 

Factory-finished  hardboards 
with  realistic  wood-grain  pat- 
terns and  other  designs  have 
become  extremely  popular  for 
wall  paneling.  Generally  lower 
in  cost  than  comparable  pre- 
finished hardwood  plywood, 
hardboard  panels  also  come  in 
solid  colors,  marbleized  pat- 
terns, and  novelty  designs. 
Some  are  smooth,  while  others 
have  V-grooves  to  give  a  ran- 
dom-plank effect.  There's  a 
tough  plastic  or  lacquer  finish 
applied  over  the  surface  so 
maintenance  is  minimum. 

The  most  widely  sold  pre- 
finished hardboards  have  an 
alkyd  or  acrylic  coating 
sprayed  or  rolled  on.  You  can 
also  buy  hardboards  with  a 
plastic  face  that's  hard  enough 
and  moisture-resistant  enough 
for  installation  in  bathrooms, 
kitchens,  and  basements.  In 
addition  to  various  hardwood 
finishes,  hardboards  are  avail- 
able in  solid  colors  and  in  three- 
dimensional  patterns  that  sim- 
ulate leather,  travertine,  woven 
tapestry,  exterior  siding,  and 
structural  materials. 

Nearly  all  the  factory-fin- 
ished hardboard  panels  are  34 
inch  thick,  in  standard  4x8-foot 
sheets.  However,  many  brands 
can  be  ordered  from  7  to  16 
feet  in  length;  a  few  come  in 
16-inch-wide  "planks"  for  pan- 
eling walls. 

Prefinished  hardboard  panels 
are  also  available  perforated 
for  standard  wire  hooks  and 
brackets.  Thus  you  can  put  up 
a  prefinished  storage  wall  and 
hang  many  .tools  and  acces- 
sories. A  new  variation  is  an  8- 
foot  panel  that's  perforated  in 
one  half  only,  allowing  you  to 
install  convenient  perforated 
hangers  around  just  the  top 
half  of  the  room. 

Another  type  has  vinyl  lami- 
nated to  the  face.  You  can  buy 
it  in  an  almost  unlimited  num- 
ber of  colors  and  designs,  in- 
cluding embossed  wood  effects 
that  simulate  the  texture  and 
appearance  of  wood.  Vinyl- 
faced  panels  tend  to  cost  more 
than  other  prefinished  panels, 
but  they  are  extremely  durable 
and  attractive. 
Embossed  and  Filigree 
Hardboards 

Embossed  or  textured  faces 
are  also  available  in  most  lum- 
beryards, either  finished  or  un- 
finished. Some  textures  simu- 
late woven  fabrics  such  as 
linen;  others  imitate  woven 
rattan,  striated  plywood,  or 
basket  weave.  In  addition  to 
paneling  walls,  you'll  use  them 
for  unusual-looking  doors  on 
cabinets    and    built-ins.    They

come  in  x/%-  or  34-inch  thick- 
nesses, in  4x8-foot  sheets.  Most 
are  standard  hardboard,  al- 
though tempered  panels  are 
available  on  special  order. 

Hardboards  die-cut  in  an 
open  filigree  or  grille  pattern 
have  become  extremely  popular 
for  room  dividers,  folding 
screens,  and  cabinet  doors. 
Filigree  hardboard  panels  are 
almost  all  }  8-inch  thick  and  are 
available  in  a  cloverleaf  design, 
a  diamond-shaped  grille,  and 
other  geometric  patterns.  The 
sheets  measure  2x4,  2x6,  and 
4x8  feet,  and  some  manufac- 
turers sell  special  moldings  and 
other  accessories  so  you  can 
assemble  the  frames  without 
grooving  or  rabbeting.  Panels 
are  sold  unfinished  only,  but 
you  can  easily  finish  them  just 
as  you  would  ordinary  hard- 
board  (see  our  story  titled 
"Cans"). 


Particle  Boards 

These  are  compressed  panels 
of  wood  flakes  and  chips  bond- 
ed with  a  special  synthetic 
resin.  Particle  boards  have  a 
smooth-sanded  surface  and  are 
generally  harder  than  the  chips 
or  flakes  from  which  they  are 
made.  The  compressed  panels 
have  no  knots  or  grain,  so  they 
are  dimensionally  stable  and 
highly  resistant  to  warping. 
You  generally  buy  4x8-foot 
sheets,  although  4x6s  are  avail- 
able from  some  sources.  The 
most  popular  thickness  is  % 
inch;  sheets  measuring  %,  Yi, 
and  :>  s  inch  are  also  sold. 

Although  the  face  of  this 
panel  is  hard,  the  edges  are 
rough  and  porous  and  must  be 
filled  or  covered  on  jobs  where 
they  will  show.  The  face  takes 
paint,  stain,  and  most  other 
wood  finishes — but  if  you  want 
a  really  smooth  painted  surface, 


you  need  a  paste  wood  filler  be- 
cause of  small  voids  between 
the  wood  Hakes.  (Some  com- 
panies make  a  special  panel 
which  has  already  been  treated 
with  wood  filler.  Few  lumber- 
yards stock  this  type,  but  most 
can  order  it.) 

Particle  boards  are  designed 
for  interior  use  only,  and  they 
can  be  sawed  and  glued  like  any 
other  wood  paneling.  Their 
main  use  is  for  doors  on  cabi- 
nets and  built-ins,  shelves,  ta- 
ble or  counter  tops,  and  as  a 
backing  for  plastic  laminates. 

Composition  board  is  a  less 
dense  kind  of  particle  board.  It 
has  a  certain  amount  of  acous- 
tical value  and,  since  it  is  soft, 
is  used  quite  often  for  bulletin 
boards. 

Gypsum  Wallboard 

Gypsum    board    (or    "wall- 
board")  is  widely  used  on  the 
Continued 
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walls  and  ceilings  of  remodel- 
ings,  as  well  as  on  new  con- 
struction. It  consists  of  a  gyp- 
sum core  sandwiched  between 
layers  of  specially  treated  pa- 
per, and  provides  an  ideal  sur- 
face for  paint,  wallpaper,  and 
other  wall  coverings.  However, 
the  joints  must  be  carefully 
filled  or  taped. 

Gypsum  board  generally  costs 
less  than  plywood  or  hard- 
board.  Noncombustible  and  a 
good  sound  insulator,  it  comes 
in  34-  to  Ki-inch  thicknesses, 
4-foot  widths,  and  lengths  of  6 
to  12  feet. 

The  '  t  -inch  panels  are  used 
over  existing  walls  and  ceilings 
when  you  want  a  smooth  new 
surface;  Y%  inch  is  the  usual 
choice  when  two  layers  of  gyp- 
sum board  will  be  applied  to 
create  an  exceptionally  strong 
and  fire-resistant  wall.  For 
most  home  applications,  you'll 
use  the  "standard"  \  2-inch 
panels  which  are  most  widely 
available.  The  •"'s-inch  size  is 
recommended  for  single-layer 
jobs  requiring  a  stronger  wall 
with  extra  insulating  qualities. 

For  special  purposes,  you  can 
buy  an  extra-sound-deadening 
gypsum  board;  there's  a  water- 
resistant  type  for  bathrooms 
and  kitchens;  and  a  mineral- 
core,  fire-resistant  wallboard  is 
available  for  furnace  rooms. 
One  type  of  foil-backed  gypsum 
panel  forms  a  vapor  barrier 
without  need  for  separate  in- 
sulation. The  foil  also  reflects 
heat,  so  it's  useful  in  air-condi- 
tioned rooms  exposed  to  con- 
siderable sunlight. 
Prefinished  Wallboard 

Factory-finished  wallboards 
that  require  no  painting,  paper- 
ing, or  joint  filling  are  available 
in  a  variety  of  finishes.  Least 
expensive  is  the  type  with  a 
paper  facing  that  simulates 
hardwood  paneling.  Vertical 
grooves  create  the  effect  of  ran- 
dom planking,  and  matching 
nails  assure  that  nailheads  will 
not  be  visible.  You  can  also 
apply  these  panels  with  one  of 
the  new  adhesives,  so  that  only 
a  few  nails  near  the  top  will 
be  needed. 

More  durable  are  vinyl-cov- 
ered wallboards  in  many  colors 
and  patterns,  including  realistic 
wood  grains,  solids,  and  tex- 
tures such  as  linen,  burlap, 
homespun,  and  travertine. 
Matching  nails  and  moldings 
let  you  complete  a  neat  instal- 
lation without  patching  or  fill- 
ing. Most  vinyl-covered  panels 
are  \-i  inch  thick,  in  standard 
4x8-foot  size,  although  4x9s 
and  4x10s  are  available. 
Acoustical  Panels 

Acoustical  tiles  and  panels 
fall  into  two  broad  categories: 
those  made  of  wood  fibers  and 
those  of  mineral  fibers  or  fiber 
glass.  The  wood  type  is  less  ex- 
pensive, but  mineral  fibers  are 
more  resistant  to  moisture  and 
thus  more  washable.  Both 
kinds  gt  t  their  name  from  their 
ability  to  absorb  a   high   per- 


centage of  sound  rather  than 
transmitting  or  reflecting  it. 

Most  acoustical  materials 
are  used  on  ceilings.  You  can 
buy  them  in  12-inch-square 
tiles  or  in  panels  measuring  2x2, 
2x4,  2x6,  and  4x8  feet.  A  few 
companies  are  now  introducing 
14-foot  panels  so  you  can  cover 
an  average  ceiling  without 
seams. 

Acoustical  panels  and  tiles 
can  be  stapled  in  place  or  glued 
with  special  mastic  adhesives. 
They  are  also  widely  used  in 
suspended  ceilings;  you  install 
a  suspended  metal  grillwork, 
then  drop  the  panels  in  place 
from  above. 

Rigid  plastic  foam  has  re- 
cently been  molded  into  sheets. 
These  can  duplicate  all  sorts  of 
materials,  including  intricately 
carved  panels.  Plastic  foam 
panels  come  in  a  variety  of 
styles  and  colors;  they  are 
lightweight  and  easily  installed 
with  glue  or  nails. 
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they're  resilient  and  bulk  well, 
and  they  have  a  heavy,  thick 
appearance.  They're  also  easy 
to  clean.  Good  quality  acrylic 
carpet  costs  between  $7  and 
$12  a  yard. 

Polypropylene,  also  known 
as  olefin  or  polyolefin,  is  one 
of  the  newest  carpet  fibers. 
Widely  used  in  outdoor  car- 
pets, it  stands  up  under  ex- 
treme heat  and  cold,  sunlight, 
rain,  or  snow.  It  can  be  dyed 
so  the  color  is  locked  in  — it's 
virtually  fade-proof.  It's  inex- 
pensive too,  between  $3  and 
$9  a  yard. 

The  rayons,  acetates,  and 
cottons  are  used  less  and  less 
for  carpeting  because  they 
crush  and  tend  to  soil.  You  now 
find  them  used  most  often  in 
area  rugs. 

The  two  basic  carpet  con- 
structions are  woven  and  non- 
woven,  and  each  has  its  special 
place  in  the  home.  Woven  car- 
pets are  the  older:  Axminster, 
Wilton,  and  Velvet.  The  non- 
woven  types  include  tufted, 
flocked,  knitted,  and  the  new 
needle-bonded  construction  so 
often  used  in  indoor-outdoor 
carpeting.  Inexpensive  printed 
carpets  are  also  beginning  to 
appear  in  the  market. 

Some  interior  designers  be- 
lieve texture  in  a  floor  covering 
is  becoming  as  important  as 
color.  And  they  may  be  right, 
because  you  can  buy  carpets 
sculptured,  striated,  or  carved 
—or  with  a  plain,  plush,  or  vel- 
vety surface.  Some  of  the  newer 
surfaces  are  flocked;  others  are 
shaggy. 
Carpet  Cushioning 

Cushioning  material  can  re- 
duce wear  and  prolong  the  life 
of  your  carpet  by  as  much  as 
75  percent.  It  also  gives  a  com- 
fortable, lush  feeling  underfoot. 
So  don't  skimp  on  this  part  of 
your  purchase.  Base  your  de- 


cision on  where  the  carpet  will 
be  located,  the  amount  of  traf- 
fic it  will  bear,  and  the  condi- 
tion of  the  floor. 

Latex  and  sponge-rubber 
foams  are  widely  used;  about 
half  the  padding  sold  is  one  of 
these  types.  Others  include 
jute  and  animal  hair  pads,  and 
the  very  new  soft-  and  hard- 
back vinyl  foams. 

The  latex  and  vinyl  foams 
are  probably  the  most  prac- 
tical. Both  can  be  embossed 
with  a  waffled  surface  which 
helps  them  hold  the  carpet  in 
place.  One  closed-pore  type  is 
great  for  outdoor,  bathroom, 
and  kitchen  carpets,  where 
moisture  is  a  problem.  Another 
high-density  foam,  with  much 
smaller  air  bubbles  than  in  the 
sponge  rubber  type,  is  excellent 
for  indoor  carpeting  that  must 
bear  heavy  traffic. 

If  the  carpet  you  select  has 
the  cushioning  attached,  you've 
bought  the  carpet  of  the  future. 
Already,  about  20  percent  of 
the  carpet  sold  is  "one  piece." 
By  the  mid-seventies,  most  car- 
pet will  be  of  this  construction, 
making  it  easy  for  you  to  lay 
your  own,  whether  it's  wall-to- 
wall  or  a  rug.  You  don't  need 
to  tack  it  down,  and  you  can 
pick  it  up  and  move  it. 
Resilient  Floor  Covering 

The  manufacturers  of  resil- 
ient floor  coverings  have  made 
spectacular  improvements  in 
their  products.  They  wear  bet- 
ter and  longer,  and  need  little 
attention  other  than  an  occa- 
sional cleaning  and  waxing. 
They're  available  in  a  kaleido- 
scope of  colors  and  patterns. 
And  to  top  it  off,  they're  the 
most  economical  floor  coverings 
you  can  buy  when  you  consider 
their  long  life. 

Resilient  roll-type  flooring 
comes  in  widths  of  6,  9,  and  12 
feet.  Its  big  advantage:  there 
are  few  seams  to  attract  and 
hold  dirt.  However,  with  re- 
silient tiles,  you  can  actually 
design  your  own  floor.  The  ti'es 
come  in  9-  or  12-inch  squares, 
and  in  scores  of  colors  and  pat- 
terns. You  can  install  a  floor  of 
a  single  color,  or  combine  colors 
into  a  design  to  suit  a  particu- 
lar room.  Both  sheet  and  tile 
designs  are  often  hard  to  tell 
from  slate,  brick,  terrazzo,  mar- 
ble, stone,  or  wood.  Many  types 
are  embossed  to  give  them  ad- 
ditional realism. 

The  vinyls  have  unique  phys- 
ical qualities  that  make  them 
superior  for  resilient  flooring. 
Vinyl  is  extremely  tough,  and 
its  smooth  surface  gives  the 
covering  a  beautiful  patina.  It 
can  also  be  embossed  to  give 
the  surface  varying  textures. 
You  can  spill  almost  anything 
on  it— it's  resistant  to  grease, 
household  solvents,  most  alka- 
lis and  acids. 

You'll  also  see  cushioned 
vinyl  floor  coverings  with  vinyl 
foam  backings.  The  vinyl  cush- 
ioning allows  the  covering  to 
depress  when  you  walk  on  it, 
and  then  to  spring  back  to  its 
original  shape.  It  also  reduces 
impact  noises,  whether  from 
walking    or    dropped    objects. 
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The  backing  makes  vinyl  cover- 
ing easy  to  installKJt  lies  flat 
and  won't  creep.     . 

Roto-vinyl  coverings,  a  re- 
cent development,  are  actual 
photographic  reproductions 
printed  on  vinyl  sheets,  which 
are  then  protected  by  a  coating 
of  clear  vinyl.  Low  in  cost,  they 
won't  last  as  long  as  a  true 
vinyl,  but  are  practical  for  low- 
traffic  rooms. 

For  outstanding  economy  in 
floor  covering,  turn  to  linoleum. 
The  new  versions  are  long  wear- 
ing, and  the  colors  often  equal 
the  more  glamorous  vinyls. 
Some  patterns  are  inlaid,  many 
are  embossed,  and  the  designs 
are  excellent.  Linoleum  comes 
in  6-,  9-,  and  12-foot  rolls,  as 
well  as  in  room-size  "rugs." 
Wall  Coverings 

You  can  use  the  ordinary 
kind,  or  scrubbable  vinyl  wall- 
paper, or  the  very  tough  vinyl 
fabric-backed  wall  coverings. 
You'll  find  textured  effects  that 
simulate  tweed,  linen,  burlap, 
silk,  marble,  and  many  of  the 
popular  woods.  Geometries  are 
popular  in  many  forms:  stripes, 
plaids,  checks,  and  wild  shapes. 
You'll  see  florals,  damasks,  a 
big  variety  of  toiles,  urban 
scenes,  and  paisley  patterns. 
"Super  graphics"  in  huge,  bold 
designs  are  now  widely  avail- 
able, too. 

For  a  quick  room  change, 
you  can  redo  a  wall,  some  furni- 
ture, or  your  kitchen  cabinets 
with  one  of  the  new  mastic- 
backed  coverings.  They're 
backed  with  pressure-sensitive 
adhesive  that  fastens  the  cover- 
ing firmly  in  place,  yet  allows 
you  to  strip  it  off.  Most  of  the 
coverings  are  plastic  coated;

However,  before  you  tackle  a 
major  job,  do  a  test  in  a  small 
area.  Surface  preparation  is 
critical  because  the  pressure- 
sensitive  adhesive  won't  stick 
to  greasy,  dusty,  porous,  or 
wet  surfaces. 

Unlike  vinyl  and  paper  wall 
coverings  which  come  in  24- 
inch-wide  rolls  containing  36 
square  feet,  mastic-backed  cov- 
erings are  18  inches  wide  and 
you  buy  them  by  the  yard  from 
a  display  rack.

bine  the  durability  and  gloss  of 
an  oil  with  the  convenience  of  a 
latex  — and  they're  just  as  dur- 
able as  any  regular  enamel.  For 
places  that  collect  grime  and 
soot,  such  as  behind  refriger- 
ators and  stoves,  there  is  a 
paint  that's  dirt  repellent  and 
needs  washing  only  rarely. 

One  recent  development  has 
brought  new  safety  for  wood 
interiors:  fire-retardant  paint. 
Upon  heating,  the  fire-retard- 
ant paint  will  swell  and  create 
an  insulating  layer  between  the 
fire  and  the  combustible  mate- 
ria). Available  in  attractive  col- 
ors, it  can  be  applied  to  walls, 
panels,  or  ceilings.  Fire-retard- 
ant paint  comes  in  easy-to-ap- 
ply  latex;  it's  also  available  in  a 
two-coat  finish  system. 

What    parts    of    your   home 


must  stand  up  under  kicks, 
bumps,  and  scratches,  and  still 
look  clean?  The  woodwork  and 
the  cabinets,  of  course.  So  you 
need  tough,  flexible  coatings 
that  will  take  a  detergent  wash- 
ing and  come  up  sparkling. 
The  previously  mentioned  la- 
tex and  oil-based  enamels  work 
well  here,  but  the  one-part 
epoxy  enamels  provide  the 
ideal  finish  for  any  heavily  used 
interior  surface. 

If  you  need  a  clear  finish  for 
your  woodwork  or  cabinets,  try 
the  urethane  or  polyurethane 
varnishes.  For  interior  use,  no 
ordinary  varnish  matches  their 
toughness,  and  they  will  last  a 
long  time  depending  on  the 
traffic  they  have  to  bear. 

Floor  finishes  also  need  to 
be  strong  and  flexible.  Here 
again,  the  urethane  varnishes 
and  epoxy  paints  can  take  just 
about  any  beating  that  furni- 


ture and  kids  can  give  them. 

You  can  also  use  the  seam- 
less flooring  systems  (men- 
tioned later)  on  wood  floors  or 
surfaces  like  counter  tops  and 
workbenches.  However,  you 
should  build  a  plywood  sub- 
floor  over  the  existing  surface, 
if  it  is  uneven,  or  if  your  floor 
is  made  of  hardwood  strips.  Be- 
cause these  strips  have  a  ten- 
dency to  warp  and  ruin  the  fin- 
ish, they  must  be  covered. 

The  variety  of  finishes  you 
can  put  on  wood  furniture  is  as- 
tounding. If  you  have-  an  old 
damaged  piece  you'd  like  to  re- 
claim, try  antiquing  it.  Simply 
patch  any  cracked  veneer  and 
apply  the  undercoat  and  glaz- 
ing compound  according  to  the 
manufacturer's  directions. 

These  kits  are  great  for  putting 
color  on  an  otherwise  unusable 
piece  of  furniture.  With  prac- 
tice,   you   can   also   get   some 
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startling  effects  by  using  the 
color  and  glaze  onSwall  panel- 
ing, woodwork,  and  doors. 

Try  any  of  the  older  forms  of 
lacquer,  shellac,  or  varnish  on 
your  wood  furniture,  but  never 
apply  urethane  varnishes  or 
epoxy  enamels  directly  to  an 
older  finish  — because  the  pow- 
erful solvents  may  cause  the 
previous  finish  to  wrinkle. 

Versatility  in  today's  finish- 
ing products  is  evidenced  by 
the  number  available  in  aerosol 
cans.  Practically  anything  ap- 
plied with  a  brush  can  now  be 
sprayed  from  an  aerosol.  Var- 
nish, lacquer,  latex,  enamels, 
silicones — you  name  it,  it's  in 
aerosols. 

When  you  refinish  furniture, 
an  aerosol  will  spray  an  even 
coat  of  varnish  onto  intricately 
carved  wood  (a  brush  would 
botch  the  job).  For  touch-ups, 
you  can  even  have  aerosol  paint 
tinted  to  match  any  color 
swatch  or  sample. 
Metal  Coatings 

Any  surface  that  needs  paint 
has  its  own  individual  protec- 
tion problems.  With  metal  sur- 
faces, it's  rust  and  corrosion  — 
especially  outdoors.  There  are, 
however,  new  paints  and  coat- 
ings that  will  protect  metal  and 
give  it  an  attractive  finish. 

One  of  the  biggest  problems 
for  homeowners  is  making  paint 
stick  to  gutters  and  down- 
spouts. For  this  job,  you  may 
need  a  special  primer  that  ad- 
heres to  the  galvanized  surface. 
Such  paints,  available  in  a 
rather  dirty  gray  color,  have  a 
compound  of  zinc  dust  that 
sticks  to  the  galvanizing  better 
than  ordinary  primers  would. 
When  the  primer  is  dry,  you 
can  use  any  exterior  house 
paint. 

Shed  roofs,  mesh  fencing,  ga- 
rage doors,  and  water  pipes 
have  similar  paint-adhesion 
problems.  Until  recently,  you 
had  to  wait  six  months  to  a  year 
before  painting  galvanized  sur- 
faces. (The  weathering  would 
etch  the  surface,  making  it 
easier  for  the  paint  to  adhere.) 
With  some  new  primers,  you  no 
longer  wait  for  weathering.  Ex- 
terior latex  paints  can  some- 
times be  used  on  galvanizing 
without  a  primer. 

Steel  mesh  fencing  and  fence 
posts  can  be  painted  much  the 
same  way — and  a  roller  often 
works  much  faster  than  a 
brush.  After  the  primer  is  dry, 
you  can  paint  with  epoxy  enam- 
el or  latex. 

Enamel  is  by  far  the  most 
popular  top  coat  for  metal. 
With  proper  priming,  this  paint 
gives  metal  the  same  tough, 
glossy  finish  it  provides  for 
wood  surfaces.  Use  enamels  for 
metal  window  frames,  touch-up 
jobs  on  cars,  radiators,  register 
vents,  bicycles,  toys,  various 
implements,  signs,  house  trail- 
ers, metal  fixtures  on  boats,  and 
lawn  furniture. 

Epoxies,  discussed  in  the 
wood  and  masonry  sections,  can 
also  be  used  on  metal  surfaces. 
One  clear  finish  designed  for 
brass  and  chrome  displays  the 
beauty  of  the  metal  and  inhib- 
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its  corrosion  as  well.  Such  a 
coating  works  on  exterior  mil 
als  and  indoors  on  door  knobs, 
door  push  plates,  appliances, 
light  switch  plates,  and  any 
other  place  that  needs  protec- 
tion against  finger  marks  and 
corrosion. 

Want  extra  protection  tor 
metal  surfaces?  Try  aluminum 
paints— in  colors  or  the  normal 
silvery  tint.  They  resist  rust 
and  moisture  when  properly 
primed,  and  they  dry  fast,  often 
within  five  minutes. 

The  even  finish  that  results 
from  aerosol  spray  painting 
lends  itself  especially  well  to 
metal.  For  repairing  nicks  and 
scratches  and  doing  any  small 
job,  aerosols  are  wonderfully 
convenient.  You  can  get  clear, 
rust-preventive  finishes  for 
bumpers  and  chrome  on  cars; 
heat-resistant  paint  for  engines, 
barbecues,  furnaces,  and  boil- 
ers; and  metallic  enamels  for 
bicycles,  fuse  boxes,  cabinets, 
and  signs. 

In  homes  that  have  oil  heat, 
the  tank  is  often  nothing  more 
than  a  blob  of  dark  color  in  the 
corner.  You  can  easily  give  it  a 
bright,  functional  finish  by  ap- 
plying a  coat  of  two-part 
epoxy.  Used  by  industry  for 
coating  tanks,  these  epoxies 
chemically  fuse  to  the  surface 
and  are  as  abuse-resistant  as 
baked-on  coatings. 

Masonry  Coatings 

The  twin  banes  of  masonry 
paint  are  alkali  and  surface 
moisture.  There  are  several 
new  coatings  which  attack 
these  problems  head-on. 

One  new  latex  masonry  paint 
can  be  used  on  any  surface 
above  or  below  grade.  This 
paint  (which  also  works  on 
properly  primed  metals)  resists 
water  and  alkali  and  makes  a 
good  coating  for  foundations, 
interior  or  exterior  basement 
walls,  concrete  block  retaining 
walls,  worn  tile  roofs,  stone, 
stucco,  and  brick. 

Epoxy  enamels  are  quite  ef- 
fective for  indoor  uses.  The 
older  epoxies  come  in  two-part 
kits  that  have  to  be  mixed ;  they 
continue  to  make  a  strong, 
tough  finish.  A  one-part  epoxy 
that  can  be  tinted  is  new  on  the 
market. 

The  wet  basement  is  another 
problem  for  homeowners.  Paint 
manufacturers  are  hopeful  that 
a  coat  of  silicone  applied  to  the 
exterior  of  concrete  or  block 
foundation  walls  will  finally 
solve  the  problem  of  dampness 
downstairs.  If  applied  before 
backfilling,  the  silicone  should 
resist  the  hydrostatic  pressure 
that  usually  plagues  basements. 

Masonry  requires  careful  sur- 
face preparation  before  paint- 
ing. If  you  are  covering  an  old 
coat  of  paint  with  new  latex, 
make  sure  the  surface  is  clean 
and  the  old  paint  is  in  good  con- 
dition. With  bare  masonry,  you 
may  need  to  apply  a  surface 
conditioner  or  a  factory  recom- 
mended primer  to  insure  adhe- 
sion. (But  some  latex  doesn't 
need  primer.)  Before  applying 
any  epoxy,  you  must  complete- 
ly remove  any  previous  finish.

The    strong    solvents    in    the 
epoxies  can  penetrate  old  paint 
and  cause  it  to  wrinkle  or  lift. 
Roof  and  Floor  Coatings 

The  new  silicone  coatings 
and  caulks  are  extremely  ver- 
satile. Many  contractors  are 
using  a  coat  of  urethane  foam 
topped  with  silicone  roof  coat- 
ing to  make  a  sound,  tight  new 
roof.  This  system  can  also  be 
used  to  repair  a  gravel-asphalt 
or  tile  roof.  The  foam  and  sili- 
cone are  sprayed  right  over  the 
present  roofing;  they  add  only 
l/i  pound  per  square  foot  to  the 
roof  load,  and  their  insulating 
qualities  increase  the  efficiency 
of  an  air  conditioner. 

You  can  buy  one  silicone 
coating  especially  designed  to 
take  punishment.  This  product 
has  been  treated  with  a  mineral 
aggregate  that  produces  a  non- 
slip  finish.  Use  around  pool 
aprons,  steps,  and  porches. 


The  one  drawback  to  silicone 
is  the  expense.  When  building 
contractors  use  silicone  coat- 
ings, they  quote  prices  $50  to 
$100  more  than  a  normal  job. 
But  the  longevity  (silicones 
have  a  life  expectancy  of  about 
20  years)  and  the  low  mainte- 
nance of  the  finish  often  make 
the  extra  cost  worthwhile. 

Another  good  roof  coating 
is  aluminum  paint,  which  forms 
a  film  that  resists  temperature 
extremes,  smoke,  and  weather- 
ing. Aluminum  paints  also  have 
great  heat  reflecting  ability. 
Some  of  them  now  come  in  col- 
ors, so  you  aren't  limited  to  the 
conventional  silvery  sheen. 

For  a  really  attractive  floor 
in  a  kitchen,  bedroom,  or  base- 
ment playroom,  try  one  of  the 
new  seamless  flooring  systems. 
These  products  literally  form  a 
floor  right  out  of  a  can.  There 
are  several  types:  acrylic,  ure- 


thane, epoxy,  and  polyester  are 
just  a  few  examples.  Each  has 
drawbacks  as  well  as  advan- 
tages. The  acrylic  system  is 
good  for  exterior  use  and  re- 
tains color  well,  but  isn't 
strongly  abrasion  resistant. 
Urethanes,  on  the  other  hand, 
are  flexible  and  resist  abrasion 
—  but  they  yellow  if  used  out- 
side, unless  an  ultra-violet 
shielding  ingredient  is  added. 

With  any  seamless  floor,  you 
must  use  only  one  system  from 
one  manufacturer  and  follow 
his  directions  exactly.  Each 
part  of  a  kit— which  usually 
contains  a  base  coat,  decorat- 
ing chips,  and  a  glaze  coat — is 
compatible  with  the  other 
parts,  and  mixing  two  kits  may 
cause  adverse  chemical  reac- 
tions. Unlike  other  finishes, 
seamless  flooring  becomes  a 
permanent  part  of  the  surface 
to  which  it  is  applied.  ■

I  What  about 


self-cleaning 
I  1  ovens? 

When  you  shop  for  a  self-clean- 
ing range  (and  you  shouldn't 
settle  for  less),  prepare  for 
conflicting  sales  talks.  "Only 
the  electric  is  really  self-clean- 
ing" .  .  .  "Gas  ranges  clean  as 
they  cook,  without  that  high- 
heat  cycle"  .  .  .  "Self-cleaning 
may  shorten  the  range  life." 

Today  there  are  two  "self- 
cleaning"  techniques— pyro- 
lytic  (a  high-heat  process)  and 
catalytic  (specially  treated 
panels  or  liners).  Both  gas  and 
electric  range  manufacturers 
use  these  processes. 

The  high-heat  system  adds 
$60  to  $120  to  the  cost  of  a 
regular  range.  High  tempera- 
tures burn  off  all  oven  spat- 
ters, costing  you  about  six  to 
twelve  cents  in  electricity  each 
time.  The  cycle  takes  three 
hours,  during  which  time  the 
oven  is  locked.  Double  insula- 
tion keeps  the  kitchen  cool. 
When  the  cycle  finishes,  even 
the  window,  light,  and  racks 
are  clean. 

The  continuous-cleaning  or 
catalytic  system  adds  about 
$32  to  $50  to  the  cost  of  a 
range.  The  panels  or  liners 
havea  special  porcelain  enam- 
el coating,  which  comes  clean 
at  normal  baking  tempera- 
tures. The  window,  light,  and 
racks  are  not  coated,  and  have 


to  be  cleaned  by  usual  meth- 
ods. However,  large  spills  on 
the  panels  must  be  removed 
by  you.  The  catalytic  finish  on 
the  panels  is  delicate,  too,  so 
don't  use  detergents,  soaps, 
scouring  pads  or  powders,  ov- 
en cleaners  or  sprays. 

Because  both  systems  are 
new,  it's  smart  to  ask  the 
salesman  what  is  and  isn't 
covered  by  the  warranty. 

Replacement  dishwasher: 
too  much  of  a  trauma? 

Picking  a  replacement  dish- 
washer shouldn't  pose  a  major 
problem.  But  in  far  too  many 
households,  it  conjures  up 
images  of  the  staggering  re- 
modeling costs  needed  to 
make  it  fit. 

If  this  is  what's  keeping  you 
wedded  to  your  old  dishwash- 
er, you  can  stop  stalling.  Built- 
in  dishwasher  dimensions  are 
much  the  same  today— and 
they  come  with  leveling  legs 
to  adjust  to  different  counters. 
These  legs  can  raise  a  ma- 
chine's height  from  34  to  35*4 
inches— or  bring  it  down  to 
33V4  inches.  If  counter  must 
be  removed,  consider  a  dish- 
washer with  a  chopping-block 
top  to  add  height. 

When  you  buy  your  replace- 
ment, insist  that  the  installer 
solve  any  fitting  problems.  To 
help  him  estimate  the  job, 
take  accurate  dimensions  with 
you  when  you  shop.  Width  dif- 
ferences can  often  be  bridged 
with  stainless-steel  strips- 
supplied  either  by  the  manu- 
facturer or  a  cabinetmaker. 

When  you're  installing  the 
unit,  make  sure  it  drains  into 
the  sink  pipe.  If  it  drains  into 
the  disposal  drain,  there  must 
be  a  positive  shutoff  valve  or 
antisiphoning  device  to  pre- 
vent backup. 

Always  watch  for  these  fea- 
tures when  you  shop: 
•  Strong  washing  action.  On 
good  washers,  two  or  more 
spray  devices  clean  unscraped 
dishes.  Filters  catch  the  soft 
food    pieces  and   flush   them 


away.  In  some,  miniature  dis- 
posers even  pulverize  foods, 
then  flush  the  debris. 

•  Useful  washing  cycles:  (1) 
"Rinse  and  hold"  for  a  portion 
of  the  day's  (or  meal's)  dishes. 
(2)  "Rinse  and  dry"  tor  clean- 
ing seldom-used  or  display 
dishes.  (3)  "Gentle  action"  for 
china  and  crystal  to  simulate 
hand  washing. 

If  a  machine  has  two  sep- 
arate washing  actions,  be  sure 
you  have  double  detergent 
dispensers— and  it's  smart  to 
get  a  rinse  additive  dispenser. 
Consider  a  heated  drying  cy- 
cle as  well. 

•  Vinyl-coated  racks.  These 
hold  dishes  gently  and  firmly, 
while  flexible  parts  accommo- 
date a  variety  of  dish  sizes. 
Silverware  containers  that 
come  out  are  handy,  and  so 
are  small-item  containers. 

Electronic  cooking  for  you? 

Pickingan  electronic  oven  still 
poses  some  puzzles.  Jt's  not 
cheap,  and  you  may  wonder  if 
you'll  use  it  enough. 

Yet  there  are  four  big  advan- 
tages to  electronic  cooking. 

•  Speed.  It  takes  seconds  (or 
minutes)  to  thaw  frozen  foods 
or  heat  precooked  foods. 

•  Improved  cooking.  Shorter 
cooking  time  means  food 
keeps  more  of  its  color,  flavor, 
and  vitamins.  Tests  have 
proved  that  the  food  cooked 
with  microwaves  retains  its 
vitamin  content,  and  is  more 
nutritious.  There's  also  less 
shrinkage.  Leftovers  or  de- 
layed meals  can  be  reheated 
in  seconds. 

•  Ease  of  cleaning.  Microwaves 
pass  through  glass,  paper,  or 
the  plastic  used  to  hold  food. 
Neither  the  oven  itself  nor  the 
tray  gets  very  hot.  Splatters  or 
spills  can  be  wiped  easily  from 
the  inside  surface.  For  reheat- 
ing dinners,  you  can  use  an 
ordinary  plate  or  bowl. 

•  Simplicity.  Cooking  is  con- 
trolled by  one  timer. 

Right  now,  the  number  of 
electronic  ovens  on  the  mar- 


ket is  limited.  However,  more 
counter-top  models,  retailing 
from  $400  to  $600,  are  being 
made.  These  can  work  well  as 
supplementary  appliances. 

Single  built-in  electronic  ov- 
ens can  be  installed  along  with 
a  conventional  oven.  This  is 
often  done,  since  foods  don't 
brown  when  cooked  electron- 
ically. 

The  single  wall  unit  soon  will 
be  supplemented  by  an  elec- 
tronic and  conventional  self- 
clean  oven  combination.  This) 
will  retail  for  approximately 
$900. 

At  present,  you  can  buy  twol 
freestanding  models.   One   isj 
an  eye-level  electronic  oven, 
with  surface  units  and  conven- 
tional oven  beneath.  The  otherl 
is    a    conventional    eye- level 
oven,    with    electric    surface!

Buying  a  less  expensive  ap-l 
pliance  model  doesn't  meanl 
you're  getting  inferior  quality .1 
Today  the  basic  working  parts 
are  the  same  on  most  all  mod 
els.

Off-season  campers 
beat  the  vacation  rosh 


Camping  used  to  be  one  of  the 
best  ways  to  "get  away  from 
it  all."  Now,  however,  there 
are  more  people  than  ever  en- 
joying the  nation's  wilderness 
areas,  and  getting  away  often 
means  getting  to  a  camp- 
ground fast  in  order  to  beat 
other  families  to  a  choice 
campsite.  If  you  want  to  camp 
—yet  also  beat  the  wilderness 
rat  race— make  it  an  off-sea- 
son outing. 

Before  Memorial  Day  and 
after  Labor  Day,  most  camp- 
grounds are  lightly  used.  How- 
ever, off-season  camping  is 
often  more  rigorous  than  the 
regular-season  kind.  You  will 
frequently  find  camp  areas 
closed  or  without  running  wa- 
ter and  other  facilities.  You 
can  overcome  these  and  other 
problems  with  sound  planning. 
First  of  all,  decide  on  a  place 
and  a  time.  In  the  northern 
states  spring  camping  always 
entails  the  risk  of  bad  weather. 
Modern  camping  equipment, 
however,  makes  foul  weather 
camping  much  easier,  and  you 
should  be  able  to  make  spring 
camping  trips  even  in  the 
north— in  spite  of  all  but  the 
worst  storms. 

Fall  camping  anywhere  is  a 
joy.  The  nights  are  cold,  the 
mornings  crisp,  and  the  days 
warm.  Woodland  areas  are 
putting  on  the  annual  color 
show  and  insect  pests  are  for 
the  most  part  gone.  But,  like 
spring,  fall  can  be  unpredict- 
able. In  the  Rockies,  winter 
can  come  almost  overnight. 
Keep  that  in  mind  if  you  camp 
in  the  fall,  and  bring  lots  of 
extra  clothes. 

After  deciding  the  where  and 
when,  make  a  comprehensive 
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list  of  what  you'll  need.  In  ad- 
dition to  all  the  gear  you'd 
normally  take,  be  sure  to  in- 
clude extra  fuel  for  stoves  and 
lanterns,  some  heavy  jackets, 
and  some  roadside  emergency 
flares  for  firing  wet  wood.  A 
good-quality  tent  heater  isn't 
a  bad  idea  either. 
When  you've  arrived  at  a  camp- 
ground, pick  a  site  that  has 
good  elevation  and  drainage. 
If  you  camp  along  a  lakeshore, 
look  for  open  areas  or  promon- 
tories that  will  allow  easy  ac- 
cess to  the  lake.  Also,  camp- 
ing in  a  clearing  will  reduce 
the  chances  of  your  campfire 
getting  out  of  control. 

Even  though  pre-  and  post- 
season camping  offers  lots  of 
privacy,  you  should  try  to 
choose  a  spot  that  is  within  an 
hour's  drive,  walk,  or  boat 
trip  of  civilization.  This  will  al- 
low you  to  replenish  supplies 
if  necessary  and  enable  you  to 
get  help  in  an  emergency. 

Wherever  you  plan  to  go,  it's 
always  wise  to  leave  a  copy  of 
your  itinerary  with  the  local 
forest  ranger  or  sheriff.  This 
is  especially  important  if  you 
are  going  into  the  bush,  the 
really  deep  woods  of  northern 
Minnesota,  New  England,  or 
the  mountainous  regions  of 
the  West.  If  you  get  hurt  or 
lost,  search  parties  will  be 
able  to  find  you  faster. 

Although  campgrounds  are 
open  for  much  of  the  year 
where  weather  permits,  don't 
count  on  running  water  for 
drinking  and  toilets  after  the 
end  of  the  regular  camping 
season.  If  freezing  weather  is 
a  possibility,  the  water  will  al- 
most certainly  be  turned  off. 
In  cases  like  this,  you  would 


be   wise   to    bring   your 
drinking  water.   If  you  ca 
by  a  lake,  you  can  use  the  I 
water  for  washing  and,  if 
boil  it,  for  drinking.  In  a 
tional  forest,  you  seldom  h 
to  worry  about  polluted  wai 
The  kind  of  camping  trip  you 
will  partially  dictate  what 
bring  along.  A  tent-trailer 
cursion  will  allow  you  to  1 
more  gear  along  to  keep 
comfortable  even  in  inclen 
weather.

Could  most  wives  take  over  the  family  finances? 


Today  there  are  close  to  nine  mil- 
lion widows  in  the  United  States. 
Each  year  thousands  of  other  Amer- 
ican women  lose  their  husbands. 
Obviously,  these  women  must 
shoulder  new  responsibilities— in- 
cluding the  complete  management 
of  the  family  finances. 

Yet  how  many  wives  are  ready  for 
the  challenge  of  managing  the 
family  money?  Take  a  moment  to 
evaluate  your  present  situation  with 
the  following  checklist.  If  most  of 
the  questions  can't  be  answered 
with  a  yes,  husband  and  wife  need 
to  sit  down  together  and  tie  up  the 
loose  ends.

Do  you  have  written  in- 
structions indicating  how  you  want 
your     financial     affairs    handled? 
Do  you  have  a  properly 
drawn,  up-to-date  will?

adequate  income  for  your  wife  and 
children? 

Does    your    wife    have 

earning  power  to  supplement  the 
income  shetwill  receive  from  your 
estate? 

If    your     children     are 

young,  have  you  made  some  clear 
provision  for  their  education  ex- 
penses? 

Does  your  wife  have  ac- 
cess to  enough  cash  to  meet  im- 
mediate expenses? 

Can   she   manage  your 

investments  efficiently  {or  invest 
your  insurance  proceeds)? 

If  not,  have  you  arranged 

for  competent  advisers  to  carry  out 
your  investment  plans,  and  make 
needed  revisions  for  your  wife? 

Does  she  know  the  ad- 
visers who  work  with  you  on  finan- 
cial and  legal  matters? 

Does  she  know  the  ap- 
proximate income  she  would  re- 
ceive from  various  sources? 

Does  she  know  every- 
thing she  should  about  the  major 
expenses  and  liabilities  she  would 
have  to  handle? 

Does  your  wife  know  the 

location  of— and  have  access  to— 
your  important  legal  documents 
and  papers? 
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Evidence  indicates  that  most 
married  women  are  not  ade- 
quately prepared  to  handle 
family  finances.  Take  this  fairly 
typical  family  in  their  mid-thir- 
ties with  three  children— a  girl 
twelve,  one  boy  nine,  and  one 
seven  years  old.  The  man  is 
marketing  manager  of  a  small 
food  company,  making $15,000. 
His  wife  taught  school  the  first 
two  years  they  were  married, 
but  stopped  working  when  their 
girl  was  born.  Now  they  feel 
they  can  afford  the  things  that 
are  most  important  to  them— 
and  a  few  luxuries  as  well.  They 
have  paid  off  more  than  half  the 
mortgage  on  their  home,  have 
a  cash-savings  fund,  for  emer- 
gencies, and  have  started  an  in- 
vestment plan  to  help  pay  for 
retirement  and  the  children's 
education. 

After  thinking  things  through, 
Bill,  the  husband,  decided  that 
life  insurance  would  be  the  best 
way  to  deal  with  the  uncertain- 
ties of  the  future.  He  bought  a 
$75,000  straight-life  policy 
when  he  was  thirty,  and  another 
policy  to  cover  the  remaining 
mortgage  payments  on  the 
house.  Bill  figured  that  the  in- 
terest on  $75,000  would  bring 
his  wife,  Barbara,  an  income  of 
$4,500  or  more,  and  she  would 
own  the  house.  In  addition,  she 
would  qualify  for  social  security 
payments  of  a  little  over  $4,000 
annually  for  a  widow  and  three 
dependent  children.  Barbara 
also  could  return  to  teaching  for 
added  income. 

Bill  did  not  make  a  will,  think- 
ing his  estate  was  too  small  to 
bother  with.  Neither  did  he  dis- 
cuss any  of  these  matters  with 
his  wife.  Whenever  she  asked 
questions  about  their  finances, 
he  assured  her  that  he  had  tak- 
en care  of  everything.  Shopping 
for  the  family  was  her  only  ma- 
jor financial  responsibility. 

On  the  right  is  a  close-up  of 
this  family's  current  income 
and  spending  pattern,  together 
with  the  estimated  reductions 
in  spending  needed  for  the  wife 
as  a  widow. 

While  Bill  didn't  put  any  fig- 
ures on  paper  or  discuss  them 
with  Barbara,  his  mental  calcu- 
lations came  close  to  these  fig- 
ures. According  to  his  esti- 
mate, Barbara's  income  from 
his  insurance  would  come  to 
approximately  $4,500,  assum- 
ing that  the  $75,000  earns  six 
percentannually.  This,  together 
with  social  security  payments 
of  around  $4,200,  would  give 
Barbara   a    little   over   $8,000. 


With  the  estimated  spending 
reductions  for  Barbara  as  a 
widow  ($12,313  less  $4,025), 
she  could  easily  maintain  their 
standard  of  living  on  an  annual 
income  of  $8,000  annually. 
This  should  be  more  than  ade- 
quate, even  with  added  ex- 
penses for  health  insurance, 
taxes  and  job-related  costs. 

However,  the  husband  did  not 
estimate  the  size  of  his  estate, 
which  would  look  something 
like  this:

B 
bara  would  have  to  go  throu 
court  to  be  named  administi 
trix  of  the  estate  and  guardi 
of  the  children.  To  do  this, 
would  have  to  post  bond,  whi 
could    entail    an    expense 
$400    to    $500.    Bill's    failu 
to    discuss    financial    matte 
and  his  lack  of  planning  coi 
lead    to    other    needless   di 
culties  as  well.

•  Legal  tie-ups  because  savings 
and  checking  accounts  and 
the  safe-deposit  box  are  only 
in  his  name.  She  cannot  touch 
them  without  court  action. 
•Anxiety  over  future  financial 
security.  Barbara  has  no  idea 
how  much  income  she  would 
receive,  and  no  experience  in 
managing  money. 

•  Considerable  frustration  be- 
cause no  written  instructions 
or  guidelines  were  left— such 
as  the  names  of  Bill's  financial 
advisers,  the  location  of  im- 
portant documents,  and  the 
value  of  assets. 

It  would  take  Barbara  sev- 
eral months  just  to  learn  the 
fundamentals  of  managing 
the  family  finances.  It  would 
be  years  before  she  could  ap- 
proach this  challenge  with 
confidence  and  competence. 

Preparing  your  wife 

How  would  your  wife  get 
along  financially  without  you? 
Would  she  be  as  unprepared 
as  Barbara?  Would  she  face 
the  added  burden  of  inade- 
quate income?  Or  could  she 
take  over  the  financial  prob- 
lems  and    responsibilities   of 


widowhood  confidently  and  ef- 
fectively? Now  is  the  time  to 
ready  your  wife  for  this  re- 
sponsibility. Make  her  an  in- 
formed, voting  partner  in  ma- 
jor financial  decisions. 

Begin  by  seeing  that  both 
you  and  your  wife  have  proper- 
ly drawn  wills.  A  basic  will 
usually  costs  less  than  $100, 
depending  on  where  you  live, 
and  can  save  many  times  that 
amount  in  settling  an  estate. 
In  addition,  it's  the  only  way 
to  be  certain  your  assets  are 
distributed  according  to  your 
wishes.  (You  might  consider 
specifying" that  a  bank  help 
settle  and  manage  your  es- 
tate.) 

It's  also  worthwhile  for  your 
wife  to  meet  the  professionals 
who  would  most  likely  advise 
her.  Prepare  a  list  now  of  the 
advisers  who  work  with  you  on 
personal  financial  and  legal 
matters.  A  list  of  important 
documents  and  papers— and 
the  location  of  each— can  be 
helpful. 

Next,  estimate  the  value  of 
your  estate  and  the  income  it 
would  provide.  Will  the  in- 
come, together  with  social  se- 


curity payments  and  other 
sources  of  money,  cover  esti- 
mated livingexpensesforyour 
wife  and  children?  If  not,  you 
may  want  to  consider  ways  of 
increasing  the  income  value 
of  your  estate  by  insurance, 
company  pension  plans,  or 
other  investments. 

As  you  go  over  your  financial 
situation,  consider  the  advan- 
tages of  joint  ownership  of 
bankaccounts,  realestate, and 
securities  accounts.  Check 
state  laws  on  safe-deposit 
boxes.  If  you  rent  the  box 
jointly,  your  wife  may  have  ac- 
cess to  important  documents 
without  court  action. 

If  you  have  a  sizable  estate, 
seek  the  advice  of  a  competent 
attorney  on  reducing  estate 
and  inheritance  taxes.  You'll 
also  want  to  explain  to  your 
wife  the  fundamentals  of  your 
tax  situation. 

Once  you've  taken  the  ne- 
cessary steps  to  prepare  your 
wife  for  financial  responsibil- 
ities and  have  put  your  finan- 
cial affairs  in  order,  you  need 
only  review  and  revise. 

Information  your  wife  needs 
to  take  over  family  finances 

•  Insurance  policies— the  name 
of  the  company,  type  of  cover- 


age, number  of  the  policy,  pre- 
mium amounts  and  due  dates, 
the  name  of  the  person  to  con- 
tact for  information  and  ser- 
vice, the  location  of  policies. 

•  Safe-deposit  box— the  name  of 
the  bank,  where  it's  located, 
the  number  of  the  box,  the  lo- 
cation of  the  keys,  and  a  de- 
scription of  what  it  contains. 
•Your  will— its  location,  and 
the  name  of  the  lawyer  who 
has  a  copy  of  it. 

•  Bank  accounts— the  account 
numbers  and  the  names  of 
banks  where  you  have  savings 
and  checking  accounts. 

•  Your  lease  or  mortgage— the  lo- 
cation of  your  copy,  amount 
of  payments,  the  due  dates, 
the  date  the  lease  expires  or 
the  mortgage  is  paid  in  full, 
the  name  of  the  person  to  con- 
tact for  information  or  service. 

•  Your  car— the  location  of  reg- 
istration papers  and  title.  If 
you're  paying  off  an  auto  loan, 
the  amount  and  due  dates  of 
payments,  together  with  the 
date  the  loan  is  paid  off. 

•  Money  you  owe— the  names 
and  addresses  of  individuals 
or  businesses  you  owe  money 
to,  the  amount  owed,  terms  of 
payment,  and  the  location  of 
the  contract  or  some  written 
proof  of  your  debt.

An  exercise  program  for  the  office 

Here  are  exercises  simple  enough  for  you  to  perform 
during  odd  moments  of  the  working  day.  And  they  can  be 
very  beneficial  as  long  as  you  don't  expect  miracles. 
None  of  these  exercises,  alone  or  in  combination,  can 
magically  transform  a  flabby,  short-winded  desk  worker 
into  a  prime  physical  specimen— overnight  or  over  the 
long  run.  And  they  can't,  in  themselves,  properly  condition 
your  heart  and  lungs  for  a  strenuous  weekend. 


What  these  exercises  can  do  is  develop  more  power  in 
certain  key  muscle  groups  which  tend  to  get  flabby  and 
weak,  and  stir  up  stagnating  circulation  in  certain  parts 
of  the  body.  The  idea  is  to  contract  these  muscles  against 
sufficient  resistance  in  order  to  make  them  work  far 
beyond  the  normal  level.  By  working  these  key  muscle 
groups  day  after  day,  even  for  relatively  brief  periods 
of  time,  you'll  greatly  improve  your  muscle  strength. 


Sit-ups  and/or  pelvic  tilting  provide  an  ex 

eel  lent  way  to  strengthen  the  long,  strap- 
like abdominal  muscles  which  help  keep 
your  belly  trim. 

Lie  on  your  back  on  the  floor  with  your 
arms  folded  on  your  chest  and  slowly  come 
up  to  a  sitting  position.  Your  legs  must  re- 
main flat  on  the  floor  in  order  that  the  ab- 
dominal muscles  take  the  full  strain. 
Brace  your  knees  under  the  low  side  of  a 
desk,  or  have  someone  hold  your  knees 
down  flat  to  the  floor. 

Don't  jerk  up  to  a  sitting  position;  re- 
member that  it's  the  long,  sustained  con- 
traction that  tones  these  muscles  best. 
Don't  overdo.  Ten  sit-ups  at  any  one  time 


are  plenty.  You  may  be  lucky  to  manag 
one  or  two  at  the  beginning. 

If  you  can't  conveniently  lie  flat  on  th 
office  floor,  pelvic  tilting  offers  a  good  a 
ternative  for  strengthening  the  abdomine 
muscles.  Stand  with  your  back  to  the  wal 
your  heels  out  six  inches  from  the  bas€ 
board.  Then,  without  lifting  your  heels- 
and  while  flattening  your  back  against  th! 
wall— use  your  abdominal  muscles  an 
buttock  muscles  to  thrust  your  pelvis  fo 
ward  and  upward,  tilting  it  up  toward  yoi 
chin  as  far  as  possible  and  then  holdin 
this  "tilt"  for  a  count  of  ten  seconds  befor 
relaxing.  This  is,  in  effect,  a  burlesqu 
show  "bump,"  held  for  about  ten  second 


Sitting  pUSh-UpS  help  build  strength  and 
endurance  in  the  powerful  muscles  of  the 
shoulder  girdle,  especially  the  triceps  of 
the  upper  arms  and  the  wrist  extensors 
in  the  back  of  the  wrists  and  forearms. 

Sit  in  any  sturdy  office  armchair,  lift  your 
feet  off  the  floor,  and  grip  the  chair  arms 
firmly  at  a  point  straight  down  from  your 
shoulders.  Then  straighten  your  arms, 
slowly  lifting  your  body  weight  up  off  the 
chair.  Hold  the  push-up  for  a  slow  count  of 
ten ;  then  slowly  ease  your  body  back  down 
to  a  sitting  position. 

Repeat  this  exercise  several  times,  or 
until  you  feel  your  muscles  getting  shaky. 
In  no  time  at  all  you  will  be  able  to  manage 
ten  sitting  push-ups  in  succession  with 
little  difficulty. 
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Straight  leg-raising  against  resistance 
helps  tone  and  strengthen  the  powerful 
quadriceps  muscles  at  the  front  of  the  thigh. 

Simply  sit  in  a  chair  with  your  toes 
hooked  under  the  bottom  edge  of  your 
office  desk,  then  try  to  lift  the  desk  by 
straightening  your  leg  and  lifting  your  foot. 
Hold  this  position  for  a  slow  count  of  ten, 
then  relax  first  one  leg,  then  the  other, 
then  both  together. 

As  an  alternative,  bring  a  shopping  bag 
with  handles  to  the  office  and  load  it  up 
with  four  or  five  pounds  of  books.  Then  sit 
on  the  edge  of  your  desk,  stick  your  foot 
through  the  bag  handles,  and  attempt  to 
lift  the  loaded  bag  by  straightening  the 
knee  and  lifting  the  leg  to  a  horizontal 
position. 


Forearm  weight-lifting  develops  streng 

in  your  biceps,  and  other  muscles  aboi 
the  elbow,  pectoral  muscles  of  the  Ches 
and  wrist  flexor  muscles  in  the  forearm.  S 
with  your  elbows  hanging  at  right  angM 
and  held  close  to  your  body.  Then  slip  yo 
outstretched  palms  under  some  kind 
weight  (a  briefcase  full  of  books,  a  hea'j 
dictionary,  even  a  typewriter  if  you  ca 
manage  it)  and  lift  the  weight  slowly  upar. 
toward  you  as  far  as  possible. 

Bear  in  mind  that  all  of  these  exercis<i 
should  be  done  slowly,  maintaining  tlj 
muscle  contraction  for  ten  seconds  or 
with  just  a  brief  rest  period  between  repjl 
titions.  Try  to  do  each  exercise  ten  tim< 
in  succession  during  each  of  two  (prefe

Tax  deductions:  are  you  getting  your  fair  share? 


Too  many  families  think  it  takes  an  act  of 
Congress  to  cut  their  taxes— a  point  of 
view  that  overlooks  some  profitable  op- 
portunities for  do-it-yourself  tax  reform- 
ing. By  applying  a  tax  reformer's  zeal  to 
your  own  return  this  year,  there's  a  good 
chance  you  can  realize  a  far  bigger  tax  cut 
than  you're  likely  to  get  from  Congress. 

Start  by  putting  yourself  in  the  proper 
frame  of  mind.  Tell  yourself  the  tax  system 
is  stacked  against  you. That's  because,  in  a 
very  real  way,  it  is.  Granted,  your  employer 
does  send  you— and  the  IRS— a  W-2  state- 
ment saying  how  much  money  you've 
made.  But  when  it  comes  to  figuring  out 
what  income  may  not  be  taxable,  and 
what  deductions  you're  entitled  to,  the  law 
puts  the  whole  burden  on  you.  Overlook 
opportunities  for  tax-saving,  and  that's 
your  hard  luck. 

Stay  in  the  tax-reform  mood  until  you've 
finished  the  whole  tax  preparation  job. 
Vow  that  this  year  you're  going  to  look  into 
every  nook  and  cranny  that  could  hide  a 
tax  saving.  Say  to  yourself  that  this  year 
you're  going  to  claim  every  red  cent  of  tax 
break  the  law  allows— even  if  it  takes  some 
extra  time  and  effort  to  poke  around  in  the 
rule  book. 

Do-it-yourself  tax  reform  doesn't  mean 
simply  copying  down  the  income  your  pay- 


roll vouchers  say  you  earned,  or  claiming 
the  obvious  deductions.  It  means  analyz- 
ing items  like  nontaxable  income,  adjust- 
ments to  income,  employee  business  ex- 
penses, and  deductions  that  are  buried 
among  tax  regulations. 

Obviously,  we  can't  cover  all  the  possi- 
bilities for  tax  cutting  in  this  article.  But 
we  can  alert  you  to  the  most  often  over- 
looked possibilities. 

J.  Don't  pay  tax  on  nontaxable  income 

Income  from  sooae  sources  is  exempt 
from  tax,  and  it  isn't  necessary  even  to  re- 
port it  on  your  return.  Other  kinds  of  in- 
come, while  they  have  to  be  reported,  can 
be  subtracted  in  determining  the  amount 
of  earnings  actually  subject  to  tax. 

Exactly  how  much  nontaxable  income 
Americans  have  isn't  tallied  anywhere.  A 
conservative  estimate,  however,  puts  the 
amount  at  well  over  100  billion  dollars  a 
year.  And,  stories  about  tax  avoidance  by 
the  very  wealthy  notwithstanding,  much  of 
it  belongs  to  taxpayers  of  moderate  means. 

Not  even  IRS  has  any  way  of  knowing 
how  much  such  income  is  inadvertently  in- 
cluded on  tax  returns.  To  be  certain  there's 
none  on  your  return,  take  a  moment  to  run 
down  the  major  categories  of  income  that 


aren't  taxable.  First,  though, $>ear  in  mind 
that  most  rules  about  nontaxable  incomt 
are  followed  by  an  "if"—  afKWBorngtimes  a 
long  list  of  ifs.  Our  purpos^ofegis  simply 
to  alert  you  to  areas  of  in  come-*  that  gener- 
ally aren't  taxable.  It's  up  to  you  to  deter- 
mine what  "ifs"  apply,    jfc 

•  Social  security  benefit*1  account  for  ont^ 
of  the  biggest  chunks  of  nontaxable  in- 
come. (So  do  death  proceeds  from  life  in- 
surance policies,  and  indemnities  from 
accident  and  health  insurance.) 

•  Gifts  and  inheritances— whether  in  money 
or  property— are  not  subject  to  federal  in- 
come tax.  No  tax  is  owed  on  Veteran's  Ad- 
ministration benefit  payments,  either,  or 
on  dividends  from  veteran's  life  insurance 
policies. 

•  Scholarship  income  and  allowances  for 
related  expenses  are  generally  exempt 
from  tax  (unless  it's  really  for  services 
performed).  Other  types  of  nontaxable  in- 
come are:  tax  refunds;  interest  on  state 
and  municipal  bonds;  child  support  pay- 
ments; car-pool  payments;  repayment  ol 
tie  principal  from  debts  owed  t  j  you. 

•  No  tax  is  owed  on  most  kinds  of  unem- 
ployment benefits.  Strike  benefits  paid 
by  a  union  from  union  dues  are  nontaxable 
if  they  were  intended  as  a  gift.

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Death  payments  up  to  $5,000 
made  by  or  for  an  employer 
because  of  the  death  of  an  em- 
ployee are  also  nontaxable. 

•  If  certain  conditions  are  met, 
money  your  employer  pays 
you  as  reimbursement  for 
business  expenses  paid  out  of 
your  own  pocket  does  not  have 
to  be  reported  as  income. 

•  Most  employee  fringe  benefits 
are  nontaxable.  You  generally 
do  not  have  to  report  the  value 
of  premiums  for  group  health 
or  term  life  insurance  policies 
(up  to  $50,000)  that  your  em- 
ployer pays  for  you.  In  most 
cases,  "good  will"  gifts  from 
your  employer, "and  discounts 
on  purchases  from  him  don't 
have  to  be  reported  as  income. 

In  addition  to  income  that 
doesn't  have  to  be  reported, 
there's  another  kind  that  must 
be  reported— even  though  it's 
nontaxable.  Any  of  this  in- 
come should  be  subtracted  as 
an  "adjustment"  on  line  15b 
of  your  Form  1040. 

One  of  the  most  commonly 
overlooked  income  "adjust- 
ments," say  tax  experts,  is 
sick  pay.  Depending  on  such 
things  as  the  amount  of  time 
you  were  off  work,  whether  or 
notyou  were  hospitalized,  and 
the  amount  of  your  sick  pay  in 
relation  to  your  regular  pay, 
up  to  $100  a  week  may  be  tax- 
exempt.  IRS  instructions  give 
you  the  details. 

Moving  expenses  are  an- 
other adjustment  many  fam- 
ilies can  claim.  And  employee 
business  expenses  are  a 
third  likely  category. 

2.  Don't  skip  those  tax 
deductions  you  can't  prove 

The  only  sure  way  to  avoid  a 


hassle  with  Internal  Reve 
Service  is  by  not  claiming 
deduction  you  can't  prove, 
if  you  do  this,  you're  probe 
being  tougher  with  your 
than  IRS  would  be. 

Yet  the  problem  of  hand 
deductions  you  can't  pr 
isn't  answered  in  any 
book.  The  reason  is  obvk 
Since  IRS  has  the  authorit 
throw  out  deductions  that 
not  proven,  it  hardly  can 
you  to  go  ahead  and  cl 
them  without  proof. 

Asa  practica  I  matter,  tho 
a  tax  agent  has  authority  tc 
a  good  deal  more  flexible  t 
you  might  think.  If  he  fi 
you  have  taken  more  perse 
deductions  than  you 
prove,  there's  no  rule  that  s 
he  must  disallow  them.  On 
contrary,  it's  part  of  his  jo 
exercise  reasonable  judgm 

In  view  of  this,  what  shi 
you  do  about  those  tax  dec 
tions  you  can't  prove?  The 
swer:  claim  every  deduc 
you  honestly  believe  yo 
entitled  to— with  or  wit 
positive  proof. 

Deductions  with  proof  ar 
far  the  best,  of  course.  T 
it's  clear  that  you  did  i 
the  expense  and  the  amo 
Otherwise,  if  your  retur 
questioned,  you  may  hav 
settle  for  a  smaller  deduc 
than  you  deserve  (or  s 
times  no  deduction  at  all). 

Proving  some  types  ofj 
ductions    normally    shou 
be  a  problem.  Taxes  you 
paid,  for  example,  usually 
be  documented   by   recei 
canceled  checks,  orthe  an 
statement  from  your  mort 
lender  (if  he  handles  the 
ment   of    real   estate   tax

What  to  do  with  all  those  new  tax  torms 

Don't  panic  when  you  first  see 
your  new  tax  forms.  It's  part  of 
a  streamlined  approach  to  tax 
filing  that  IRS  calls  a  "build- 
ing-block" system.  Gone  is  the 
postcard-size  1040A  "short 
form"— and  millionsof  taxpay- 
ers who  used  it  will  fill  out  the 
new  Form  1040.  (But  remem- 
ber, you  normally  won't  need 
most  of  the  new  tax  schedules 
you  get  with  this  year's  in- 
structions; any  that  don't  ap- 
ply to  you  can  be  discarded.) 
Despite  its  new  look,  the  new 
Form  1040  requires  roughly 
the  same  information  you 
needed  for  the  short  form.  For 
four  out  of  ten  taxpayers,  this 
is  the  only  form  they'  1 1  need  to 
file.  Another  three  out  of  ten 
will  have  to  file  only  one  addi- 
tional   form— Schedule    A,    a

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This  low  table,  suitable  for  deck  or 
terrace,  measures  3x31/2  feet,  but  the 
flexible  design  permits  any  length  you 
want.  To  make  this  size,  you  need  one 
12-foot  length  of  2x12  redwood  and  one 
eight-foot  length  of  2x3.  Cut  the  12-foot 
length  into  five  sections:  three  three- 
foot  pieces  to  form  table  pieces,  and 
two  lengths  of  IV2  feet  each  for  "legs" 
(see  our  cutting  diagram). 

Now  cut  two  31/2-foot  lengths,  from 
the  eight-foot  strip,  and  nail  them  to 
each  side  of  the  legs  to  receive  the 
top  boards.  You  can  nail  the  top  pieces 
to  the  supports;  but  leaving  them  free, 
makes  the  unit  much  easier  to  move 
around  to  another  location. 


Make  both  the  L-shaped  bench  and  the 
tabletop  of  2x6s  with  1x6  facing.  Inside 
measurements  of  the  bench  are  79 
inches  and  40  inches;  width  is  20  inches 
and  height  17.  The  supports  are  three 
three-inch  steel  posts  welded  to  4x61/4- 
inch  steel  plates. 

Table  is  62  inches  long,  40  wide  (a  2x2 
runs  down  the  center),  and  31  high. 
The  sawbuck  style  needs  the  extra  2x2 
for  a  comfortable  sitting  height.  Notch 
the  2x4  legs  flush  and  add  support  with 
two  2x6  lengths  forming  an  inverted  V 
— running  from  center  of  underside  of 
tabletop  to  cross  points  of  the  legs. 
These  units  will  receive  a  heavy  beating, 
so  use  redwood  or  treated  lumber.

Here's  one  way  to  get  around  a  tree — with  a 
cantilevered  table.  Build  a  simple  trestle 
frame,  using  2x4s  for  legs  and  two  2x6-inch 
horizontal  strips  ten  feet  long,  connected  by 
three  21-inch-long  2x6  braces.  Bolt  the  legs 
to  the  cross  braces,  and  secure  the  horizontal 
strips  to  the  braces  with  lag  bolts. 

Tabletop  is  of  1x6-inch  boards  40  inches 
long,  spaced  one-quarter  inch  to  allow  for 
drainage.  Four  screws  hold  each  board  to 
trestle  sides.  Angle  irons  anchor  legs  to  floor 
to  prevent  tipping  in  case  "table  sitters"  perch 
on  the  serving  shelf  when  it's  not  in  use  for 
preparing  or  serving  a  meal.

It's  the  extras  that  make  a  house 

After  a  home  is  built  (often  long  after),  some  basic  outdoor 
problems  remain  to  be  solved.  What  to  do  in  back  to  increase 
the  pleasure  of  outdoor  living?  What  about  extra  storage? 
How  should  the  front  yard  be  finished  to  set  the  house  off? 
Can  all  the  jobs  be  done  so  only  minimum  maintenance 
will  be  required  afterward? 

Here  are  remedies  that  any  reasonably  handy  man 
can  tackle.  The  "before"  picture  shows  how  both  the 
kitchen  and  family  room  lead  to  nothing  but  bare  ground 
—hardly  conducive  to  relaxed  outdoor  living.  This  situa- 
tion calls  for  construction  of  a  deck  with  access  from  both 
doors— so  that  indoor  space  is  extended.  If  there's  an 
existing  tree  or  boulder,  you  could  adapt  to  it  and  count 
it  a  blessing. 

This  deck  (left)  is  2x4  construction-grade  redwood, 
built  flush  with  the  indoor  floor  and  with  one  step  down 
to  the  yard.  Building  around  the  boulder  makes  it  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  deck.  About  350  square  feet  of  addition- 
al space  have  been  made  available  for  family  use  and 
entertainment.  Shade  will  be  provided  by  the  multiple- 
trunk  green  ash.  For  privacy,  three  screen  panels  now 
wall  off  one  end  of  the  deck.  A  band  of  washed  gravel 
(underlaid  with  plastic  sheeting  to  reduce  weeds)  sets 
off  the  deck  and  keeps  the  lawn  at  a  proper  distance— so 
it  doesn't  invade  the  overall  design  and  create  unneces- 
sary mowing  problems. 
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The  front  of  the  house  (top  photo)  calls  for  simple 
planting  that  is  easily  maintained.  Low-growing  plants  of 
procumbens  juniper  set  the  house  off  and  will  never  over- 
whelm it— a  sin  with  all  too  much  landscape  material. 
A  few  boulders  add  interest  to  the  gravel  island  between 
the  walk  and  the  driveway.  A  Washington  hawthorn  will 
provide  the  needed  front-yard  height.  Gravel  and  lawn 
are  separated  by  2x4s  which  serve  as  guide  for  mower. 
With  lots  of  edging,  you  save  hand  clipping. 

The  privacy  screen  beside  the  deck  conceals  a 
21/2xl0-foot  storage  shed  (above  left)  for  garden  tools 
and  equipment— handy  for  use  in  the  backyard.  Per- 
forated hardboard,  nailed  to  the  studs,  accommodates 
all  kinds  of  small  equipment.  There's  enough  space  on 
the  ground  for  larger  items— even  a  trash  can  that  is 
conveniently  out  of  sight. 

The  storage  shed  is  actually  a  cubicle  with  in  a  larger 
storage  area  (above).  It's  enclosed  by  the  garage  wall  on 
one  side  and  by  prefab  patio  panels  (4V2  feet  high)  on  the 
other  three.  The  area  measures  27  feet  long  by  12  feet 
wide,  with  a  double  eight-foot  gate  to  allow  for  easy  pas- 
sage of  canoe  and  sailboat.  All  equipment  is  effectively 
concealed  from  view  from  the  street,  yet  is  readily  ma- 
neuvered when  it's  needed.  Because  local  requirements 
vary,  be  sure  to  check  with  zoning  authorities  before  you 
add  this  sort  of  construction  to  the  side  of  your  house.

If  a  tax  agent 
turns  you  down,  the  fact  that 
your  evidence  isn't  all  in  the 
form  of  receipts  shouldn't  stop 
you  from  appealing. 

3.  Don't  overlook  tax 
deductions  just  because 
everyone  else  does 

That's  an  exaggeration,  of 
course.  No  deduction  is  over- 
looked by  everyone.  Yet  pro- 
fessional tax  people  are  con- 
stantly surprised  by  the  num- 
ber of  taxpayers  who  claim 
"obvious"  deductions,  then 
quit. 

Take  this  case.  Your  young- 
ster becomes  ill  and  the  doc- 
tor phones  in  a  prescription. 
You  rush  to  the  pharmacy  to 
pick  it  up.  That  gives  you  a  tax 
deduction,  right?  Wrong.  It 
gives  you  two  tax  deductions— 
the  cost  of  the  prescription, 
plus  the  cost  of  going  to  get  it. 
The  law  lets  you  deduct  five 
cents  a  mile  on  your  car  or  the 
actual  costs  (if  larger)  as  a 
medical  expense. 

The  same  deduction  applies 
to  transportation  expenses 
connected  with  charitable 
work.  Suppose  you're  active  in 
scout  work  and  drive  ten  miles 
a  week  to  and  from  meetings, 
plus  500  miles  a  year  on  ex- 
cursions and  field  trips.  This 
alone  is  good  for  at  least  a 
$25  tax  deduction. 

And  once  a  year  your  bank 
docks  your  account  (or  bills 
you  directly)  for  rental  of  a 
safe  deposit  box  where  you 
store  stocks  and  bonds.  It  may 
be  a  small  deduction,  but  it's 
a  deduction  nonetheless. 

Obviously,  the  big  medical 
expenses  are  easy  to  spot  by 
thumbing  through  your  check- 
book—doctor and  hospital 
bills  mainly.  And  you've  kept 
receipts  for  prescription 
drugs.  But  what  about  the 
vitamins,  mineral  supple- 
ments, and  pain  relievers  that 
your  doctor  recommends? 
These  are  deductible  too.  And 
so  is. the  cost  of  eye  or  hearing 
tests,  as  well  as  eyeglasses 
and  hearing  aids. 

If  you  have  medical  insur- 
ance through  your  company, 
the  premiums  often  are  easy

There's  still  another  pos- 
sible interest  deduction.  If 
IRS  rules  you  didn't  pay 
enough  tax  and  sends  you  a 
bill  for  the  deficiency  plus  in- 
terest, the  interest  is  tax  de- 
ductible. 

4.  Treat  your  job  as  a 
business 

Even  if  you  don't  customarily 
thinkof  your  jobasa  business, 
do  so  when  you  prepare  your 
tax  return.  For  tax  purposes, 
you  do  have  a  business— sell- 
ing your  own  talents  and  labor. 
And  the  business  expenses 
you  incur  are  no  less  deduct- 
ible just  because  you  happen 
to  work  for  someone  else. 

Some  employee  business 
expenses,  in  fact,  are  deduct- 
ible even  if  you  elect  to  take  a 
standard  deduction  for  person- 
al expenses.  These  business 
expenses— mainly  travel  and 
transportation— should  be 
claimed  on  line  15b  of  your  re- 
turn. You'll  also  need  to  file 
an  IRS  Form  2106— Employee 
Business  Expenses.  (Most 
other  expenses  are  deductible 
on  Schedule  A  under  Miscel- 
laneous Deductions.) 

In  general,  you  may  deduct 
those  expenses  necessary  for 
the  production  of  income. 
However,  you'll  need  to  check 
IRS  instructions  fairly  closely, 
item  by  item.  Tax  rules,  in 
most  cases,  are  specific  about 
what  is  and  isn't  deductible. 

Take  the  use  of  your  car. 
Normally,  the  cost  of  com- 
muting is  not  deductible.  Yet 
there  are  exceptions.  If  you 
must  haul  equipment  that 
can't  be  stored  at  work  or 
must  be  carried  from  one 
place  to  another  (and  you 
would  not  otherwise  use  the 
car),theexpenseisdeductible. 

If  you  work  more  than  one 
place  during  the  day,  the  cost 
of  driving  from  one  place  to 
the  other  is  deductible.  If  you 
use  your  car  in  the  perform- 
ance of  your  job,  the  cost  is  de- 
ductible, too.  And  suppose 
you  have  a  temporary  assign- 
ment outside  your  metropoli- 
tan area,  but  you  drive  home 
each  night.  In  this  case,  your 
auto  expense  is  deductible.

The  facts  are  now  in.  All  ac- 
cident research  shows  that 
shoulder  harnesses,  when  used, 
do  save  lives  and  prevent  seri- 
ous injury.

trouble  to  sort  out  all  the  belts 
and  buckles  and  put'them  on). 

The  harness  illustrated  above 
makes  these  excuses  invalid. 
It's  extremely  easy  to  use— just 
sit  down  normally  and  pull  the 
straps  over  your  shoulders 
much  as  you  would  suspenders. 
As  with  all  harnesses,  this  one 
must  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  conventional  lap  belts. 
When  you  get  out  of  the  car, 
slip  the  harness  off  your  shoul- 
ders and  the  straps  automati- 
cally reel  in  against  the  back  of 
the  seat.  This  self-storing  fea- 
ture gets  the  harness  neatly  out 
of  the  way  so  that  it  doesn't 
contribute  to  the  tangle  of  belts 
on  the  seat  cushion.

The  tree  is 
made  by  placing  paper,  in  colors  vivid 
as  stained  glass,  on  a  full-size  wall 
panel  of  transparent  net.  Panel  is 
hung  on  wall  from  a  wooden  molding 
strip.  A  bottom  strip  keeps  the  panel 
securely  in  place. 


ANOTHER  MIRROR  TRICK 

(ABOVE)  This  time  mirror  deception 
makes  a  big  deal  of  a  small  dining 
area.  Here's  what  happens.  A  black- 
shuttered  corner  window  treatment 
and  a  shelf  unitdisplaying accessories 
double  in  size  when  reflected  in  a 
48-by-96-inch  mirror  panel  on  the 
back  wall.  A  framed  hanging  mirror 
above  the  dining  table  reflects  the 
kitchen  part  of  the  room.  Placing  the 
two  mirrors  close  together  tricks  the 
eye.

TOTAL  ENVIRONMENT 


(LEFT)  When  furnishings  and  back- 
ground interiors  are  specifically  con- 
structed for  flexible  living,  space  can 
be  switched  around  to  meet  a  variety 
of  needs.  Here,  walls  within  walls  of- 
fer a  new  plasticity  in  space  arrange- 
ment. Inner  walls  are  storage  units 
covered  with  deep  blue  laminated 
plastic  and  fitted  with  shelves,  draw- 
ers, hanging  space  for  clothing.  Units 
wheel  about  to  rearrange  living  space 
within  one  single  large  area.  They  can 
be  shaped  into  L's  and  U's  to  divide 
the  room  into  an  entry,  a  bedroom, 
dressing  room,  and  living  room.  If 
there's  a  party,  inner  walls  close  up  to 
clear  a  larger  activity  area.  A  multi- 
level platform  (glimpsed  in  fore- 
ground) encircles  the  room  to  provide 
desks,  tables,  stereo  cabinets,  and 
bookcases.  Carpeting  is  carried  up  the 
platform's  laminated  deep  blue  sur- 
face. The  envelopingfoam-formed  sofa 
is  shaped  to  body  contour.  Helping 
create  this  total  environment  is  the 
pervasive  use  of  one  strong  color. 
Shiny,  glazed  deep  blue  walls  and  ceil- 
ing have  reflective  power. 


SHAPED  SLEEPING 


(RIGHT)  You're  witnessing  a  giant 
leap  forward  in  bed  design.  The  water 
bed  isn't  a  passive  block  of  furniture. 
Action  stems  from  the  mattress  which 
is  made  like  a  vinyl  bag  holding  about 
200  gallons  of  water.  Stretch  out  on 
the  bed,  and  the  water  mattress  sur- 
rounds your  body  so  that  you  feel  as  if 
you  were  floating.  Another  comfort  re- 
finement is  the  bed's  temperature. 
It's  completely  adjustable  and  auto- 
matically controlled.  Supporting  the 
mattress  is  a  water-sealed  redwood 
box  frame.

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Is  the  social  drinker 

really  the  worst  killer  on  the  road? 


i 


Contrary  to  popular  misconception,  the 
villain  is  not  the  moderate,  social  drinker 
who  drives  after  a  couple  of  cocktails. 
It's  the  abnormal,  pathological  drinker 
who  regularly  drinks  to  excess.  These 
are  the  drunks  who  drive,  and  they're 
the-largest  single  group  of  killers  loose  on 
our  highways. 

In  March,  1968,  Better  Homes  and 
Gardens  reported  that  drunken  drivers 
cause  50  percent  of  all  highway  deaths. 
Current  evidence  suggests  that  they  kill 
even  more  than  that.  Their  drinking 
problem  becomes  your  problem  when  you 
realize  that  they  cause  some  25,000  fa- 
talities and  800,000  crashes  in  the  United 
States  annually. 

For  years,  top  highway  officials  and 
government  authorities  have  wrongly 
assumed  that  the  worst  culprit  is  the  or- 
dinary citizen  who  occasionally  has  a  few 
drinks  too  many  and  then  drives.  As  a 
result,  the  wrong  countermeasures  have 
been  applied.  Our  laws  against  drunken 
driving  are  inefficient,  and  the  grim  toll 
in  blood,  death,  and  suffering  continues 
to  climb. 

Present  laws  do  not  zero  in  on  the  ma- 
jor offenders:  the  small  minority  of  driv- 
ers who  are  out-and-out  practicing  alco- 
holics. Such  drivers  have  "...  serious  and 
chronic  drinking  problems,"  says  Dr. 
Melvin  L.  Selzer,  a  psychiatrist  and  high- 
way safety  expert  at  the  University  of 
Michigan  Medical  School.  Studies  there 
show  that  alcoholics  account  for  80  per- 
cent of  all  drunken  driving  arrests. 

Their  major  role  in  highway  crashes 
was  shown  conclusively  in  a  landmark 
study  of  all  the  drivers  involved  in  high- 
way crashes  (about  8,000)  over  a  one- 
year  period  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan. 


The  director  of  the  study,  Professor 
Robert  F.  Borkenstein,  head  of  Indiana 
I  niversity's  School  of  Police  Administra- 
tion, says  that  "only  a  few  hundred  driv- 
ers in  the  group  were  drinking  heavily. 
But  these  few  hundred  were  involved  in 
an  enormous  number  of  the  crashes." 
And  the  greater  the  severity  of  the  crash, 
the  greater  the  likelihood  that  alcohol 
was  involved. 

In  all,  about  seven  million  alcoholic 
driveis  are  on  the  road  in  the  U.S.— 6.5 
percent  of  all  drivers,  according  to  stud- 
ies by  Dr.  Julian  Waller  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Vermont  College  of  Medicine. 
But  they  account  for  about  ten  percent  of 
total  mileage,  .so  a  lethal  alcoholic  is  there- 
fore likely  to  be  driving  every  tenth  car  ap- 
proaching you  on  the  highway.  Alarmed? 
Well,  keep  in  mind  that  the  alcoholic  is 
one  of  the  biggest  single  causes  of  head- 
on  collisions. 

Many  such  drivers,  when  removed 
from  wrecks,  have  a  blood  alcohol  con- 
centration (BAG)  of  .25  percent  or  more. 
That's  more  than  three  times  the  alcohol 
level  at  which  nearly  everyone  is  too 
drunk  to  drive  safely.  To  reach  that 
level,  a  160-pound  person  would  have 
to  drink  12  to  14  ounces  of  hard  liquor 
in  an  hour  or  two. 

BAC  level  is  the  scientific  measure  of 
human  intoxication.  It  is  the  percentage 
(in  hundredths  of  one  percent)  of  alco- 
hol in  the  blood  supply.  A  .05  BAC 
means  that  the  blood  contains  five  hun- 
dredths of  one  percent  alcohol  by  weight. 
A  160- pound  person  needs  about  two 
ounces  of  80-proof  liquor  in  an  hour  to 
reach  that  level.  At  .05,  nearly  everyone 
starts  losing  mental  acuity,  and  driving 
ability  is  impaired.  At  .()»  percent,  near- 


ly everyone  is  too  drunk  to  drive  safe  * 

Alcoholics  usually  far  exceed  this  lev  h 
A  New  York  City  study  showed  th  » 
nearly  50  percent  of  all  drivers  involvf' 
in  fatal  crashes  had  BAC  levels  of 
percent  or  higher!

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Borkenstein  says  this  will  end  "the  tech- 
nicalities, cumbersome  tests,  and  all  the 
monkey  business  so  often  required  now 
to  make  a  drunken  driving  charge  stick. 
All  that's  needed  is  a  .08  percent  BAC  or 
higher,  period."  In  the  first  year  of 
Great  Britain's  new  law,  which  uses  the 
.08  percent  cutoff  point,  highway  deaths 
were  down  by  14  percent  (1,152  fewer 
people  killed);  serious  injuries  were  down 
11  percent  (11,177  fewer),  compared 
with  the  year  before. 

2.  Pass  an  Implied  Consent  (I.C.) 
Law  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  traffic 
courts  in  every  state.  Forty-five  states 
now  have  I.C.  laws  which  call  for  an  ob- 
ligatory BAC  chemical  test  of  a  person 
arrested  for  drunken  driving.  It's  a  clear 
cut  way  of  determining  guilt,  or  inno- 
cence. At  present,  a  driver  can  refuse 
the  test  in  14  states;  this  makes  it  much 
harder  to  prove  guilt  and  get  him  off  the 
road.  Under  I.C,  refusal  of  the  test  can 
mean  automatic  suspension  of  his  driv- 
er's license. 

3.  Automatically  suspend  a  driver's 
license  following  a  second  conviction  for 
drunken  driving.  A  second  conviction 
would  strongly  indicate  a  lethal  alcoholic- 
driver  at  the  wheel.  But  as  we  pointed 
out,  merely  taking  away  the  license 
won't  solve  the  problem,  since  many 
drunks  continue  to  drive  anyway.  Sev- 
eral states  have  laws  that  deal  sternly 
but  effectively  with  those  who  drive  after 
losing  their  license.  In  Michigan  the  car 
can  be  impounded  for  up  to  120  days  and 
the  driver  sent  to  jail  for  three  days;  in 
Virginia  the  offense  can  result  in  per- 
manent loss  of  the  car. 

4.  Press  for  more  vigorous  police  action 
to  keep  chronic  drinkers  off  the  roads. 


Police  should  randomly  stop  and  check 
suspicious  drivers  and  periodically  check 
known  offenders.  They  must  also  learn 
modern  methods  of  enforcing  drunken 
driving  laws. 

5.  Rigid  laws  with  mandatory  sen- 
tences do  more  harm  than  good.  Local 
judges  must  be  given  discretionary  au- 
thority to  deal  out  punishment  to  fit  the 
person  and  his  crime  keeping  in  mind 
that  the  alcoholic  may  not  look  the  part. 
Obviously,  the  offender  with  a  long  drunk 
driving  record  deserves  a  more  severe 
punishment  than  the  first  offender  fortu- 
nate enough  to  be  caught. 

6.  Launch  a  national  program  to  single 
out  the  alcoholic  driver  and  get  him  off 
the  road  before  he  kills  someone.  He  can 
often  be  intercepted  early.  He  should 
he  grounded  until  he  overcomes  his 
drinking  problem. 

These  proposals  would  go  a  long  way 
toward  solving  the  problem  and  bring 
about  a  sharp  decline  in  highway  deaths. 
Other  action  also  may  be  needed.  Dr. 
William  Haddon,  Jr.,  head  of  the  Insur- 
ance Institute  of  Highway  Safety  and 
former  chief  of  the  National  Highway 
Safety  Bureau,  urges  police  to  concen- 
trate more  on  drunken  drivers  < luring 
holidays,  at  night,  and  on  weekends 
when  the  problem  is  at  its  peak. 

All  states  should  cooperate  with  the 
National  Highway  Safety  Bureau's  Driv- 
er-Register Service  in  Washington.  Not 
all  do,  though  the  service's  computer 
keeps  tabs  on  a  growing  number  of  drunk 
drivers— about  l\5  million  at  last  count. 
The  machine  recently  nabbed  an  of- 
fender applying  for  a  new  license  after 
he  had  lost  his  driver's  license  33  times 
in  nine  other  states.  ■

Enough  hot  water? 

Whether  you're  buying  your 
first  water  heater— or  replac- 
ing one  you  now  have— here's 
important  advice. 

•  Always  overestimate  your  hot 
water  needs.  In  smaller  fam- 
ilies, one  water  heater  may  be 
adequate.  In  larger  homes  it's 
often  more  economical  to  in- 
stall a  second  heater  near  the 
bath  or  the  laundry-utility 
room— or  wherever  most  of 
your  hot  water  is  used.  (Re- 
ducing the  length  of  hot-water 
pipes  cuts  down  on  plumbing 
and  operating  costs.) 

•  Don't  overlook  the  new  table- 
top  models  for  your  kitchen  or 
laundry  (available  in  colors  to 
harmonize  with  your  appli- 
ances). These  models  can  be 
installed  in  utility  room  or 
bathroom  counter  as  well.  You 
can  tuck  some  small  elec- 
tric heaters  in  closets  or  even 
under  the  stairs.  If  gas  water 
heaters  are  used,  however, 
they  must  be  vented  properly, 
and  must  be  installed  where 
there's  air  circulation. 

•  Find  out  how  fast  a  heater  re- 
plenishes hot  water.  This  re- 
covery rate  is  usually  stated 
on  the  nameplate. 

•  Look  for  relief  valves— they 
guard  against  excessive  tem- 
peratures and  pressures  that 
can  cause  explosions. 

•  Be  sure  the  drain  valve  is  at 
the  lowest  point  on  the  tank, 
and  is  easy  to  reach. 

•  Always  go  over  your  guarantee 
with  your  dealer.  It  should  be- 
come effective  the  day  of  pur- 
chase, and  should  provide  a 
one-year  guarantee  on  the 
whole  heater,  and  an  addition- 
al four-year  or  nine-year  guar- 
antee on  the  tank  and  fittings. 


Also  ask  the  dealer  if  he  in- 
stalls and  services  the  heater. 

FLOORING 

K  Choosing  hard-use 
floor  coverings 

You  probably  are  confused  by 
conflicting  claims  for  carpet, 
carpet  tile,  and  resilient 
floors.  Each  ad  seems  to  say 
its  product  is  easier  to  main- 
tain than  another.  It's  up  to 
you  to  learn  the  characteris- 
tics of  these  materials— and, 
most  important,  determine 
the  amount  of  soil  and  wear 
each  area  of  your  house  will 
get. 

Any  floor  with  direct  access 
to  outdoors  is  susceptible  to 
grease,  tar,  sand,  or  gasoline. 
The  back  entry  and  kitchen 
take  much  abuse,  so  hard-sur- 
faced resilient  floorings  are 
usually  the  best  investment. 
Regardless  of  what  the  ads 
say,  all  resilient  floors  benefit 
from  protective  wax,  which 
preserves  the  finish  on  the 
wearing  surface. 

Before  you  shop,  check  this 
list  against  your  requirements: 

Linoleum,  that  durable  and 
economical  favorite,  needs  lit- 
tle care  but  lacks  the  high  lus- 
ter of  vinyls.  Insist  on  inlaid 
only,  in  its  usual  3/32-inch 
thickness.  Embossed  patterns 
generally  will  help  conceal 
traffic  indentations. 

Sheet  vinyl,  in  six-foot  widths 
and  brilliant  colors  and  pat- 
terns, is  costlier.  Some  sheet 
vinyls  are  inlaid;  others  are 
printed  patterns  coated  with 
clear  vinyl.  Be  sure  you  know 
which  kind  you've  chosen.  The 
inlaid  offers  longer  life. 

Square  or  linear  foot  quota- 
tions often  are  misleading.  In- 
sist on  per-square-yard  quota- 
tion for  accurate  comparisons. 
(The  standard  thickness  is 
.065  to  .090  of  an  inch.) 

Asbestos  or  cushion-back  vinyls 
are  moisture-resistant,  but 
felt  backing  is  not.  Seams  on 
solid  and  cushion-back  vinyls 
are  welded  during  installation 
so  no  soil  particles  penetrate. 

Printed  vinyl,  in  six-foot 
widths,  reproduces  realistic 
decorative  patterns  photo- 
graphically. Several  coatings 
of  clear  vinyl  are  then  applied 
on  top.  But  when  the  vinyl 
coating  wears  off,  the  pattern 
may  wear  too. 

Vinyl  asbestos  tile  still  is  pop- 
ular for  below-grade  use.  It  re- 
sists grease,  is  economical, 
and  is  easily  installed— espe- 
cially the  new  adhesive- backed 


tile  that  you  can  take  with  you 
when  you  move.  Choose  from 
9-  or  12-inch  squares  (usually 
1/16-inch  thickness).  Design 
that's  inlaid  throughout  the 
tile  assures  longer  life.  Be 
sure  the  pattern  penetrates  at 
least  20  percent  of  the  tile. 

Cushioned  vinyl  (so  comfort- 
able underfoot)  is  now  made 
in  12-foot  widths.  Simply  lay 
it  over  most  existing  floors- 
no  mastic  needed,  which  is  a 
bonus  for  do-it-yourselfers. 

Carpeting  should  have  a 
moisture-barrier  sandwiched 
between  the  top  pattern  and 
foam  backing  for  kitchen  or 
bath.  In  these  areas,  carpeting 
works  best  for  meticulous 
housekeepers  who  wipe  spills 
immediately.  Long-standing 
stains  are  more  difficult  to 
remove  than  on  hard-surfaced 
floorings.  Of  course,  low-pro- 
file, textured  patterns  are 
great  for  hiding  soil. 

Wood  that's  properly  fin- 
ished with  tough  polyure- 
thane,  for  example— is  wash- 
able and  easily  maintained. 
And,  of  course  it's  easy  to  re- 
finish  so  you  never  need  to  re- 
place it.  Newest  low-mainte- 
nance wood  flooring  sand- 
wiches actual  wood  between 
durable  layers  of  vinyl  and  an 
asbestos  backing. 

Oak  flooring- 
finished  or  unfinished? 

Faced  with  the  obvious  advan- 
tages of  prefinished  oak 
flooring— and  the  out-of-sight 
cost  of  most  lumber  today- 
many  families  are  tempted  to 
cut  remodeling  costs  with 
lower  grade,  unfinished  oak. 

Although  the  wearing  qual- 
ity of  oak  is  the  same  for  all 
grades,  its  appearance  varies 
greatly.  Factory-finished  oak 
generally  offers  uniformly 
high  quality.  Both  the  wood 
and  the  finish  are  backed 
by  the  manufacturer's  reputa- 
tion and  his  guarantee. 

If  you  do  decide  to  save  by 
using  unfinished  oak,  take 
care  in  choosing  it.  Clear  and 
Select  grades  are  top  quality, 
with  very  small  knots  and  fair- 
ly uniform  color.  #1  Common 
and  #2  Common  are  lower 
grades  with  large  but  sound 
knots,  wide  color  variation— 
and  30  to  150  percent  price 
variation.  Both  lower  grades 
are  adequate  for  extra  bed- 
rooms and  closets. 

Check  the  back  of  oak  planks 
for  the  stamp  of  the  National 
Oak  Flooring  Manufacturing 
Association  seal.  If  planks 
have  the  NOFMA  seal,  you  can 
depend   on   the   grade   mark. 


Without  the  seal,  the  grade 
system  may  differ  and  repre- 
senta cut-rate,  inferiorquality. 

Hire  the  best  installer  pos- 
sible because  even  Select 
grade  planks,  if  laid  too  close, 
will  buckle.  If  they're  not  close 
enough,  cracks  will  open  up. 
If  the  installer  cuts  costs  by 
not  using  enough  nails  or 
doesn't  match  the  planks, 
you  probably  won't  be  satis- 
fied either.  And  when  you  use 
prefinished  flooring,  be  sure 
the  sub-floor  is  level;  prefin- 
ished flooring  can't  be  sanded 
after  installation. 

To  find  a  competent  install- 
er, ask  a  building  contractor 
(or  a  lumber  or  paint  dealer) 
for  recommendations.  If  you 
are  still  in  doubt,  ask  the  in- 
staller for  references;  then 
check  the  installer's  reputa- 
tion with  your  local  Better 
Business  Bureau. 

A  seamless  floor  for  you? 

When  any  new  building  prod- 
uct appears,  you're  sure  to 
hear  conflicting  reports  about 
its  performance.  Seamless 
floors  have  been  no  exception. 
Some  claim  this  type  of  floor- 
ing has  a  rough  surface  that  is 
hard  to  clean.  Others  assert 
thatthe  material  hasa  tenden- 
cy to  crack  in  certain  installa- 
tions. But  most  owners  are  ex- 
tremely enthusiastic  about  the 
product  and  report  that  it 
maintains  its  like-new  look 
with  no  maintenance  other 
than  an  occasional  scrubbing. 

The  problem,  when  dissatis- 
faction is  indicated,  can  usual- 
ly be  traced  to  improper  instal- 
lation. All  manufacturers  pro- 
vide very  explicit  installation 
directions  which  must  be  fol- 
lowed. If  uncertain  of  your  do- 
it-yourself  ability,  have  it  done 
by  a  f ranch ised  dealer's  pro- 
fessional applicator. 

Professional  installation  will 
cost  about  nine  dollars  a 
square  yard  for  large  jobs;  as 
much  as  $15  a  square  yard  for 
small  jobs.  Do-it-yourself  proj- 
ects range  from  four  dollars 
to  nine  dollars  a  square  yard. 

The  various  seamless  sys- 
tems available  are  categorized 
by  the  material  used  as  the 
finish  (glaze). 

The  urethane  glaze  is  the  most 
durable  and  will  not  require 
recoating  for  two  to  six  years 
depending  on  traffic.  The  ure- 
thane used  in  some  of  the  less 
expensive  kits  will  yellow  or 
discolor  if  used  in  areas  ex- 
posed to  direct  sunlight. 

The  acrylic  glaze  won't  yellow 
or  change  color.  Acrylics  offer 
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Introducing  the  Frigidairc

less  abrasion  resistance  than 
urethanes  and  require  recoat- 
ing  in  from  six  months  to  two 
years  depending  on  severity 
of  usage. 

Epoxy  glazes  have  a  tendency 
to  yellow  in  direct  sun  and  are 
less  durable  than  urethanes. 
Unlike  urethanes  and  acrylics, 
the  epoxy  systems  emit  no 
odor  during  application. 

Polyester  glazes  are  the  new- 
est and  the  only  ones  current- 
ly offering  a  satin  finish  rather 
than  a  high  gloss.  Polyesters 
are  not  yet  widely  available. 

All  the  systems  use  an 
opaque  base  coat  to  seal  the 
old  surface. 

The  epoxy  base  can  be  used 
for  interior,  exterior,  and  be- 


low-grade  installations. 

The  latex  base  is  recom- 
mended only  for  indoor  and 
above-grade  use. 

Before  applying  any  seam- 
less floor,  the  existing  surface 
must  be  smooth  and  solid, 
free  from  grease,  wax,  dirt, 
and  loose  paint.  Nail  down  any 
existing  flooring  that  isn't 
tight  and  fill  all  imperfections. 
Install  a  plywood  or  particle 
board  underlayment  over  sur- 
faces in  poor  condition. 

Installation  isn't  hard,  but 
we  can't  emphasize  too  strong- 
ly the  importance  of  following 
the  instructions.  Install  the 
floor  right  and  you'll  have  an 
attractive,  easy-to-maintain 
surface  for  years  to  come. 


CARPETING 

What  floor 
under  carpet? 


Your  builder  says  hardwood 
floors  are  an  unnecessary  ex- 
pense under  carpeting.  Yet  a 
realtor  tells  you  homes  with 
hardwood  floors  sell  faster, 
and  carpeting  may  wear  out 
in  five  to  seven  years. 

Today  this  dilemma  is  more 
common  than  ever,  since  the 
FHA  agreed  two  years  ago  to 
include  wall-to-wall  carpeting 
as  part  of  a  mortgage  contract. 
Unfortunately,     FHA    set    no 
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minimum  standards  on  the 
subfloor  plywood,  grade.  And 
most  interior  plywood  is  not 
made  with  waterproof  glue. 

The  result?  When  you  sham- 
poo your  carpeting,  the  sub- 
floor  may  buckle.  Some  new 
homes  use  particle-board  sub- 
floor  under  carpet,  which  if 
not  guaranteed  to  be  water- 
proof, absorbs  moisture  even 
more  readily  than  plywood 
does. 

Unethical  builders  continue 
to  hook  buyers  with  cheap  car- 
peting over  cheap  plywood. 
For  quality  carpet,  your  best 
defense  is  to  keep  a  sample 
of  the  original  one  you  speci- 
fied. Then  check  the  roll  de- 
livered to  the  job  before  it  is 
laid.  Once  it's  laid,  you  have 
no  legal  recourse. 

Before  the  plywood  under- 
layment is  in  place,  look  on 
the  back  of  each  sheet  to  make 
sure  it's  labeled  "exterior 
grade."  This  means  the  five 
layers  of  wood  are  held  to- 
gether with  waterproof  glue. 
Whether  you're  building  or  re- 
modeling, it  is  your  responsi- 
bility to  check  all  materials  to 
be  sure  you  get  the  quality 
you  specified. 

Keep  in  mind  that  even  the 
best  grade  of  carpeting  over 
any  floor  probably  will  need 
replacing  in  15  years.  And  car- 
peting is  a  floor  covering— not! 
a  floor.  A  hardwood  floor  be- 
tween your  subfloor  and  car- 
pet adds  life  to  your  carpet- 
as  well  as  structural  strength 
to  your  house. 

You  can  remove  the  carpet- 
ing any  time  and  still  have  a 
finished  floor  ready  for  use. 
Of  course,  this  not  only  adds 
to  the   resale   value   of  your] 
house,  but  is  one  of  the  fewl 
items  that  will  last  the  life  of  I 
the  house. 

New  polyurethane  wood  fin- 
ishes offer  many  mainte- 
nance-free years.  Even  if  youl 
must  refinish  your  hardwood| 
floors,  the  cost  (and  time)  in- 
volved usually  is  nominal.

Soaring  costs 
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classified  as  "indoor-outdoor" 
works  in  family  rooms,  play- 
rooms, children's  bedrooms, 
enclosed  porches,  and  base- 
ment recreation  areas.  But  it 
can't  stand  up  to  grease  and 
food  stains,  which  are  difficult 
—and  sometimes  impossible 
—to  remove. 

Right  now,  it  looks  as  though 
the  best  kitchen  carpeting  is 
the  kind  specifically  desig- 
nated as  such.  Made  of  olefin, 
nylon,  or  one  of  the  acrylic 
fibers,  it  has  a  closely  tufted 
loop-pile  surface,  and  a  high- 
density  foam  back.  Sand- 
wiched between  the  front  and 
back  surfaces  is  a  center  layer 
of  hard  rubber  that  repels 
moisture. 

Even  though  the  densely 
tufted  surface  makes  this 
kitchen  carpeting  easier  to 
maintain,  it  still  will  spot  and 
stain  if  neglected.  For  that  rea- 
son, you'll  do  well  to  select  a 
spot-concealingtweed  orprint. 


FURNITURE 

HDoes  plastic  trim 
mean 
cheap  furniture? 

Once  upon  a  time,  plastic  parts 
or  trim  on  furniture  often  sig- 
naled poor  quality.  But  if  you 
are  still  thinking  that  way  now, 
you're  excluding  some  excel- 
lent furniture  design  from 
your  home. 

Today,  it's  virtually  impos- 
sible to  spot  the  difference 
between  furniture  with  real 
wood  carvings  and  pieces 
trimmed  with  plastic.  Some  of 
the  finest  quality  furniture 
manufactured  comes  with 
plastic  carvings  and  moldings. 

Why?  For  one  thing,  molded 
plastic  components  are  pro- 
duced at  a  fraction  of  the  cost 
of  wood  carving.  They  allow 
designers  more  flexibility— 
and  actually  surpass  wood 
carvings  in  performance, 
since  they're  less  likely  to 
crack  and  are  impervious  to 
moisture  and  humidity.  Gen- 
erally, all  you  need  to  clean 
them  is  a  damp  cloth. 

Most  plastic  furniture  mold- 
ing is  made  of  polystyrene, 
polyester,  or  uretnane.  These 
are  used  to  produce  every- 
thing from  door  fronts  to  table 
pedestals. 

In  the  past,  plastic  moldings 
and  carvings  haven't  been  uni- 
formly high  quality.  However, 
today  standards  are  being  de- 
veloped by  the  Society  of  Plas- 
tic Industry  and  the  furniture 
manufacturers. 


Hung  up  on  upholstered 
furniture  buying? 

Granted,  upholsteredfurniture 
quality  is  hard  to  judge  be- 
cause much  of  the  workman- 
ship is  covered  up.  You  have  to 
rely  on  your  salesman— and 
that's  why  a  reputable  store  is 
so  important. 

Still,  there  are  some  indica- 
tors of  quality  workmanship. 
Among  these  are  good  tailor- 
ing, straight,  smooth  welts, 
patterns  matched  at  the 
seams  and  on  the  center  of 
backs  and  cushions.  Watch 
also  for  straight  skirts,  con- 
cealed zippers,  and  snaps  and 
elastic  straps  to  hold  seat 
cushions  in  place. 

Smart  retailers  say  that  if 
your  budget  is  limited,  you're 
much  better  off  buying  a  me- 
dium-priced upholstered  piece 
with  good  inner  construction 
and  the  best  quality  cover  you 
can  afford. 

The  cushioning  and  filling  is 
strictly  up  to  you.  Polyure- 
thane  foam  and  latex  foam 
rubber  are  best  for  seat  cush- 
ions if  you  want  firm  seating. 
Softer  cushions  go  by  many 
different  brand  names— all  de- 
scribing polyester  fiber-fill. 
None  of  these  fillings  needs  to 
be  fluffed  up  after  being  used. 
Bown— and  down  combina- 
tions—are used  only  in  luxury 
upholstered  items,  or  on  a 
special-order  basis.

If  the  seat  and  back 
feel  right,  you  probably  won't 
be  disappointed  later. 

See-through  plastic 
furniture:  how  practical? 

The  transparent  plastic  furni- 
ture you  see  everywhere  is  un- 
deniably smart.  But  how  does 
it  hold  up  at  home?  Will  it 
break,  scratch,  or  require  too 
much  upkeep? 

The  answer  depends  on  sev- 
eral factors,  starting  with  the 
quality  of  acrylic  plastic  used. 
Here  are  some  guidelines: 

•  Check  the  thickness  of  the 
plastic.  Some  manufacturers 
try  to  cut  costs  by  using  thinner 
pieces  of  plastic,  and  this  can 
cause  the  furniture  to  crack. 

•  See  how  joints  are  put  to- 
gether. There  should  be  no 
bubbles,  and  all  surfaces 
should  be  smoothly  polished. 

•  Check  to  make  sure  the 
piece  is  level  and— that  it's 
strong  enough  for  its  intended 
use.  The  most  important  fac- 
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tor  in  break  resistance  is 
way  a  piece  is  put  togeth 
Some  manufacturers  he 
switched  to  stronger  ad 
sives.  Some  have  abandor 
adhesives,  and  use  b< 
capped  with  plastic.  Still  ot 
manufacturers  are  usinj 
combination  of  materials 
increase  durability.  For 
stance,  many  tables  now  ; 
topped  with  glass  set  in  a  pi 
tic  base. 

There's  a  good   reason 
using  glass  as  a  surface  t 
Acrylic  plastic  can  and  di 
scratch— and   deep  scratcl 
cannot   be   removed. 

Be  wary  about  clean 
acrylic  plastic  surfaces.  So 
manufacturers  tell  you  to 
ammonia  or  a  solution  of  b 
ing  soda,  and  others  sa; 
damp  cloth  and  a  chamois 
do.  Before  buying  a  comn 
cial  cleaner  or  polish,  be 
the  product  has  been  tl 
oughly  tested  for  abras 
Glass  wax  and  some  wine 
cleaning  agents  will  leave 
scratches.

Legally,  you  should  have  re- 
fused the  material  before  it 
was  applied.  In  reality,  you 
couldn't  because  you  were  un- 
aware of  the  two  thicknesses 
of  material. 

Right  now,  installing  the 
less  costly  1/32-inch  plastic 
on  counter  tops  is  unethical— 
but  not  illegal.  It  violates  the 
National  Association  of  Plastic 
Fabricators  industry  code  that 
only  1/16-inch-thick  stock  is 
suitable  for  work  tops. 

What's  more,  laminated 
plasticshould  be  bonded  with 
waterproof  adhesive  to  exte- 
rior-grade plywood  or  water- 
repellent  particle  board.  Yet, 
in  both  instances,  there  are 
frequent  unethical  practices 
across   the   country.    For  this 


reason,  you  always  should  buy 
from  the  most  reputable  deal- 
er and  installer  in  your  area. 
If  he's  a  member  of  Inner 
Space  Institute,  or  has  a  Cer- 
tified Kitchen  Designer  de- 
gree, you  can  feel  confident. 

Vinyl  wall  coverings 

If  you're  buying  vinyl  wall- 
paper because  you've  heard 
it  can  be  scrubbed  and 
scoured,  forget  it.  Vinyl  wall 
coverings  aren't  all  the  same. 
There  are  basic  types  of  all- 
vinyl  wall  covering— cloth 
vinyl,  heavy-duty  vinyl,  and 
paper-backed  vinyl.  With  cloth 
and  heavy-duty  vinyl,  the  pat- 
tern is  printed  directly  onto 
the  fabric.  (Heavy-duty  is 
thicker  than  cloth  vinyl  and 
designed  for  areas  of  concen- 
trated    wear.)     Paper-backed 


vinyl  is  a  thin  film  of  vinyl  ap- 
plied to  paper  backing. 

The  vinyl  wall  coverings  ob- 
viously will  last  much  longer 
than  regular  wallpapers.  They 
are  abrasive-proof— and  virtu- 
ally impervious  to  stains.  How- 
ever, only  all-vinyl  wall  cover- 
ings can  be  scrubbed.  Vinyl- 
coated  papersmustbecleaned 
with  a  mild  detergent. 

There  are  some  prepasted 
cloth  vinyls,  but  all-vinyls  usu- 
ally must  be  applied  with  a 
special  vinyl  adhesive.  (All- 
vinyls  can  be  removed  if  you 
have  used  vinyl  adhesive.) 

Besides  the  all-vinyls,  you'll 
find  most  wallpapers  now  are 
vinyl-coated  to  give  some 
washability.  There's  also  a 
solution  that  you  can  apply  to 
regular  wallpaper  to  increase 

its    washability.  Continued

Pick  your  roofer  with  care 

When  you  decide  to  re-roof 
your  house,  remember  that 
high  price  doesn't  always 
mean  top  workmanship.  Ob- 
tain more  than  one  bid,  and 
make  sure  the  quality  of  mate- 
rials is  clearly  specified.  • 

Here's  just  one  case  in 
point.  A  St.  Louis  homeowner 
paid  $300  for  a  new  roof  last 
year.  Another  with  a  similar 
house  paid  $585.  Yet  the  $585 
job  leaked,  and  the  owners 
found  that  the  material  used 
was  lighter  weight  than  what 
they  originally  selected.  One 
sure  way  to  avoid  this  is  with 


multiple  bids.  Many  roofing 
suppliers  now  employ  their 
own  bonded  installation  crew, 
or  can  suggest  several  con- 
tractors. When  in  doubt,  call 
your  Better  Business  Bureau. 
Their  records  will  show  any 
complaints  made  against  a 
firm. 

Don't  be  surprised  if  a  roofer 
stops  by  and  asks  if  you  want  a 
roofing  job.  Some  reliable  con- 
tractors who  see  a  roof  in  need 
of  repair  will  leave  a  business 
card  and  ask  to  bid  the  job. 
However,  you  should  make  it 
a  point  to  check  h  is  references 
thoroughly. 

Before   signing   a   contract, 


compare  the  bids  you've  got- 
ten. Check  the  brands,  the  ap- 
proximate quantity,  the  qual- 
ity, and  the  weight  of  the  roof- 
ing. Note  application  time— 
and  the  estimated  completion 
date.  Ask  for  a  two-year  work- 
manship guarantee  to  repair 
leaks  at  no  cost.  (The  roofer 
should  carry  workmen's  com- 
pensation on  himself  and  on 
his  crew;  be  sure  you  record 
the  policy  number  on  the  bid 
if  not  shown.) 

Keep  a  sample  of  the  roof- 
ing to  compare  with  material 
that  is  delivered.  Check  label 
with  your  order.  Once  it's  ap- 
plied, it's  yours.

In  a  year  of  escalating  hom< 
building  costs,  almost  no  oth 
er  product  has  fluctuated  a 
astronomically  as  plywood 
Because  of  this— and  becaus 
plywood  is  so  basic  to  all  re 
modeling— don't  shop  for 
carelessly. 

When  you  see  ads  for  p 
wood  "specials,"  be  especia 
ly  careful.  The  ad  should  d 
scribe  the  four  basic  specif 
cations— thickness,  the  typ 
of  wood  on  the  face,  the  kin 
of  glue  (interior  or  exterior 
and  the  grade  of  wood.  If  yo 
don't  spot  all  four,  call  befor 
you  visit  the  store. 

Of  these  four  items,  th 
grade  is  most  often  misjudge 
and  misrepresented.  If  yo 
know  the  facts,  you  may  b 
able  to  purchase  a  low 
grade.  This  way,  you  get  su 
stantial  savings  without  sa 
rificing  finished  quality. 

Most  reputable  lumber  con 
panies  buy  plywood  from  mi 
that  subscribe  to  the  Amer 
can  Plywood  Association  tes 
ing  and   instruction  progra 

The  interior  type  of  softwoo 
or  structural  grade  plywood 
made  with  moisture-resista 
glue;  the  exteriortype  is  mad 
of  waterproof  marine  glu 
Both  offer  several  grades  d 
termined  by  quality  of  fac 
and  back  veneer. 

Use  interior  plywood  wher 
there's  no  chance  of  moistu 
or  water— such  as  for  indoc 
storage  and  furniture.  Use  e: 
terior  plywood  for  areas  e 
posed  to  weather,  high  moi 
ture,  or  humidity.  Resistan 
to  outdoor  conditions  justifi 
the  extra  cost. 

Face  and  back  veneer  dete 
mine  panel  grade:  A(topqu 
ity),  B,  C,  or  D.  Faces  or  bac 
of  grade  A  are  smooth,  soli 
sometimes  patched  with  ov 
football  shapes.  B  veneer  p 
mits   round   plugs.   C  and 
veneers  vary  with  limited  op 
defects  (knot  holes,  splits.) 

Use  A-D  INT  or  EXT  grad 
if  only  one  side  is  expose 
Cabinet  doors  and  scree 
with  both  sides  visible:  A 
Ext-DFPA  or  A-A  INT-DFPA.

Sliding  glass  doors: 
just  how  safe? 

Each  year  40,000  persons  are 
injured  by  broken  glass  doors 
—and  one-third  of  the  injured 
are  children  five  to  fourteen 
years  old.  Why,  you  might  ask, 
does,  that  happen  when  build- 
ers install  safety  glass  sliding 
doors  in  new  homes? 

The  answer  is  that  they  don't. 
Barely  ten  percent  of  existing 
sliding  doors  have  safety 
glass.  In  fact,  only  in  1969  did 
FHA  revise  its  specifications 
to  require  safety  glass  in  slid- 
ing exterior  doors  before  it 
would  approve  a  home  loan. 
Recently  seven  states  have 
made  safety  glass  mandatory 
in  sliding-door  installations. 
Liability  suits  also  have  con- 
vinced many  retail  outlets  to 
sell  only  sliding  doors  with 
safety  glass. 

Yet  these  measures  obvious- 
ly won't  improve  the  situation 
nationally  for  a  time.  If  your 
present  sliding  glass  doors 
aren't  safety  glass,  your  local 
glass  or  lumber  company  (or 
a  contractor)  can  install  new 
tempered  glass.  Be  sure  to 
shop  around,  though,  at  sever- 
al suppliers,  since  glass  and 
labor  costs  vary  widely. 

Before  installation,  double- 
check  the  door  for  a  safety 
seal.  It  should  have  "safety 
glass"  etched  in  one  corner  of 
each  panel.  The  trademark 
and  thickness  are  sometimes 
marked  too. 

Most  often  the  safety  glass 
you  buy  will  be  tempered.  It 
looks  like  regular  glass,  but  is 
four  to  five  times  as  strong. 
When  broken,  it  crumbles  into 
bits  resembling  rock  salt. 

Other  safety  glass  is  wired. 
When  broken,  the  pieces  ad- 
here to  the  wire.  The  em- 
bedded mesh  reinforces  the 
single-strength    glass. 

Still  other  safety  glass  is 
laminated.  It's  actually  a  layer 
of  plastic  sandwiched  between 
two  or  more  layers  of  glass— as 
in  your  car  windshield.  Al- 
though this  glass  breaks  un- 
der the  same  impact  as  regu- 
lar glass,  the  pieces  cling  to 
the   protective   plastic. 

In  any  case,  take  time  to  put 
somevisual  "warningsignals" 
on  slidingglassdoors.  You  can 
use  safety  bars,  decals,  or  col- 
ored tape  to  do  this. 
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Small-claims  courts: 
getting  a  bargain 
in  justice 

If  you  have  a  claim  or  griev- 
ance involving  a  few  hundred 
dollars,  you  often  can  collect 
through  a  small-claims  court. 

These  pourts  come  under  a 
variety  of  names— such  as 
small  claims^  conciliation,  or 
commonplace.  They  can  be  a 
part  of  the  municipal  court 
system,  or  may  be  separate. 
Sometimes  the  judges  are 
attorneys  working  evenings. 

Small-claim  courts  furnish 
you  with  simplified  forms  to 
fill  out,  or  they  may  take  your 
oral  statements  and  prepare 
them.  (The  cost  for  this  is 
sometimes  as  low  as  $1.25.) 
Cases  are  settled  in  days— 
rather  than  months,  as  on  reg- 
ular court  calendars. 

Some  small-claims  courts 
won't  handle  real  estate  suits, 
workmanship  problems,  or  li- 
bel or  slander  cases.  Most 
limit  claims  to  under  $500.  A 
few  permit  larger  amounts, 
however.  If  a  lawyer  is  allowed 
to  represent  you,  the  simpli- 
fied procedure  means  he  can 
scale  down  his  fee. 

If  you  win,  you'll  be  awarded 
a  judgment,  and  costs  prob- 
ably will  be  assessed  to  the 
defendants.  But  this  doesn't 
mean  you  automatically  re- 
cover the  amount  of  damages. 
Collection  (especially  in  a 
large  city)  often  requires  the 
service  of  a  sheriff  or  marshal.

and  time  to  get  grass  seed  to 
germinate  (spring,  28  days; 
late  summer,  seven  days). 

Many  homeowners  waste 
time,  effort,  and  money  on 
cheap  lawn  seed.  Cheap  seed 
is  coarse,  while  permanent 
lawn  grass  seed  is  finer.  With 
at  least  two  million  more  seeds 
per  pound  than  coarse  seed, 
it  covers  a  far  larger  area. 
(Don't  expect  coarse  seed  to 
give  you  an  even,  permanent 
lawn.)  And  rather  than  sow 
seed  of  a  single  permanent 
grass  variety,  use  a  blend. 

To  avoid  wasteing  seed  and 
money,  use  a  seeder  machine 
to  broadcast  lawn  seed  uni- 
formly. You  may  get  by  with 
as  little  as  two  pounds  per 
1,000  square  feet— rather  than 
four  pounds  or  more. 

If  you  do  want  "instant" 
lawn,  buy  sod.  Remember, 
though,  that  it  will  cost  eight 
to  ten  times  more  than  top- 
quality  grass  seed.  If  you're 
tempted  to  buy  cheap  pasture 
sod,  you'd  better  forget  it. 
Usually,  it's  infested  with 
weeds.  Instead,  use  cultured, 
weed-free  sod  produced  by  a 
sod  farm,  ft  will  cost  more,  but 
you  won't  be  wasting  time  and 
money  trying  to  make  a  de- 
cent lawn  from  pasture  sod. 

If  your  lawn  doesn't  require 
seeding  or  sod,  give  it  a  fresh 
start  with  combination  weed- 
and-feed  formulas.  You'll  pay 


L 


less  than  you  do  for  separate 
lawn  food  and  weed  ki I lers — 
and  you '  II  save  time.  Most  lawn 
fertilizers  can  be  used  with 
reasonable  confidence.  Plant 
food  elements  (and  amounts) 
must  be  listed  on  the  label. 
The  amount  of  nitrogen  will 
vary  some  in  the  different 
brands,  but  it  should  be  the 
main  component  (and  the 
higher  the  percentage  of  ni- 
trogen, the  better  grass  you'll 
get).  When  you  find  a  bargain, 
be  sure  it  has  as  much  nitro- 
gen as  higher  priced  brands. 
Broadleaf  crabgrass  killers 
are  good  investments  when 
you  consider  the  time  and  ef- 
fort involved  in  hand-weeding. 
The  easiest  way  to  control 
crabgrass  is  with  a  preemer- 
gence  chemical,  applied  in 
springbefore  seeds  germinate.

You  bought  a  12-transistor 
portable  radio  on  "special" 
for  $17.95  at  an  unfamiliar 
store.  After  three  weeks,  it 
quit— and  new  batteries  did 
not  help.  When  you  returned  it, 
the  salesman  said  this  was 
your  tough  luck. 

The  example  above   has  a 
number  of  lessons  for  a  porta- 


ble radio  buyer.  First,  start 
with  a  reliable  dealer.  Then 
follow  these  precautions: 

•  Don't  judge  a  set  by  the  num- 
ber of  transistors.  Some  big 
sets  have  only  ten.  Small  ones 
claiming  more  may  have  dum- 
my.ponnections. 

•  Listen  critically  to  all  models 
you  consider.  Face  them  sev 
eral  directions  to  see  if  this  af 
fects  raception  (it  shouldn't) 
Check  for  automatic  volume 
control  and  interference  con 
trol.  FM  models  should  have 
an  automatic  frequency  con 
trol  to  keep  stations  in  tune. 

•  Check  the  tuning  and  tone 
controls.  In  urban  areas,  sen- 
sitivity and  selectivity  are  im- 
portant; finding  stations  at 
their  exact  dial  location  shows 
accurate  dial  calibration. 

•  Inquire  about  battery  life— and 
whether  replacements  are 
readily  available. 

•  When  you  decide  on  a  model, 
don't  accept  an  unopened  box. 
Have  the  dealer  open  it  and 
run  it  to  be  sure  it  operates  as 
well  as  the  demonstrator  he 
showed    you. 

•  Look  for  good  warranty  cover- 
age. Top  manufacturers  not 
only  guarantee  their  $100, 
multiband  sets  but  their  $12 
shirt-pocket  models  as  well. 
Ask  whether  parts  are  locally 
available— and  who  services 
the  radio.  Usually  there's  a  90- 
day  guarantee  on  parts  and 
sometimes  on  service  too.

FABRIC 
DIVIDERS 

There's  no  complicated  carpen- 
try involved  in  these  room  di- 
viders. You  make  them  the 
easy,  less  expensive  way— with 
fabric.  Hang  a  handsome  length 
of  fabric  from  a  ceiling-mount- 
ed traverse  rod  for  a  softly 
draped  effect.  Or,  stretch  a  fab- 
ric panel  tautly  between  wood- 
en poles.  With  either  treatment, 
you  can  use  a  single  panel  of 
fabric  if  it's  equally  attractive 
on  both  sides.  If  it  isn't,  then 
line  your  fabric  divider  in  a 
complementary  color. 


When  two  girls  occupy  the 
same  bedroom,  you  can  give 
them  a  feeling  of  privacy  with  a 
fabric  room  divider.

With  today's  automatic  timers, 
you  can  stop  clock-watching. 
Just  set  and  forget. 

Even  a  non-electric,  60-min- 
ute  timer  saves  your  family 
much  time  and  trouble.  It  can 
time  long-distance  calls,  sum- 
mon you  from  yard  work,  wake 
you  from  a  nap,  remind  chil- 
dren of  study  time,  gauge  their 
music  practice,  hint  to  play- 
mates that  visiting  time  is  up. 
SAFETY 

No  one's  at  home  to  turn  on 
lights  after  dark?  You  can  still 
return  to  a  lighted  house  if  you 
have  an  electric  timer.  Just  in- 
sert a  lamp  plug  into  the  timer 
outlet,  set  dial  at  predeter- 
mined hour.  Most  timers  auto- 
matically reset  for  the  next  day. 

Even  if  you're  out  of  town, 
your  home  will  look  occupied 
if  you  plan  lights  to  go  on  in 
several  rooms  (where  shades 
are  drawn).  One  model  has  a 
"random"  button.  Turn-on 
time  varies  a  half  hour  so  pre- 
cise timing  won't  betray  your 
scheme.  This  model  also  has  a 
photocell  (see  sketch  1).  Placed 
near  window,  it  activates  a 
lamp  at  dusk.  You  select  the 
"off"  time. 

For  automatic  yard  lights, 
insert  an  electric  photocell  tim- 
er between  outdoor  outlet  and 
lamp.  Photocell  operates  on 
dusk-to-dawn  principle,  with- 
out specific  hour  regulations. 

Anytime,  at  home  or  away,  a 
timer  can  activate  a  dehumidi- 
fier,  defrost  refrigerator,  control 
aquarium  accessories,  heat  chil- 
dren's lunch.  Set  timer  to  shut 
off  sun  lamp  automatically,  so 
you  won't  burn  even  if  you  fall 
asleep. 

Vacation  during  winter  with- 
out risking  a  heating  failure. 
Connect  an  automatic  watch- 
man to  a  lamp  your  neighbor 
can  see.  The  lamp  turns  on  if 
heat  drops  below  desired  level. 
COMFORT 

Sleep  cool,  arise  in  a  warm 
home.  Combination  thermostat 
clock/timer  adjusts  heating  sys- 
tem automatically  by  means  of 
a  hermetically  sealed  mercury 
switch  and  heat  anticipator. 
Mount  the  unit  on  wall  on  hori- 
zontal outlet  box.  It  will  also 
adjust  thermostat  to  lower 
temperature  when  you're  away 
from  home  and  raise  it  before 
you  return.  Adapts  for  air  con- 
ditioning, too. 

With  an  automatic  lawn 
sprinkler  system,  your  land- 
scaping will  remain  in  peak  con- 
dition whether  you  are  at  home 
or  away.  This  low-voltage  con- 
trol (sketch  2)  operates  a  six- 
sprinkler  circuit  five  to  30  min- 


utes   at    timed    intervals.    To 
skip  a  cycle,  just,  Hip  the  switch 

turn  on  switch  to  reset  cycle 
Each  circuit  operates  indepen- 
dently. The  system  utilizes  nor- 
mal household  current  which  is 
converted  to  low  voltage  to 
prevent  shock  hazards. 

To  drift  into  relaxed  slumber 
at  night,  let  a  timer  automati- 
cally turn  off  record  player,  TV, 
radio,  heating  pad,  vaporizer, 
or  bedroom  light. 
CONVENIENCE 

For  a  quick  getaway  on  cold 
winter  mornings,  have  your  car 
preheated  and  ready  to  go.  Just 
plug  your  electric  battery  or  en- 
gine warmer  into  the  timer 
[sketch  3)  —  that  plugs  into  the 
wall  outlet.  This  can  be  preset 
to  go  on  and  off  automatically 
to  save  on  electricity.  The  tim- 
er costs  under  seven  dollars. 

Hate  to  miss  a  favorite  TV 
program  or  documentary?  Sim- 
ply record  it  for  later  viewing. 
Set  the  timer  to  start  TV  on 
time;  use  a  second  timer  to  syn- 
chronize your  recorder. 

One  company  has  a  built-in 
timer— recess  in  the  baseboard 
(sketch  4)  —  or  mount  in  the  wall 
switch  box.  Your  choice  may 
be  the  model  with  two  con- 
venience outlets:  one  timed  and 
one  continuous,  both  working 
independently  of  the  timer. 

Other  timers  with  special  fea- 
tures schedule  a  setting  to  skip 
a  day  or  more.  Another  has  two 
circuits  you  reset  each  day. 
Some  operate  with  as  little  as  a 
15-minute  interval;  others  re- 
quire 30  minutes. 

Your  new  oven's  automatic 
timer  will  turn  oven  on  and /or 
off  at  a  preselected  time;  re- 
duce heat  when  food  is  done, 
then  hold  this  serving  tempera- 
ture up  to  four  hours;  ring  a 
buzzer  to  remind  you  to  check 
oven  contents  (sketch  5). 

If  your  range  has  a  timed  ap- 
pliance outlet,  you  can  preset 
small  appliance  cooking  sched- 
ule. Mornings  are  happier  if 
the  coffee's  perked,  baby's  bot- 
tle warmed,  radio  or  TV  on. 

To  gain  confidence  in  using 
your  range  timer,  why  not  try 
it  out  some  day  when  you  are 
home.  Don't  wait  until  there  is 
a  need  and  you  hesitate  to  use 
it.  Set  it,  watch  it  work,  and  be 
assured  that  it  will  do  the  job 
for  you.  Check  care-and-use 
book  for  exact  instructions. 

Brew  anytime,  indoors  or 
out,  with  this  ten-cup  perco- 
lator. Dial  its  timer  for  action 
within  11  hours  (sketch  G). 

Before  you  buy  a  timer, 
check  its  power  potential.  Most 
units  serve  an  appliance  output 
to  1,875  watts,  but  some  handle 
840  maximum  and  will  burn  out 
if  connected  to  higher  wattage 
appliances.  Check  wattage  im- 
printed on  bottom  of  appli- 
ance, or  ask  your  dealer. 
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You  buy 
two  kinds  of 
shortening.

•  You  also  can  deduct  the  cost  of 
tools  and  supplies  needed  for 
your  job.  Subscriptions  to 
business  journals  are  a  de- 
ductible cost.  So  is  member- 
ship in  professional  societies. 
The  same  goes  for  the  cost  of 
attending  a  convention,  pro- 
vided you  can  show  that  it 
benefits  the  interests  of  your 
job  or  business. 

•  If  you  have  to  use  a  part  of  your 
home  for  business  purposes, 
a  pro-rata  portion  of  the  de- 
preciation (or  rent),  utilities, 
or  maintenance  is  deductible 
as  business  expense. 

•  Fees  paid  to  an  employment 
agency  for  getting  you  a  job 
are  deductible— but  you  can't 


deduct  job-hunting  expenses. 
•  Although  handled  separately 
from  employee  business  ex- 
penses, moving  expenses  can 
often  be  deducted  as  an  in- 
come adjustment  (even  if  you 
do  not  itemize  personal  de- 
ductions). Check  IRS  instruc- 
tions for  tests  that  must  be 
met  to  claim  an  adjustment 
for  moving  expenses. 

You  also  should  check  your 
instructions  for  guidance  on 
deducting  employee  business 
expenses.  The  way  to  handle 
them  depends  on  the  kind  of 
expenses  involved,  and  on  the 
extent  (if  at  all)  your  employer 
has  reimbursed  you. 

5.  The  computer  and  your 
tax  return 

If  you've  ever  wondered  (and 
who  hasn't)  why  IRS  selects  a 


tax  return  for  audit,  the  latest 
word  is  that  now  not  even  the 
agent  who  audits  your  return 
will  know. 

It's  all  part  of  the  computer 
age.  Based  on  an  extensive 
study,  the  IRS  has  developed 
complex  formulas  (tantaliz- 
ingly  termed  Discriminate 
Functions)  that  enable  a  com- 
puter to  identify  those  returns 
most  likely  to  require  adjust- 
ment. Each  return  gets  a 
score.  The  higher  the  score, 
the  more  likely  you'll  face  the 
audit  man. 

How  is  the  score  arrived  at? 
All  IRS  will  say  is  that  many 
different  characteristics  are 
taken  into  account.  Details 
are  so  closely  guarded  that 
even  IRS  personnel  are  told 
only  on  a  "need-to-know" 
basis.  ■

You  can  make 
a  resort  either  the  site  of  a  one-  or 
two-week  respite  from  the  summer 
scene  at  home,  or  a  base  for  side 
trips  to  nearby  attractions.

Holly  Inn   • 

Pinehurst,  North  Carolina 

At  Pinehurst,  they'll  tell  you  golf 
is  a  family  affair— and  they'll  mean 
it.  For  even  with  its  five  18-hole 
courses,  this  3,000-acre  resort  in  the 
North  Carolina  sandhills  has  been  a 
vacation  tradition  with  many  fami- 
lies for  75  years. 

At  first  glance,  it  almost  seems  to 
be  a  town,  with  a  shopping  district 
lined  with  Georgian-colonial  style 
shops  and  restaurants,  several  hotels 
(including  the  estate-like  Carolina 
Hotel),  and  well-manicured  parks 
and  walkways.  On  the  pine-tree 
shaded  side  streets,  you'll  see  the 
many  colonial  homes  of  "permanent" 
vacationers.  But  if  Pinehurst  resem- 
bles a  town,  it's  a  sleepy  one  at  best. 
Shoppers,  many  of  them  suited  up 
for  golf  or  tennis,  dawdle  on  the  sun- 
ny sidewalks  or  drive  by  unhurriedly. 

Pinehurst  Country  Club  is  the  hub 
of  the  five  golf  courses,  yet  just  a 
few  steps  from  the  clubhouse  are 
six  sand-clay  tennis  courts  and  sev- 
eral    Bermuda-grass     lawn-bowling 
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greens.  And  Pinehurst  has  more:  a 
fine  stable  and  miles  of  trails  (les- 
sons for  kids  at  $2  an  hour),  a  shoot- 
ing club  ($4  a  round),  swimming  at 
several  pools,  and  fishing  in  nearby 
ponds.  A  double  room  at  Holly  Inn 
is  $20-23  a  day  (EP),  the  Golfers 
Package  (May-September)  is  three 
days  for  $45  per  person,  including 
breakfast,  dinner,  unlimited  golf 
(usually  $4  daily).  North  Carolina  is 
a  land  of  many  resorts.  For  more  in- 
formation, write:  Travel  Division, 
Dept.  of  Conservation  &  Develop- 
ment, P.O.  Box  2719,  Dept.  BHG, 
Raleigh,  N.C.  27602. 

Kentucky  Dam  Village  State 
Park,  Gilbertsville,  Kentucky 

On  the  shores  of  one  of  the  largest 
man-made  lakes  in  the  world  — 184 
miles  long,  with  over  2,300  miles  of 
shoreline  — Kentucky  Dam  Village  is 
one  of  the  country's  greatest  water 
playgrounds.  Your  family  can  have 
hours  of  fun  in  speedboats,  pontoon 
craft,  or  houseboats.  You  can  take 
scenic  day  cruises,  water-ski,  swim 
to  your  heart's  content— in  the  lake 
or  swimming  and  wading  pools. 

Another  plus  is  this  resort's  out- 
standing summer  recreational  pro- 
gram for  families.  It's  free,  except 
for  occasional  small  fees  for  supplies 
and  the  like.  You  can  dabble  in  arts 
and  crafts  while  the  kids  get  instruc- 
tion in  archery,  golf,  and  tennis,  or 
join  a  junior  naturalist  hike.  Other 
activities  include  aLitomobile  tours 
to  attractions  in  the  area,  bingo 
games,  rock  and  square  dances.  If 
none  of  this  is  your  cup  of  tea,  you 
can  golf  on  a  challenging  18-hole 
course,  or  go  horseback  riding,  bi- 
cycling, fishing.  At  the  park  marina, 
you  can  hire  a  fishing  guide,  rent 
boats  and  equipment,  or  launch  your 
own  boat. 

An  attractive  air-conditioned  lodge 
overlooks  the  lake.  Room  rate  is  $16 
per  day,  double;  family  and  weekly 


rates  available  on  request.  Comfort- 
able housekeeping  cottages  rent  from 
$85  per  week  for  two  to  $140  for  six. 
Make  reservations  early.  The  lodge 
dining  room's  "special  of  the  day" 
costs  $2.55;  children's  menu  meals 
start  at  $1.25.

Riverside  Villas 
Homosassa  Springs,  Florida 

From  the  seawall  that  fronts  the 
Villas,  the  Homosassa  River  sweeps 
downriver  to  the  Gulf,  past  dense 
walls  of  palms,  through  masses  of 
giant  lilies,  shadowed  in  spots  by 
Spanish  moss  that  trails  from  great 
oak  trees.  Here,  five  miles  from  the 
nearest  crossroads,  it's  not  hard  to 
imagine  you're  in  the  tropics.  Bright 
birds  flash  in  the  trees  and  lush 
flower  beds  dot  the  grounds  by  the 
contemporary  Villas. 

Nearby,  you'll  find  Homosassa 
Springs,  a  55-foot-deep  spring  that 
gushes  six  million  gallons  of  warm, 
crystalline  water  an  hour.  The  head- 
waters for  the  Homosassa  River,  it 
attracts  thousands  of  fish  from  the 
sea  (as  many  as  34  varieties).  You 
can  see  them  face  to  face  from  the 
fascinating  underwater  observatory. 
Children  are  intrigued  by  the  alli- 
gator-feeding sessions  (marshmal- 
lows  are  a  favorite),  the  tame  fawns, 
and  the  Yulee  Sugar  Mill  Ruins. 

At  the  Villas,  there's  swimming, 
tennis,  and  a  putting  green.  With  a 
$12.50-a-day  rental  boat,  you  can  fish 
the  Gulf  flats  six  miles  downriver 
(where  the  resort  has  a  pavilion- 
restaurant)  or  go  deep-sea  fishing 
($60  a  day  for  two).  For  young  chil- 
dren, though,  the  docks  are  the  spot 
to  tie  a  hook  on  a  line  and  catch 
strange,  colorful  fish.

Callaway  Gardens 
Pine  Mountain,  Georgia 

Callaway  Gardens  may  sound  as  if  it's  for 
nature  lovers  only,  but  not  at  all.  On  this 
2,500-acre  resort  in  the  Georgia  mountains, 
your  biggest  problem  is  covering  all  the  fam- 
ily attractions.  Younger  children  won't  let 
you  get  away  without  seeing  the  circus,  a 
casual  but  professional  show  put  on  twice 
daily  in  an  old-time  big  tent.  But  even  they 
won't  know  where  to  turn  next— the  daily 
water-ski  show  (including  a  kite-rlying  act), 
a  steamboat  or  speedboat  ride,  paddle-boat 
excursions,  or  a  train  ride  through  cool  pines 
that  skirt  dazzlingly  white  sand  beaches. 

One  of  Callaway's  long-standing  appeals, 
though,  is  its  recreation  program  for  chil- 
dren (free  to  cottage  guests).  Run  by  the 
college  students  who  perform  in  the  circus, 
the  program  takes  on  youngsters  from  three 
years  up,  teaching  them  everything  from 
circus  acts  to  wood  crafts. 

Originally  begun  as  a  wildlife  and  Mower 
sanctuary,  Callaway  Gardens  resembles  a 
giant's  private  garden  spot.  The  immaculate 
grounds  brim  with  hundreds  of  flowers  and 
trees  (700  kinds  of  azaleas  alone). 

You'll  need  the  free  guided  bus  tour  be- 
fore you  can  find  your  way  around.  Then 
drive  the  asphalt  roads  to  nature  walk  sites, 
the  covered  bridge,  the  striking  memorial 
chapel,  the  greenhouse,  the  tennis  courts, 
riding  corral,  and  the  three  golf  courses.  At 


night,  you'll  find  free  movies  and  summer 
theater  at  the  365-room  Holiday  Inn,  along 
with  dancing  at  a  lakeside  pavilion.  Dou- 
ble room  is  $18-$24  daily  (EP);  cottages  are 
$140-$180  weekly  for  up  to  eight  in  family.

It  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  ideal 
vacation  spot  for  family  play,  and  just  plain 
relaxation.  This  lakeside  resort  is  surround- 
ed by  its  own  500-acre  wilderness  which  is 
great  for  hiking.  Its  white  sand  beach  on 
spring-fed  Grindstone  Lake  is  superb.  And 
the  pure  lake  water  is  great  for  swimming  or 
jaunts  in  kayaks,  watercycles,  canoes,  sail 
and  fishing  boats.

One-  to  four- 
bedroom  cottages  with 
bath  rent  for  about  $115 
a  week  per  person,  Amer- 
ican Plan  (three  meals 
daily).  Lodge  suites, 
about  $110  a  week  per 
person;  a  bedroom  and 
bath,  $90.  Children  under 
ten,  half  price;  under 
three,  free.  Maid  service, 
activities,  and  recreation 
equipment  are  free.  How- 
ever, you  must  rent  boats 
and  motors,  and  pay  fish- 
ing guide  fees.

Watkins  Glen,  New  York 

The  Finger  Lakes  region  of  upper  New 
York  state  is  so  diversified,  it'll  keep  every- 
body in  your  family  busy. 

For  a  home  base,  stay  at  the  Rainbow 
Cove,  a  fine  family  motel  on  Lake  Seneca's 
western  shore.  Most  of  the  fun  comes  from 
that  lake— deep  and  blue,  36  miles  long, 
and  surrounded  by  green  bluffs.  It's  the  per- 
fect setting  for  fishing,  swimming,  water- 
skiing,  rowing,  sailing,  cruising.  There's 
also  miniature  golf,  a  swimming  pool,  shuf- 
fleboard,  quoits,  badminton.  And  more. 

The  famous  sports-car  racing  center  at 
Watkins  Glen  is  about  14  miles  from  the 
motel,  and  there  are  a  number  of  race  days 
in  July  and  August,  including  the  Watkins 
Glen  "500."  At  nearby  Clute  Park,  you  can 
cruise  for  an  hour  on  Captain  Bill's  Lake 
Ride.  Also,  there's  a  supervised  small-fry 
baseball  diamond  in  the  park.

To  learn  sailing,  you  need  sheltered  wa- 
ters. Maine's  Boothbay  Harbor  is  just  the 
place.  In  fact,  Linekin  Bay  Resort,  right  on 
the  water  outside  the  little  town,  caters  to 
families  whose  members  want  to  enjoy  this 
increasingly  popular  sport.  Sailboats,  les- 
sons, even  a  weekly  regatta  are  part  of  the 
resort  package,  included  in  the  price.  And 
since  the  protected  bay  is  also  great  for  wa- 
ter-skiing, you  can  opt  for  that.  There's  also 
swimming  in  the  ocean  or  in  a  heated  salt- 
water pool,  canoeing  and  rowing,  and  for  in- 
curable landlubbers,  shuffleboard  and  tennis. 

But  the  land  sports  are  secondary.  All 
that's  unique  about  this  region  derives  from 
the  sea.  There  are  three  towns — Boothbay, 
Boothbay  Harbor,  and  Southport— nestled 
on  forest-covered  promontories  that  thrust 
into  the  ocean.  Boats  of  all  kinds  are  avail- 
able at  the  local  marinas.  Excursion  boats 
leave  Boothbay  Harbor  piers  daily  for  off- 
shore islands  and  other  coastal  towns.  Deep- 
sea  and  grounclfishing  boats  sail  daily,  too. 
If  lobstering  intrigues  you,  ask  around.  You 
may  find  a  lobsterman  who'll  take  you  along 
when  he  haids  his  traps. 

Have  lunch  on  the  wharves;  supper  on  an 
excursion  boat  ($5  for  sail  and  meal),  or  go 
to  Cabbage  Island  for  a  clambake  (sail,  sup- 
per, $7).  Visit  Boothbay  Playhouse,  the 
Railway  Museum,  art  galleries,  craft  and 
antique  shops.  In  Wiscasset,  Head  Tide,  and 
Bath,  tour  18th  century  Cape  Cod  sea  cap- 
tains' homes  ($5  per  town  tour). 

From  mid-July  to  Labor  Day,  Linekin 
Bay  Resort  is  American  Plan  (all  meals  in- 
cluded), with  a  minimum  stay  of  one  week. 
Rates  are  $21  to  $24  a  day  per  person  in  a 
room  for  two;  $11  extra  per  child  (for  a  cot), 
$9  if  under  six.

Sheraton  Marina  Inn 
Corpus  Christi,  Texas 

The  celebrated  white  sands  of  Corpus 
Christi  have  been  golden  on  occasion.  In 
1553,  13  gold-laden  Spanish  galleons  were 
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wrecked  on  a  sandbar  off  the  coast,  and  ever 
since  doubloons  and  pieces  of  eight  have 
washed  ashore  with  the  shells  along  the 
Texas  Gulf  coast. 

Some  guests  at  the  Sheraton  Marina  Inn 
bring  or  rent  electronic  detectors  to  beach- 
comb  for  treasure  on  untrammeled  stretches 
of  nearby  beach.  Most  are  content  to  take 
the  hotel's  dune  buggy  for  a  free  six-mile 
ride  to  the  Beach  Club,  where  the  main  at- 
traction is  fun— a  sandy  beach,  an  Olympic- 
sized  pool,  small  sailboats  for  rent,  and  a 
600-foot  pier  which  is  lighted  so  that  night 
anglers  can  see  their  way  about.  Larger  sail- 
boats, aqua  skiffs,  and  charter  boats  can  be 
rented  at  the  Yacht  Basin,  three  blocks 
from  the  hotel. 

At  the  Inn,  there  is  a  daily  program  of 
supervised  activities  for  children.  Family 
members  can  take  their  pick  of  activities: 
scuba  diving  and  surfing,  tennis  and  golf, 
band  concerts  on  the  beach,  excursion  boats 
to  see  the  whooping  cranes  in  the  Aransas 
national  wildlife  refuge.  You  might  drive  to 
nearby  Kingsville  and  visit  the  famed 
60,000-acre  King  Ranch,  or  to  the  Tarpon 
Inn  at  Port  Aransas  where  Franklin  Roose- 
velt did  his  tarpon  fishing.  Above  all,  there 
is    Padre    Island    national    seashore    where 


water  birds  skitter  at  the  surf's  edge,  frigate 
birds  wheel  overhead,  and  sand  dollars  and 
starfish  wait  for  you  to  pick  them  up. 

When  it  comes  to  meals,  kids  prefer  the 
Beach  Club's  poolside  snack  bar.  Grown-ups 
favor  the  club's  bar  and  restaurants  where 
informal  coatless  and  tieless  dining  is  ex- 
cellent (oysters  at  the  new  oyster  bar  are 
fresh  with  the  tang  of  the  Gulf).  A  room  for 
four  costs  $28-29  a  day  (EP);  family  and 
seasonal  rates  quoted  on  request. 

There  are  dozens  of  family-style  hotels 
and  motels  in  this  subtropical  resort  area.

William  Hilton  Inn 

Hilton  Head  Island,  South  Carolina 

Until  1957,  this  lush  sea  island  was  home 
for  a  few  natives  (and  hundreds  of  sea  birds), 
visited  now  and  then  by  fishermen.  After 
the  bridge  connected  this  50-square-mile 
island  with  the  mainland,  it  sprouted  several 
South-Sea-island  resorts.  Yet  the  island  still 
has  an  air  of  tropical  isolation,  with  roads 
that  wander  through  palm  and  magnolia 
forests,  and  vast,  roadless  stretches  of  hard- 
packed  sand  beaches  (more  than  12  miles  of 


them).  Natives  use  the  colorful  dialogue  of 
the  Carolina  sea  islands,  and  the  island  is 
wild  enough  to  attract  countless  birds  to  its 
preserves. 

For  children  (and  most  adults),  the  shim- 
mering stretch  of  beach  facing  the  Atlantic 
is  a  magnet.  Besides  swimming  and  body- 
surfing,  there's  beachcombing  that  puts 
many  beaches  to  shame— exotic  shells, 
driftwood,  and  assorted  sea  dwellers,  from 
clams  to  conchs.  Inland  lies  Baynard  Ruins, 
leftover  from  early  days,  a  densely  populat- 
ed wildlife  preserve,  and  a  crumbling  cem- 
etery. For  golfers,  there  are  five  18-hole 
courses  and  one  27-hole  course.  Serious  fish- 
ermen have  a  choice  of  deep-sea  trips  ($35 
a  day  lor  two),  rental  boats  ($3  a  half  day), 
or  dock  fishing.  The  Hilton  Inn  has  a  free 
summer  children's  program  that  runs  from 
9  a.m.  to  9  p.m.  daily;  for  older  children, 
there's  water-skiing,  tennis,  and  riding.  Dou- 
ble room  is  $34-$54  daily  (MAP),  $9  each 
additional;  cottage  suites  and  family  rates 
available.

Nine  Quarter  Circle  Ranch 
Gallatin  Gateway,  Montana 

The  West  your  cMldren  have  dreamed 
about  is  waiting  for  you  on  a  dude  ranch: 
real  cowboys,  herds  of  cattle,  horses,  vast 
plains,  high-rising  snow-crested  mountains, 
plus  ranch-sized  tables  loaded  with  home- 
made bread,  ranch-grown  vegetables,  and 
thick  juicy  steaks. 

At  every  dude  ranch,  western  hospitality 
is  the  keynote.  You'll  soon  discover  you're 
a  welcome  guest  in  the  rancher's  home  and 
that  he,  his  family,  and  cowboys  are  out  to 
show  you  a  whopping  good  time.  Adapt 
to  your  hosts'  way  of  life.  Put  away  your 
city  clothes  and  get  comfortable  in  jeans, 
boots,  and  a  wide-brimmed  hat.  Saunter 
down  to  the  corral,  and  go  ahead — call  your 
horse  by  name. 

Days  are  filled  with  lively  western  activ- 
ities: scenic  trail  rides,  scrapping  with  trout 
in  sparkling  mountain  streams,  cookouts, 
moonlight  rides,  sings  around  campfires, 
square  dancing,  pack  trips,  new  friends,  and 
automobile  excursions  to  nearby  attractions. 
Or  you  can  relax  on  the  ranch  veranda, 
knowing  the  kids  are  having  the  time  of 
their  lives. 

There  are  two  types  of  dude  ranches — 
the  working  ranch  like  the  Nine  Quarter 
Circle,  and  the  resort  type.  On  the  working 
ranch,  livestock  is  raised;  you  may  get  to 
help  round  up  cattle,  watch  branding,  and 
the  like.

tana  Rockies,  Indians  once  chased  elk  herds 
and  Jim  Bridger  shot  buffalo.  Now  Howard 
and  Martha  Kelsey  specialize  in  raising  Ap- 
paloosa  horses  and  entertaining  "dudes."  A 
kiddie  wrangler  makes  the  five-  to  nine-year- 
olds  feel  especially  important.  On  some  days, 
a  fishing  guide  rounds  them  up  for  trips  to 
little  streams  where  success  is  guaranteed. 
On  non-riding  days  there  are  games  in  the 
playground,  rumpus  room,  swimming  pool. 
Children  answer  their  own  "meal  call"  sep- 
arately from  adults.  Saturday  mornings, 
cowboys  stage  a  rodeo  in  the  corral.  Dudes 
can  participate,  too,  and  you  may  find  your- 
self cheering  your  own  kids  on  in  the  chil- 
dren's barrel  race. 

Your  accommodations  at  the  Nine  Quar- 
ter Circle  are  in  modern,  spacious  log  cab- 
ins. Weekly  rates  are  about  $120  per  person, 
with  a  discount  for  children.  All  meals  and 
pack  trips  are  included.  The  season  is  June 
into  October;  make  reservations  early.

Moose  Head  Ranch,  Moose,  Wyoming 

Nestled  at  the  foot  of  the  majestic  Grand 
Teton  mountains,  the  Moose  Head  is  a  re- 
sort-type ranch  with  a  summer  program 
especially  for  families.  Guests  are  accommo- 
dated in  snug  log  cabins  scattered  among 
aspen,  cottonwood,  and  pine  trees.  Each 
cabin  has  twin  beds,  a  living  area,  private 
bath,  and  a  rustic  front  porch  where  you'll 
have  an  unparalleled  view  of  the  entire 
Tetons  range. 

On    your    arrival    at    the    ranch,    you're 


greeted  by  owners  John  and  Eleanor  Met- 
tler  and  their  friendly  staff  of  wranglers. 
You  make  your  own  schedule  at  Moose 
Head.  Sit  and  rock,  hike,  take  a  pack  trip 
into  the  hills,  or  go  fly-fishing.  There  are 
trail  rides  twice  daily  geared  to  your  riding 
ability.  The  scenery  on  these  rides  is  some- 
thing you  won't  soon  forget:  sagebrush  and 
willow  flats  along  the  crystal  clear  Snake 
River,  twisting  wilderness  trails  in  Grand 
Teton  national  park  and  forest,  wild  flow- 
ers, aspen,  and  pines.

The  weekly 
rate  is  $175  per  person  and  includes  your 
cabin,  horse,  and  meals;  10  percent  less  for 
children  under  13;  float  and  pack  trips  extra.

Remuda  Ranch,  Wickenburg,  Arizona 

When  winter  comes,  dude  ranch  activity 
moves  south.  Horseback  riding  under  a 
warm  winter  sun  with  old  friends  you  met 
just  yesterday  is  the  magic  formula  of  a  half- 
dozen  or  so  guest  ranches  in  the  Wicken- 
burg area.  The  Remuda  Ranch  program  is 
set  up  especially  for  couples  and  families. 

Remuda's  season  is  mid-October  to  May. 
Through  the  winter  months,  the  Wicken- 
burg climate  ranges  from  ideal  to  perfect. 
Daytime  temperatures  get  into  the  seven- 
ties, and  there's  little  humidity.  Appetites 
are  tremendous  after  an  active  day — so  Re- 
muda specializes  in  johnnycakes,  sourdough 
pancakes,  hot  biscuits,  prime  ribs,  and 
juicy  steaks  grilled  on  mesquite  wood  fires. 

A  guest  ranch  offers  plenty  more  than 
riding.  Remuda  has  tennis,  swimming,  golf 
privileges  (at  the  Wickenburg  links),  ghost- 
town  and  old-mine  exploring,  and  many  in- 
door and  outdoor  games.  Youngsters  be- 
come topnotch  cowhands  under  the  guid- 
ance of  a  special  counselor. 

At  night,  there's  guitar  music,  folk  sing- 
ing, and  occasionally  square  dancing  ...  or 
quiet  reading  and  conversation  if  that's 
what  you  want.  In  Wickenburg  and  nearby 
towns,  you  can  patronize  authentic  cowboy 
saloons;  and  the  sophisticated  night  life  of 
Phoenix  is  just  an  hour's  drive  away.

Daily  water  programs— swimming 
(in  the  lake  or  pool),  sailing,  water-skiing, 
canoeing,  outboard  motorboating,  pontoon- 
ing — are  all  supervised.  There's  also  par- 
three  golf,  horseback  riding,  hiking.  The  loft 
of  the  lodge  belongs  to  teen-agers  in  the  eve- 
nings for  records,  dancing,  and  old,  movies. 
Downstairs,  younger  children  find  table 
tennis  and  other  games  and  toys.  The  whole 
family  goes  on  the  weekly  hayrack  ride.

How  to  BEAT 
the  blues 

Each  of  us  feds  downhearted, 
grumpy,  or  blah  once 
in  a  while.  It's  a  bout  with 
something  we  call  "the  blues." 
a  fleeting  sense  of  gloom 
which  wafts  over  everyone 
on  occasion.  Hut  prevalent 
as  they  are.  the  blues  are 
not  commonly  understood. 
II  hen  they  strike,  it  helps 
to  realize  what  your  blues 
are  all  about,  so  you  can 
bounce  buck  quickly  to 
your  usual  sunny  self. 


FAMILY  HEALTH 


What  is  normal? 

Your  blues  are  normal  if  they  pass  away 
in  a  few  hours  (or  even  a  couple  of  days) 
and  don't  become  chronic.  You  are  emo- 
tionally healthy  when  you  accept  the 
fact  that  to  be  human  is  to  have  prob- 
lems; that  on  certain  occasions  it's  ap- 
propriate to  feel  sad  (when  someone  close 
to  you  dies)  or  worthless  (when  you  don't 
get  an  expected  promotion).  With  a  mild 
depression,  you  should  be  able  to  spring- 
back  soon,  gain  perspective,  appreciate 
yourself  again,  and  take  renewed  hope. 

A  state  of  "clinical"  depression  may  be 
present  when  life  is  darkened  by  a  feeling 
of  persistent,  overwhelming  sadness  and 
hopelessness,  perhaps  over  something 
really  petty  or  even  fantasied.  The  slight- 
est rebuff  or  defeat  is  magnified  to  a 
calamity.  When  the  depressed  feelings 
become  intense,  pervasive,  and  persist- 
ent, going  on  and  on  for  a  week  or  more, 
it  may  point  to  an  emotional  illness. 

In  what  psychiatrists  call  reactive  de- 
pression, a  patient's  blue  mood  appears 
to  be  a  reaction  to  some  life  event,  per- 
sonal loss,  or  psychological  conflict. 
Psychotic  depression  is  more  serious;  it 
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can  involve  delusions  along  with  the  more 
extreme  and  pervasive  expressions  of  all 
the  symptoms  of  milder  depressions.  In- 
volutional depression  also  is  serious,  affect- 
ing the  middle-aged  and  elderly,  particu- 
larly women  at  menopause.  Manic  de- 
pression is  real  trouble,  involving  swings 
from  unreasonable  feelings  of  well-being, 
euphoria,  and  elation  to  equally  unrea- 
sonable feelings  of  sadness  and  despair. 

But  don't  be  alarmed.  Every  time 
you're  down  in  the  dumps,  it  certainly 
does  not  mean  you  are  neurotic  or  psy- 
chotic. If  you're  sad  because  you  couldn't 
get  that  new  car  you  had  set  your  heart 
on,  you've  simply  gone  into  a  normal 
state  of  mild  mourning. 

What  happens  when  you're  blue? 

While  everyone  seems  to  react  differently 
and  to  varying  degrees,  certain  feelings 
usually  can  be  expected.  The  most  com- 
mon symptom,  doctors  find,  is  fatigue, 
ranging  from  that  occasional  but  severe 
"heaviness"  to  "tired  all  the  time." 

Psychiatrists  say  that  a  blue  person 
also  is  often  overtaken  by  a  degree  of

[edical  scientists  studying  depression 
ress  the  importance  of  changes  in  life 
mditions  which  involve  temporary 
sses  of  self-esteem,  or  a  frustrating  sit- 
ition.  For  example,  you  naturally  feel 
nail  when  your  boss  bawls  you  out,  and 
aybe  thwarted  because  you  can't  afford 
i  express  yourself  openly.  Or  perhaps  a 
other  blames  herself  and  becomes 
>wncast  when  she  can't  seem  to  control 


her  youngsters. 

Physiological  changes,  too,  can  trigger 
a  marked  mood  decline.  An  illness  robs  us 
of  vitality.  Hormone  changes  before  or 
dining  a  woman's  menstruation  often 
bring  a  change  in  mood.  Side  effects  from 
antihistamines  or  sleeping  pills  generate 
an  aura  of  gloom. 

Obviously,  the  loss  ol'-a  friend  or  rela- 
tive can  provoke  the  blues.  A  separation, 
such  as  a  husband  going  off  on  a  trip, 
could  leave  his  wife  despondent.  Normal 
sadness  also  may  be  due  to  a  loss  of 
youthful  vim  and  vigor.  A  middle-ag<'d 
man  realizes  his  strength  is  waning;  a 
woman  notes  wrinkles  on  her  face. 

Boredom,  too,  can  be  a  major  element 
(as  well  as  a  symptom)  of  mild  depres- 
sion. Some  people,  especially  the  creative, 
have  to  be  working  at  their  top  speed 
most  of  the  time.  Wlien  this  pace  de- 
celerates, they  are  apt  to  turn  apathetic 
and  downcast.  Individuals  vary  greatly 
in  their  tolerance  for  inactivity.  Even  on 
a  long  plane  ride,  simply  sitting  still 
could  bring  on  the  blues  for  some  people. 
Others,  who  like  to  talk  and  listen,  get 
bored  and  despondent  when  they're  alone 
and  quiet. 

Most  often,  however,  the  cause  is  ap- 
parent if  you  can  be  objective  and  give

•  An  unconscious  sense  of  guilt  seizes 
you,  perhaps  at  neglecting  to  phone  an 
aged  parent. 

•  You  turn  down  party  imitations  be- 
cause you're  really  afraid  of  being  ;i 
social  flop. 

•  You're  let  down  after  a  period  of  high 
excitement  or  tension.

The  familiar  Blue  Monday  stems  from 
dreading  the  long  week  of  work,  monot- 
ony, or  tensions  ahead.  But  it's  also  not 
unusual  to  feel  blue  at  a  time  when  you 
ordinarily  should  be  lighthearted— that 
is,  on  weekends  and  holidays.  Busy  peo- 
ple, faced  with  too  much  leisure,  may 
come  down  with  a  state  of  mind  called

festivities  may  not  be  as  joyful  as  anticipated,  or  one  may  be 
reminded  of  some  past  loss  or  disappointment  linked  to  the 
holiday.  It  could  be  the  absence  from  the  family  dinner  of  a 
devoted,  departed  parent.  Or  an  ardently  hoped-for  gift 
hasn't  arrived.  Often,  the  blues  strike  simply  because  every- 
one is  under  pressure  to  be  totally  joyful,  and  the  emotion 
can't  always  be  sustained. 

To  counteract  their  holiday  blues,  people  have  gone  to 
curious  extremes.  One  seasonally  depressed  father  went  on 
strike,  refusing  to  buy  any  gifts  at  all.  Another  joined  a 
nudist  colony  and  celebrated  Christmas  each  year  with  a 
trek  to  the  camp. 

You  can  beat  the  blues 

Chances  are  you've  developed  your  own  simple  techniques 
to  bolster  your  spirits.  Maybe  you  take  a  brisk  walk,  soak 
in  a  hot  bath,  see  a  cheerful  movie,  hit  a  bucketful  of  golf 
balls,  listen  to  lively  music— or  merely  force  yourself  to 
whistle.  If  such  familiar  devices  no  longer  work,  consider 
these  remedies  suggested  by  health  authorities: 

•  Recognize  that  you  are  mildly  depressed  and  try  to  dig  out 
the  real  reason  why.  Face  your  problem  squarely.  Are  you 
gloomy  over  something  really  trivial  that  will  be  forgotten 
tomorrow  or  next  week?  Be  honest  with  yourself. 

•  Find  a  successful  path  to  good  cheer.  Do  something  you 
do  well.  Indulge  in  your  hobby;  give  free  rein  to  your 
special  skills  and  talents.  Hand  yourself  little  triumphs — 
but  not  in  competitive  sports,  unless  you  can  win. 

•  Increase  your  physical  action.  Jog,  ride  a  bike,  go  bowling. 
Repaint  your  kitchen.  Mow  the  lawn.  You  should  fight  the 
inertia  characteristic  of  the  blues. 

•  Talk  it  out  with  someone  you  trust,  whoever  is  significant 
in  your  life.  Try  to  realize  that  your  blues  may  be  covering 
up  other  feelings  you  resist  expressing.  Don't  be  afraid  to 
blow  your  top  occasionally. 

•  Break  up  your  routine.  Have  a  different  breakfast.  Walk, 
instead  of  taking  the  car.  Lunch  with  an  old  friend  you 
haven't  seen  for  a  while,  at  a  restaurant  you've  never  been 
to  before.  Take  a  short  trip  for  a  change  of  scene. 

•  Focus  your  attention  outside  yourself.  By  doing  something- 
worthwhile  for  another  person,  you  tend  to  forget  your  own 
problem.  Reading  good  fiction— lots  of  it— also  allows  you 
to  gain  a  new  perspective  on  your  life. 

When  a  member  of  your  family  is  struggling  with  the  blues, 
telling  him  to  cheer  up  usually  only  arouses  his  resistance  and 
makes  him  mad.  It's  better  to  calmly  discuss  the  issues  which 
you  believe  are  causing  his  foul  mood,  look  at  the  alterna- 
tives, and  let  him  consider  what  he  can  do.  Without  over- 
doing it,  try  to  get  across  the  idea  that  he's  worthy. 

If  his  gloom  persists  and  he  loses  interest  in  everything, 
stops  seeing  friends,  keeps  blaming  himself  excessively,  and 
shows  signs  of  perhaps  a  profound  depression,  it's  time  for 
outside  help.  Try  to  get  him  to  his  physician,  a  family  coun- 
seling service,  mental  health  center,  or  a  psychiatrist. 

But  for  the  common,  garden-variety  blues,  time  is  usually 
the  greatest  healer.  Our  emotions  are  remarkably  resilient 
and  feeling  downhearted  is  a  mighty  changeable  emotional 
state.  After  all,  a  little,  touch  of  sadness  now  and  then  seems 
to  be  a  common  human  need. 

Long  ago,  Greek  tragedians  recognized  this— and  so  do 
soap-opera  producers  today.  The  popularity  of  blues  singers 
may  be  one  index  of  the  need.  Once  we  perceive  that  a  session 
with  the  blues  is  natural  and  inevitable,  but  passes  like  a 
summer  cloud,  we  can  relax  and  enjoy  life.  ■

Safety  glass  doors- 
new  FHA  requirement 

The  safety  glass  requirement  for  patio 
doors  and  storm  doors  in  FHA  houses  is 
a  credit  to  the  National  Commission  on 
Product  Safety.  They  gave  glass  doors 
"the  treatment"  in  a  hearing  last  fall. 

They  began  with  testimony  from  par- 
ents whose  children  had  been  maimed 
or  killed  when  they  mistook  a  solid  pane 
of  glass  for  an  opening.  In  one  case,  rela- 
tives at  a  family  reunion  heard  a  crash, 
and  found  a  small  child  mortally  injured. 

This  testimony  was  followed  by  a  dem- 
onstration of  the  safety  of  different  types 
of  glass.  Later,  several  physicians  com- 
mented at  length  on  severed-tendon  in- 
juries that  have  resulted  in  crippled 
hands  and  arms. 

The  quickly  adopted  FHA  regulation  as- 
sures that  almost  all  new  housing  in- 
cludes safety  glass  that  disintegrates 
into  harmless  pebbles  when  shattered. 
(Most  builders  use  FHA  specifications 
for  all  but  custom-built  houses,  in  case 
the  eventual  buyer  uses  FHA  financing.) 

Inflatable  air  bags: 
just  how  effective? 

Inflatable  air  bags  that  would  protect 
car  passengers  have  been  proposed  for 
installation  in  passenger  vehicles  before 
January  1,  1972. 

Some  safety  officials  feel  the  air-bag 
system  will  be  more  effective  than  seat 
belts  and  shoulder  harnesses  now  re- 
quired in  all  automobiles.  For  one  thing, 
they  say,  it's  a  "passive  restraint."  It 
doesn't  require  any  preparation— but  still 
would  protect  people  who  fail  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  life-saving  restraint  that 
belts  and  harnesses  provide. 

The  bag,  which  inflates  on  impact, 
forms  a  barrier  between  the  car  occu- 
pants and  the  windshield,  dashboard, 
and  steering  wheel.  However,  it  now  can 
deliver  a  rather  sharp  blow  to  the  car's 
occupant  because  it  inflates  so  rapidly, 
and  may  even  stun  or  bruise  a  passenger. 


This  still  is  preferable,  say  its  backers,  to 
serious  injury  or  death  from  an  auto- 
mobile accident. 

Obviously,  the  air-bag  system  still  is 
in  the  experimental  stage.  But  safety 
officials  hope  to  make  it  mandatory  fac- 
tory equipment  as  soon  as  it's  perfected. 

Cost  is  another  problem.  It  is  high  right 
now,  but  designers  hope  mass  production 
will  get  it  down  to  about  $100  to  $150 
per  car.  Even  th  is  may  be  more  than  some 
automobile  buyers  are  willing  to  have 
tacked  arbitrarily  onto  the  price  of  their 
new  car.  But  perhaps  the  car  buyer, 
whose  resistance  to  almost  all  safety 
measures  is  well  known,  will  have  to  ad- 
mit soon  that  money  spent  for  safety 
equipment  is  more  important  than  a 
stereo  tape  player,  electric  windows,  or 
chrome  wheel  covers. 

Those  credit 

and  pre-employment  reports 

Mistakes  in  credit  and  pre-employment 
reports  have  been  the  subject  of  concern 
recently  with  Congress  and  consumers. 
In  one  Senate  hearing,  committee  mem- 
bers heard  the  story  of  a  man  who  had 
been  mysteriously  turned  down  by  pros- 
pective employers  for  five  years. 

In  all  cases,  this  man  had  passed  the 
employment  tests  and  had  been  told  by 
personnel  interviewers  that  he  was  well 
qualified.  He  finally  discovered  that  he 
was  a  victim  of  an  erroneous  pre-em- 
ployment report  based  on  hearsay. 

In  the  computer  age,  this  sorry  tale  is 
understandable— especially  by  anyone 
who  has  ever  fought  out  an  inaccurate 
store  charge  with  a  computer.  In  the  case 
above,  the  victim  discovered  that  one  firm 
did  most  of  the  investigating  for  people 
in  his  profession.  He  also  found  that  they 
never  told  a  "subject"  what  derogatory 
information  was  in  his  file. 

FinaWy,  he  persuaded  a  company  to 
draw  a  pre-employment  record  on  him.  It 
said  he  had  been  dishonorably  discharged 
from  the  Army,  and  had  abused  an  elder- 
ly woman  who  complained  of  a  noisy 
party    in    his   apartment.    Although    the 


charges  were  easily  disproved,  the  re- 
porting firm  had  "limited  privilege"  un- 
der the  law,  and  wasn't  liable  for  dam- 
ages caused  by  its  errors. 

Prior  to  Senate  passage  of  the  Fair 
Credit  Reporting  bill,  Virginia  Knauer, 
Special  Assistant  to  the  President  for 
Consumer  Affairs,  suggested  that  the 
legislation  give  anyone  the  right  to  see 
the  credit  information  that  an  agency 
may  have  on  file  about  him. 

She  also  recommended  that  a  person 
get  a  reasonable  chance  to  change  the 
information  if  it's  incomplete  or  inaccur- 
ate. There's  hope  that  this  and  similar 
improvements  in  pre-employment  re- 
porting will  be  part  of  the  bill  when  it 
comes  before  the  second  session  of  Con- 
gress this  spring. 

Arbitration  for 
consumer  disputes? 

Taken  to  the  cleaners  in  more  ways  than 
one— that's  the  woman  who  gets  her 
dress  back  a  size  smaller,  with  buttons 
and  trim  melted  and  the  seams  puckered. 

Yet  only  when  you  go  back  to  the  dry 
cleaner  do  you  find  out  how  many  other 
people  may  have  been  responsible  for  a 
ruined  dress— from  the  garment  manu- 
facturer to  the  fabric  manufacturer  and 
the  thread  and  button  manufacturer. 

In  some  disputes  (and  not  just  those 
about  cleaning)  consumers  have  been 
able  to  obtain  arbitration,  with  a  neutral 
party  hearing  both  sides  of  the  case.  This 
has  worked  for  them  in  some  dry  clean- 
ing, moving,  storage,  and  warranty  dis- 
putes, though  often  the  business  in- 
volved has  won  the  decision. 

However,  getting  arbitration  proce- 
dures under  way  is  difficult,  since  local 
businessmen  sometimes  are  dubious 
about  the  costs  of  arbitration  cases.  Al- 
though a  "loser  pays"  system  is  a  possi- 
bility, having  the  whole  local  business 
community  pick  up  the  tab  for  each  case 
is  more  feasible.  (Already  the  Better  Bus- 
iness Bureau  is  interested  in  including 
arbitration  in  its  own  operations.)

Cleaning  up  the  sweepstakes 

Sweepstakes  promotions,  the 
kind  that  give  you  a  numbered 
card  saying  "you  may  already 
have  won,"  are  under  steady 
congressional  fire.  Committee 
investigation  reveals  that  only 
about  10  percent  of  the  prizes 
advertised  and  ostensibly  "of- 
fered" actually  are  awarded. 
Even  worse,  the  committee 
claims,  the  few  prizes  awarded 
usually  are  trifles.  Seldom  are 
the  ones  that  entice  millions 
into  the  "contests"— the  new 
cars,  vacations  in  Europe, 
yachts,  color  television  con- 
soles, $10,000  in  cash,  or 
$100  a  week  for  life— ever 
awarded. 

Congressman  John  Dingell 
(D.-Mich.)  reports  that  since 
his  committee  investigation, 
some  companies  voluntarily 
have  given  up  "pre-selected 
winners"  promotions,  but  ap- 
parently their  numbers  are 
few.  Dingell  says  competition 
and  the  over-persuasiveness 
of  the  game  promoters  has  led 
to  saturation  of  the  mails  with 
these  games.  He  plans  to  hold 
further  hearings,  make  recom- 
mendations to  regulatory 
agencies,  and  propose  legisla- 
tion to  ban  them. 
There  is  some  hope  for  a  real 
sweepstakes  clean-up.  For  ex- 
ample, the  Federa  I  Trade  Com- 
mission recently  ,  clamped 
down  on  games  of  chance  in 
grocery  stores  and  gasoline 
stations.  (One  telling  provi- 
sion states  that  the  games 
must  be  continued  until  all 
prizes  offered  are  actually 
awarded.)  This  seems  like  an 
encouraging  precedent  for 
similar  regulation  of  sweep- 
stakes promotions— even 
though  the  going  may  be 
tougher. 

The  new  FTC  games  rulings 
also  require  the  companies 
that  devise  and  package  them 
to  make  sure  the  pieces  are 
randomly  distributed  so 
there's  no  possibility  of  con- 
trolling winners.  Stores  using 
games  must  post  the  names  of 
winners  of  all  prizes,  no  mat-

ter  how  small  the  prizes  a 
However,   the   slowdown 
the  use  of  the  games  right 
ter  the  regulations  went  ir 
effect   isn't  expected   to   l< 
long.  The  FTC  has  already  h 
to   crack   down    in   a   few 
stances  where  it  has  found 
olations,   but  has  said   it 
tends  to  keep  close  watch  i 
the  situation. 

Food  store  advertising  has  bet 
another  target  of  the  Fede 
Trade  Commission  lately.  Pr 
posed  rules  would  abolish  tl 
practice    of   advertising   sp 
cials  that  aren't  actually  ava 
able  for  customers.  (The  corlij 
mission's  investigation  shov 
that  it's  possible  to  save  up 
10  percent  on  the  total  foqf 
bill    by    shopping    legitima 
specials.) 

The  FTC  does  leave  the  gr 
eery  retailer  room  for  an  o  | 
casional  mistake.  It  won't  hoi 
him   accountable,  say,   if   h 
records      show      "advertise 
products  were  ordered  and  d< 
livered  to  the  stores  in  quar 
tities  sufficient  to  meet  re< 
sonably        anticipated        d< 
mands."  It  doesn't  a  Mow  him  t 
fall    back   on    a    "raincheck 
policy,  which  requires  the  cu 
tomer  to  revisit  the  store  t 
purchase  the  item  at  a  late 
date. 

Neither  does  the  FTC  pro 
posal  allow  chain  stores  t< 
say  merely,  "not  all  item: 
available  in  all  stores."  The  a< 
must  specify  in  which  store; 
the  item  is  available. 
Trading  stamps  also  have  beer 
criticized  by  consumer  advo 
cates,  but  so  far  have  escapee 
major  investigation.  Critic; 
range  from  those  who  fee 
trading  stamps  should  be  re 
deemable  for  cash  as  well  a: 
for  prizes  to  those  who  fee 
stamps  should  be  abolished 
One  reason  why  trading 
stamps  may  have  escaped  sc 
far  is  that  many  people  really 
enjoy  saving  and  redeeming 
them.  And,  there  generally 
isn't  anything  in  their  use,  as 
in  other  promotions,  that 
smacks  of  gambling.  ■

A  divider/hutch  you  can  build 


Here's  a  unit  that's  ideal  for  a 
living/dining  room.  In  addi- 
tion to  dividing  the  two  areas, 
it  serves  as  an  extra  serving 
surface  which  is  always  wel- 
come in  a  diningarea. 

Behind  the  flush-mounted 
doors  of  the  base,  there  are 
two  shallow  drawers  for  silver- 
ware.

When  do  you  need  a 
real  estate  agent? 


ft 
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Though  it's  cheaper  to  buy  or 
sell  a  house  yourself,  the  finan- 
cial and  legal  risks  are  great. 
The  smart  home  buyer  will  seek 
the  help  of  a  real  estate  agent 
and  lawyer.  Here's  what  you  can 
expect  by  way  of  service,  advice, 
and  fees. 

Buying  a  home 

The  quickest— and  by  far  the 
easiest— method  of  selecting 
a  home  is  simpjy  knowing  all 
that's  available  on  the  market. 
And  you  won't  get  that  infor- 
mation by  charging  around 
from  one  "house  for  sale" 
sign  to  another.  Your  best 
course  is  to  seek  help  from  a 
reliable  real  estate  agent  with 
access  to  multiple  listings. 
He,  or  she,  will  be  state-li- 
censed and  probably  a  Real- 
tor—a term  defining  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Real  Estate  Boards. 

In  larger  cities,  many  real 
estate  firms  now  offer  such 
conveniences  as  baby-sitting 
services,  evening  hours,  com- 
puter listings,  and  photo  gal- 
leries. Some  even  have  video- 
taped films  of  their  best 
houses. 

When  you  choose  a  real  es- 
tate agent,  he  should  be  one 
who  knows— and  is  active  in  — 
the  neighborhood  you're  inter- 
ested in.  You  should  receive 
considerable  attention  from 
him  for  up  to  two  weeks.  If  you 
haven't  shown  any  serious  in- 
terest by  then,  he  may  go  on 
to  other  customers,  and  come 
back  to  you  from  time  to  time 
with  other  offerings. 

Remember  the  agent's  role 
is  a  dual  one;  he  owes  first  al- 
legiance to  the  seller,  who 
pays  his  fee  and  expects  the 
agent  to  get  a  top  price  on  the 
house.  A  good  agent,  however, 
wants  both  buyer  and  seller  as 
future  clients,  or  as  satisfied 
customers    who    will    recom-

mend  him  to  their  friends. 

Before  you  see  an  agent, 
determine  your  family's 
needs:  number  of  bedrooms 
and  baths,  storage  needs, 
room  for  future  expansion, 
recreation  facilities,  etc.  If 
you're  willing  to  compromise 
on  any  requirements,  say  so. 
Be  flexible  about  architecture, 
and  consider  looking  at  a  va- 
riety of  home  styles.  But  limit 
yourself  to  only  four  or  five 
houses  a  day,  or  you  may  suf- 
fer "house  indigestion"— a 
state  of  confusion  as  to  which 
kitchen  went  with  which  living 
room.  And  be  particular  about 
the  location  of  the  house.  It's 
the  one  thing  you'll  never  be 
able  to  remodel. 

Be  candid  about  your  finan- 
cial standing.  This  information 
will  come  out  sooner  or  later, 
and  you'll  only  be  wastingyour 
time,  and  the  agent's,  by  look- 
ing at  houses  you  can't  afford. 

Today's  mortgages  are  ap- 
proved for  homes  priced  about 
2V2  times  your  annual  income, 
but  this  is  only  an  average. 
Some  people  buy  beyond  that 
guideline,  hedging  on  future 
salary  expectations  and  the 
rising  value  of  property. 

When  you've  narrowed  your 
choice  of  houses  down,  don't 
be  timid  to  make  an  in-depth, 
critical  examination  of  them. 
Open  closets,  thump  walls,  ex- 
amine floor  joists,  check  base- 
ment for  moisture,  ceilings  for 
cracks,  water  pressure,  etc. 
Consider  bringing  in  an  out- 
side builder,  architect,  or  pro- 
fessional appraiser  for  an  ob- 
jective opinion. 

No  house  will  be  perfect,  but 
you  should  know  about  the  de- 
fects before  making  a  deci- 
sion. And  when  the  time  comes, 
let  the  agent  handle  the  ac- 
tual price  negotiations  with 
the  seller.  Don't  be  afraid  to 
quibble.  Few  homes  sell  for 
the  original  figure.  A  $26,500

price     tag     may     be     cut 
$24,000,  but  it's  hardly  likel 
to  shrink  to  $20,000. 

Ask  about  tax  figures- 
"about  $700"  could  be  $850 
And  does  this  include  an 
special  exemptions  for  whicl 
you  may  not  be  qualified? 

Don't  assume  that  wha 
went  with  your  previous  hous 
will  automatically  go  with  an 
other.  Depending  upon  stat 
law,  it  may  well  go  along  witr 
the  seller.  There  are  man> 
state-by-state  variations,  bu 
in  general  whatever  is  "at 
tached"  must  remain— which 
usually  means  wall-to-wall  car 
peting,  light  fixtures,  stor 
windows  and  screens. 

Ask,  or  you  may  be  disap- 
pointed later.  These  "extras" 
can  often  be  negotiated  in  the 
"offer  to  buy."  At  the  same 
time,  consider  such  things  as 
present  draperies,  fireplace 
equipment,  large  appliances, 
television  antennas,  etc. 
Legal  pitfalls  for  buyers.  New 
York  state  Realtors  urge  that 
lawyers  be  present  at  real  es- 
tate closings.  Most  smart  buy- 
ers consult  one  long  before 
then.  Signed  contracts  are 
binding,  and  a  buyer  can't  be 
extricated  from  an  unfavor- 
able situation  unless  actual 
deceit  and  fraud  were  in- 
volved with  the  contract. 

Don't  underestimate  the  im- 
portance of  your  preliminary 
"offer  to  buy."  Once  signed 
and  given  to  the  agent,  along 
with  "earnest  money"  of  sev- 
eral hundred  dollars,  it  may 
be  hard  to  retrieve— although 
some  salesmen  will  return  it 
if  you  ask  within  a  few  days. 
If  the  seller  signs  and  accepts 
the  money,  however,  it  be- 
comes a  binding  contract. 
You  can  get  out  on  ly  by  forfeit- 
ing money  paid,  and  then  only 
if  the  seller  agrees. 

Before  you  sign  the  offer,  a 
lawyer  should  see  whether 
provisions  have  been  made  to 
check  the  general  condition  of 
the  house,  possible  freeway 
or  community  remodelingcon- 
demnations,  zoning  restric- 
tions, easements,  date  of  pos- 
session, and  the  rights  of  ten- 
ants if  the  house  is  presently 
being  rented. 

Your  lawyer  can  also  help 
you  decide  how  you  want  to 
take  title  (sole  ownership, 
joint  tenants,  or  tenants  in 
common).  He  can  fit  the  prop- 
erty into  your  will  and  estate 
plans,  and  include  escape 
clauses  (especially  if  your 
purchase  is  contingent  upon 
such    factors    as— husband's

thing  you  can  do  to  make  your 
house  more  attractive  and  sal- 
able for  top  value.  Realtors 
know  from  experience  just 
what  sells  a  house  and  what 
kills  sales— first  impressions 
can  usually  do  either. 

One  thing  you  can't  overdo 
is  cleanliness.  A  house  that's 
spotless  is  especially  appeal- 
in  g.Storeout-of -season  clothes 
as  compactly  as  possible— a 
neat  storage  area  will  look  con- 
venient and  spacious. 

Because  women  inspect  the 
kitchen  more  closely  than  any 
other  room,  organize  it  well. 
Sometimes  fresh  kitchen  cur- 
tains and  a  few  bright  rugs  are 
good  minor  investments  if 
your  kitchen  is  dishwater-dull. 

Sticking  doors,  drippy  fau- 
cets, sagging  gutters  all  take 
their  toll  from  possible  buy- 
ers' enthusiasm— have  them 
fixed. 

Should  you  have  your  house 
painted?  Only  if  your  agent 
thinks  so— or  if  F.H. A. -backed 
financing  would  require  it. 

When  the  house  is  ready  for 
show,  keep  everything  as  neat 
as   possible. 

On  "open  house"  days,  take 
your  family  and  leave.  Later, 
when  the  salesman  brings 
prospects  through  by  appoint- 
ment, let  him  do  the  talking. 

Remember  that  you  have  a 
legal  and  moral  commitment 
not  to  "go  behind  his  back" 
and  make  a  private  deal  with 
the  buyer.  Don't  close  the  door 
on  any  offer  until  the  sale  is 
completed.  From  here  on,  itall 
depends  on  the  buyer. 
Legal  pitfalls  tor  sellers.  A  law- 
yer can  make  sure  you  get 
enough  "earnest  money"  with 
the  offer  to  cover  basic  ex- 
penses if  buyer  doesn't  go 
through  with  the  deal.  He  will 
also  get  you  a  $5-10  Blue 
Book  credit  report  on  the  buy- 
er. Insist  your  buyer  makes 
enough  investment  by  down 
payment  and  monthly  pay- 
ments so  he  won't  just  consid- 
er it  "rent  paid"  and  walk  out 
on  the  contract.

When  your  dog  has  puppies  eyo. 


Helping  a  family  of  puppies  into  the  world 
can  be  a  delightful  experience.  But  it's  an 
undertaking  that  requires  forethought.  Al- 
ready, too  many  homeless  dogs  wander 
the  streets  or  await  a  grim  fate  at  the  city 
dog  pound.  Before  you  decide  to  let  your 
dog  have  puppies,  be  certain  you'll  be  able 
to  find  good  homes  for  them. 

Also,  if  you  think  that  raising  a  litter  of 
pups  will  be  a  good  way  to  make  money, 
forget  it.  Few  amateur  breeders  are  really 
prospering.  They're  idealists,  and  their 
goal  is  to  produce  the  best  representatives 
of  the  breed  through  careful  selective 
breeding.  This  is  an  attitude  worth  emulat- 
ing—simply set  out  to  produce  puppies 
better  than  their  mother. 
The  best  time  for  your  dog  to  become  a  mother 
for  the  first  time  is  after  her  first  heat  cycle, 
but  not  after  she's  five  years  old.  If  she  is 
in  heat  while  you're  thinking  about  breed- 
ing her  (or  that's  what's  caused  you  to  th  ink 
about  it)  wait  until  the  next  cycle.  Thorough 
preparation  will  make  the  whole  experi- 
ence much  more  rewarding. 

Before  deciding,  take  her  to  your  vet- 
erinarian. He'll  give  her  a  complete  ex- 
amination with,  possibly,  an  X  ray  for  con- 
genital defects  a  general  physical  exam- 
ination wouldn't  uncover.  If  he  determines 
that  a  pregnancy  would  not  be  advisable 
for  your  dog,  don't  have  her  bred.  Also, 
ask  his  opinion  as  to  how  she  conforms  to 
the  standard  of  breed,  and  find  out  where 
you  can  get  other  qualified  evaluations. 
Right  now  you're  looking  for  faults,  not 
compliments.  In  seeking  a  father  for  your 
dog's  family,  you  want  one  whose  virtues 
complement  her  shortcomings. 

Besides  offering  an  opinion  on  her  over- 
all condition,  your  veterinarian  will  prob- 
ably want  to  check  for  parasites  and  bring 
her  vaccinations  up  to  date.  Many  veter- 
inarians discourage  any  vaccinations  for 
pregnant  dogs  (they  may  cause  them  to 
abort)  so  make  certain  your  dog  is  pro- 
tected against  rabies  and  has  had  her  dis- 
temper booster  before  she's  bred.  Keep 
her  in  the  prime  of  health,  and  start  nar- 
rowing the  field  of  potential  fathers. 

After  you  have  all  the  groundwork  laid, 
wait  for  her  to  come  into  season.  Normally, 
this  heat  period— or  "estrus"  as  it's  cor- 
rectly termed— occurs  twice  a  year  and 
lasts  21  days.  During  the  first  seven  days, 
she  probably  would  not  accept  the  ad- 
vances of  the  male.  This  is  just  as  well  be- 
cause it's  likely  that  she  hasn't  ovulated 
yet.  For  safety's  sake,  keep  her  isolated 
from  other  dogs  anyway.  Strange  males 
will  be  attracted  at  this  time,  and  there's 
no  rule  that  says  it's  impossible  for  her  to 
ovulate  early. 

Any  time  after  the  seventh  day  on  up 
to  the  eighteenth,  your  dog  may  be  capable 
of  conceiving.  The  best  way  to  determine 
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the  exact  day  is  to  consult  your  veteri- 
narian and  the  owners  of  the  stud  you've 
chosen.  The  breeders  may  want  her  a  day 
or  two  ahead  of  time  to  watch  her  and  de- 
termine when  she's  ready.  The  owners  of 
the  male  will  want  evidence  that  your  dog 
is  in  good  health,  so  you  would  be  wise  to 
take  along  a  statement  of  health  record 
from  your  veterinarian. 

After  your  dog  has  been  bred,  continue 
to  keep  her  isolated  from  other  dogs. 
Physiologically,  dogs  are  capable  of  con- 
ceiving sperm  from  severa  I  different  ma  les 
—half  your  litter  may  be  just  what  you 
hoped  for,  the  others  something  you'll 
have  a  hard  time  explaining. 
One  or  two  weeks  after  breeding,  your  dog  will 
show  a  marked  increase  in  dependency  on 
you.  At  the  end  of  the  third  or  fourth  week, 
she'll  shed  the  'crusts"  on  her  nipples 
and  the  hair  surrounding  them.  Also,  by 
this  time  she'll  probably  begin  to  look  preg- 
nant. These  aren't  absolute  signs  since 
they're  duplicated  during  false  preg- 
nancies, but  they're  fairly  dependable. 

Your  dog  should  have  ample  exercise 
during  pregnancy— enough  to  keep  her 
really  fit,  but  not  enough  to  tire  her.  Be 
sure  to  keep  her  clean  and  free  of  para- 
sites—especially hookworms,  which  can 
be  transmitted  to  her  unborn  puppies. 

See  that  her  diet  is  well  balanced  and 
contains  plenty  of  good  fresh  animal  pro- 
tein—which means  raw  meat.  While  many 
vegetable  products  are  protein  rich,  a  dog 
can  assimilate  five  to  ten  percent  more  of 
the  protein  that  is  found  in  animal  tissue. 
This  also  puts  less  of  a  strain  on  her  di- 
gestive system  while  supplying  the  nutri- 
tion so  important  at  this  time.  If  she's  not 
used  to  such  a  rich  diet,  acclimate  her 
gradually. 

By  the  fourth  week  of  pregnancy,  you 
should  begin  to  increase  the  actual  quan- 
tity of  food  at  each  feeding.  But,  don't  go 
overboard.  A  pregnant  dog  requires  only 
about  twenty  percent  more  food  than  the 
maintenance  level  required  when  she's  not 
in  whelp.  It's  during  lactation  that  her  food 
requirements  will  increase  drastically.  By 
the  time  the  pups  are  two  to  three  weeks 
old,  your  dog  will  require  from  two  and  a 
half  to  three  times  her  normal  level  if  she 
is  to  maintain  her  body  weight  and  still 
provide  a  sufficient  amount  of  energy  for 
the  normal  growth  of  her  pups. 
The  canine  gestation  period  ranges  from  55 
to  68  days,  with  63  days  as  the  accepted 
average.  As  this  time  draws  to  a  close,  post 
the  veterinarian  just  in  case  of  possible 
complications. 

Now  is  also  the  time  to  prepare  a  birth- 
box— which  can  be  any  box  that  has  enough 
room  for  her  to  move  around  freely.  Make 
sure  the  sides  are  high  enough  to  keep

adventuresome  puppies  from 
wandering  off,  but  not  so  high 
that  she  drags  her  abdomen 
over  the  edge  stepping  in  and 
out.  Locate  the  box  in  a  quiet 
area  of  the  house  away  from 
drafts,  and  line  the  bottom 
with  two  full  inches  of  news- 
papers. Lifting  out  papers  a 
few  layers  at  a  time  is  an  easy 
way  to  keep  the  box  clean. 

Initial  labor  pains  may  be- 
gin as  early  as  a  week  before 
she  actually  delivers.  During 
this  final  phase,  she'll  also 
show  a  desire  to  improve  upon 
the  "nest"  you've  made  for 
her.  This  may  mean  she'll  try 
to  tear  up  a  few  sofa  cushions 
or  your  favorite  rug,  so  keep 
your  eye  on  her. 
Be  prepared  for  possible  compli- 
cations. If  the  gestation  period 
has  run  longer  than  68  days 
with  no  sign  of  labor  pains, 
take  her  to  the  veterinarian. 
He  may  stimulate  labor  or, 
perhaps  perform  a  Caesarian 
section.  Prolonged  hard  labor 
is  another  sign  that  outside 
help  is  needed. 

There's  no  reason  to  dras- 
tically alter  your  household 
routine  when  she  delivers. 
Your  children  and  their  friends 
are  probably  her  best  pals;  if 


they're  quiet  and  don't  make 
any  sudden  movements,  they 
won't  bother  her.  And,  if  she 
gets  grumpy  and  growls— now, 
or  after  the  puppies  arrive— 
don't  tolerate  it.  She  is  pro- 
tecting her  family,  but  she  is 
still  your  dog.  Remind  her  of 
that,  and  assure  her  that  her 
puppies  are  in  no  danger. 

Be  ready  with  a  pile  of  clean 
terry-cloth  towels  in  case  the 
puppies  seem  to  be  coming 
faster  than  she  can  clean  them 
up.  Rub  each  new  pup  vigor- 
ously. This  simulates  the 
mother's  licking  which  not 
only  cleans  the  pup,  but  ini- 
tiates the  respiratory  reflex 
that  starts  him  breathing. 
Have  a  mild  antiseptic  to  dab 
on  the  remainder  of  the  umbil- 
ical cord,  a  common  source  of 
infection.  The  mother  will  be 
too  busy  delivering  to  nurse 
now.  There's  nothing  to  worry 
about— a  newborn  pup  can  go 
an  hour  or  so  before  his  first 
meal.  When  it's  all  over,  im- 
mediately remove  the  soiled 
papersand  remaining  placent- 
al tissue,  and  let  the  mother 
and  her  new  family  rest. 
Food  and  water  should  be  avail- 
able to  the  mother  at  a  II  times. 
During  the  first  week  or  two,  it 


will  be  impossible  for  her  to 
stick  to  her  regular  feeding 
schedule.  Also,  she  may  seem 
to  have  forgotten  that  she's 
housebroken.  Lactation  puts 
an  added  burden  on  her  diges- 
tive system,  and  bowel  move- 
ments may  become  alarming- 
ly frequent. 

Your  veterinarian  will  prob- 
ably want  to  have  the  mother 
in  for  a  post-partum  checkup, 
and  to  examine  the  pups.  He 
may  suggest  a  hormone  shot 
to  evacuate  any  placental  frag- 
ments left  in  her  uterus.  Left 
unchecked,  they  can  produce 
toxins  that  may  be  passed 
through  the  milk,  sickening  or 
killing  the  pups. 

Also,  at  this  time,  he'll  prob- 
ably check  to  see  if  there  are 
any  hookworms  in  her  history. 
These  may  have  developed  in 
the  puppy  fetusss.  If  this  is  the 
case,  he  may  inoculate  the 
pups  to  kill  possible  worms. 

If  docking  tails  is  standard 
practice  for  your  dog's  breed, 
your  veterinarian  will  probably 
suggest  that  this  be  done  on 
the  fourth  day.  He  may  sug- 
gest removing  the  dew  claws, 
the  little  vestigial  "thumbs" 
on  a  dog's  "wrist"  that  are 
nothing  more  than  a  source  of 


irritation  and  infection. 

From  here  on  in,  the  mother 
should  take  care  of  everything. 
Just  watch  her,  and  weigh  the 
pups  daily  to  make  certain 
they're  all  getting  enough  to 
eat.  If  one  seems  short- 
changed, let  him  start  eating 
before  the  others.  If  the  litter 
is  exceptionally  large,  or  if  the 
pups  don't  seem  to  be  growing 
daily,  the  mother  may  have  an 
insufficient  milk  supply.  Con- 
tact your  veterinarian  for  a 
supply  of  supplemental  bitch's 
milk.  Cow's  milk  won't  do 
since  it  contains  only  about 
one-third  the  nutrients  of  the 
puppies'  natural  food. 

After  the  pups  are  about  a 
week  old,  the  mother  will  want 
to  get  away  from  them.  She 
needs  a  break.  Take  her  out 
and  play  with  her,  let  her  know 
she's  still  the  center  of  atten- 
tion. As  long  as  she's  with  the 
pups  enough  to  feed  them, 
she'sdoingherpart.  Afterthey 
are  about  three  or  four  weeks 
old,  you  can  help  her  out  by 
feeding  them  baby  cereal  and 
milk,  or  a  commercial  "puppy 
starter."  Weaning  time  comes 
pretty  fast.  You'll  want  to  find 
homes  for  the  pups  before 
they  eat  you  out  of  yours.   ■

How  to  install  a  prefab  fireplace 


If  you've  ever  spent  a  winter 
evening  mesmerized  by  the 
crackling,  popping  sounds  of 
burning  wood  and  the  sight  of 
flames  dancing  in  a  fireplace, 
you  know  how  pleasant  that 
can  be.  But  if  your  house  has  no 
fireplace,  what  then? 
INSTALL  A  PREFAB 

Prefab  fireplaces  come  in  a 
wide  variety  of  shapes,  colors, 
and  sizes.  Sold  in  kit  form,  they 
ate  easy  to  install  and  require 
no  special  tools  or  expertise. 
There's  one  that's  sure  to  suit 
your  taste  and  match  your 
room's  decor.  Don't  worry  about 
functional  differences;  there 
are  very  few,  except  for  the 
amount  of   wood   a   particular 
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fireplace  can  hold.  Plan  the  Id 
cation   in  the  room  with   bot 
function    and    appearance    i  hape 
mind.

To  illustrate  how  you  can  in  & 
stall  a  prefab  fireplace,  we'v<  k» 
chosen  a  house  with  simple  roo  BDisn 
construction— tar    and     grave  ' 
roofing  over  wood  decking  (set  m 
diagram   5).   The   roof   in   thi:  ' 
case  could  be  either  sloped,  a;  m 
drawn,  or  flat. 

When      you've      determinec  *^ 
where  you  want  the  fireplace  ptf 
take  a  pencil  and  outline  on  th« 
ceiling   the    perimeter   of    the  Eg 
base    support    housing.    Ther  p> 
drive  four  long  nails  up  through  jt 
the  ceiling,  one  on  each  corner  m 
of  the   outlined   area.   On   the  r 
roof,  mark  off  a  square  one  to  L 
two  inches  larger  on  each  side 
than  the  square  outlined  by  the 
protruding  nails.  Using  a  lino- 
leum knife,  cut  off  the  tar  and 
gravel     roofing,     or    shingles, 
within  the  square.  This  saves  »!l 
your  saw  from  being  gummed 
up  later.  Take  a  saber  or  key- 
hole saw  and  saw  the  outlined 
square  completely  through. 

You  should  have  an  opening 
approximately  18x18  inches,  Hi 
This  dimension  will  vary  ac- 
cording to  the  fireplace  you  se- 
lect. Then  cut  four  pieces  of 
2x4  lumber  to  use  as  headers 
for  the  opening.  Nail  each  board 
to  the  side  of  the  roof  decking 
(see  picture  1). 
SUPPORTING  PIPE  HOUSING 

Now  insert  the  galvanized 
metal  base  through  the  roof 
opening.  It  should  fit  snugly. 
Nail  the  housing  to  the  side  of 
the  header.  If  you  want  a  strong- 
er base,  cut  the  corners  of  the 
base  support,  bend  the  edges 
over  to  make  flaps,  and  nail  the 
flaps  to  the  top  of  the  header 
(see  picture  2).  The  chimney 
base  (see  picture  3)  sits  down 
in  the  base  support.  Four 
flanges,  one  on  each  side  of  the 
chimney  base  are  then  nailed 
to  the  header  through  the  base 
support. 
INSTALLING  THE  FLASHING 

In  order  that  the  flashing  be 
properly  aligned,  insert  the 
special  insulated  pipe  section 
onto  the  chimney  base  first. 
When  that's  done,  just  slip  the 
flashing  over  the  top  of  the  pipe 
and  set  the  flashing  down  on 
the  roof.  It  will  look  like  a  large

Then  cut  both  ceilin 
and  roof  openings  as  indicate 
before. 

The  base  support  in  this  s 
uation   will,   of  course,   be 
tached  to  the  ceiling.  The  sp€ 
cial  insulated  pipe  section  wi 
be    longer,    running   from    th 
chimney    top    down     to    anfl 
through  the  base  support. 

There's  no  need  to  add  an 
insulation  on  the  roof,  ceiling 
or   in   between.  The   insulatec 
pipe  section   is  actually  thre< 
pipes  in  one.  Clean  air  circu 
lates  through  two  of  the  pipe: 
to  keep  the  central  pipe— th« 
smoke-carrying   flue— down    tc 
an  acceptable  temperature. 
OTHER  ROOFS,  OTHER 
METHODS 

As  shown  in  diagrams  num 
ber  7  and  8,  there  are  other^situ 
ations  in  which  you  can  instal 
your  fireplace. 

With  any  fireplace  i 
tion,  check  first  with  loca 
ing  codes  for  standards.  You 
may  even  need  a  building  per 
mit.  In  most  cases,  codes  re 
quire  that  a  fireplace  be  set  not 
closer  than  24  inches  away 
from  a  combustible  wall  nor 
closer  than  18  inches  from 
noncombustible  wall.  You  can 
insulate yourwall  easily  enough 
by  using  bricks,  asbestos 
sheets,  or  ceramic  tiling 

Diagram  7  shows  a  fireplace 
installed  at  the  ridge  line  of  a 
single  deck  roof.

Before  the  buds  on  your  tre 
begin  to  swell,  check  carefu 
to    determine    what    pruni 
and  repairs  are  needed 
and   winter  winds  may   ha 
taken  their  toll,  and  you  ha 
too  much  invested  to  negle 
your  trees.  Remove  only  tho 
limbs  you  can  reach  from  t 
ground.  Pruning  in  the  top 
large  trees  needs  profession 
care  (consult  yellow  pages 
the  phone  book). 

1.  If  winter  storms  have  bro 
en  or  split  any  limbs,  cut  the 
off  as  soon  as  you  can  wo 
outdoors.  If  the  split  limb  \ 
small,  cut  off  flush  where 
arises  from  the  larger  lim 
using  pruning  shears  or  Ion 
handled  loppers.  If  limbs  a 
larger,  remove  with  a  saw 

2.  When  a  large  limb  needs 
be  removed,  make  three  sa 
cuts  as  illustrated.  First,  mal* 
a  cut  halfway  into  the  lim 
from  below  and  approximat 
ly  eight  inches  from  the  tre 
trunk.  Cut  two  should  be  mad 
from  above  and  a  couple  ( 
inches  farther  out.  Then  th 
limb  will  break  off  withoi 
tearing  bark  down  the  trunl 
Third,  cut  stub  off  flush  wit 
trunk  so  wound  will  heal 

3.  After  removing  a  limb  mor 
than  one  and  a  rfalf  inches  i 
diameter,  cut  away  a  triangl 
of  bark  below  and  abov 
wound,  as  shown.  The  resuH 
ing  elliptical  shape  speed 
healing.  Use  a  sharp  pocke 
knife  or  chisel,  depending  o 
how  thick  the  bark  is.  As  soo 
as  you've  cut  one  section,  coa| 
with  shellac,  especially  alon 
bark  edge— to  prevent  dryin 
of  regenerative  cells.  Repea 
for  second  section,  then  coa 
with  a  tree-wound  dressing. 

4.  When  a  limb  dies  or  a  stul 
is  left,  healing  is  not  possibk 
and  the  dead  section  must  b< 
removed,.  Otherwise,  rot  wil 
work  down  into  the  trunk 
eventually  destroying  the  tree 
Although  new  bark  will  grow 
out  a  little  way  on  the  deac 
limb,  it  could  be  concealing 
some  rot— so  make  a  broaC 
cut  back  into  sound  wood. 

5.  A  tree  with  a  sharp  V-shaped 
crotch  is  structurally  weak  and 
easily  subject  to  breaking 
You  can  prevent  trouble  by 
bracing  the  heavy  limbs  with 
a  screw  rod  near  the  crotch 
and  a  cable  wire  stretched 
between  the  two  main  limbs 
about  halfway  up  the  tree. 
You  can  rent  a  long  bit  to  bore 
the  hole  one-sixteenth  less  in] 
diameter  than  the  rod.  Attach 
cable  wire  to  lag  hooks  above 
to  hold  the  limbs.

Ten  common  misconceptions  about  headaches 


The  headache,  an  affliction  that  nine  out  of 
ten  persons  have  suffered,  has  been  a  com- 


panion of  man  since  recorded  time.  Medical 
science  has  stripped  away  much   of  head- 


ache's mystery,  but  a  multitude  of  misco\ 
ceptions  still  persist.  This  article  exposes  te\ 


Sinus  headaches  are  the 
most  common. 

Many  doctors  agree  that  the  majority  of 
persons  complainingabouta  headache  put 
the  blame  on  the  nasal  sinuses.  The  fact 
is  sinuses  seldom  are  the  cause  of  head- 
aches at  all.  If  you've  suffered  on  and 
off  for  weeks  or  months,  you  probably 
don't  have  a  sinus  headache.  Only  the 
acute,  sudden,  inflammatory  type  of  sinus 
trouble  is  guilty  of  causing  headaches. 
This  occurs  when  irritation  of  the  sinus 
mucous  membranes  and  congestion  cause 
excessive  pressure  upon  the  vessels  and 
nerves  within  the  membranes  of  the  nasal 
sinus  walls.  Chronic,  drawn-out  bouts  with 
sinus  trouble  seldom  cause  headaches. 

What  most  persons  call  a  sinus  headache 
actually  should  be  termed,  according  to 
medical  specialists,  a  vascular  headache. 

Vascular  (small  blood  vessel)  headaches 
make  up  90  percent  of  all  headaches,  ac- 
counting for  those  going  by  many  other 
names,  such  as  "allergic"  headache,  "eye- 
strain" headache,  "tension"  headache, 
and  even  "migraine"  headache.  All  of 
these  headaches  are  closely  related  be- 
cause they  cause  pain  in  the  same  way. 
Small  blood  vessels  inside  the  head  dilate 
and  press  on  sensitive  nerves,  with  the 
pressure  causing  the  pain.  Medical  author- 
ities estimate  that  the  remaining  ten  per- 
cent of  headaches  can  be  attributed  to 
body  injuries,  diseases,  or  infections. 

The  real  causes  of  vascular  headaches 
vary  widely.  For  example,  the  ears,  nose, 
eyes,  and  mouth  are  extremely  sensitive 
areas.  Pain  in  any  of  these  places  can  be 
transmitted  to  the  top  of  your  head  by 
nerves  in  associated  blood  vessels.  The 
sensitive  membranes  which  cover  the 
brain  and  line  the  skull  then  become  irri- 
tated and  produce  the  pain  we  commonly 
call  headache. 

By  far  the  most  typical  vascular-type 
headache  (accounting  for  a  surprising  70 
percent  of  the  total)  is  the  muscle  contrac- 
tion headache.  This  originates  in  the  mus- 
cles of  the  neck.  Often  called  a  tension  or 
nervous  headache,  it  is  usually  linked  to 
everyday  problems  or  anxieties.  Also,  it 
can  be  caused  from  a  strain  such  as  driv- 
ing during  bad  weather. 

Frequent  headaches  are  usually 
an  inherited  trait. 

Only  migraine.  In  at  least  half  the  cases  of 
migraine,  a  family  history  of  headaches 
can    be   traced.    Chances   are    higher,    of 
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course,,  if  both  parents  had  migraine.  This 
result  could  be  either  genetic  (physically 
passed  from  generation  to  generation  by 
certain  chromosomes)  or  environmental 
(acquired  because  of  your  way  of  life). 
Evidence  suggests  that  what  may  be  in- 
herited is  an  instability  of  the  involuntary 
nervous  system  which  regulates  blood  cir- 
culation in  the  cranium— that  part  of  the 
skull  which  contains  the  brain,  its  mem- 
branes, and  vessels.  However,  you  may 
not  have  such  a  family  background  and  be 
prone  to  migraine. 

Certain  people  have  a  "migraine 
personality." 

Many  people  prone  to  migraine  headaches 
appear  to  be  unyielding  perfectionists- 
meticulous,  methodical,  and  compulsive. 
Rigid  in  their  thinking,  they  seem  upset 
by  any  change.  They  resent  criticism.  They 
are  aggressive  and  competitive.  They  are 
constantly  on  edge,  even  at  social  gather- 
ings, and  they  never  seem  to  rest. 

The  surprising  fact  is  that  the  majority  of 
people  fitting  this  migraine  personality 
profile  do  not  suffer  headaches.  Moreover, 
there  are  significant  numbers  of  men  and 
women— not  perfectionists,  not  aggressive, 
not  compulsive— who  do  indeed  become 
chronic  migraine  victims. 

Severe  headaches  otten  mean  a 
brain  tumor. 

No.  Headaches  due  solely  to  brain  tumor, 
or  a  tumor  anywhere  within  the  skull,  are 
very  unusual.  Intensity  of  pain  itself  is  no 
reliable  guide  to  the  gravity  of  whatever  is 
disturbing  you. 

A  severe  headache  is  no  more,  and  no 
less,  likely  to  be  serious  than  a  mild  one. 
"The  significance  of  any  headache,"  says 
an  eminent  specialist,  "must  be  judged 
by  the  company  it  keeps."  It  could  reflect— 
with  other  related  symptoms— anything 
from  an  infection  to  a  head  injury.  But  as 
an  isolated  symptom,  a  severe  headache  is 
not  a  sure  sign  that  something  is  seriously 
wrong  with  you. 

How  do  you  know  when  a  headache  is 
serious?  Consider  these  questions.  Does 
the  headache  come  along  with  fever,  con- 
vulsions, vomiting,  or  weight  loss?  After  a 
blow  on  the  head,  does  the  pain  continue 
for  some  time?  Is  the  headache  accom- 
panied by  confusion  or  lessening  of  sensa- 
tions? Does  it  interfere  enough  with  nor- 
mal, effective  living  to  incapacitate  you? 
Has  your  sudden  severe  headache  come 


"out  of  the  blue,"  for  no  apparent  reasor 
Any  headache  that  is  connected  with 
pain  in  the  ear,  nose,  or  elsewhere  is  wortl 
investigation  by  your  doctor.  So  are  pef 
sistent  headaches  recurring  for  soml 
weeks  in  children  and  in  older  persons  wh| 
never  had  them  before. 

Don't  ignore  a  stubborn  headache  untl 
other  symptoms  develop.  It  may  be  too  latl 
then  for  effective  treatment.  If  you  see  you| 
doctor  early,  he  may  find  no  serious  prot 
lem  and  relieve  your  anxiety— or  refer  yo{ 
in  plenty  of  time  to  the  specialist  you  need| 

Only  X  rays  can  really  determine  the 
cause  of  headaches. 

No.  Most  of  the  time  your  doctor  can  quick 
ly  and  accurately  diagnose  the  cause  o 
your  headache  without  the  help  of  X  rays 
That's  also  true  for  an  electroencephalo 
gram  (EEG),  a  lumbar  puncture  (spina 
tap),  or  a  cerebral  angiogram,  other  clin 
ical  tests  of  the  brain  and  head  whic 
many  persons  wrongly  feel  are  needed  t 
discover  what's  causing  a  headache. 

What  your  doctor  really  needs  to  begin] 
with  is  a  thorough  and  accurate  persona 
history  of  a  II  aspects  of  your  headache.  This 
task  can  be  done  well  only  with  your  con 
scientious  help.  He'll  want  to  know,  for  ex 
ample,  precisely  when  the  headache  usual 
ly  starts— early  morning,  late  evening 
where  the  pain  is  located ;  what  does  it  fee 
like;  is  there  pain  in  other  parts  of  the 
body;  is  your  eyesight  affected;  how  long 
does  it  last;  how  do  you  feel  when  it's  over; 
how  often  does  it  happen;  and  how  long 
have  they  been  occurring.  Only  then  will 
he  decide  to  perform  tests— possibly  even 
X  rays— to  either  confirm  or  rule  out  what 
your  medical  history  suggests. 

Glasses  can  cure  many  headaches. 

Not  many  at  all,  in  fact.  Eyestrain  head- 
aches, upon  close  examination,  are  usually 
found  to  be  tension  headaches,  often 
linked  to  prolonged  strain.  Glasses  to  cure 
or  ward  off  headaches  may  be  purchased 
—or  changed— needlessly  if  you  don't 
eliminate  the  strain  in  your  personal  life 
which  is  really  causing  the  pain. 

In  older  persons,  however,  severe  head- 
aches apparently  related  to  eyes  should 
be  promptly  and  carefully  checked  by  a 
physician.  Glaucoma,  an  eye  disease  which 
is  progressively  blinding  if  not  treated 
promptly,  often  is  masked  by  symptoms 
of  migraine  headache.

What  a  second  income  really  means 


Today,  almost  one-third  of  American  families 
I  have  two  breadwinners.  Even  more  surprising 
|  are  these  figures: 
•  Of  working  wives,  one  in  three  has  children 
under  18.  One  in  four  has  children  under  six. 


•  Of  the  wives  who  work,  70  percent  are  em- 
ployed full  time. 

•  Over  half  of  our  college-educated  women 
hold  paying  jobs  after  marriage. 

•  The  wife  works  in  almost  half  the  families 


in  the  $12,000-to-$15,000  income  bracket. 
But  statistics  aside,  how  do  you  determine 
the  true  value  of  a  second  income?  Does  it 
really  pay  a  family  tohave  the  wifeand  mother 
work?  And  what  adjustments  must  they  make? 


What  does  the  wife's  income  contribute  to 
family  finances? 

For  some  families,  a  wife's  earnings  can 
mean  financial  survival— particularly  when 
a  husband  is  still  in  school  or  starting  his 
career.  Many  young  couples  depend  on  a 
second  income  when  planningfor  children, 
or  when  they  buy  their  first  home.  Later, 
two  paychecks  become  important  in  send- 
ing youngsters  to  college.  A  second  income 
also  can  be  especially  useful  when  a  hus- 
band's income  is  irregular— or  when  major 
medical  bills  or  accumulated  debts  crop  up. 
The  pressures  of  inflation,  coupled  with 
a  craving  for  a  "comfortable  living  stan- 
dard," may  make  a  second  income  desir- 
able—if not  essential.  Thus  many  families

earmark  a  wife's  earnings  for  "extras," 
from  a  redecorating  job  to  a  vacation  or  a 
second  car. 

The  wife's  actual  contribution  to  family 
finances  depends  on  how  much  she  earns 
over  what  it  costs  her  to  be  employed.  Even 
if  that  amounts  to  very  little,  she  may  con- 
tinue to  work  simply  because  she  wants  to 
work. 


How  much  is  gravy? 


Ask  practically  any  working  wife  why  she 
does  it,  and  she'll  list  extra  money  as  a 
prime  reason.  Yet  when  the  W-2  tax  forms 
are  in,  that  second  income  often  amounts 
to  far  less  than  most  families  expect. 

In  1966,  for  instance,  the  median  income

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$4,000.  Women  with  college  degrees  or 
advanced  training  who  work  in  technical 
fields  may  earn  far  more  than  this.  But 
women  without  special  training  and  skills 
must  work  at  lower-paying  jobs  and  find 
that  costs  eat  up  much  of  their  earnings. 
(Government  studies  show  that  working 
mothers  usually  net  between  50  and  60 
percent  of  gross  pay  after  taxes  and  job- 
related  expenses.) 

How  do  you  figure  the  value  of  a  second 
income?  Take  the  case  of  Bill  and  Marian 
Thompson,  who  live  in  a  metropolitan 
suburb.  He's  a  book  salesman  with  a  gross 
income  of  $12,000.  They  have  two  children 
—ages  five  and  seven. 

Last  year  Marian,  a  teacher,  decided  to 
go  back  to  work  full  time.  With  a  few  hours 
of  graduate  work  and  three  years  of  ex- 
perience, she  earns  $8,400  annually  as  a 
high  school  English  teacher.  The  Thomp- 
son's younger  child  goes  to  school  only 
half  days,  which  means  a  baby-sitter  for 
four  hours  each  day.  The  chart  at  left 
shows  how  Bill  and  Marian  figured  the 
value  of  her  income. 

In  addition  to  the  expenses  shown  on  the 
chart,  the  Thompsons  included  a  few  items 
that  are  difficult  to  estimate— such  as  the 
extra  cost  of  convenience  products,  jobs 
they  hired  someone  to  do,  losses  resulting 
from  hasty  shopping,  and  added  state  and 
city  income  taxes  caused  by  income  "pyra- 
miding." Marian  and  Bill  also  counted  in 
the  protection  and  investment  aspects  of 
her  job.  The  teacher's  pension  plan  helps 
build  family  savings,  and  insurance  and 
social  security  offer  more  protection. 

Working  conditions— hours,  vacations, 
and  location— weighed  in  favor  of  Marian's 
job  choice,  too.  She  could  be  home  most 
of  the  time  the  children  were  out  of  school. 
She  taught  nearby,  so  she  could  get  home 
quickly  in  an  emergency.

*  Before  Marian  went  to  work,  the  Thomp- 
sons' gross  annual  income  was  $12,000.  With 
the  standard  $1,000  deduction  and  a  $600 
exemption  for  each  family  member,  their 
taxable  income  was  $8,600.  They  paid  in- 
come tax  of  $1,663.20. 

Marian's  $8,400  salary  increased  their 
gross  income  to  $20,400.  With  the  same  de- 
ductions and  exemptions,  taxable  income 
was  increased  to  $17,000  and  income  taxes 
rose  to  $3,894— an  increase  of  $2,230.80. 
Of  that  amount,  $1,436.40  was  withheld 
from  Marian's  salary,  leaving  $794.40  to 
be  paid. 

Thus  Marian's  earnings  increased  gross 
family  income  by  70  percent  and  resulted  in 
a  134  percent  tax  boost.  The  Thompsons 
figured  the  additional  tax  as  part  of  Marian's 
cost  of  working.

But  every  situation  is  differ- 
ent. Job  benefits  for  some 
wives  include  liberal  pension 
plans  and  stock  options,  dis- 
counts on  merchandise,  or  in- 
surance. Others  don't. 

Can  a  second  income  cause 
financial  problems? 

Occasionally,  financial  prob- 
lems develop  from  a  second 
income.  One  is  the  failure  to 
make  provisions  for  getting 
along  without  two  incomes. 
This  is  most  typical  in  the 
early  years  of  a  marriage.  Fre- 
quently a  wife  works  until  she 
has  her  first  child.  The  couple 
—accustomed  to  a  two-pay- 
check living  standard— find 
one  check  won't  cover  the 
budget  needs.  To  make  mat- 
ters worse,  expenses  increase 
with  the  first  child. 

The  transition  to  a  lower  in- 
come is  easier  if  you  try  this 
preventive  medicine: 

•  Use  the  husband's  earnings 
for  regular  living  expenses. 

•  Limit  long-term  obligations 
to  amounts  that  can  be  paid 


out  of  his  income. 

•  Set  aside  part  of  the  wife's 
sa  lary  to  meet  major  expenses 
of  having  children,  buying  a 
home,  and  other  basic  costs. 

•  Use  part  of  the  wife's  earn- 
ings for  durable  goods  that  are 
tough  to  buy  on  one  check. 

•  Adopt  a  standard  of  living 
that  works  for  a  single  income. 

Another  problem  often 
stemsfrom  overestimatingthe 
net  worth  of  a  second  income. 
Very  often,  couples  forget  ex- 
tra expenses  when  a  wife 
works,  and  think  only  of  extra 
income.  The  result  is  over- 
spending: It's  an  easy  mistake 
to  correct,  as  the  Thompsons 
did,  by  comparing  income 
against  expenses  and  deduc- 
tions on  paper. 

Two-income  families  also  can 
develop  problems  dividing 
money.  Who  pays  for  what? 
Will  bank  accounts  be  joint? 

Financial  experts  generally 
agree  that  sharing  is  essential 
for  the  successful  manage- 
ment of  two  incomes.  Dis- 
agreements are  sure  to  crop 
up  when  income  is  considered 
"mine"  and  "yours,"  rather 
than  "ours." 

Some  families  prefer  treat- 
ing two  incomes  as  one,  and 
pay  bills  accordingly.  Others 


agree  to  divide  income  and  ex- 
penses; the  wife  pays  for 
household  items,  food,  cloth- 
ing, and  incidentals,  and  the 
husband  takes  care  of  the  rent 
or  mortgage,  the  insurance, 
auto  maintenance,  and  invest- 
ments. Many  couples  decide 
to  pay  living  costs  with  the 
husband's  income  and  use  the 
wife's  earnings  for  family  ex- 
tras. Some  even  put  virtually 
all  the  net  second  income  into 
savings  and  investments. 

It  always  pays  couples  to  sit 
down  and  decide  what  goals 
are  important.  While  everyone 
has  preferences,  practically 
all  of  us  have  basic  goals  in 
common— educating  our  chil- 
dren, having  a  comfortable 
home,  protecting  ourselves 
against  financial  disa'ster. 

A  personal  allowance  is  an- 
other way  to  avoid  money  ar- 
guments. Almost  everyone— 
even  a  child— needs  some 
money  to  spend  or  save  as  he 
pleases  without  a  penny-by- 
penny  accounting.  Itgiveshim 
a  sense  of  independence,  and 
provides  an  outlet  for  limited 
frivolous  spending  without 
jeopardizing  family  finances. 
Another  problem  that  comes 
with  a  second  income  is  "I- 
owe-it-to-myself"  spending, 
particularly  by  a  working  wife. 
Now  and  then  a  woman  who 
works  at  a  full-time  job  and 
maintains  her  home  as  well 


feels  entitled  to^a  number  of 
luxuries— an  expensive  dress, 
shoes  that  aren't  really  neces- 
sary, frequent  trips  to  the  hair- 
dresser, extra  household  help. 
As  noted  before,  too  much  of 
this  may  reach  beyond  the 
money  she  brings  in. 
When  a  wife  earns  more  than 
her  husband,  this  can  spawn 
trouble.  Often,  a  woman's 
earning  capacity  peaks  early 
in  her  career,  while  a  man's 
earning  power  is  greater  later 
on.  In  such  cases,  a  man  may 
not  be  concerned  if  he  earns 
less  than  his  wife. 

When  it's  a  permanent  situ- 
ation, a  wife's  earnings  can  be- 
come a  threat  to  her  husband 
—and  theirmarriage.  Then  it's 
important  for  them  to  face 
facts.  How  important  is  the 
money?  Does  it  really  matter 
who  earns  it?  Are  there  com- 
pensating factors  in  his  posi- 
tion—stature, responsibilities, 
future  opportunities?  Unless 
she  handles  it  tactfully,  a  wife 
who  earns  more  than  her  hus- 
band may  sacrifice  happiness 
for  success  on  the  job. 


What  about  the  family? 

A  husband's  attitude  toward 
his  wife's  working  is  perhaps 
the  most  important  considera- 
tion. Few  married  women  can 
manage   a   full-time   job   and

Sim- 
ply flip  the  tabletop  to  its  full  size, 
Bookshelves,  which  hold  stereo,  Tif- 
fany glass,  and  choice  volumes,  can 
be  cleared  at  table  level  to  receive 
serving  pieces.  Tiffany  glass  panel, 
which  is  backlighted,  gives  room  a 
magnificent  focal  point. 
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Left :  A  gently  curved  bay  is  a  choice 
spot  for  dining  since  its  very  shape 
suggests  a  sense  of  separation  and 
semi  privacy.  Here  the  simplicity  of 
Danish-designed  table  and  chairs  is 
enriched  by  the  luster  of  natural  wood 
flooring  and  a  backdrop  of  burnished 
gold  draperies.

With  a  premix  of 
cement  and  sand,  you  can  manufacture  one  at  a 
time  very  easily.  As  you  set  them  in  place,  scrape 
away  or  add  dirt  so  the  whole  stepping  surface  is 
well  supported.  Then  spread  the  gravel  and  tamp 
it  into  place— and  be  sure  to  order  enough  to  cover 
your  walk  areas  thoroughly.

Above:  Only  eight  feet  in  diameter,  a  concrete 
disk  like  this  will  make  a  great  focal  point  in 
your  garden.  You'll  need  to  remove  enough  dirt 
to  allow  for  concrete  four  inches  thick;  then  build 
your  form.  Cut  strips  of  half-inch  plywood  and  bend 
to  the  arc  by  nailing  the  strips  to  stakes  on 
the  outside  of  the  circle.  To  get  an  exposed 
aggregate  surface,  you'll  need  either  a  concrete 
contractor  or  some  experience.  Briefly,  you 
get  a  surface  like  this  by  sprinkling  gravel  on 
after  the  concrete  is  floated,  then  embedding  it 
with  the  flat  side  of  a  2x4.  The  surface  is  then 
floated  again  and  allowed  to  begin  curing.  The 
final  step  is  to  hose  the  surface  and  brush  it 
with  a  wire  brush  at  just  the  right  time— and 
leave  enough  concrete  to  hold  the  gravel  firmly. 


Above:  Use  a  combination  of  readily  available 
concrete  products  to  solve  a  screening-walkway 
problem.  This  is  a  service  entrance  that  once 
exposed  the  clutter  to  full  view.  Now  the 
privacy  screen  of  pierced  concrete  blocks  hides 
the  clutter,  and  precast  concrete  rounds  lead 
traffic  to  the  door  beautifully.  First,  shop 
for  the  pierced,  decorative  blocks— they  vary  in 
design  from  one  locality  to  another,  but  a 
wide  variety  is  available  everywhere.  A  concrete 
footing  is  required  for  a  wall  like  this;  you  may 
want  to  cap  it  off  with  a  row  of  2-inch-thick 
blocks.  The  concrete  rounds  are  available 
from  many  garden  supply  retailers  in  a  variety 
of  sizes  and  colors.  Simply  set  them  in  place 
and  surround  with  gravel  or  other  ground  cover. 


Right:  When  you  use  decorative  concrete  blocks 
for  outdoor  furniture,  the  job  goes  amazingly 
fast.  For  a  permanent,  easy-care  table  like  this, 
shop  for  the  blocks  first.  (Each  leg  is  just 
two  blocks,  mortared  together.)  Then  simply 
place  them  on  your  patio  or  deck  and  finish  the 
project  with  a  wood  top.  This  one  is  made  of 
select  cedar  1x2s  that  need  no  finishing.  The  top 
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boards— nailed  to  1x4  braces  underneath— 
simply  rest  on  the  concrete  blocks.  You  can  build 
benches  and  smaller  tables  just  as  easily;  just 
plan  the  wood  parts  to  be  heavy  enough  so 
they'll  stay  in  place.  Or,  you  can  nail  2x2 
cleats  to  the  bottom  of  the  tabletops  to  fit 
over  the  blocks.  You'll  be  rewarded  with  furniture 
that  won't  need  attention  for  years.

Time  was  when  everyone  thought  of  concrete  as  a  good 
but  most  unglamorous  building  material.  Not  so  today— when 
it's  used  in  the  imaginative  ways  we  show.  From  small 
projects  to  a  whole  house,  concrete  has  a  lot  to  offer.

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Left:  For  many  a  terrace  or  patio,  the  best  answer  is 
concrete.  But  how  do  you  avoid  making  yours  just, 
another  "driveway"  in  the  backyard?  "this  patio  does 
it  without  any  of  the  harshness  or  monotony  of  smoc 
concrete— and  the  reason  is  the  finishing  treatment 
The  aggregate  here,  pea  gravel,  was  exposed  during 
final  stages.  As  a  result,  there  are  no  mirror-like 
reflections  of  direct  sun,  and  the  shaded  portion  is 
welcoming  and  cool.  The  screen  over  the  latter  area 
slatted  so  that  about  fifty  percent  of  sun's  rays  come 
through.  For  all  its  glamour,  this  outdoor  living  area 
has  all  the  long-wearing  and  easy-care  qualities  of 
ordinary  concrete.

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Lett:  Have  you  ever  wistfully  wished  that  your  lawn  w 
concrete  instead  of  grass?  This  photograph  shows  yo 
how  it  can  be  done— beautifully.  Our  scene  could  hav 
been  the  typical  straight  concrete  walk  and  grass 
situation,  but  instead  it's  a  wide,  welcoming  area  tha 
requires  no  mowing  at  all.  (Using  concrete  in 
combination  with  another  material  lifted  this  project 
far  above  a  simple  slab.)  The  walkway  itself  is  define 
by  flagstones,  set  into  the  concrete  in  much  the  sam 
way  as  the  pebbles  that  give  the  overall  texture.  If  yo 
have  a  problem  approach  at  your  house,  you  can 
map  out  a  solution  much  like  this  one.  Start  by  defini 
the  plant  areas,  and  let  them  establish  the  shape  of 
the  concrete  section.  Then  plan  the  walkway— you 
may  want  to  choose  a  direct  route  like  this,  or  you  ca 
work  in  a  curve  for  added  interest.  It's  a  good  idea  to  j 
design  a  barely  noticeable  slope  so  water  will  drain 
away  easily.  Then  choose  your  plantings:  these  inclucf* 
Wiltoni  juniper,  sand  myrtle,  spreading  yew, 
cotoneaster,  and  Chinese  holly.  Yellow  and  purple 
violas  and  dwarf  marigolds  add  some  very  important 
touches  of  color.

Left:  Concrete  rounds  are  the  easiest  way  to  get  an 
outdoor  surface  with  the  greatest  possible  flexibility— 
whether  you're  planning  a  terrace,  a  walk,  or  simply 
an  unusual  ground  cover.  When  you  buy  them  precast, 
most  of  the  work  is  already  done  for  you.  All  that's 
necessary  is  to  level  the  ground  and  tamp  the  rounds 
in  place.  Then  fill  in  the  spaces  with  pebbles  of  your 
choice.  If  you  want  to  insure  that  the  pebbled  areas  wilfcr 
forever  be  free  of  weeds,  lay  down  a  sheet  of 
polyethylene  film  before  you  begin.  You  can  do  any 
size  area  this  way,  spacing  the  rounds  as  close  as  you 
like.  The  larger  the  area,  the  more  care  you  should 
take  in  maintaining  a  level  surface.  If  you  have  a  slighter 
slope,  use  a  builder's  level  attached  to  a  straight,  mi 

8-foot- long  2x4.  Then  you  can  add  or  remove  dirt  as  yoiev 
work.

/orks  especially  well  on  a  slope.  The  grade 
t  left  prevented  the  use  of  wood;  yet  the  slope 
n  the  right  made  concrete  impractical.  So  this 
/as  the  answer:  the  redwood  4x4s  were  installed 
n  a  V-shaped  concrete  footing  and  laminated 
ogether  with  long  spikes.  Then  they  were  wrapped 
/ith  polyethylene  film.  Next  came  the  concrete 
/ith  the  4x4s  serving  as  part  of  the  forms.  The 
ilastic  film  kept  the  wood  stain-free  while  the 
oncrete  was  first  poured  and  then  hosed  and 
/ire-brushed  to  expose  the  pebbles.  The  other

evel.  You  can  use  this  idea  when  you  need  a 
ross  between  a  concrete  terrace  and  a  wood 
leek— and  you'll  get  the  best  of  both.

Above:  It's  easy  to  get  a  plain,  rectangular  patio 
with  concrete.  But  how  do  you  add  texture  and 
an  interesting  shape  without  spending  a  fortune 
for  labor  or  materials?  This  idea  shows  you  how- 
start  with  precast  round  stepping-stones,  then 
pour  regular  concrete  mix  in  around  them.  These 
rounds  range  from  18  inches  to  four  feet  in 
diameter,  and  they  were  artfully  arranged  before 
the  rest  of  the  patio  was  poured.  Their  texture 
contrasts  pleasantly  with  the  smooth  surface 
around  them.  Note  that  some  were  placed  so 
they  jut  out  from  the  edge,  like  the  large  one  in 
the  foreground.  You  can  use  the  circles  to  help 
you  achieve  some  special  effects,  too— repeat 
the  pattern  with  an  open  circle  around  an  existing 
tree,  for  instance,  or  plan  a  round  opening  so 
you  can  dig  out  a  circular  firepit. 
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Above:  Just  how  handsome  concrete  can  be  depends 
on  the  forms  it  is  poured  into.  This  fireplace 
proves  concrete  is  exciting  even  inside  the 
house.  The  forms  were  rough-textured  boards; 
as  the  concrete  hardened  inside  them,  it  took 
on  the  vertical  lines  and  the  handsome  texture 
you  see  now.  The  forms  also  made  this  interesting 
overall  shape  possible,  and  the  appearance 
is  almost  sculptured.  The  cantilevered  wood  box 
on  the  right  is  reinforced  by  metal  rods. 
The  facing  above  the  opening  is  slate— and 
the  opening  serves  both  the  formal  area  on  this 
side  and  the  more  informal,  sunken  conversation 
area  on  the  other. 

Center  above:  The  same  types  of  board  forms  were 
used  for  the  combination  privacy  screen  and 
retaining  wall  outside  (this  close-up  gives  you  a 
good  look  at  the  rich  texture).  The  wall  is  eight 
inches  thick  and  is  capped  by  a  two-inch-thick 
concrete  slab.  In  this  case,  the  form  included  a 


void  to  create  a  spot  for  the  light  fixture; 
an  electrical  conduit  was  put  in  place  before 
the  concrete  was  poured.  This  placement  of  a 
light  fixture  is  a  good  idea  no  matter  what  type 
of  privacy  screen  you  might  want  to  construct: 
wiring  is  easy  to  conceal,  the  fixture  is  at  the 
right  height  to  provide  comfortable  illumination, 
and  it's  well  protected  against  breakage. 
Right  above:  This  overall  view  of  the  terrace 
shows  the  versatility  of  concrete  walls  outside. 
They  help  create  privacy  and  serve  as  retaining 
walls  in  certain  spots,  when  necessary.  All  the 
structures  here  offer  the  long  years  of  strength 
and  durability  of  concrete— and  they  will  never 
require  maintenance.  The  upper  level  of  the  terrace 
at  the  right  joins  the  house  at  the  main  floor  level. 
It  was  planned  for  outdoor  dining;  the  lower 
terrace  helps  bridge  the  gap  between  the  house 
and  the  yard  below.  It's  large  enough  for  a  whole 
group  of  guests  to  enjoy— and  secluded  enough

for  a  solitary  nap  in  the  sun.  The  entire  floor 
is  slate,  set  onto  a  bed  of  concrete,  and  is 
also  impervious  to  the  weather. 
Left:  Although  this  entry  hall  floor  appears  to  be 
made  of  paving  tiles,  it's  ordinary  concrete,  tinted 
and  then  "stamped"  with  special  forms.  The 
surface  was  poured  and  floated  in  the  usual 
way.  The  color  was  added  at  this  point  and  then 
the  concrete  was  troweled  to  get  the  smooth  face. 
Then  the  form— like  a  giant  cast-aluminum  cookie 
cutter— is  placed  on  top  of  the  concrete  and 
tamped  to  the  proper  depth.  The  form  is  then 
lifted  and  placed  for  the  next  row.  This  process 
can  also  be  used  for  outdoor  surfaces.  The  tile 
lines  here  are  grouted,  although  it  is  not  absolutely 
necessary.  (The  grouting  is  a  separate  operation, 
done  after  the  concrete  hardens.)  Other  patterns 
based  on  this  type  of  forming  produce  a 
variety  of  running  bond  and  irregular  cobblestone 
effects  in  much  the  same  manner. 
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Below:  Concrete  blocks  to  a  sympathetic  architect- 
like  clay  to  an  artist— may  be  the  homely  beginning 
of  a  very  handsome  creation.  This  house  uses 
concrete  blocks  (reinforced  with  steel  and 
cement)  as  the  primary  structural  material.  The 
strength,  insulation,  and  economy  of  the  blocks 
make  them  a  desirable  material— one  needs  only  a 


good  design  to  make  them  exceptionally  attractive. 

Because  of  the  single-wall  construction,  the 
blocks  serve  as  the  interior  finish— avoiding 
painting  and  trimming  costs.  They  can  be  put 
together  quickly  and  easily,  sizably  reducing  labor 
costs.  The  concrete  floor  tiles  are  another  plus; 
they're  inexpensive  and  maintenance-free.

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Amazing  new  blocks  that  need  no  mortar! 
Left:  These  new  concrete  blocks  are  just  now 
becoming  available.  The  difference  is  their  shape 
and  the  fact  that  they  can  be  laid  up  into  a  wall 
without  mortar.  The  blocks  come  in  two  basic  shapes 
called  "feet"  and  "shoes."  They  fit  together  so 
the  double  V-grooves  on  the  ends,  top,  and  bottom 
interlock  in  keystone  fashion.  Other  "feet"  and  "shoe" 
shapes  provide  for  corners  and  ends.  For  a  house  or 
garage,  you'd  need  a  conventional  footing;  the  first 
course  of  these  blocks  would  be  bolted  to  it  as  in 
conventional  construction.  With  the  first  course  in 
place, the  rest  is  easy— the  grooves  insure  that  the 
walls  will  be  straight  and  true.  It  is  simply  a  matter  of 
stacking  them  up.  For  a  complete  seal  against  outside 
moisture,  two  beads  of  asphalt  emulsion  sealer  can 
be  placed  in  the  two  outer  grooves  with  a  caulking 
gun  as  each  course  is  laid.  The  blocks  can  be 
manufactured  with  any  current  concrete  block- 
making  machinery— all  that's  required  are  new  molds 
to  provide  for  the  grooves.  Although  they  cost  about 
the  same  as  conventional  blocks,  they  are  smaller 
(6x12  inches)  so  more  are  needed  in  a  given  area. 
But  the  savings  in  mortar  and  labor  more  than 
compensate,  and  total  job  costs  are  greatly  reduced. 
The  key  to  the  strength  of  a  wall  built  with  the  new 
blocks  lies  in  the  grooves— tests  have  shown  that 
more  lateral  force  is  required  to  break  them  apart 
than  to  break  loose  a  mortar  joint  on  a  conventional 
block  wall.  These  blocks  will  be  ideal  for  small, 
do-it-yourself  projects.  Planters,  fences,  and 
retaining  walls  will  all  be  much  easier.  Unfortunately, 
these  blocks  are  not  yet  widely  available— but  as 
more  local  block  makers  obtain  the  molds,  they'll 
be  sold  almost  everywhere. 

Handsome  new  finishes  with  an  abrasive  process! 

Left:  Some  day  soon,  you  might  be  using  this  ordinary 
concrete  block  with  its  not-so-ordinary  finish.  The 
unique  and  striking  appearance  of  this  block  is  the 
result  of  a  new  abrasive  process.  Fed  into  a  specially 
designed  machine,  ordinary  concrete  blocks  pass 
through  a  large  surface  grinder  with  abrasive  belts 
that  "sandpaper"  the  blocks  to  a  smooth  finish. 
The  aggregate  surface  of  the  block  emerges  with  an 
appearance  very  similar  to  that  of  terrazzo.  Different 
aggregate  mixes  vary  the  finish,  so  you'll  be  able  to 
buy  a  wide  variety  of  decorative  finishes  to  mix 
and  match  for  your  building  projects.  Clear  sealants 
can  be  used  on  the  ground  surface  to  enhance  the 
decorative  effect  and  cut  down  on  maintenance. 
The  four  swatches  at  left  show  you  different  aggregate 
mixes.  The  areas  at  the  bottom  are  untreated; 
the  middle  areas  have  been  ground;  and  the  top 
areas  have  been  ground  and  coated  with  a  sealant. 
Their  sparkle  finish  makes  them  attractive  enough 
to  use  inside  or  out.  Their  "non-concrete"  look 
makes  them  handsome  enough  for  a  family  room 
interior,  and  their  waterproof  surface  is  perfect  for  a 
backyard  workshop  or  garage.  The  extra  cost  is  not 
great— certainly  much  less  than  for  other  concrete 
block  finishes. 
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Trees  for 
problem  locations 


If  you've  had  trouble  getting  a  tree  to  grow  well,  chances  are  you 
have  chosen  the  wrong  kind  for  your  soil  or  location.  Since  a  tree 
represents  a  sizable  outlay  in  money  and  care,  it  will  pay  you  to 
cultivate  the  type  that's  best  suited  to  the  spot  you  have  in  mind. 
Take  time  now  to  study  your  property  and  determine  what  your

particular  problems  are— soil  too  wet  or  too  dry,  open  space  un- 
protected from  cold  winds,  lack  of  shade.  By  analyzing  your 
needs,  you  can  avoid  the  disappointment  of  buying  a  tree  that 
just  doesn't  measure  up  to  the  job— and  the  expense  of  having  it 
removed  and  replaced.  Here  are  some  tips  to  guide  you. 


Marshall's  seedless  ash  does  well  in  dry-soil  areas  that  are  hard 
to  keep  watered,  such  as  an  open  southern  exposure  or  west 
slope.  The  disfiguring  seed  pods  of  other  ash  trees  are  absent, 
so  you'll  escape  a  litter  problem.  Other  choices  are  box  elder 
and  sophora— in  warm  areas,  crape-myrtle  and  olive. 
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Small  shade  trees  serve  a  double  purpose  on  today's  pocket-size 
properties.  They  protect  the  house  from  the  elements  and  cut  down 
the  indoor  summer  temperature.  In  addition,  they  provide  natural 
air  conditioning.  A  corkscrew  willow  does  the  job  here — or  you 
might  choose  Russian  olive  or  Amur  maple. 
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If  you  want  an  effective  windbreak  to  protect  your  house,  the  Nor- 
way spruce  will  provide  it.  A  solid  row  can  also  double  as  a  pri- 
vacy screen.  If  you  plant  the  trees  about  six  feet  apart,  branches 
will  intermingle  and  cut  down  force  of  the  wind.  You  could  also 
use  red-cedar  or  arborvitae  for  the  same  purpose. 


For  low  wet  ground  or  along  banks  where  there  is  water,  you  can't 
find  a  more  graceful  northern  tree  than  the  weeping  willow.  How- 
ever the  picturesque  look  of  the  willow's  long  arching  branches 
does  not  suit  every  landscape.  You  may  prefer  a  larch,  holly,  red 
maple,  or  sweet  gum  for  your  particular  scheme.

The  ginkgo  is  a  perfect  tree  for  city  use  any- 
where. Anything  that  has  survived  over 
150,000,000  years  has  to  be  tough— and  it 
is.  It  even  resists  air  pollution.  Unique  fan- 
shaped  leaves  turn  yellow  in  fall  and  drop 
quickly,  so  there's  no  drawn-out  raking 
chore.  Other  smog-resistant  trees  include 
ash,  cedar,  and  cypress. 

A  very  small  space  can  often  present  a  big 
problem.  Solve  it  by  planting  a  tree  of 
appropriate  size  (a  large  shrub  could  be- 
come too  dense  and  overpowering)  that  is 
scaled  to  the  adjacent  area  and  house. 
Here,  a  Japanese  maple  fits  admirably  into 
a  nine-foot-square  area  without  impeding 
traffic— and  it  doesn't  require  constant 
pruning  to  keep  it  in  bounds.  Dogwood,  red- 
bud,  or  crabapple  are  also  suitable. 
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Hedges  that 
solve  problems

Whether  your  problem  is  lack  of  privacy,  or  a  less-than-idyllic 
view,  or  another  landscape  headache,  chances  are  good  you  can 
solve  it  handily  with  a  hedge.  The  initial  cost  is  usually  quite  rea- 
sonable, and  you  can  count  on  your  hedge  season  after  season. 
Here  are  some  tips  on  which  hedge  to  plant  where.

BELOW:  A  hedge  is  useful  for  separating  two  areas  within  a  yard, 
such  as  a  cutting  garden  (often  in  disarray)  from  the  outdoor- 
living  area.  Here,  a  boxwood  hedge  allows  enjoyment  of  flowers 
from  the  patio  but  when  bloom  is  gone,  unattractive  foliage  is 
hidden.  Clavey's  honeysuckle  makes  an  excellent  hedge,  too.

This  everblooming  Eutin  rose  hedge  marks  the  drive- 
way, directs  foot  traffic  to  the  front  door,  and  keeps  car 
wheels  off  the  lawn.  It  is  one  of  the  hardiest  and  freest- 
blooming  of  low-growing  roses.  If  you  prefer  a  taller 
hedge,  use  Betty  Prior,  a  pink  floribunda. 


This  rose-of-sharon  hedge  provides  privacy  for  a  patio 
by  screening  off  a  neighboring  driveway.  Control  size 
of  this  late-summer  bloomer  by  spring  pruning.  If  you 
do  it  later,  you'll  sacrifice  flowers.  The  hedge  is  avail- 
able in  white,  violet,  pink,  and  blue.

If  you  want  a  hedge  that  is  simple  to  keep  low  for  de- 
fining a  terrace,  hardy  Korean  boxwood  is  ideal.  Red- 
leaved  barberry  adds  to  height  for  privacy  from  neigh- 
bors, and  contrasts  beautifully  in  color  and  texture 
with  the  boxwood.  A  good  substitute  edging  is  com- 
pact-growing lodense  privet.  If  you  need  complete 
privacy,  then  you  should  use  pfitzer  junipers.

A  hedge  makes  a  good  line  of  demarcation  between 
two  pieces  of  property.  If  it's  dense  enough,  it  keeps 
youngsters  and  dogs  from  making  shortcuts.  Feijoa 
(pineapple  guava)  is  a  dependable  broadleaved  ever- 
green for  warm  climates.  Grape-holly  (mahonia)  could 
also  be  used  (for  more  informal  effect).  In  cold  areas,

If  you  plant  different  varieties  of  zinnias,  you  can  cut  bloom  for 
months  and  months  and  still  have  a  continuous  color  show  in  your 
garden.  All  it  takes  is  a  few  packets  of  seeds — a  small  investment 
for  a  big  return.  You  can  buy  started  plants  of  many  flowers 
nowadays,  but  zinnias  are  seldom  available — because  they  don't 


transplant  too  well.  But  you  don't  need  them  started  for  you — 
they're  so  easy  to  grow  from  seed.  Choose  the  kinds  you  like 
and  plant  when  soil  gets  warm  to  stay — and  as  late  as  mid-July. 
Few  flowers  will  reward  you  so  lavishly  in  hot,  dry  locations,  or 
give  you  so  much  cutting  material  for  indoor  use. 


1.  Lilliputs  are  small  but  they  cover  12-  to  18- 
inch  plants  with  brilliant  color.  2.  Cut-and- 
come-agains  are  larger,  and  the  more  you  cut 
the  more  they  bloom.  3.  Cupids  are  real  dwarfs 
— for  borders  and  miniature  arrangements.  4. 


These  quilled,  informal,  five-inch  giants  are 
available  in  orange,  pink,  yellow,  or  red.  5. 
Whirligig  produces  amazing  bicolors  three  to 
four  inches  across.  6.  For  a  formal  accent, 
grow  some  flat-petaled,  dahlia-flowered  kinds.

FAR  LEFT:  In  spite  of  their  size, 
the  Tetra  zinnias  in  the  center  of  this 
bed  are  still  suitable  for  small  areas. 
The  plants  grow  to  only  two  and  a 
half  feet.  But  because  of  the  weight 
of  their  flowers,  you'd  do  well 
to  stake  them  against  wind  and  rain. 
They're  mildew  resistant,  which 
makes  them  a  great  boon.  However, 
mildew  isn't  all  that  great  a  problem 
with  zinnias.  You  can  control  it  with  a 
specific  fungicide.  Good  companions 
for  big  Tetras  are  Persian  Carpet — 
with  carefree  color  combinations. 
LEFT:  Something  new  and  something 
old.  The  cherry-reds  are  Lipstick,  a 
new  addition  to  the  Zenith  class,  also 
represented  by  another  shade  of  red, 
two  oranges,  rosy  pink,  yellow. 
Flowers  measure  some  five  inches 
and  more  across.  The  small  yellows 
are  Lilliputs.  They  won't  stop 
blooming  till  frost  hits  them.  If 
you  don't  like  yellow  and  red  as 
a  combination,  select  pink,  rose, 
or  white.  Thanks  to  the  blends 
of  colors  available  among  zinnias, 
you  can  have  any  scheme  you  want.

What  if  you  graduated  second  from  the  bottom 
of  your  kindergarten  class  in  paper  pasting? 
These  crafts  are  strictly  for  you!  We  designed 
them  especially  for  the  novice  who's  had  a 
yearning  to  try  his  or  her  fumbling  fingers— 
and  thinks  the  results  will  be  a  complete  dis- 
aster. Just  try  these  four  projects  and  you'll 
find  you've  suddenly  gone  pro!  Complete  how- 
to  instructions  are  with  each  project.  First  as- 
semble the  necessary  materials  and  read  the 
instructions  thoroughly.  Then  give  yourself 
plenty  of  time  to  finish  each  step. 


Yam  flowers 


Even  if  you're  all  thumbs  and  none  of  them  is 
green,  you  can  "grow"  these  flamboyant  yarn 
flowers.  To  clean,  just  dust  them  with  a  hair- 
brush. Start  by  assembling  your  garden-variety 
materials:  an  assortment  of  different  colored 
yarns,  wire,  florist  tape,  spray  adhesive,  card- 
board, scissors,  and  a  hairbrush.  Cut  three 
sizes  of  cardboard,  6  inches  x  3  inches,  4 
inches  x  3  inches,  and  2  inches  x  3  inches. 
These  are  the  three  basic  sizes  you  need  to 
make  this  showy  bouquet  of  bogus  flowers. 


Wrap  each  rectangle 
with  a  different  color 
yarn.  Cut  yarn  at  both 
ends,  tie  tightly  in  center. 
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Spread  out  yarn  in  circle. 
With  regular  hairbrush, 
brush  in  short  strokes 
away  from  center. 


Spray  back  of  medium 
flower  with  white  glue, 
press  onto  large  one.  Re- 
peat with  pompon. 


For  stem,  use  coat  hang- 
er or  wire.  Attach  to  back 
with  loop  of  yarn.  Cover 
wire  with  florist  tape. 


For  leaf,  wrap  yarn  on 
six-inch  cardboard.  Cut 
one  end,  tie  other.  Brush 
and  trim  to  shape. 
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Couching 

Quaint  snail-design  couching  (a  tradi- 
tionally time-consuming  occupation) 
doesn't  proceed  at  a  snail's  pace  if 
you  use  our  method!  In  this  coordinat- 
ed bolster  and  window  treatment,  the 
designs  are  worked  with  gift-tie  yarn 
and  then  stitched  down  with  embroi- 
d?ry  floss.  To  make  stitching  easier, 
we've  outlined  our  designs  with  white 
glue,  then  laid  the  yarn  on  the  glue. 
Tnis  delightfully  unethical  trick  se- 
cures the  yarn  in  place  so  the  actual 
switching  takes  minutes  rather  than 
hjurs. 

The  snail  designs  are  easy-to-draw 
spirals.  To  achieve  different  effects, 
place  yarn  spirals  closer  together 
or  farther  apart.  For  a  heavier,  more 
solid-looking  snail,  coil  the  yarn  close 
together.  Besides  our  regulation 
couching  stitch  (straight  across  the 
yarn)  you  can  achieve  dramatic  ef- 
fects with  a  cross-stitch  or  a  button- 
hole stitch.  Use  extra  stitches  on  cor- 
ners, curves,  and  points.  And  the  ends 
will  have  to  be  stitched  down  firmly. 


First  place  the  fabric  on  pieces  of  wax  pa- 
per to  keep  it  from  sticking  to  your  work 
surface.  Practice  on  paper,  then  draw  de- 
sign on  fabric  with  a  soft  lead  pencil. 


Go  over  penciled  pattern  sparingly  with 
white  glue.  Carefully  lay  gift-tie  yarn  on 
glued  outline  and  let  dry  thoroughly  so  it 
will  not  slip  from  its  position. 


Complete  gluing  of  all  areas,  then  stitch 
across  with  floss  at  ^-inch  intervals  from 
inside  to  out.  Vary  look  with  different  sized 
stitches,  or  colored  floss.

What's     beautiful     about     braisablel 
meats  is  that  they  really  do  get  better! 
and  better  as  they  cook.  Braising  is 
one  of  the  easiest  ways  to  cook  meat, 
too — there's    no    need    for    constant 
close    attention.    Another    braisablel 
bonus:  you  start  with  a  less  tender  cut 
of  meat — and  that  means  less  expen- 
sive. Don't  be  deterred  by  the  term 
"less  tender."  With  proper  moist-heat 
braising,  your  meaty  entree  can  be  as 
tender  as  any  you've  ever  cooked. 

You  brown  the  meat,  add  seasonings 
and  a  small  amount  of  liquid,  then 
tightly  cover  and  let  the  meat  simmer 
to  juicy  doneness.  Many  times,  you 
can  add  vegetables  or  an  accompani- 
ment, such  as  rice  Or  noodles,  to  cook 
right  in  the  same  pan  with  the  meat. 
You'll  find  some  new  ideas  for  fixing 
your  favorite  braisable — beef,  pork, 
lamb,  or  veal— right  here. 

Pennsylvania  Dutch  Pot  Roast  (TOP) 
combines  vegetables  with  an  arm- 
bone  pot  roast.  The  colorful  medley  of 
vegetables  cooks  along  with  the  meat. 

Hungarian  Short  Ribs  (CENTER)  is  an- 
other robust— and  easy— main  course. 
Here,  the  succulent  beef  short  ribs 
simmer  right  with  the  noodles. 

Home-style  Flank  Steak  (BOTTOM) 
simmers  to  a  delectable  tenderness, 
and  for  the  perfect  companion,  you 
can't  miss  with  these  herb  marinated 
Broiled  Onion  Slices.

Stuffed  Beef  Round  (TOP  LEFT),  tastes  as 
good  as  it  looks.  It  combines  beef  round 
steak,  pounded  thin,  and  a  zesty  cheese- 
vegetable  stuffing.  The  stuffing  mixture, 
flecked  with  golden  cheese  and  crunchy 
celery  and  onion,  does  double  duty.  Part  of 
it  goes  into  the  sauce  you  serve  over  the 
meat  rolls. 
Kraut  'n  Brisket  (BOTTOM  LEFT)  is  a  sure- 


fire favorite  of  hungry  husbands  and  small 
fry,  too.  Beef  brisket  is  simmered  slowly  with 
sauerkraut,  grated  potato,  and  caraway  seed.

Mincemeat  Spareribs  (TOP  RIGHT), 
moist  and  tender,  make  a  just-right 
entree  for  your  family  or  for  a  com- 
pany-special occasion.  These  ribs  are 
braised  in  the  oven — you  cook  them 
with  water  till  partially  done,  then  add 
the  zesty  topping.  The  easy  glaze- 
concocted  of  prepared  mincemeat, 
some  beef  broth,  and  a  little  vinegar- 
cuts  kitchen  time  to  the  bare  minimum 
without  sacrificing  one  bit  of  flavor.

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Veal  Marsala  (TOP  LEFT)  boasts  an 
elegant  and  continental  flavor.  It's  not 
surprising  that  veal  is  featured  in  doz- 
ens of  gourmet  dishes.

Lamb  Paprikash  (TOP  LEFT)  features 
cubed  lamb  smothered  in  a  tart  sauce 
and  served  over  hot  buttered  noodles. 
First,  cubes  of  lamb  are  browned  and 
simmered  to  tenderness  in  a  tomato- 
paprika  mixture.  Sour  cream  is  folded 
into  the  saucy  lamb  and  heated 
through  just  before  serving. 
Mandarin  Lamb  Shanks  (TOP  RIGHT) 
can  be  the  answer  to  your  quest  for  a 
distinguished  lamb  dish.  This  meaty 
entree  is  not  only  imaginative  and  de- 
licious, it's  also  quite  easy  to  prepare.

Steaks  cut  from  the  chuck 
(shoulder)  area  include  beef 
blade  steak  (top  left),  beef  arm 
steak  (top  right),  veal  blade 
steak  (bottom  left),  pork  blade 
steak  (bottom  center),  and 
pork  arm  steak  (bottom  right). 
The  beef  blade  steak  shown 
here  is  sometimes  called  7- 
bone  steak  due  to  the  bone's 
resemblance  to  a  reversed 
number  7. 


Chuck  pot  roasts  are  simply 
thick  steaks,  and  like  steaks, 
they  can  be  identified  by  the 
bone.  The  typical  blade  bone, 
either  the  7-bone  (pictured  as 
a  steak  above)  or  a  flat  bone 
(left),  and  the  round  arm  bone 
(right)  pot  roasts  should  be 
braised  for  the  best  results. 
Both  the  blade  bone  and  the 
round  arm  bone  pot  roasts  are 
cut  from  the  chuck. 


Braisable  rib  chops  are  pork 
(top  and  bottom  left)  and  veal 
(top  and  bottom  right).  These 
cuts  can  be  identified  by  the 
rib  bone  and  the  rib  eye  mus- 
cle. Pamper  these  rib  chops 
with  the  moist-heat  method 
of  cooking — braising.  Beef  rib 
steaks  and  lamb  chops  are  very 
tender  and  can  be  prepared 
with  a  dry-heat  method  of  cook- 
ing such  as  broiling. 


Loin  chops  of  pork  (top  and 
bottom  left)  and  veal  (top  and 
bottom  right)  not  only  contain 
the  rib  eye  muscle,  but  also  a 
portion  of  the  tenderloin  which 
distinguishes  these  loin  chops 
from  the  rib  chops.  Chops  are 
just  the  right  thing  to  prepare 
when  you  want  to  have  a  spe- 
cific number  of  servings  with 
none  left  over.  They  are  easy 
to  prepare  by  braising. 


Boneless  chuck  can  be  used  in 
a  multitude  of  braisable  reci- 
pes—stroganoff,  curries,  gou- 
lash, stews,  city  chicken,  etc. 
You  can  buy  a  larger  piece  of 
chuck  and  cut  part  of  it  into 
cubes  yourself  or  purchase  the 
meat  precut.  Featured  here  are 
lamb  (left),  beef  (top  right), 
and  veal  (bottom  right)  which 
are  all  suitable  for  braising. 


Boneless  beef  brisket  is  divid- 
ed into  two  cuts — the  point 
(left)  and  the  first  cut  (right). 
The  only  retail  cut  of  brisket  is 
from  beef.  Brisket  is  some- 
times called  boiling  beef,  al- 
though cooking  in  liquid — sim- 
mering over  low  heat — is  rec- 
ommended since  boilingtough- 
ens  the  meat.  Brisket  is  fre- 
quently cured  and  is  then 
called  corned  beef. 


Braisable  ribs  are  beef  (short 
ribs — topleft),pork(spareribs — 
top  right),  veal  (riblets — bot- 
tom left),  and  lamb  (riblets — 
bottom  right).  Rib  bones  sur- 
rounded by  alternating  layers 
of  lean  and  fat  are  character- 
istic of  the  cut.  These  are  from 
the  breast  area  which  is  imme- 
diately below  the  rib  section 
of  the  animal. 


Flank  steak  of  beef  is  a  good 
buy  since  there's  no  bone  or 
fat.  Before  braising,  the  flank 
steak  may  be  scored  diagonal- 
ly across  the  grain  (left)  for  a 
decorative  effect  and  to  short- 
en the  muscle  fibers.  Often 
when  you  see  flank  steak  in 
your  market,  it  will  be  rolled 
(right).  As  with  brisket,  the 
only  marketed  retail  cut  of 
flank  steak  is  of  beef. 


Shank  cuts  shown  here  are 
pork  hock  (top),  beef  shank 
crosscut  (center),  and  lamb 
shank  (bottom).  Beef  shank 
crosscut  gets  its  name  from  the 
fact  that  it  is  cut  across  the 
shank.  Since  the  shanks,  both 
fore  and  hind,  are  the  most  ex- 
ercised muscles,  they  are  def- 
initely less-tender  cuts.  All  re- 
quire the  moist  heat  of  braising 
to  make  them  tender. 


Round  steaks,  easily  identified 
by  the  round  bone,  the  char- 
acteristic shape,  and  the  mus- 
cle structure,  are  cuts  from  the 
round  or  leg  of  beef  (left)  and 
veal  (right).  The  beef  round 
steak  is  often  divided  into  the 
top  round  (top  part  of  the 
steak)  and  the  bottom  round, 
which  contains  the  eye  of  the 
round,  the  bottom  round,  and 
a  small  piece  of  the  tip.

The  uninformed  consumer  who  sets  forth  to  do  battle  with  the  credit-billing  computer 
will  encounter  a  formidable  and  obstinate  foe.  But  an  awareness  of  how  credit  com- 
puters function  can  cut  a  major  battle  down  to  a  brief  skirmish. 


There  are  several  ways  a  computer  er- 
ror can  occur,  and  several  ways  to  cor- 
rect each.  For  example,  if  your  next 
credit  statement  is  wrong,  the  billing 
"time  lag"  may  very  well  be  the  cause. 
Several  days  may  elapse  between  the 
time  your  statement  is  prepared  and  the 
day  you  actually  receive  it.  This  period, 
as  long  as  two  weeks,  constitutes  the 
billing  time  lag.  Any  purchases  or  pay- 
ments made  during  this  period  will  not 
be  included  on  your  current  statement. 

If  you  receive  a  bill  on  which  your 
last  payment  has  not  been  recorded, 
check  the  billing  date  on  the  statement. 
A  quick  comparison  between  that  date 
and  the  date  your  check  was  probably 
received  may  suggest  the  omission  was 
due  to  the  billing  time  lag.  If  this  is  the 
case,  you  need  do  nothing.  The  "mis- 
take" is  only  temporary;  your  next  bill 
should  be  up  to  date,  unless,  of  course, 
the  same  thing  happens  again. 

If  the  time  lag  isn't  the  cause,  check 
to  make  sure  you  aren't.  If  more  than 
one  person  in  the  family  has  access  to 
the  same  credit  account,  you  may  have 
a  problem  in  domestic  bookkeeping.  In 
this  situation,  you  could  be  wrong  and 
the  statement  correct,  even  though 
you're  convinced  the  reverse  is  true. 
This  type  of  discrepancy  usually  occurs 
when  a  member  of  your  family  fails  to 
report  a  purchase  or  payment  made  on 
your  account.  If  any  unaccountable 
purchases  appear  on  your  account,  ask 
your  family  about  them  first.  If  they're 
guilty,  ask  them  to  deposit  all  credit 
charges  or  payments  with  you  in  the 
future.  This  is  the  only  way  to  keep 
your  records  straight,  and  avoid  a  po- 
tentially embarrassing  confrontation 
with  the  store.

How  to 

cope  with 

computer 

billing

cause  of  billing  discrepancy  is  a  re- 
turned check.  Checks  are  returned  for 
more  reasons  than  insufficient  funds. 
A  postdated  check,  lack  of  proper  signa- 
ture, or  failure  to  denote  a  payee — all 
are  common  reasons.  Although  you'll 
probably  be  notified  by  the  bank  if  a 
check  does  come  back,  the  easiest  way 
to  find  out  is  to  call  your  bank  and  ask 
if  they've  paid  the  check.  Then  you'll 
know  for  sure  if  the  store  has  actually 
received  your  payment  and  cashed  your 
check.  Another  possibility  is  that  your 
payment  may  have  been  lost  in  the 
mail.  If,  after  a  sufficient  length  of 
time,  the  store  still  claims  it  hasn't  re- 
ceived your  payment,  tell  your  bank  to 
stop  payment  on  the  check.  Then  send 
the  store  a  second  check— this  time  by 
registered  mail. 

And  stores,  of  course,  make  mistakes 
also.  A  clerk's  scribbled  notation  could 
be  misinterpreted  in  the  accounting  de- 
partment; a  keypunch  operator  might 
press  the  wrong  key  and  credit  an  in- 
correct amount  to  your  account— or 
even  charge  you  with  another  custom- 
er's purchases.  Whatever  the  origin, 
the  result  is  the  same — the  computer 
receives  erroneous  information.  The 
first  hint  that  this  has  happened  may 
come  in  the  form  of  a  printed  "remind- 
er" that  your  payment  is  overdue  or 
insufficient  in  amount. 

First  check  your  own  records  and 
make  sure  the  error  is  not  yours.  Once

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you're  certain  it's  not,  don't  wait  for 
the  error  to  correct  itself— chances  are 
that  it  never  will  without  your  interven- 
tion. The  next  step  is  to  call  or  write  the 
store's  credit  department.  Give  them 
your  name,  address,  and  account  num- 
ber as  it  appears  on  your  statement. 

State  the  specific  nature  of  the  mis- 
take. If  possible,  have  the  canceled 
check  you  used  for  payment  on  hand 
for  reference.  Offer  to  send  a  photocopy 
of  the  check  if  the  store  maintains  it 
never  received  your  payment.  In  the 
majority  of  cases,  a  simple  note  or  call 
will  clear  up  the  problem.  To  be  sure 
it  does,  ask  the  store  to  send  you  a 
letter,  signed  by  the  person  you  talked 
with,  to  confirm  that  the  matter  has 
been  rectified.  Because  of  the  computer 
time  lag,  you  should  be  prepared  to  re- 
ceive yet  another  payment  reminder 
on  your  next  bill. 

A  lost  or  stolen  credit  card  presents  a 
special  problem.  Generally,  you'll  be 
held  responsible  for  any  credit  charges 
made  on  your  account  up  to  the  time 
you  notify  the  store  in  writing  that 
your  card  is  missing.  Don't  forget  to 
notify  the  police  too.  For  blanket  pro- 
tection against  credit  card  loss  or  theft, 
it  may  pay  to  buy  credit  card  insurance. 
The  cost  is  nominal.  If  you  lose  your 
cards  or  they're  stolen,  simply  notify 
your  credit  card  insurance  agent.  He 
will  notify  each  of  your  accounts  by 
telegram,  and  you'll  be  off  the  hook.

Unfortunately,  a  criminal  need  not  have  access  to  your 
credit  card  to  make  a  purchase  in  your  name.  Many  stores 
give  credit  on  the  barest,  if  any,  evidence  of  identification. 
Though  such  fraudulent  purchases  will  be  bothersome  to 
you,  the  store  is  ultimately  liable  for  any  losses  incurred. 

Like  winter  colds,  computer  errors  can  sometimes  be  pro- 
longed and  irritating.  The  impersonal  nature  of  an  ob- 
stinate computer  can  be  highly  frustrating,  even  to  the  calm- 
est of  consumers.  If  you  do  nothing  to  correct  a  statement 
error,  the  computer  will  continue  to  send  you  past-due 
notices — each  notice  somewhat  more  insistent  than  the  one 
before.  But  remember,  it's  really  nothing  personal.  The 
postscripts  the  computer  prints  on  your  statement  are  pro- 
grammed messages  designed  for  anticipated,  standard  situa- 
tions. If  your  account  happens  to  fall  into  one  of  these 
standard  categories,  you  get  a  standard  message.  If  the  mes- 
sage doesn't  apply  to  you,  don't  take  it  as  a  personal  af- 
front to  your  financial  integrity. 

But  conversely,  don't  create  a  financial  crisis  by  ignoring 
the  fact  that  these  messages  are  being  sent  to  you.  Obviously 
something  is  wrong,  and  you  should  begin  to  correct  it. 
Because  a  computer  billing  system  can  carry  on  an  extended 
correspondence  with  you,  without  human  intervention  or 
understanding,  the  credit  department  personnel  may  be 
totally  unaware  that  a  feud  has  developed  between  you  and 
their  computer.  Even  the  apparently  hand-typed  and  per- 
sonally signed  letters  you  receive  are  often  regulated  by  the 
computer's  master  program.  You  alone  can  bring  a  mis- 
understanding to  the  store's  attention. 

If  you  continue  to  receive  an  incorrect  statement,  try  the 


credit  department  one  more  time.  Let  them  know  that 
you're  also  contacting  the  store  manager  and 'your  local 
credit  bureau.  This  information  should  scare  up  some  re- 
sponse. If  the  company  you're  dealing  with  is  reputable,  the 
mistake  should  be  corrected  immediately  and  an  apology 
should  be  forthcoming. 

The  letter  to  your  credit  bureau  will  help  guarantee  the 
integrity  of  your  credit  record.  Many  companies  won't  send 
a  bad  report  to  the  credit  bureau.  In  the  first  place,  they 
must  be  credit  bureau  members  to  do  so,  and  many  smaller 
stores  don't  belong.  But  it's  smart  to  protect  yourself  in 
any  case. 

If  both  you  and  the  company  send  conflicting  reports  con- 
cerning your  account,  the  credit  bureau  will  list  the  account 
as  "disputed."  Though  four  or  five  disputed  accounts  are 
negligible  on  an  individual's  credit  record,  ten  or  more  will 
be  highly  suspect  by  any  prospective  creditors.  If  you  have 
trouble  obtaining  credit,  ask  your  local  credit  bureau  to  go 
over  your  record  with  you. 

What  if  you  receive  a  phony  credit  charge— usually  a  de- 
mand for  payment  on  merchandise  you've  never  ordered, 
or  even  seen,  from  a  company  you're  not  doing  business 
with?  The  solution  is  simple.  Tell  them  you  owe  them  noth- 
ing, and  inform  them  that  if  a  second  bill  arrives,  you'll  send 
a  letter  to  their  trade  association  and  your  local  better  busi- 
ness bureau.  These  charges  don't  tend  to  last  long,  and 
aren't  something  to  be  overly  concerned  with. 

If  you  actually  did  receive  unsolicited  merchandise  (and 
this  applies  to  credit  cards  as  well),  what  you  may  do  with 
it  depends  on  your  state's  laws.  Some  states  give  you  liberty 
to  treat  this  type  of  merchandise  as  a  gift— with  no  liability 
on  your  part  for  payment.  The  companies  who  send  you  this 
merchandise  are  usually  liable  for  storage  charges  by  you— 
if  they  value  their  merchandise  enough,  they'll  pick  it  up.

Where  to 
take  your  car 
for  service 


Specialization  has  hit  the  automotive 
service  business,  and  it  makes  good  sense. 
The  more  often  a  mechanic  does  a  given 
job,  the  more  proficient  he  becomes.  Con- 
sequently, he  will  be  able  to  do  the  work 
better,  faster,  and  probably  at  lower 
cost.  Also,  most  of  the  service  operations 
where  specialization  is  feasible  call  for 
special  tools  and  equipment.  To  justify 
their  cost,  a  large  volume  of  work  must 
be  performed. 

Service  specialty  shops  are  those  that 
concentrate  on  a  limited  number  of  ser- 
vices which  they  can  sell  in  volume. 
Good  examples  include  shops  specializing 
in  tune-ups,  front-end  and  wheel-bal- 
ance work,  body  and  paint  repairs,  glass 
replacement,  air  conditioner  service, 
radiator  service,  undercoating,  brake  re- 
pairs, automatic  transmission  work,  and 
electrical  repairs.  To  illustrate  the  high 
degree  of  specialization,  some  firms  even 
concentrate  on  servicing  speedometers 
and  dashboard  gauges. 

The  newest  specialty  service  is  the  fast 
oil  change.  These  franchised  centers 
feature  eight-minute  oil  changes  at  low 
cost.  In  addition,  they  offer  required 
new-car  warranty  services,  oil  and  fuel 
filter  changes,  PCV  service  and  replace- 
ment, and  other  normal  maintenance 
services.  At  present,  about  40  of  the 
centers  are  open,  and  over  3,000  more 
are  expected  to  be  in  operation  within 
five  years. 

If  you  know  what  your  service  prob- 
lem is — and  live  near  an  appropriate 
specialty  shop — you  can  get  good  work 
and  save  time  and  money  by  taking  your 
car  to  a  specialist.  If  you  go  to  a  new-car 
dealership,  gas  station,  or  general  ser- 
vice garage,  they  may  send  your  car  to  a 
specialty  shop  anyway. 

Keep  these  things  in  mind  when  going 
to  specialty  shops: 

1.  They  built  their  reputation  by 
doing  a  specific  job— or  jobs — very 
well.  Don't  assume  that  the  shop  is  quali- 
fied to  do  anything  other  than  its  spe- 
cialty. There  now  seems  to  be  a  tenden- 
cy for  some  shops  to  add  other  services. 
This  may  put  them  back  into  the  general 
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service  category— the  very  thing  they 
started  out  not  to  be. 

2.  Some  specialty  shops  may  promote 
a  service  at  a  ridiculously  low  price — 
a  $6.99  tune-up  or  $12.88  brake  job,  for 
instance.  To  avoid  disappointment,  find 
out  in  advance  exactly  what  is  included 
in  the  stated  price  and  what  any  likely 
extras  will  cost. 

Other  source  of  services 
to  consider 

Some  familiar  auto  agencies  can  be 
considered  service  specialty  operations: 

A  new-car  dealership  is  a  special  kind 
of  service  shop  because  it  concentrates 
on  those  cars  it  is  authorized  to  sell.  It 
has  the  know-how,  the  tools,  and  the 
parts  to  make  its  brands  run  right.  Large 
dealerships  carry  specialization  one  step 
further.  Within  the  dealership,  you'll 
find  experts  in  brake  work,  engine  tune- 
up,  air  conditioner  repairs,  front-end 
work,  body  repair,  and  automatic  trans- 
mission service.  The  amount  of  special- 
ization declines  according  to  the  size  of 
the  dealership,  and  many  smaller  dealer- 
ships take  certain  low-volume  jobs  to 
specialty  shops. 

Gasoline  stations  offer  a  wide  range 
of  services.  Although  selling  gasoline  and 
performing  oil  changes  and  lube  jobs 
make  up  the  bulk  of  their  traffic,  many 
stations  are  equipped  to  provide  addi- 
tional help.  They  are  the  logical  source 
of  any  service  needed  in  a  hurry— such 
as  replacing  a  burned-out  headlight,  a 
worn-out  windshield  wiper,  or  starting 
a  balky  car.  Many  gasoline  stations  are 
adequate  for  any  frequently  needed  ser- 
vice which  doesn't  involve  highly  techni- 
cal repair  work— such  as  a  tune-up, 
filter  replacement,  tire  rotation,  and  bat- 
tery replacement. 

Major  repairs  are  not  the  long  suit 
of  gasoline  stations.  The  reason:  few 
station  mechanics  see  any  one  complex 
problem  in  any  one  make  of  car  often 
enough  to  become  expert  in  diagnosing 
or  correcting  the  problem. 

Mass  merchandisers  have  moved  into 
the  automotive  service  field  in  the  last 


decade.  Sears,  Wards,  Penneys,  and 
K-Mart  offer  auto  service  in  many  of 
their  stores,  and  other  big  companies  are 
m  the  business  or  on  the  verge  of  enter- 
ing it.  Many  large  locally  owned  depart- 
ment stores  have  also  moved  into  the 
service  field. 

Mass  merchandisers  specialize  in  ser- 
vices which  are  frequently  needed,  such 
as  tune-ups.  They  develop  service  "spe- 
cials" and  advertise  them  heavily.  The 
mass  merchandiser  may  well  be  an  ac- 
ceptable source  of  service,  if  the  com- 
pany specializes  in  the  job  you  need. 

These  large  firms  have  a  lot  in  com- 
mon with  gas  stations.  They  excel  in  the 
less  complex  tasks  and  are  best  equipped 
to  service  cars  from  volume-selling  lines 
(Ford,  Chevrolet,  and  Plymouth).  Lim- 
ited-volume cars  and  complex  jobs  often 
are  beyond  the  capabilities  of  their  shops. 

Independent  garages  which  sell  basic 
services  are  fast  declining  in  the  service 
market.  These  local  businesses  have  no 
national  merchandising  ties  and  no 
specialty  or  other  sure  way  to  build 
profitable  sales  volume. 

However,  a  garage  can  offer  several 
advantages.  If  it's  owned  or  operated  by 
a  good  mechanic,  the  garage  can  do  ex- 
cellent work.  Most  garages  are  very  small 
companies  and  as  a  result  give  you  more 
personal  attention.  Service  becomes  a 
matter  of  a  mechanic  working  for  a 
friend— not  merely  a  mechanic  working 
on  a  car. 

Since  small  garages  find  it  hard  to 
continue  in  business,  many  owners  are 
turning  their  businesses  into  specialty 
shops.  One  reason:  the  critical  shortage 
of  auto  mechanics  makes  it  increasingly 
hard  for  the  small  operator  to  keep  top- 
flight mechanics.  Large  dealership  ga- 
rages can  offer  better  working  condi- 
tions, more  specilization,  better  pay,  and 
better  employee  benefits  to  woo  the  ex- 
pert mechanics  away  from  the  small 
garage  and  service  station. 

But  if  you  know  of  a  small  independ- 
ent garage  that  offers  reliable,  personal 
service,  don't  shy  away  Continued

Where  to  take  your  car 
Tor  service  continued 
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from  it.  It  could  be  the  best 
friend  your  car  ever  had. 
Diagnostic  clinics  offer  a  wide 
range  of  tests  and  inspections 
that  are  designed  to  show 
exactly  what  is  wrong  with 
your  car.  The  clinics  provide 
the  motorist  with  a  detailed 
listing  of  what  his  automotive 
problems  are.  They  do  not  per- 
form the  repairs.  Many  diag- 
nostic clinics  operate  service 
facilities  nearby,  but  you  are 
under  no  obligation  to  have  re- 
pairs made  there. 

A  clinic's  report  is  very  use- 
ful as  a  check  before  buying  a 
used  car,  as  an  aid  in  deciding 
whether  to  keep  or  trade  an 
aging  car,  and  as  a  pre-trip 
checkup.  Some  clinics  also  offer 
a  specialized  inspection  of  just 
one  system  of  your  car.  If 
you're  suspicious  of  your 
brakes,  for  example,  you  can 
obtain  a  thorough  inspection 
of  that  particular  system  with- 
out going  through  the  full  clin- 
ic procedure. 

Things  to  watch  for 
when  having  your 
car  serviced 

•  Beware  of  the  advertised 
special  that  quotes  a  ridicu- 
lously low  price.  Always  read 
all  the  fine  print  accompany- 
ing such  ads  or  find  out  exactly 
what  the  price  includes  before 
leaving  the  car  for  service.  This 
type  of  advertising  is  most 
commonly  used  as  a  come-on 
for  tune-ups  and  brake  jobs.  In 
the  case  of  a  $6.95  tune-up, 
you'll  usually  find  that  the 
price  covers  the  labor  only — 
add  the  necessary  parts  and 
you'll  end  up  paying  about  the 
going  price  for  a  tune-up  in 
your  area. 

In  the  case  of  the  $12.95 
brake  job,  you'll  usually  find 
the  price  includes  only  new 
brake  linings  (cheap  ones  at 
that)  and  the  labor  to  install 
them.  It  takes  a  lot  more  than 
linings  to  make  your  brakes 
safe  and  reliable,  and  you  may 
be  worse  off  with  a  bargain 
brake  job  than  with  worn 
brakes. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  shops 
advertising  low-cost  specials 
aren't  capable  of  providing 
first-class  service -it's  just 
that  they  can't  do  it.  at  the 
come-on  price  quoted. 

•  Don't  fall  for  a  long  list  of 
problems  that  are  "discovered" 
when  your  car  is  in  for  service. 
Several  parts  are  particularly 
prone  to  these  discoveries: 
Shock  absorbers.  Many  shock 
absorbers  are  replaced  before 
they  are  worn  out.  Often,  the 
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new  shocks  are  sold  on  the  basis 
of  fluid  oozing  from  the  old 
ones.  It  is  not  uncommon  to 
see  a  light  trace  of  fluid  show- 
ing on  a  perfectly  operating 
shock.  Some  sharp  operators 
will  even  squirt  a  little  oil  on 
the  shock  before  calling  your 
attention  to  the  supposedly 
"shot"  unit.  Most  original 
equipment  shock  absorbers  will 
last  from  20,000  to  30,000 
miles  unless  subjected  to  ex- 
tremely rough  service. 

Ball  joints.  The  ball  joint  is 
designed  to  have  a  certain 
amount  of  clearance  when  the 
car  is  jacked  up.  With  the 
weight  off  the  joint,  the  front 
wheel  appears  loose  and  can  be 
shaken  about.  Ball  joints  that 
have  been  properly  lubricated 
and  not  subjected  to  excessive- 
ly rough  use  should  last  at 
least  40,000  to  50,000  miles.  If 
the  car  has  been  driven  con- 
siderably less,  ask  for  further 
checking  or  take  the  car  else- 
where for  verification  before 
approving  the  installation  of 
new  parts. 

Automatic  transmission  tune- 
ups.  There  are  many  low-priced 
automatic  transmission  tune- 
ups  advertised.  A  legitimate 
tune-up  makes  sense.  It  con- 
sists of  draining  old  fluid,  clean- 
ing the  filter  screens,  adjusting 
the  bands,  and  refilling  the 
unit  with  new  fluid.  But  un- 
fortunately the  inexpensive 
tune-up  is  often  used  as  bait  to 
get  the  car  into  the  shop  and 
leads  to  the  "discovery"  of  un- 
told numbers  of  expensive-to- 
repair  ailments.  Don't  fall  for 
this  ruse.  If  the  transmission 
was  not  acting  up  when  taken 
in  for  the  tune-up,  get  your  car 
out  of  that  shop  and  have  it 
checked  elsewhere— a  diagnos- 
tic clinic,  car  dealership,  or  an- 
other transmission  shop — be- 
fore approving  major  repairs. 

There  are  other  areas  in  auto 
service  where  similar  decep- 
tions may  be  employed.  This 
doesn't  mean  that  every  me- 
chanic who  finds  several  things 
wrong  is  not  to  be  trusted.  It 
may  be  that  he  is  very  con- 
scientious and  thorough  in  his 
testing.  If  you're  sure  you  are 
getting  the  full  story,  by  all 
means  have  the  repairs  made. 
But  if  you  have  doubts,  check 
elsewhere  for  confirmation. 

Remember  that  regular  main- 
tenance works  best  and  saves 
money  in  the  long  run.  When 
you  locate  a  place  that  offers 
good  service  at  reasonable 
prices,  let  the  manager  know 
you'll  be  coming  back  regularly 
to  keep  your  car  operating 
properly.  ■

How  to  make  your  own 
slipcovers 


Estimating  yardage  can  be  done 
in  two  ways.  You  can  follow  a 
fabric  guide  such  as  the  one 
here,  or  you  can  measure  all 
sections  of  your  chair  or  sofa 
and  add  two  inches  at  every 
seam  line.  You'll  also  have  to 
add  allowances  to  be  tucked  in 
between  chair  frame  and  seat 
deck  (ten  inches  at  the  back 
and  five  inches  at  each  side). 
Allow  extra  yardage  for  welt- 
ing or  cord  trimming  and  a 
skirt  if  you  plan  to  use  one  on 
the  slipcover. 

While  this  type  of  measuring 
for  yardage  is  accurate,  it  helps 
if  you  have  made  slipcovers  be- 
fore so  you  know  what  pieces 
are  used  and  how  they're  sewed 
together.  For  your  first  time  at 
slipcovering,  use  these  figures 
as  a  starting  point  and  take  the 
overall  dimensions  of  your 
chair  with  you  when  you're 
shopping  for  labric.  An  expe- 
rienced salesperson  can  help 
you  figure  the  exact  yardage 
you'll  need. 

The  following  yardage  is  fig- 
ured for  48-inch  fabric  without 
pattern  or  repeat: 
Arm  or  club  chair  6 '  <>-7 )  ->  yds. 
Boudoir  chair  (small)  4}  2-5  yds. 
Ottoman  2  yds. 

Cushion  ll/i  yds. 

Love  scat  8]/z-10l>  yds. 

Sofa  (6-7  ft.)  ' 10-1 U  yds. 

For  54-inch  material,  reduce 
this  yardage  by  10  percent. 
You'll  have  to  allow  more  yard- 
age if  the  fabric  has  a  pattern 
with  repeats. 

Types  of  fabrics  suitable  for 
slipcovers  run  the  whole  gamut 
of  cottons  and  cotton  blends. 
Since  one  of  the  advantages  of 
slipcovers  is  being  able  to  take 
them  off  and  home-launder 
them,  plan  to  select  fabrics 
that, can  be  washed,  rather 
than  dry-cleaned. 

Sturdy  cottons  and  cotton 
blends,  including  heavier  wash 
and  wear  or  permanent  press 
fabrics  are  ideal  for  slipcovers. 
Corduroy,  twill,  and  denim 
are  also  good  choices.  Don't 
overlook  the  possibility  of 
stretch  fabric  for  your  covers. 
Though  the  fabric  may  cost 
slightly     more     to     buy,     the 
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stretch  properties  will  insure  a 
snug,  neat  fit  to  the  finished 
slipcover. 

Some  other  fabrics  that  make 
up  well  in  slipcovers  include 
the  lighter  weight  fake  fur  or 
pile  fabrics.  Many  of  these  can 
be  washed  and  tumble  dried. 
Patterned  sheets  can  also  be 
made  into  slipcovers  and  are 
particularly  pretty  for  bedroom 
chairs. 

Making  a  muslin  slipcover  first 
is  a  good  idea,  if  you're  not  an 
expert.  The  procedure  is  the 
same  as  for  the  finished  slip- 
cover, but  you  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  working  out  any 
mistakes  on  the  muslin.  Then 
use  this  muslin  cover  as  a  pat- 
tern for  your  actual  slipcover. 
Lay  the  muslin  on  the  chair, 
following  instructions  given  for 
pinning  and  cutting  slipcovers. 

In  pinning  the  muslin  pieces 
on  the  chair,  be  sure  to  cut  one- 
inch  seam  allowances.  Notch 
seams  with  different  groupings 
of  notches  three  or  four  inches 
apart  so  the  pieces  can  be 
easily  matched  when  sewing. 
Center  design  fabrics  require  a 
slightly  different  cutting  tech- 
nique. Lay  your  fabric  over  the 
chair,  making  sure  the  fabric  is 
opened  up,  not  folded.  Leave 
the  cushion  in  the  chair.  Center 
the  figure  of  the  design  in  the 
front  back  of  the  chair  and  on 
the  outside  back.  Try  to  match 
the  inside  arm  pieces  with  the 
boldest  part  of  the  pattern 
close  to  the  top. 

Plan  to  center  the  pattern 
on  both  sides  of  the  cushion  so 
it  can  be  reversed.  There's  no 
need  to  worry  about  centering 
the  design  on  the  outside  arms 
of  the  chair  since  both  sides  are 
never  seen  at  the  same  time. 
And  it's  usually  not  necessary 
to  center  the  design  on  the  bot- 
tom front  of  the  chair. 
Work  with  the  fabric  right  side  up 
when  pinning  and  cutting  slip- 
covers. If  you  fit  your  fabric 
with  the  wrong  side  up,  the 
chair  arms  will  be  reversed 
when  the  slipcover  is  sewed. 
Very  often,  upholstered  pieces 
aren't  exactly  symmetrical  so 
working  from  the  right  side  of 
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//  you  sen-  well  enough  to  make  simple  garments,  you  can 
make  your  own  slipcovers.  It  hether  you  want  to  protect  your 
good  upholstered  pieces  through  a  few  years  of  preschool 
wear  and  tear  or  you  simply  like  a  frequent  change  of  see- 
nery—  slipcovers  are  the  answer.  They  can  be  made  without  a 
pattern  and  CUStom-fit  to  your  chair  or  sofa-  tnd,  because 
slipcovers  aren't  nearly  as  costly  as  re-upholstering  they  ^ive 
you  a  chance  la  be  bold  and  creative  in  your  decorating.  If 
you  have  a  piece  of  furniture  that  could  look  better  than  it 
does,  picture  it  in  a  brand-new  slipcover,  then  put  the  pic- 
ture into  action,  like  this. 
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fabric  is  essential  to  a  good  fit. 
Work  on  the  straight  of  the  fabric 
grain.  The  grain  should  run  up 
and  down  from  the  floor  even 
if  the  panel  you're  cutting  is 
on  a  slant.  Never  stretch  or 
pull  the  fabric  while  you're 
pinning  or  cutting.  This  will 
distort  the  pattern  pieces  and 
your  slipcover  won't  fit  when 
it's  finished. 

Cut  fabric  lengths  for  basic  sec- 
tions first.  Befoie  you  do  any 
pinning  or  cutting,  you'll  have 
to  cut  basic  lengths  of  the  fabric 
for  each  part  of  the  slipcover. 
Always  use  a  pair  of  good  sharp 
scissors  and  cut  straight  across 
the  fabric. 

Start  with  the  inside  back  of 
the  chair.  (Our  directions  will 
be  for  the  slipcovering  of  a 
chair,  since  it's  a  smaller  unit 
to  work  with.  However,  you 
follow  these  same  steps  when 
slipcovering  a  sofa  or  other  up- 
holstered piece,  varying  only  in 
accordance  with  size.)  Fold 
your  fabric  in  half  lengthwise 
and  rest  it  on  the  back  of  the 
chair  so  it  drapes  down  the 
back  and  onto  the  seat.  Re- 
move the  cushion  so  you  work 
on  the  chair  seat  deck  which 
will  be  slipcovered  with  the 
body  of  the  chair.  The  cushion 
is  covered  separately. 

When  your  fabric  is  resting 
on  the  chair,  pull  <t  back  so  the 
cut  edge  extends  two  inches 
past  the  far  back  edge  of  the 
chair.  Bring  the  fabric  down 
along  the  inside  chair  back, 
across  the  seat  deck  and  down 
the  front  edge.  Make  a  mark 
six  inches  above  the  floor.  To 
this  mark  in  the  fabric,  add 
12  inches  (two  inches  for  a  welt- 
ing seam  at  front  edge  of  chair 
back  and  ten  inches  for  tuck-in 
allowance  where  deck  joins 
back).  At  this  measurement, 
cut  straight  across  the  fabric. 
(SKETCH  #1) 

Next  lay  your  folded  fabric 
across  top  of  chair  arm  with 
cut  edge  -tending  two  inches 
past  the  far  outside  top  edge 
and  fabric  running  over  top  of 
arm  and  dow  n  inside  surface  of 
arm.  Make  mark  where  arm 
meets  de        i'o  this  mark,  add 


five  inches  for  tuck-in  allow- 
ance between  seat  deck  and 
arm.  Cut  fabric  at  this  mea- 
surement. Do  the  same  with 
opposite  arm.  (SKETCH  #1) 


To  cut  length  of  fabric  for 
outside  back  of  chair,  start 
with  the  cut  edge  of  fabric  two 
inches  above  top  of  chair.  Mea- 
sure from  this  point  to  six 
inches  from  floor  and  cut  fabric- 
straight  across.  (SKETCH  #2) 

For  outside  of  chair  arms, 
start  with  cut  edge  of  fabric 
extending  two  inches  beyond 
outside  top  edge   of  arm   and 
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measure  to  a  point  six  inches  off 
the  floor.  Be  sure  fabric  con- 
forms to  any  curvature  outside 
of  arm  has.  (SKETCH  #2) 

Front  panels,  the  pieces  of 
slipcover  on  the  very  front  sur- 
face of  chair  arms,  and  side 
panels  of  chair  back  ^above 
arms)  are  cut  separately  while 
you're  fitting  pattern  pieces 
together. 

Pinning  is  the  J" most  important 
part  of  making  slipcovers.  After 
fitting  and  pinning,  the  sewing

becomes    automatically    easy. 

Start  by  joining  outside  back 
to  inside  back  at  top  seam 
(back  edge  of  chair).  Pin  an 
even  one-inch  seam  allowance 
here  and  at  every  seam.  The 
seam  allowances  must  be  even, 
straight,  and  exactly  one  inch. 
Then  when  you  take  pins  out 
and  sew  slipcover  with  one-inch 
seam  allowance,  it  will  fit  ex- 
actly as  it  did  while  pinned  to 
the  chair. 

With  these  first  two  pieces 
pinned  together,  bring  front 
length  of  fabric  across  top  of 
chair  back.  At  front  edge  of  top, 
pin  a  doubled  one-inch  fold. 
(SKETCH  #3)  Sew  in  a  welting 
or  trimming  cord  here.  Since 
the  inside   back   panel   is   one 


solid  piece  of  fabric  at  this 
point,  you  must  open  it  for  the 
welting  seam.  When  you  have 
pinned  this  seam  fold,  cut 
through  its  center.  Now  you 
have  two  pieces  with  a  regular 
one-inch  seam  allowance  in 
which  to  sew  the  welting. 

Bring  inside  back  panel  of 
fabric  down  inside  back  surface 
of  chair  and  onto  deck.  Where 
back  meets  deck,  allow  ten- 
inch  fold  in  fabric  for  tucking 
in  at  back  of  seat  deck.  Then 
bring  fabric  across  seat  deck 
and  down  front  of  chair  below 
deck.  The  fabric  will  be  wider 
than  the  deck,  so  fold  over  ex- 
cess width  at  each  side  of  deck 
and  down  outside  front  of 
chair.  (SKETCH  #4) 


Next  pin  outside  arm  section 
to  inside  arm  section  at  top 
outside  edge.  Pin  back  edge  of 
outside  arm  piece  to  chair'back 
piece.  Place  piece  of  fabric  over 
front  arm  surface  and  pin  it  to 
outside  and  inside  arm  pieces. 
Cut  this  front  arm  panel  using 
a  one-inch  seam  allowance  on 
all  edges.  Be  sure  this  fabric 
has  grain  running  straight  up 
and  down.  (SKETCH  #5) 


one-inch  seam  allowance  all 
around  this  piece.  Place  side 
back  panel  with  straight  up 
and  down  of  fabric  running  per- 
pendicular to  the  floor. 

Join  inside  back  and  inside 
arm  pieces  by  holding  them  to- 
gether and  making  a  chalk 
mark  along  the  line  where  they 
meet.  Trim  off  excess  fabric, 
tapering  your  allowances  from 
two  inches  beyond  chalk  mark 
at  top  of  the  seam  to  five  inches 
at  bottom  (closest  to  seat  deck). 


The  side  panel  of  the  back 
(above  chair  arm)  is  handled 
the  same  way  as  the  front  arm 
panel.  Pin  a  piece  of  fabric  to 
outside  back  and  inside  back  as 
well  as  across  top  of  chair  back. 
Fit  this  piece  to  inside  arm 
where  the  two  join  and  cut  a 
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This  allows  for  joining  with 
tuck-in  allowance.  %  Pin  these 
two  pieces  together  and  clip 
with  notches  two  inches  apart 
so  fabric  lies  smoothly  around 
curve  of  arm.  (SKETCH  #6)

Cushion  cover  is  cut  by  placing 
cushion  on  top  of  fabric.  Chalk 
outline  of  cushion,  allowing 
one-inch  seam  allowance  on  all 
sides.  Cut  this  out  and  use  as  a 
pattern  tor  cutting  a  second 
piece  for  other  side  of  cushion. 

Cut  piece  of  fabric  the  depth 
of  cushion  boxing  (the  side 
panel  between  top  and  bottom 
of  cushion)  plus  two  inches  for 
seams  (one  on  top;  one  on  bot- 
tom). The  length  of  fabric 
strip  should  measure  from  the 
center  of  one  side  of  cushion, 
around  front,  and  to  center  of 
other  side  of  cushion.  To  this 
measurement,  add  four  inches 
for  finishing.  Cut  three  pieces 
this  same  length  and  width. 

Fold  two  of  these  strips  in 
half  lengthwise  and  pin  cut 
edges  (not  the  fold)  of  one 
strip  to  top  cushion  pattern 
piece.  This  folded  piece  should 
run  from  two  inches  beyond 
center  of  one  side  of  top  cush- 
ion piece  to  two  inches  beyond 
center  of  other  side.  Make  sure 
folded  edge  is  away  from  seam. 
Then  pin  the  second  folded 
strip  to  bottom  pattern  piece 
of  cushion  in  same  position  as 
first  piece  was  pinned  to  top 
cushion  piece.  Be  sure  folded 
edge  away  from  seam.  Apply 
the  zipper  where  two  folded 
edg  ■-.-  meet. 


Pin  remaining  unfolded  strip 
to  both  top  and  bottom  pieces 
of  cushion  cover,  using  one-inch 
seam  allowances.  Fold  two 
inches  under  at  each  end  to  fin- 
ish the  junction  of  front  edge 
pieces  and  back  zippered  sec- 
tion. (SKETCH  #7)

Welting  or  covered  cording 
adds  a  finished  touch  to  your 
slipcover.  Welting  most  often 
appears  on  the  top  and  bottom 
edges  of  cushions,  surrounding 
edges  of  the  inside  back  panel, 
where  a  skirt  or  flounce  joins 
the  slipcover,  or  any  place  you 
please.  You  can  accent  the 
front  panel  by  surrounding  it 
with  welting,  or  use  it  along 
the  outside  arm  edge.  To  de- 
termine how  much  welting 
is  needed,  lay  a  tape  measure 
along  surfaces  to  be  trimmed 
with  covered  cording.  Here  is  a 
general  guide  to  the  yardage 
needed  for  basic  welting: 
Armchair  18  yds. 

Boudoir  chair  12-15  yds. 


Ottoman  6  yds. 

Cushion  5  yds. 

Love  seat  14-24  yds. 

Sofa  (6-7  ft.)  20-36  yds. 

Making  welting  is  easy.  You  can 
buy  ready-made  welting,  but 
only  in  solid  colors.  This  is  per- 
fectly acceptable  if  you  want 
to  trim  your  slipcover  in  con- 
trasting covered  cord.  But  for 
a  really  professional  look,  fol- 
low these  easy  instructions  and 
make  your  own. 

Buy  cotton  cable  cord  in 
whatever  size  you  want.  It's 
available  in  a  variety  of  sizes. 
The  finished  covered  cording 
is  the  same  size  as  the  uncov- 
ered cord. 

Cut  strips  of  your  slipcover 
fabric.  The  strips  should  be  cut 
on  true  bias  and  measure  1% 
inches  wide.  (1 J4  inches  for  cov- 
ering, plus  ^s-inch  seam  allow- 
ance. If  cable  cord  is  very 
large,  you  could  expand  these 
measurements  slightly.)  Sew 
bias  strips  together  to  make 
one  long  piece. 

Lay  cotton  cord  in  center  of 
fabric  strip,  wrong  side  up. 
Fold  fabric  over  and,  using 
cording  foot  of  machine,  sew 
casing  together.  Stretch  the 
bias  strip  as  you  sew  for  a 
smooth  look. 

To  sew  finished  cording  to 
slipcover,  lay  welting  on  right 


side  of  slipcover  fabric,  with 
finished  cord  edge  aivay  from 
the  cut  edge  of  slipcover  pieces. 
(SKETCH  #8)  Stitch  cording 
to  slipcover  7/$  inch  from  cut 
edge.  When  sewing  the  two  slip- 
cover pieces  together,  sew  with 
the  side  up  that  has  stitching 
from  sewing  the  welting.  This 
makes    a    good    sewing    guide.

How  to  make  slipcovers 


Continued 

Stitches  from  the  welting  ap- 
plication won't  show  on  right 
side  of  slipcover  because  your 
one-inch  seam  will  put  welting 
seam  inside.  (SKETCH  #9) 
Sewing  slipcovers  means  sewing 
together  the  pieces  you've  cut 
and  fit  to  your  chair.  For  best 
results,  use  a  mercerized  thread 
on  all  but  synthetic  fabrics  (or 
stretch),  in  which  case  a  syn- 
thetic thread  is  recommended. 
The  color  chosen  should  be 
slightly  darker  than  the  fabric. 
It  will  look  lighter  when  sewed. 
A  medium  sewing  machine 
needle  and  average  tension 
should  produce  good  results. 
To  remove  pinned  slipcover 
from    chair,    remove   onlv    the 


pins  used  to  hold  fabric  directly 
to  upholstery.  Next  unpin  all 
but  the  top  two  inches  of  one 
seam  at  the  back  outside  edge. 
In  this  seam,  you'll  sew  the  zip- 
per, nylon  fastening  tape,  or 
snap  fastener  tape.  Carefully 
take  the  slipcover  off  the  chair 
without  loosening  the  pins  that 
hold  the  seams. 

To  sew,  follow  the  same  or- 
der of  seams  as  in  pinning  slip- 
cover. Take  the  pins  out  of  one 
seam  at  a  time  and  turn  the 
fabric  wrong  side  out  (with  the 
two  right  sides  together).  Sew 
a  one-inch  seam  allowance. 
Skirts  or  flounces  add  a  tradi- 
tional finishing  touch  to  your 
slipcover?.  To  cut  fabric  for  a 


skirt,  plan  on  ten  inches  up- 
and-down  measurement  (eight 
inches  plus  one  inch  for  the 
hem  and  one  inch  for  the  seam 
where  the  skirt  joins  the  slip- 
cover). 

For  a  ruffled  flounce,  allow 
twice  the  distance  around  the 
bottom  of  the  chair.  Then  sew 
a  gathering  line  at  the  top  and 
be  sure  to  gather  evenly. 

Box  pleats  require  three 
times  the  distance  around  the 
bottom  of  the  chair.  With  box 
pleats,  the  backs  of  each  pleat 
should  meet. 

Kick  pleats  at  the  four  cor- 
ners of  the  chair  require  the 
distance  around  the  bottom  of 
the  chair,  plus  64  inches.  This 


allowance  means  that  each  side 
of  the  kick  pleat  wiiHold  back 
eight  inches. 

To  sew  the  skirt  to  the  slip- 
cover, make  a  seam  line  on  the 
cover  by  chalking  a  line  eight 
inches  from  the  floor.  Stitch 
your  trim  or  welting  along  this 
line.  The  welting  should  be 
placed  with  the  finished  edge 
up.  Pin  the  right  side  of  the 
skirt  to  the  right  side  of  the 
slipcover  and  stitch  together. 
Slipcovers  without  skirts  give  a 
piece  of  upholstered  furniture  a 
more  contemporary  look.  You 
can  use  aluminum  stay-strips 
especially  designed  for  this  kind 
of  slipcover.  The  stay-strips  fit 
into  channels  sewn  to  the  bot- 
tom of  your  slipcover,  just  be- 
low the  bottom  edge  of  the 
chair.  (SKETCH  #10)  The 
stays  have  several  holes  in  each 
end  and  come  packaged  with 
spring  hooks  to  be  used  with 


them.  When  the  stays  have 
been  fitted  into  the  channel, 
the  channels  are  folded  back  up 
under  the  chair  bottom.  The 
spring  hooks  fit  into  the  holes 
in  one  stay-strip  and  stretch 
across  a  corner  to  the  stay- 
strip  in  the  adjacent  channel. 
(SKETCH  #11)  Using  the 
spring  hooks,  you  can  achieve 
a  very  sleek-looking  slipcover. 
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If  you're  planning  to  make 
a  skirtless  slipcover,  you  can 
disregard  the  six  inches  off  the 
floor  measurement  used  with 
skirts  and  cut  your  slipcover 
pieces  the  same  distance  from 
the  floor  as  the  chair  frame  is, 
plus  a  one-inch  seam  allowance 
for  attaching  the  channel  for 
stay-strips. 

To  keep  your  slipcovers  neat, 
put  a  wax  paper  tube  or  rolled 
newspaper  down  between  the 
back  and  cushion  deck.

HOW  TO  START  YOUR  FAMILY 


CAMPING 


Last  summer  Harry  and  Jacque  Taylor  of  Omaha. 
Nebraska  went  camping.  They  had  never  taken  a 
camping  mention  before:  now  they  would  be  reluctant 
to  ideation  any  other  way.  Their  children.  Hope  and 
H.C.  {ages  8  and  3),  share  the  parents'  enthusiasm. 

The  Taylors  are  busy  people.  Harry  works  for 
Omaha's  Joslyn  Museum:  his  specially  is  restoring, 
old  manuscripts.  After  hours  he  paints  pictures  of 
his  own-  and  plays  tournament -caliber  tennis. 
{side  from  her  motherly  duties.  Jacque  teaches  second 
grade  and  works  part  time  toward  a  masters  degree  in 
education. 

They  decided  to  lour  Colorado  in  their  trailer-style 
camper.  The  dates:  leave  iugusl  II:  return  by  the 
24th.  We  followed  the  Taylors  on  their  first  try  at 
camping.  And  they  kept  a  diary  for  us,  so  we  could 
share  with  you  their  oicn  comments  about  where 
they  went,  what  they  saw,  and  how  they  felt  about  their 
new  experience.  On  page  146,  you'll  find  a  guide  to 
some  of  the  basics  of  a  camping  trip — revealing  just 
how  your  family  can  get  started  in  camping. 


Sunday,  Omaha 

JACQUE:  Technically,  tomorrow  is  D-day,  and  like 
the  Allies'  invasion  of  Europe,  the  Taylors'  invasion 
of  Colorado  was  a  long  time  in  planning.  I've  made 
lots  of  lists  in  my  life  and  never1  followed  any  of  them. 
This  was  easily  the  longest  list  of  my  life  and  miracle 
of  miracles,  I  checked  off  every  item.  We  even  had  a 
list  of  lists:  things  to  do  to  the  car;  things  to  do  to 
the  house;  itineraries  to  friends,  relatives,  and  bosses; 
separate  lists  for  food,  clothing,  and  equipment. 
Actually  we  began  our  trip  weeks  ahead  by  writing 
for  information  on  areas  where  we  planned  to  camp. 
HARRY:  I  made  one  dry  run  putting  the  camper  up, 
then  filled  the  water  tank,  and  hitched  the  trailer 
to  the  car.  Our  camper  is  a  Starcraft  Starflite  6,  a 
compact  trailer  unit  that  expands  to  a  home  on 
wheels— with  two  double  bunks,  a  dining  table,  sink, 
stove,  ice  box,  even  a  wardrobe  closet. 
Editor's  Note:  The  Taylors'  trailer  camper  costs  $1,275 
new.  There  also  are  good  buys  in  used  campers,  and 
similar  equipment  can  be  rented  for  about  $60  a  week.

Monday,  to  Lake  Ogallala,  Nebraska 

HARRY:  Well,  we  got  under  way;  not 
however  at  9  a.m.  It  was  more  like  10:45. 
Even  so,  the  first  day's  driving  went  fast. 
Zipping  along  on  Interstate  80,  it  didn't 
takes  us  long  to  leave  the  lush  green 
of  the  cornfields  behind.  Green  became 
light  green  and  then  beige.  Eventually, 
though,  the  croplands  seemed  to  disap- 
pear almost  entirely,  except  for  hay- 
huge  brown  mounds  of  it— and  vast 
herds  of  grazing  cattle. 
JACQUE:  For  their  age,  the  kids  are 
pretty  well  travelled,  but  they  get  rest- 
less. We  always  take  plenty  of  books  and 
crayons  when  we  travel;  this  time  we 
added  an  origami  cutting  set  and  Barbie 
dolls  for  Hope;  toy  cars  and  a  clay  "fun 
factory"  for  H.C.  Our  first  night's  camp 
on  Lake  Ogallala  in  western  Nebraska 
had  a  small  play  area  with  swings,  slide, 
and  a  merry-go-round.  The  children,  of 
course,  lost  little  time  discovering  it,  and 
it  was  nice  to  have  them  safely  occupied 
while  we  set  up  camp. 
HARRY:  I  left  our  small  sailboat  home 
because  I  thought  we  had  enough  equip- 
ment the  way  it  was.  I  didn't  realize 
then  that  to  many  camper's,  a  car  and 
trailer  are  considered  minimum  equip- 
age. An  older  couple  across  the  way  from 
us  had  a  large  cruiser  hooked  on  behind 
a  luxurious  motor  home.  If  that  wasn't 
enough,  one  of  them,  probably  the 
woman,  also  drove  a  Mustang  pulling 
two  motorcycles  on  a  small  trailer. 

Tuesday, to  Denver 

JACQUE:  I've  never  believed  in  staying 
in  bed  in  the  morning;  with  two  young 
children  I  can't.  But  these  campers  are 
something  else.  By  the  time  we  got  up— 
around  8:30  I  suppose— all  but  one  of  the 
30  or  so  campers  from  the  night  before 
had  disappeared.  Hope  and  H.C.  couldn't 
wait  for  the  breakfast  of  bacon,  eggs,  and 
toast  I  had  planned.  I  pacified  their  appe- 
tites temporarily  with  cold  cereal.  Harry 
tried  making  toast  over  a  campfire,  but 
burned  it.  We  scraped  off  the  charred 
parts  and  ate  what  was  left.  I  finally  got 
the  dishes  washed  and  put  away  from 
breakfast  number  two.  We  still  had  to 
take  the  children  for  a  promised  swim, 
get  the  camper  ready  to  roll,  and  clean 
up  the  campsite.  It  was  exactly  12:25 
when  we  lumbered  out  of  the  camp- 
ground, finishing— in  what  was  to  be- 
come our  accustomed  position— dead  last. 
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bid:  When  the  Taylors  reached  Colorado, 
they  learned  why  campers  get  up  so  early; 
they  are  racing  to  get  a  campsite  at  the  next 
campground.  Rocky  Mountain  National 
Park  played  host  to  over  two  million  visi- 
tors last  year  despite  the  fact  that  the  tour- 
ist season  was  shortened  at  both  ends  by 
bad  weather  in  spring  and  fall. 
HARRY:  H.C.  has  already  discovered 
one  of  the  perils  of  exploring  unfamiliar 
territory  in  bare  feet.  Before  we  left,  I 
had  to  pull  him  out  of  the  middle  of  some 
low-growing,  thistle-bearing  grass. 

Just  before  we  got  going,  H.C.  and  I 
spotted  a  large  but  harmless  snake  crawl- 
ing under  the  foundation  of  the  ladies' 
outhouse.  It  disappeared  from  view — 
but  not  from  H.C.'s  mind.  He  waited  un- 
til one  of  the  few  campers  still  left,  a 
rather  hefty  woman,  entered  the  out- 
house and  closed  the  door.  Strategically 
biding  his  time  for  a  minute  or  two  he 
finally  bellowed,  "Hey  lady,  there's  a 
snake  in  there.  Are  you  scared?"  I  led 
him  away  and  we  started  out  for  Denver. 
JACQUE:  I  hate  to  admit  it  but  I  looked 
forward  to  this  night  almost  as  much  as 
the  whole  trip.  It  was  to  be  our  "big- 
night  out"  and  our  last  experience  with 
civilization  for  nearly  two  weeks.  We 
did  it  up  good— a  large  luxurious  motel 
room,  cocktails,  dinner,  a  baby-sitter  for 
the  children,  and  dancing.  It  was  great. 
HARRY:  The  "greatest"  part  of  it  was 
the  expense.  But  my  biggest  regret  of  all 
was  not  being  able  to  take  a  swim  after 
our  relatively  short,  but  plenty  hot  drive 
from  Ogallala.  Just  as  we  got  settled  in 
our  large,  balconied  room  ($35)  overlook- 
ing the  pool,  it  began  to  rain.  We  settled 
for  showers*. 

Wednesday,  into  the  Rockies 

HARRY:  The  mountains  are  clearly  vis- 
ible from  Denver,  but  we  didn't  realize 
how  majestic  they  are  until  we  neared 
Estes  Park.  Once  in  Estes  Park,  how- 
ever, we  were  jarred  back  to  reality— the 
main  street  was  choked  with  cars  and 
many  of  them  were  pulling  trailers.  A 
short  distance  from  town,  we  realized 
our  worst  fears — the  campground  we  had 
chosen  to  stay  in,  Moraine,  was  filled  to 
capacity.  It  was  barely  1  p.m.  The  ranger 
at  the  gate  said  on  our  way  out  that  we 
might  have  better  luck  "on  the  other  side 
of  the  mountain."  The  "other  side  of 
the  mountain,"  as  it  turned  out,  was 
across   Trail    Ridge   Road—one  "of   the 


Rockies'  highest  and  best-known  passes- 

JACQUE:  Trail  Ridge  Road  passed  close 

to  vast  fields  of  snow,  and  down  below 
the  cars  behind  us  looked  like  toys.  I  re- 
member being  annoyed  at  the  roadblocks 
caused  by  construction  work,  but  on  one 
occasion  the  delay  came  at  just  the  right 
time:  we  were  all  hungry,  having  skipped 
lunch,  and  I  was  able  to  dash  back  to  the 
camper  and  grab  a  package  of  weiners,  a 
loaf  of  bread  and  a  half  gallon  of  milk- 
one  of  the  crudest,  but  one  of  the  most 
welcome  lunches  I've  ever  fixed.  To  make 
up  for  it  and  celebrate  our  good  fortune 
in  finding  such  a  splendid  campsite,  we 
grilled  steaks  for  dinner. 

The  campground  we  finally  found  was 
privately  owned,  but  displayed  none  of 
the  characteristics  we  had  associated 
(erroneously)  with  private  campgrounds 
— that  is,  the  crowded,  trailer-park  look. 
Instead,  we  found  a  choice  of  large  se- 
cluded sites  surrounded  by  tall  pine  trees 
and  each  with  a  fireplace,  grate,  and  pic- 
nic table.  The  one  we  picked  was  bor- 
dered on  one  side  by  a  small  stream  with 
a  log  bridge  to  the  shower  room  and  laun- 
dry beyond.  The  stream  was  just  a  little 
too  convenient  for  H.C;  I  had  to  change 
his  clothes  three  times  before  the  day  was 
over. 

Thursday,  in  camp 

HARRY:  What  a  great  day  this  was. 
Crisp  and  sunny  and  perfect  for  a  hike. 
Jacque  had  to  take  H.C.  back  after  half 
a  mile  or  so;  Hope  and  I  continued  on. 
The  scenery  and  the  solitude  were  per- 
fect. We  hiked  about  another  four  miles, 
and  saw  no  one  except  two  people  on 
horseback.  Several  times  we  stopped  to 
look  for  interesting  rocks  along  a  stream 
and  brought  back  several  smooth  ovals. 
We  also  investigated  several  beaver 
ponds  and  a  large  rock  slide. 
JACQUE:  I  envied  Harry  and  Hope,  but 
while  H.C.  was  asleep,  I  got  some  reading- 
done  and  enjoyed  the  sun.  When  Harry 
and  Hope  returned  it  was  still  early 
enough  for  a  quick  drive  to  Grand  Lake 
and  a  swim. 

After  a  dinner  of  barbecued  ribs, 
baked  potatoes,  peas,  corn,  and  angel 
food  cake,  we  all  went  for  a  walk  around 
the  campground  and  returned  at  dark  f  or 
a  campfire  and  popcorn.  Needless  to  say, 
we  turned  in  early;  not,  however,  before 
taking  the  chill  out  of  the  camper  by 
lighting  both  burners  of  the  gas  stove. 


As  we  learned  the  night  before,  Ri 
Mountain  nights  get  very,  very  cold. 
Ed:  The  burners  work  pretty  well,  as  maun 
a  camper  will  tell  you,  but  you  can  also 
buy  trailer  heaters  as  either  standard  01  op- 
tional equipment. 

Friday,  in  camp 

HARRY:  Another  crisp  and  sunny  Colo- 
rado morning  and  we  all  went  riding  at  a 
nearby  dude  ranch.  Our  horses  were  the 
most  subdued  animals  I'd  ever  seen;  I 
think  they  must  have  been  ridden  hard 
the  day  before  by  some  of  the  guests  at 
the  ranch. 

JACQUE:  The  children  were  so  en- 
thralled by  a  couple  of  mules  in  the  cor- 
ral, I  didn't  think  we'd  ever  get  mounted. 
The  two  boys  who  saddled  our  horses 
told  us  to  ride  out  an  hour  and  15  min- 
utes and  set  aside  only  45  minutes  for  the 
return  trip.  As  they  explained  it,  the 
horses  moved  along  much  faster  when 
they  knew  they  were  headed  for  the  barn. 
Harry  and  I  love  these  cool,  starlit 
nights  around  the  campfire,  but  it  gets 
cold  after  a  while  and  we've  started  turn- 
ing in  earlier. 

Saturday,  to  Vail 

HARRY:  In  many  ways  it  was  hard  to 
leave  our  circle  of  pine  trees  on  the  creek, 
but  we  were  anxious  to  see  what  lay  be- 
yond. H.C.  started  the  day  by  poking 
his  head  into  another  family's  camper 
and  getting  himself  caught  when  the  man 
cranked  the  roof  down.  Jacque  and  I 
and  the  other  family  all  answered  H.C.'s 
screams  about  the  same  time  and  found 
the  lower  half  of  his  body  protruding 
from  the  back  of  the  nearly  closed  camp- 
er, legs  kicking  furiously.  When  I  got  him 
out  he  was  unhurt,  but  plenty  mad. 

We  got  our  usual  late  start  again  and 
were  lucky  to  find  the  last  unoccupied 
site  in  a  small  national  forest  camp- 
ground near  Vail  in  the  late  afternoon. 
It  was  a  hard  day  on  the  car.  We  went 
through  three  passes— Berthoud,  Love- 
land,  and  Vail— without  overheating, 
but  the  brakes  were  responding  poorly 
coming  down  the  last  one. 
Ed:  With  several  hundred  extra  pounds 
hooked  on  behind,  brakes  have  to  work  hard- 
er. Low  gear  is  the  order  of  the  day  when 
you're  descending  mountain  passes. 
JACQUE:  Today  is  Hope's  eighth  birth- 
day. We'll  celebrate  it  somehow,  but  I'm 
afraid  it's  going  to  be  one  of  those  days.

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HOW  TO  START  YOUR  FAMILY  CAMPING 


After  we  got  H.C.  extricated  Irom  the 
other  family's  camper,  we  decided  to  take 
a  shower  "for  the  road."  When  we  turned 
the  water  on,  it  was  ice  cold.  Apparently 
either  like-minded  campers  or  washing- 
machines  had  exhausted  the  supply  of 
hot  water,  so  we  began  our  day's  journey 
a  good  deal  more  refreshed  than  we  had 
planned.  I've  got  the  meal  and  cleanup 
routine  pretty  well  mastered  now.  You 
have  to  be  much  more  organized  and 
methodical  in  a  camper  because  you 
have  less  space  to  work  in  and  less  stor- 
age. But  I  think  I'm  almost  to  the  point 
now  where  I  can  cook  and  serve  a  meal 
and  clean  up  in  about  the  same  amount 
of  time  it  takes  me  at  home.  Hope,  I 
should  add,  has  been  a  big  help.  We  cele- 
brated her  birthday  with  a  dinner  of  pork 
chops,  wieners,  peas,  corn,  and  southern 
gravy.  H.C.  christened  our  new  campsite 
by  falling  off  a  pile  of  large  rocks  and 
skinning  up  his  back  and  ribs. 

Sunday,  Vail 

HARRY:  Yesterday,  it  seems  I  didn't 
insert  the  front  wheel  of  the  camper 
quite  right  when  we  were  setting  up. 
Last  night,  after  we'd  gone  to  bed,  the 
wheel  dropped  out  of  its  collar,  deposit- 
ing the  trailer  tongue  on  the  ground  and 
us  in  the  extreme  front  end  of  the  camper. 
The  kids,  fortunately,  were  sleeping  with 
their  feet  toward  the  front  end  or  they 
probably  would  have  rolled  log-like  onto 
the  floor.  I  managed  to  struggle  uphill 
to  the  doorway,  stumbling  in  the  dark- 
ness on  items  that  had  slid  off  the 
dining  table.  A  thick  fire  log  took  the 
place  of  the  wheel  for  the  balance  of  the 
night. 

JACQUE:  We  browsed  several  of  Vail's 
many  boutiques  and  specialty  shops,  ate 
lunch  under  an  umbrella  at  an  outdoor 
cafe,  and  watched  part  of  a  tennis  tourna- 
ment that  was  in  its  final  day  (too  late 
for  Harry  to  enter).  The  best  part  of  all 
was  the  trip  by  gondola  and  chair  lift  to 
the  top  of  the  mountain.  We  took  pic- 
tures of  each  other  all  the  way  up. 
Ed:  Neo- Alpine  Vail  is  only  eight  years 
old,  but  it  is  already  one  of  the  most  popular 
ski  and  summer  resort  areas  in  the  West. 

We  have  no  showers  in  this  camp,  but 
I've  rediscovered  sponge  baths.  I'd  al- 
most forgotten  that  you  can  get  pretty 
clean  this  way,  with  a  little  patience, 
and  we're  all  taking  them  from  now  on 
whenever  showers  are  unavailable. 


Monday,  to  Delta 

JACQUE:  We  surprised  ourselves  this 
morning  and  got  up  at  7  a.m.  I'm  used 
to  getting  up  at  this  hour  at  home- 
often  earlier  but  it's  not  so  easy  when 
the  temperature  is  in  the  30s  and  low 
40s.  I'll  be  glad  when  we  reach  Colorado's 
lower  altitudes— and  higher  tempera- 
tures. For  the  first  time,  I  didn't  cook  a 
hot  breakfast.  We  wanted  to  get  an  early 
start  so  we  wouldn't  have  to  take  left- 
overs again  at  the  next  campground. 
HARRY:  We  got  as  far  as  Delta  today — 
a  pretty  good  day's  drive  considering  we 
stopped  several  times  along  the  way  and 
were  delayed  by  road  construction  en 
route.  We  decided  to  take  McClure  Pass 
instead  of  staying  on  the  main  road 
through  Grand  Junction.  If  you  don't 
mind  the  gravel  on  the  south  side  of  the 
summit,  the  scenery  is  worth  it.  We  had 
planned  to  swim  in  the  large  spring-fed 
pool  at  Glenwood  Springs,  but  a  rain- 
storm began  just  as  we  were  ready  to 
jump  in  and  they  closed  the  pool.  Foiled 
again. 

The  private  campground  we're  staying 
in  here  is  clean  and  uncrowded  and  has 
the  hottest  and  strongest  showers  I've 
ever  seen. 

Tuesday,  to  Durango 

JACQUE:  Another  early  start.  We're 
learning!  It  was  an  easy  drive  to  Du- 
rango, and  we  decided  to  camp  close  to 
town  so  we  wouldn't  have  to  worry  about 
getting  to  the  train  station  on  time— be- 
cause tomorrow  morning  we're  taking 
the  narrow  gauge  railroad  from  Durango 
to  Silverton. 

Pork  chops  and  southern  gravy  for 
dinner  tonight.  Harry  claims  I  still  don't 
make  it  thick  enough  — it  won't  stick  to 
the  bottom  of  the  pan. 
HARRY:  I  learned  another  valuable  les- 
son this  morning  in  Delta:  take  your 
morning  shower-  after  you've  broken 
camp  and  just  before  you're  ready  to  get 
in  the  car  and  go.  This  way,  you  get  rid 
of  a  lot  of  the  dirt  that  results  from  pack- 
ing up  and  hitching  up,  and  you  drive 
clean  and  refreshed. 

Ed:  A  great  idea  arid,  as  a  result,  a  popular 
one.  Showers  and  lavatories  are  usually  at 
their  busiest  during  the  early  morning  and 
evening.  Where  facilities  are  limited,  this 
often  means  a  lineup  and  sometimes-  as 
the  Taylors  experienced  several  times  ear- 
lier    no  hot  water. 


Wednesday,  Durango 

HARRY:  The  train  ride  was  great.  The 
tracks  follow  the  Animas  River  a  good 
share  of  the  way  and  often  run  high 
along  the  steep  walls  of  the  Animas  Can- 
yon cut  by  the  river.  It's  easier  to  enjoy 
the  mountain  scenery  when  you  don't 
have  to  worry  about  curves,  inclines, 
and  other  drivers. 

JACQUE:  We  rode  in  the  last  car  of  the 
train— a  gondola.  The  kids  were  en- 
thralled with  magnificent  views  of  the 
mountains  and  valleys— we  all  were.  I've 
never-  seen  so  many  people  take  so  many 
pictures  in  one  place,  but  I  can't  blame 
them.  In  Silverton  we  had  lunch  at  the 
Grand  Imperial  Hotel.  While  we  ate  we 
watched  a  variety  show  by  a  group  of 
college  students,  and  we  laughed  through 
the  entire  meal.  Then  we  poked  around 
in  several  quaint  shops  and  bought  dou- 
ble-dip ice  cream  cones  for  15  cents.  We 
took  the  bus  back  to  Durango,  and  I 
was  glad  because  everyone  was  tired 
and  it  was  beginning  to  get  cold. 
Ed:  The  narrow-gauge  excursion  train  be- 
tween Durango  and  Silverton  is  one  of  the 
most  popular  attractions  in  the  area.  As  a 
result,  reservations  are  a  necessity.  To 
make  them,  write  to  the  Station  Agent, 
Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Railroad, 
Durango,  Colorado. 

Thursday,  Durango 

HARRY:  We  should  have  allotted  at  least 
two  days  to  do  justice  to  Mesa  Verde. 
As  it  turned  out,  we  were  able  to  spend 
less  than  one  day— far  too  short  a  time  to 
really  experience  the  high,  arid  strange- 
ness of  this  land.  The  ancient  Indian 
ruins  centuries  old  and,  to  a  large  ex- 
tent, historically  unsolved  almost  make 
you  feel  like  a  trespasser.  At  sunset,  the 
landscape  glows  with  the  reds  and 
oranges  of  the  high  desert.  We  certainly 
leave  this  place  reluctantly. 
JACQUE:  the  kids  were  impressed  with 
Mesa  Verde,  but  not  overawed.  Too 
young  to  seriously  contemplate  the  an- 
cient civilization  that  left  the  ruins,  they 
instead  proceeded  to  clamber  over-,  un- 
der, and  around  them.  Their-  favorite 
sport  was  crawling  after-  each  other 
through  a  short  tunnel  that  led  into  a 
circular  ceremonial  room.  The  unre- 
strained enthusiasm  of  H.C.  (the  only 
kind  he  has,  I  think)  finally  earned  him 
several  well  deserved  swats  on  the  bot- 
tom, courtesy  of  father. 
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Friday,  Wolf  Creek  Pass 

HARRY:  As  we  left  Mesa  Verde  and 
headed  back  toward  Nebraska,  I  scanned 
the  ditches  for  cacti  and  other  plants  to 
bring  home  as  mementos.  (I  already  had 
all  the  rocks  I  needed.)  Other  motorists 
must  have  thought  I  was  crazy  when 
they  saw  our  car  veer  onto  the  shoulder 
and  a  wild  man  with  a  shovel  spring  out. 
But  I  managed  to  dig  up  several  inter- 
esting species,  including  a  large  round 
bush  with  bright  yellow  blossoms.  I 
think  my  finest  moment  came,  though, 
at  breakfast  when  I  executed  the  coup 
d'  camp  of  the  whole  trip  by  improvising 
an  oven— with  a  frying  pan  and  cover— 
and  successfully  baking  biscuits.  It 
made  everyone  forget  about  my  less  suc- 
cessful attempts  at  eggs  and  toast. 

Saturday,  heading  home 

JACQUE:  I  guess  I'm  like  those  horses 
we  rode  last  week.  Once  I  know  I'm 
headed  toward  the  barn,  I  speed  up. 
With  school  starting  Monday  and  most 
of  Colorado  and  Nebraska  to  cross,  we 
can't  afford  to  tarry  anyway.  Wolf 
Creek  Pass  was  a  last  delightful  goodbye 
to  the  Rockies.  Tonight  we're  in  eastern 
Colorado  camped  on  flat  ground  in  a 
state  park.  The  mountains  are  now  only 
a  memory. 

On  our  next  camping  trip  I'd  take  a 
clock,  plus  a  radio  for  occasional  use. 
I'd  get  up  earlier,  especially  on  days  we 
planned  to  move  to  another  campground. 
(Get  the  driving  out  of  the  way  in  the 
morning;  make  camp  before  noon.)  Most 
of  all,  I'd  allow  for  a  longer  trip.  Camp- 
ing is  a  lot  of  work  for  a  woman  with  chil- 
dren, but  it's  a  rare  and  wonderful  ex- 
perience, too.  It  isn't  meant  to  be  hur- 
ried through. 

Of  course,  the  words  "don't  hurry" 
are  immensely  easy  to  say  and  hard  to 
follow.  In  our  home  lives,  so  many  of  us 
are  too  busy  building  careers  and  raising- 
families.  We  don't  allow  enough  time 
for  relaxing. 

Camping  offers  an  unusual  opportun- 
ity to  reflect  on  life,  to  reevaluate  what 
is  important.  You  can't  help  but  take  a 
long  look  at  yourself.  So  all  of  us— Harry 
and  the  children  and  myself— are  re- 
turning from  this  trip  as  slightly  differ- 
ent persons. 

I  guess  it's  up  to  each  of  us  to  say  how 
much  of  our  marvelous  mood  persists 
over  the  years  to  come.  ■  «■ 
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A  BASIC  GUIDE  FOR  NEW  CAMPERS 


A  successful  camping  trip  doesn't  be- 
gin in  a  Maine  forest  where  the  pines 
drop  their  needles  or  in  a  secluded  Pa- 
cific cove  where  the  surf  sends  rivulets  of 
water  washing  up  the  beach.  It  begins  at 
home,  preferably  at  a  big  table  where 
you  can  spread  out  maps  and  informa- 
tion about  places  to  camp  and  draw  up 
lists  of  things  to  pack. 

First,  study  a  good  camping  guide  and 
pick  campgrounds.  You'll  find  them  in 
national  parks  and  monuments,  national 
forests,  Corps  of  Engineer  recreation 
areas,  state  and  county  parks.  If  your 
daughter  is  a  rockhound,  your  oldest  son 
wants  to  swim,  your  youngest  son  wants 
to  hike,  your  wife  is  bent  on  watching 
birds,  and  you  would  like  to  fish,  try  to 
pick  a  campsite  where  you  can  all  do 
what  you  want  to  do. 
What  to  take  along— Parents  should  make 
a  list  of  things  the  family  will  need  as  a 
group,  but  even  young  children  should 
make  their  own  lists  and  be  responsible 
for  their  personal  items. 

Personal  checklists  should  include:  a 
flashlight,  canteen,  toilet  kit,  insect  re- 
pellent, jackknife,  raincoat  or  poncho, 
hat,  sturdy  hiking  shoes  or  boots  and 
camp  shoes  (sneakers  or  moccasins  are 
best),  swim  suit,  toilet  articles,  and 
changes  of  clothes.  Carry  your  things  in 
a  pack,  duffel  bag,  or  even  a  small  suit- 
case. Your  sleeping  bag,  ground  cover, 
and  air  mattress  can  pack  separately. 

Your  family  checklist  should  include: 
a  lantern,  compass,  food  box,  cooler 
chest  (block  ice  lasts  longer  than  ice 
cubes  in  your  cooler),  cooking  equip- 
ment—pots, frying  pan,  cups,  plates 
(paper  plates  and  plastic  eating  utensils 
save  on  dishwashing  time),  a  waterproof 
match  container,  and  dishwashing  gear. 
Also  a  brush  saw,  rope,  collapsible  spade, 
sewing  kit,  first  aid  kit,  toilet  paper  in  a 
plastic  bag,  two  plastic  water  containers 
(the  2}  2  gallon  size  is  more  portable). 

Today  many  families  head  for  the 
great  outdoors  in  tent  trailers,  pickup 
campers,  camper  buses,  and  other  recrea- 
tional vehicles  that  feature  many  of  the 
conveniences  of  home.  Other  families 
prefer  tent  camping  as  a  way  to  better 
experience  the  out-of-doors  life.  In  either 
case  you  may  want  to  have  a  canvas  din- 
ing fly  for  rainy  days.  Many  campsites 
are  short  on  firewood,  so  you  may  want 
to  bring  along  a  charcoal  brazier  or  a 
stove  fueled  by  bottled  gas  or  liquid  fuel. 

If  you  move  your  camp  often  by  car 
or  are  camped  near  stores,  you  can  shop 
for  fresh  food  every  day.  Otherwise  take 
advantage   of   canned   and    freeze-dried 
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foods  available  in  sporting  goods  and 
many  grocery  stores.  With  such  things 
as  freeze-dried  chicken  tetrazzini  and 
shrimp  de  Jonghe  on  the  market  now, 
you  don't  have  to  be  content  with  canned 
beans,  spaghetti,  and  hamburger.  Plan  a 
balanced  diet. 

If  you  plan  to  take  your  dog  along,  be 
sure  your  veterinarian  checks  him  over 
and  provides  health  and  rabies  shot  cer- 
tificates, as  required  by  state  law.  All 
national  parks  require  that  your  dog  be 
leashed  at  all  times  for  his  own  safety 
and  that  of  park  visitors. 
Packing  your  gear— Start  by  laying  out 
all  your  personal  equipment  on  a  bed. 
Then  group  clothing  in  plastic  bags— 
this  makes  it  easier  to  find  and  protects 
it  if  your  pack  gets  caught  in  a  rain- 
storm. Place  the  things  you  won't  need 
right  away  on  the  bottom  of  your  pack. 
Your  flashlight  and  rain  gear  should  be 
on  top  where  you  can  get  them  quickly. 

You  should  have  no  trouble  getting 
all  the  personal  and  group  equipment  for 
a  family  of  five  or  six  into  the  trunk  of 
your  car;  if  you  have  bulky  sports  or 
hobby  equipment,  buy  or  rent  a  cartop 
carrier. 

Setting  up  your  camp— In  a  crowded 
campground  you  may  have  little  choice 
as  to  where  you  set  up  camp,  but  if  you 
pick  your  own  spot,  keep  these  tips  in 
mind:  Never  set  up  in  a  gully  or  marshy 
area  where  mosquitoes  and  heavy  dew 
are  a  problem.  Avoid  a  spot  beneath  an 
overhanging  cliff  where  there  might  be 
rockslides.  In  thick  groves  of  trees,  water 
may  drip  on  you  for  hours  after  a  rain- 
storm and  dead  branches  may  tumble 
down  in  a  windstorm  and  tear  your  tent. 
Check  over  the  terrain  to  see  where  water 
will  run  if  it  rains  and  keep  out  of  its 
way.  High  ground  makes  the  best  camp- 
site, but  don't  pick  the  very  highest — and 
windiest— site. 

Usually  face  your  tent  to  the  east  or 
southeast  so  the  morning  sun  can  help 
dry  up  the  night's  dew.  In  most  parts  of 
North  America,  the  storms  come  from 
the  west  or  northwest.  In  any  event, 
you'll  want  your  tent's  back  to  the 
wind's  blasts.  Clear  your  tent  site  of 
rocks,  twigs,  and  sticks.  If  the  ground 
slopes  a  little,  sleep  with  your  head  uphill 
for  a  better  night's  rest.  Don't  fasten 
your  guy  lines  too  tightly;  if  you  have  a 
rainstorm  at  night,  your  canvas  may 
tear  when  the  wet  tent  and  lines  shrink. 

A  good  campsite  should  be  handy  to 
pure  water  for  drinking.  A  developed 
campsite  almost  always  has  a  pump  or 
tap.  Don't  assume  that  a  limpid  stream 


is  safe  to  drink.  Ask  a  ranger  or  someone 
who  really  knows;  if  there  is  any  doubt 
at  all,  use  water  purification  tablets  or 
boil  the  water.  Most  developed  campsites 
also  have  latrines,  but  if  you  have  to  dig 
your  own,  locate  it  so  it  will  not  con- 
taminate your  water  supply.  Be  sure  to 
fill  it  in  when  you  leave. 
Setting  up  a  camp  routine— Once  you 
have  set  up  your  camp,  divide  your 
forces.  While  some  get  the  food  ready  for 
cooking,  others  can  get  the  fire  ready.  If 
you  are  cooking  on  a  wood  fire,  collect 
enough  tinder,  kindling,  and  fuel  wood  to 
do  the  entire  job  before  you  light  it  (and 
for  night  warming  and  breakfast  fires). 
Keep  your  wood  under  cover  so  a  rainy 
night  won't  complicate  your  morning. 

Usually  you'll  find  enough  deadwood 
on  the  ground  and  dangling  from  trees 
to  supply  your  needs.  If  you  can't  break 
the  branches  with  your  hands  and  feet, 
a  brush  saw  will  do  the  job  faster  and 
easier  than  an  ax.  Don't  use  an  ax  unless 
absolutely  necessary.  Ax  wounds  are  far 
and  away  the  leading  cause  of  serious 
camp  injuries. 

Wood  fires  blacken  cooking  pans,  but  if 
you' daub  the  bottoms  of  your  utensils 
with  soap  beforehand,  you  can  easily 
wipe  the  black  off  when  you  are  through 
cooking. 

In  a  developed  campground,  disposal 
of  garbage  and  trash  is  not  a  problem. 
In  a  primitive  campsite,  burn  everything 
that  will  burn.  Carry  cans  and  other  non- 
burnables  in  your  litter  bag  to  the  first 
trash  can  you  find. 

Wild  animals  are  an  exaggerated  prob- 
lem. A  clean  camp  is  the  best  protection 
against  them.  Leave  your  dirty  dishes 
on  the  table,  and  bruin  will  smell  them  a 
mile  away.  A  good  sturdy  food  box  is  a 
must  for  a  campout.  Insects  are  more  of 
a  problem,  but  insect  repellents  will  help 
keep  away  mosquitoes,  wood  ticks,  and 
chiggers.  Poison  ivy  and  oak  are  easily 
recognized  and  avoided. 

When  you  strike  your  camp,  be  sure 
your  fire  is  completely  out  and  any  left- 
over firewood  is  neatly  stacked  near  the 
fire  scar.  When  you  leave,  you  should  be 
able  to  look  back  and  see  no  signs  that 
you  camped  there.  ■

A  brief 
glance  at  the  supply  list  on  each  card, 


and  your  grocery  list  is  practically 
ready.  This  way,  you  won't  find  some 
vital  cooking  ingredient  missing  when 
you're  miles  from  a  grocery  store  and 
ready  to  cook  the  meal. 

A  card  containing  a  list  of  staple  in- 
gredients-flour, sugar,  coffee— is  also 
handy.  If  your  family  is  fond  of  pan- 
cakes, then  certainly  pancake  mix  and 
syrup  would  top  your  list.  You  might 
also  include  a  card  listing  utensils  kept 
in  the  camper.  It  could  be  tragic  to  for- 
get the  aluminum  foil,  the  coffee  pot,  or 
that  proverbial  can  opener! 

Keep  in  mind  the  kitchen  facilities 
available  in  your  particular  type  of 
camper  when  you're  planning  menus. 
For  example,  if  your  kitchen  is  limited 


to  a  camp  stove  or  cook-top  range  and 
an  ice  chest  or  cooler,  one  ofvypur  menu 
cards  might  look  something  like  this:

towering  pipes  will  give  to  your 
room. 

Diagram  8  shows  a  variation, 
of  installing  a  fireplace,  but 
it's  just  as  simple  to  accom- 
plish. Position  your  fireplace 
an  acceptable  distance  from 
the  wall,  depending  on  the 
type  of  materials  on  the  back 
of  the  wall,  and  make  your 
pipe  opening  through  the  side 
of  the  wall.  Installation  is  ba- 
sically the  same  as  for  the  stu- 
dio roof,  except  that  you're 
doing  everything  sideways. 
You'll  need  a  strong  support- 
ing ring  on  the  exterior  wall  to 
hold  the  pipes.  Clamps  and 
supporting  wires  spaced  every 
few  feet  will  hold  the  unit  se- 
cure against  the  outside  wall. 
This  type  of  installation  is  a 
good  choice  if  you  don't  hap- 
pen to  want  exposed  pipes  in 
your  room. 

You  need  not  worry  whether 
the  fireplace  will  "work"  in 
your  room  once  you're  done. 
If  installed  correctly,  the  self- 
insulating  duct  system  will 
keep  the  pipes  cool,  and  the 
carefully  designed  flue  draft 
outlets  will  function  smoothly. 

Though  prefab  fireplaces 
may  vary  in  construction 
slightly  one  from  another,  the 


basic  design  and  installation 
are  the  same  in  all.  Once  you 
have  installed  your  fireplace 
and  built  your  wood  bin,  settle 
back  and  enjoy  those  long 
winter  nights.

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You  can  sow  annual  seeds  in- 
doors but  don't  start  them  too 
early.  Six  to  eight  weeks  ahead 
of  the  last  frost  date  is  about 
right.  Young  plants  are  best  for 
setting  out.  If  they're  too  large 
and  gangly,  they're  apt  to  be 
set  back  when  transplanted. 
Try  to  grow  seedlings  under  a 
fluorescent  light  system— 
stronger  plants  will  result.  Use 
a  shallow  container  for  the 
seeds  and  plant  in  a  porous  soil- 
sand  or  soil-perlite  mix.  Mois- 
ten soil  and  put  whole  contain- 
er in  a  tightly  closed  plastic 
bag  until  seeds  germinate. 

Remove  plastic  covering  after 
seeds  sprout,  but  still  keep  the 
soil  moist.  When  seedlings  de- 
velop two  true  leaves,  transfer 
to  individual  peat  pots.  Set  in 
strong  light  and  turn  plants 
frequently  so  they'll  grow 
straight.  After  the  last  frost, 
set  out  plants,  peat  pots,  and 
all.  The  best  plants  to  start  this 
way  are  petunias,  snapdragons, 
and  coleus.  Seeds  are  tiny  and 
are  easier  to  handle  under  in- 
door conditions  than  in  open 
soil.  But  zinnias  and  marigolds 
have  big  seeds  and  you  can 
sow  them  right  in  the  ground. 

You  can  avoid  a  lot  of  fuss  and 
muss  by  buying  started  plants. 
They're  available  in  either  in- 
dividual peat  pots  or  trays  or 
even  large  flats.  Peat  contain- 
ers that  have  nylon  net  can  be 
set  out  just  as  they  are,  but 
break  off  top  edge  of  standard 
peat  pots.  Remove  individual 
plants  from  flats  with  a  putty 
knife.  Space  plants  six  to 
twelve  inches  apart— less  for 
pansies  and  alyssum,  more  for 
zinnias  and  tall  marigolds. 
Keep  weeds  pulled  so  they 
won't  compete  with  annuals 
for  food  and  moisture. 

To    encourage     certain     annuals 

(petunias,  snapdragons,  zin- 
nias) to  branch  and  produce 
flowers,  pinch  out  top  growth 
when  about  six  inches  tall — un- 
less they're  the  new  self- 
branching  varieties.  Check 
where  you  buy  seeds  or  plants 
whether  this  is  necessary. 

For  low  maintenance  of 
plants,  spread  an  inch  or  more 
of  wood  chips,  dry  grass  clip- 
pings, or  other  mulching  mate- 
rial. Mulch  insulates  surface 
soil  from  sun,  drying  wind, 
beating  rains.  It  also  holds 
moisture  so  you  water  less. 

To  have  healthy  plants  that 
continue  to  bloom,  spray  with 
malathion  to  control  aphids  as 
they  appear.  Use  a  miticide  for 
red  spider  mites.

Headaches  are  a  sure  sign 
of  high  blood  pressure. 

Almost  everyone  assumes  that 
recurring  headaches  are  a 
positive  indication  of  high 
blood  pressure.  The  reason  is 
understandable  enough— se- 
vere headaches  often  make 
you  feel  as  if  your  head  is  go- 
ing to  blow  up.  But  it's  not 
necessarily  your  blood  pres- 
sure that's  causing  the  prob- 
lem. In  fact,  headaches  occur 
equally  among  people  who 
have  either  high  or  low  blood 
pressure,  and  more  people  in 
the  general  population  have 
migraine  headaches  than  high 
blood  pressure  headaches.  It 
is  true,  of  course,  that  very 
high  blood  pressure  can  cause 
headaches.  The  pain  usually  is 
in  the  back  of  the  head,  and 
tends  to  be  present  upon 
awakening  in  the  morning. 
But  headaches  simply  are  not 
a  telltale  sign  of  high  blood 
pressure. 

Children  seldom  get 
headaches. 

Children  suffer  from  head- 
aches much  more  often  than 
was  previously  thought.  Often, 
youngsters  may  identify  with 
mother  or  father,  who  groans 
about  a  headache  under 
stress.  Or  the  child  may  react 
with  a  headache  to  family 
squabbles,  rejection,  or  strict 
training.  Migraine  in  children 
is  much  more  common  today 
than  20  years  ago— because 
of  pressure  to  excel  in  school. 

Headaches  can  seldom 
be  cured. 

That's  partially  true.  Only  dis- 
eases can  be  "cured."  Head- 
aches are  symptoms  of  dis- 
eases or  emotional  disorders 
—and  cannot  be  cured  without 
discovery  and  treatment  of 
the  underlying  cause.  But 
headaches  can  be  "relieved." 

There  are  a  number  of  ways, 
beyond  the  standard  proce- 
dure of  two  aspirins  every 
three  orfour  hours.  Try  a  brisk 
walk  in  the  fresh  air.  This  is  a 
good  way  to  escape  smoke- 
filled,  overexciting,  or  ten- 
sion-creating crowds. 

Absolute  quiet  often  works 
wonders  for  an  ordinary  head- 
ache. A  black-coffee  break 
may  tide  you  over;  caffeine 
stimulates  the  central  nervous 
system  and  has  a  specific  ac- 
tion on  blood  vessels. 

For  the  tension  headache, 
doctors  often  advise  a  shower 
or  warm  bath,  and  gentle  mas-

Your  doctor  also  may  pre- 
scribe a  drug  for  your  head- 
ache. A  muscle  relaxant  may 
be  used  for  bad  tension  head- 
aches ;  a  decongestant  for  nas- 
al disorders  coupled  with 
headaches;  antihistamines 
foran  allergic  headache.  Tran- 
quilizers and  sedatives,  even 
though  they  are  made  for  re- 
laxation, rarely  control  the 
pangs  of  headache.  And, 
often,  alcohol  makes  a  head- 
ache worse. 

In  cases  of  migraine  head- 
aches, the  prescription  drug 
ergotamine  tartrate,  prefer- 
ably combined  with  caffeine, 
has  long  been  recommended 
by  medical  experts.  It  may 
bring  relief  in  an  hour— but 
some  people  can't  tolerate  it. 


It's  almost  impossible  to 
prevent  headaches. 

Here  are  five  ways  you  can 
prevent  a  headache. 

Make  a  habit  of  regular 
meals.  Hunger  often  can  be  at 
the  base  of  a  headache.  If  you 
must  delay  a  meal  for  several 
hours,  take  a  snack. 

Switch  from  whatever  you're 
doing  and  plunge  into  some 
physical  activity,  hobby,  or 
any  other'  form  of  recreation. 
Boredom  creates  a  headache. 

Try  easing  your  schedule, 
particularly  before  the  holiday 


or  weekend.  Headaches  of  the 
migraine  type  commonly  re- 
sult from  the  rush  to  finish 
Friday's  work  followed  by  a 
complete  letdown. 

"Write  down  all  the  things 
you  plan  to  do  during  the  day," 
suggests  one  headache  spe- 
cialist. "Then  put  a  pencil 
through  half  of  them.  What  re- 
mains is  all  you  should  even 
attempttodo."  In  otherwords, 
know  your  capacities. 

Recognize,  and  if  at  all  pos- 
sible avoid,  situations  which 
you  know  from  past  experi- 
ences will  set  off  a  headache.

How  to  prepare 

Either  fresh  or  frozen  shrimp 
may  be  shelled  and  cleaned  be- 
fore or  after  boiling.  Some 
think  it  easier  to  remove  the 
small  vein  when  the  shrimp  is 
raw,  but  others  prefer  to  cook 
the  shrimp  before  peeling.  To 
clean  shrimp,  hold  tail  end  in 
left  hand,  slip  thumb  under 
shell,  between  feelers,  and  lift 
off  two  or  three  segments  in  one 
motion.  Then  still  holding  firm- 
ly to  tail,  pull  shrimp  from  re- 
maining shell  section  and  tail. 
With  a  knife,  cut  along  outside 
curve  and  lift  out  black  vein. 
(It's  harmless,  but  some  people 
find  it  objectionable.) 

Never  overcook  shrimp.  De- 
pending on  size,  shrimp  require 
only  one  to  three  minutes  boil-  • 
ing  time.  Start  timing  when  wa- 
ter comes  to  a  boil  after  the 
shrimp  have  been  added.

What  are 
childhood  "fever" 
convulsions? 


One  of  the  most  terrifying  experiences  a  parent  can  have  is 
to  watch  a  child  suddenly  go  into  a  convulsion.  The  child 
loses  consciousness  and  seems  to  stiffen.  His  eyes  roll  back, 
and  his  breathing  becomes  heavy  and  coarse.  His  face  may 
twitch  and  his  arms  and  legs  jerk.  Luckily  for  a  panic-strick- 
en parent,  a  convulsion,  though  dramatic,  ordinarily  does  not 
last  long.  Often  it  is  over  in  less  than  five  minutes,  and  nearly 
always  within  20  minutes. 

During  a  convulsion,  most  parents  are  too  frightened  and 
too  busy  to  think  about  its  implications.  After  it  has  passed, 
though,  disturbing  questions  can  start  to  haunt  them.  Here 
are  answers  to  some  of  the  more  common  questions— and 
some  welcome  reassurance. 

WHAT  IS  A  CONVULSION? 

It  is  the  outward  sign  of  something  irritating  the  brain  and 
producing  abnormal  electrical  activity  in  it.  Any  of  a  long 
list  of  conditions  (some  of  them  quite  serious)  can  cause  one. 
But  in  young  children,  the  most  common  single  type  encoun- 
tered is  a  convulsion  associated  with  high  fever  brought  on 
by  an  acute  infection.  This  type,  known  as  a  fever  (or  tech- 
nically, afebrile)  convulsion,  accounts  for  about  one  third  of 
the  convulsions  in  small  children. 

WHAT  TRIGGERS  A  FEVER  CONVULSION? 

Any  high  fever  can  do  it.  The  cause  of  the  fever  is  often 
identified  as  tonsillitis  or  some  other  throat  infection,  but 
convulsions  can  occur  with  many  other  conditions,  such  as 
ear  infections,  pneumonia,  bronchitis,  epidemic  disease,  and 
reactions  to  immunizations.  It  is  generally  assumed  that  a 
fever  convulsion  in  a  child  is  the  equivalent  of  a  severe  chill 
in  an  adult  who  is  coming  down  with  an  infection.  In  either 
case,  evidence  so  far  shows  that  it  is  the  fever,  rather  than  the 
infection  itself,  that  sets  off  the  reaction— in  adults,  a  chill 
and  in  children,  a  convulsion. 

Although  it  once  was  thought  that  a  convulsive  attack 
was  brought  on  by  rapid  rise  in  a  child's  temperature,  recent 
research  indicates  that  the  fever's  height — not  the  rate  it 
climbs  is  the  crucial  factor.  Some  children  will  convulse 
when  the  fever  reaches  a  certain  point.  This  "convulsive 
threshold"  ranges  from  child  to  child,  averaging  between 
102  degrees  F.  and  104  degrees  F. 

WHO  IS  AFFECTED,  AND  WHY? 

Any  child  can  have  a  convulsion,  and  many  children  do. 
Of  the  almost  20  million  children  under  five  in  the  United 
States,  about  one  and  one  half  million  have  convulsions  at  One 
time  or  another.  Of  these,  half  a  million  have  fever  convul- 
sions. Certain  disorders,  such  as  brain  damage,  imbalance  of 
body  fluids,  and  hypersensitivity  to  allergies  and  drugs 
will  make  a  child  likely  to  convulse  with  fever  (as  well  as 
without),  but  many  apparently  normal  children  are  subject 
to  fever  convulsions. 

A  child's  age,  sex-,  and  race  influence  his  susceptibility. 
Fever  convulsions  usually  affect  children  from  six  months  to 
five  years  old,  with  those  between  one  and  two  having  the 
highest  incidence.  They  occur  somewhat  more  often  in  boys 
than  in  girls. 

Most  probably,  the  reason  for  convulsions  in  very  young 
children  is  related  to  the  immaturity  of  the  child's  still- 
developing  brain.  The  fact  that  there  is  a  sharp  decrease  in 
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Susceptibility  Lo  convulsions  after  age  five  may  mean  that  it 
is  about  this  time  that  the  brain  develops  mechanisms  to  in- 
hibit   seizures. 

HOW  SERIOUS  IS  IT? 

Not  very  if  it's  really  a  fever  convulsion.  But  it  may  be  a 
symptom  of  a  serious  disorder,  such  as  a  previously  unsus- 
pected brain  damage  or  epilepsy.  Doctors  can  get  a  good  idea 
of  the  long-term  outlook  for  a  child  by  analyzing  the  nature 
and  duration  of  his  seizure,  and  by  studying  a  recording  of 
his  electrical  brain  waves  (called  an  electroencephalogram, 
or  EEG,  recording). 

The  future  is  good  for  children  who  suffer  only  an  uncom- 
plicated high-fever  convulsion.  It's  true  that  they  may  suffer 
another  convulsion  or  two,  but  only  about  18  percent  of  chil- 
dren who  have  one  will  have  more  than  four.  Brain  damage 
due  directly  to  a  fever  convulsion  is  a  very  rare  complication, 
occurring  in  less  than  two  of  1 ,000  cases. 

WHAT  SHOULD  YOU  DO  IF  YOUR  CHILD  HAS  A 
CONVULSION? 

Above  all,  don't  panic.  Remember  that  the  attack  will 
orobably  soon  end  itself.  Dr.  J.  Gordon  Millichap,  an  expert 
3n  childhood  convulsions  and  author  of  the  new  book  "Fe- 
3rile  Convulsions"  (Macmillan,  $7.95)  says  that  you  needn't 
lecessarily  call  the  doctor  immediately  when  the  convulsion 
starts,  but  if  it  continues  for  five  minutes  or  more  he  should 
oe  called  without  delay. 

Your  main  worry  is  that  the  child  may  hurt  himself,  so 
rtove  him  gently  down  onto  a  carpeted  floor  or  to  a  bed,  and 
iway  from  furniture  and  other  hard,  injurious  objects.  Make 
sure  that  he  is  lying  down  and  that  his  head  is  neither  ele- 
vated nor  close  to  a  soft  pillow.  If  there  is  food  or  anything 
ilse  in  the  child's  mouth,  take  it  out  to  prevent  choking. 
Loosen  the  clothing  around  his  neck  and  chest.  Don't  fight 
vith  the  child  or  you  may  hurt  him.  Don't  try  to  restrain  his 
movements,  and  don't  try  to  wake  him. 

Don't  put  him  in  the  bathtub.  If  he  is  very  hot,  remove  his 
Nothing  and  try  to  get  his  fever  down  by  gently  sponging 
lim  with  a  cloth  soaked  in  lukewarm  (not  icy)  water  and 
;hen  fanning  him  with  a  magazine.  Rubbing  the  skin  with 
ilcohol  also  is  helpful. 

When  the  convulsion  ends,  the  child  may  be  confused.  Be 
;alm  and  reassuring,  and  let  him  rest  quietly.  Now,  definitely, 
/ou  should  call  the  doctor. 

WHAT  WILL  YOUR  DOCTOR  DO? 

Your  doctor  probably  will  ask  you  to  bring  the  child  to 
;he  office  or  hospital,  especially  if  the  convulsion  appears  to 
}e  complicated  by  factors  other  than  high  fever.  He  may 
vant  to  have  some  laboratory  tests,  X-rays,  an  EEG,  and, 
oossibly,  a  spinal  tap  made.  In  any  case,  depending  upon  his 
liagnosis  of  the  convulsion,  he  may  give  the  child  an  anti- 
biotic drug,  or  prescribe  aspirin,  or  recommend  tepid  baths 
o  keep  the  fever  down. 

Every  bit  of  information  you  give  your  doctor  helps  him 
:o  determine  the  cause  of  the  convulsion  and  the  way  to 
:reat  it.  It's  important  that  you  can  tell  him  the  very  first 
:hing  that  happened  when  the  convulsion  began,  and  how 
ong  the  attack  lasted.  Did  you  notice  what  part  of  the  body 
vas  affected  first?  Also,  did  you  notice  how  the  child  acted 
liter  the  convulsion  was  over? 

A  child's  convulsion  may  just  be  due  to  fever,  but  it  could 
nean  a  serious  underlying  condition.  Don't  take  any  chances. 
\  convulsion  is  nothing  to  panic  over,  but  it's  certainly 
tothing  to  ignore,  either.

Low-maintenance  plants  above:  In  this  effective  design 
for  extra  parking  along  the  front  drive,  low  yews  trimmed 
to  a  circle  serve  a  double  purpose.  They  are  a  guide  to  the 
left-side  boundary  of  each  stall— and  they  are  the  balance 
in  triangle  patterns  of  railroad  ties,  bricks,  and  dark-colorec 
crushed  rock.  Vinca  ground  cover  fills  squares  between  the 
windows  and  is  set  off  by  light-colored  crushed  rock.  A  weep- 
ing cherry  gives  height,  plus  a  shadow  play  on  the  hard  rock 
expanse.  The  hedge  (privet,  boxwood)  at  the  far  end  is  kepi 
low  so  traffic  is  visible  at  all  times. 

A  high  brick  nail  below:  While  the  owners  liked  the  privacj 
provided  by  the  wall,  its  forbidding  bareness  posed  a  prob 
lem.  They  solved  it  by  making  maximum  use  of  the  narrow 
space  between  wall  and  paving.  Espaliers  and  climbers  ar< 
ideal  for  filling  vertical  space.  Here,  elaeagnus  and  pyracan 
tha  do  a  good  cover-up  job.  Low  facing  plants  to  the  left  ar< 
dwarf  holly;  the  others  are  Summer  Snow  floribunda  roses 
Wires,  run  between  rings  set  in  bricks  on  either  side  of  eacl 
stall,  hold  tall  plants  erect.  Occasional  light  pruning  keep 
branches  within  bounds.

Frequently  this  approval  de- 
pends on  the  need  for  a  sec- 
ond income,  the  desire  of  the 
wife  to  work,  the  demands  of 
his  own  job,  and  the  availabil- 
ity of  competent  help.  Even  so, 
some  men  just  are  more  will- 
ing (and  able)  to  share  the  in- 
creased load  at  home. 

When  both  husband  and  wife 
work  hard  at  full-time  jobs, 
getting  some  extra  household 
help  is  usually  a  good  idea. 

Commercial  housecleaning 
services  are  a  good  answer  on 
an  occasional  basis.  This  ser- 
vice, available  in  most  metro- 
politan areas,  includes  every- 
thing from  window  and  wall 
washing  to  carpet  cleaning. 
Child  care  often  is  one  of  the 
stickier  family  issues  in- 
volved. It's  not  only  expensive 
today,  but  difficult  to  find.  It's 
the  main  reason  so  many 
women  wait  until  children  are 
in  school  before  working.  How- 
ever, good  day-care  centers  or 
nursery  schools  can  be  help- 
ful—if they're  convenient. 

But  even  with  the  best  in 
child  careand  household  help, 
the  families  of  working  wives 
and  mothers  must  make  ad- 
justments. They  eat  more  con- 
venience foods.  They  often  ac- 
cept more  responsibility  /for 
household  chores,  help  more 
with  younger  children,  and  do 
some  of  the  marketing. 

But  the  family  also  enjoys 
the  advantages  two  incomes 
can  offer.  And,  they  share  in 
the  sense  of  achievement  a 
woman  gains  when  she  works. 

Is  it  only  for  money? 

Women  frequently  work  even 
though  extra  money  is  not  im- 
portant in  the  family.  In  many 
cases,  the  non-financial  satis- 
factions mean  as  much  to  a 
woman  as  the  income. 

Some  enjoy  the  stimulation 
and  self-satisfaction  in  meet- 
ing the  demands  of  a  paying 
job.  Others  want  to  use  special 
talents ortraining.  Manywom- 
en  work  to  gain  a  sense  of  ful- 
fillment after  their  children 
are  in  school.  Many  more  work 
because  there's  a  need  for 
their  specialty. 

Whatever  their  reasons,  it 
makes  sense  for  women  to 
look  hard  at  the  financial  and 
family  aspects  of  two  pay- 
checks before  they  start  work.

The  trench  method  is  best  for  hedge  plants  spaced  one  tc 
one  and  a  half  feet  apart  (see  table  below).  Dig  trench  deep 
and  wide  enough  to  receive  roots  and  to  allow  plants  to  sit 
about  two  inches  deeper  than  they  did  in  the  nursery. 


Immediately  after  planting  a  hedge  intended  to  be  informal 
cut  back  all  stems  of  deciduous  shrubs  one-half.  If  formall 
cut  back  three-fourths  of  tops  to  force  thick,  low  branching| 
Clip  evergreens  so  all  are  uniform.

When  new  shoots  of  deciduous  shrubs  reach  eight  inches,  cut 
them  back  halfway.  Repeat  after  next  eight-inch  growth  and 
continue  procedure  until  hedge  is  height  you  want.  To  main- 
tain it  there,  shear  top  when  necessary  and  cut  sides  to  en- 
courage dense  growth.  Taper  side  to  the  top  so  the  sun  can 
reach  all  parts  of  hedge  and  prevent  legginess. 

If  you  need  a  guide  to  shear  the  top  of  the  hedge  at  uni- 
form height,  use  stakes  on  each  side  and  stretch  cord  between 
them  at  the  height  you'll  cut  back  to.  For  a  short  hedge, 
hand  shears  are  practical;  electric  hedge  clippers  are  a  boon 
for  long  hedges,'*as  the  one  above.

New  facts 
on  dog  nutrition 

By  Douglas  M.  Lidster 


Because  the  dog  is  classed  as  a  carnivore, 
many  people  wrongly  assume  that  all  he 
needs  to  live  on  is  meat.  Actually,  he's  al- 
most as  omnivorous  as  a  human  being.  In 
addition  to  the  protein  he  gets  from  animal 
tissue,  he  needs  carbohydrates,  fats,  vita- 
mins, minerals,  and  trace  elements  found 
in  cereals  and  other  plants.  A  strictly  meat 
diet  doesn't  supply  all  these  nutrients  in 
the  proper  balance  required  for  growth, 
maintenance,  and  reproduction. 

A  good,  commercially  prepared  dog  food 
is  designed  to  be  a  complete  diet  in  itself. 
Reputable  manufacturers  must  assume 
that  their  food  will  be  the  sole  diet  of  the 
dog,  and  no  other  food  will  be  required. 
This  food,  plus  constant  access  to  water, 
normally  represents  a  completely  bal- 
anced diet. 

Nutritionally,  it  makes  no  difference 
whether  you  serve  dry,  semi-moist,  or 
canned  food,  so  long  as  it  is  labeled  "com- 
plete" or  "fully  nourishing."  To  use  this 
label,  the  manufacturer  must  meet  the 
minimum  guidelines  established  by  the 
National  Research  Council  or  other  recog- 
nized authorities.  If  the  product  does  not 
carry  such  a  label,  don't  use  it  as  a  com- 
plete food.  Manufacturers  pride  them- 
selves in  formulating  a  completely  nour- 
ishing dog  food,  and  if  it's  meant  to  be 
complete,  they'll  say  so  on  the  package. 

Dry  foods,  in  meal  or  nibble  form,  are 
the  most  economical  way  to  feed  a  dog  a 
completely  balanced  diet.  The  newer  soft- 
moist  foods  in  individual  packets  are  easy 
to  store,  require  no  refrigeration,  and  are 
probably  the  most  convenient.  Wet  foods — 
the  traditional  canned  type— are  probably 
the  most  palatable  to  the  dog  himself.  The 
newer  canned-meat  products  are  extreme- 
ly tasty,  but  unless  the  label  states  "sup- 
plemented with  vital  nutrients"  they're  not 
complete.  If  you  do  feed  this  type  to  your 
dog,  use  it  mixed  with  a  complete  food,  not 
as  a  diet  in  itself.  But  don't  go  overboard 
mixing  special  meals  for  your  dog  or  you 
may  upset  the  balance  of  nutrients  the 
manufacturer  has  established. 
Your  daily  feeding  pattern  establishes  your 
dog's  eating  pattern.  Your  dog  is  a  crea- 
ture of  habit  and  usually  thrives  on  meal- 
time monotony.  He'll  welcome  the  same 
food  served  at  the  same  time  every  day,  and 
resents  any  change  in  the  routine  (in  fact, 
changes  can   even   upset  his  digestion).

tual  feeding  experiments  run  on  hundreds 
of  dogs  at  a  large  canine  research  center. 
It  serves  as  an  accurate  guide  in  establish- 
ing a  regular  feeding  schedule  for  all  dogs. 

A  puppy  less  than  three  months  old  is  at 
a  very  critical  feeding  stage.  His  protein 
needs  are  almost  double  those  required 
for  a  maintenance  level  in  the  mature  dog. 
A  puppy's  energy  level  is  also  high,  so  total 
food  intake  will  be  relatively  great.  Four 
meals  a  day— morning,  noon,  evening,  and 
just  before  bed— are  generally  recom- 
mended for  puppies  in  this  age  group. 

If  the  pup  has  been  weaned  on  baby 
cereal  and  milk,  it's  best  to  put  him  on  a 
complete  dog  food  or  special  puppy  start- 
er. (Make  the  transition  gradually  to  avoid 
upsetting  his  rather  inexperienced  di- 
gestive tract.)  The  food  should  be  served 
quite  moist— room  temperature,  not  right 
from  the  refrigerator. 

Eating  habits  vary  widely.  Some  puppies 
will  eat  all  the  food  offered  as  fast  as  they 
can  swallow  it;  others  dawdle.  Twenty 
minutes  is  plenty  of  time  for  a  pup's  meal- 
time. If  he  hasn't  finished  in  that  time, 
take  the  remaining  food  away,  wash  his 
dish  thoroughly,  and  feed  a  lesser  amount 
at  the  next  scheduled  feeding  time.  Don't 
feel  sorry  for  him  and  tempt  him  with  be- 
tween-meal  treats.  Now  is  the  easiest  time 
to  train  him  to  eat  out  of  a  dish  — rather 
than  begging  and  whining  for  handouts. 

At  three  months,  you  can  eliminate  the 
bedtime  meal  and  put  the  pup  on  a  three-

meal-a-day  schedule.  His  food  can  be  drier 
and  crunchier  now,  so  it's  extra  important 
that  water  be  available  to  him.  Your  own 
eye  is  the  best  judge  as  to  how  much  he 
should  be  fed.  Pups  can  be  plump,  but  they 
shouldn't  be  fat.  If  he's  putting  on  too 
much  weight  in  relation  to  his  overall 
growth,  reduce  the  amount  fed  at  each 
meal.  It's  important  that  each  meal  is  ap- 
proximately the  same  size  so  he'll  have  a 
steady  energy  source.  Again,  avoid  be- 
tween-meal  snacks. 

Permanent  teeth  wi:i  begin  to  appear  at 
14  weeks.  The  pup  will  try  to  chew  every- 
thing in  sight  to  relieve  his  itching  gums. 
Give  him  a  rawhide  toy  or  something  else 
he  can  chew  without  swallowing,  or  hard 
biscuits  as  part  of  his  meal. 

At  five  to  seven  months,  your  dog  is  an 
adolescent.  The  three  daily  meals  should 
be  continued  until  his  appetite  begins  to 
falter.  When  he  eats  with  what  is  less  than 
obvious  enthusiasm,  eliminate  the  noon 
meal  but  increase  the  amount  at  morning 
and  evening  to  meet  the  demands  of  his 
rapidly  growing  body. 

During  the  seven-to-ten-month  period, 
continue  the  twice-a-day  schedule.  Since 
smaller  dogs  are  approaching  maturity  at 
this  time,  their  food  requirement  per 
pound  of  body  weight  will  decrease.  If  the 
dog  appears  to  be  putting  on  excess 
weight,  decrease  the  amount  fed  at  each 
meal  accordingly.

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Most  dogs  are  physically  mature 
by  ten  months  to  a  year.  At  this 
time,  the  dog  can  be  put  on  one 
meal  a  day.  Feeding  may  occur 
either morningor evening,  but 
there  are  a  few  important 
points  to  consider.  Some  peo- 
ple contend  that  a  dog  enjoys 
a  filling  breakfast,  which  he 
probablydoes.anda  nap  after- 
ward. But  the  dog  fed  in  the 
eveningaftera  hard  day's  play 
has  a  long  night's  sleep  to  look 
forward  to,  and  good  digestion 
along  with  it.  Because  a  dog 
shouldn't  be  exercised  after 
eating  (even  rough  play  is  too 
much),  you  may  find  an  eve- 
ning meal  best  for  him,  and 
most  convenient  for  you. 
"Stress"  is  a  term  used  by 
nutritionists  to  refer  to  any 
condition  other  than  that  of 
the  normal  dog  in  an  average 
environment.  Changes  in  cli- 
mate, activity,  or  even  general 
mental  well-being  are  stress 
conditions,  and  the  dog's  diet 
should  be  altered  to  compen- 
sate for  these  changes. 
During  cold  weather,  dogs  kept 
outdoors  will  require  more 
calories  to  maintain  body  tem- 
perature. The  winter  coat 
helps,  but  it  is  no  substitute 
for  the  metabolic  adjustment 
required.  Some  dogs'  appe- 
tites won't  respond  immedi- 
ately to  the  cold,  but  after  a 
short  period  of  weight  loss, 
they  will  eat  more  food  (if  it  is 
offered)  until  their  weight  sta- 
bilizes again.  When  the  winter 
coat  has  completely  grown  in, 
the  appetite  will  decrease 
slightly.  During  the  spring,  a 
similar  lag  takes  place.  The 
dog  may  put  on  weight  before 
his  consumption  drops  in  ad- 
justing to  the  warmer  climatic 
conditions. 

Working  dogs  obviously  require 
more  food  than  kennel  dogs  and 
house  pets.  Hunting  dogs  need 
two  to  four  times  their  normal 
maintenance  level.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  add  meat,  or 
some  other  tasty  substance 
to  start  the  dog  eating  more 
than  his  normal  ration.  Hard- 
performing  dogs  should  be 
given  a  high-energy,  non-fill- 
ing meal  before  work,  and  a 
nourishing  meal  after  they 
have  had  time  to  cool  off.  On 
days  when  they're  not  active, 
their  rations  should  be  cut  ac- 
cordingly. A  constant  supply 
of  water  is  particularly  impor- 
tant to  the  hard-working  dog. 
A  low  blood-sugar  level 
(functional  hypoglycemia)  is 
not  uncommon  after  several 
hours  of  strenuous  exercise. 
The  symptoms  can  range  from 
tiredness  and  lack  of  muscle 
control  to  convulsions.   Light 


snacks  of  high-energy  food; 
can  help  prevent  this  condi 
tion.  The  newer  soft-mois 
foods  are  especially  suitable 
because  of  their  digestibility 
high  nutritional  and  energy 
value,  and  convenient  packag 
ing. 

A  pregnant  dog  requires  specia 
consideration.  Until  the  fourth 
week  of  gestation,  there's  nc 
need    to    increase    her    diet 
After  that,  a  gradual  increas 
to  about  15  percent  over  he 
normal     maintenance      leve 
should    be    sufficient.    Lacta 
tion  puts  the  real  nutritiona 
burden   on   the   mother.   Sh 
may  need  two  to  four  time 
her  normal  maintenance  level 
depending  on  the  number  o 
pups.   You    can   figure   she'l 
need     roughly     100    calorie 
per  pound  of  puppies— in  ad| 
dition  to  her  normal  diet— tcl 
feed  the  pups  and   maintairf 
condition.  This  is  critical  dur 
ing  the  first  three  or  four  week 
when  she  is  the  puppies'  sol 
sourceof  nourishment.  As  the 
begin  to  eat  solid  foods,  yo 
can    gradually    decrease    th 
mother's  ration.  Soon  after  the|| 
puppies  have  been  completel 
weaned,  the  mother  should  b 
back  on   her  normal  maintel 
nance  schedule. 
Spayed  females  also  require  spe 
cial  attention.  The  neuter  anil 
mal    may    have    a    metabolic! 
rate  15  percent  to  30  percenlS 
lower  than  the  unspayed  feP 
male.  Take  this  into  consider] 
ation  when  you  feed  your  doa 
and  pay  very  close  attention  tq 
her  weight.  While  it's  easy  fo« 
the  dog  to  put  on  weight,  it  wil| 
be  hard  for  you  to  reverse  th 
process. 

Old  age  may  present  several  spe 
cial  problems.  As  the  dog  grow 
older,  there  is  a  progres 
sive  reduction  in  the  size  o 
the  tissues  and  the  number  o| 
cells  making  up  these  tissues} 
The  metabolic  rate  also  slows 
down,  and  it  becomes  harder; 
and  harder  for  the  dog's  d i-ji 
gestive  system  to  assimilate, 
nutrients.  The  daily  die| 
should  consist  of  less  food; 
but  there  should  also  be  a  re^ 
duction  in  the  amount  of  fall 
proportionate  to  the  total 
meal.  It's  important  to  keep[ 
his  weight  down  while  supply1 
ing  him  with  protein  of  high 
biological  value.  Your  veteri- 
narian will  be  able  to  furnisb 
you  with  a  special  food  formu- 
lated for  older  animals— when 
needed.  It's  also  a  good  idea 
to  take  the  older  animal  in  for! 
a  complete  checkup  at  leasl 
twice  a  year.

by  many  kennel  owners,  and 
many  pet  owners  have  found  it 
highly  satisfactory.  A  constant 
supply  of  food  and  water  is 
available,  and  the  dog  is  al- 
lowed to  gauge  his  own  re- 
quirements. Most  dogs  do 
well,  but  a  few  have  a  tenden- 
cy to  overeat. 

If  you  plan  to  use  this  self- 
feeding  regimen,  it's  best  to 
use  a  dry  food  and  start  when 
yourdog  isa  pup.  An  olderdog 
accustomed  to  a  daily  sched- 
ule is  more  eager  about  eat- 
ing than  one  who  is  used  to 
having  food  around  all  the 
time.  Having  the  constant  op- 
portunity to  eat  may  lead  him 
to  eat  all  the  time.  The  house- 
hold pet  that  suffers  long 
hours  with  nothing  to  do  may 
eat  out  of  sheer  boredom.  If 
your  dog  seems  to  be  putting 
on  excess  weight  after  a  few 
weeks  of  self-feeding,  it  may 
be  best  to  go  back  to  the  da  i  ly 
scheduled  meal. 

Most  dogs  learn  to  love 
whatever  food  is  put  before 
them,  but  many  people  still  in- 
sist on  improving  the  taste  by 
adding  table  scraps,  meat 
drippings,  or  gravy.  There's 
nothing  wrong  with  this  so 
long  as  the  addition  amounts 
to  no  more  than  15  percent  of 
the  total  intake.  Remember, 
these  additions  are  for  taste, 
not  nutrition.  Too  many  of 
these  goodies  in  the  diet  can 
upset  the  balance  of  nutrients 
trie  manufacturer  worked  so 
hard  to  attain. 

You  can  give  your  dog  treats  as 
long  as  you  remember  they 
are  just  that.  Give  them  as  a 
gesture,  not  as  a  reward  for 
good  performance.  Praise  is 
the  only  real  reward  a  dog 
should  ever  get.  If  you  offer  a 
lot  of  treats,  feed  him  less,  but 
don't  let  the  treats  amount  to 
a  major  portion  of  his  diet. 
Even  though  some  are  nutri- 
tionally complete,  constant 
snacking  will  upset  the  feed- 
ing program  you've  estab- 
lished. And  always  stay  with 
the  treats  made  for  dogs.  Can- 
dy and  pastry  are  even  worse 
for  him  than  for  you. 

No  dog  needs  a  bone,  and 
most  would  probably  be  better 
off  if  they  never  saw  one.  But 
as  long  as  people  own  dogs, 
they'll  throw  them  bones. 
Keep  these  points  in  mind.  A 
bone  is  to  be  chewed,  not  eat- 
en, so  make  sure  it's  so  big 
and  tough  that  your  dog 
couldn't  possibly  swallow  it. 
Chicken  bones,  chop  bones, 
and  all  cooked  bones  are  out. 
(Cooking  dries  out  a  bone  and 
makes  it  brittle.)  A  large  beef 
knuckle  is  the  only  bone  that's 
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really  practical.  He  can  chew 
for  hour's,  and  never  do  much 
to  it.  This  type  of  chewingdoes 
help  keep  his  teeth  clean. 
During  the  summer  months, 
don't  let  the  same  bone  lie 
around  for  more  than  a  day. 
It's  a  breeding  haven  for  dis 
ease  and  maggots.  Throw  it 
away  and  give  him  a  new  one. 

Treats  and  bones  should  be 
given  to  the  dog  after  meals. 
Before  meals,  they  might  spoil 
his  appetite.  But  more  impor- 
tant, chewing  a  bone  or  snack 
stimulates  the  flow  of  diges- 
tive juices.  If  there's  nothing 
for  these  juices  to  work  on,  the 
dog  might  suffer  from  excess 
stomach  acidity.  After  meals, 
this  continual  stimulation  can 
help  him  digest  his  food. 
If  your  dog  is  a  picky  eater,  it's 
usually  not  his  fault.  You  trained 
him  that  way  every  time  you 
fed  him  from  the  table,  or  let 
him  have  something  special 
when  he  didn't  seem  to  want 
his  own  dinner.  When  a  dog 
learns  he'll  get  leftover  lasag- 
na  if  he  doesn't  eat  his  own 
food,  soon  nothing  will  be 
good  enough  for  his  pampered 
palate. 

Simply  put  his  food  in  front 
of  him,  and  give  him  ample 
time  to  eat  it.  Then  take  it 
away.  Don't  feel  sorry  for  him 
if  he  whines  between  times. 
He'li  soon  get  the  idea.  Do  be 
fair  about  it  and  offer  fresh 
food  in  a  clean  bowl  at  the 
next  scheduled  meal.  Dogs 
don't  like  stale  food  any  more 
than  people  do.  If  you  refrig- 
erate canned  food,  make  sure 
it's  warmed  to  room  tempera- 
ture before  serving  it.  Animals 
don't  like  food  cold,  and— 
since  most  dogs  bolt  their 
meals— the  shock  of  it  may 
not  be  good  for  their  stomachs. 

Vitamin  and  mineral  supple- 
ments are  best  handled  under 
the  advice  of  your  veterinar- 
ian. It's  unwise  to  figure  that 
if  a  little  of  a  certain  vitamin 
is  good,  a  lot  is  better.  To  work 
effectively,  vitamins  and  min- 
erals and  other  nutrients  must 
be  in  proper  balance.  Too 
much  of  one  may  negate  the 
benefits  of  the  other. 
A  healthy  dog  is  lean,  hard, 
and  alert.  By  overfeeding,  you 
will  shorten  his  life  and  lessen 
the  enjoyment  you  get  from 
him.  The  best  dog  foods  are 
not  necessarily  the  most  ex- 
pensive, and  when  you  figure 
what  they  mean  in  health 
terms,  they're  by  far  the 
cheapest.  Yourdog  can't  judge 
what's  best  for  him;  that's  up 
to  you.  When  shopping  for  his 
daily  fare,  show  that  you  have 
more  sense  than  he  does.  ■

What  if  the  paint  peels? 


Don't  be  too  quick  to  blame 
the  paint.  If  properly  applied, 
a  quality  exterior  paint  should 
hold  up  for  at  least  four  years. 
Blistering,  cracking,  or  peel- 
ing paint  may  be  caused  by 
improper  application,  or  your 
house  may  have  a  moisture 
problem— one  that  allows  wa- 
ter to  squeeze  behind  the 
paint  film. 

Unless  you  eliminate  the 
original  trouble,  you  won't 
gain  anything  by  slapping  on  a 
new  coat  of  paint.  When  you 
apply  paint  over  previously 
painted  siding,  your  paint  ad- 
heres to  the  old  paint,  not  the 
siding.  If  the  old  paint  peels, 
it  will  take  the  new  coat  with  it. 
That's  why  flaking  areas 
should  be  scraped  off  before 
you  start  painting. 

You  might  not  need  to  re- 
move all  the  old  paint.  How- 
ever in  extreme  cases  where 
most  of  the  paint  is  coming  off 
anyway,  this  may  be  the  only 
sure  cure. 

Examine  the  peeling  area  for  ex- 
posed masonry  or  bare  wood. 
If  you  find  any— especially  if 


this  has  happened  in  the  same 
place  before— your  problem  is 
probably  interior  moisture. 
This  problem  is  most  notice- 
able under  windows  and  gut- 
ters, alongside  a  downspout, 
or  along  the  base  of  a  wall. 
Moisture  can  enter  these 
areas  through  defective  caulk- 
ing, missingordamaged  flash- 
ing, or  structural  defects  which 
allow  rain  and  snow  to  seep 
behind  the  siding. 

Peeling  along  the  bottom  of 
exterior  walls  is  often  caused 
by  plants  that  grow  too  close 
to  the  foundation,  allowing 
branches  to  creep  under  over- 
hanging clapboards;  and  by 
moisture  absorbed  by  the  bot- 
tom row  of  boards  from  snow 
or  rain.  Water  can  also  enter 
through  cracks  in  siding  or 
stucco,  through  defective 
joints  in  brickwork,  or  through 
open  seams  and  corner  joints 
wherever  two  different  kinds 
of  materials  meet. 

Many  houses  also  suffer 
from  moisture  that's  caused 
by  excess  interior  humidity.  In 
the  winter,  your  home  should 


be  equipped  with  snug-fitting, 
weatherstripped  storm  win- 
dows and  doors,  making  your 
house  virtually  airtight. 

Normal  family  activities- 
bathing,  washing,  cooking, 
etc.— disperse  a  great  deal  of 
moisture,  creating  an  interior 
vapor  pressure.  Moist  air 
tends  to  migrate  toward  dry 
air,  and  since  the  outside  is 
invariably  drier  than  the  in- 
side during  cold  weather,  in- 
terior moisture  works  its  way 
toward  the  outside  by  perme- 
ating wall  cavities  in  the  out- 
side walls.  When  this  warm, 
moist  air  comes  in  contact 
with  the  cold  exterior  wall  sur- 
faces, it  condenses  into  water 
drops  in  the  same  way  that 
vapor  condenses  on  the  out- 
side of  a  cold  glass  in  the  sum- 
mer. This  water  soaks  into  the 
wood  sheathingand  siding  un- 
til they  are  saturated. 

In  warmer  weather,  the  sun 
heats  up  the  outside  wall.  The 
moisture  vaporizes  again  and 
tries  to  work  its  way  toward 
the  warm  air  on  the  outside, 
squeezing  through  the  wood 
siding  or  masonry.  It  can  liter- 
ally push  the  outside  paint  off 
—first  blistering  it,  then  caus- 
ing it  to  crack  and  peel. 
How  can  you  eliminate  peeling 
caused  by  a  moisture  condi- 
tion? Start  checking  for  cracks 
where  water  can  enter;  then 


use  caulking  compound  or 
putty  to  seal  these  crevices. 
Replace  badly  v  rotted  or 
cracked  boards  and  patch  ma- 
sonry or  brickwork  wherever 
cracks  or  open  seams  appear. 
See  that  rain  gutters  and  roof 
flashings  are  repaired.  Touch 
up  peeled  or  bare  areas,  since 
exposed  areas  allow  moisture 
to  soak  into  the  wall,  causing 
peeling  on  nearby  sections. 
Next  look  for  moisture  vapor 
that  may  be  edging  its  way  into 
the  walls  from  the  inside.  This 
is  caused  by  a  buildup  of  ex- 
cessively high  humidity.  In- 
crease the  interior  ventilation 
so  that  the  moisture  vapor  will 
escape  to  the  outside. 

After  using  the  shower  or 
while  cooking,  or  using  a 
clothes  washer,  open  a  window 
or  turn  on  the  exhaust  fan. 
Houses  with  wood  siding  often 
need  special  outside  vents  to 
allow  trapped  moisture  vapor 
to  escape.  Vents  are  seldom 
required  on  shingled  houses 
since  shingles  have  more 
seams  and  joints  for  the  vapor 
to  escape  through.  Vented  air 
circulates  freely  through  the 
outer  wall  cavities  so  that  the 
back  side  of  the  wall  dries  out 
as  quickly  as  moisture  vapor 
builds  up  on  the  inside. 
Louver  ventilation  is  the  best 
answer  to  peeling  paint  on  the

I  Family  Legal  Matters 


Your  lawyer  and  your  will 

In  the  first  appearance  of  "Family  Legal 
Matters,"  you'll  find  valuable  advice  on 
dealing  with  a  lawyer  about  your  will— no 
small  matter  today.  The  column  is  produced 


for  Better  Homes  and  Gardens  by  Louis 
M.  Brown,  recognized  authority  and  long- 
time author  in  the  preventive  law  field.  Later 
columns  will  concentrate  not  on  case  law 


or  legal  principles,  but  on  how  to  handle 
your  family  affairs  to  avoid  legal  problems 
—giving  you  the  kind  of  straight  talk  you'd 
expect  from  a  topflight  family  attorney. 


You  have  an  appointment  with  a  lawyer 
to  prepare  your  will.  Are  you  ready  to  cope 
with  all  his  questions?  If  not,  here  are 
some  suggestions  that  will  save  both  of 
you  time— and  help  him  do  a  better  job. 

Advance  preparation 

First,  recall  all  the  important  assets  and 
liabilities  you  now  have.  Make  a  list 
describing  each.  Be  sure  to  show  the  ap- 
proximate fair  market  value  of  the  assets, 
including  your  home,  your  car,  furniture, 
stocks,  bank  accounts,  life  insurance, 
and  other  assets. 

On  another  sheet,  write  your  full  name 
and  age,  your  wife's  full  name  and  age, 
and  the  names  and  ages  of  your  children. 
If  there  is  anyone  else  you  are  likely  to 
name  in  the  will,  write  these  names  and 
addresses  down  too.  Collect  any  previous 
wills  (or  copies  of  a  will)  that  you've 
signed,  plus  your  lite  insurance  policies, 
your  company's  pension  plan,  the  deed 
to  your  home,  stock  or  bond  certificates, 
and  bank  and  savings  accounts  books. 

Be  prepared,  if  you  can,  to  tell  your  law- 
yer what  you  want  to  include  in  your  will. 
But  expect  to  get  some  advice  from  him 
regarding  your  wishes.  You  should  con- 
sider in  advance  whom  you  want  as  exec- 
utor—your spouse,  a  bank,  a  trust  com- 
pany, a  friend.  In  addition,  decide  who 
gets  special  bequests  or  gifts,  what  chari- 
table contributions  you  want  to  make, 
who  will  be  guardian  for  your  children, 
or  whether  you  may  want  to  create  a  trust. 
Finally,  list  any  questions  you  have  about 
the  will. 

Should  a  couple  see  a  lawyer  at  the  same 
time?  Often  a  man  and  his  wife  will  visit 
a  lawyer  at  the  same  time.  But  in  some 
situations,  this  may  not  be  advisable. 
Each  one  should  have  a  will,  and  some- 
times there  may  be  conflicting  desires 
over  this.  For  example,  a  husband  may 
not  want  to  designate  his  wife  executrix. 

Even  so,  the  same  family  lawyer  might 
serve  both  of  you  well.  For  instance,  he 
may  ask  you  how  you  want  your  property 
distributed  in  the  event  you  both  die 
simultaneously  in  a  common  disaster. 
Any  differences  may  be  minor,  and  a 
lawyer  generally  is  able  to  come  up  with 
solutions. 

Conferring  with  your  lawyer 

Ordinarily  it  takes  a  minimum  of  two 
visits  to  complete  a  will.  At  the  first  ses- 
sion, you  and  your  lawyer  formulate  the 


specific  provisions  and  ideas.  The  second 
time,  you  read  and  sign  the  will. 

At  your  first  conference,  the  lawyer 
usually  will  ask  about  your  wishes,  and 
put  together  some  questions  for  you. 
Often,  you  will  be  able  to  answer  his  ques- 
tions at  the  conference.  If  not,  you  should 
take  more  time  and  let  him  (or  his  secre- 
tary) know  later. 

Your  lawyer  may  accept  the  way  you 
worked  out  the  items  in  your  will— or  he 
may  suggest  alternatives.  His  advice  and 
questions  may  well  be  the  most  important 
aspect  of  your  consultation  with  him. 

In  addition,  he  may  want  to  discuss 
matters  that  don't  directly  concern  your 
will.  For  instance,  you  may  need  estate 
planning,  not  just  a  will.  A  will  is  only  one 
of  the  documents  that  begin  to  operate 
upon  your  death.  Your  life  insurance  poli- 
cies and  your  company  death  benefit 
plan  are  other  examples. 
Don't  be  surprised  then,  if  your  lawyer  sug- 
gests changes  in  documents,  or  changes 
in  the  legal  arrangements  between  you 
and  your  wife.  When  he  does  this,  he's 
trying  to  improve  your  legal  position,  ac- 
complish your  wishes,  reduce  taxes,  and 
coordinate  your  affairs.  (But  you  can,  if 
you  wish,  tell  him  to  limit  his  work  to  the 
will.) 

At  the  meeting,  inquire  about  "shrink- 
age" in  your  estate  upon  death.  Your  law- 
yer can  estimate  the  amount  of  federal 
estate  taxes  (usually  applicable  only  to 
estates  exceeding  $120,000  if  there  is  a 
surviving  spouse,  or  $60,000  if  there  is 
no  surviving  spouse).  He  also  can  advise 
you  on  state  taxes,  executor's  commis- 
sions, lawyer's  fees,  and  other  costs  of 
administering  your  estate.  You  should 
always  ask  him  whether  there  are  alterna- 
tives that  will  reduce  these  costs. 

Your  lawyer  should  discuss  his  fee  at 
your  conference.  Ordinarily,  if  you  are 
properly  prepared  for  this  first  visit,  he 
will  be  able  to  set  and  discuss  his  fee 
easily. 

Signing  the  will 

Usually,  this  should  be  supervised  by 
your  lawyer  because  there  are  technical 
requirements.  He'll  generally  have  you 
and  the  witnesses  sign  only  the  original. 
Then  he'll  suggest  a  good  way  to  safe- 
guard it.  If  he  agrees  to  keep  it,  he'll  sup- 
ply you  with  a  copy  showing  a  II  signatures. 
Your  lawyer  may  then  suggest  a  date  for 
your  next  conference— perhaps  in  two  to 


five  years.  In  any  event,  he  should  in- 
struct you  on  any  circumstances  that  in- 
dicate a  review  of  your  will.  For  example, 
you  need  a  review  when  there's  a  sub- 
stantial change  in  your  assets,  a  child  is 
born,  or  there's  a  revision  of  tax  laws. 

Are  you  "fully  covered" 
if  the  insurance 


man  says  so? 
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Suppose  you're  about  to  go  on  vacation. 
You  check  on  your  homeowners  insur- 
ance policy  coverage  because  you  just 
stored  some  additional  items  in  your 
home.  Your  insurance  man  asks  you 
what's  stored.  You  tell  him  and  he  says, 
"We  can  cover  you  for  $7,500,  and  you 
are  fully  covered.  Go  to  Florida  .  .  .  and 
have  a  good  time." 

While  on  vacation  you  get  a  new  fire 
insurance  policy  for  these  additional 
items.  You  try  to  read  this  policy,  but  it's 
so  complex  you're  not  sure  what  it  means. 
About  the  same  time,  the  water  pipes 
burst  in  your  home,  damaging  fixtures, 
your  furniture— and  the  items  you  stored. 

Happily,  the  insurance  company  pays 
off  on  the  homeowners  policy  for  the  dam- 
age to  your  home  and  furniture.  Unhappi- 
ly, the  company  refuses  to  pay  anything 
on  the  $7,500  fire  insurance  policy  be- 
cause the  additional  items  were  "busi- 
ness merchandise,"  and  the  fire  policy 
does  not  include  water  damage.  You  sue. 

There  are  at  least  two  hurdles  you  must 
get  over.  One  is  legalistic.  That  is,  even 
if  the  man  who  sold  you  the  insurance 
said  "you  are  fully  covered,"  that's  not 
what  the  policy  said.  A  recent  New  Jersey 
Supreme  Court  opinion  allowed  the 
insured  to  recover  where  he  believed  the 
coverage  on  the  fire  policy  was  the  same 
as  on  the  homeowners  policy.  The  court 
acknowledged  that  the  fire  policy  by  its 
terms,  if  very  carefully  examined,  did  not 
cover  this  kind  of  water  damage.  But  the 
opinion  said : 

"The  fire  policy,  while  not  as  lengthy  as 
the  homeowners  contract,  would  never- 
theless be  confusing  and  abstruse  to  the 
average  person  .  .  .  quite  unintelligible  to 
the  insured  even  were  he  to  attempt  to 
read  and  understand  the  unfamiliar  and 
technical  language  and  awkward  and  un- 
clear arrangement."

Wine  tasting  party 

Flexible  is  the  word  for  a  wine  tasting  party. 
It's  an  anytime,  anyplace  type  of  entertaining 
that  can  be  formal  or  informal,  according  to 
your  mood  and  your  guest  list.  And,  because 
wine  comprises  both  the  refreshment  and  the 
entertainment,  little  preparation  is  necessary, 
so  the  host  can  relax  and  enjoy  himself. 

The  basic  needs  for  the  party  are  simple : 
Tables:  Wines  may  be  grouped  on  one  or  more 
tables.  If  several  tables  are  used,  space  them 
far  enough  apart  so  people  can  move  freely 
from  one  wine  sample  to  the  next.  Small  cards 
with  information  about  each  wine  can  be  placed 
near  the  sample  for  the  guests  to  read  as  they 
taste.  You  might  provide  cheese  and  cracker 
nibbles  and  water  for  clearing  the  palate  be- 
tween the  samplings. 

Glassware:  Plan  on  one  glass  per  person.  A  clear 
(not  colored)  one  is  best  so  the  color  of  the 
wine  can  be  appreciated.  The  glass  should  be 
tulip-shaped  to  hold  the  fragrance  of  the  wine 
and  stemmed  to  prevent  the  hand  from  warm- 
ing the  wine. 

Pitchers  of  water:  Tasters  usually  wish  to  rinse 
wine  glasses  between  wines  by  pouring  a  little 
water  in  the  glass.  Containers  should  be  pro- 
vided for  discarded  water. 
Number  of  guests:  The  size  of  your  room  and  the 
amount  of  wine  you  want  to  buy  are  your  only 
restrictions. 

Wine:  Five  different  ones  are  usually  the  maxi- 
mum for  beginners,  though  experienced  tast- 
ers often  taste  many  more  than  this  number. 
Here  is  a  sample  list  for  those  just  becoming 
acquainted  with  wine  types. 

1  appetizer  wine 

1  dry  red  dinner  wine 

1  dry  white  dinner  wine 

1  dessert  wine 

1  sparkling  wine

At  a  wine  tasting  party,  you  can  be  less  p 
fessional.  You  can  still  notice  the  color— brig 
and   clear,   the  smell— a   pleasant  fragran 
and  taste— dry  or  sweet.  You  want  to  enjoy  t 
wine,  not  just  taste  it.

How  can  you  correct  your  credit  files? 


If  you  think  your  credit  record 
is  good,  but  you're  still  having 
trouble  getting  credit  from  a 
store  or  bank,  your  best  bet  is 
to  visit  your  local  credit  bu- 
reau. In  the  past,  it  often  was 
difficult  to  get  a  look  at  your 
own  credit  file.  Last  year, 
though,  the  2,100  credit  bu- 
reaus who  are  members  of  As- 
sociated Credit  Bureaus,  Inc., 
adopted  a  code  that  allows 
consumers  to  see  their  files, 
and  also  sets  up  machinery  to 
get  errors  corrected. 

But  remember,  credit  bu- 
reaus don't  provide  credit  rat- 
ings. They  maintain  credit  his- 
tories supplied  by  firms  that 
do  grant  cred  it.  They  a  Iso  keep 
records  and  clippings  on  no- 
tices of  bankruptcies,  suits, 
judgments,  tax  liens,  legal 
separations,  divorces,  and  rec- 
ords of  arrests  and  convic- 
tions. Before  any  lender  gives 
you  credit,  he'll  usually  check 
your  credit  file  first. 

When  you  do  call  on  your 
credit  bureau,  they'll  ask  you 
for  full  identification.  They'll 
also  want  a  statement  saying 
you  won't  take  legal  action 
against  the  credit  bureau  and 
its  sources  of  information. 
Once  this  is  done,  the  credit 
bureau  staff  will  show  you  the 
contents  of  your  file. 

If  you  find  what  you  think  is 
an  error,  the  bureau  will  make 
the  necessary  investigations 
and  update  your  records.  They 
will  do  this  without  charge  if 
you  came  because  you  were  re- 
fused credit.  However,  if  you 
simply  want  a  certain  item  re- 
checked,  you'll  have  to  pay  a 
small  fee. 

If,  afteran  investigation,  you 
still  feel  an  item  in  your  file  is 
misleading,  you  can  draft  an 
explanation  of  the  situation 
and  the  bureau  will  put  it  in 
your  file.  For  example,  a  store 
may  have  filed  a  report  that 
you  were  slow  in  paying  a  bill. 
If  you  were  deliberately  slow 
because  the  item  you  bought 
was  defective,  your  letter  ex- 
plaining this  goes  in  your  file. 
Then  a   lender  may  overlook 


the  store's  complaint,  and 
give  you  the  loan. 

If  you  run  into  difficulty  at 
your  credit  bureau,  write  As- 
sociated Credit  Bureaus,  Inc., 
6767  Southwest  Freeway, 
Houston,  Texas  77036.  One 
of  the  ACB's  jobs  is  to  police 
the  new  standards  (which  may 
become  law  under  the  Fair 
Credit  Reporting  Bill,  now  be- 
fore the  House). 

What  should  you  know  about 
co-signing  a  loan? 

When  you  co-sign  a  note  for  a 
loan,  you  usually  become  just 
as  liable  for  it  as  the  borrower. 
If  he  doesn't  pay,  the  lender 
generally  can  collectfrom  you. 
The  following  examples  give 
you  an  idea  of  just  what  to  ex- 
pect when  you  co-sign  a  note. 

•  You  and  a  friend  co-sign  a 
$1,000  loan  for  a  fellow  em- 
ployee. He  fails  to  pay,  and  the 
lender  demands  full  payment 
from  you.  Are  you  liable? 

In  general,  both  co-signers 
are  liable.  If  you  pay  it  all,  you 
can  sue  the  other  co-signer 
for  his  share— or  you  can  sue 
the  borrower  for  the  full 
amount. 

•  Your  teen-age  son,  who  works 
part  time,  buys  a  used  car  on 
an  installment  plan.' Since  a 
minor  usually  can't  be  held  to 
a  contract,  the  dealer  has  you 
co-sign  the  note. 

Within  a  few  months  your 
son  falls  behind  in  his  pay- 
ments and  wants  the  dealer  to 
take  back  the  car.  It  has  sev- 
eral dents  and,  of  course, 
has  depreciated  in  price.  The 
dealer  refuses.  Meantime,  you 
receive  notice  from  thefinance 
company  that,  because  pay- 
ments are  in  arrears,  the  full 
balance  is  due  and  collectible 
from  you.  Is  it? 

Usually  a  minor  can  re- 
nounce a  contract  and  be  re- 
leased from  financial  respon- 
sibility by  returning  the  mer- 
chandise undamaged.  That 
may  release  the  co-signer,  too, 
since  the  seller  has  suffered 
no  damage.   If  the  merchan- 


dise is  returned  in  damaged  I 
condition,  the  co-signer  prob-  f 
ably  would  be  required  to  pay  | 
the  damage.  Thus  you,  as  the  ] 
co-signer,  maybe  liable  for  the  jj 
damage  and  the  loss  in  the  ] 
car's  value. 

•  Can  your  wife,  with  a  bank  ac-  I 
count  and  property  in  her  own  | 
name,  co-sign  for  you?  In 
some  states,  a  wife  can't  act 
as  surety  for  her  husband.  In 
a  few  states,  she  can't  do  so 
for  anyone. 

•  You  become  a  co-signer  on  a 
loan  fora  friend  who  is  already 
heavily  in  debt  because  of  ill- 
ness in  the  family.  Before  the 
loan  becomes  payable,  he 
goes  into  bankruptcy.  This 
normally  would  clear  him  of 
most  of  his  debts,  including 
this  one. 

But  are  you  cleared  too?  In 
general,  no.  Under  the  bank- 
ruptcy laws,  you  still  are  liable. 

•  You  co-sign  a  one-year  loan 
for  your  brother  in-law.  Just 
before  the  loan  is  due,  the 
lender  grants  him  a  six-month 
extension.  How  does  this  af 
feet  you? 

If  you  didn't  agree  to  it,  you 
aren't  liable  beyond  the  orig 
inal  loan  period. 

•  Your  newlywed  niece  and  he 
husband  buy  $3,000  worth  o 
furniture  with  a  loan  that  yo 
guaranteed.  When  it'sdue,  th 
couple  can  pay  only  $2,500 
The  lender  releases  them 
probably  expecting  to  collec 
the  balance  from  you.  Legally 
can  he? 

Probably  not.  His  release  o 
the  original  debtors  also  re 
leases  you,  the  guarantor 
from  further  liability. 

•  You  co-sign  a  loan  for  a  neigh 
bor.  The  contract  provide: 
that  the  finance  company  tak< 
out  life  insurance  on  him.  I 
collects  the  premium  fron 
him  but  fails  to  insure  him.  H< 
dies  and  the  company  notifie 
you  to  pay  the  debt.  Must  yoi 
pay  it? 

Since  the  company  breached 
the  contract,  you  would  prob 
ably  be  relieved  of  liability  ii 
most  states.

The  compactness  of 
the  unit  is  the  big  factor.  All 
ATVs  give  tremendous  trac- 
tion, so  there's  little  power 
wasted  slipping  and  sliding. 

You  could  probably  master 
one  of  these  machines  in  less 
time  than  it  would  take  to 
learn  to  drive  a  riding-type 
lawnmower.  However,  it wi II  re- 
quire more  time  to  handle  hill- 
climbing,  or  to  navigate  fast- 
moving   streams. 

Although  these  machines 
are  truly  amphibious,  they  are 
not  boats.  Most  have  a  maxi- 
mum water  speed  of  less  than 
five  mph— that's  just  a  fast 
drift.  You  need  not  fear  cross- 
ing streams  or  swamps,  but 
stay  out  of  big  lakes  and  wild 
rivers.  You  won't  be  able  to 
handle  strong  current.  Be- 
sides, the  way  these  machines 
take  to  the  terrain,  you  could 
probably  go  around  a  lake  fast- 
er than  you  could  go  across  it. 
If  you  doubt  that,  the  lake 
really  is  too  big  to  tangle  with. 

So  if  there's  an  extra-special 
place  you've  been  wanting  to 
share  with  the  family— but  you 
couldn't  take  them  along— 
this  may  be  the  vehicle  for  you. 
You  won't  have  to  talk  them 
into  it  .  .  .  they'll  want  to  go 
along  just  for  the  ride! 


While  new  types  come  out 
every  month,  most  ATVs 
fall  into  one  of  four  basic 
categories: 


Multi-wheel  solid  frame  ve- 
hicles have  six  or  eight 
low-pressure  tires  with 
power  delivered  to  all 
wheels.  Because  the  ve- 
hicles can  turn  in  their 
own  length,  many  lack  re- 
verse. Body  is  plastic  or 
fiber  glass;  tires  provide 
flotation  and  propulsion. 


Track  vehicles  ride  on  con- 
tinuous tracks.  These  are 
the  real  masters  when  it 
comes  to  hill  climbing, 
and  are  somewhat  better 
in  snow  than  the  wheeled 
type.  However,  if  you  want 
to  go  into  deep  water,  be 
sure  to  purchase  an  op- 
tional flotation  collar. 


Hybrid  track/wheeled  ve- 
hicles combine  the  best 
features  of  track,  wheeled, 
and  snowmobile  vehicles. 
In  just  minutes  you  can 
exchange  the  front  wheels 
for  skis,  and  you  have  a 
snowmobile.  It  takes  to 
water  without  a  flotation 
collar. 


Jointed  body  vehicles  look 
like  miniature  earth  mov- 
ers. The  body  is  jointed 
so  front  and  rear  axles 
can  articulate  separately, 
keeping  all  four  wheels  on 
the  ground.

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How  heredity  affects  your  family's  health 


Not  so  many  years  ago,  man's 
knowledge  of  genetics  was 
slight.  About  the  only  counsel 
doctors  were  able  to  offer  on 
the  subject  was  fatalism  dis- 
guised as  humor:  "Choose 
your  parents  wisely." 

Recently,  the  role  of  hered- 
ity in  specific  diseases  has 
been  examined  in  revealing 
detail. 

The  old  attitudes  of  fear  and 
resignation  no  longer  seem 
justified.  Inherited  troubles 
.can  often  be  predicted,  then 
effectively  controlled  from 
birth.  Others  can  be  avoided 
altogether.  Children  are  not 
yet  "choosing  their  parents," 
but  many  prospective  parents 
are  choosing  their  children- 
through  adoption— when  the 
risk  of  genetic  defects  in  chil- 
dren born  to  them  would  be 
too  great. 

What  determines 
your  destiny? 

For  centuries,  the  question 
has  been  raised  whether  a  par- 
ticular type  of  person— artist, 
criminal,  athlete,  dullard,  ge- 
nius, hero— is  born  or  made. 
Diseases  stir  a  similar  curios- 
ity: are  they  inherited  or  ac- 
quired? According  to  what  ge- 
neticists and  other  scientists 
now  believe,  the  answer,  in  al- 
most every  instance,  is 
"both." 

Heredity  and  environment 
work  closely  together;  rarely 
is  it  a  case  of  one  or  the  other. 
A  great  violinist,  for  example, 
is  undoubtedly  born  with  an 
aptitude  for  music.  But  unless 
it  is  nurtured,  and  unless  he 
works  hard  at  it,  he  will  not 
achieve  success  as  a  musi- 
cian. Likewise,  in  the  over- 
whelming majority  of  dis- 
eases, the  victim  is  born  with 
an  inherited  predisposition, 
but  unless  his  environment 
makes  a  contribution,  the  af- 
fliction will  never  develop. 

The  size  of  that  environ- 
mental contribution  differs  for 
every  disease  and  each  per- 
son. In  some  ailments,  hered- 
ity is  of  foremost  importance; 
in  others,  it  plays  a  junior  part- 
ner's role.  Luckily,  in  only  one 
of  the  leading  "killer"  dis- 
eases does  heredity  seem  to 
be  predominant.  And  in  that 
one,  diabetes,  proper  insulin 
therapy  usually  can  keep  the 
danger  at  bay. 

There  was  a  time  when  he- 
redity was  thought  to  play  no 
role  at  all  in  a  wide  variety  of 


ailments.  Now,  with  more  con- 
crete evidence  at  hand,  that 
judgment  has  been  drastically 
altered.  Genetic  links  have 
been  found  in  all  sorts  of  af- 
flictions—and not  only  phys- 
ical infirmities,  but  mental 
and  emotional  conditions. 
Schizophrenia  and  manic-de- 
pression, for  example,  seem 
never  to  appear  except  in 
those  persons  whose  genes 
predispose  them  to  it. 

Heredity's  role  in 
specific  diseases 

Genetic  factors  are  thought  to 
be  at  work  in  nearly  1,500  hu- 
man ailments  and  abnormal- 
ities, and  are  suspected  in 
hundreds  of  others.  Here  is 
what  is  now  known  concerning 
those  of  particular  interest: 
Heart  disease.  A  family  history 
of  coronary  trouble  is  a  warn- 
ing but  by  no  means  a  death 
sentence.  Heredity  is  consid- 
ered to  be  one  of  the  least  sig- 
nificant factors  contributing 
to  heart  disease.  Its  influence 
is  indirect.  That  is,  heredity 
can  predispose  a  person  to 
hypertension  (high  blood 
pressure),  diabetes,  excess 
blood  cholesterol,  and  other 
conditions  known  to  increase 
the  risk  of  heart  attack,  but 
these  dangers  can  in  most 
cases  be  effectively  reduced 
by  simple  and  well-known  pre- 
cautions: exercise,  ,  weight 
control,  a  low-cholesterol  diet, 
appropriate  treatment  of  dia- 
betes and  other  ailments,  and 
the  avoidance  of  cigarettes 
and  tension.  In  short,  you 
don't  inherit  a  heart  attack. 
For  the  most  part,  you  bring  it 
upon  yourself. 

Congenital  heart  defects  are  an- 
other matter,  of  course.  These 
are  structural  abnormalities 
of  the  heart  or  blood  vessels 
that  appear  in  newborn  ba- 
bies. Such  afflictions  may 
not  be  inherited  either.  Often 
they  are  caused  by  some  bio- 
logical "insult"  suffered  by 
the  mother  during  pregnan- 
cy. But  sometimes  a  genet- 
ic link  is  in  evidence.  Parents 
who  themselves  have  congen- 
ital defects  run  a  greater- 
than-average  risk  of  having 
children  with  those  impair- 
ments. Fortunately,  the  odds 
are  not  forbidding.  Only  one 
out  of  50  such  "high-risk"  ba- 
bies—assuming that  just  one 
of  the  parents  has  a  defect- 
would  be  expected  to  have  an 
abnormally  formed  heart.  And 


in   many   cases,   surgery   cai 
correct  it. 

Cancer.     Probably     the     mos 
dreaded    of    all    human    ailf 
ments,  cancer  is  not  a  single 
disease  but  a  large  family  o| 
diseases,  most  of  which  seem 
to  be  caused  by  factors  othei; 
than  heredity,  although  hered; 
ity   sometimes   plays   a    rolel 
Skin  cancer,  for  example,  thel 
most  common  type  of  cancer-j 
also  usually  the  easiest  to  cure 
—occurs  most  often  in  people 
with    light   skin.    Darker   pig 
mentation    offers    protectior 
against  the  harmful  effects  of 
ultraviolet  rays.   But  it  couldj 
hardly  be  said  that  skin  cancer 
is  inherited.  What's  inherited 
is  a  condition  of  higher  sus 
ceptibility  that  need  not  result 
in  cancer  at  all. 

To  an  extent,  some  commo 
cancers  run  in  families.  Aj 
woman  whose  sister  or  mothen 
has  had  breast  cancer,  for  in-; 
stance,  is  statistically  twice  as; 
likely  to  get  it  herself  than  iff 
no  close  relative  had  had  it.i 
But  how  much  of  this,  if  any,  isl 
due  to  heredity,  and  how  much 
is  due  to  a  shared  environ 
ment,  no  one  has  yet  deter 
mined.  The  same  holds  true 
for  other  cancers  at  other  sites 
—stomach,  uterus,  intestines, 
prostate— that  are  not  directly 
inherited  but  which  some- 
times strike  a  number  of  rela- 
tives. The  most  you  can  do  in 
the  face  of  such  a  history  is 
abide  by  the  recommenda- 
tions for  prevention  and  heed 
the  rules  for  early  detection. 
Many  cases,  of  course,  can  be 
cured.  Only  a  very  few  can- 
cers, exceedingly  rare  ones, 
are  directly  transmitted  by 
the  genes. 

Diabetes  mellitus.  Heredity  is 
the  most  important  contribut-) 
ing  factor  to  this  common 
form  of  diabetes,  which  has| 
become  even  more  wide- 
spread since  the  introduction 
of  insulin  therapy  has  made  it 
possible  for  most  diabetics  to 
live  long  and  relatively  normal 
lives.  A  predisposition  to  the 
ailment  is  inherited,  then 
other  factors  help  determine 
when  it  appears  and  how  se- 
verely. Obesity  or  pregnancy 
can  encourage  it,  for  instance. 

The  recessive  gene  is  the 
type  that  most  often  threatens 
health.  An  estimated  one- 
fourth  of  the  population  car- 
ries the  recessive  gene 
through  which  a  susceptibility 
to  diabetes  is  transmitted.  It

More  truth-in-packaging? 

Truth-In-Packaging,  passed  three  years 
ago,  is  considered  by  some  to  promote 
something  less  than  the  whole  truth.  Be- 
cause of  dissatisfaction  with  the  effective- 
ness of  this  act,  it  may  well  be  amended  to 
assure,  in  its  own  words,  that  "packages 
and  their  labels  .  .  .  (will)  enable  consum- 
ers to  obtain  accurate  information  as  to 
the  quantity  of  the  contents  and  .  .  .  facili- 
tate value  comparisons." 

And  the  next  time  around,  there  may  be 
more  grocery  shoppers  voicing  their  opin- 
ions on  amendments  to  the  act.  This  is  so 
because  the  passage  of  the  act  itself 
opened  the  way  to  vastly  increased  con- 
sumer protection  activity. 

Just  one  example  was  the  recent  Senate 
commerce  consumer  subcommittee  meet- 
ing in  Salt  Lake  City,  which  provided  one  of 
the  first  opportunities  for  consumers  to 
communicate  with  legislators.  Most  con- 
sumers who  participated  thought  the  new 
law  did  help  them  determine  "quantity  of 
contents"  better.  Yet  they  said  that  addi- 
tional legislation  was  needed  to  facilitate 
"value  comparisons."  This  would  include: 
stamping  each  food  package  with  the  price 
per  unit;  standardizing  or  at  least  reduc- 
ing the  total  number  of  sizes  in  which  each 
commodity  is  packaged;  switching  over 
gradually  to  the  metric  system  of  weights 
and  measures. 

Of  these  suggestions,  unit  pricing  is  the  most 
intriguing.  It  would  mean  stamping  each 
jar,  bottle,  or  other  grocery  package  with 
the  price  per  ounce  in  much  the  same  way 
that  fresh  meat  and  some  cheeses  are  now 
marked  with  the  price  per  pound. 

The  dismay  of  the  grocery  industry  at 
such  a  development  is  understandable. 
The  thought  of  having  to  stamp  each  pack- 
age and  keep  the  grocery  prices  current 
and  error-free  is  hardly  a  cheerful  one. 
Even  so,  grocers  are  experimenting  with 
unit  pricing  in  selected  cities  around  the 
country,  indicating  an  increased  aware- 
ness of  the  consumer  dilemma  involved  in 
pricing  today. 

These  experiments  should  prove  useful, 
especially  since  most  estimates  put  the 
cost  of  unit-pricing  at  millions  of  dollars 
per  year.  Because  the  cost  will  go  on  your 
grocery  bill,  the  answer  is  important. 
Standardization  of  container  sizes  would,  of 
course,  solve  the  price  comparison  prob- 
lem neatly.  Milk  and  other  dairy  products, 
because  they're  packaged  in  standard 
sizes,  are  exempt  from  the  dual  declara- 
tion of  contents  that  the  Truth-in-Lending 
Act  now  requires  for  food  product  labels. 
No  one  needs  to  figure  the  price  per  ounce. 


There  is  a  voluntary  industry  program  on 
how  to  control  what  the  law  calls  "undue 
proliferation  of  package  sizes."  This  is 
done  by  cutting  down  the  numbers  of 
package  sizes,  and  eliminating  packages 
that  contain  fractional  ounces— one  of  the 
chief  bugaboos  of  supermarket  arithmetic. 
This  program  encompasses  more  than  20 
commodities,  including  dry  cereal,  cheese, 
cookies,  and  instant  coffee  and  tea. 

Still,  many  consumer  advocates— such 
as  Virginia  Knauer,  Special  Assistant  to  the 
President  for  Consumer  Affairs— have  ex- 
pressed a  lack  of  confidence  in  this  pro- 
gram. Some  critics  feel  the  agreed-upon 
package  weights  are  still  too  numerous. 
Others  say  the  program  never  can  reach 
all  food  commodities  (or  be  properly  po- 
liced to  be  sure  all  manufacturers  are 
sticking  to  their  agreement). 
Adoption  of  the  metric  system  is  the  solution 
most  likely  to  get  the  eventual  endorse- 
ment of  the  food  industry.  Because  the 
metric  system  is  based  on  multiples  of  ten, 
thus  eliminating  fractions,  it  lends  itself 
more  readily  to  the  arithmetic  needed  to 
compare  grocery  prices.  This  solution  is, 
however,  a  long-range  one  that  would  have 
to  begin  with  educational  programs  from 
kindergarten  on  up. 

Food  industry  spokesmen,  who  say  unit 
pricing  is  unsatisfactory  because  it  en- 
courages price  comparison  of  items  that 
may  be  poles  apart  in  quality,  feel  the 
metric  system  is  the  better  answer.  They're 
largely  unconvinced  that  the  majority  of 
shoppers  want  the  changes  being  asked 
for  by  what  they  term  a  minority.  And  al- 
though consumer  organizations  are  speak- 
ing much  more  loudly  aboutthese  matters, 
manufacturers  still  look  at  their  sales 
figures  as  the  best  indication  of  what  the 
consumer  is  willing  to  buy. 

The  final  outcome?  In  great  measure, 
it's  up  to  you.  If  you  pass  along  your 
opinion  where  it  counts— to  your  legislator, 
your  state  consumer  protection  bureau  (or 
its  equivalent),  or  the  Better  Business 
Bureau— you'll  be  giving  both  the  food  in- 
dustry and  consumer  advocates  vital  in- 
formation. (Or,  as  mentioned  below,  you 
can  send  your  comments  on  this  and  other 
topics  to  this  column.) 

New  rules  for  movers? 

"Continuing  friction  between  the  house- 
hold goods  movers  and  their  customers" 
has  led  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion to  propose  changes  in  regulations. 
These  cover  weight  estimates,  time  limita- 
tions for  pickup  and  delivery  of  shipments, 
and  assurance  that  the  weight  charged  for

is  the  actual  weight.  And  because  of  th 
growing  dissatisfaction  with  movers,  th 
commission  has  for  the  first  time  hear< 
directly  from  consumers. 

Some  months  ago,  the  Assoc'ation  o! 
California  Consumers  contacted  consume 
groups  all  over  the  country,  asking  for  per 
sonal  experiences  to  be  used  in  testimon 
before  the  commission.  The  ACC's  arguj 
ments  were  supported  by  those  of  larg< 
government  customers  of  moving  services 
such  as  the  Department  of  the  Army.  TIk 
commission  hearings  are  being  watchec 
closely  by  some  congressmen  who  ar<! 
ready  to  push  for  legislation  if  final  regula 
tions  don't  come  up  to  their  expectations 

One  innovation  being  considered  by  the 
ICC  is  the  elimination  of  the  pre-move  esti 
mate.  As  the  commission  puts  it,  "carrier: 
have  a  tendency,  deliberate  or  otherwise 
to  underestimate  the  weight  of  a  shipmen 
to  obtain  the  householder's  business.' 
One  alternative  is  to  have  the  mover  sup 
ply  enough  information  so  the  prospectiv 
customer  can  make  a  "do-it-yourself"  esti 
mate.  Another  is  to  create  independen 
weight-estimating  services. 

One  proposal  would  allow  the  customeiji, 
to  go  along  and   watch   the  truck  bein 
weighed.    (And    to    upgrade    the    presen 
practice  of  producing  a  weight  certificate, 
only  upon  request,  it  would  help  to  require 
one  to  be  attached  to  every  receipt.) 

"During  summer  months,"  the  commissi 
s-ion  also  noted,  "household  goods  carriers! 
have  been  prone  to  overbook."  The  numerj 
ous  complaints  about  long  delays  could 
lead  to  a  change  in  current  regulations,! 
which  now  require  only  that  a  move  be 
made  with  "reasonable  dispatch."  The 
commission  is  considering  specific  time! 
limits  to  define  this  vague  term. 

Other  improvements  include  advance 
notification  of  delay,  with  any  expense  tol 
be  borne  by  the  moving  company.  The| 
practice  of  having  the  shipment  arrive  afl 
its  destination   ahead   of  schedule,  ther*

Granted,  it's  tough  to  get  a  new  house 
these  days.  But  many  people  still 
manage.  If  you're  considering  buying 
or  building,  take  time  to  plan  very 
thoughtfully.  Then  you  can  get  what 
you  really  want,  at  a  reasonable  cost. 
These  five  families  did  just  that.  All 
wanted  a  really  new  house.  And  all 
took  the  trouble  to  do  it  right.  The 
clean-cut,  economic  simplicity  of  con- 
temporary architecture  gave  these 
families  exactly  what  they  needed- 
plus  some  unexpected  bonuses.  For 
example,  omitting  expensive  details 
also  decreased  maintenance. 


Freedom  of  design  meant  ready 
adaptability  to  less  costly  odd-shaped 
or  sloping  sites.

If 
banning  includes  comfort  and  beauty 
is  well  as  function,  the  results  can  be 
tutstanding,  as  shown  here. 

Living  is  easy  with  low-upkeep,  nat- 
iral  materials  that  minimize  the  need 
or  paint  and  stain.  There's  more  time 
or  leisure— thanks  to  the  no-mainte- 
lance  ground  cover  and  carefree  stuc- 
o    walls    throughout.    These    broad 


areas  of  textured  stucco  are  never 
monotonous.  The  structural  frame- 
work provides  striking  contrast. 

Unusual  shapes  and  forms  await 
inside.  First,  broad  steps  lead  to  a  re- 
cessed entry.  This  link  divides  the 
house  into  two  basic  parts.  Left:  a 
leisure-oriented  living-dining  area,  ac- 
tivity space,  and  kitchen.  Right:  a 
shed-roof  wing  zoned  for  bedroom  se- 
clusion. For  street-side  privacy,  the 
front  is  almost  windowless. 

By  contrast,  glass  doors  scoop  light 
into  the  active  living  areas  and  open 


the  deck  across  the  back.  Clerestory 
windows  under  the  shed  roof  brighten 
private  lofts  in  each  bedroom  (see 
dotted  lines  and  ladders  on  plan). 

All  through  the  living  zone,  open 
planning  saves  this  family  time,  and 
unclogs  traffic.  Yet  the  informal  kitch- 
en-family room  is  separated  from  liv- 
ing-dining area.  In  all,  the  house 
measures  66x54;  living  space  totals 
about  1,840  square  feet,  plus  lofts.

Day  Dream 
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A 

perennial 
parade 
of  color

With  a  little  thought  and  planning,  you 
can  have  a  succession  of  perennial  bloom 
from  early  to  late  in  your  garden— not 
only  this  year,  hut  for  years  to  come. 
Prorate  the  cost  of  plants  over  a  period  of 
ten  years  and  see  uhat  a  bargain  yoii're 
getting.  Before  buying,  make  a  plan  on 
paper  showing  names,  colors,  and  where  the 
plants  go  in  relation  to  each  other.  W  ithout 
a  plan,  you  might  get  a  disappointing 
Iwrder,  with  tall  plants  coming  up  in  front 
of  short  ones. 

1.  Basket-of-gold  alyssurn  is  one  of  the 
perennials  that  give  an  early  display  of  warm 
color.  It  does  well  on  a  rock  wall,  in  a  rock 
garden,  or  in  any  well-drained  situation. 
Lavender  creeping  phlox  spreads  out  to 
make  wide  blankets  of  a  soft  shade  that  sets 
off  hot  yellow  to  a  fare-thee-well. 

2.  After  the  early  perennials  finish  bloom- 
ing, you  can  expect  peonies  to  make  a  great 
show.  Festiva  Maxima  is  an  old  reliable 
that  is  hard  to  beat.  Overlooking  the  peonies 
like  sentries  are  hybrid  clematis  vines.  If  you 
want  something  other  than  white,  peonies 
are  also  available  in  tones  of  red  and  pink. 
Try  some  tree  peonies  for  a  bit  of  glamour — 
same  colors  plus  purple  and  yellow. 

3.  A  few  floribunda  roses  lend  color  all  sea- 
son to  this  early-summer  herbaceous  flower 
border— pink  Betty  Prior,  orange-red  Sara- 
bande,  and  white  Saratoga.  The  roses  pro- 
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vide  a  needed  transition  from  the  low-grow- 
ing sedum,  dianthus,  violas,  and  Silver 
Mound  artemisia  in  the  foreground  to  the 
tall  exclamation-point  Pacific  Coast  hybrid 
delphiniums.  Cut  spent  delphinium  heads 
ror  a  second  bloom. 

4.  For  long-playing  warm  color,  bright  yel- 
ow  coreopsis  and  gaillardia  are  hard  to  beat. 
Few  perennials  bloom  continuously,  but 
you  can  count  on  these  for  summer  into  fall — 
if  you  keep  old  flowers  picked  to  prevent 
seeds  forming.  Annuals  are  good  for  quick 
;olor  to  tuck  into  those  exasperating  bare 
spots  that  often  develop. 

5.  Here  are  some  candidates  for  late  sum- 
mer bloom.  A  tremendous  choice  of  color 

ombinations  is  yours  with  phlox  and  day- 
lilies.  Both  multiply  at  a  remarkable  rate 
so  you  can  count  on  a  great  spectacle  in  about 
three  years— in  fact,  you  may  have  to  do 
some  dividing.  Mildew  on  phlox  is  control- 
able  with  available  fungicides.  Daylilies  are 
is  foolproof  as  plants  can  be.

Anyone  can  be  an  art  collector.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  you  probably  have  a  good  start 
right  in  your  own  home.  But  don't  define 
today's  "art"  too  narrowly.  Some  artists 
follow  the  methods  of  the  old  masters, 
but  many  others  experiment  with  new 
materials  and  new  mediums. 

Since  art  is  no  longer  confined  to  can- 
vas or  bronze,  the  field  is  wide  open.  If 
your  own  collecting  preference  is  for 
original  oils  and  watercolors,  you  can 
concentrate  on  unknown  artists,  whose 
prices  almost  everyone  can  afford.  Art 
jamborees,  school  showings,  gallery— or 
alley— exhibits  abound  in  towns  and 
cities  across  the  country. 

One  of  the  best  ways  for  beginning  col- 
lectors to  buy  art  within  their  budgets  is 
to  concentrate  on  original  graphics  (or 
"original  prints"  as  they  are  sometimes 
called).  Having  real  art  rather  than  repro- 
ductions in  your  home  is  rewarding  in 
itself.  Also,  original  prints  often  increase 
in  monetary  value  while  reproductions 
never,  or  rarely,  do.  Purchases  of  original 
art  prints  have  increased  an  estimated 
500  percent  in  the  United  States  during 
the  past  10  years. 

When  applied  to  a  print,  the  term  "orig- 
inal" can  be  confusing  to  the  beginning 
collector.  An  original  print  is  not  one  of  a 
kind,  as  is  a  painting.  Instead,  it  is  a  mul- 
tiple original,  generally  produced  in  a 
very  limited  quantity,  with  each  print 
numbered  and  signed  Usually  the  print 
is  numbered  on  the  extreme  left-hand 
side.  If,  for  example,  the  numbers  29/75 
appear,  it  means  the  print  is  the  29th  one 
printed  in  an  issue  of  only  75  prints. 
Most  prints  are  signed  at  the  extreme 
right  by  the  artist,  but  sometimes  this  is 
done  within  the  field  of  the  print  rather 
than  in  the  margin. 

Instead  of  numbers,  the  letters  E.A. 
or  A. P.  (meaning  "artist's  proofs")  may 
appear.  These  prints  are  in  addition  to 
the  stated  number  of  the  edition,  and  are 
usually  limited  to  not  more  than  ten  per- 
cent of  the  total  number.  They  are  re- 
served for  the  artist's  personal  use.  The 
artist  may  sell  them  to  an  art  dealer  who 
will,  in  turn,  sell  them  along  with  the 
numbered  prints. 

Prints  need  not  be  numbered  or  signed 
to  be  "original."  The  early  printmakers 
left  no  identifying  mark  on  their  works; 
someartistsusedmonogramsorsymbols. 
Other  early  prints  were  book  illustrations, 
and  the  artist's  name  may  have  appeared 

only  on  the  title  page.   Continued  on  page  64

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Woodcuts,  lithographs,  serigraphs,  etcr 
ings  and  engravings,  and  the  many  var 
ants  of  these  techniques  are  all  mult 
pie  original  prints.  With  just  a  few  excep 
tions,  the  artist  always  processes  hi 
prints  from  his  original.  These  print 
should  never  be  confused  with  reproduc 
tions  of  original  prints,  which  are  made  bl 
photo-mechanical  processes.  Reproduc 
tions  may  be  excellent  copies,  but  thei 
can  never  bring  the  same  pride  of  owne 
ship  as  will  a  limited-edition  origine 
graphic  artwork.

Left:  Original  graphics,  shrewdly  selected 
and  strikingly  displayed,  can  bring  ex- 
citement to  any  room.  Here  hanging  pan- 
els of  smoked  plastic  offer  an  excel- 
lent display  surface  for  some  striking 
signed  lithographs.  The  panels  also  serve 
as  living/dining  area  dividers.  Of  all 
methods  used  in  producing  original 
graphics,  none  can  duplicate  the  original 
work  more  faithfully  than  the  planograph- 
ic  process.  It  permits  the  artist  to  draw  or 
paint  on  a  smooth  surface,  without  dig- 
ging into  metal  or  carving  away  wood. 
Working  surface  is  not  limited  in  size  so 
the  process  is  popular  for  posters.

LITHOGRAPHS 

The  artist  draws  directly  (usually  with  a 
greasy  crayon)  on  a  flat  stone  or  specially 
prepared  metal  plate.  The  stone  is  damp- 
ened with  water,  then  inked.  Ink  clings 
to  the  greasy  crayon  marks  but  not  to  the 
dampened  areas.  When  a  piece  of  paper 
is  pressed  against  the  stone,  the  ink  on 
the  greasy  parts  is  transferred  to  the  pa- 
per since  oil  and  water  do  not  mix.  The 
process  is  called  planography. 


SERIGRAPHS 

A  fine-mesh  piece  of  silk  or  nylon  is 
stretched  taut  over  a  wood  frame.  The  de- 
sign is  created  by  making  parts  of  the  silk 
opaque  and  leaving  the  design  areas 
open.  Color  is  forced  through  the  open 
parts  of  the  screen  with  a  squeegee, 
transmitting  the  design  onto  paper.  This 
technique  is  called  silk  screening  or  some- 
times stenciling. 

All  hand-printed  original  graphics  have 
a  wide  range  of  subtle  tones  and  textures. 
The  vivid,  spontaneous  qualities  of  the 
original   can   seldom    be   retained    in   a

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Why  put  up  with  a  lackluster  kitchen? 
Starting  here,  you'll  find  ways  to 
give  any  kitchen  a  bright  new  look. 
Many  are  do-it-yourself  face-lifts, 
to  minimize  costs.

New  materials,  exciting  colors  and 
textures  open  up  endless  possibilities 
for  the  new  look  in  your  kitchen. 
You  may  be  able  to  get  what  you  want 
by  changing  your  cabinet  door  fronts — 
or  the  counter  and/or  the  backsplash 
may  need  replacing. 

If  you  are  uncertain  about  what  to 
change,  get  your  help  from  interior 
designers,  decorators,  kitchen 
specialists,  or  color  stylists. 
If  you'd  rather  do  it  yourself,  start 
by  scouting  what's  available.  Beg 
or  borrow  fabric  swatches,  wallpaper 
books,  paint  color  cards,  new  vinyls 
(plain,  patterned,  or  the  wet  look), 
moldings,  and  hardware.  Then  go 
back  to  your  shopworn  kitchen,  and 
decide  what  it's  going  to  be — 
mod  or  formal,  colorful  or  muted, 
Mediterranean  or  Old  English, 
cozy  or  crisp. 

Today,  there's  a  wealth  of  adhesive- 
backed  coverings,  pre-pasted  paper, 
glues  and  fast  epoxies,  protective 
sprays,  antiquing  kits,  plaques,  mold- 
ings, and  appliques.  Simple  treatments 
can  be  striking.  Try  a  change  of 
hardware  ...  or  cover  an  entire  frame 
and  door  with  vinyl  wallpaper ...  or 
use  an  offbeat  color  to  give  "blah" 
wood  cabinets  a  really  dramatic  look. 
Or,  paint  just  your  top  cabinets  and 
give  the  lower  ones  a  more  unusual 
surface  treatment .  . .  accents  of 
floor  vinyls,  plaques,  or  decoupage. 

Moldings,  plaques,  and  inserts  of 
plastic,  metal  mesh,  or  fabric  require 
special  tools  and  know-how.  For 
full  information  on  methods  and 
procedures,  turn  to  page  86.

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Next,  your  counter  tops 


Changing  a  counter  top  and/or  back- 
splash  to  create  a  new-look  kitchen 
can  get  complicated.  No  matter  which 
combination  of  materials  you  select, 
you  have  to  be  an  experienced 
do-it-yourselfer  to  turn  out  a  really 
good  job.  In  the  long  run,  you  may 
be  money  ahead  if  you  elect  to  have 
the  job  done  professionally. 

You'll  want  to  plan  the  project  to 
minimize  disruption  of  family  activities. 
Now  is  the  time  to  get  a  new  sink, 
to  install  the  dishwasher  you've 
always  wanted,  to  add  the  chopping 
block — and  most  important,  to  get  rid 
of  those  pesky  cracks  and  crevices 
that  are  so  hard  to  clean. 

Materials  for  both  counter  top  and 
backsplash  are  many  and  varied.  Never 
before  have  you  had  such  a  choice  of 
easy-to-care-for  surfaces. 
The  wood  look  has  taken  over  and 
blends  well  with  the  color  and  texture 
of  other  materials.  Vinyls,  in 
sheet  goods  or  in  rolls,  can  duplicate 
most  any  wood  and  finish. 

Ceramic  tiles,  for  example,  can  add 
color,  dimension,  and  durability.  Select 
from  a  range  of  colors  and  patterns, 
in  sizes  from  1x1  up  to  12x12 
inches.  Chopping-block  tops  can  be 
installed  as  an  entire  counter  or 
inserted  in  the  plastic  laminate.  So 
can  the  ceramic  tiles,  as  well  as 
smooth  and  textured  ceramic  glass. 

Synthetic  floor  bricks  and  other 
vinyl  floor  coverings  work  beautifully 
for  the  backsplash  area,  and  they're 
very  easy  to  install.  Seamless  flooring 
makes  a  continuous  surface  and  is 
available  in  a  wide  range  of  exciting 
color  combinations.  When  you 
install  seamless  flooring,  follow  the 
manufacturer's  instructions  to 
the  letter  and  make  sure  there  is 
ample  ventilation.

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THREE-FLOUR  BREAD 

No  need  to  fret  about  ttiermometers — 
many  new  bread  recipes  omit  the  step 
of  dissolving  the  yeast  in  warm  water. 
Now  you  combine  yeast  and  some 
flour;  add  warmed  liquid,  and  beat. 
Combine  2  packages  active  dry  yeast,

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CHEESE-SAUCED  ZUCCHINI  FRITTERS 


For  crisp  fritters,  cook  a  few  at  a  lime 
at  the  correct  temperature.  Ise  the 
thermostatic  control  on  an  electric 
deep  fryer  to  keep  the  temperature 
constant.  Or,  use  a  heavy  saucepan 
and  it  deep-frying  thermometer.

A  variety  of  techniques  was 
used  to  create  the  cabinet  doors 
on  page  66:  painting,  antiqu- 
ing, adding  molding,  plaques, 
and  wood  strips,  or  covering 
entire  door  with  vinyl  or  vinyl- 
coated  wallpaper.  Pick  the  ef- 
fect you  want,  then  follow  these 
how-to  hints. 
Painting  and  Glazing 
Supplies  needed:  Brushes,  tur- 
pentine, wiping  cloths  and  pa- 
per towels,  sandpaper,  and  your 
paint  and  glaze.  Consult  with 
your  paint  dealer  about  paint 
and  supplies.  If  a  small  number 
of  cabinets  is  involved,  buy 
antique  kits  but  buy  from  open 


stock  when  a  large  area  is  to  be 
done.  Many  popular  finishes 
are  available,  dark  or  deep 
tones,  soft  tints,  and  wood 
tones.  Separate  glazes  give  you 
many  options  for  producing  ex- 
citing and  unusual  effects. 
Before  painting:  Surfaces  should 
be  smooth  and  free  from  grease 
and  dirt.  Smooth,  glossy  sur- 
faces should  be  sandpapered  or 
de-glossed.  Do  this  mechanical- 
ly or  with  a  sanding  liquid.  Add 
sanding  liquid  to  your  paints 
and  finishes  for  better  adhesion. 
Follow  instructions  given  on 
can.  Remove  all  old  hardware 
and  fill  holes,  if  necessary. 


Antiquing:  Brush  on  base  coat 
and  allow  to  dry.  Apply  glaze, 
following  manufacturer's  direc- 
tions for  amount  of  time  al- 
lowed before  wiping.  Wipe  off 
necessary  amount   to   get  an- 
tique look  desired. 
After  pahding:  For  an  easy-to- 
care-for  surface,  brush  on  a  coat 
of  polyurethane  varnish. 
Adding  molding  and  decorative 
plaques 

Decide  on  type  of  molding,  the 
width,  and  where  it  will  be  used 
on  the  door.  Molding  can  be 
measured,  cut,  mitered,  and 
attached  to  the  door  surface 
before  or  after  painting. 
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.  On  metal  doors,  first  rough 
and  sand  the  surface,  then  ap- 
ply the  molding  with  an  epoxy. 
Masking  tape  can  be  used  to 
hold  molding  in  place  until  it 
has  set.  Fast-drying  epoxies  are 
available  to  make  job  easier. 
.  On  wood  doors,  molding  can 
be  attached  with  white  glue, 
epoxy,  or  panel  adhesive. 

•  If  molding  or  plaque  is  made 
from  a  rigid  foam,  do  not  use  an 
epoxy.  Instead,  use  either  white 
glue  or  panel  adhesive. 
Fabric  inserts  and  vinyl  coverings 
Adhesives:  Use  aerosol  spray 
adhesive  on  fabrics,  cork,  and 
vinyls.  Special  vinyl  adhesives 
or  wheat  pastes  can  be  used  on 
vinyl  and  cork  (they  may  have 
knit  fabric  backing  so  follow 
manufacturer's  instructions  for 
using  spray  adhesives  or  mak- 
ing pastes). 
Cut  material  to  be  used  as  follows: 

•  For  fabric  insert,  cut  one  piece 
the  same  size  as  hardboard  or 
heavy  cardboard  for  insert. 
Spray  hardboard  with  adhesive 
and  smooth  fabric  over  it.  Wipe 
up  excess  spray  with  damp 
cloth  or  paper  towel. 
.  For  covering  entire  door  and 
frame,  cut  two  pieces  for  door. 
Add  one  and  one-half  inches  on 
all  sides  for  door  front  so  fabric 
will  wrap  around  edges.  Miter- 
ing  corners  will  give  a  smooth 
effect.  Second  piece  is  cut  same 
size  as  back  of  door.  Cut  out  for 
hinges  and  catch. 
Making  a  removable  insert  in  a 
wood  flush  door 

A  saber  saw  will  do  the  job.  The 
cutout  should  have  a  border  of 
about  two  to  two  and  one-half 
inches  on  three  sides  and  three 
to  three  and  one-half  inches  on 
the  bottom.  Sand  the  edges. 
Cut  and  miter  }  i  -inch  quarter 
round  to  fit  the  opening.  Make 
two  sets — one  for  back  opening, 
too.  Use  small  nails  and  glue  to 
anchor  insert.  Cover  entire 
door,  including  quarter  round, 
with  adhesive-backed  vinyl. 
Cut  the  plastic  insert  to  fit  in 
opening  behind  the  quarter 
round.  Use  saber  saw  or  table 
saw.  Second  set  of  quarter 
round  should  be  covered  and 
put  into  place,  holding  plastic 
in  opening.  Cut  one  piece  of 
vinyl  to  cover  back  area  of 
door,  cutting  carefully  around 
hinges  and  catch.

Standard  off-white 
or  light  beige  polished  cotton 
lining  fabric  is  available  nearly 
anywhere  drapery  fabric  is  sold, 
but  don't  be  limited  to  the  con- 
ventional. Sewing  your  own 
lined  draperies  gives  you-  the 
opportunity  to  be  a  bit  more 
creative  than  hanging  most 
readymades. 

The  fabric  you  choose  for 
lined  draperies  can  be  as  heavy 
or  as  lightweight  as  you  like 
since  nearly  any  fabric  will 
work  up  nicely.  The  only  excep- 
tions are  fiber  glass,  which 
should  not  be  lined,  and  open 
casement  fabric,  which  is  usual- 
ly used  in  a  separate  drapery 
over  an  opaque  under-drapery. 
The  length  and  width  of  your 
drapery  are  matters  of  personal 
taste.  However,  there  are  three 
generally  accepted  lengths  for 
draperies:  the  casual  window 
treatment  with  draperies  to  the 
sill  or  to  the  apron  and  the  more 
formal  drapery  that  goes  to  the 
floor.  Your  draperies  can  start 
at  the  top  of  the  window  or  ex- 
tend to  the  ceiling,  depending 
on  the  effect  desired. 

The  width  ot  the  area  you 
want  covered  with  draperies  de- 
pends on  how  much  window 
you  want  exposed  when  the 
draperies  are  pulled  back  or 
how  much  wall  space  you  want 
to  masquerade  as  window.  The 
rule  of  thumb  is:  a  drapery 
panel  closed  is  one-third  its 
open  width.  So  if  you  want  the 
entire  window  to  show  when 
the  draperies  are  open,  extend 
the  drapery  rod  beyond  the 
window  frame  by  one-fourth 
the  width  of  the  window. 

Determine  the  amount  of 
fabric  you'll  need  by  measuring 
carefully  with  a  steel  tape.  A 

92 


cloth  tape  measure  might 
stretch  or  sag  and  not  give  you 
accurate  measurements. 

When  you've  decided  the  size 
draperies  you  want  and  the 
area  they  are  to  cover,  put  your 
hardware  in  place.  Measuring 
with  the  rods  up  gives  you  the 
most  accurate  figures  for  deter- 
mining the  yardage  you  need. 
Measure  the  distance  drapery 
will  cover  (from  rod  to  sill, 
apron,  or  floor)  and  add  seven 
inches  to  this  figure.  The  extra 
seven  inches  is  allowance  for 
hem  and  heading.  If  the  fabric 
has  a  repeat  (a  distinct  pattern 
that  repeats  itself  at  regular  in- 
tervals on  the  fabric),  allow  ex- 
tra fabric  to  match  patterns. 
To  do  this,  determine  how 
many  inches  apart  the  pattern 
repeat  is  and  divide  that  figure 
into  the  length  measurement  of 
your  panel.  If  the  result  is  a 
fraction,  buy  enough  yardage 
for  one  more  full  pattern  repeat 
per  width.  For  instance,  if  the 
pattern  repeat  is  ten  inches  and 
your  drapery  panel  will  be 
three  fabric  widths  wide,  buy 
another  30  inches  of  fabric. 

For  the  width  of  your  drap- 
ery panel,  measure  rod  area 
plus  return  (portion  of  rod  that 
curves  around  corner  to  wall) 
and  double  that  measurement 
for  necessary  fullness.  Add  1 '  ■> 
inches  for  hemming  each  fin- 
ished edge  of  unlined  draperies 
or  one  inch  extra  for  two  '  ■,- 
inch  seams  on  each  side  of  lined 
drapery  panels.  Plan  for  one  ex- 
tra inch  for  each  seam  where 
two  cuts  of  fabric  are  joined. 

You  can  use  pleater  tape  for 
an  accurate  measure  of  drapery 
width.  Give  the  rod  measure- 
ment to  the  salesperson  selling 
the  pleater  tape  so  he  can  help 
you  with  an  approximate  mea- 
surement. Then  put  the  pleat- 
ing pins  in  the  tape  until  the 
exact  width  of  coverage  is 
reached.  Remove  the  pins,  mea- 
sure the  tape,  and  add  extra 
inches  for  seams  and  hems. 

When  you  have  the  correct 
length  and  width  measure- 
ments, multiply  the  two  figures 
and  convert  to  yardage.  Add 
nine  inches  for  straightening 
ends  of  each  cut.  Buy  same 
amount  of  lining  fabric. 
Cutting  drapery  fabric  is  easiest  if 
you  lay  the  fabric  flat  on  a 
table.    To   insure   correct   cuts 


and  proper  hanging,  start  wit! 
a  true  crosswise  grain.  Don't 
tear  the  fabric.  Pull  a  thread  tc 
see  the  grain,  then  cut  along  the 
line  of  the  pulled  thread.  From 
your  top  mark,  measure  length 
of  the  cut  (the  coverage,  plus 
hems  and  heading).  Cut  the 
bottom,  squaring  it  with  the 
top  cut. 

To  cut  other  lengths,  lay 
your  first  cut  on  top  of  the  fab 
ric  and  pin  it  all  around.  This 
is  the  time  to  match  patterns  if 
you  have  any.  Cut  the  selvages 
away  or  clip  them  so  the  seams 
won't  pucker  and  the  draperies 
will  hang  straight. 
Cutting  the  lining  fabric  is  done 
after  the  drapery  fabric  is  cut. 
Place  lining  fabric  on  top  of  a 
cut  piece  of  drapery  fabric  and 
cut  lining  3 ]  ■>  inches  shorter. 
The  overall  lining  panel  width 
should  be  six  inches  narrower 
than  drapery  panel  width.  Re- 
member, this  is  the  overall  mea- 
surement, not  the  measurement 
for  each  cut. 

Use  the  same  method  for  cut- 
ting the  remaining  lining  widths 
as  you  did  for  cutting  the  drap- 
ery fabric. 

Sewing  preparation  includes 
choosing  the  proper  thread  and 
sewing  machine  needles.  Thread 
should  be  close  to  the  drapery 
fabric  in  color  and  weight.  If 
you're  using  silk  fabrics,  use 
silk  thread.  For  cotton,  linen, 
and  some  firmer  blends  of  fab- 
rics, use  mercerized  thread.  For 
synthetic  fabrics,  use  silk,  syn- 
thetic, or  mercerized  thread. 

Choose  sewing  machine  nee- 
dles according  to  the  type  of 
thread  your  draperies  demand. 
For  mercerized  thread,  use  a 
number  14  needle,  for  synthetic 
thread,  a  number  11  needle. 

If  your  drapery  fabric  is 
slightly  sheer,  set  your  machine 
to  12  to  15  stitches  per  inch, 
with  the  tension  loosened  a  bit 
if  silk  or  synthetic  thread  is 
used.  For  medium-weight  fab-  ! 
ric,  ten  to  12  stitches  per  inch 
will  give  you  best  results. 

Sewing  your  lined  draperies 
is  easiest  if  you  work  method- 
ically, completing  each  step  on 
all  cuts  of  the  fabric  and  all 
drapery  panels.  After  fabric 
is  cut,  here's  how  to  proceed: 
Join  the  necessary  fabric  cuts  for 
the  finished  panel  width.  Then 
join  drapery  fabric       Continued

cuts  with  an  interlocking  fell 
seam  (SKETCH  #1).  The  lin- 
ing pieces  can  be  joined  with  a 
single  seam  and  the  edges 
pinked  to  keep  them  from  rav- 
eling. When  all  fabric  pieces  are 
joined  together: 


Place  drapery  weights  or  weight- 
ed tape  at  bottom  of  panel  to 
make  finished  draperies  hang 
better.  The  weights  are  inside 
the  hem  when  the  draperies  are 
completed.  However,  at  this 
point  in  the  drapery  construc- 
tion, the  panel  is  flat  and  un- 
hemmed.  You  must  rely  on 
measurements  to  place  the 
weights  where  they  will  be  con- 
cealed by  the  hem  when  the  job 
is  done. 

On  the  wrong  side  of  your 
drapery  fabric,  measure  two 
inches  from  each  side  of  a  panel 
and  six  inches  from  the  bottom 
of  the  panel.  You'll  also  want 
to  place  weights  at  seam  areas 
in  wide  drapery  panels,  so 
measure   six    inches    from    the 


bottom  edge  at  every  joining 
seam  (SKETCH  #2).  Sew  these 
weights  in  by  hand,  using  a 
solid  tacking  stitch. 
Hemming  the  drapery  panels  is 
the  next  step.  Each  panel  will 
have  a  three-inch  double  hem. 


it  again,  press  it  .fiat.  Baste  or 
pin  the  hem  in  place. 

If  you  pin,  place  pins  at  right 
angles  to  hem.  You  may  ma- 
chine-stitch a  hem  using  a  long, 
loose  stitch.  Or  for  a  more  pro- 
fessional look,  hem  the  panel  by 
hand  using  a  blind  stitch. 

The  lining  panels  should  have 
a  two-inch  double  hem.  You 
should  use  the  same  method  in 
hemming  the  lining  as  you  did 
for  the  drapery  panel. 
Join  the  lining  and  the  drapery 
panels  by  placing  the  two  right 
sides  together.  The  lining  hem 
should  be  1 '  •>  inches  above  the 


Start  by  turning  three  inches  on 
the  bottom  edge  of  the  panel 
and  pressing  it  down.  Then  turn 
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drapery  hem  (SKETCH  #3). 
Pin  or  baste  the  sides  together, 
being  careful  not  to  stretch  the 
fabric.  Machine-stitch  the  two 
pieces  of  fabric  together  using 
a  34-inch  seam  allowance. 

When  stitching  lining  to  a 
heavier  fabric,  make  sure  the 
heavy  fabric  is  underneath  the 
lining  as  you  feed  it  through  the 
sewing  machine. 

When  the  seam  is  finished, 
pink  raw  edges  to  prevent  rav- 
eling. Sew  the  opposite  side  in 
the  same  way,  keeping  edges 
even.  Remember,  the  lining  is 
narrower  than  the  drapery  pan- 
el, so  don't  be  alarmed  that  the 
two  don't  lie  fiat  and  come  out 
even.  Just  place  the  edges  of  the 
two  together  and  sew  them. 
This  is  the  time  to  add  stiffening 
for  a  heading  if  you  plan  to 
pleat  your  draperies  without 
pleating  tape.  Center  the  lining 
on  the  drapery  fabric  and 
smooth  the  two  out.  (At  this 
point,  the  lining  and  drapery 
fabric  are  still  right  side  in  and 
wrong  side  out.)  There  will  be  a 
margin  of  drapery  fabric  on 
each  side  of  the  lining. 

Cut  a  piece  of  buckram  or 
stiffening  the  width  of  the 
panel.  Pin  it  across  the  top  of 
the  panel  and  lining  so  that  the 
bottom  edge  of  the  buckram  is 
one-half  inch  below  the  top 
edge  of  the  drapery  panel. 
Stitch  across  bottom  of  stiffen- 
ing and  then  turn  drapery  panel 
right  side  out. 

Now  both  sides  and  top  are 
sewed  together  so  you  have  a 
"pillow  case."  Turn  it  out,  and 
the  top  of  the  drapery  panel 
will  have  the  heading  concealed 
and  ready  to  pleat.

with  pleater  tape,  omit  the  last 
step  of  sewing  in  the  stiffening 
and  turn  the  drapery  panel  and 
lining  right  side  out  after 
you've  finished  sewing  the  two 
side  seams. 

To  pleat  with  pleater  tape,  place 
drapery  fabric  right  side  up  and 
lay  pleater  tape  on  the  top  edge 
with  pocket  openings  facing  up. 
The  tape  should  overlap  the 
drapery  fabric  one-half  inch 
and  extend  one-half  inch  at 
each  side.  When  placing  pleater 
tape,  make  sure  the  end  pockets 
are  equal  distances  from  the 
ends  of  the  drapery  panel. 

Sew  the  tape  one-fourth  inch 
from  the  edge.  Many  brands  of 
pleater  tape  have  sewing  guide- 
lines woven  into  them. 


Turn  drapery  over  and  fold 
back  tape  so  it  lies  against  lin- 
ing fabric.  Allow  one-half  inch 
margin  between  top  of  pleater 
tape  and  top  fold  of  drapery 
panel.  Press  at  this  line. 

To  give  pleater  tape  a  fin- 
ished appearance,  fold  under 
the  overhanging  one-half  inch 
of  tape  on  each  side  and  sew  it 
to  the  drapery  lining  edge. 
Stitch  along  bottom  edge  of 
pleater  tape,  below  the  pleating 
pockets  and  insert  hooks.  Place 
two  end  hooks  in  each  end  of  a 
pair  of  draperies,  then  complete 
pleating  with  special  pleating 
hooks.  To  pleat  draperies  with- 
out pleater  tape,  measure  the 
two  end  pleats  first,  then  con- 
tinue   from    there.    Since    win- 


dows and  draperies  vary  so  in 
size,  there's  no  set  rule  for 
spacing  pleats.  But  there  are  a 
few  guides  to  make  your  pleat- 
ing project  more  professional 
looking.  Stationary  panel  drap- 
eries can  be  pleated  with  all 
pleats  equidistant,  but  draw 
draperies  must  be  pleated  to 
accommodate  the  center  over- 
lap. So  two  different  methods  of 
making  end  pleats  are  required. 
For  stationary  draperies, 
measure  two  inches  from  the 
edge  of  the  panel  that  will  be 
the  center  edge  of  the  finished 
draperies.  Place  a  pin  there, 
measure  for  the  width  of  your 
pleat  and  place  a  second  pin. 
This  gives  you  the  placement  of 
the  first  pleat.  On  the  opposite 
end  of  the  drapery  panel  (at 
outside  edge  of  window)  mea- 
sure the  depth   of  the  return 


(from  wall  to  corner  .of  drapery 
rod).  Place  a  pin  there  and  mea- 
sure for  that  pleat.  Place  the 
third  pleat  in  the  center  be- 
tween the  two  end  pleats.  From 
there,  all  other  pleats  should 
be  spaced  between  the  first  and 
third  and  the  second  and  third 
pleats. 

For  draw  draperies,  follow 
the  same  procedure,  except  for 
the  placement  of  the  pleat  that 
is  first  at  the  center  of  the  win- 
dow treatment.  Here  you  mea- 
sure 3 !  4  inches  from  center 
edge  of  draperies  and  place 
your  first  pleat. 

To  form  a  pleat,  fold  through  the 
center  of  the  space  marked  for 
the  pleat  and  pin  it  down.  On 
right  side  of  drapery  fabric, 
stitch  from  the  top  edge  to 
where  the  heading  buckram 
ends.  Backstitch  to  reinforce 
the      pleat      at      this      point 


TACK 


(SKETCH  #4).  These  steps  are 
the  same  no  matter  what  type 
of  decorative  pleats  you  want 
to  create  after  the  basic  pleat 
has  been  constructed. 

There  are  a  number  of  dif- 
ferent pleats  you  can  use. 
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French  pleats  are  like  pinch 
pleats  (page  98)  except  they're 
not  creased.  The  pleat  is  formed 
bv  dividing  the  large  basic 
pleat  into  three  smaller  pleats, 
then  hand-sewing  through  the 
pleats  at  bottom.  Sew  through 
pleat  several  times  with  a  back- 
and-forth  or  in-and-out  motion 
of  needle.  Then  draw  thread  up 
tightly.  This  pleat  is  unpressed 
and  gives  a  soft  triple  pleat 
look,  while  a  pinch  pleat  has 
a  crisp,  creased  appearance 
(SKETCH  #5). 

Your  drapery  headings  need 
not  be  limited  to  pleats.  There 
are  other  types  of  heading 
treatments  you  may  prefer.

Box  pleats  are  formed  by  press- 
ing down  large  pleats  so  folds 
are  equidistant  from  center  line 
of  pleat.  Press  each  pleat  flat 
and  tack  at  top  and  bottom 
edges  of  pleat  (SKETCH  #6). 


Cartridge  pleats  are  made 
like  box  pleats  except  they're 
not  sewed  at  the  lower  edge. 
The  untacked  pleat  is  filled 
with  cotton,  rolls  of  stiff  paper, 
buckram,  or  nonwoven  inter- 
lacing to  hold  their  shape 
(SKETCH  #7).  Cartridge  pleats 
are  most  attractive  if  the  car- 
tridge is  small.  Instead  of  the 
four-  to  five-inch  pleat  used  for 
box  pleats  (or  divided  for  pinch 
pleats),  use  a  2]2-inch  pleat. 


Pinch  pleats  are  the  most  com- 
mon pleating  treatment  for 
draperies.  To  make  them,  di- 
vide the  large  pleat  into  three 
smaller  ones.  Form  the  pleats, 
then  press  them  down.  At  the 
lower  edge,  machine-stitch 
across  pleats  or  hand-tack  them 
together  (SKETCH  #S>. 
Smocked  headings  can  be  creat- 
ed easily  by  using  four-inch- 
wide  shirring  tape  (drapery 
tape  with  cords  woven  into  it). 
98 


Place  the  tape  on  your  drapery 
panel  the  same  as  with  pleater 
tape  and  stitch  above  and  be- 
low each  cord.  Pull  the  cords 
for  desired  fullness  and  tie 
them  back.  That  way,  the 
cords  can  be  released  for  easy 
laundering  and  the  drapery 
panel  will  be  flat  for  pressing. 
After  laundering,  simply  pull 
the  cords  tight  again. 
Shirred  headings  are  made  much 
like  smocked  headings,  but  in- 
stead of  sewing  above  and  be- 
low each  cord,  sew  only  above 
the  top  cord  and  below  the  bot- 
tom cord.  Pull  cords  the  same 
as  for  a  smocked  heading. 

If  you  want  a  shirred  head- 
ing deeper  than  the  four-inch 
tape  will  create,  use  one-inch 
cord  tape  (tape  with  a  single 
cord  woven  into  it).  Sew  the 
first  tape  one  inch  from  top  of 
drapery  panel,  skip  an  inch  and 
sew  another  tape.  Continue 
this  pattern  until  shirred  head- 
ing is  as  deep  as  you  want  it. 
Hanging  your  draperies  requires 
special  care.  First  choose  the 
right  drapery  hook.  If  you  used 
pleater  tape,  you'll  need  end 
hooks  and  pleater  hooks.  For 
permanently  pleated  draperies, 
there's  a  variety  of  hooks  to 
choose  from. 

The  slip-in  type  slips  into  the 
folds  of  each  pleat.  The  pin-on 
type  can  be  pinned  into  the 
drapery  heading,  either  at  each 
pleat  or  in  between  pleats.  The 
sew-on  tape  hook  is  recom- 
mended if  you  don't  want  to 
pin  into  the  fabric.  The  slip-in 
and  pin-on  types  come  out  easi- 
ly for  cleaning,  the  sew-on 
hooks  are  more  permanent 
(SKETCH  #9).

Here's  how  to  achieve  per- 
fect folds  in  your  draperies. 
Once  they're  hung,  finger-press 
the  folds  down  by  starting  at 
the  top  and  finger-pleat  down 
the  folds  for  a  foot  or  two.  Then 
tie  loosely  with  a  tape.  Don't 
use  thread  or  twine.  It  might 
leave  a  mark  where  a  flat  piece 
of  tape  won't.  Continue  pleat- 
ing downward  and  tie  at  inter- 
vals. Leave  the  tapes  tied  for 
two  or  three  days,  then  untie 
them.  Your  draperies  will  have 
conformed  perfectly  to  your 
finger-pressed  folds.  ■

is  therefore  quite  common  for 
a  diabetic  to  marry  a  carrier, 
often  without  either  of  them 
realizing  it.  The  children  of 
such  a  marriage  run  a  chance 
somewhere  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  1  in  7  (or  15  percent) 
of  someday  being  diabetic  too. 
If  the  wife  is  the  diabetic  mem- 
ber of  the  marriage,  there 
may  also  be  a  risk  of  complica- 
tions during  pregnancy.  A 
caesarean  deliver  is  frequent- 
ly advised. 

Birth  defects.  Literally  hun- 
dreds of  genetic  disorders  are 
discovered  at  birth  or  soon 
afterwards.  They  range  from 
obvious  structural  abnormal- 
ities (clubfoot,  harelip,  cleft 
palate,  and  so  on)  to  inborn 
errors  of  metabolism  (galac- 
tosemia, cystic  fibrosis, 
phenylketonuria)  to  Down's 
syndrome  (or  "mongolism"). 
Sometimes  the  condition  can 
be  confidently  attributed  to  a 
single,  specific  gene. 

Many  of  these  problems  can 
be  treated,  of  course,  assum- 
ing they're  spotted  early.  And 
not  all  congenital  defects  are 
hereditary.  The  odds  that  a  lat- 
er child  might  have  the  same 
problem  depend  on  whether 
the  first  case  was  truly  in- 
herited—directly transmitted 
through  the  genes— oractually 
originated  during  pregnancy 
because  of  an  "insult." 
Rheumatic  disease.  A  genetic 
factor  is  suspected  in  several 
of  these  afflictions  (of  which 
there  are  about  50  different 
kinds),  including  osteoarthri- 
tis and  rheumatoid  arthritis, 
but  a  strong  link  has  been 
proved  in  only  one:  gout.  A 
predisposition  to  gout  is  in- 
herited by  means  of  a  meta- 
bolic defect  that  elevates  the 
level  of  uric  acid  in  the  blood. 
But  apparently  other  factors 
are  also  involved,  since  not 
everyone  who  inherits  the  pre- 
disposition—and not  everyone 
with  a  high  level  of  uric  acid 
in  the  blood  either— actually 
develops  the  symptoms.  It's 
also  interesting  to  note  that 
although  the  responsible  gene 
appears  equally  in  both  sexes, 
gout  strikes  20  times  more 
men  than  women— presum- 
ably because  the  female 
chemical  environment  sup- 
presses the  predisposition. 
Allergies.  The  tendency  to  be- 
come allergic  is  inherited,  but 
noone  knows  precisely  in  what 
way.  Since  the  problem  is  so 
widespread— about  one  per- 
son in  ten  suffers  from  a  ma- 
jor allergy— some  authorities 
believe  a  susceptibility  is 
passed  on  by  a  dominant  gene 
or  combination   of  dominant 
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genes,  in  which  case  an  all 
gic  person  would  expect  h 
of  his  or  her  children  to  be  < 
lergic,    too.    If    the    marriaj 
partner  also  had  an  allergy, 
course,  the  odds  for  allerg 
children     would     be     highe 
Other  authorities  think  the  r 
sponsible  genes  are  recessiv 
but  probably  "strong"  rece 
sives   that   exert   their    infl 
ence  more  forcibly  than  ot 
ers.   According  to  this  vie\ 
the  estimated  risk  of  allerg 
children,  when  one  prospe 
five  parent  has  an  allergy, 
between  25  and  50  percent. 
This  much  about  allergies 
certain :  Only  a  tendency  to  d 
velop  some  allergy  is  inher 
ed,  not  a  weakness  for  a  spt 
cific  allergy.  A  parent  with  ha 
fever  will  often  have  childre 
whose  allergies  take  differer 
forms— asthma,   eczema,    m 
graine,  or  hives.

Th< 
same  is  true  of  the  three  mos 
common      optical      defects- 
nearsightedness,    farsighted 
ness,  and  astigmatism— since 
genes  control  the  shape  of  th( 
eyeball.  Certain  forms  of  nigh 
blindness  (an  inability  to  see 
in   dim    light)  are   influencec 
by  heredity  factors. 


Genetic  counseling:  what 
it  is  and  who  uses  it 

Until  fairly  recently,  the: 
chances  thata  particular  set  01 
prospective  parents  might 
have  a  diseased  or  defective 
child  could  usually  only  be 
guessed  at.  Tools  and  tech- 
niques necessary  for  a  more 
precise  evaluation  had  not  yet 
been  devised.  But  today  ge- 
netic counselors  can  make 
much  more  confident  assess- 
ments. 

The  counseling  that  couples 
receive  is  based  on  science, 
statistics,  and  a  lot  of  digging 
—back  through  old  marriage 
and  death  records,  for  in- 
stance. 

Naturally,  the  decision  of 
whether  or  not  to  go  ahead- 
far  a  couple  to  have  a  child  of 
their  own  or  adopt  one— is  en- 
tirely up  to  them.  The  coun- 
selor's role  is  limited  to  sup- 
plying information  on  which 
they  can  base  a  sound  judg-

at  the  table.  Here  also  is  a  rheostat  control  for  the  overhang- 
ing light  fixture.  The  lamp  can  be  adjusted  to  the  proper  level 
for  the  one  using  the  space  the  most. 

The  eating  space  is  provided  by  a  king-sized  bread  board 
that  pulls  out  from  beneath  the  work  counter  (see  sketch). 
You  might  find  decorative  legs  like  these  in  an  antique  shop, 
or  select  another  style  to  blend  with  the  decor  of  your  kitch- 
en. Attach  the  legs  to  the  outside  edge  to  support  the  entire 
extension,  and  add  casters  for  easy  sliding. 

The  counter  measures  42  inches  by  36  inches,  allowing  for 
pullout  table  space  of  40  inches  by  34  inches.  That's  ample 
room  for  four  people,  two  on  a  side.  And  with  the  addition  of 
a  12-inch  drop  leaf,  at  least  one  more  person  can  be  seated 
at  the  end.  Piano  hinges  can  be  used  to  attach  the  leaf  to 
the  pullout.  A  sturdy  turn-stick  supports  the  leaf.  (Metal 
supports  would  be  needed  if  a  longer  leaf  was  added.)  The 
leaf  can  be  pulled  out  a  few  inches  or  fully  extended  and  be 
used  for  buffet  serving  or  a  snack  bar. 

The  counter  should  be  scaled  to  your  height.  To  determine 
a  comfortable  working  height,  place  your  palms  on  a  flat 
surface  and  have  someone  measure  the  distance  from  the 
floor.  Or,  measure  a  counter  you  have  found  workable. 

You  can  match  your  island  work  space  to  the  other  counter 
tops  in  your  kitchen  by  using  the  same  laminated  vinyl  or 
similar  surface.  The  wood  of  the  entire  piece,  including  the 
eating  board,  could  match  your  kitchen  cabinets  for  a  uni- 
fied look.  A  beautifully  grained  piece  of  wood  provides  an 
ideal  background  for  place  mats.  Or  you  could  top  the  unit 
with  either  a  chopping  block  surface  or  a  smooth  or  textured 
ceramic  glass  material,  or  install  a  ceramic  glass  cooking- 
unit.

How  to  have  more 
African  violets 

There's  just  one  problem  with  African 
violets— they're  habit  forming.  Once 
you  get  the  hang  of  growing  them  suc- 
cessfully (and  it's  not  difficult,  as  any 
good  African  violet  fancier  will  point 
out),  you  immediately  want  to  add 
other  varieties  to  your  collection.  Then 
you'll  want  to  accumulate  enough 
plants  to  exchange  with  fellow  devotees 
or  bestow  as  gifts.  Fortunately,  African 
violets  are  quite  easy  to  propagate,  and 
there  are  several  ways  to  do  the  job.  It 
doesn't  take  you  long  to  work  up  an 
almost  limitless  supply.  Here's  how. 


When  you  want  to  increase  a  plant 
like,  simply  cut  a  leaf  with  stem 
the  mature  specimen.  Take  the  leaf 
way  between  older  leaves  and  youn^ 
per  ones.  Insert  the  leaf  cutting  in 
sand  or  perlite-peat  mix.  Be  sure 
the  base  of  leaf  clears  the  damp  suij 
—to  avoid  rotting.  Support  leaf 
stake  and  pipe-cleaner  "arms." 


Place  the  leaf  in  a  bright  window 
out  of  direct  sun  and  keep  the  root 
medium   moist.    Two   or   more   pla 
should  develop.  After  the  plantlets 
well    rooted    and    have   several    sn 
leaves,  break  off  the  parent  stem  (j  ' 
can  cut  it  back  and  reuse  for  still  m 
plants)  and  carefully  separate  the  rfcha 
plants.  Leave  any  of  the  mixture  i. 
adheres  to  the  roots— to  avoid  dam 
ing  them.  Pot  up  in  a  porous  mixture!^ 
2^-inch  pots.  You  can  expect  them 
start  to  bloom  in  about  four  months 
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If  you  have  a  multicrowned  violet,  j 
move  it  from  the  pot,  carefully  separ; 
it,  and  pot  up  the  plants  individual 
To  insure  bloom,  light  must  be  str 
enough  to  cast  a  light  shadow  from 
hand  held  five  inches  above  the  lea 
East  or  north  exposures  bring  best 
suits.  Avoid  hot  sun— it  curls  the  leaf 
and  turns  them  pale.  Too  little  lii 
causes  a  dark  handsome  color  but 
bloom.    For    humidity,    set   plants

Whether  it's  your  first  time  out,  or 
another  in  a  series  of  outings,  follow 
this  checklist  for  a  smooth  takeoff. 

1.  Fill  water  tank  and  close  cap  tightly. 
Test  water  pump. 

2.  Make  sure  butane-propane  bottles 
contain  fuel. 

3.  Include  25-feet  of  water  hose,  an 
electrical  power  cord,  and  jacks. 

4.  Close  windows  and  rents  tightly  in 


coach,  unless  occupied.  Keep  rear 
windows  closed  except  when  parked. 

5.  Service  sanitary  holding  tank. 

6.  Test  interior  light  systems. 

7.  Test  all  exterior  lights. 

8.  //  towing  a  trailer,  make  sure  coupler 
is  locked  onto  hitch  ball.  Attach 
electrical  coupler  and  safety  chain. 

9.  Place  entry  step  in  stored  position. 
Check  tires,  oil  and  water  lerel,  and  be 


sure  wheel  lugs  are  tight.  Be  sure  your 
insurance  is  up  to  date  and  adequate. 
Trailers  require  separate  coverage,  and 
a  floater  on  the  truck  insurance  is 
required  for  a  pickup  camper. 

Measure  height,  width,  and  length 
of  your  unit  and  post  these  dimensions  in 
glore  compartment.  Then  you'll  know 
the  clearance  needed  when  you  encounter 
bridges,  underpasses,  or  tunnels. 
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Loading 

The  secret  is  to  travel  light.  Sleeping- 
bags  are  more  efficient  than  blankets  for 
bedding.  They're  warmer,  more  compact, 
make  up  faster,  and  are  easier  to  stow. 
Don't  use  rigid  suitcases  for  clothing. 
They  rob  space  and  clutter  the  aisles. 
Coach  closets  keep  clothes  wrinkle-free. 
Carry  a  duffel  bag  for  soiled  clothing. 
Plan  to  use  coin  laundry  facilities  every 
few  days  to  cut  down  on  amount  of 
clothing  required. 

For  maximum  vehicle  stability,  stow 
heavy  items — canned  goods,  tools,  and 
so  on— on  or  near  the  floor.  Cookware, 
personal  gear,  packaged  foods,  and  me- 
dium-weight material  can  go  in  lower 
cabinets.  Upper  cabinets  should  contain 
only  lightweight  items  like  blankets, 
towels,  dry  foods.  Keep  cargo  weight  as 
close  to  the  vehicle's  rear  axle  as  possible. 
Trailers  tow  best  when  balanced  so  they 
are  neither  nose-heavy  or  tail-heavy. 

Tools  to  include 

•  At  least  two,  preferably  four,  wheel 
chocks  so  that  the  vehicle  can  be  safely 
parked  on  slanting  campsites 

•  Spare  mantles  for  LP  and  gasoline 
lamps  and  lanterns 

•  An  axle  jack  and  bumper  jack 

•  Some  type  of  level 

•  Canvas  drop  cloth  (5x7  feet  is  a  mini- 
mum size) 

•  Bow  saw,  shovel,  and  ax 

•  25  feet  of  rope 

Hitches 

Never  use  an  unsupported  bumper  hitch 


for  trailer  towing.  Use  only  a  properly 
installed  frame-mounted  hitch.  For  trail- 
ers over  2,000  pounds  gross  weight,  a 
load-equalizing  hitch  is  recommended  by 
virtually  all  car  makers.  A  load-equal- 
izer hitch  distributes  trailer  tongue- 
weight  to  all  four  wheels  of  the  car.  The 
result  is  a  smoother  ride,  elimination  of 
rear-end  sag,  and  control  of  fishtailing. 
A  load-equalizer  hitch  should  be  mount- 
ed by  a  professional  installer. 

The  hitch-ball  should  be  mounted  so 
that  when  the  trailer  is  attached  to  the 
car,  the  trailer  frame  rides  level.  Be  sure 
to  lubricate  the  spring-bar  bearing  ends. 
Use  a  strong  safety  chain ! 

Driving  or  towing  campers 

•  Acceleration  will  be  noticeably  less 
than  for  a  passenger  car.  Allow  two  to 
three  times  the  usual  passing  distance. 

•  Swing  a  little  wider  around  corners  be- 
cause the  trailer  wheels  don't  exactly 
follow  those  on  the  towing  vehicle.  Take 
it  easy  over  dips  in  the  street  and  slow 
down  on  washboard  roads. 

•  Use  brakes  as  little  as  possible.  Use 
lower  transmission  gears  for  downhill 
travel.  If  brakes  overheat  (the  odor  is 
unmistakable),  the  pedal  will  feel  hard 
and  brakes  lose  stopping  ability.  Pull 
off  the  roadway,  park  clear  of  traffic 
lanes,  and  wait  15  to  20  minutes  for  lin- 
ings to  cool.  Trailers  over  1,500  pounds 
should  have  separate  trailer  brakes  (re- 
quired in  most  states)  which  are  syn- 
chronized with  the  car's  brakes. 

•  Pickup  campers  are  often  rocked  or 
buffeted  about  when  meeting  oncoming 
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trucks  or  buses.  The  powerful  suction 
effect  created  between  the  opposing  ve- 
hicles can  be  unnerving  to  the  novice 
camper  driver.  Avoid  over-reaction  and 
the  natural  tendency  to  oversteer.  Just 
keep  a  firm,  steady  grip  on  the  steering 
wheel  until  the  moment  passes. 

Water  systems 

Water  will  vary  tremendously  in  taste 
and  quality  from  place  to  place.  Always 
flush  a  new  coach  tank  thoroughly  to  rid 
it'  of  dust  and  manufacturing  debris. 
Use  an  old  hose  to  fill  the  water  tank. 
New  hoses  (especially  plastic)  give  fresh 
water  an  unpleasant  flavor  and  odor. 
Avoid  gas  station  hoses— they're  usually 
filthy.  Always  taste  water  before  adding 
it  to  coach  tank.  It  may  contain  minerals, 
sulfur,  3r  salt.  Once  in  the  tank,  the  taste 
will  take  days  to  fade  away. 

To  end  guesswork  about  water  quality 
install  a  compact  water  purifier  in  the 
coach.  Of  course,  you  can  carry  bottled 
water  but  it's  heavy  and  consumes  space 
A  water  purifier  can  be  used  just  for  thej 
drinking  supply.  Water  for  washing  and 
sanitation  need  not  be  purified. 

Butane-propane  operation 

Most  camper  appliances  are  gas-fired. 
Wind  pressure  through  a  sidewall  vent 
may  extinguish  pilot  flame.  Open  inspec- 
tion port  on  refrigerator,  space  heater, 
oven,  or  water  heater  and  follow  direc- 
tions for  relighting. 

A  pungent  odor  is  added  to  LP  gase^

off  all  gas  appliances,  extinguish  all 
flames,  and  turn  off  the  fuel  supply  at 
the  tanks.  Turn  handle  on  top  of  the 
tank  clockwise  to  shut  it  off.  Seat  valve 
snugly.  Test  joints  with  a  soapy  water 
solution.  (Never  test  with  match!) 

When  refilling  a  butane-propane  cyl- 
inder, remember  that  all  LP-gas  tank 
fittings  have  left-hand  threads.  Turn 
fitting  clockwise  to  remove  the  line  for 
filling,  counterclockwise  for  replacing  or 
tightening.  This  is  the  reverse  of  the  pro- 
cedure for  most  faucet  and  shutoff  valves. 

Lighting  systems 

Three  interior  lighting  systems  are  used 
for  recreational  vehicles;  some  units  con- 
tain all  three.  The  systems  include  12- 
volt  powered  by  automotive  storage  bat- 
tery; 110- volt  for  attachment  to  a  park 
system;  and  butane-propane  lamps. 

Internal  fixtures  in  most  coaches  in- 
clude both  12- volt  and  110- volt  bulbs. 
When  operating  from  the  battery,  the 
master  circuit  breaker  box  should  be  set 
on  12- VOLT  OPERATION  only.  When 
attaching  to  a  commercial  source  of  elec- 
tricity, set  the  box  on  110- VOLT  OPER- 
ATION. The  circuit  breakers  are  usually 
located  in  a  closet,  or  a  cabinet  above  the 


sink.  Power  boxes  are  plainly  labeled  as 
to   voltage   requirements. 

The  hook-up  plug  on  a  recreational 
coach  is  intended  for  use  on  grounded 
systems.  However,  some  older  camp- 
grounds still  use  2-wire  power  sources. 
Carry  a  three-way  to  two-way  adapter 
plug  and  clamp  the  ground  wire  (on  the 
adapter)  to  a  grounded  junction  box. 
Make  sure  that  you  are  connecting  to  a 
110- volt  service.  Most  park  power  boxes 
indicate  either  110-volt  or  220-volt. 
Check  camper  circuit  breakers  and  set 
switches  to  110-volt  operation.  After 
disconnecting  from  park  service,  return 
circuit  breakers  to  12-volt  operation. 

Importance  of  leveling 

You  may  have  to  spend  up  to  half  an 
hour  leveling  a  camper,  but  it's  time  well 
spent.  Cooking  on  a  slanting  stove  is  al- 
most impossible.  Sleeping  on  a  tilting  bed 
results  in  stiff  muscles  from  fighting 
gravity  all  night.  Gas  refrigerators  will 
not  function  efficiently  if  at  all—  unless 
they  are  almost  true  level.  Consult  your 
owner's  manual  for  suggested  methods  of 
leveling  your  unit.  If  jacks  are  used,  it's 
very  important  to  place  them  under  spe- 
cially reinforced  jack  pads. 


Highway  checks 

Pickup  camper  drivers  should  inspect  al 
camper  attachment  bolts  daily  while 
vacationing.  If  turnbuckles  are  used, 
give  them  a  hand-twist  at  every  gas  stop. 
If  you  are  towing  a  trailer,  check  the 
hitch-ball  regularly. 

Check  tire  pressures  regularly.  Make 
sure  that  pressure  is  equal  in  tires  locate 
on  opposite  ends  of  each  axle. 

Small-diameter  tires  on  tent  trailer 
usually  require  higher  inflation  pressure: 
than  tires  on  passenger  cars.  Check  th 
tire-maker's  recommended  inflation  pres 
sure,  and  see  that  station  attendants  in 
flate  the  tires  properly.  Some  small  tire: 
require  up  to  100  psi.  If  attendants  blee 
air  down  to  32  psi,  the  tires  will  super 
heat  and  fail  prematurely. 

Spare  tires  and  wheels  are  not  standar 
in  many  recreational  vehicles.  Smai 
campers  always  carry  a  spare. 

Check  wheel  lug  nuts  for  tightness 
periodically.  On  trailers,  make  sure  safety 
chain  is  not  dragging,  that  safety  break- 
away switch  is  always  attached  from  car 
to  trailer,  and  that  coupler  handle  is  in 
lock  position  with  bolt  through  it.  Check 
undersides  of  coach  regularly.  Loose  wires 
or  plumbing  should  be  corrected  at  once

II  greasy  surface.  As  tempera- 
t:  tures  vary  from  hot  to  cold,  the 

paint  expands  and  contracts.

s    The    same    thing    happens 

-when  you  apply  new  paint  over 

-an  old  painted  surface  that  is 

:i extremely   chalky.    Most   out- 

i side   paints  are  designed   to 

£i  wear  down  slowly  by  gradually 

•chalking,    but    under    normal 

f<  circumstances   this    chalk    is 

'continually  washed  off  by  the 

wind.  By  the  time  you're  ready 

for    repainting,    there's    little 

chalk  dust  left  to  interfere  with 

a  good  bond. 

Test  for  excessive  chalkiness,  by 
rubbing  your  hand  across  the 
surface.  A  small  amount  of 
chalk  dust  is  no  hazard;  but  if 
your  hand  is  covered  with 
white  dust,  then  you'd  better 
stop  there.  Some  companies 
make  special  primers  or  seal- 
ers recommended  for  surfaces 
of  this  kind.  Others  will  insist 
c  that  all  the  chalk  be  scrubbed 
off  before  painting. 

Areas  that  are  really  dirty 
should  be  washed  with  a  de- 
tergent solution  before  paint- 
ng— regardless  of  whether 
ane  or  two  coats  will  be  ap- 
plied. This  step  is  particularly 
mportant  for  horizontal  areas 
jnder  overhanging  roof  eaves 
and  porch  ceilings,  because 
:hese  areas  are  never  exposed 
:o  the  natural  cleaning  action 
)f  wind  and  rain.  Applying 
!|3aint  over  a  dirty  surface,  or 
applying  paint  in  cold  weather 
vhen  it  doesn't  have  a  chance 
:o  harden  properly,  is  a  sure 
vay  to  weaken  the  bond. 

If  the  top  layer  peels  on 
>reas  where  you  know  the  sur- 
ace  was  reasonably  clean  and 
;olid,  check  the  old  surface 
vhere  it's  exposed  to  see  if  it's 
itill  glossy.  Although  some  oil 
>aints  and  trim  paints  will  ad- 
tere  well  over  glossy  surfaces, 
nost  won't.  Many  latex  paint 
:ompanies  advise  dulling 
lown  an  old  surface  before 
ipplying  a  fresh   paint  coat.

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Do  this  by  sanding,  or  wiping 
with  a  liquid  de-glosser. 

This  is  seldom  a  problem  on 
weathered  surfaces.  It  only 
occurs  where  the  old  paint  was 
exceptionally  glossy  and 
where  it  was  protected  from 
the  weather. 

A  peeling  oil-based  paint  can  be 
caused  by  painting  over  a 
damp  surface.  Painting  too 
soon  after  a  rain  or  morning 
dew  can  keep  oil  paint  from 
drying  properly.  When  it  final- 
ly does  dry,  the  bond  is  weak 
and  highly  susceptible  to 
cracking  or  peeling. 

The  least  common  cause  of 
peeling  is  applying  paint  too 
thinly,  or  adding  thinner. 
Sometimes  paint  cracks  but 
doesn't  peel— at  least  not  for 
some  time.  The  cracks  often 
run  across  the  grain,  but  they 
may   also   form    a    check-like 


pattern  with  cracks  crisscross- 
ing each  other  at  right  angles. 
The  cracks  may  go  through  the 
top  layer  only,  or  they  may  go 
all  the  way  to  the  bare  wood. 
If  they're  in  the  top  layer  only, 
there  probably  won't  be  any 
peeling  for  some  time.  How- 
ever, if  cracks  go  to  the  bare 
wood,  moisture  will  enter  and 
cause  early  peeling.  This 
cross-grain  cracking  condition 
is  caused  by  an  excessive 
buildup  of  paint  layers. 

Correcting  a  condition  of 
this  kind  is  a  lot  tougher  than 
preventing  it  in  the  first  place, 
so  don't  paint  too  often.  The 
only  permanent  cure  lies  in 
either  sanding  off  most  of  the 
old  paint  or  using  a  paint  re- 
mover. Then  start  fresh  with  a 
suitable  primer  coat,  followed 
by  one  or  two  coats  of  paint. 

Paint    may    also    crack    or 


wrinkle  shortly  after  it  dries  if 
it's  applied  too  thickly.  This 
condition,  called  "alligator- 
ing,"  happens  more  often  with 
oil  paints  than  it  does  with  la- 
tex paints.  If  the  paint  layer  is 
excessively  thick,  the  surface 
dries  before  the  inside.  Since 
paint  shrinks  slightly  as  it 
dries,  the  outside  starts  to 
shrink  while  the  underside  re- 
mains soft,  causing  a  wrinkled 
or  puckered  effect. 

The  same  thing  happens 
when  a  top  coat  is  applied  over 
primer  that  hasn't  been  al- 
lowed to  harden  completely.  If 
the  base  is  soft,  the  top  coat 
will  pucker  or  shrink  as  it 
dries,  resulting  in  a  wrinkled 
surface.

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How  to  keep  a  car's  finish  like  new 


Even  though  today's  new  car  finishes  are 
the  best  ever,  many  things  work  against 
their  retaining  that  showroom  sparkle. 
Sun,  rain,  industrial  soot,  chemical  fumes, 
ice-melting  chemicals,  tar,  tree  sap,  insect 
residues,  and  bird  droppings  all  do  their 
bit  to  make  the  finish  dull  and  unattractive. 

But  there  are  steps  you  can  take  to  pre- 
vent deterioration.  Regular  washing  and 
periodic  waxing  will  keep  the  finish  in  top 
condition,  and  the  new  waxes  and  specialty 
car  spruce-up  products  make  the  job  easy. 

Not  only  will  a  sparkling  car  be  a  pleasure 
to  drive,  it  can  mean  extra  money  in  your 
pocket.  One  of  the  leading  automotive  pric- 
ing manuals  says  that  regular  washing  and 
waxing  make  your  car  worth  up  to  $250 
more  at  trade-in  time. 

Which  detergents  to  use 

To  really  do  right  by  your  car,  wash  it  week- 
ly. If  you  follow  this  schedule,  most  of  the 
washings  will  involve  removing  only  dust 
and  light  road  film.  All  you'll  need  is  clear, 
cool  water.  For  less  frequent  washings  and 
to  remove  heavy  dirt  accumulations,  a 
liquid  car-wash  concentrate  in  warm  water 
(never  hot)  will  make  the  job  easier.  These 
detergents  are  formulated  to  loosen  and 
float  off  surface  dirt  with  minimum  effort 
on  your  part,  while  leaving  the  wax  intact. 

If  you  choose  household  detergents,  use 
nothing  stronger  than  dish  detergents 
boasting  "mild  to  hands"  qualities  (one  to 
two  capfuls  to  a  bucket  of  warm  water). 
Never  use  laundry  soaps,  automatic  dish- 
washer detergents,  or  enzyme  pre-soaking 
products.  They  take  off  dirt  and  grime,  but 
a  Iso  remove  wax  and  may  cause  permanent 
streaking  of  the  paint. 

There  are  numerous  wash  mitts,  cloths, 
rotary  brushes,  and  high-pressure  sprays 
made  for  car  washing,  but  nothing  beats  a 
large,  good-quality  natural  or  synthetic 
sponge.  A  sponge  is  easily  rinsed  clean, 
and  dirt  particles  are  trapped  deep  in  the 
pores  so  they  won't  rub  across  the  paint. 

If  your  idea  of  car  care  is  an  automatic 
car  wash,  fine.  Most  of  them  use  steam, 
detergents,  and  rotary  brushes  to  remove 
the  dirt.  All  these  serve  to  remove  wax  fast- 
er than  a  cold  water  hand-washing,  so  more 
frequent  waxing  is  needed. 

What  washing  procedure  is  best? 

It  really  makes  no  difference  whether  you 
start  at  the  top  of  the  car  and  work  down, 
or  vice-versa.  What's  important  is  to  begin 
by  hosing  off  the  car  with  clear  water  and 
keeping  the  entire  car  wet  until  you've  fin- 
ished. The  pre-rinse  removes  surface  dirt 
and  softens  grime,  while  continued  wetting 
carries  away  the  dirt  as  it  is  loosened  by 


the  detergent  and  washing  tool. 

Wash  an  area  no  larger  than  you  can  com- 
plete before  the  surface  begins  to  dry,  and 
flush  with  clear  water  to  remove  detergent 
residue.  Keep  washed  areas  wet  until  the 
entire  car  has  been  gone  over  and  you're 
ready  to  chamois  or  otherwise  dry  it.  This 
will  eliminate  water  spotting. 

Use  a  garden  hose  nozzle  to  wash  wheel 
wells  and  underbody  areas  thoroughly. 
This  is  where  dirt,  mud,  and  salt  collect 
to  start  corrosion. 

If  your  car  has  a  vinyl  roof  (hardtop  or 
convertible),  use  a  cleaner  designed  for  it 
and  follow  the  directions  carefully.  A  soft- 
bristled  brush  will  get  all  the  tiny  crevices 
really  clean.  Be  sure  to  rinse  thoroughly  to 
remove  the  cleaner  from  the  vinyl  and  from 
painted  body  areas  below. 

Save  the  wheels  and  tires  for  last,  and 
use  a  detergent  as  strong  as  you  feel  nec- 
essary. Brass-bristle  brushes,  kitchen 
cleaners,  steel-wool  soap  pads,  and  com- 
mercial tire  cleaners  all  do  a  good  job  of 
cleaning  sidewalls— black  or  white. 

Periodically,  take  off  the  wheel  covers 
and  wash  them  separately;  then  follow  with 
a  coat  of  wax.  You'll  be  surprised  how 
many  mysterious  rattles  will  turn  out  to  be 
pebbles  that  have  found  their  way  under 
the  wheel  covers.  This  is  also  a  good  time 
to  check  wheel  lug  nuts  for  tightness. 

Rough-to-remove  accumulations 

Road  tar,  tree  sap,  bugs,  and  bird  drop- 
pings are  sometimes  tough  enough  to  sur- 
vive even  a  vigorous  wash  job. 
Road  tar  is  best  removed  with  oil  and  tar  re- 
mover, gasoline,  or  kerosene  (never  lac- 
quer thinner).  Exercise  caution  when  work- 
ing with  these  solvents— don't  use  near 
open  fire  or  flame  or  while  smoking. 

Don't  get  any  solvent  near  simulated 
wood  vinyl  panels  on  deluxe  station  wagons 
and  some  sport  models.  Solvents  may 
damage  the  vinyl  and/or  soften  the  ad- 
hesive that  holds  the  panels  in  place. 

Solvents  remove  wax  as  well  as  tar.  If 
you  don't  plan  to  wax  the  car  after  the 
cleanup  job,  at  least  wax  those  areas 
where  solvent  is  used. 
Stubborn  bug  residues  and  bird  droppings 
are  easily  removed  by  rubbing  with  a  piece 
of  nylon  net  or  a  Mylar  scrub  pad.  Both  can 
scratch  the  finish  if  excessive  pressure  is 
used,  so  don't  rub  too  hard.  Baking  soda 
sprinkled  on  a  damp  cloth  will  also  remove 
bugs;  but  be  sure  to  rinse  thoroughly  after 
using.  Never  use  steel  wool  on  paint! 
When  cleaning  glass,  regardless  of  what  is 
to  be  removed,  use  only  water  and  deter- 
gent, or  cleaners  made  for  glass.  Solvents 
and  kerosene  leave  a  greasy  film  that  cre- 
ates a  dangerous  "halo"  effect  when  head- 
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lights  of  oncoming  cars  strike  your  win] 
shield  atnight.  Keepall  wax  off  glass  are 
It  also  can  cause  the  halo  effect,  and  win 
shield  wipers  can't  remove  rain  unifor 
if  a  film  of  oil  or  wax  is  on  the  glass. 

To  avoid  streaking  clean  windows,  do 
roll  them  down  until  the  fiber  strippi 
along  the  bottom  has  had  an  opportuni 
to  dry  thoroughly. 

Clean  rubber  wiper  blades  with  the  sa 
cleaner  used  for  the  glass.  If  sun  ref  lectic 
from  metal  blade  holders  bothers  yo 
cover  them  with  tape  or  paint  them,  fi 
even  simpler  method,  and  usually  bett 
looking,  is  to  coat  them  with  paste  wax  an 
not  buff  it  off  when  dry. 
After  the  washing  is  completed,  the  washir 
sponge  or  a  terry  cloth  towel,  thorough 
rinsed  and  wrung  out,  can  be  used  to  r 
move  excess  water  from  the  car.  For 
really  professional  job,  finish  with 
chamois.  It's  extremely  absorbent  anl 
completely  eliminates  streaking  and  wata 
spotting.  Keep  the  chamois  away  from  oil 
grease,  and  excess  grime;  rinse  thorough 
ly  before  putting  it  away. 

Cleaner  polish,  or  wax? 

Climatic  conditions  and  frequency  of  da 
tergent    washing    determine    how    ofte 
you'll  have  to  wax  your  car— two  or  thre 
times  a  year  is  usually  adequate.  It's  eas 
to  tell  when  you  need  to  wax.  If  water  oi| 
the  finish  stands  up  in  individual  beads  o 
drops,  wax  is  still  present.  When  the  wate 
spreads  out  and  runs  off,  it's  time  to  wax 
Cleaner.  A  dull  finish  indicates  oxidation  o 
the  outer  surface  of  the  paint.  The  bes 
remedy  is  to  use  a  cleaner  before  waxing 
Cleaners  contain   abrasives  that  remov< 
stubborn  dirt,  oxidized  paint,  and  othe 
substances  that  cannot  be  washed  off.  The 
action  is  both  chemical  and  physical.  Mild 
solvents  loosen  the  film,  while  your  rub| 
bing  action  and  the  abrasives  smooth  ou 
the  surface. 

Cleaners  can  perform  wonders  for  a  bad 
ly  weathered  car,  removing  all  residue; 
and  oxidation  right  down  to  "live"  paint 
They  do  not  provide  any  protection,  how 
ever,  and  must  be  followed  by  waxing 
Polish.  If  the  finish  doesn't  need  a  cleaner 
but  is  too  dull  to  wax,  a  good  polish  is  made 
to  order.  These  liquid  products  contain  a 
Very  mild  cleaner;  they  leave  a  film  of  pol 
ishing  oil  and  a  very  high  gloss  on  the  fin- 
ish, but  usually  don't  provide  significant 
protection.  For  a  "crown  jewel"  effect,  fol 
low  the  polishing  with  wax. 
Combinations.  There  are  many  combination 
products  that  enable  you  to  polish  the  fin- 
ish and  apply  a  protective  coating  in  a 
single  operation.

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These  one-step  products  come 
in  paste  or  liquid  form,  and  in 
pressurized  cans. 

For  the  average  new-car  fin- 
ish or  one  that  has  not  begun 
tochalk.thecombination  prod- 
ucts provide  a  good  gloss  and 
finish  protection  and  are  fast 
and  easy  to  use.  However,  the 
protection  to  the  finish  will  not 
last  as  long  as  that  provided 
by  separate  operations  of  pol- 
ishing and  waxing. 
Rubbing  compound.  If  the  paint 
is  so  dull  that  a  heavy-duty 
cleaner  doesn't  revive  it,  your 
car  may  require  a  rubdown 
with  a  special  paint  rubbing 
compound.  A  word  of  caution: 
in  inexperienced  hands,  a  rub- 
bing compound  can  quickly 
polish  the  paint  right  down  to 
bare  metal.  Obviously,  the 
answer  is  to  follow  directions 
on  the  label. 

Waxes.  Which  wax  to  use- 
paste,  liquid,  or  aerosol?  Most 
good  waxes  are  now  available 
in  a  detergent-proof  formula 
which  provides  longer  protec- 
tion even  when  washed  re- 
peatedly with  car-wash  deter- 
gents. They  also  offer  in- 
creased protection  against  air 
pollutants  and  ice-melting 
chemicals. 

Using  a  liquid  wax  is  a 
breeze— apply  with  light  pres- 
sure, let  dry,  then  wipe  away 
the  haze.  The  new  soft- 
whipped  paste  waxes  are  just 
as  easy  to  work  with.  Either 
type  lets  you  completely  wax 
your  car  in  little  more  time 
than  it  takes  to  wash, it.  Most 
good  waxes  will  provide  four 
to  six  months'  protection. 
Durability  is  directly  related 
to  the  condition  of  the  surface 
to  which  the  wax  is  applied. 
Even  the  best  wax,  applied  to 
an  oxidized,  unclean  surface, 
won't  be  durable. 

If  you're  a  glutton  for  work, 
you  can  still  buy  the  old-fash- 
ioned hard  paste  waxes;  they 
are  as  tough  to  apply  as  ever. 
They  provide  very  good  protec- 
tion, but  it's  questionable 
whether  what  they  offer  is 
worth  the  extra  work  required. 

Vinyl  tops  (on  hardtops) 
shouldn't  be  treated  with  con- 
ventional waxes,  because  they 
leave  a  residue  that's  hard  to 
get  out  of  the  vinyl  grain.  In- 
stead, use  a  vinyl  top  wax  at 
least  twice  a  year.  These  spe- 
cial waxes  sustain  the  vinyl's 
appearance  and  leave  a  pro- 
tective coating  which  seals 
pores  to  shut  out  dirt  and  grit. 

Hand-buffing  is  the  best  way 
to  bring  out  the  real  beau- 
ty in  a  wax  job.  Use  a  clean, 
soft,  lint-free  cloth,  and  turn  it 
often.    Terry    cloth    toweling, 
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cheesecloth,  diapers,  and  o 
T-shirts  all  do  an  excellent  j 
and  can  be  laundered  for  ri 
peated  usage.  Unless  you  re< 
ly  know  whatyou're doing,  st 
away  from  mechan  ica  I  buffer 
Modern  car  waxes  are  mea 
to  be  buffed  by  hand;  an  ele 
trie  buffer  will  leave  the  pr 
tective  film  too  thin  to  real 
do  its  job.  And  you  may  ha\ 
to  hand-buff  anyway  to  remov 
the  circular  "tracks"  left  t 
the  buffer. 

Chrome  and  trim.  To  clean  hea 
ily  corroded  chrome,  such  a 
bumpers,  use  fine  steel  wot 
followed  by  a  coat  of  wax.  Fc 
all  other  bright  trim,  don't  us 
anything  more  abrasive  than 
commercial   chrome   cleane 
If  you  try  steel  wool,  you  ma 
find  out— too  late— that  mucl 
of  the  "chrome"  on  late  mode* 
cars  is  actually  stainless  steej 
or  anodized  aluminum,  and  i 
some    cases,     plastic.    Ste 
wool  may  scratch  any  of  thes 
substances. 

Inside  the  car 

Carpets.  A  stiff  brush  or  whis 
broom  should  be  used  to  wor 
dirt  out  of  the  carpeting.  Fo 
low  up  with  a  thorough  vacu 
uming  and   a   regular  carpe 
shampoo  if  needed. 
Upholstery.  Vacuum  vinyl  seat 
thoroughly,  then  use  a  viny 
upholstery  cleaner,  followin 
instructions  carefully. 
Leather  is  a  luxury  upholster 
material  and  it  deserves  extra 
attention.   After  shampooing, 
apply   a    commercial    leathe 
dressing.  You  should  do  this 
twice   a   year   under   average 
conditions,  more  often  if  the 
upholstery   is  subjected  to  a 
lot  of  sun. 
For  fabric   seats,   a    household 
upholstery  cleaner  will  work 
well.   However,   go  easy  with 
the  solvent-type  spot  remov- 
ers. Soaking  the  seats  with  sol- 
vent may  cause  foam  cushions 
to  deteriorate.  When  the  up- 
holstery is  dry,  it's  a  good  idea 
to  spray  the  fabric  with  a  sili- 
cone fabric  protector. 
Cloth   headliners   will   need    an 
occasional  vacuuming  with  a 
brush  attachment.  Vinyl  head- 
liners   may   be   cleaned   with 
the    same    product    used    on 
vinyl     upholstery.      In      both 
cases,  be  careful  not  to  tear 
the  surface. 

A  damp  cloth  or  chamois  is 
all  you'll  need  to  keep  that 
dashboard  looking  good.  Don't 
use  abrasive  cleaners  or  ma- 
terials on  bright  trim  work  or 
the  clear  "windows"  over  in- 
struments. They're  often  plas- 
tic and  easily  scratched.  ■

Labels  for  all  textiles? 

It  may  not  be  long  before  all 
textile  products  will  have  to 
carry  labels  describing  the 
care  they  need.  The  Federal 
Trade  Commission  recently 
made  this  proposal,  which  is 
something  of  a  mixed  blessing 
for  the  industry.  The  industry 
made  its  own  rules  three  years 
ago  with  some  prodding  from 
the  government,  but  they 
haven't  been  too  successful  in 
getting  their  members  to  go 
along  with  them. 

These  industry  rules  called 
only  for  "exception"  labeling. 
They  assumed  that  most  peo- 
ple would  know  cotton  is  wash- 
able, and  that  most  woolens 
should  go  to  the  dry  cleaner. 
They  recommended  labeling 
only  those  new  man-made  fib- 
ers that  would  leave  the  cus- 
tomer in  doubt  about  caring 
for  them.  Dry  cleaners  tend  to 
agree,  claiming  labels  in 
everything  will  force  them  to 
spend  too  much  time  looking 
for— and  at— sewn-in  labels. 

Industry  members  also 
pointed  out  other  problems  in 
requiring  sewn-on  labelsfor  all 
textile  products.  Shoelaces, 
translucent  lamp  shades,  fric- 
tion tape,  and  piano  key  felts 
are  part  of  a  long  list  of  textile 
products  they  feel  customers 
would  rather  not  have  labeled. 
They  don't  think  taxpayers 
want  to  pay  for  the  man-hours 
needed  to  decide  which  textile 
products  should  be  exempted 
from  the  rule,  orfor  inspectors 
needed  to  enforce  it.  (For  ex- 
ample, labels  would  be  in 
every  sheet,  pillowcase,  towel, 
and  washcloth.) 

One  program  outlined  at 
these  hearings  is  a  perma- 
nent-care labeling  plan  being 
carried  out  voluntarily  in  the 
furniture  industry.  Their 
labels  will  be  permanently 
ironed  to  upholstered  furni- 
ture in  an  inconspicuous  spot. 
Three  basic  labels  will  differ- 
entiate between  upholstery 
that  can  be  cleaned  with  a  wa- 
ter-based foam,  with  a  solvent, 
or  only  by  vacuuming  or 
brushing.  Three  trade  associa- 
tions have  joined  together  to 
do  the  research,  develop  the 
labels,  and  promote  the  pro- 
gram in  the  furniture  industry. 
They  are  Southern  Furniture 
Manufacturing  Association, 
the  National  Association  of 
Furniture  Manufacturers,  and 
the  National  Retail  Furniture 
Association. 

Representatives  of  the  ap- 
parel industry  say  the  volun- 


tary system  of  garment-care 
labeling  has  been  slow  be- 
cause of  the  consumer.  Among 
other  things,  they  say,  con- 
sumers fail  to  insist  on  buying 
only  garments  with  labels.  It 
might  help,  then,  if  you  looked 
for  these  labels  on  clothes 
(and  on  upholstered  furniture 
as  well).  If  they  aren't  visible, 
call  it  to  the  store  manager's 
attention.  Since  the  turnover 
of  merchandise  is  slower  in 
the  furniture  industry  than  in 
the  clothing  industry,  though, 
it  would  be  a  bit  extreme  at 
this  time  for  anyone  to  insist 
on  labels  before  buying. 

Group  action 
against  fraud? 

In  the  past  few  months,  Con- 
gress has  heard  several  imagi- 
native approaches  forallowing 
consumers  to  band  together 
when  they  have  been  defraud- 
ed by  the  same  seller  or  manu- 
facturer. The  most  compelling 
argument  against  federal 
laws  like  this  is  that  group  or 
"class"  actions  would  flood 
the  already  overcrowded 
courts  with  nuisance  suits.  Or, 
the  laws  would  stimulate  "am- 
bulance chasing"  attorneys  to 
even  greater  activity. 

Although  all  states  now  have 
laws  that  allow  class  actions, 
many  of  them  are  almost  im- 
possible to  use.  One  state 
court  ruling,  for  example,  in- 
terpreted the  "unity  of  inter- 
est" requirement  to  mean  that 
all  parties  to  a  group  action 
must  have  made  virtually 
identical  purchases  at  the 
same  time.  Thus  a  fraudulent 
home  remodeling  firm  that 
has  bilked  many  consumers, 
but  for  different  repairs,  could 
not  be  brought  to  court  by  a 
group  of  wronged  buyers. 

With  this  in  mind,  several 
alternate  proposals  have  been 
made.  One  would  give  con- 
sumers the  right  to  class  ac- 
tion only  after  the  Justice  De- 
partment has  acted  against 
the  company  in  question. 


Another  would  require  t 
a  company  be  given  30  d 
notice    that    a    class    act 
would  be  filed  against  it, 
lowing    it   an    opportunity 
make  restitution.  Say  the 
grieved  consumers  had  eg1 
bought  a  defective  televis 
set  that  cost  $350,  and 
company    offered    to    refu 
their  money  or  replace  the  s 
Suits  probably  would  be  dl 
couraged,    since    the    buy« 
couldn't  recover  more  than  t 
$350  anyhow. 

Still  another  suggestij 
would  require  thata  mediatil 
system,  possibly  run  by  Fa 
eral  Trade  Commission  fid 
offices,  be  used  to  attem| 
settlement  first. 

Perhaps  the  most  intriguii 
idea   for  the   consumer— ar 
the  most  devastating  as  far  i 
business  is  concerned— is  th 
of  Federal  Trade  Commissio 
er  Philip  Elman.  He  would  c 
red  tape  by  allowing  the  cou 
to  award  damages  to  injure 
consumers  once  it  had  foun 
a   violation   of  the   law.    Inc    I 
viduals  would  not  need  to 
to  court  themselves,  but  men 
ly  offer  proof  of  purchase  froi   Ij/ 
the  offender. 

Assume  the  Federal  Trad 
Commission  had  a  case  lik 
one  a  few  years  ago  where  fu 
nace  salesmen  misrepresen 
ed  themselves  as  inspectors 
took  furnaces  apart,  declare 
them  unsafe,  and  left  housf 
holders  little  choice  but  to  le 
the  "inspectors"  sell  them 
new  furnace.  Under  Elman 
plan,  once  the  FTC  or  a  cour 
had  found  such  swindler 
guilty,  that  company  would  b* 
required  to  create  a  fund  ade 
quate  to  award  damages  to  in 
jured  consumers.  Those  wh( 
had  been  defrauded  would  b< 
able  to  come  forward  with  i 
sales  contract  or  other  proof  o 
purchase  to  get  their  mone^ 
back.

mm  Family  Legal  Matters 


Your  child  under  arrest? 


The  voice  at  the  other  end  of 
the  phone  gives  it  to  you 
straight:  "Your  child  is  under 
arrest,  and  is  being  held  by 
the  police."  This  isn'tthe  time 
to  argue.  It's  the  time  to  get 
vital  information. 

•  Where  is  your  child?  Get  the 
street  address.  In  metropoli- 
tan areas,  information  like 
"Juvenile  Detention  Hall"  is 
not  enough. 

•  Put  down  the  name— full 
name,  if  you  can  get  it— of  the 
person  phoning  you.  Ask  for 
his  phone  number.  Find  out 
how,  and  from  whom,  you  can 
get  additional  information. 

•  Ask  whether  the  case,  or  mat- 
ter, has  been  given  a  number. 

•  Ask  the  nature  of  the  charge  or 
complaint. 

•  Inquire  about  the  procedure  for 
the  release  of  your  child. 

•  Try  to  get  the  names  of  the  offi- 
cers who  made  the  arrest.  If 
they  are  available,  ask  to 
speak  to  them.  Often  they  are 
helpful,  and  groundwork  can 
be  laid  for  a  release. 

•  Inquire  whether  you  may  see 
your  child  (and  when). 


With  such  information,  you 
should  begin  to  make  some 
decisions.  Do  you  do  some- 
thing or  "let  nature  take  its 
course?"  In  all  probability,  you 
will  want  some  independent 
advice.  Get  in  touch  with  your 
family  lawyer  if  you  have  one. 
Tell  him  the  facts  you  ob- 
tained. Together  you  can  con- 
sider some  alternatives. 
Should  you,,  for  instance,  seek 
your  child's  release  by  your- 
self? It  might  be  possible  to  do 
this,  depending  on  the  nature 
of  the  charge,  your  child 'sage, 
and  the  legal  rules  that  apply. 
In  less  serious  crimes,  juve- 
niles under  18  often  will  be 
released  to  the  custody  of 
their  parents,  though  this  var- 
ies from  state  to  state. 

Sometimes  arresting  offi- 
cers themselves  have  the  au- 
thority to  release  juveniles  to 
parents— especially  if  this  is  a 
first  offense.  But  if  the  officers 
are  not  available,  it  may  be 
more  difficult  to  get  an  imme- 
diate release.  So  a  prompt  re- 
quest, a  willingness  on  your 
part  to  cooperate,  and  a  quick 


call  to  your  attorney  may  save 
the  situation.  It  may  be  that  in 
your  child's  case,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  a  judge  au- 
thorize the  release. 
Should  you  wait  until  the  next  day, 
or  some  later  time,  before  tak- 
ing any  legal  steps? 

Suppose  you  decide  to  try  to 
obtain  release  of  your  child  to 
you  later.  You  and  your  young- 
ster will  be  talking  to  a  police 
officer,  a  juvenile  official,  or  a 
judge.  At  this  point,  you  prob- 
ably will  be  told  about  the 
right  to  remain  silent.  You 
should  assume  that  any  state- 
ments you  or  your  youngster 
make  might  be  used  to  sustain 
the  charges  against  him. 

You  also  have  the  right  to  a 
lawyer  at  all  stages.  If  your 
family  cannot  afford  to  retain 
a  lawyer,  you  can  contact  the 
Lawyer  Reference  Service  of 
your  local  bar  association 
(usually  open  only  during  nor- 
mal business  hours)  for  the 
name  and  address  of  a  lawyer. 
If  you  decide  to  go  forward, 
you  will  want  to  point  out  the 
youngster's  family  and  per- 
sonal background,  his  school 
records,  and  the  care  and  su- 
pervision he  will  receive  up- 


on his  release  to  his  parents. 

Here  are  some  general  rules 
about  arrest  that  you  might 
use  during  a  home  or  school 
session. 

Don't  resist  arrest.  Resisting 
may  itself  be  a  crime. 
You  need  not  talk,  except  to  give 
your  name,  address,  and  other 
similar  information. 
You  legally  may  be  required  to 
submit  to  a  search  and  finger- 
printing. If  an  officer  asks  per- 
mission to  search  your  car, 
you  may  refuse  calmly,  but  do 
not  attempt  to  stop  him.  Later, 
if  it  turns  out  he  didn't  have 
grounds  for  the  search,  objec- 
tion can  be  made  in  court  to 
the  use  of  anything  found  in 
such  a  search. 

Every  family  should  have  a 
family  lawyer,  at  least  for  the 
rare  emergency  situation.  And 
the  best  time  to  meet  a  family 
lawyer  is  before  it  arises.  Also, 
the  best  time  to  become  edu- 
cated about  local  procedures 
is  before  an  emergency  hap- 
pens. Ask  your  lawyer  what  to 
do  if  such  a  crisis  arises.

Some  25 
tons  of  it  are  consumed  by 
Americans  each  day. 

Aspirin,  introduced  70  years 
ago  in  Germany,  is  the  most 
frequently  used  pain-killer 
available  without  a  doctor's 
prescription.  The  idea  that  one 
type  of  aspirin  works  faster 
or  better  than  another  is  not 
clearly  supported  by  research. 
Some  products  contain  other 
mild  analgesics  in  addition  to 
aspirin,  but  often  the  main  dif- 
ference between  products  is 
the  amount  of  aspirin  con- 
tained in  each  tablet. 

The  buffering  compound  in 
some  products  helps  to  coun- 
ter the  acidity  of  aspirin, 
which  sometimes  upsets  the 
stomach.  (Drinkinga  full  glass 
of  water  when  taking  unbuf- 
fered aspirin  usually  has  the 
same    beneficial    effect.)    In 


some  aspirin  compounds,  an 
added  stimulant,  caffeine,  is 
believed  to  speed  the  effect  of 
the  aspirin. 

Just  how  aspirin  itself  works 
is  something  of  a  mystery. 
Studies  suggest  that  aspirin 
counteracts  some  natural 
pain  substances,  called  kin- 
ins,  which  are  released  at  the 
site  of  your  pain.  Other  stud- 
ies indicate  that  aspirin  also 
has  an  anxiety-reducing  ef- 
fect similar  to  that  of  some 
mild  tranquilizers.  Since  anx- 
iety is  known  to  increase  a 
person's  feeling  of  pain,  such 
a  tranquilizing  effect  could  ac- 
count for  some  of  aspirin's 
popularity  as  a  pain-killer. 

Yet  despite  its  wide  use  and 
obvious  effectiveness,  aspirin 
is  not  a  completely  harmless 
drug.  Certain  individuals  are 
allergic  to  it.  Aspirin  has  also 
been  implicated  in  ulcers  and 
kidney  damage  in  persons 
who  have  taken  large  amounts 
for  long  periods  of  time. 

What  can  relieve  severe  pain? 

Until  recently,  in  dealing  with 
severe  pain,  doctors  have  re- 
lied heavily  on  substances  de- 
rived from  the  plant  extract 
opium.  A  highly  effective  yet 
dangerous  drug,  opium  was 
well  known  for  its  miraculous 
pain-killing  powers  by  the  time 
of  the  earliest  written  records. 
Substances  derived  from  it— 
among  them,  morphine,  co- 
deine, and  heroin— are  effec- 
tive pain-killers,  but  they  un- 
fortunately have  the  same 
drawbacks  as  the  parent  sub- 
stance. Patients  build  up  a  tol- 
erance to  them  and  require 
ever  larger  doses  to  get  the 
same  degree  of  relief.  The 
drugs  interfere  with  respira- 
tion; they  also  can  create  an 
intense  psychological  and 
physiological  dependence,  or 
addiction,  resulting  in  an  ex- 
tremely disagreeable  and 
sometimes  fatal  reaction  when 
they  are  withdrawn. 

Morphine  and  a  synthetic 
relative  of  it  called  meperidine 
(often  identified  by  the  name 
Demerol)  were  until  recently 
the  physician's  mainstay  in 
treating  severe  pain.  But  now 
a  new  synthetic  drug,  penta- 
zocine (called  Talwin  by  its 
manufacturer,  Winthrop  Lab- 
oratories), is  fast  replacing 
morphine  and  meperidine  in 
hospitals  all  over  the  country. 
Pentazocine  is  nearly  as  po- 
tent a  pain-killer  as  morphine. 
But  it  has  proved  to  be  far  less

Chloroform 
can  damage  the  liver  and  kid- 
neys. Nitrous  oxide,  common- 
ly known  as  laughing  gas,  pro- 
duces only  light  anesthesia  at 
safe  dosages. 

Another  general  anesthetic, 
halothane,  is  popular  for  sev- 
eral reasons.  It  is  nonflam- 
mable, acts  quickly,  allows 
easy  control  of  consciousness, 
and  does  not  irritate  the  res- 
piratory tract  or  cause  nausea 
or  vomiting.  Also,  it  does  not 
leave  patients  with  the  dizzi- 
ness and  grogginess  common- 
ly known  as  "anesthetic  hang- 
over." But  halothane  has  been 
linked  to  serious  and  some- 
times fatal  liver  damage  in  a 
few  sensitive  patients. 

Injection-type  general  anes- 
thetics, such  as  thiopental  so- 
dium, have  one  serious  disad- 
vantage. If  something  starts  to 
go  wrong,  the  drug  cannot  be 
quickly  removed  as  can  in- 
haled anesthetics.  General  an- 
esthetics are  potentially  haz- 
ardous because  they  depress 
respiration. Theirsafety  record 
has  vastly  improved  since  an- 
esthesia was  introduced  a  cen- 
tury ago.  Today,  deaths  result- 
ing from  adverse  reactions  to 
anesthetics  are  relatively  rare. 


Because  of  the  various  draw- 
backs of  chemical  anesthetics, 
many  physicians  have  sought 
other  approaches  to  stop  pain. 
Hypnotism,  for  example,  has 
been  used  successfully  for 
many  years  by  a  small  number 
of  doctors.  But  it  never  has 
really  caught  on,  perhaps  be- 
cause few  physicians  are  ac- 
complished hypnotists.  Some 
dentists  claim  successful  pain 
control  using  sound— noise  or 
music— that  the  patient  hears 
through  earphones.  The  sound 
is  thought  to  occupy  the  pa- 
tient's brain  so  thoroughly 
that  sensations  of  pain  do  not 
even  register. 

But  in  most  cases,  such  un- 
usual methods  of  stopping 
pain  aren't  really  necessary. 
Today's  arsenal  of  conven- 
tional analgesics  and  anes- 
thetics can  usually  do  the  job, 
and  an  experienced  doctor 
will  know  which  weapon 
should  be  used  when.  Even 
your  occasional  use  of  aspirin 
to  stop  a  common  ache  or  pain 
has  a  sound  basis  in  medical 
fact.  Suffering  may  indeed 
build  your  character— as  some 
persons  believe— butyou  need 
not  let  it  stop  you  flat  in  your 
tracks.  ■

tact lenses  to  bring  their 
world  into  focus.

•  Contact  lenses  actually  help 
the  athlete,  giving  him  better 
peripheral  vision  and  making 
sports  considerably  safer.  In 
cases  of  blows  to  the  face, 
contact  lenses  are  much  less 
likely  to  cause  injury. 

•  Contact  lenses  also  provide 
a  remarkable  psychological 
lift.  The  wearer  often  feels  less 
self-conscious  and  more  at- 
tractive wearing  contacts  than 
the  conventional  eyeglasses. 
There's  often  an  increase  in 
social  activities  when  young- 
sters get  contacts— as  well  as 
a  marked  improvement  in 
grades.  Given  a  choice,  both 
boys  and  girls  prefer  contacts. 
The  fact  is,  nearly  one-third  of 
all  contact-lens  wearers  are  in 
their  teens  or  pre-teens. 

Are  there  problems? 

•  The  first  problem  is  price. 
The  initial  cost  of  contact 
lenses  will  vary  between  $125 
and  $250.  Complex,  time-con- 
suming examinations  and  fit- 
ting account  for  the  major  part 
of  this  figure  (and  they're 
worth  it).  The  lenses  them- 
selves are  made  of  relatively 
inexpensive  plastic. 

•  The  tiny,  transparent  lenses 
are  more  easily  lost  or  mis- 
placed than  eyeglasses.  And 
once  dropped,  they're  hard  to 
find.  Your  conventional  health 
insurance  usually  will  not  pay 
for  replacement  of  contact 
lenses.  You  can  buy  speci- 
fic contact  lense  replacement 
and  fitting  insurance.  General- 
ly, these  policies  cover  loss, 
destruction,  and  damage- 
but  the  type  of  coverage  and 
the  premiums  vary  with  each 
insuring  company. 

•  Adapting  to  the  initial  dis- 
comfort of  contacts  can  take 
weeks  or  months,  depending 
upon  your  motivation,  deter- 
mination, and  tolerance  to 
them.  Temporary  symptoms  of 
tearing,  blinking,  swollen  lids, 
redness,  and  bloodshot  eyes 
are  common.  You  may  have  to 
return  to  the  doctor  five  or  six 
times  (or  more)  during  the 
adaptation  period  to  get  them 
just  right. 

•  Improper  insertion  or  re- 
moval might  cause  corneal 
scratches  which,  if  undetect- 
ed, can  result  in  permanent 
damage  to  the  eyes. 

•  Even  after  successful  adap- 
tation, contacts  may  be  un- 
comfortable in  heavy  air  pol- 
lution, smoke-filled  rooms,  or 
when  the  wearer  has  a  cold  or 
other  respiratory  infection. 
Women  may  experience  diffi- 
culty wearing  them  during 
pregnancy.

Some  simple  truths 
about  the  stock  market 


Probably  the  most  common 
mistake  made  by  the  unso- 
phisticated investor  is  to  be 
too  concerned  with  the  past 
and  not  enough  with  the  fu- 
ture. It  is  future  profits,  not 
past  ones,  which  determine 
the  behavior  of  a  stock.  To  be 
sure,  a  company's  record  is  an 
important  guide  to  how  it  may 
perform.  And  the  average  in- 
vestor is  certainly  right  in  pick- 
ing a  company  with  a  long- 
standing record  of  progress 
and  financial  strength.  But  he 
should  also  ask  himself  or  his 
broker  some  searching  ques- 
tions concerning  the  com- 
pany's prospects. 

When  industries  that  once 
were  youthful  and  dynamic 
reach  maturity,  their  growth 
possibilities  become  limited. 
When  companies  become  gi- 
gantic, they  often  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  sustain  their  earlier  ex- 
pansion rate.  There  is,  in  fact, 
a  cycle  in  the  development  of 
industries  and  companies  that 
corresponds  to  the  develop- 
ment of  man.  Lasers  are  in 
their  infancy.  Cable  Televi- 
sion (CATV)  is  in  its  early 
youth.  The  computer  industry? 
It's  probably  in  itsyoungadult- 
hood.  The  cigarette  industry 
may  be  approaching  old  age. 
(Recognizing  this,  the  tobacco 
companies  have  been  diversi- 
fying.) And  in  our  highly  de- 
veloped society,  some  basic 
industries  like  steel  and  autos 
appear  to  have  reached  ma- 
turity. 

Clearly,  there  aren't  any 
glib  rules  for  investment.  Risk 
and  prospective  reward  are 
closely  related,  and  mature 
companies  tend  to  offer  more 
security.  The  point  is:  don't 
be  governed  solely  by  the 
past. 

The  Great  Depression,  fol- 
lowed by  World  War  II,  left  the 
United  States  in  a  condition  of 
scarcity.  Industry  had  to  con- 
vert from  war  to  peace,  and 
vastly  expand  its  productive 
capacity  to  meet  pent-up  de- 
mand. Thus  the  1950s  were  an 
era  of  vigorous  growth  for 
basic  industries  like  steel, 
chemicals,  construction  mate- 
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rials,  paper,  electrical  pcf 
and    natural   gas,    telephc 
and  life  insurance,  as  welj 
for  household  appliances, 
dio,    and    television.    In 
stock  market,  it  was  a  golj 
era  for  "blue  chips." 

The  1960s  witnessed  a  t< 
nological  revolution, 
growth  of  affluence,  and  ar 
creasingconcernforthe  "qj 
ity  of  life."  Thus,  the  dynal 
areas  in  the  market  incluj 
the  computer  industry 
other  companies  exploitingl 
newer  technologies,  as  well 
those  involved  in  educaf 
and  medical  care. 

What  will  thecomingdecj 
bring?  The  concern  for 
quality  of  life"  and  the 
ward  thrust  of  science 
technology  are  two  m; 
forces  that  are  likely  to  bel 
fleeted  in  the  stock,  marf 
Improvement  of  the  envir 
ment— pollution  control 
urban  renewal— is  an  ess 
tial  goal  that  will  affect  mj 
companies.  (Wall  Street 
ready  has  a  new  tag,  "envir 
mental  stocks.")

Ladder  safety  around  the  home 


Always  position  a  ladder  so  the  distance 
from  base  to  building  equals  one-fourth 
its  extended  length.  The  smaller  the  base 
angle,  the  greater  the  chances  the  ladder 
will  slip  from  under  you;  and  a  high-angle 
base  is  always  unstable. 


Never  risk  climbing  small  diameter  trees 
or  poles  with  a  ladder.  There's  no  safe  way 
to  do  it.  As  an  alternative,  try  to  do  the  job 
with  a  stepladder  or,  if  possible,  with  long 
handle  tools.  If  you  can't  do  it  this  way, 
call  a  professional. 


Always  make  sure  the  ladder  base  rests 
firm  ground.  A  2x4  clamped  crosswise 
tween  the  uprights  allows  the  base  to  si 
slightly  into  the  ground,  but  will  keepl 
parallel  to  ground.  Placing  a  stake  in  fro| 
of  the  crossbeam  will  prevent  backslidir 


Never  attempt  to  move  your  ladder  with 
paint  or  buckets  of  tools  hanging  from  the 
rungs.  Lower  them  to  the  ground  with  a 
length  of  rope,  leaving  the  other  end  tied 
securely  to  a  ladder  rung.  When  you're  in 
position  again,  pull  them  back  up. 


Always  make  sure  that  the  top  of  the  ladder 
rests  firmly  and  squarely  against  the  upper 
part  of  the  house  before  trying  to  climb  up. 
An  inexpensive  stabilizing  attachment 
clamped  to  the  ladder  top  is  a  smart  way 
to  increase  its  stability. 


Never  attempt  to  paint  or  reach  anythi 
from  the  top  of  the  ladder.  Stay  in  clos 
hips  between  the  uprights,  and  let  a  co 
fortable  arm's   length   be  your   reachir 
limit.  It's  not  that  much  trouble  to  clirr 
down  and  move  the  ladder.

Always  level  the  ladder  base  firmly  when 
working  on  sloping  terrain.  A  2x4  clamped 
to  the  "shorter"  leg  is  a  quick,  safe  solu- 
tion. Using  a  stack  of  bricks  or  boards  as  a 
base  is  asking  for  trouble— they're  just  not 
stable  enough. 


Never  work  on  a  ladder  with  your  pockets 
or  carpenter's  apron  jammed  with  tools. 
Pull  them  up  in  a  tool  chest  or  bucket.  Fall- 
ing from  a  ladder  is  dangerous  enough 
without  the  added  hazard  of  landing  on 
sharp  tools.

Games  that  teach  your  children  to  read 

Educators  know  that  children  learn  best 
when  they're  learning  what  they  want  to 
learn.  And,  understandably,  youngsters 
aren't  turned  on  by  "See  Spot  run !"  Many 
parents  find  that  a  great  way  to  make  words 
meaningful— and  thus  important  in  a 
child's  mind— is  through  games  scientif- 
ically designed  to  motivate  reading. 

The  "educational"  label  on  games  is  no 
longer  a  kiss-of-death— in  fact,  quite  the 
opposite.  It's  now  eagerly  sought.  Many 
new  games  include  leaflets  of  advice  to 
parents  from  the  experts  who  helped  de- 
vise the  games.  Nor  do  learning  aids  have 
to  be  true  "games"  to  enthrall  a  child— the 
best  are  so  stimulating  that  the  child  dis- 
covers work  itself  can  also  be  fun. 

Why  are  games  such  successful  teach- 
ers? They  "fix"  learning  by  meaningful  rep- 
etition, and  they  develop  success  patterns 
which  sustain  a  child's  motivation  to  learn. 
Play  is  the  way  a  child  first  carries  out  basic 
work.  Thus  he  remembers  printed  words 
better  when  they're  vital  to  his  play,  or  are 
its  by-products.  Any  game  which  helps  him 
see  differences  (as  does  the  age-old  games 
of  dominoes)  sharpens  his  acuities.  At- 
tractive, practical  materials,  such  as  pic- 
ture-matching games,  help  improve  word- 
and-letter  perception. 

Experts  suggest  that  the  chief  criterion 
for  any  educational  game  is  that  it  present 
a  comfortable  challenge.  Games  should  be 
played  in  an  atmosphere  of  relaxed  fun, 
free  from  stress.  Don't  let  a  game  become 
so  competitive  that  winning  is  more  impor- 
tant than  playing.  The  element  of  chance 
(spinner,  drawing  of  random  cards)  is  an 
important  equalizer,  especially  if  other 
players  are  older  or  more  proficient. 

Don't  consider  any  game  a  panacea  for 
your  child's  reading  problems— or  a  sub- 
stitute for  a  prescriptive  or  remedial  read- 
ing program  which  may  be  necessary.  But 
there's  little  question  that  these  games 
and  exercises  can  motivate  youngsters  to 
read,  often  with  dramatic  results. 

The  reading  games  presented  here  of- 
fer a  wide  variety  in  price,  challenge,  and 
educational  depth.  (There  are  many  others 
available,  too.)  Some  games  can  be  played 
alone;  some  call  for  an  adult  to  explain 
rules  or  make  decisions;  and  others  need 
only  a  few  congenial  playmates.  Also,  you 
can  usually  disregard  the  arbitrary  age 
groupings  printed  on  boxes  when  you  find 
games  that  offer  your  child  the  practice  he 
needs. 

Not  all  reading  games  are  available  at 
toy  and  department  stores.  Some  are  mail- 
order; others  you  must  hunt  up  in  your 
nearest  school  supply  store.  (There  are 
over  400  of  these  all  over  the  country, 
most  of  them  brimming  with  reading  aids 
and  educational  games.)  Prices  and  sourc- 
es are  as  supplied  by  the  manufacturer.

hy  a  major  addition  could  be  your  only 
yvay  to  have  a  new  house  this  year 


Jail  it  the  housing  shortage,  call  it  the 
ght  money  situation,  or  whatever  you 
ke,  but  you  have  to  pay  dearly  to  get 
i  new  house  these  days.  Higher 
>rices,  soaring  interest  rates,  the 
;mall  number  of  new  houses  being 
>uilt,  all  are  making  too  many  families 
stay  put.  Even  many  families  who  can 
ifford  to  live  in  a  better  house  just 
ton't  feel  that  today's  high  costs  are 
vorth  it.  Add  to  that  the  inconvenience 
)f  moving  and  a  farther  out  location, 
and  their  present  house  begins  to  look 
awfully  good. 

In  short,  they  feel  that  they're  forced 
o  live  in  less  house  than  they'd  like 
and  could  handle.  If  your  situation  is 
it  all  like  this,  a  major  addition  can 
De  the  smartest  way  for  you  to  get  a 
'new"  house. 

How  can  you  determine  whether  an 
addition  is  feasible  for  you?  That  de- 
fends on  several  factors,  many  of 
hem  personal.  For  example,  you  know 
the  neighborhood,  you  know  all  the  ins 
and  outs  of  schools,  transportation, 
shopping.  You  know  the  conveniences 
and/or  bottlenecks  your  location  has 
to  offer.  And»  you  know  your  house 
and  your  family  needs. 

Is  this  the  right  time  to  make  an 
addition?  We  believe  it  is — and  we 
have  several  reasons  for  that  belief: 
Financing  is  available.  Even  though  it's 
almost  impossible  to  get  a  reason- 
able mortgage  for  a  new  house,  re- 
modeling funds  are  available.  While 
interest  rates  are  up,  smart  shopping 
can  get  you  the  money  at  a  lower  rate. 
And,  remember,  you'll  be  borrowing  a 
lot  less  money  for  a  much  shorter  pe- 
riod, so  the  total  interest  outlay  will 
be  a  much  smaller  fraction  of  your 
total  housing  investment. 
Design  help  is  plentiful.  There  are  many 
residential  architects  who  design  ad- 
ditions as  part  of  their  normal  busi- 
ness. Or  if  you're  close  to  a  university, 
you  can  usually  engage  an  advanced 
student  in  the  department  of  archi- 
tecture. And  large  contractors  often 
have  staff  designers  or  consultants  to 
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supply  you   with   design   suggestions 

and  working  drawings. 

You  can  cure  ills,  as  well  as  add  space. 

A  well-planned  addition  does  more 
than  just  add  space.  That's  the  pri- 
mary aim,  of  course,  but  you  can  get 
a  lot  more.  A  family  room  addition  can 
unclutter  that  rear  entry  by  giving  you 
enough  space  for  a  real  mud  room.  Or 
an  addition  at  the  front  or  one  side  of 
your  house  can  give  it  an  all-new  look; 
even  present  the  opportunity  to  wrap 
the  new,  no-maintenance  siding  of  the 
addition  around  the  rest  of  your  house. 

And,  if  you've  long  wanted  to  do  a 
minor  remodeling  project,  you  can  in- 
clude it  in  the  contract  at  a  much 
more  reasonable  figure,  since  the  con- 
tractor's men  will  be  there  anyway. 
Prices  are  not  dropping.  Don't  expect 
price  declines  of  any  significance  in 
the  near  future.  If  you  wait,  you're  los- 
ing precious  months  of  new  conve- 
nience. It's  likely  that  a  drop  in  either 
labor,  materials,  or  interest  rates  can 
be  more  than  offset  by  increases  in 
the  other  two. 

There  is  minimum  risk  and  bother.  By 
dealing  with  reputable  contractors, 
you  can  assure  yourself  of  a  happy 
result.  Good  contractors  will  give  you 
references,  advise  you  carefully,  spell 
out  exactly  what  their  service  includes 
and  give  you  precise  costs. 

An  addition  these  days  usually 
means  less  construction  mess  and 
confusion  than  you  expect.  Any  such 
job  will  cause  some  upset  in  your  fam- 
ily routine,  but  builders  have  devised 
many  ways  to  minimize  the  headaches 
of  the  building  process.  Many  families 
even  enjoy  the  break  in  the  routine 
and  watching  each  day's  progress. 
You  can  save  a  bundle  with  a  little  effort. 
Even  if  you're  inexperienced,  you  can 
shave  big  money  off  the  price  tag  by 
doing  some  of  the  work  yourself. 
Painting  alone  accounts  for  a  whop- 
ping percentage  of  any  contract. 
New,  easy-to-lay  floor  covering  ma- 
terials can  chop  off  another  big  chunk. 
And  if  you're  willing  to  learn  such  jobs 


as  installing  the  insulation  and  panel- 
ing, you'll  be  surprised  how  fast  it 
goes — and  how  much  you  save — once 
you  get  under  way. 

Nothing  that  pays  off  so  well  could 
be  more  convenient  than  working  with 
an  addition — it's  only  a  few  steps 
away  and  you  can  work  on  it  at  your 
own  pace.  As  your  contractor  details 
his  costs,  discuss  each  item  with  him 
— select  those  that  you  and  your  fam- 
ily can  do,  and  you'll  find  yourself 
with  a  lot  more  addition  than  you 
thought  you  could  afford. 
Almost  every  house  is  worth  adding  to. 
And  any  one  that  is  not  probably 
should  be  demolished.  You  may  clas- 
sify your  house  as  "impossible"  or 
decide  it  just  isn't  good  enough  for  a 
major  investment.  Architects  and  de- 
signers work  on  "impossible"  houses 
every  day  and  often  come  up  with 
more  exciting  and  affordable  addi- 
tions than  for  a  less  challenging  house. 
Also,  a  good  contractor  can  quickly 
advise  you  on  the  practicality  of  bol- 
stering a  sagging  structure  and  of  up- 
dating heating,  wiring,  and  plumbing. 
Don't  reject  the  idea  of  a  major  addi- 
tion on  your  preconceptions — take 
the  time  to  get  professional  advice. 
Ready?  The  next  26  pages  show  you 
outstanding  examples  of  successful 
additions.  And  the  box  below  will 
guide  you  to  the  specific  how-to  in- 
formation that  will  help  you  get  that 
"new"  house  this  year.

1.  design  help 

While  most  of  the  30,000  registered 
architects  in  the  U.S.  specialize,  in 
commercial  work,  many  are  still  con- 
cerned with  residential  design.  These 
architects  are  your  best  source  for 
help  if  you  have  an  addition  in  mind. 

Professional  ethics  don't  allow 
architects  to  actively  solicit  business, 
so  you'll  need  to  take  the  initiative 
yourself.  If  you  don't  know  any  archi- 
tects in  your  community,  contact  the 
local  chapter  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects. 

Your  best  bet  is  to  contact  a  smaller 
firm  or  a  young  architect  just  starting 
out.  Or  you  might  consider  hiring  a 
student  of  architecture  at  a  nearby 
university.  There  are  more  than  90 
recognized  architecture  schools  in 
the  country — so  you  should  have  little 
trouble  finding  someone  who  is  inter- 
ested in  part-time  design  and  drafting 
work. 

Young  professional  designers  usu- 
ally have  much  to  offer  the  home- 
owner— fresh  and  innovative  ideas, 
familiarity  with  the  newest  materials 
and  methods,  and  creative  enthusi- 
asm. Often  the  cost  of  professional 
design  seems  high,  but  the  cost  will 
be  more  than  offset  by  the  superior 
quality  of  design  and  construction. 
Many  banks  even  allow  such  fees  to 
be  included  in  your  loan. 

When  you  talk  with  an  architect, 
take  along  a  list  of  requirements  for 
the  proposed  addition.  If  you  can  be 
specific  about  what  you  want,  he  will 
be  more  able  to  visually  interpret  your 
needs  and  arrive  at  a  more  balanced 
fee  schedule. 

An  architect  doesn't  charge  you 
for  initially  discussing  plans  at  his 
office,  but  he  will  charge  for  prelimi- 
nary sketches  and  estimates.  The  most 
common  method  of  payment  is  a  per- 
centage of  the  total  construction 
costs.  The  percentage  varies  with  the 
size  and  complexity  of  the  project, 
and  will  usually  range  from  five  to  15 


percent.  The  higher  charges  generally 
include  design  and  on-site  supervision 
of  construction.  Most  additions  don't 
require  such  supervision.  It's  basically 
a  guarantee  that  the  architect's  plans 
are  being  carried  out  to  specifications. 
You'll  want  to  discuss  your  plans 
with  several  architects  before  retain- 
ing one.  Ask  to  see  houses  and  ad- 
ditions they've  done  in  the  past.  If 
possible,  try  to  visit  a  few  of  their 
clients.  Find  out  how  the  projects 
went,  and  how  close  the  estimates 
came  to  final  costs. 


2.  money 


There's  no  serious  money  shortage 
today  for  home  improvement  loans — 
if  you're  willing  to  pay  the  current 
interest  rates.  Generally,  this  means 
at  least  a  12  percent  true  interest 
rate.  Granted  that's  high  interest,  but 
most  economists  are  pessimistic 
about  prospects  for  any  early  decline 
in  rates. 

Even  so,  not  all  lenders  are  charg- 
ing the  same  rates  or  offering  identi- 
cal terms,  so  it  pays  to  do  some  shop- 
ping. Here's  what  to  expect  from  the 
six  prime  lending  sources. 
Banks.  Currently,  they're  the  biggest 
source  of  home  improvement  loans. 
You  can  usually  borrow  from  $3,500 
to  $5,000,  with  a  repayment  period 
of  five  to  seven  years.  Depending  on 
your  area,  the  true  interest  rate  will 
vary  from  12  to  16  percent. 

A  good  credit  rating  with  your  bank 
should  qualify  you  for  a  personal  loan. 
The  interest  rate  might  be  lower 
than  for  conventional  home  improve- 
ment loans,  but  the  repayment  period 
is  usually  two  years  or  less. 

If  you're  able  to  borrow  against  a 
savings  account,  you  should  get  a 
reduced  rate,  but  your  savings  will 
be  tied  up  to  the  amount  of  the  loan's 
unpaid  balance.  Another  possibility 
of  reduced  rates  is  to  secure  your 
loan     with     highly     liquid     collateral, 
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such  as  stocks  or  government  bone  fc! 
Savings  and   loan  associations.  T  -":

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This  one-room  addition  is  amazingly 
versatile.  It's  a  family  room  at  night, 
a  child's  playroom  by  day,  party  room 
on  weekends,  and  an  occasional  guest 
room — complete  with  private  bath  and 
closet.  Big  screened  windows  make 
it  an  indoor  terrace  in  the  summer, 
and  a  large  roof  overhang  protects 
the  rear  patio  from  sun  and  rain.  A 
covered  walkway  connects  the  addi- 
tion to  the  garage.

What  to  do  about  a  closed-in 
house  that's  devoid  of  recreation 
space?  Here  the  answer  was  a 
double-deck  addition  that  opened 
up  new  areas  in  relaxed  family 
living.  The  family  room  on  the 
second  level  offers  an  unrestrict- 
ed view  of  the  wooded  land- 
scape. A  deck  off  the  addition 
continues  to  a  semiprivate  patio 
below.  The  first  floor  provides 
space  for  the  children's  play- 
room, a  half-bath,  linen  closet, 
and  large  storage  room.  A  new 
front  entryway,  complete  with 
coat  closet  and  art  gallery, 
smoothly  connects  the  addition 
to  the  main  house. 
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UPPEC-  LEVEL. 


Storage  neck  and  bath.  Intro- 
ducing the  L-shaped  addition 
is  a  hallway  service  area.  It 
provides  storage  space  and 
bath  facilities  for  the  master 
bedroom.  Opposite  the  doors, 
a  small,  shoulder-high  win- 
dow admits  natural  light. 

Placing  the  service  corri- 
dor between  the  new  master 
bedroom  and  the  existing 
house  creates  an  effective 
noise  barrier  and  helps  ac- 
centuate the  feeling  of  pri- 
vacy in  the  bedroom  wing. 


A  MASTER  BEDROOM,

Private  study.  Located  at  the  end  of  the 
wing,  the  study  offers  a  quiet  "adults 
only"  work  retreat.  Floor-to-ceiling  ad- 
justable bookshelves  line  two  walls,  and 
the  cork  linoleum  desk  wall  serves  as  a 
giant  bulletin  board.  The  desk  itself,  de- 
signed by  the  architect,  is  built  in. 

Opposite  the  study,  an  outdoor  stor- 
age room  provides  a  handy  place  for 
lawn  and  garden  tools — which  had  been 
stealing  valuable  garage  space.  Both 
study  and  storage  rooms  came  as  a 
bonus  with  the  addition  because  of  the 
relatively  low  add-on  cost  of  extending 
the  main  addition  by  only  eight  feet.

Master  bedroom.  As  the  core 
of  the  addition,  this  master 
bedroom  offers  total  privacy 
yet  keeps  an  open  feeling.

Tired  of  a  front  yard  that's  nothing  more  than  an  exercise 
area  for  your  lawn  mower?  This  homeowner  was,  so  he 
built  a  terrace  addition  that  made  his  yard  work  for  him 
rather  than  vice  versa. 

A  wood  trellis,  made  of  6x6  posts  and  2x8  planks  of 
rough-cut  fir,  creates  an  intriguing  outdoor  living  area  and 
semi-private  front  entry  court.  Two  wood  panels  atop  a 
waist-high  brick  wall  establish  a  privacy  boundary  from 
the  street  view.  Yet,  the  view  from  the  house  is  not  blocked. 

The  iron  entry  gate  and  planting  areas  on  each  of  the 
four  corners  of  the  terrace  contribute  to  the  garden  atmo- 
sphere. Compacted  sand  provides  the  foundation  for  the 
"basket  weave"  brick  floor.  To  the  front  of  the  terrace,  a 
brick  walk  from  the  parking  area,  rock  retaining  walls,  and 
a  series  of  planting  beds  help  give  the  house  a  totally  new 
look.  The  garden/terrace  arrangement  adds  a  touch  of 
drama  to  the  previously  unadorned  ranch  house  entryway 
— plus  a  whole  new  area  for  outdoor  entertaining.

A  NEW  KIND  OF  LIVING  ROOM 


Like  the  land  around  it,  this  chalet-style 
living  room  addition  has  an  enchanting 
natural  beauty.  Some  25  feet  above  the 
observation  deck,  the  shed  roof  begins 
its  steep  descent  over  rugged  cedar 
planks  and  a  curtain  of  glass;  the  roof's 
lower  eave  provides  a  protective  over- 
hang to  the  recessed  front  entryway. 

Before  the  addition,  the  only  available 
area   for   family    recreation    and   formal 


entertaining — for  both  children  and  par- 
ents— was  a  cramped  and  confined  liv- 
ing room.  The  new  living  room,  with  its 
cathedral  ceiling  and  towering  glass 
front,  makes,  a  dramatic  change  in  the 
home's  style  and  mood,  in  addition  to 
fulfilling  the  need  for  more  space.  The 
adjacent  deck  and  large  windows  meld 
the  indoor  areas  and  the  landscape  out- 
doors.   The    owners    liken    the    window

view  to  a  gigantic  glass  mural   that   changes  in 
mood  with  every  season. 

Above  the  living  room,  a  studio  balcony — com- 
plete with  skylight— serves  as  an  alcove  for  paint- 
ing. Beneath  the  stairway,  a  kitchen  pass-through 
helps  serve  the  living  room.  All  walls  are  made 
with  rough-sawn  cedar.  As  the  wood  gets  older, 
it  will  take  on  a  gray,  weathered  look  which  will 
subtly  blend  the  appearance  of  the  new  and  older 
sections  of  the  house. 


More  money  nets  big  extras! 

Real  bargains  are  possible  when  you  re- 
model by  addition,  and  you  shouldn't  miss 
any  of  them.  As  you  plan,  keep  in  mind  that 
it  costs  relatively  little  more  to  build  a 
king-size  16x1 6-foot  bedroom  addition  than 
to  build  the  more  standard  10x12-foot  vari- 
ety. The  increased  space  is  actually  the 
most  economical  you  can  get  because  the 
extra  investment  involves  only  a  bit  more 
floor,  walls,  roof,  and  labor — and  no  ad- 
ditional  expensive  equipment  or  fixtures. 

If  you've  been  yearning  for  a  special 
room,  but  haven't  felt  you  can  afford  it, 
take  another  look  when  you're  doing  some 
necessary  remodeling.  Let's  say  you're 
planning  a  master  bedroom  addition  and 
you  have  a  special  yen  for  a  getaway  home 
office  or  study.  Just  by  extending  the  new 
wing  by  six  or  eight  feet,  you  can  make 
the  wish  come  true — at  bargain  base- 
ment rates. 

Or  maybe  you've  been  fighting  the  bulk 
storage  problem  for  all  these  years.  When 
you  add,  chances  are  better  than  50-50 
that  you  can  create  a  6x6-foot  closet  that 
will  take  the  pressure  off  every  other  stor- 
age area  in  your  house — practically  with- 
out extra  cost.  And  it's  an  equally  good  bet 
you  use  the  same  method  to  get  an  out- 
door storage  unit  for  all  of  your  garden 
gear  and  relieve  your  crowded  garage. 

What  is  that  something  extra  you've  been 
wanting?  A  better-looking  entry?  A  mud 
room?  A  wonderfully  long  built-in  sofa? 
While  you're  building  your  addition  is  the 
best  possible  time  to  get  it.

Have  you  ever  tried  to  work  in  the  kitchen 
and  watch  the  children  in  the  next  room  at 
the  same  time?  Here's  a  kitchen/family  room 
addition  that  makes  that  seemingly  impossible 
task  surprisingly  easy. 

Pulled  out  into  a  walled  front  court,  the 
family-room  section  has  direct  access  to  a 
safe  play  area  for  the  children.  With  no  walls 
between  the  kitchen  work  area  and  the  family 
room,  it's  possible  for  Mother  to  watch  the 
children — both  in  the  family  room  and  court 
— without  neglecting  her  meal  preparations. 

The  former  kitchen  was  a  long  narrow  hall- 
way arrangement  at  the  end  of  this  typical 
ranch  house.  The  addition,  with  its  raised 
roof,  provides  the  new  kitchen  with  more  ver- 
tical storage  as  well  as  horizontal  work  areas. 
Large  cabinets  line  the  kitchen  walls.  Ceiling 
track  lights  are  movable. 
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fiy  an  adult  bedroom  suite  off  by  itself?  For 
ie  thing,  as  this  addition  illustrates,  it  offers 
■tal  privacy — a  generous  bath,  dressing  area, 
<tra  large  closet  space,  and  room  for,  a  pri- 
ate  patio/garden.  It  provides  parents  with 
i  accessible  retreat  area  removed  from 
ormal  household  activities  ...  a  place  to 
o  to  whenever  and  for  as  long  as  they  wish 
ithout  being  disturbed  ...  a  place  to  catch 

quick  nap,  take  a  leisurely  shower,  or 
atch  up  on  office  or  household  paperwork. 

This  addition  comes  with  a  bonus.  A  pri- 
ate  garden/patio,  with  eave-high  walls,  con- 
ects  to  the  bedroom  through  sliding  glass 
oors.  Here  parents  can  enjoy  a  peaceful  out- 
oor  setting  in  complete  privacy.  Opposite  the 
atio  is  a  garden  court,  also  accessible  from 
ie  bedroom,  built  from  redwood  slats  and 
oating  beams.

A  FAMILY  ROOM 

AND  AN

FOR  PARENTS 


Any  addition,  even  a  large 
one,  needn't  change  the  ap- 
pearance of  your  house  if 
you're  satisfied  with  the  way 
it  looks  now.  This  master 
bedroom  suite  and  family 
room  addition,  for  example, 
is  indistinguishable  in  de- 
sign from  the  existing  house 
— yet  the  addition  has  re- 
arranged interior  spaces 
and  room  functions. 

Two  children  shared  the 
same  bedroom,  so  the  orig- 
inal plan  called  for  adding 
a  new  master  bedroom  and 
turning  over  the  old  one  to 
one  of  the  children.  Later,  it 
was  decided  to  include  a 
family  room  that  could  pro- 
vide a  versatile  second  en- 
tertainment center. 
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As  guests  step  down  into  the  family  room 
from  the  dining  room  entry,  the  large  fire- 
place on  the  opposite  wall  sets  the  mood  for 
informality.  Comfortable  furniture  clustered 
around  the  fireplace  provides  an  ideal  set- 
ting for  small  groups  and  quiet  talk. 

Open  rafters  and  a  generous  use  of  wood 
paneling  on  the  walls  contribute  to  the  warm 
atmosphere.  A  bay  window  creates  a  smaller 
area  for  conversation.  Because  the  family 
room  is  separated  from  the  main  living  room 
by  the  combination  dining  room  and  den,  the 
children  can  entertain  their  friends  without 
disturbing  the  parents  and  their  guests  in 
the  formal  living  room.  The  photograph  at 
bottom  (it's  also  on  our  cover)  shows  the 
entryway  from  the  dining  room  and  the  door 
to  the  master  bedroom  suite. 

When  the  parents  gave  up  their  old  bed- 
room to  one  of  the  children,  the  adults  moved 
into  something  quite  different.  Designed  like 


an  apartment  wing,  the  bedroom  suite  has 
only  one  entryway.  A  small  foyer  beyond  the 
door  serves  as  a  clothes  closet.  Built-in 
drawers  and  cabinets  eliminate  the  need  for 
dressers  in  the  bedroom.  The  dressing  area 
beyond  the  foyer  links  the  bedroom  with  the 
master  bath.  More  storage  is  available  in  this 
area  with  additional  room  for  vanity  tables 
and  full-length  mirrors.  More  than  half  of  the 
bedroom  proper  is  a  sitting  room,  complete 
with  lounge  chairs,  end  tables,  and  a  small 
office  desk  for  writing  letters,  meal  planning, 
or  other  paper  work. 

The  bay  window  alcove  provides  space  for 
an  intimate  conversation  area  with  a  direct 
view  of  the  backyard.  Sliding  glass  doors  to 
the  right  of  the  bay  window  give  access  to  the 
backyard  and  patio.  A  small  garden  adjacent 
to  the  bedrooms  adds  a  final  touch  of  color. 
Set  apart  from  the  busy  living  areas,  the  en- 
tire master  bedroom  suite  is  keyed  to  com- 
fort, quiet,  and  spaciousness. 
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A  BRIGHT 
LITTLE 

DINING  SPACE 


When  you  have  four  young  chil- 
dren, the  average-size  dining  room 
can  become  a  fairly  frantic  place  at 
dinner  time — particularly  when  the 
dinner  table  is  covered  with  home- 
work, crafts,  and  toys.  This  family 
solved  the  problem  by  building  an 
auxiliary  dining  area  off  the  family 
room  and  kitchen. 

The  new  room  has  a  sunny  glass 
perimeter  with  a  roof-high  ceiling, 
a  tile-covered  floor,  built-in  barbe- 
cue, and  a  sparkling  view  to  the 
garden.  Following  the  existing  de- 
sign of  the  house,  the  addition 
seems  to  be  part  of  the  original 
house  in  design  and  mood. 

With  the  new  dining  area,  the 
once  dark  and  closed-in  kitchen 
and  family  room  gained  a  direct 
view  to  the  rear  garden.  Sliding 
glass  doors  provide  direct  access 
to  the  garden  and  backyard  from 
the  dining  area. 

The  breakfast  area  near  the 
kitchen  and  family  room  saves  the 
formal  dining  room  from  excessive 
wear.  In  addition,  the  new  floor 
plan  keeps  the  children  within  easy 
supervision  of  their  mother. 
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Whether  the  program  calls  for  a  night 
of  relaxed  family  activities  or  a  teen-age 
rock  festival,  this  family  room  fills  the 
bill.  A  slim  hallway  is  the  sole  connec- 
tion to  the  main  living  areas,  thus  pro- 
viding an  effective  noise  and  privacy 
barrier  between  the  old  and  new  parts 
of  the  house. 

A  new  rear  entry  leads  into  the  hall- 
way from  the  backyard  and  relieves  the 
kitchen  of  a  traffic  problem.  Raised 
concrete  slabs  and  an  extended  rear 
roof  combine  to  form  a  protective  patio 
off  the  family  room.  Sliding  glass  doors 
can  be  opened  to  double  the  entertain- 
ing area  during  the  summer  months 
for  lawn  parties  or  picnics. 

The  new  room  gives  a  refreshing 
look  to  the  bi-level  tract  house.  At  the 
same  time,  it  frees  the  overburdened 
living  room  for  separate  or  more  for- 
mal entertaining  functions.

Remember  the  story  of  the  irresistible 
force  meeting  the  immovable  object? 
The  same  situation  exists  when  a  large, 
growing  family  lives  in  a  very  small 
house.  Something  has  to  give. 

In  this  case,  it  was  the  house  that 
changed — and  in  a  big  way.  The  new 
front-end  addition  includes  a  living  and 
dining  room,  recessed  entryway,  and 
an  entirely  new  kitchen.  The  old  living 
room  became  a  den  and  hallway  stor- 
age area.  The  old  kitchen  is  now  a 
master  bedroom  suite,  and  the  old  din- 
ing room  became  a  spacious  guest 
room.  Now  the  house  is  nearly  twice 
the  size  of  the  original  structure. 

The  high  oak-beamed  ceiling  in  the 
addition  makes  the  new  space  seem 
twice  as  large,  and  gives  an  outdated 
house  a  light,  contemporary  look.  Bam- 
boo curtains  provide  window  privacy.  A 
breakfast-snack  bar  is  located  at  the 
far  end  of  the  new  pullman  kitchen,  and 
a  pass-through  window  to  the  dining 
room  helps  with  meal  serving. 
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A  NOW  PARTY  ROOM  ON 
AN  OLDER  HOUSE 


Here  the  homeowners  had  a  three-fold 
goal  in  mind:  to  gain  a  comfortable 
family  recreation  area,  to  add  a  fresh 
look  to  an  older  home,  and  to  hold  con- 
struction costs  to  a  minimum.  They 
reached  their  goal — with  an  addition 
that's  distinguished  by  its  sharp  con- 
temporary design  and  knowing  use  of 
carefree  basic  materials. 

An  oak-stained,  open-beam  ceiling 
combines  with  brick  and  glass  to  form 
the  main  building  elements;  a  quarry 
tile  floor  blends  in  with  surrounding 
materials.  The  only  housekeeping  main- 
tenance needed  in  this  room  is  an  oc- 
casional dusting. 

The  large  glass  walls  promote  a 
feeling  of  spaciousness  and  provide  an 
unrestricted  view.  Because  of  a  narrow 
lot,  one  wall  is  made  entirely  of  brick 
to  provide  a  privacy  shield  from  neigh- 
boring houses.  The  sliding  glass  doors 
at  the  rear  make  the  room  an  ideal  base 
for  summer  lawn  parties  or  picnics. 

The  new  family  room  also  gives  the 
house  a  more  contemporary  and  con- 
venient floor  plan.  Included  with  the 
addition  is  a  new  rear  entryway  with 
closet  and  miscellaneous  storage 
space.  This  area  also  serves  as  mud 
room,  thus  holding  down  dirt  in  the 
carpeted  living  areas.  The  main  recre- 
ation area  is  now  closer  to  the  kitchen, 
which  unsnarls  snack-serving,  and  the 
living  room  is  free  for  formal  uses. 
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How  to  get  the  most  from  your  addition 

You  could  be  shortchanging  yourself  if  you  think  o^ 
addition  as  something  that  just  adds  space.  Good  planij 
can  make  it  do  much  more. 

Building  an  addition  in  the  right  spot,  for  example,  ml 
provide    you    with    a    privacy    shield    from    neighbol 
houses,  create  an  outdoor  alcove  for  a  private  gardef 
patio,   or  supply  the  opportunity  for  adding   an   off- 
ground  deck.  A  good  addition  should  also  give  your  he 
a  better  exterior  design  and  a  more  contemporary 
plan.  It  should  take  advantage  of  an  unused  sectioij 
your  lot,  and  solve  storage  and  traffic  problems. 

The  best  way  to  stretch  the  value  of  an  addition  I 
use  it  to  help  remodel  your  existing  house.  Older  rol 
can  be  expanded  into  the  addition  to  provide  extra  sp{ 
room  functions  can  be  switched  around  for  a  more 
cient  floor  plan  and  living  arrangement.  The  house  b< 
provides  an  excellent  example  of  how  one  addition 
improve  an  old  area  while  adding  new  space. 


The  remodeling-by-addition  method 
gained  this  house:  two  bedrooms,  a 
new  living  room,  music  room,  pat:o, 
enlarged  kitchen,  deck,  dining  nook, 
new  entry  to  the  master  bedroom,  and 
an  indoor  lounge  balcony. 

The  core  of  the  addition  is  the  two- 
story  living  room.  All  other  improve- 
ments work  off  this  room,  except  for 
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the  new  bedrooms  which  now  occupy 
the  former  living  room.  By  cutting  into 
the  existing  kitchen,  the  addition 
opened  up  more  space  for  meal  prep- 
aration and  provided  a  small  infor- 
mal dining  area  as  well. 

Above  music  and  living  rooms,  an 
L-shaped  balcony  serves  as  a  new  en- 
tryway  to  the  master     bedroom.  The 


An  extension  of  the  indoor  balcony, 
the  second-floor  observation  deck  of- 
fers a  breezy,  semi-private  lounge 
area  during  summer  months.  The  ex- 
tended roof  above  the  deck  provides 
a  shield  from  bad  weather. 

Use  of  open  wood  beams  and  verti- 
cal posts  throughout  the  addition 
helps  make  it  an  exciting  contrast  to 
the  existing  two-story  house. 


opposite  side  of  the  balcony  is  used 
as  a  separate  reading  or  entertaining 
area,  and  as  the  entry  to  the  observa- 
tion deck.  White  wall  lamps  line  the 
balcony  rail  to  serve  the  entire  addi- 
tion. On  the  first  floor,  built-in  storage 
cabinets  and  bookshelves  double  as 
furniture.  Sliding  glass  doors  in  the 
living  room  lead  to  the  adjacent  deck. 
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During  the  summer,  the  covered  patio  was  too  hot 
— in  winter,  too  cold.  In  effect,  the  house  had  no 
informal  entertaining  area  that  could  be  used  in 
year-round  comfort.  Then  came  the  family  room 
addition.  Following  a  simple  but  attractive  design 
and  using  easy-to-work-with  materials,  the  owner 
constructed  the  addition  himself. 

The  new  room  is  32x15;  the  exposed  beam  ceil- 
ing is  16  feet  high  at  the  center,  then  drops  down 
to  eight  feet  at  the  outer  wall.  A  full  glass  wall  at 
the  garden  side  and  two  large  skylights  flood  the 
new  family  room  and  old  living  area  with  sunlight. 
Tile  "brick"  flooring,  grass-cloth  wall  covering, 
and  casual  furniture  give  the  area  an  easygoing 
outdoor  atmosphere. 

Storage  shelves  and  cabinets  at  each  end  of  the 
room  provide  generous  space  for  books,  games, 
and  art.  The  wide  entryway  to  the  addition  gives 
the  old  living  room  more  light  and  space. 

Before  the  addition,  the  opening  was  filled  with 
a  sliding  glass  door.  It  was  replaced  by  louvered 
doors  that  shut  off  the  two  rooms  for  privacy  or  for 
two  separate  entertainment  areas.  The  sliding 
glass  door  was  reused  in  the  addition.

FAMILY  ROOM 


A  gable  roof  and  sidewalls  extend  beyond  the  end 
of  this  family  room  addition,  creating  an  outdoor 
privacy  barrier.  An  added  guest  room  is  to  the 
right,  and  a  patio  area  at  left. 

The  pass-through  window  and  door  between 
kitchen  and  family  room  were  originally  the  rear 
window  and  door  to  the  existing  house.  A  high 
beamed  ceiling  in  the  informal  dining  area  lends 
a  relaxed,  spacious  feeling  to  the  addition.  The 
louvered  doors  at  the  right  of  the  table  lead  direct- 
ly to  the  guest  room. 

The  eye-level  fireplace  can  be  enjoyed  from 
any  spot  in  the  room.  Three  sets  of  sliding  glass 
doors  provide  access  to  the  patio  at  right  and  the 
backyard  at  left.  A  miniature  oriental  garden  be- 
tween the  living  room  and  family  room  echoes  the 
outdoor  mood  of  the  addition.

Why  is  a  family  room  so  important?  Pri- 
marily because  it's  a  nucleus,  a  place 
where  all  the  family  members  can  gather 
together  in  a  warm,  companionable  at- 
mosphere. The  bigger  the  house — and 
the  busier  the  family  —  the  more  im- 
portant the  family  room.  That  kind  of 
thinking  inspired  the  multipurpose  addi- 
tion you  see  here. 

Top  priority  was  given  to  achieving 
the  spaciousness  and  versatility  the 
whole  family  had  long  needed.  The  ad- 
dition that  resulted  is  now  a  favorite  spot 
for  all  family  relaxing  and  entertaining. 
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Centered  between  the  family 
room's  twin  entryways,  a  pass- 
through  window  from  the 
kitchen  serves  the  informal 
dining  area.  Sliding  glass 
doors  to  the  left  provide  ac- 
cess  to  the  rear  patio. 

Generous  use  of  redwood 
beams  and  stucco  finish 
brings  new  warmth  to  the  spa- 
cious room.  Snack  bar  at  the 
rear  is  complete  with  refrig- 
erator, barbecue  grill,  and 
range.  Those  inviting  window 
benches  along  the  wall  lift  up 
to  provide  storage  for  the  chil- 
dren's toys  and  games.  Re- 
cessed ceiling  fixtures  and 
large  windows  supply  plenty 
of  light.  A  pure  vinyl  floor  imi- 
tates parquet  wood  blocks. 


The  social  room  augments 
the  family  room  proper  by  pro- 
viding a  separate  entertaining 
area.  A  wood  planter  divides 
the  rooms  so  two  different 
groups,  or  one  large  Thanks- 
giving gathering,  can  easily 
be  accommodated. 

Located  at  the  rear  of  the 
house,  with  the  kitchen  acting 
as  a  noise  and  space  buffer, 
the  two  rooms  don't  interfere 
with  activities  in  the  existing 
living  areas. 
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Choosing  the  right  addition 
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If  you're  planning  a  major  addition  to 
answer  your  family's  particular  needs, 
you're  off  to  a  good  beginning.  After 
all,  isn't  the  main  purpose  of  an  ad- 
dition to  make  family  life  more  enjoy- 
able? But  you're  also  concerned,  and 
understandably  so,  with  the  financial 
investment  that  an  addition  represents. 
How  much  will  the  addition  cost?  Final 
price,  of  course,  depends  on  the  size, 
complexity,  and  materials  of  the  ad- 
dition. Your  major  expenses  will  in- 
clude the  architect's  fee,  labor  and 
material  costs,  and  the  interest  on 
your  loan.  Your  utility  bills  will  in- 
crease only  slightly  and  probably 
won't  affect  your  final  decision. 
How  much  can  you  afford  to  spend? 
Probably  more  than  you  think.  In  to- 
day's housing  market,  which  is  noth- 
ing short  of  wild,  an  addition  can  turn 
out  to  be  your  best  investment. 

Until  recent  years,  people  had  to  be 
cautious  about  investing  large  sums 
in  an  addition.  Real  estate  counselors 
warned  that  only  the  best  additions 
had  a  fair  chance  to  break  even,  let 
alone  profit  from  the  investment.  The 


reasons  were  simple;  new  houses 
were  plentiful,  and  first-time  buyers 
chose  them.  Families  with  houses 
could  use  their  equities  to  get  a  big- 
ger house,  often  without  added  cash. 

Today,  however,  the  housing  situ- 
ation is  completely  different.  In  most 
markets,  houses  are  scarce  and  de- 
mand is  high.  The  effects  of  this 
shortage  are  very  apparent  to  families 
who  have  shopped  for  a  house  recent- 
ly. Prices  continue  to  go  up.  Most  like- 
ly, the  house  you  own  also  is  going 
up  in  value. 

In  fact,  if  you  live  in  a  population 
growth  area,  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand  guarantees  an  ever-rising 
market  value  for  your  house — and 
your  addition.  Even  if  your  area  is 
more  static,  good  houses  in  well-kept 
neighborhoods  are  appreciating;  and 
yours  is  bound  to  rise  in  value,  just  by 
association. 

An  addition,  like  homeownership  it- 
self, is  your  best  hedge  against  infla- 
tion. You  can  bank  on  its  value  ap- 
preciating just  like  your  house. 

Building  an  addition  has  never  been 
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a  safer  investment  than  it  is  tod 
Should  you  go  the  limit?  Because  yc 
house  and  the  addition  you're  pi  J 
ning  are  such  a  good  investment,  del 
hold  back.  Consider  what  a  ten  orl 
percent  larger  budget  could  do  I 
you.  Just  as  many  families  find  it  w| 
to  buy  a  house  that  reflects  their 
creasing  income,  you  may  decide 
build  an  addition  that  stretches  11 
budget  this  year,  but  be  quite  c 
fortable  next  year. 
Some  types  of  additions  do  seem  to 
more  in  demand  than  others.  A  deck 
master  bedroom  suite,  for  example!:

A  good  family  room  is  always  in  high  demand.  Value  of  room  increases  when  equipped  with  such  preferred  extras  as:  fire- 
place, sub-kitchen  area,  versatile  storage  compartments,  and  adjacent  bath.

This  is  the  safest  addition  investment  you  can  make.  A  three-bedroom  house  is  about  minimum  in  today's  market;  houses 
without  three  bedrooms  are  becoming  harder  to  sell. 


jrth  bedroom 


There  is  a  rising  demand  for  four-bedroom  houses  but  for  four  or  more  bedrooms,  two  or  more  baths  are  a  must.  For  a 
fifth  bedroom,  you  can  sidestep  a  potential  loss  by  making  the  room  easily  convertible  for  another  room  function  such  as 
an  office  or  den. 


If  deck  is  attached  to  living  or  family  room  (most  often  on  sloped  lot),  you  should  get  a  high  return.  When  a  deck  works  off 
a  bedroom,  return  will  be  less;  but  in  both  cases  deck  additions  are  much  in  demand  for  the  contemporary  house.

Resale  value  depends  equally  on  two  factors:  first,  how  much  the  new  living  room  adds  to  the  design  and  livability  of  the 
house;  and  second,  how  the  old  living  room  space  was  used.  Your  best  bet  is  to  use  the  old  area  to  expand  the  dining 
and  kitchen  areas,  add  a  family  room,  or  add  an  extra  bedroom.

How  to  choose 
a  portable  stereo 


Before  you  ever  set  foot  in  a 
store,  decide  just  what  it  is  you 
want.  Do  you  need  a  stereo 
system  that's  compact  enough 
to  carry  from  room  to  room  and 
set  up  in  a  few  minutes?  Or  do 
you  want  a  truly  portable 
stereo  phonograph,  which  usu- 
ally implies  a  collapsible  unit 
all  buckled  together— record 
changer,  cords,  speakers,  the 
works.  You  can  carry  it  away 
by  the  handle,  set  it  up  on  the 
patio,  at  the  neighbors,  or  any- 
where there's  a  power  source. 
If  what  you  want  is  a  portable 
stereo  phonograph,  here's  how 
to  shop  for  one. 
Construction.  In  their  folded 
positions,  most  portable  stereo 
phonographs  are  compact  suit- 
case-like units  with  a  speaker 
in  each  of  the  two  end  sections. 
When  not  in  use,  the  cords  that 
connect  the  speakers  to  the  rest 
of  the  system  are  stored  in  the 
case.  Check  the  storage  arrange- 
ment for  the  cords  when  you 
shop.  If  you're  going  to  do  a  lot 
of  "porting"  with  your  portable 
stereo,  the  cord  storage  should 
be  convenient.  The  length  of 
these  line  cords  differs  from  one 
brand  to  another,  ranging  from 
four  to  eight  feet.  For  stereo 
separation,  you  need  eight  feet 
between  the  two  speakers  so 
the  four-foot  minimum  length 
cord  gives  you  far  less  than 
ideal  sound  for  stereo.  Most 
units  weigh  between  25  and  30 
pounds,  some  as  little  as  15, 
others  nearly  35  pounds. 
Prices.  You  can  expect  to  pay 
from  $90  to  $110  for  a  top-rated 
brand.  Some  units  include  a 
floor  stand  in  the  price.  Some 
brands  do  not  include  the  45 
rpm  spindle  but  in  every  case, 
they're  available.  A  la  carte 
prices  on  spindles  are  from 
$3.50  to  $4. 

Operation.  Most  portable  stereo 
phonographs  operate  both 
manually  and  automatically 
and  play  all  record  speeds. 
Usually  a  separate  stylus  is 
provided  for  microgroove  rec- 
ords (33H  and  45  rpmt  and  an- 
other for  78  rpm.  However,  if 
your  library  of  78s  (definitely 
non-stereo)  is  slim,  this  feature 
may  not  be  as  important  as  the 
type  of  stylus  the  machine  has. 
A  diamond  stylus  will  give  you 
30  to  40  times  as  much  service 
as  a  sapphire  stylus.  If  the  ma- 
chine has  two  styluses,  a  dia- 
mond is  recommended  for  play- 
ing microgroove  records,  a 
sapphire  for  78s.  In  some  lower 
priced  models,  two  sapphire 
styluses  are  used. 
Extras  to  look  for.  Some  port- 
able  stereo    phonographs    fea- 


ture automatic  record  size  se- 
lection so  you  can  play  records 
of  two  sizes  (but  the  same 
speed)  without  having  to  oper- 
ate the  phonograph  manually. 
With  these  portables,  as  with 
larger  stereo  units,  you  can 
stack  at  least  six  records  for 
automatic  playing.  Records  can 
be  rejected  during  play,  and 
your  portable  stereo  will  shut 
itself  off  after  the  last  record. 
Controls.  You'll  find  that  con- 
trols for  volume,  tone,  and  bal- 
ancing the  two  stereo  channels 
differ  from  machine  to  ma- 
chine. Most  often,  there  is  one 
control  knob  that  handles  the 
volume  of  both  channels  simul- 
taneously, but  some  units  have 
two  volume  controls,  one  for 
each  channel.  A  single  control 
to  balance  the  two  stereo  chan- 
nels is  the  norm.  Some  units 
have  just  one  control  to  adjust 
bass  and  treble,  some  have  a 
separate  control  for  the  bass 
and  one  for  the  treble.  If  you 
have  a  finely  tuned  ear,  you 
may  prefer  the  flexibility  of 
two  tone  controls. 

To  check  a  portable  stereo 
phonograph  for  overall  tone 
quality,  listen  to  a  full  orchestra 
on  record.  If  the  bass  is  too 
weak,  the  music  will  have  a  tin- 
ny, thin  sound  to  it.  If  the 
treble  is  weak,  the  music  will  be 
mushy  and  without  brilliance 
and  clarity. 

Before  you  buy,  you  should 
also  test  for  turntable  hum. 
Turn  the  phonograph  on  with 
the  volume  control  at  its  low- 
est setting  and  with  no  record 
on  the  turntable.  Listen  for  a 
turntable  hum.  In  some  cases, 
you  can  eliminate  a  hum  by  re- 
versing the  plug. 

It's  a  good  idea  to  check  out 
your  phonograph  for  sound 
output  and  distortion.  If  you 
plan  to  use  your  portable  in  a 
large  room  under  noisy  condi- 
tions, then  you'll  want  a  ma- 
chine that  can  give  you  a  high 
sound  output  with  as  little  dis- 
tortion as  possible.  If  your 
phonograph  will  be  used  in  a 
small  room  and  played  quietly, 
then  this  feature  may  not  be  as 
important  to  you. 

Other  things  to  check  include 
the  stylus  force.  If  the  stylus 
exerts  too  much  pressure,  you 
are  likely  to  get  excessive  wear 
on  your  records.  Many  units 
have  an  adjustment  for  stylus 
force.  Discuss  this  with  your 
salesman.  If  it's  important  that 
you  have  a  unit  with  a  tape  re- 
corder output  jack,  you'll  find 
that  available  in  many  brands. 
Buy  from  a  dealer  who  sells 
name  brands — and  service.  ■

Start  a  collection  at  a  rock- 
hound  shop  and  follow  it  up 
during  subsequent  wanderings. 
Or  plan  shore  weekends  devot- 
ed to  picking  up  a  treasure 
trove  of  water-smooth  rocks. 
Your  collection  will  add  luster 
to  any  vignette  grouping  or 
major  display  of  flowers  real  or 
fake,  simple  greens,  or  a  few 
sparse  blooms.  Here  are  a  few 
suggestions  for  using  a  pebble 
picker's  hoard. 


Above:  Stately  geode  (a  mem- 
ory of  the  earth's  youth)  is  a 
marvpl  to  contemplate  with  or 
without  flowers.  We  inserted 
three  small  mums,  taking  care 
not  to  cover  the  magnificent 
crystalline  interior.  Add  a  few 
sprigs  of  trailing  vine,  an  archi- 
tectural candlestick,  and  center 
all  elements  on  a  polished  burl 
oblong  stand  for  a  charming 
composition. 

Below:  Whimsical  pebble  fig-

decorated  with  tiny  white 
aquarium  shale,  vines,  and  a

medium-size  rounded  rocks 
(smaller  ones  for  feet)  glued 
and  trimmed  with  string  or 
wool  hair  and  beards.

In  this  bedroom,  a  dramatic 
statement  is  made  with  flocked  wallpaper  which  sweeps  up 
one  wall  and  partially  across  the  ceiling.  This  super  head- 
board gains  additional  impact  and  texture  from  its  carpet 
border  (approximately  five  inches  wide).  You  can  also  outline 
the  wallpaper  headboard  with  painted  plywood. 

Top  right:  Limited  floor  space  in  a  guest  room/study  led  to 
this  functional  back-to-back  arrangement  of  office-type  desk 
and  studio  bed.  Headboard  was  fashioned  of  plywood  panels 
padded  with  l^-inch  polyurethane  foam  and  covered  with  a 
fake  leopard  fabric  (stapled  to  the  underside).  Desk  was 
painted  and  panels  screwed  to  backside  of  desk  front. 

Center:  Here's  a  great  scene  changer.  Elegant  Chinese  prints 
were  applied  to  hardboard  panels  and  framed  with  molding. 
Flanking  the  bed  and  separating  the  printed  panels  are  1x4 
boards.  When  you  tire  of  this  look,  you  can  substitute  other 
prints  or  a  fabric  or  wallpaper  pattern  and  repaint  the  alter- 
nating accent  panels  to  coordinate. 

Right:  The  chic  appeal  of  black  with  white  inspired  this  sim- 
ple headboard.  A  slab  of  ' .(-inch  plywood  was  smartly 
sheathed  in  shiny  black  patent  and  secured  to  bedposts.  Popu- 
lar "wet"  look  reappears  in  bed  coverlet  and  window  cornice. 
Daisy-decked  cotton,  in  short  sill-length  curtains,  brightens 
the  black  and  white  scheme  and  makes  encore  appearances  in 
lampshade,  bolster  pillow,  and  dust  ruffle. 
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How  to  decorate  a  window 

even  if  you  can't  tell 
a  jabot  swag  from  a  valance. 


Window  decorating  used  to  be 
a  problem.  Because  you  had  to  decide 
ivhat  fabric  went  with  which  look.  And 
which  look  went  with  what  room.  So 
you  were  tempted  to  settle  for  plain  old 
curtains. 

But  no  more.  Because  Burlington 
House  has  coordinated  things  for  you. 

For  example,  start  with  draper- 
ies. For  a  traditional  look  add  a  jabot 
swag  and  tie  backs.  (We  did  it  on  the 
left.)  Choose  them  in  rich  jacquard 


fabrics.  Or  antique  satin. 

Something  more  contemporary? 
Try  draperies  plus  a  plain  valance  (the 
middle  one)  or  fringed  valance  and 
tiebacks  (on  the  right).  Both  in  con- 
temporary and  traditional  fabrics. 

Every  fabric  is  a  blend  ofAvisco% 
rayon  and  cotton  that 's  machine  wash- 
able, tumbles  dry  and  needs  no  ironing. 
And  they  all  come  in  lots  of  colors  and 
are  backed  with  a  layer  of  thermal 
acrylic  to  help  keep  room  temperature 


even,  cut  down  on  noise. 

Each  treatment  comes  with  a 
pair  of  floor-to-ceiling  single  width 
draperies  custom  detailed  with  big 
pleats,  deep  hems  and  mitred  corners. 
Jabot  swag  and  tiebacks,  $35;  plain 
valance  $20;  fringed  valance  and  tie- 
backs,  $30.  Accessories  also  available 
separately. 

Of  course,  we  haven't  solved 
all  your  problems.  You  still  have  to 
decide  what  you  like  best.

How  to  sew  cafe  curtains,  Austrian  shades, 
Roman  shades,  and  swags 


CAFE  CURTAINS 

Technically,  a  cafe  curtain  is 
one  that  leaves  some  part  of 
the  window  exposed.  How- 
ever, you  can  cover  the  entire 
window  with  more  than  one 
tier  of  curtains  and  still  have 
bona  fide  cafes. 

One-tier  cafe  curtains  usually 
reach  the  floor  and  start  either 
at  the  center  of  the  window  or 
midway  between  the  center 
and  the  top  of  the  window. 

Two-tier  cafes  usually  reach 
the  sill  or  lower  apron  edge  of 
the  window.  The  bottom  tier 
starts  at  the  center  of  the  win- 
dow. The  top  tier  starts  at  the 
top  of  the  window  and  overlaps 
the  bottom  tier. 

Three-tier  cafe  curtains  are 
the  proper  length  when  they 
reach  the  window  sill.  Divide 
the  window  space  into  three 
equal  parts  with  each  of  the 
top  two  cafe  curtains  overlap- 
ping the  curtain  below  it. 
Before  you  measure  for  cafe  cur- 
tains you  should  decide  what 
kind  of  curtain  rods  you  want 
and  mount  them. 

When  measuring  the  length 
of  tiered  cafe  curtains,  start 
from  the  lower  part  of  the  clip 
or  ring  on  the  upper  rod  to  the 
lower  part  of  the  clip  or  ring  on 
the  rod  below.  This  gives  you 
the  finished  length. 

To  this  measurement,  add  al- 
lowances for  top.  and  bottom 
hems— unless  the  curtain's  low- 
er edge  will  be  finished  with  a 
ruffle  or  facing.  Add  six  inches 
for  a  single  top  and  bottom 
hem — ten  inches  for  double 
hems.  It's  advisable  to  use  dou- 
ble hems  in  sheer  fabrics.  For 
most  other  fabrics,  a  single 
hem  is  enough. 

The  width  of  a  cafe  curtain 
should  be  two  and  a  half  to 
three  times  the  width  of  the 
window  for  generous  fullness. 
Before  cutting,  determine  the 
true  grain  of  the  fabric.  Cur- 
tains must  be  cut  on  true 
lengthwise  and  crosswise  grain 
to  hang  straight  from  the  rod. 

Start  by  pulling  a  crosswise 
thread,  then  cut  fabric  straight 
across  the  pulled  thread  line. 
Measure  the  length  and  pull 
another  crosswise  thread.  Cut 
at  this  line.  If  the  panel  looks 
more  like  a  parallelogram  than 
a  true  rectangle,  pull  the  cor- 
ners diagonally  to  straighten 
the  fabric.  If  this  doesn't  help, 
dampen  the  fabric.  The  mois- 


ture often  lets  the  fibers  relax 
into  a  true  straight  position. 

Remove  all  selvages  from  the 
fabric  to  prevent  curtain  seams 
from  puckering.  Before  sewing, 
press  fabric  so  all  panels  are 
flat  and  easy  to  work  with. 
Prepare  to  sew  by  selecting  the 
right  thread  and  needles  and 
setting  your  machine  at  the 
proper  stitch  length. 

The  thread  color  used  should 
blend  well  with  the  curtain  fab- 
ric. Use  silk  thread  for  silk  and 
woolen  fabrics,  cotton  or  mer- 
cerized thread  for  cottons,  lin- 
ens, and  some  fabric  blends. 
For  synthetic  fibers,  use  silk, 
mercerized  cotton,  nylon,  or 
dacron  thread. 

Sheer  or  lightweight  fabrics 
require  a  size  14  needle  to  sew 
with  mercerized  thread  and  a 
size  11  needle  with  fine  threads. 
Your  sewing  machine  should  be 
set  at  15  stitches  per  inch. 

For  medium-weight  or  light- 
weight fabrics  sewn  with  mer- 
cerized thread,  use  a  size  14 
needle  and  12  to  14  stitches 
per  inch. 

For  heavy  fabrics,  use  heavy- 
duty  thread,  a  size  16  needle, 
and  12  stitches  per,  inch. 
Hemming  curtain  panels  is  the 
first  step  in  sewing  cafe  cur- 
tains. The  side  hems  are  fin- 
ished before  turning  the  top 
and  bottom  hems.  In  most  fab- 
rics, a  single  hem  is  sufficient. 
For  a  single  hem,  turn  under 
one-half  inch,  then  turn  a  one- 
inch  hem.  Pin  the  hem  in  place 
and  stitch. 

For  a  double  hem,  turn  one 
inch  of  fabric  under,  press  it 
down,  and  turn  the  fabric  over 
again  to  form  a  double  one-inch 
hem.  Hems  may  be  stitched 
by  hand  or  on  the  machine. 

After  the  side  hems  are  done, 
finish  the  bottom  hem,  using  a 
single  or  double  hem.  The  fin- 
ished depth  of  the  hem  should 
be  2 1  2  inches  (SKETCH  #1). 


The  top  or  heading  of  cafe 
curtains  can  be  finished  several 
ways,  depending  on  the  style 
you  want  or  on  your  skill.  For 
attractive,  simple  cafes,  sewing 
expertise  is  not  essential.  Prod- 
ucts are  available  to  make  sew- 
ing these  curtains  as  easy  as 
hemming  a  tea  towel. 
Headings  can  be  made  with  a 
variety  of  tapes,  available  in 
drapery  fabric  departments. 
The  simplest  way  to  create  a 
heading  is  to  sew  a  looped  tape 
to  the  finished  hem  at  the  top 
of  the  curtain.  This  is  a  dec- 
orative braid  trim  with  fabric 
loops  on  it.  Just  sew  the  tape 
to  curtain  and  insert  cafe  cur- 
tain rod  through  Ioojjs. 

You  can  make  pleated  cafes 
without  sewing  in  pleats.  Hem 
the  top  of  the  curtain  and  fold 
pleats  in  at  desired  intervals. 
Press  the  pleat  folds  down, 
then  insert  the  pleat  between 
two  prongs  of  a  three-prong 
cafe  curtain  clip.  Two  prongs 
fasten  to  the  front  side  of  the 
curtain,  the  third  and  middle 
prong,  at  back  (SKETCH  #2). 

Pleater  tape,  used  for  pleat- 
ing draperies,  can  be  used  to 
pleat  the  top  of  straight  cafe 
curtains.  The  tape  is  sewed  to 
the  unfinished  top  of  the  cur- 
tains the  same  way  it  is  sewed 
to  drapery  panels.  Insert  pleat- 


er hooks  and  hang  curtains. 

Scalloped  headings  are  very 
popular  for  cafe  curtains  and 
can  be  made  with  or  without 
pleats.  To  make  a  scalloped 
heading  without  pleats,  use  a 
stiffening  fabric  in  the  heading 
to  help  the  scallops  hold  their 
shape.  When  measuring  for 
cafes  with  scalloped  tops,  add 
4  '  •_.  inches  for  the  top  hem  and 
2:!  t  inches  for  the  bottom  hem. 
Cut  the  stiffening  fabric  in  a 
strip  four  inches  wide  and  as 
long  as  the  curtain  is  wide, 
minus  allowance  for  side  hems. 

Any  size  scallop  is  accept- 
able, but  plan  an  even  number 


of  scallops  for  each  width  of 
curtain.  Draw  scallops  on  a 
piece  of  paper,  then  transfer 
the  outline  to  stiffening. 

Pin  the  stiffening  strip  to  the 
wrong  side  of  the  curtain,  X}\ 
inches  below  the  top  (SKETCH 
#3>.  Stitch  the  side  hems  into 
the  curtain,  then  turn  the  top 
down,  right  sides  together, 
along  the  top  of  the  stiffening. 

With  the  stiffening  on  top 
where  you  can  see  the  pattern, 
stitch  along  the  outline  of  the 
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scallops.  Cut  around  the  scal- 
lops, with  the  cutting  line  one- 
fourth  inch  from  the  stitch- 
ing. Then  slash  the  fabric  al- 
lowance toward  the  stitching 
every  one-half  inch  so  when 
the  curtain  is  turned  right  side 
out  the  scallops  are  eased  and 
smooth.  With  curtain  right 
side  out,  turn  under  a  hem  at 
the  bottom  of  the  stiffening, 
and  stitch  down. 

To  make  a  scalloped  heading 
with  pleats  between  scallops, 
follow  the  same  procedure  as 
scallops  without  pleats.  Simply 
allow  enough  space  between 
scallops  to  form  a  pleat— or  use 
ready-made  tape.  The  tape  is 
three  inches  wide  so  the  calcu- 
lating has  been  done. 

Just  place  the  tape  on  the 
right  side  of  the  curtain  fabric 
at  the  top.  The  pocket  open- 
ings should  be  against  the  right 
side  of  the  curtain.  Stitch  one- 
quarter  inch  from  the  edge. 
Cut  out  the  scallops  and  turn 
the  tape  to  the  underside.  Press 
heading  down,  then  stitch  tape 
to  curtain  along  its  lower  edge. 
Insert  prongs  of  pleater  pins 
into  pockets  of  tape  to  form 
pleats  between  scallops. 

Loop  headings  are  another 
popular  variation  of  the  cafe 
curtain.  Fabric  loops  form  dec- 
orative headings  and  eliminate 
need  for  clips  or  rings  to  hang- 
curtains.  You  can  make  fabric 
loops  from  the  same  fabric  as 
the  curtain  or  choose  a  con- 
trasting color  or  trim.  Continued

Tabs  made  for  curtain  loops 
tiould  measure  5 '  L»-inches  in 
sngth.  Cut  two  pieces  of  fabric 
ar  each  tab,  sew  them  right 
ides  together,  trim  the  seams, 
urn  them  right  side  out,  and 
>ress.  Stitch  a  buttonhole  in 
he  end  of  the  finished  tab, 
hen  sew  the  tabs  to  the  cur- 
ains  at  the  intervals  desired. 

Finish  by  sewing  buttons  to 
ihe  curtain  below  where  the 
ab  attaches  to  the  cafe.  Or  if 
ou  don't  use  buttons  on  the 
oops,  just  fold  them  and  sew 
>oth  unfinished  edges  to  the 
urtain  for  a  permanently  at- 
ached  loop. 

'alances  are  often  used  to  top 
:afe  curtains,  as  decoration 
>ver  a  lower  half  cafe,  or  above 
-he  top  of  a  two-  or  three- 
iered  arrangement.  Valances 
•ange  from  nine  to  twelve 
nches  deep,  depending  on  the 
size  of  your  window. 

When  measuring  and  cutting 
/alances,  allow  for  top  and  bot- 
;om  hems  as  you  did  for  the 
curtains.  You  can  finish  head- 
ngs  in  the  same  style  as  your 
2afe  curtains  or  create  a  special 
3ffect. 

One  of  the  easiest  and  most 
popular  valance  treatments 
consists  of  sewing  a  channel  in 
the  top  of  the  valance  and 
gathering  it  on  a  regular  rod. 
This  is  acceptable  even  with 
pleated  cafes.  If  you  plan  to 
pleat  the  valance,  use  pleater 
tape  or  follow  the  same  method 
used  for  the  cafe  curtains. 

The  curtain  rod  used  for  the 
valance  need  not  be  the  same 
as  the  rod  for  the  cafe  curtains. 
You  can  use  a  rod  with  a  pro- 
jection from  the  wall  to  give 
the  valance  a  canopy  shape. 
Awnings  are  often  used  with 
cafe  curtains  or  combined  with 
shutters  for  a  lighthearted 
window  treatment.  They  re- 
quire two  regular,  flat  curtain 
rods.  The  top  one  should  have  a 
two-inch  return  (the  projection 
from  the  wall),  and  the  bottom 
rod  should  have  an  eight-inch 
return. 

Measure  a  piece  of  fabric 
the  width  of  the  area  to  be  cov- 
ered and  16  inches  deep.  Then 
measure  the  sides  of  the  canopy 
according  to  the  pattern  shown 
here  (SKETCH  #4).

ROMAN  SHADES 

These  are  similar  to  Austrian 
shades,  but  not  as  formal.  They 
are  also  less  work  to  make  and 
require  less  than  half  the  fab- 
ric. The  Roman  shade  is  a  win- 
dow covering  of  flat  fabric  that 
can   be   drawn   up   to   form   a 


tailored,  horizontally  pleated 
window  treatment. 
When  cutting  fabric  for  a  Ro- 
man shade,  cut  the  size  of  the 
window  plus  two  extra  inches 
wide  for  side  hems  and  three 
extra  inches  long  for  the  bot- 
tom hem.  You  can  use  ready-

However,  to  drape 
nicely,  a  swag  must  be  larger 
at  the  bottom  than  the  top. 
This  bottom  measurement  is 
figured  according  to  how  deep 
you  want  the  swag. 

First  make  a  diagonal  line 
pattern,  a  sure  way  to  a  perfect 
swag.  Lay  paper,  muslin  (or 
the  swag  fabric  if  you're  an  ex- 
pert) on  the  floor  right  side  up. 
Start  with  material  one-half  to 
one  yard  wider  than  the  top 
measurement  of  the  swag. 

In  the  center  of  this  mate- 
rial, mark  the  width  of  the 
swag  top.  From  each  outside 
mark,  drop  a  line  straight  down 
the  fabric  to  the  bottom  edge. 
Measure  15  inches  down  this 
line  (the  popular  depth  of  a 
swag)  and  make  a  mark.  From 
this  mark,  measure  four  inches 
out  toward  the  outside  edges  of 
the  material.  Then  draw  a 
diagonal  line  from  the  mark  to 
the  top  edge  marking.  For  a 
swag  16  inches  deep,  make  a 
mark  5  inches  out  from  the 
plumb  line;  for  a  17-inch  swag, 
the  mark  should  be  6  inches 
out  and  so  on— increasing  an 
inch  in  width  on  both  sides  of 
the  swag  for  every  added  inch 
of  depth  (SKETCH  #12). 


Next  decide  how  many  folds 
the  swag  will  have.  For  four 
folds,  divide  the  diagonal  line 
into  five  parts. 

If  you  used  paper  or  muslin 
for  a  pattern,  cut  it  out  with 
notched  markings  for  the  folds 
and  pin  to  swag  fabric.  (Fabric 
should  be  right  side  up).  Trans- 
fer markings  from  the  pattern 
to  the  fabric. 

When  the  swag  is  outlined 
on  the  fabric,  pin  the  top  of  the 
swag  to  the  edge  of  a  bed  or 
back  of  a  sofa  so  it  hangs 
straight  down.  Then  pin  the 
markings  for  the  first  fold  by 
taking  the  fabric  at  the  point 
of  the  first  mark  and  bringing 
it  to  the  top  of  the  swag.  Do 
this  on  both  sides  and  smooth 
the  first  fold  from  the  center  of 
the  swag  outward  toward  the 
sides.  Next  bring  up  and  pin 
second  fold,  then  third.  Con- 
tinue until  all  folds  are  pinned. 

Cut  off  any  excess  fabric 
(along  the  diagonal  line)  and 
trim  the  bottom  of  the  swag' 
to  leave  three  inches  below  the 
last  fold  — or  cut  any  shape. 

Make  a  quarter-inch  hem  at 
the  top  and  tack  the  sides  well 
to  keep  the  folds  in  place.  Add 
decorative  trim.

Then  invert  the 
piece  and  overstitch  the  open 
end.  If  you're  trimming  a  lined 
jabot,  sew  trim  on  now. 

Pleat  the  jabot  with  three 
pleats.  Fold  the  first  one  four 
inches  from  the  outside  long 
edge  (to  allow  for  the  side  re- 
turn). Fold  over  the  remaining 
two  pleats,  one  on  top  of  the 
other  or  spaced  however  you 
wish  to  achieve  the  desired 
width.  Stitch  the  pleats  in 
place.  Reverse  pleating  for 
jabot  on  other  side  of  swag. 

If  you  hang  the  swag  on  a 
cafe  curtain  rod,  attach  snaps, 


buttons,  or  nylon  fastening 
tape  to  the  top  edge  of  the 
jabots  and  snaps,  buttonholes, 
or  fastening  tape  to  each  end

TOOth  care 

for  your  dog 

By  Douglas  M.  Lidster 


Most  pet  owners  are  even  more  lax  about  curing  for  their  pet's 
teeth  than  their  own.  I  nless  the  dog  barks,  bites,  or  devours 
treasured  objects,  his  mouth  goes  unnoticed.  Fortunately,  a 
dog  will  probably  suffer  facer  oral  problems  during  his  life- 
time than  his  owner  will.  But  that's  no  excuse  for  gambling  on 
your  pet's  dental  health,  \eglect  can  result  in  more  than  loss 
of  teeth — /'/  may  endanger  his  general  health,  too. 


Oral  health  care  starts 
during  puppyhood 

The  puppy  has  his  deciduous 
baby  teeth  for  such  a  short  time 
that  he  rarely  develops  any 
problems  with  them.  But  they 
do  fracture  rather  easily,  so  it's 
a  good  idea  to  refrain  from 
rough  tugging  games.  And 
while  you  encourage  him  not  to 
chew  everything  in  the  house, 
be  particularly  careful  to  keep 
hard  objects  out  of  his  reach. 

Permanent  teeth  begin  to  ap- 
pear at  about  14  weeks,  and  by 
the  time  the  pup  is  six"  months 
old  he  should  have  a  complete 
set.  While  he's  teething,  his 
gums  will  be  extremely  itchy 
and  sensitive,  and  he'll  franti- 
cally try  to  chew  anything  for 
relief.  Give  him  a  rawhide  toy 
or  a  nubby,  hard  rubber  ball 
made  for  teething  puppies.  But 
don't  give  him  anything  he  can 
really  chew  to  pieces  because 
he'll  swallow  what  he  chews. 

Most  of  the  pup's  baby  teeth 
will  be  pushed  out  by  perma- 
nent teeth  coming  in  from  be- 
neath. However,  the  puppy's 
permanent  canine  teeth  emerge 
in  front,  not  from  directly  be- 
neath. If  the  baby  tooth  hasn't 
fallen  out  by  the  time  the  adult 
tooth  is  halfway  out,  or  there's 
sign  of  inflammation  around  the 
base  of  the  teeth,  take  your 
pup  to  the  veterinarian.  He 
may  recommend  extracting  the 
baby  tooth,  to  prevent  food 
from  being  trapped  between  the 
teeth.  Also,  the  actual  pressure 
the  baby  tooth  exerts  on  the 
permanent  tooth  can  weaken 
the  enamel,  leaving  the  tooth 
susceptible  to  future  damage. 

If  a  puppy  has  distemper 
during  the  first  few  weeks  of 
life— and  somehow  manages  to 
survive— an  oral  problem  may 
manifest  itself  later.  Distemper 
virus  can  upset  the  develop- 
ment of  the  permanent  teeth, 
which  may  have  an  incom- 
plete, or  thin,  enamel  layer. 
These  teeth  fracture  easily. 
Their  rough  surface  invites  tar- 


tar accumulation  and  is  always 
open  to  decay-causing  bacteria. 
Distemper  inoculations  are 
available  from  any  veterinari- 
an, so  there's  no  excuse  for  ex- 
istence of  the  disease.  If  the 
owners  of  the  litter  you're  con- 
sidering admit  that  any  of  the 
pups  contracted  the  disease, 
don't  buy  one.  Although  this 
oral  problem  may  never  develop 
and  health  may  not  suffer,  the 
fact  that  the  pup  had  distemper 
at  all  indicates  the  breeder  was 
less  than  conscientious. 

Problems  faced  by  the 
grown  dog 

Tartar  accumulation  (dental 
calculus)  on  the  teeth  at  the 
gum  line  is  the  most  common 
oral  problem  afflicting  adult 
dogs.  This  hard,  brown  residue 
is  a  layer  of  organic  and  inor- 
ganic substances  generated  by 
chemical  activity  between  the 
dog's  saliva  and  his-  food. 

It's  a  haven  for  bacteria  and 
as  it  works  its  way  under  the 
gums,  it  irritates  and  inflames 
them.  Left  unchecked,  it  can 
progress  into  the  bony  socket 
around  the  tooth,  leading  to 
looseness  and  eventual  loss  of 
the  tooth  itself.  Take  your  dog 
to  the  veterinarian  at  least 
twice  a  year  to  have  this  in- 
crustation scraped  away. 

Although  caries  (cavities)  of 
the  teeth  are  relatively  rare  in 
dogs,  they  can  occur.  If  your 
dog  drools  excessively,  carries 
his  head  to  one  side,  and  is  re- 
luctant about  eating,  he  may 
have  a  toothache  caused  by 
decay.  Get  him  to  the  veterin- 
arian, who  will  extract  the 
damaged  tooth. 

A  running,  open  sore  on  your 
pet's  muzzle  may  be  an  out- 
ward sign  of  a  more  serious 
problem— a  dental  fistula.  This 
is  an  abscess  around  the  root  of 
the  tooth — most  commonly  the 
fourth  upper  premolar.  This 
can  be  caused  by  an  injury  to 
the  dog's  face,  admitting  bac- 
teria to  the  root  canal ;  but  most 
often   a   dental    fistula   results

from  a  fractured  tooth.

Tooth  care  for  your  dog

ing  and  chewing.  The  aging 
body  is  less  capable  of  dealing 
with  invading  bacteria,  so  the 
gums  are  more  susceptible  to 
infection.  If  your  dog  is  past 
five  years  of  age,  he's  a  candi- 
date for  periodontal  disease.  To 
make  your  pet's  later  years 
happy  and  comfortable,  start 
paying  special  Attention  to  his 
dental  health  now. 

Tonsillitis  is  not  uncommon 
in  dogs  with  severe  oral  infec- 
tion. The  tonsils  are  a  part  of 
nature's  body  defense  system 
and  normally  destroy  germs  al- 
ready in  the  system.  However, 
if  the  infection  is  severe  enough, 
the  tonsils  can't  cope  with  all 
invading  bacteria,  and  they 
themselves  become  infected. 
While  most  veterinarians  will 
try  to  treat  the  condition  with 
antibiotics,  they  may  also  per- 
form a.tonsillectomy.  Don't  be 
apprehensive,  this  operation  is 
no  more  hazardous  than  a  hu- 
man tonsillectomy. 

Bad  breath 

Nothing  ruins  the  close  fam- 
ily-and-dog  relationship  faster 
than  a  breath  problem.  A 
normal,  healthy  dog's  breath 
has  a  neutral  odor,  and  it's  not 
offensive.  If  your  dog  suddenly 
develops  bad  breath,  take  him 
to  the  veterinarian.  The  prob- 
lem may  be  caused  by  dirty 
teeth.  If  the  teeth  and  gums  ap- 
pear healthy,  the  offensive  odor 
may  be  a  symptom  of  a  systemic 
disorder.  In  any  case,  seek  out 
the  cause.  When  the  dog  re- 
turns to  normal  health,  the 
odor  should  disappear. 

Maintaining  a  clean  mouth 

The  physical  action  of  chew- 
ing is  the  dog's  only  means  of 
keeping  his  teeth  and  gums 
clean.  If  you  feed  your  dog  only 
canned  or  soft-moist  food,  see 
that  he  gets  a  resilient  object  to 
chew  on.

The  meat  won't  add  much 
nourishment,  but  it  does  pro- 
vide an  incentive  for  the  dog  to 
work  harder  and  longer  on  the 
bone.  Poultry  and  all  cooked 
bones  are  forbidden. 

Hard  biscuit  dog  snacks  do 
a  good  job  of  keeping  teeth 
clean  if  they're  used  according 
to  the  directions  on  the  pack- 
age. Take  time  to  read  these  in-

structions.  You  may  be 
prised  to  note  that  they  su| 
feeding  more  of  these 
than  you  would  have  tho 
wise.

housework 

system 

that 

really 

works

How  would  you  like  a  guaranteed  time- 
saving  method  for  your  housekeeping? 
"Ha!"  you  say,  "there  is  no  such  thing." 
Oh,  but  there  is.  Just  review  Parkin- 
son's Law  and  see. 

As  you  probably  remember,  the  law 
states:  "Work  expands  to  fill  the 
amount  of  time  available  for  its  com- 
pletion." You  know  how  easy  it  is  to 
fill  the  week  with  routine  chores  that 
monopolize  your  time.  And  if  you  do 
engage  in  other  activities,  you  may  feel 
guilty  about  neglecting  the  house. 

But  take  heart.  Professor  Parkinson 
pointed  the  way  to  easier  and  faster 
housekeeping.  The  trick  is  to  put  strict 
limitations  on  the  time  that's  available. 
Here's  how  it  could  work  for  you: 

1.  Each  morning  after  the  family  has 
left,  begin  on  the  schedule  you  have  set 
for  that  particular  day. 

2.  Operate  within  the  time-frame  - 
maybe  for  one  hour  and  a  half,  work  as  if 
there  were  a  torch  at  your  tail.  But 
don't  exceed  your  time  limit.  At  the  end 
of  the  period,  you're  finished.  It's  just 
that  simple. 

To  save  yourself  steps,  try  tucking 
duplicate  cleaning  equipment  in  closets 
and  cabinets  both  upstairs  and  down 
vacuum  cleaner,  brushes,  soaps,  scour- 
ing agents,  paper  towels,  brooms.  Keep 
these  duplications  as  up  to  date  as  pos- 
sible to  help  speed  up  your  work.  The 
cost  of  doubling  up  on  supplies  may 
seem  large  at  first,  but  it's  a  small  in- 
vestment compared  to  the  time  saved. 

At  first  when  you  work  with  this  new 
system,  you  may  have  to  set  an  alarm 


clock  to  remind  you  that  the  allotted 
time  is  up.  But  gradually  you'll  learn 
to  gauge  how  much  is  being  accom- 
plished and  can  step  up  your  tempo 
when  necessary. 

The  most  important  part  of  your 
operation  is  never  to  budge  from  your 
schedule.  If  washing  curtains  reveals  a 
need  for  sparkling  up  the  windows,  ig- 
nore the  windows.  No  matter  how 
many  chores  seem  to  grow  out  of  the 
ones  on  your  list  for  the  day,  don't  do 
them.  Watch  a  cleaning  woman  at  work 
and  you'll  get  the  idea.  When  she  dust- 
mops  the  hall,  she  doesn't  open  the 
closet  to  see  if  the  shelves  need  washing 
and  rearranging.  She  simply  mops  the 
floor,  and  closes  the  door.  She  does  the 
job  assigned  to  her— that's  all. 

Using  her  as  a  guide,  stick  to  your  set 
schedule.  Sometimes  a  job  will  run  a 
little  over  the  allotted  time,  so  finish  it. 
Then  stop.  This  is  vitally  important. 
When  finished  with  the  work,  quit! 

The  degree  of  success  possible  with 
this  system  depends  upon  your  ability 
to  stay  with  it  faithfully. 

Here's  a  typical  weekly  schedule: 
Monday— change  beds,  send  out  clean- 
ing, do  automatic  washing  and  drying, 
hand  laundry,  "pick  up"  house 
Tuesday— clean  upstairs,  empty  waste- 
baskets,  and  gather  all  trash  for  garbage 
collection 

Wednesday— clean  kitchen  (stove,  re- 
frigerator) mop  floor 
Thursday— clean   upstairs  bathrooms, 
vacuum  children's  rooms 
Friday— clean  other  bathroom,  do  week- 
ly marketing  and  shopping  for  family 

Yes,  there  are  a  few  extra  minutes  in 


that  schedule  for  cleaning  out  a  cup- 
board, rearranging  a  drawer  or  a  closet. 
But  don't  let  those  chores  distract  you 
from  the  major  ones. 

On  your  heavy  cleaning  day,  have 
your  husband  pull  all  furniture  away 
from  the  walls  so  that  you  can  clean  be- 
hind the  pieces.  When  you're  through, 
push  them  back  in  place.  The  children 
can  make  their  own  beds  before  break- 
fast, clear  the  table  and  rinse  the  dishes 
after  they've  eaten.  This  is  good  train- 
ing for  them  and  saves  time  for  you. 

You'll  notice  that  dinner  prepara- 
tions are  not  in  the  schedule.  Frequently 
you'll  find  a  few  minutes  in  your  routine 
for  tucking  a  pie  in  the  oven,  or  for 
whipping  up  a  casserole.  You  could  use 
the  time  to  prepare  freezable  foods  for 
special  events  or  unexpected  guests,  if 
you  have  the  freezer  space. 

What  about  ironing  and  mending? 
Those  chores  could  be  reserved  for 
weekday  evenings.  You  can  press  a  shirt 
or  baste  a  seam  without  missing  a  trick 
on    television. 

Maybe  you  think  that  nothing  so 
simple  as  this  method  can  possibly  work 
in  practice.  But  its  simplicity  is  the 
very  reason  it  does  work.  It  will  make 
your  housekeeping  a  systematic,  or- 
ganized, time-contained  business;  some- 
thing that  you  can  control  rather  than 
having  it  control  you. 

And  if  your  house  isn't  as  clean  as 
it  would  be  if  you  spent  all  day  every 
day  polishing  it,  who  cares?  What's  im- 
portant is  that  essential  daily  chores 
are  done  and  your  conscience  is  clear 
about  putting  leftover  hours  into  what 
interests  you  most. 
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Look- 
even  clean  water 
lets  spots  form.

Near  the  Pascagoula  River  is 
the  Old  Spanish  Fort,  the 
oldest  fortified  structure  in  the 
Mississippi  Valley.  West  of  the 
U.S.  90  bridge  across  the  Pas- 
cagoula River  is  a  plantation 
house  called  The  Old  Place. 
Mississippi  Gulf  Coast,  Biloxi. 
Miss.  Exit  at  Miss.  57;  3  hours. 
Take  Miss.  57  to  U.S.  90  and 
turn  west  across  the  Biloxi 
Bay  Bridge  to  Biloxi,  a  coastal 
resort  hit  badly  by  Hurricane 
Camille  in  August,  1969.  You'll 
find  the  coast  people  hospita- 
ble and  landmarks  such  as 
the  Old  Brick  House  and  the 
Biloxi  Lighthouse  still  stand- 
ing. Beauvoir,  Jefferson  Davis' 
last  home,  was  flooded  by  the 
waves,  but  is  open  again.  Drive 


on  down  beachside  U.S.  90  as 
far  as  Waveland  and  return 
to  1-10  on  Miss.  603. 
Cajun  Country,  St.  Martinville, 
La.  Exit  at  La.  31;  41/2  hours. 
Drive  south  on  La.  31  to  Long- 
fellow-Evangeline  State  Park 
and  see  the  Acadian  House 
Museum.  Continue  on  La.  31 
to  St.  Martinville  where  you'll 
find  the  Evangeline  Oak,  be- 
neath which  Evangeline 
stepped  ashore  in  Louisiana. 
Take  La.  31  and  86  southeast 
to  Loreauville  to  visit  the  Lor- 
eauville  Heritage  Museum. 
Drive  south  on  La.  86  to  New 
Iberia.  Shadows-on-the-Teche 
at  117  E.  Main  St.  is  an  en- 
chanting brick  house.  Go 
north  on  U.S.  90  to  Lafayette 
and  visit  the  Lafayette  Muse- 
um, 1122  Lafayette  St.  Con- 
tinue north  on  U.S.  90  to  1-10. 
Home  of  Jim  Bowie,  Opelou- 
sas,  La.  Exit  at  U.S.  167;  3Vfe 
hours.  Drive  north  on  U.S.  167 
to  Opelousas.  Visit  the  Jim 
Bowie  Museum.  On  your  way 
back  to  1-10,  take  a  look  at 
Chretien,  built  about  1853,  8 
miles  south  of  Opelousas.  Its 
staircase  was  reproduced  as 
that  of  Tara  for  the  movie 
"Gone  With  the  Wind." 
City  of  Lafitte,  Lake  Charles, 
La.  Exit  at  Bus.  90;  21/2  hours. 
Pirate  Jean  Lafitte  reportedly 
buried  much  treasure  along 
the  Calcasieu  River.  See  the 
Imperial  Calcasieu  Historical 
Museum,  1019  Front  Street, 
for  a  glimpse  of  the  city's  col- 
orful history. 

Lone  Star  of  Texas,  San  Ja- 
cinto State  Park,  Texas.  Exit 
at  Lynchburg  Rd.;  21/2  hours. 
Drive  south  on  Lynchburg  Rd. 
and  ferry  across  the  San  Ja- 
cinto River  to  the  battleground 
where  Texas  won  her  indepen- 
dence from  Mexico.  The 
world's  tallest  battle  monu- 
ment rises  570  feet  to  a  giant 
Texas  star.  Nearby  you  can 
see  the  famous  battleship  Tex- 
as. Then  return  to  1-10  or  con- 


tinue into  Houston  on  Tex.  225. 
Frisch  Auf  Village,  La  Grange, 
Tex.  Exit  at  U.S.  77;  2  hours. 
Take  U.S.  77  north  to  La 
Grange  to  the  Bavarian  Frisch 
Auf  Village.  See  the  Kreische 
Brewery  and  the  historic 
Kreische  home.  In  Monument 
Hill  State  Park  are  the  graves 
of  men  executed  by  Mexican 
troops  after  the  ill-fated  Mier 
Expedition.  The  home  of  N. 
W.  Faison  contains.  Mexican 
War  relics. 

Caverns  of  Sonora,  Sonora, 
Texas.  Sonora  exit;  2  hours. 
The  Caverns  of  Sonora  are 
noted  for  their  delicate  calcite 
formations. 

Indian  Fighters  Fort,  Sheffield, 
Texas.  Fort  Lancaster  exit;  1 
hour.  A  lone  chimney  stands 
sentinel  over  old  Fort  Lancas- 
ter, a  key  post  protecting  the 
Chihuahua  Trail. 
Stage  Stop,  Fort  Stockton, 
Texas.  Fort  Stockton  exit;  2 
hours.  Stages  of  the  Butter- 
field  Overland  Mail  stopped  at 
the  Riggs  Hotel,  now  a  muse- 
um. Also  visit  Fort  Stockton, 
and  the  Grey  Mule  Saloon. 
The  Ghosts  of  Cavalrymen, 
Fort  Davis,  Texas.  Texas  17 
exit;  31/2  hours.  Drive  south 
on  Texas  17  to  old  Fort  Davis. 
Thanks  to  a  remarkable  sound 
system,  the  fort's  past  comes 
alive  every  evening  on  the  pa- 
rade ground.  Harnesses  creak 
and  sabers  jingle  as  the 
ghosts  of  cavalrymen  pass. 
Oldest  Farms  in  America,  San 
Elizario,  Texas.  Exit  at  Texas 
793;  1  hour.  Drive  south  on 
Texas  793,  and  take  Texas  268 
along  the  Rio  Grande  River 
through  the  old  villages  of  San 
Elizario,  Socorro,  and  Ysleta. 
Fields  in  the  vicinity  have  been 
cultivated  continuously  since 
1682  by  the  Spanish,  their  de- 
scendants, and  the  Indians  be- 
fore them. 

Billy  the  Kid,  Las  Cruces,  N.M. 
Exit  at  N.M.  478;  2  hours.  Two 
miles  southwest  of  Las  Cruces 


on  N.M.  478,  Billy  the  Kid  was 
locked  up  in  the  old  jail  at 
Mesilla,  awaiting  trial  for  his 
life.  He  escaped,  however,  be- 
fore the  trial  began. 
Pancho  Villa's  Raid,  Colum- 
bus. N.M.  Exit  at  N.M.  11;  4V2 
hours.  Drive  32  miles  south  on 
N.M.  11  to  Columbus,  the  town 
raided  by  Pancho  Villa  on 
March  9,  1916.  Mementos  of 
the  raid  are  preserved  in  a 
state  park. 

Wonderland  of  Rocks,  Chirica- 
hua  National  Monument,  Ariz. 
Exit  at  Bowie;  4  hours.  Drive 
south  to  Fort  Bowie  where 
Geronimo  was  held  captive. 
Continue  to  Chiricahua  Na- 
tional Monument,  an  area  of 
fantastic  balanced  rocks  and 
weird  formations. 
Town  Too  Tough  to  Die,  Tomb- 
stone, Ariz.  Exit  at  U.S.  80;  4 
hours.  U.S.  80  takes  you  south- 
east to  Tombstone,  the  town 
too  tough  to  die.  See  the  O  K 
Corral,  Bird  Cage  Theatre, 
Crystal  Palace  Saloon,  Tomb- 
stone Courthouse,  and  Boot- 
hill  Cemetery. 

Sentinels  of  the  Desert,  Sa- 
guaro  National  Monument, 
Ariz.  Exit  at  Vail;  2  hours.  Drive 
north  to  the  national  monu- 
ment to  see  forests  of  the 
giant  saguaro. 

Prehistoric  Big  House,  Casa 
Grande  National  Monument, 
Ariz.  Ariz.  87  exit;  3  hours. 
Ariz.  87  leads  north  to  a  mas- 
sive ancient  Indian  dwelling. 
Joshua  Trees,  Joshua  Tree 
National  Monument,  Cal.  Mon- 
ument exit;  3  hours.  Drive  into 
the  national  monument  to  see 
the  rare  desert  trees  which 
the  Mormons  named  for  the 
Biblical  Joshua  because  of 
their  upstretched  arms. 
Desert  Spa,  Palm  Springs,  Cal. 
Exit  at  Cal.  1 1 1 ;  3  hours.  Drive 
southeast  on  Cal.  111  to  Palm 
Springs,  a  plush  and  popular 
resort  community  where  you'll 
find  sunny  desert  and  palm- 
lined  canyons. 
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Moravian  Old  Salem,  Winston- 
Salem,  N.  C.  Winston-Salem 
exit;  4  hours.  The  Moravian 
Congregation  Town  of  Old 
Salem,  founded  in  1766,  has 
been  restored.  Begin  your  tour 
at  the  reception  center. 
Blue  Ridge  Parkway,  Blowing 
Rock,  N.  C.  Exit  at  U.S.  321; 
41/2  hours.  Drive  north  on  U.S. 
321  to  Blowing  Rock.  Ride  the 
narrow-gage  Tweetsie  Rail- 
road. Drive  south  on  the  park- 
way, a  mountain  road  of  stun- 
ning beauty.  Exit  onto  I-40. 
Tom  Wolfe's  Home  Town, 
Asheville,  N.  C.  Exit  at  Ashe- 
ville:  41/2  hours.  Novelist 
Thomas  Wolfe  lived  at  48 
Spruce  St.  in  a  house  known 
as  the  "Old  Kentucky  Home." 
Also  visit  the  Biltmore  House, 
once  the  residence  of  George 
Vanderbilt. 

Indian  Village,  Cherokee,  N.C. 
Exit  at  U.S.  19;  4  hours.  Drive 
west  on  U.S.  19  through  pic- 
turesque Maggie  Valley  to  the 
Cherokee  Indian  Reservation. 
Drive  Vi  mile  north  to  Ocona- 
luftee  Indian  Village.  From 
late  June  to  early  September 
the  Cherokee  drama,  "Unto 
These  Hills,"  is  presented  in 
the  Mountainside  Theatre  on 
U.S.  441.  Continue  on  U.S.  441 
through  Great  Smoky  Moun- 
tain National  Park  to  Gatlin- 
burg.  Tennessee  73  brings 
you  back  to  I-40. 
Johnson  Tailor  Shop,  Green- 
ville, Tenn.  Exit  at  U.S.  411; 
3  hours.  Drive  north  on  U.S. 
411  to  the 'Andrew  Johnson 
National  Historic  Site  on 
Monument  Ave.  in  Greenville. 
American  Museum  of  Atomic 
Energy,  Oak  Ridge,  Tenn.  Exit 
at  Tenn.  95:  3  hours.  Take 
Tenn.  95  to  the  American  Mu- 
seum of  Atomic  Energy  to 
learn  about  atomic  energy. 
Old  Hickory's  Mansion,  Her- 
mitage, Tenn.  Hemitage  Exit; 
21/2  hours.  Drive  north  to  the 
Hermitage,  luxurious  frontier 
mansion   of  Andrew  Jackson, 
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7th  U.S.  President.  Return  to 
I-40  or  drive  into  Nashville  on 
U.S.   70N. 

Casey  Jones  and  Old  382, 
Jackson,  Tenn.  Exit  at  U.S.  45; 

2  hours.  Drive  into  Jackson, 
home  of  Casey  Jones,  railroad 
engineer  who  took  his  Old  382 
on  a  "farewell  trip  to  that 
promised  land."  His  house,  at 
211  W.  Chester,  contains  rail- 
road memorabilia. 

City  of  Three  Capitols,  Little 
Rock,  Ark.  Exit  at  Little  Rock; 

3  hours.  The  Arkansas  Terri- 
torial Capitol,  Old  State  House, 
and  present  State  Capitol  are 
on  your  tour  of  Little  Rock. 
The  Arkansas  Territorial  Capi- 
tol Restoration  on  E.  Third  St. 
preserves  13  buildings. 
Devil's  Den,  Winslow,  Ark.  Exit 
at  U.S.  71;  3  hours.  U.S.  71 
leads  north  along  the  route  of 
the  historic  Butterfield  Trail. 
Turn  west  at  Winslow  on  Ark. 
74  to  Devil's  Den  State  Park. 
See  Devil's  Den  and  a  cave 
called  the  Devil's  Ice  Box. 
Old  Government  Suspender, 
Fort  Smith.  Ark.  Exit  at  Fort 
Smith;  2  hours.  Judge  Isaac 
C.  Parker  sentenced  151  men 
to  be  hung,  more  than  any 
other  judge  in  U.S.  history.  A 
replica  of  his  gallows  stands 
near  his  courtroom  at  Fort 
Smith  National  Historic  Site. 
Cherokee  Country.  Tahlequah, 
Okla.  Exit  at  Okla.  82;  4V2 
hours.  Drive  north  on  Okla.  82 
to  Tsa-La-Gi.  an  authentic  re- 
creation of  a  Cherokee  village. 
Drive  into  Tahlequah  to  see 
the  Cherokee  Capitol  and 
National  Prison.  Take  Okla.  80 
west  to  Fort  Gibson  stockade. 
Stop  in  Muskogee  at  the  Five 
Civilized  Tribes  Museum  and 
take  U.S.  69  to  I-40. 

Indian  City  USA,  Anadarko, 
Okla.  Exit  at  U.S.  281;  4V2 
hours.  Drive  south  on  U.S.  281 
to  Anadarko  and  see  recon- 
structed Indian  villages.  You 
should  also  see  the  Southern 
Plains     Indian    Museum    and 


Crafts  Center,  east  on  U.S.  62. 
Palo  Duro  Canyon  Drive,  Ama- 

rillo,  Tex.  Exit  at  U.S.  60;  4 
hours.  Drive  south  on  U.S.  60 
through  Amarillo,  and  across 
the  Panhandle  Plains  to  Can- 
yon and  the  Panhandle-Plains 
Historical  Museum.  Take  Tex. 
217  east  to  Palo  Duro  Canyon. 
The  road  follows  the  rim  and 
then  winds  down  1,000  feet 
to  the  canyon  floor.  At  the 
amphitheater,  the  drama  "Tex- 
as" is  presented  on  most  sum- 
mer nights. 

Santa  Fe  Trail,  Las  Vegas, 
N.M.  Exit  at  U.S.  84;  4V2  hours. 
Drive  north  on  U.S.  84  toward 
the  Sangre  de  Cristos  Moun- 
tains. At  Las  Vegas,  see  the 
old  Mexican  town  built  around 
a  plaza.  Drive  U.S.  85  to  Wa- 
trous,  where  the  Mountain 
Branch  and  Cimarron  Cutoff 
of  the  Santa  Fe  Trail  joined.  A 
few  miles  down  N.M.  477  is 
historic  Fort  Union.  Return  to 
Las  Vegas.  Either  drive  back 
to  I-40  or  continue  on  U.S.  85 
to  Santa  Fe.  If  you  plan  to  visit 
Santa  Fe,  stop  on  the  way  at 
the  old  Mexican  town  of  San 
Miguel  and  the  crumbling 
ruins  of  Pecos  Pueblo. 
Nation's  Oldest  Capitol,  Santa 
Fe,  N.M.  Exit  at  U.S.  285;  4% 
hours.  U.S.  285  runs  north  to 
Santa  Fe.  The  Palace  of  the 
Governors,  oldest  U.S.  capitol, 
has  stood  there  since  1610.  In- 
dian women  from  nearby 
pueblos  still  sell  wares  be- 
neath its  shady  arcades.  Visit 
the  Museum  of  International 
Folk  Art,  Museum  of  Navajo 
Ceremonial  Art,  Hall  of  the 
Modern  Indian,  and  Fine  Arts 
Building.  Take  U.S.  85  to  re- 
join I-40  at  Albuquerque. 
Ancient  City,  Acoma,  N.M- 
Exit  at  Acoma;  3  hours.  Of  the 
18  Indian  pueblos  in  New 
Mexico,  Acoma  is  probably 
the  most  picturesque. 
Inscription  Rock,  El  Morro  Na- 
tional Monument,  N.M.  Exit  at 
N.M.   53;   4V2    hours.    N.M.   53 


leads  south  through  San  Ra- 
fael and  west  into  Cibola  Na- 
tional Forest  where  you'll  see 
a  cinder  cone  and  an  ice  cave. 
El  Morro  looms  200  feet  high 
over  the  prehistoric  Indian 
trail  from  Acoma  to  Zuni. 
From  El  Morro,  drive  west  to 
the  Zuni  Indian  Reservation. 
Take  N.M.  32  north  to  M0. 
Indian  Trading  Center,  Gallup, 
N.M.  Exit  at  Gallup;  4  hours. 
You'll  find  modern-day  Indians 
shopping  in  up-to-date  stores. 
Learn  about  the  old  Indian 
ways  in  the  excellent  Museum 
of  Indian  Arts. 

Petrified  Forest,  Petrified  For- 
est National  Park,  Ariz.  Exit 
at  park  entrance;  3  hours. 
Drive  into  the  national  park, 
which  contains  the  most  re- 
markable displays  of  petrified 
wood  in  the  world. 
Astronauts'  Training  Grounds, 
Meteor  Crater,  Ariz.  Exit  at 
Rimmy  Jims:  3  hours.  Ameri- 
ca's astronauts  train  in  Meteor 
Crater  for  their  moon  walks, 
because  it's  similar  to  craters 
that  scar  the  moon. 
Extinct  Volcano,  Sunset  Crater 
National  Monument,  Ariz.  Exit 
at  U.S.  89;  4  hours.  Drive  north 
through  Flagstaff  to  the  loop 
road  which  runs  into  Sunset 
Crater  National  Monument. 
Take  the  loop  road  to  Wupatki 
National  Monument  and  see 
ruined  prehistoric  dwellings  of 
Indians  who  farmed  the  rich 
ashes  from  the  eruption  of 
Sunset  Crater.  The  road 
comes  back  out  on  U.S.  89. 
Red  Rocks  Country,  Sedona. 
Ariz.  Exit  at  U.S.  89A;  4% 
hours.  Visit  the  Museum  of 
Northern  Arizona,  Pioneers' 
Historical  Museum,  and  Lowell 
Observatory  in  Flagstaff.  Drive 
south  on  U.S.  89A  into  magnif- 
icent Oak  Creek  Canyon. 
Calico  Ghost  Town,  Barstow, 
Calif.  Exit  at  1-15;  3  hours. 
Drive  east  on  1-15  to  Calico 
Ghost  Town,  a  colorful  old 
mining  community. 
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Whidbey  Island  Loop,  Mount 
Vernon,  Wash.  Exit  at  Wash. 
536  to  Wash.  525;  41/2  hours. 
Drive  across  the  high  Decep- 
tion Pass  Bridge  to  view  fish- 
ing boats  fighting  their  way 
through  tidal  currents.  Coupe- 
ville  was  named  for  Thomas 
Coupe,  the  only  man  to  sail  a 
full-rigged  ship  through  De- 
ception Pass.  Stop  to  see 
Coupe  House,  and  the  Alex- 
ander, Davis,  and  Crockett 
blockhouses  built  by  settlers 
to  hold  off  Indians.  Fort  Casey 
on  Wash.  113  has  gun  em- 
placements and  a  lighthouse 
museum.  Drive  on  Wash.  525 
to  Columbia  Beach  where  a 
Washington  State  Ferry  takes 
you  for  a  15-minute  ride  to 
Mukilteo.  From  there  it's  an 
easy  drive  on  Wash.  525  to  I-5. 
Capitol  Campus,  Olympia, 
Wash.  Exit  at  Capitol  Blvd.: 
21/2  hours.  Drive  north  to  the 
Capitol  Campus  where  the 
domed  Legislative  Building 
rises  on  a  grassy  knoll  amid 
sunken  gardens.  You'll  find  a 
complex  of  imposing  state  "of- 
fice buildings,  and  an  exact 
duplicate  of  the  Tivoli  Gardens 
fountain  in  Copenhagen. 
Pioneer  Blockhouse,  Central- 
ia,  Wash.  Exit  at  Centralia:  2 
hours.  Fort  Borst  Park  con- 
tains the  Borst  Blockhouse. 
Historic  Church,  Claquato. 
Wash.  Exit  at  Wash.  6:  1  hour. 
Drive  west  to  Claquato  a  half- 
deserted  pioneer  town,  where 
the  oldest  church  in  the  state 
was  built  of  lumber  sawed  in  a 
waterpowered  mill  and  held 
together  with  hand-forged 
nails.  Its  bronze  bell  was 
shipped  around  Cape  Horn 
from  Boston  in  1857. 
Washington's  Oldest  City, 
Vancouver,  Wash.  Exit,  busi- 
ness route  I-5;  3  hours.  Follow 
guide  numbers  1  through  9  be- 
side the  route  to  see  places  of 
historical  interest.  Founded  by 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company, 
Vancouver  was  long  an  out- 
post of  civilization  in  the 
Northwest.  Visit  Covington 
House,  4208  Main  St.,  Clark 
County  Historical  Museum,  St. 
James  Church,  12th  and  Wash- 
ington, and  Vancouver  Bar- 
racks, where  U.  S.  Grant  once 
served  as  a  brevet  captain.  At 
Fort  Vancouver  National  His- 
toric Site,  you'll  find  a  Visitors' 
Center  and  Museum.  Return  to 
I-5  via  Mill  Plain  Blvd. 
Oriental  Art  and  Indian  Masks, 
Eugene,  Ore.  Exit  at  Eugene; 
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2  hours.  The  University  of  Ore- 
gon campus  includes  a  fasci- 
nating collection  of  Oriental 
art  in  the  Museum  of  Art.  Be 
sure  and  see  the  18th-century 
jade  pagoda  standing  9  feet 
high.  The  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  also  on  the  campus, 
contains  Indian  masks. 
Lumber,  Roseburg,  Ore.  Exit 
at  Ore.  138;  4  hours.  Drive 
through  Roseburg  where  lum- 
ber mills  process  the  timber 
of  the  Umpqua  National  For- 
est. Ore.  138  leads  up  the  tu- 
multuous North  Umpqua  Riv- 
er. Drive  as  far  as  Diamond 
Lake;  return  as  you  came  or  if 
you  have  time  (4  more  hours), 
continue  to  Crater  Lake  Na- 
tional Park,  and  take  Ore.  62 
to  return  to  I-5  at  Medford. 
Jet  Boats  to  Hellgate,  Grants 
Pass,  Ore.  Exit  at  Grants  Pass; 
21/2  hours.  Jet  boats  speed  you 
on  a  trip  from  Grants  Pass 
down  the  Rogue  River  to  Hell- 
gate  Canyon  where  the  tor- 
rent breaks  through  the  Siski- 
you Range.  Return  to  I-5. 
Oregon  Gold  Rush,  Jackson- 
ville, Ore.  Exit  at  Ore.  238  at 
Medford;  2  hours.  Follow  Ore. 
238  to  Jacksonville,  a  gold 
rush  town  of  1851  vintage. 
The  Oregon  Shakespearean 
Theatre,  Ashland,  Ore.  Exit  at 
Ashland;  1  hour.  Shakespear- 
ean plays  are  offered  in  a 
replica  of  London's  Fortune 
Theatre  of  1599.  Next  -to  the 
outdoor  Shakespearean  The- 
atre is  a  new  600-seat  indoor 
theater  designed  for  the  latest 
modern  plays.  There  are  mat- 
inee and  evening  perform- 
ances in  both  theaters  from 
June  26  to  September  13  and 
weekends  beginning  on  May 
22.  Drive  back  to  I-5. 
Snow-Covered  Double  Peak, 
Mt.  Shasta,  Cal.  Exit  at  Mt. 
Shasta;  3  hours.  Drive  to  the 
8,000-foot  level  of  14,162-foot 
Mount  Shasta  to  see  five  per- 
petual glaciers  edging  down 
the  sides  of  this  icy,  dormant 
volcano,  world-renowned  for 
its  austere  beauty. 
World's  Highest  Overflow 
Dam,  Project  City,  Cal.  Exit 
at  Project  City;  2  hours.  Drive 
4  miles  to  602-foot-high  Shas- 
ta Dam,  the  world's  highest 
overflow-type  dam. 
Ghost  Town,  Old  Shasta,  Cal. 
Exit  at  Cal.  299;  2  hours.  Drive 
west  through  Redding  to  Shas- 
ta State  Historical  Monument, 
a  ghost  town  on  Cal.  299.  Once 
10,000   people   made  this   the 


metropolis  of  northern  Cali- 
fornia. Many  substantial  old 
buildings  still  remain  here. 
A  President's  House,  Red 
Bluff,  Cal.  Exit  at  Red  Bluff;  2 
hours.  Visit  the  adobe  home  of 
William  B.  Ide,  the  only  presi- 
dent of  the  short-lived  Cali- 
fornia Republic. 
Chinese  River  God,  Marysville, 
Cal.  Exit  Cal.  20;  3  hours.  More 
than  100  years  ago  Chinese 
gold  miners  built  a  temple  in 
Marysville  to  Bok  Kai,  the  river 
god.  Drive  east  on  Cal.  20  to 
this  historic  mining  town.  Visit 
Bok  Kai  and  see  the  Mary 
Aaron  Museum,  containing 
Gold  Rush  exhibits. 
Wine  Country,  Exit  U.S.  50;  4 
hours.  The  gravelly  soil  of  the 
Livermore  Valley  has  made  it 
a  premier  wine-producing  dis- 
trict. Drive  west  on  U.S.  50 
through  the  valley  where  vine- 
yards cover  the  hills.  You'll 
find  hospitable  wineries  in  the 
Livermore-Contra  Costa  Re- 
gion, around  the  old  Mission 
San  Jose,  and  at  Irvington. 
Most  offer  tours.  Spanish 
padres  planted  the  first  vines 
over  150  years  ago. 
Little  Spanish  Town,  San  Juan 
Bautista,  Cal.  Exit  Cal.  152;  4 
hours.  Cal.  152  takes  you  west 
through  Pacheco  Pass  to  Cal. 
156  and  San  Juan  Bautista, 
built  around  a  Spanish  mis- 
sion. You'll  find  the  old  mis- 
sion and  the  Spanish  houses 
unchanged.  Take  Cal.  156  and 
152  back  to  I-5. 
Pioneer  Village,  Bakersfield, 
Cal.  Exit  Cal.  58;  2  hours.  A 
pioneer  village  adjoins  the 
Kern  County  Museum  in  Bak- 
ersfield. Return  to  I-5  via  U.S. 
99  to  the  south. 
Camel  Corps  Fort,  Fort  Tejon, 
Cal.  Exit  Fort  Tejon;  1  hour. 
Jefferson  Davis  thought  cam- 
els would  make  suitable 
beasts  of  burden  for  troopers 
fighting  Indians  in  the  South- 
west. Visit  Fort  Tejon,  the 
western  terminus  for  the  U.S. 
Camel  Corps. 

Mission  of  the  Swallows,  San 
Juan  Capistrano,  Cal.  Exit, 
San  Juan  Capistrano;  2  hours. 
Yes,  the  swallows  do  come 
back  to  Capistrano  in  the 
spring,  but  tourists  come  here 
all  year  around. 
King  of  Missions,  Oceanside, 
Cal.  Exit  Cal.  76;  2  hours. 
Largest  of  the  California  mis- 
sions, Mission  San  Luis  Rey 
de  Francia  is  located  just  east 
of  Oceanside. 
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Jrand  Portage,  Jay  Cooke 
tate  Park,  Minn.  Exit  at  U.S. 
!10;  2  hours.  Drive  east  to 
Carlton.  Minn.  39  leads 
hrough  the  birch  and  pine 
orest  of  Jay  Cooke  State  Park 
>eside  the  St.  Louis  River. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  the 
amous  Grand  Portage  on  the 
foyageur  canoe  trail  from 
Lake  Superior  to  the  mighty 
vlississippi  River. 
ndian  Lore,  Mille  Lacs  Lake. 
s/linn.  Exit  at  Minn.  18;  4  hours. 
Take  Minn.  18  west  to  Minn. 
\7  to  Mille  Lacs.  In  Kathio 
State  Park  you'll  find  Indian 
Durial  mounds.  Continue  to  the 
west  shore  of  Mille  Lacs  to  the 
ndian  Museum  and  Trading 
Post.  Return  via  Minn.  27.  47, 
and  18  to  I-35. 

Dalles  of  the  St.  Croix,  Taylors 
Falls,  Minn.  Exit  at  Minn.  95: 
hours.  Drive  southeast  on 
Minn.  95  to  Taylors  Falls, 
where  boats  leave  for  the 
rugged  Dalles  of  the  St.  Croix 
River.  U.S.  8  returns  you  to 
I-35  at  Forest  Lake. 
Royal  Doors,  Northfield,  Minn. 
Exit  at  Minn.  19:  2  hours.  East 
on  Minn.  19  is  Northfield, 
home  of  two  colleges,  Carleton 
and  St.  Olaf.  At  St.  Olaf  you'll 
see  the  new  St.  Olaf  Center 
with  the  famous  carved  Wer- 
enskiold  doors.  On  the  way 
back  to  I-35,  stop  at  the  G.  T. 
Schjedahl  Co.,  makers  of  orbi- 
tal satellites. 

Blue  Cheese  Caves.  Faribault, 
Minn.  Exit  at  Minn.  60;  3  hours. 
Any  day  but  Sunday  you  can 
tour  the  caves  in  which  blue 
cheese  is  aged. 
Stockade  and  Fort,  Fort 
Dodge,  Iowa.  Exit  at  U.S.  20; 
3  hours.  Drive  west  on  U.S. 
20  to  Fort  Dodge.  The  replica 
of  Fort  Dodge,  a  post  built  to 
protect  settlers  from  the  Sioux, 
is  on  U.S.  20. 

Santa  Fe  Trail,  Gardner,  Kans. 
Exit  at  U.S.  56;  31/2  hours. 
Drive  west  on  U.S.  56  into 
Olathe  where  the  Mahaffie 
Depot,  a  stage  stop  on  the 
Santa  Fe  Trail,  still  stands.  As 
you  drive  west  on  U.S.  56, 
you'll  see  ruts  of  the  old  Santa 
Fe  Trail.  South  of  Black  Jack 
roadside  park  near  Baldwin, 
you  can  see  where  the  trail 
forded  Captain's  Creek.  In 
Baldwin  you'll  find  Santa  Fe 
Trail  relics  in  the  Old  Castle. 
Go  west  to  U.S.  59  and  drive 
south  through  Ottawa  to  I-35. 
Cherokee  Strip,  Arkansas  City, 
Kans.  Exit  at  U.S.  166;  2  hours. 


Take  U.S.  166  east  to  Arkansas 
City.   In   1893,  275,000   home- 
steaders started  the  Cherokee 
Strip  land  rush  just  south  of 
town.  The  story  is  told  in  the 
Cherokee  Strip  Living  Museum 
south  on  U.S.  77. 
Pioneer  Woman,   Ponca  City, 
Okla.  Exit  at  U.S.  60;  2  hours. 
Take  U.S.  60  to  the  oil  town 
to  Ponca  City.  Visit  the  statue 
of  a  pioneer  woman  and  the 
pioneer  museum. 
Pawnee    Bill,    Pawnee,    Okla. 
Exit  at  U.S.  64;  3  hours.  Drive 
east  on  U.S.  64  to  Pawnee  Bill 
Museum   State   Park.   Pawnee 
Bill  took  his  Wild  West  show 
all  over  the  U.S.  and  Europe. 
His    mansion   at    Blue    Hawk 
Peak  is  crammed  with   keep- 
sakes of  his  career. 
Old  Oklahoma,  Guthrie,  Okla. 
Exit   at   Okla.   33;    11/2    hours. 
Drive    west    on    Okla.   33    to 
Guthrie.    Guthrie    was    Okla- 
homa's capital  until  the  state 
seal    was    spirited    away    one 
night  to  Oklahoma  City.  You'll 
enjoy  the  old  buildings. 
View  from  Bromide  Hill,  Piatt 
National    Park,    Okla.    Exit   at 
Okla.   7;   2   hours.    Drive   east 
on   Okla.   7  to   Piatt   National 
Park.  From  a  road  atop  Bro- 
mide Hill,  you  can  see  eastern- 
wooded   canyons   to  the  east 
and  western  cactus  and  sage 
to  the  west.  The  park's  mineral 
springs  are  renowned. 
Ike's  Birthplace,  Denison,  Tex. 
Exit  at  U.S.  82;  4  hours.  U.S. 
82  takes  you  east  to  Sherman. 
Drive    north    on    U.S.    75    into 
Denison,      where      President 
Dwight    D.    Eisenhower    was 
born  in  a  2-story  frame  house 
at  208  E.  Day  St. 
Six  Flags  over  Texas,  Arling- 
ton,    Tex.     Exit     Dallas-Fort 
Worth    Turnpike    from    I-35E; 
41/2   hours.  Take  the  turnpike 
west  to  Six  Flags  for  some  of 
the  nation's  most  imaginative 
rides.  Be  sure  to  try  the  Log 
Flume,    which    plummets    you 
down  a  flume  in  a  hollow  log; 
The  Runaway  Mine  Train  roars 
through  an  underwater  tunnel. 
For  tamer  rides,  try  the  steam- 
powered    trains,    water    trips 
through   the  Spelunker  Cave, 
and  antique  car  rides.  Enjoy 
Old  West  entertainment  in  the 
Crazy    Horse    Saloon,    Krofft 
Puppet  Theatre,   and   musical 
reviews  in  the  Southern  Pal- 
ace. The   price   of  admission 
entitles  you  to  enjoy  all  the  at- 
tractions.   Continue    west    to 
I-35W  or  return  to  I-35E. 


Dinosaur  Tracks.  Glen  Rose, 
Tex.  Exit  at  U.S.  67;  31/2  hours. 
Drive  southwest  to  Glen  Rose 
to  find  dinosaur  tracks  in  the 
Paluxy  River  bed.  See  foot- 
prints of  one  hungry  carnivore 
pursuing  the  footprints  of  a 
vegetarian.  Then  drive  south 
on  Tex.  144  to  Meridian  and 
the  Norwegian  community  of 
Clifton.  Take  Tex.  6  on  back 
to  I-35  at  Waco. 
Stagecoach  Inn,  Salado,  Tex. 
Exit  at  Salado;  2  hours.  Salado 
has  several  old  houses  and 
mills  which  were  there  when 
cowboys  drove  cattle  down  the 
Chisholm  Trail  right  past  the 
town.  Visit  the  restored  Stage- 
coach Inn  and  the  Central 
Texas  Area  Museum. 
Inner  Space  Caverns,  George- 
town, Tex.  Exit  at  Tex.  29;  2 
hours.  Drive  through  George- 
town to  Inner  Space  Caverns. 
When  engineers  drilled  core 
samples  during  the  construc- 
tion of  I-35,  they  discovered 
one  of  the  southwest's  largest 
caverns. 

Shooting  of  Sam  Bass,  Round

Drive  west  through 
Frederick  on  U.S.  340  to  Har- 
pers Ferry,  where  abolitionist 
John  Brown  raided  the  U.S.

Stop  at 
the  Stage  Coach  Inn  on  Shen- 
andoah St.,  the  Master  Armor- 
er's House,  and  also  at  John 
Brown's  Fort. 

Hager's  Fancy,  Hagerstown. 
Md.  Exit  at  Hagerstown;  2 
hours.  Jonathan  Hager  built 
his  fieldstone  house  called 
"Hager's  Fancy"  in  1739  and 
founded  Hagerstown.  You'll 
find  the  house  on  Key  Street. 
Revolutionary  War  Drills,  Fort 
Frederick  State  Park,  Md.  Exit 
at  Big  Pool;  3  hours.  Drive 
south  through  Big  Pool  to  Fort 
Frederick,  the  only  British 
colonial  stone  fort  left  in  North 
America.  Reactivated  Mary- 
land regiments  perform  Revo- 
lutionary War  drills  here. 
National  Road,  Cumberland, 
Md.  Exit  at  U.S.  40;  4V2  hours. 
Drive  west  on  U.S.  40,  which 
was  once  called  the  National 
Road.  The  road  takes  the 
rugged  Narrows  through  the 
Alleghenies.  You'll  find  an 
1833  Toll  House  8  miles  west 
of  Cumberland.  George  Wash- 
ington's headquarters  during 
the  French  and  Indian  Wars 
are  in  Riverside  Park  in  Cum- 
berland. Drive  north  into  Penn- 
sylvania. Pa.  96  takes  you 
into  a  magnificent  mountain 
valley.  Turn  east  on  U.S.  30  to 
rejoin  I-70,  the  Pennsylvania 
Turnpike,  at  Exit  11. 
Johnstown  Flood,  Johnstown, 
Pa.  Exit  at  Exit  10;  2  hours. 
Drive    north    on    U.S.    219    to 


Johnstown.  On  May  31,  1889, 
the  South  Fork  Dam  broke, 
and  a  wall  of  water  roared 
down  on  the  city,  drowning 
3,000  people.  The  damsite  is 
at  the  intersection  of  U.S.  219 
and  Pa.  53.  To  view  the  fate- 
ful valley,  take  the  Inclined 
Plane  Railway  from  Vine  & 
Union  Sts.  It's  the  steepest 
railway  in  the  country. 
Whiskey  Rebellion,  Washing- 
ton, Pa.  Exit  at  Washington; 
2  hours.  David  Bradford,  lead- 
er of  the  Whiskey  Rebellion, 
lived  at  173  Main  St. 
Prehistoric  Indian  Earthworks, 
Newark,  Ohio.  Exit  at  Ohio  13; 
2  hours.  Drive  north  on  Ohio 
13  to  Newark,  center  of  a 
group  of  prehistoric  Indian 
earthworks.  The  Octagon 
Earthworks  are  in  the  Octagon 
State  Memorial  on  N.  33rd  St., 
and  the  Great  Circle  Earth- 
works are  in  the  Mound  Build- 
ers State  Memorial  on  Route 
79  at  the  town's  southern 
edge.  Eagle  Effigy  Mound  is 
in  the  Mound  Builders  State 
Memorial.  You  take  Ohio  79 
back  to  I-70. 

Air  Force  Museum,  Wright-Pat- 
terson Air  Force  Base,  Ohio. 
Exit  at  Ohio  4;  3  hours.  Drive 
south  on  Ohio  4  through  Fair- 
born  to  Wright-Patterson  Air 
Force  Base.  Here,  the  Air 
Force  displays  some  100  air- 
planes and  missiles. 
Oldest  Covered  Bridge,  Eaton, 
Ohio.  Exit  at  U.S.  127;  1  hour. 
Drive  south  on  U.S.  127  past 
Eaton  3  miles.  Roberts  Bridge, 
built  in  1829,  spans  Seven  Mile 
Creek  on  Camden  Pike. 
Underground  Railroad,  Foun- 
tain City,  Ind.  Exit  at  U.S.  27; 
2  hours.  Drive  through  Rich- 
mond on  U.S.  27  to  Fountain 
City.  The  Coffin  House  at  115 
N.  Main  St.  used  to  be  known 
as  "Grand  Central  Station" 
on  the  pre-Civil  War  Under- 
ground Railroad. 
Tom  Lincoln's  Cabin,  Lincoln 
Log  Cabin  State  Park,  III.  Exit 


at  III.  130;  2  hours.  Drive 
into  Greenup  on  III.  130  and 
take  III.  121  west  to  Toledo, 
from  where  an  unmarked  road 
runs  north  to  Lincoln  Log 
Cabin  State  Park.  Tom  Lincoln, 
Abraham's  father,  built  his 
cabin  on  this  site  in  1837. 
Missouri  Rhineland,  Hermann, 
Mo.  Exit  at  Mo.  47;  3  hours. 
Drive  south  on  Mo.  47  across 
the  Missouri  River  to  Mo.  100, 
which  runs  west.  Visit  a  string 
of  towns  on  the  banks  of  the 
Missouri,  settled  by  Germans 
who  fled  from  their  homeland 
in  1848.  Quaint  brick  houses 
line  the  streets  in  Washington 
and  Hermann.  Take  Mo.  19 
back  across  the  river  and 
north  to  I-70. 

Westering  Wagon  Trains,  Ar- 
row Rock,  Mo.  Exit  at  Mo.  41; 
41/2  hours.  Drive  north  on  Mo. 
41  to  Arrow  Rock  where  the 
old  tavern  still  serves  meals 
as  it  did  to  travelers  over  the 
Santa  Fe  Trail.  Westering  wa- 
gon trains  camped  at  Santa  Fe 
Springs,  and  the  old  trail  can 
be  seen  coming  from  the  Mis- 
souri ferry. 

Civil  War  Battle,  Lexington, 
Mo.  Exit  at  Mo.  13;  2Vz  hours. 
Drive  north  to  Lexington.  The 
Battle  of  Lexington  State  Park 
is  on  the  town's  northwest 
edge.  See  where  Union  forces 
failed  to  hold  off  besieging 
Confederates.  A  Union  can- 
nonball  struck  a  column, of  the 
Lafayette  County  Court  House, 
where  it  still  remains.  Take 
U.S.  24  west  to  Mo.  131.  To 
visit  Fort  Osage,  continue  west 
on  U.S.  24  to  the  Fort  Osage 
turnoff.  Otherwise,  return  to 
I-70  on  Mo.  131. 
Fur  Trading  Post,  Fort  Osage, 
Mo.  Exit  at  Mo.  131;  2  hours. 
Drive  north  on  Mo.  131  to  U.S. 
24  which  leads  west  to  the 
Fort  Osage  turnoff.  The  fort  is 
a  faithfully  rebuilt  frontier  out- 
post. Return  to  I-70  or  take 
U.S.  24  into  Independence  and 
Kansas  City. 


Transport  Museum,  Fort  Leav- 
enworth, Kans.  Exit  at  U.S.  73; 
3  hours.  Drive  north  on  U.S. 
73  through  the  town  of  Leav- 
enworth to  Fort  Leavenworth, 
oldest  continuously  active  fort 
west  of  the  Mississippi.  Visit 
the  Territorial  Governor's  resi- 
dence and  the  museum. 
Sword  of  Coronado,  Topeka, 
Kans.  Exit  at  Topeka;  11/2 
hours.  A  sword  from  the  time 
of  Coronado's  expedition  is 
displayed  in  the  Kansas  State 
Historical  Society's  museum. 
You'll  also  see  period  rooms, 
and  a  Concord  stagecoach 
displayed  in  the  Memorial 
Building,  120  W.  10th  St. 
Wild  West  Military  Frontier, 
Fort  Riley,  Kans.  Exit  at  Kans. 
177;  3  hours.  Drive  north  on 
Kans.  177  to  Manhattan.  Take 
Kans.  18  west  into  Fort  Riley, 
once  a  frontier  outpost.  Follow 
the  marked  tour  to  see  the 
First  Territorial  Capitol  of 
Kansas  2  miles  from  the  fort's 
east  gate.  Follow  Kans.  18  to 
Junction  City,  from  where  U.S. 
77  runs  south  to  I-70. 
Eisenhower  Center,  Abilene, 
Kans.  Exit  at  Abilene;  3  hours. 
Abilene  is  President  Dwight 
Eisenhower's  boyhood  home 
and  burial  place.  Ike's  house 
and  a  museum  and  library  de- 
pict his  life.  The  museum  is 
exceptionally  interesting,  but 
most  visitors  enjoy  the  simple 
home  with  the  gingerbread 
eaves  even  more.  Abilene  was 
also  the  town  of  Wild  Bill 
Hickok  and  trail  drives. 
Indian  Burial  Pit,  Salina,  Kans. 
Exit  at  U.S.  81;  2  hours.  Take 
U.S.  81  into  Salina,  then  fol- 
low signs  to  the  Price  Brothers 
farm  where  a  Salina  policeman 
discovered  146  prehistoric  In- 
dian skeletons.

Rock  Island  Arsenal,  Rock  Is- 
land, III.  Exit  at  U.S.  67;  2 
hours.  Drive  into  Rock  Island 
to  visit  the  Arsenal  on  the 
island  in  the  Mississippi. 
Browning  Memorial  Museum 
contains  a  firearms  collection 
and  a  replica  of  Fort  Arm- 
strong. Continue  west  to  see 
the  11-gate  roller  dam.  U.S. 
61  takes  you  to  I-80. 
Herbert  Hoover  Birthplace, 
West  Branch,  Iowa.

Abner  Doubleday 
invented  baseball  in  Coopers- 
town,  now  home  of  the  Nation- 
al Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  and 
Museum.  Drive  south  on  N.Y. 
28  to  Cooperstown.  After  visit- 
ing Hall  of  Fame,  see  the 
Farmers'  Museum  and  the 
Fenimore  House  which  con- 
tains American  folk  art. 
Carriage  Museum,  Canandai- 
gua,  N.Y.  Exit  43;  2  hours. 
Gideon  Granger,  Postmaster 
General  under  Presidents  Jef- 
ferson and  Madison,  lived  in  a 
house  in  Beautiful  Canandai- 
gua.  Two  outbuildings  contain 
more  than  50  antique  car- 
riages ranging  from  buck- 
boards  to  sleighs.  N.Y.  21 
leads  to  Canandaigua. 
Perry's  Flagship,  Erie,  Pa.  Exit 
at  Pa.  8;  2  hours.  Drive  to  the 
foot  of  State  St.,  where  the  re- 
stored USS  Niagara  is  tied  up. 
The  ship  was  Admiral  Oliver 
Perry's  flagship  on  Lake  Erie 
during  the  War  of  1812. 
Garfield  Home,  Mentor,  Ohio.

Peace  Pipe  Quarry,  Pipestone 
National  Monument,  Minn.  Exit 
at  U.S.  75;  3  hours.  Since  Hia- 
watha's day,  most  peace  pipes 
made  by  Plains  Indians  were 
of  red  stone  from  quarries  now 
in  the  national  monument.  To 
reach  the  monument,  drive 
north  on  U.S.  75. 
Badlands,  Badlands  National 
Monument,  S.D.  Exit  at  U.S. 
16A;  4  hours.  U.S.  16A  winds 
through  the  stark  and  magnif- 
icent geology  of  the  Badlands 
and  comes  out  on  I-90. 
Living  Gold  Camp,  Deadwood, 
S.D.  Exit  at  U.S.  14A;  4  hours. 
See  the  No.  10  saloon  where 
Wild  Bill  Hickok  was  sitting 
when  Jack  McCall  shot  him  in 
the  back.  The  shooting  is  re- 
enacted  every  summer  eve. 
Bill  is  buried  in  Mt.  Moriah 
Cemetery.  Drive  to  Lead  and 
tour  Homestake,  the  world's 
largest  working  gold  mine.  Re- 
turn to  Deadwood,  where  U.S. 
85  takes  you  north  to  I-90. 
First  National  Monument,  Dev- 
ils Tower  National  Monument, 
Wyo.  Exit  at  U.S.  14;  4  hours. 
Drive  U.S.  14  and  Wyo.  24  to 
Devils  Tower,  the  first  national 
monument.  The  tower  rises 
1,280  feet  above  the  Belle 
Fourche  River. 

Ranch  Museum,  Sheridan, 
Wyo.  Exit  at  U.S.  87;  3  hours. 
Drive  on  U.S.  87  and  County 
1703  to  Big  Horn  and  then 
south  on  an  unnumbered  road 
to  the  Brinton  Memorial  Ranch 
Museum.  Return  to  U.S.  87 
and  continue  to  Sheridan 
where  you'll  rejoin  I-90. 


The  Custer  Fight,  Custer  Bat- 
tlefield National  Monument, 
Mont.  Exit  at  U.S.  212;  3  hours. 
Here  on  the  Little  Bighorn  in 
1876,  the  Sioux  and  Cheyenne 
wiped  out  Custer's  command. 
Drive  on  U.S.  212  to  the  visitor 
center  and  then  tour  the  dra- 
matic battlefield. 
Black  Otter  Trail,  Billings, 
Mont.  Billings  Exit;  2  hours. 
Take  the  Black  Otter  Trail, 
which  winds  along  sheer  cliffs 
overlooking  the  city.  At  the 
trail's  east  end  is  Boothill 
Cemetery. 

Richest  Hill  on  Earth,  Butte, 
Mont.  Exit  at  Butte;  2  hours. 
Drive  along  U.S.  91  which 
leads  past  the  open-pit  copper 
mines.  One  thousand  acres  of 
mines  dig  into  the  gold,  silver, 
copper,  and  lead  of  the  "Rich- 
est Hill  on  Earth." 
The  Last  Chancer,  Helena, 
Mont.  Exit  at  U.S.  12;  4V2 
hours.  A  fine  exhibit  of  original 
Old  West  paintings  and  sculp- 
ture of  Charlie  Russell  are  in 
the  Montana  Historical  Muse- 
um. After  visiting  the  muse- 
um, take  "The  Last  Chancer," 
a  tour  train  which  takes  you 
around  the  picturesque  streets 
of  the  town  that  got  its  start 
as  a  mining  camp,  Last 
Chance  Gulch.  Also  visit  the 
state  capitol. 

Smoke  Jumpers'  Base,  Mis- 
soula, Mont.  Exit  at  Missoula; 
2  hours.  Just  west  of  Missoula, 
180  Forest  Service  smoke 
jumpers  live  and  train  at  their 
base.  A  smoke  jumper  will 
take  you  on  a  tour. 
Buffalo  Tour,  National  Bison 
Range,  Mont.  Exit  at  U.S.  93; 
4  hours.  Drive  north  on  U.S. 
93  to  the  National  Bison  Range 
where  you  drive  over  a  19- 
mile  self-guiding  loop  road 
through  the  sanctuary. 
Black-robed  Jesuits,  Cataldo, 
Idaho.  Exit  at  Cataldo;  1  hour. 
Drive  off  I-90  to  visit  the  Mis- 
sion of  the  Sacred  Heart,  built 
by   black-robed   Jesuits.

Lisle,  III.  Exit  at  111.53;  2  hours. 
Drive  north  on  III.  53  to  the 
one-time  estate  of  J.  Sterling 
Morton,  now  one  of  the  world's 
great  arboretums.  You  can 
drive  through  the  1425-acre 
Morton  Arboretum  or  take 
time  for  a  nature  hike. 
Friend  of  Lincoln,  Blooming- 
ton,  III.  Exit  at  Bloomington; 
1  hour.  Visit  the  David  Davis 
Mansion  at  Davis  Ave.  and 
Monroe.  Davis,  a  Chief  Justice 
of  the  U.S.,  was  a  friend  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.  This  is  Adlai 
Stevenson's  hometown  and 
burial   place. 

Town  Lincoln  Christened,  Lin- 
coln, III.  Exit  at  Lincoln;  1 
hour.  Lincoln  himself  chris- 
tened the  town  with  a  water- 
melon in  1853.  You'll  find  a 
replica  of  the  courthouse 
where  he  argued  cases. 
Lincoln  Country,  Springfield, 
III.  Exit  at  Springfield;  41/2 
hours.  Springfield  became  Il- 
linois' capital  thanks  to  a  bill 
introduced  by  Abraham  Lin- 
coln in  the  state  legislature. 
The  Old  State  House  is  where 
he  gave  his  great  House  Di- 
vided speech.  Visit  his  home 
at  430  S.  8th  St.,  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  Museum  at  8th  and 
Jackson,  his  downtown  law 
office,  and  the  railroad  depot 
where  he  gave  his  Farewell 
Address.  Then  drive  out  III. 
125  and  97  to  New  Salem,  the 
reconstructed  village  where 
young  Lincoln  lived.  You'll  find 
the  Berry-Lincoln  Store  as  it 
was  when  Abe  was  the  store- 
keeper. The  Rutledge  Tavern 
where  he  reportedly  met  Ann 
Rutledge,  and  the  Onstot 
Cooperage  are  among  New 
Salem's  buildings.  Return  to 
Springfield  and  I-55. 
Mysterious  Mound  Builders, 
Cahokia  Mounds  State  Park, 
III.  Exit  at  Bus.  U.S.  40;  2 
hours.  Drive  south  on  Bus.  U.S. 
40  to  the  park.  The  Monks 
Mound  is  the  largest  of  18 
surviving  mounds  erected  by 
prehistoric  Indians  around 
1200  A.D.  Return  to  I-55  to 
continue  your  drive  into  St. 
Louis,  Mo. 

Missouri's  Oldest  Town,  Ste. 
Genevieve,  Mo.  Exit  at  Mo.  32; 
3  hours.  Drive  north  into  Ste. 
Genevieve,  founded  by  French 
settlers  in  1735.  You'll  still 
hear  French  spoken  here.  The 
Bolduc  House  and  the  Amor- 
eaux  House  are  among  the 
oldest   houses    in    the    entire 


Mississippi  Valley.  You'll  also 
enjoy  seeing  the  Green  Tree 
Tavern,  the  Fur  Trading  Post, 
and  the  Mammy  Shaw  House. 
John  J.  Audubon's  collection 
of  stuffed  birds  is  in  the  His- 
torical Museum. 
Liberty  Bell  of  the  West,  Kas- 
kaskia,  III.  Exit  at  St.  Mary's; 
3  hours.  Drive  through  St. 
Mary's  and  cross  the  bridge 
to  Kaskaskia  Island,  the  only 
Illinois  town  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi River.  Kaskaskia,  the 
first  capital  city  of  Illinois,  was 
washed  away  by  the  river.  In 
a  brick  building  you'll  find  a 
cracked  bell.  It  was  cast  in 
France  in  1741,  shipped  to 
New  Orleans,  and  rafted  up 
the  Mississippi.  When  George 
Rogers  Clark  captured  Kas- 
kaskia from  the  British  on  July 
4,  1778,  the  bell  pealed  forth 
the  news.  Since  then  it  has 
been  called  the  "Liberty  Bell 
of  the  West." 

Ancient  Sea  Shore,  Cape  Gir- 
ardeau,   Mo.    Exit   at   Mo.    72; 

1  hour.  Drive  into  Cape  Girar- 
deau, and  enjoy  the  beautiful 
Cape  Rock  Drive  which  en- 
circles the  city.  Cape  Rock 
was  once  part  of  a  headland 
washed  by  the  waves  of  the 
ancient  Gulf  of  Mexico. 
Steamboat  Town,  Cairo,  III. 
Exit  at  I-57;  3  hours.  Take  I-57 
east  to  Cairo,  one  of  the  cities 
in  Illinois'  Little  Egypt,  a  re- 
gion of  cotton  and  magnolias, 
which  is  farther  south  than 
Richmond,  Va.  Situated  where 
the  Ohio  meets  the  Mississip- 
pi, Cairo  has  been  often 
flooded.  Today  it  hides  be- 
hind great  levees,  making  it 
the  only  walled  city  in  the 
Midwest.  Magnolia  Manor, 
2700  Washington  Ave.,  was 
built  by  a  merchant  prince  be- 
fore the  Civil  War. 
Pre-Columbian  Indians,  Ham- 
ilton Field  School  Museum, 
Van    Meter    State    Park,    Mo.; 

2  hours.  Excavations  from  an 
ancient  aboriginal  settlement 
have  filled  the  museum  with 
fascinating  artifacts. 

Ole  Miss,  Oxford,  Miss.  Exit 
at  Miss.  6;  21/2  hours.  Take 
Miss.  6  east  to  Oxford,  home 
of  the  world-famous  novelist 
William  Faulkner.  At  the  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi,  visit  the 
University  Gallery,  Museum  of 
Classical  Archaeology,  and 
Museum  of  Anthropology.  You 
will  see  many  antebellum 
homes  in  the  town. 
Highway  of   History,   Natchez 


Trace  Parkway,  Miss.  Exit  at 
U.S.  82;  41/2  hours.  Drive  east 
on  the  U.S.  82  to  Mathiston, 
where  you  turn  south  on  the 
national  parkway  which  fol- 
lows the  historic  Natchez 
Trace.  Used  by  traders,  emi- 
grants, circuit  riders,  and  Andy 
Jackson's  army  en  route  to  the 
Battle  of  New  Orleans,  the 
Natchez  Trace  was  the  high- 
way of  history  for  the  old 
Southwest.  Abraham  Lincoln 
and  others  who  floated  down 
the  Mississippi  to  New  Or- 
leans on  rafts  and  flatboats  re- 
turned over  the  trail.  Bandits 
like  the  notorious  Big  and  Lit- 
tle Harpe,  murdered  and 
robbed.  The  country  along  the 
national  parkway  looks  much 
as  it  did  when  the  trace  was 
the  pathway  of  empire.  Leave 
the  parkway  at  Miss.  16  and 
return  to  I-55  at  Canton. 
Antebellum  Days,  Vicksburg, 
Miss.  Exit  at  U.S.  80;  4V2 
hours.  Visit  the  old  state  capi- 
tol  in  Jackson  before  driving 
west  on  U.S.  80  and  I-20  to 
Vicksburg,  historic  antebellum 
city.  Once  an  important  Mis- 
sissippi River  port,  Vicksburg 
was  deserted  by  the  Father  of 
Waters.  Engineers  diverted  the 
Yazoo  River  past  the  city  to 
keep  it  from  becoming  a  ghost 
town.  On  the  waterfront,  you'll 
find  the  steamer  Sprague.  Visit 
the  Old  Court  House  Museum 
to  learn  about  the  Siege  of 
Vicksburg  during  the  Civil 
War,  and  then  go  to  the  Na- 
tional Military  Park.  Among  the 
fine  antebellum  houses  of  this 
old  city  are  McRaven  Home  at 
the  east  end  of  Harrison  St.; 
Ce^dar  Grove,  which  has  a  Un- 
ion cannon  ball  lodged  in  its 
door  casing,  at  2200  Oak  St.; 
Candon  Hearth  at  2530  S.  Con- 
federate Ave.  Also  visit  the 
U.S.  Army  Engineer  Water- 
ways Experiment  Station  on 
Halls  Ferry  Road.  If  you  plan 
to  visit  Natchez  as  well  as 
Vicksburg,  do  not  return  to 
I-55,  but  drive  south  on  U.S. 
61  through  the  picturesque 
town  of  Port  Gibson. 
The  Old  South,  Natchez,  Miss. 
Exit  at  U.S.  84;  AVz  hours. 
Drive  west  on  U.S.  84  to  the 
historic  city  at  the  end  of  the 
Natchez  Trace.  Tour  the  fa- 
mous mansions  of  the  city, 
each  with  a  poignant  or  ro- 
mantic tale,  and  visit  Connel- 
ly's Tavern,  once  a  hospitable 
and  refreshing  stop  at  the  end 
of  the  trace. 
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State  House,  Augusta,  Maine. 
Exit  15;  2  hours.  Charles  Bul- 
finch  designed  the  handsome 
State  House.  Costumed  guides 
will  show  you  through  the  Fort 
Western  Museum. 
Longfellow  House.  Portland, 
Maine.  Exit  at  Portland;  1  hour. 
Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow 
spent  his  boyhood  at  487  Con- 
gress St. 

Seashore  Trolley  Museum, 
Kennebunkport,  Maine.  Exit  at 
Me.  9A;  2  hours.  Almost  100 
vintage  trolleys  are  collected 
in  the  Seashore  Trolley  Mu- 
seum. One  antique  car  travels 
about  the  grounds  at  a  brisk 
10  m.p.h. 

Yankee       Port,       Gloucester, 
Mass.  Exit  at  Mass.  133;  41/2 
hours.  Mass.  133  will  take  you 
through  Ipswich  to  Gloucester, 
a  leading  fishing  port  for  more 
than    three    centuries.    You'll 
find  fishing  boat  models  at  the 
Cape  Ann  Historical  Associa- 
tion. The  Sargent-Murray-Gil- 
man-Hough    House    and    the 
White  Ellery  House  are  beau- 
tiful  old   homes.  Take   Mass. 
128  southwest  to  I-95,  unless 
you  also  plan  to  visit  Salem, 
in  which  case  turn  east  onto 
Mass.  1A  to  Salem. 
Witchcraft,  Salem,  Mass.  Exit 
at  Mass.

Exit  at  Mystic;  4  hours.  Mystic 
Seaport  is  a  living  marine  mu- 
seum. You'll  see  the  training 
ship      Joseph      Conrad,     the 
whaleship  Charles  W.  Morgan, 
and  other  vessels,  all  at  their 
berths.  There's  a  shfpsmith's 
shop,  an  chandlery,  sail   loft, 
and  planetarium. 
U.S.   Coast   Guard   Academy, 
New  London,  Conn.  New  Lon- 
don Exit;  3  hours.  Cadets  pa- 
rade in  spring  and  fall  at  the 
Coast     Guard     Academy.     A 
three-masted  training  barque,

Exit  at  N.J.  518;  3  hours.  Stop 
off  at  Rockingham  State  His- 
toric Site  on  N.J.  518  to  see 
Washington's  Headquarters 
where  he  wrote  the  "Farewell 
Address  to  the  Armies."

Take 
N.J.  31  to  Trenton,  the  state 
capital,  where  the  State 
House,  Cultural  Center,  Old 
Hessian  Barracks,  the  Doug- 
lass House,  and  the  William 
Trent  House  are  on  a  tour.  Re- 
turn to  I-95  on  N.J.  29. 
Washington  Crossing,  Wash- 
ington Crossing  State  Park, 
Pa.

FAMILY  TRAVEL 

Mini-museums 

especially 

for  children 

They  sparkle.  They  vibrate  with  life. 
And  they're  crammed  with  amazing 
things  that  encourage  children  to  laugh, 
learn,  and  ask  questions  about  the 
world  around  them.  Children's  muse- 
ums are  as  intriguing  as  Tinker  Toys 
and  as  fundamental  as  baby  dolls  that 
cry  and  wet  and  teach  little  girls  to  be- 
come good  mothers.  Exhibit  cases  are 
built  to  children's  heights;  signs  are 
written  to  their  understanding.  "Hands 
Off"  and  "Silence"  notices  are  missing. 

Geared  to  children  from  five  into  the 
teen-age  bracket,  some  of  these  mini- 
museums  specialize  in  history,  culture, 
and  the  sciences;  others  in  art.  Many 
have  outstanding  planetariums  and  live 
animal  displays.  Some  deal  solely  with 
nature.  While  most  are  operated  in  con- 
junction with  school  systems,  they  are 
open  through  the  summer  and  welcome 
your  children. 

Usually  there  is  no  admission  fee,  ex- 
cept for  planetarium  shows  and  other 
special  events.  Here  are  some  of  the  best 
children's  museums: 

The  oldest  in  the  world  (founded  in 
1899),  yet  thoroughly  modern  in  con- 
cept, is  the  Brooklyn  Children's  Muse- 
um, 1530  Bedford  Avenue,  Brooklyn, 
New  York.  Kids  have  a  ball  dressing  up 
in  period  costumes,  playing  with  muse- 
um dolls,  examining  ancient  masks  and 
colonial  tools.  There  are  also  "See  and 
Touch"  animal  programs  during  which 
children  are  taught  how  to  handle  live 
animals,  and  do  even  squirming 
snakes,  shy  turtles,  and  slinky  mice. 
Open  year-round,  Tuesday-Friday,  10 
to  10;  Saturday,  10  to  5;  Sunday  1  to  5. 

The  staff  at  the  Boston  Children's 
Museum,  Jamaicaway,  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, would  feel  they  had  failed  if 
children  didn't  touch  the  exhibits.  Di- 
rector Michael  Spock,  (son  of  the  fa- 
mous baby  doctor)  long  ago  did  away 
with  all  glassed-in  and  stereotyped  dis- 
plays. He  delights  in  seeing  happy 
children  explore  "Grandfather's  Cel- 
j  lar,"  where  they  plunk  the  butter  churn 
and  spin  the  coffee  grinder.  Up  in 
"Grandmother's  Attic,"  little  girls*can 
open  intriguing  trunks  and  rummage 
through  their  old-fashioned  contents.  In 
the  unique  "What  is  Size?"  educational 
exhibit,  everything  is  12  times  normal 
size.  For  example,  there's  a  five-foot- 
high    telephone    upon    which    children 
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clamber  and  dial  huge  numbers.  Reser- 
vations are  necessary:  call  522-4800. 
Open  daily,  10  to  5  in  the  summer 
(closed  in  September);  open  weekends 
in  winter;  admission  50c. 

At  the  Indianapolis  Children's  Muse- 
um, Indianapolis,  Indiana,  18  fantastic 
galleries  relate  the  story  of  the  world 
and  its  people.  Wide-eyed  children  gaze 
at  the  2,500-year-old  mummy  of  a 
young  Egyptian  princess,  and  get  a  big 
thrill  working  the  magnets  and  handling 
the  giant  gyroscope  in  the  new  science 
gallery.  Out-of-town  children  are  invit- 
ed on  day-long  nature  field  trips  (small 
registration  fee).  Open  Tuesday-Satur- 
day, 9  to  5. 

In  Texas,  of  course,  you'll  find  the 
largest  museum  for  children  in  the 
world.  In  the  Fort  Worth  Museum  of 
Science  and  History,  1501  Montgomery 
Street,  hall  after  hall  of  fascinating  ex- 
hibits, ranging  from  Texas  history  to 
mammals  and  birds,  enthrall  young- 
sters. A  child's  face  really  beams  as  he 
hears  via  wireless  headset  what  a  dino- 
saur sounded  like  145  million  years  ago 
(25c  charge).  Outstanding  is  the  new 
Medical  Science  Hall,  with  displays  on 
the  first  arthritis  patient  as  well  as  the 
remarkable  present-day  heart  trans- 
plants (exhibits  slanted  to  seventh  and 
eighth  graders).  This  museum  has  an  ex- 
cellent planetarium  with  shows  three 
times  a  day  (children  under  six  not  ad- 
mitted). Museum  is  free,  but  admission 
to  planetarium  is  35c  for  6-11  years  old; 
75c  for  12  and  over.  Open  Monday- 
Saturday,  9  to  5;  Sunday,  2  to  5. 

Children  entering  Michigan's  Detroit 
Children's  Museum, 67  East  Kirby Street, 
are  delighted  to  find  games  to  play  and 
puzzles  to  solve.  All,  of  course,  are  re- 
lated to  exhibits.  (Similar  play  materials 
are  provided  in  many  of  these  muse- 
ums.) At  the  bird  exhibit,  each  young- 
ster attempts  to  "find  and  color"  the 
bird  on  his  particular  card  and  to  answer 
questions  posed  on  the  back.  One  of  the 
museum's  most  popular  activities,  aside 
from  feeding  the  pet  squirrel,  is  "Dec- 
orating  the   Parking   Lot."    Equipped 


with   colored   chalk,   the  children   are 

given  a  general  theme,  then  turned 
loose  outside  to  express  themselves  in 
sidewalk  artistry  (usually  Fridays  al 
1:30  p.m.).  Little  girls  interested  in 
making  dolls  and  doll  furniture  mighl 
ask  for  the  leaflets  "Let's  Make  Our 
Own."  Open  weekdays,  1  to  5.  Reserva- 
tions are  necessary  for  planetarium 
shows,  daily  at  2:30. 

Just  like  Cinderella,  little  girls  try  on 
the  Prince's  slipper  in  "Storybook- 
Land"  at  The  Children's  Museum  and 
Planetarium,  756  Myrtle  Road,  Charles- 
ton, West  Virginia.  Boys  like  the  weath- 
er station,  where  they  can  read  the 
radarscope,  forecast  the  weather,  and 
"make"  lightning.  Open  Tuesday-Sat- 
urday, 10  to  5;  Sunday,  2  to  5. 

Far  different  from  any  other  youth 
museum  is  the  Tallahassee  Junior  Muse- 
um, near  Lake  Bradford,  Florida.  It  even 
has  a  restored  pioneer  Florida  farm, 
complete  down  to  a  cow,  pony,  donkey, 
goats,  sheep,  and  chickens.  In  the  fall, 
there  is  cane  grinding  and  in  the  spring, 
sheep  shearing.  At  the  bird-window,  a 
chart  is  supplied  on  which  children  can 
list  birds  they  recognize  and  also  identi- 
fy new  ones.  Open  daily  except  Mon- 
day, 9  to  5;  Sunday,  2  to  5;  closed  in 
August. 

In  the  Josephine  D.  Randall  Junior 
Museum,  100  Museum  Way,  San  Fran- 
cisco, California,  youngsters  stand  in 
awe  at  the  beauty  of  minerals  under 
fluorescent  light.  And  the  exhibit  of 
California  Indians  sparks  the  imagina- 
tion of  many  a  cowboy-Indian  fan. 
Open  Tuesday-Saturday,  10  to  5;  Sun- 
day, noon  to  5. 

On  the  Pre-History  Trail  at  the 
Children's  Museum,  ^33  Murray  Ave- 
nue (off  Inf.  85),  Durham,  North  Caro- 
lina, a  20-foot-high  Brontosaurus  lords 
it  over  the  other  models  of  prehistoric- 
animals.  Open  daily,  except  Monday. 

Of  course,  there  are  many  more  fine 
children's  museums.  You  might  want 
to  visit  some  of  them  on  your  next  fam- 
ily trip.  A  complete  location  list  is 
available  from  Helmuth  J.  Naumer, 
President,  American  Association  of 
Youth  Museums,  1501  Montgomery 
Street,  Fort  Worth,  Texas  76107.  If 
your  children  are  interested  in  specific- 
areas,  contact  a  museum  about  its  pro- 
grams before  you  visit.   ■ 
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Plants  that  grow  in  water 


Many  plants  cut  and  placed  in  water  will  root  and  grow  for 
long  periods  of  time.  You  can  propagate  such  plants  and 
make  them  decorative  in  the  process.  If  you  ever  tire  of  them 
in  water,  you  can  always  pot  them  in  soil. 
Right :  You  plan  to  give  a  party  and  want  something  differ- 
ent in  plant  arrangement.  Just  cut  tops  off  a  couple  of  gangly 
plants  and  make  a  water-dish  garden.  Stick  the  cut  stems  in 
needle  holders  (held  in  place  with  floral  clay)  and  keep  dish 
filled  with  water.  Here,  different  lengths  of  dieffenbachia 
have  been  used  with  peperomia  (left)  and  coleus.  A  single 
geranium  (not  intended  to  be  rooted)  adds  color  and  a  focal 
point.  Replace  flower  when  it  fades — to  keep  the  arrange- 
ment intact.  The  plants  will  take  root  and  last  for  months— 
until  you  decide  to  pot  them  up. 


Though  there  are  many  kinds  of  water  plants  available  for 
growing  in  outdoor  garden  pools,  perhaps  the  most  popular 
one  is  the  breathtaking  water  lily.  Hardy  kinds  usually 
begin  to  bloom  within  a  month  after  planting  in  spring  and 
continue  until  early  September.  The  pads  and  flowers  (which 
come  in  many  colors)  commonly  float  upon  the  water. 

Tropical  water  lilies  have  larger  flowers  and  leaves  than 
those  of  hardy  varieties.  You  can  easily  distinguish  them  by 
their  fragrance  and  blooms  that  are  held  above  the  water  on 
stiff'  stems.  Tropical  day-bloomers  open  in  the  morning 
and  close  by  late  afternoon.  Night-blooming  varieties  open 
at  dusk  and  stay  open  into  the  following  morning. 
ibove  left:  Many  gardeners  prefer  to  treat  tropical  water 
lilies  as  annuals  and  set  out  new  plants  each  year— it's  not 
too  easy  to  overwinter  them  indoors.  However,  it  can  be 
done.  Here  is  a  plant  that  survived  the  winter  in  a  basement 
where  there  was  good  light.  If  you  keep  the  lily  in  a  bucket, 
it's  easily  transferred  to  the  pool  in  spring.

Far  left:  To  root  a  scindapsus  (pothos),  cut  about  eight 
inches  of  stem  just  below  a  leaf.  Remove  a  leaf  or  two  near 
the  bottom  and  place  the  stem  in  water  (no  foliage  should  be 
immersed).  Scindapsus  does  well  in  water  and  develops  a 
strong  root  system  that  transplants  easily  to  soil  in  case  you 
want  a  change.  Philodendron  and  grape-ivy  are  equally 
satisfactory  for  the  water  treatment. 

Left :  Vines  can  grow  in  water  for  many  years  to  add  beauty 
to  your  home.  You  can  see  here  how  the  white  roots  add  in- 
terest not  possible  when  plants  grow  in  soil.  These  cuttings, 
started  in  early  March,  advanced  to  this  stage  in  only  28 
days  and  produced  three  new  leaves. 
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Above  center:  Plant  water  lilies  as  shown.  Use  about  a 
bushel  of  soil,  one-third  of  which  is  decomposed  compost. 
Spread  an  inch  of  coarse  sand  on  top  of  the  soil  to  prevent 
fish  from  stirring  it  up  and  muddying  the  water.  Space  plants 
four  feet  apart  so  there's  ample  room  for  the  leaves  and  so 
the  flowers  will  show  off  at  their  best. 

Above:  The  smaller  hardy  lilies  don't  mind  a  bit  of  crowding 
and  make  a  good  show  in  a  limited  area.  They'll  provide  a 
succession  of  bloom  all  season,  and  you  can  depend  on  them 
even  during  prolonged  spells  of  heat  and  drought  when  other 
flowers  look  limp  or  just  give  up  the  fight.

Testing  doneness  of  meat:  If 
you  periodically  add  coals  to 
maintain  a  constant  red  glow, 
your  60-pound  pig  should 
take  about  eight  hours  to 
roast.  Of  course,  this  time 
will  vary  depending  upon  the 
intensity  of  the  heat  and  the 
weight  of  the  pig.  The  best 
indicator  of  doneness  is  a 
meat  thermometer.  Place 
the  meat  thermometer  (or 
two  of  them,  to  be  certain) 
in  the  center  of  the  "ham" 
of  the  pig;  be  sure  the  ther- 
mometer is  not  resting 
against  bone  or  the  spit  rod. 
When  meat  thermometer 
registers  170  degrees  to  185 
degrees,  your  pig  is  ready  to 
transfer  to  carving  area. 
Carving:  Have  a  large  surface 
available  for  carving— per- 
haps an  old  card  table  or  a 
heavy  board,  well-covered 
with  heavy  foil.  Chances  are, 
the  meat  will  be  so  thorough- 
ly cooked  it  will  literally  fall 
off  the  bones,  relieving  you 
of  any  meticulous  carving. 
Completing  the  menu:  For  a 
party  of  this  magnitude,  it's 
smart  to  let  the  guests  help 
with  the  rest  of  the  food— 
perhaps  each  couple  could 
contribute  a  designated  part 
of  the  menu.  If  you  prefer  to 
do  everything  yourself,  plan 
food  that  can  be  prepared 
well  ahead.

faring.  Why,  then,  do  stocks 
fluctuate  as  sharply  as  they 
sometimes  do,  from  month 
to  month,  week  to  week,  and 
even  day  to  day? 

The  answer  is  that  inves- 
tors, as  a  body,  are  constant- 
ly trying  to  anticipate  the  fu- 
ture. Their  reaction  to  each 
and  every  development  that 
could  affect  the  companies 
whose  stock  they  own  (or 
want  to  own)  .  .  .  their  opin- 
ions about  the  international 
situation  and  the  domestic 
business  outlook  .  .  .  their 
hopes  and  fears,  rational  and 
irrational— all  of  these  forces 
crystallize  into  "buy"  and 
"sell"  orders,  which  deter- 
mine market  behavior. 

Seen  from  this  perspective, 
even  the  hourly  fluctuations 
of  the  stock  market— one 
writer  has  aptly  called  it 
"the  daytime  adventure  seri- 
al of  the  well-to-do"— be- 
come understandable  as  the 
product  of  thousands  of  sep- 
arate investor  decisions, 
some  of  them  knowledgeable 
and  farsighted,  others  based 
on  "tips,"  bad  judgment, 
and  emotions. 

A  memorable  demonstra- 
tion of  what  makes  the  stock 
market  tick  occurred  when 
President  Nixon  delivered 
his  State  of  the  Union  Mes- 
sage last  January,  in  which 
he  highlighted  plans  for  pol- 
lution control.  The  stocks  of 
companies  in  this  field  spurt- 
ed upward  in  a  matter  of  min- 
utes, only  to  lose  most  of 
their  gains  before  the  Presi- 
dent finished  speaking. 
What  happened  was  this. 
Excitable  investors  deluged 
the  market  with  buy  orders, 
which  drove  prices  up.  Cool- 
er headsj-ealized  that  pollu- 
tion control,  though  it  prom- 
ises to  be  a  growth  indus- 
try of  the  seventies,  was  not 
about  to  generate  an  im- 
mediate bonanza.

The  majority  of  this  coun- 
try's 26  million  shareholders 
seldom  concern  themselves 
with  the  short-term  fluctua- 
tions of  the  market.  They  in- 
vest in  the  hope  that  their 
capital  will  grow  over  the 
long  pull,  and  the  record 
strongly  suggests  that  it  will. 

A  study  made  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  shows 
that,  for  the  period  1926- 
1965,  which  includes  The 
Great  Depression  and  World 
War  II,  the  median  rate  of  re- 
turn (assuming  reinvestment 
of  dividends)  for  all  stocks 
listed  on  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  was  9.3  percent. 
At  this  rate,  money  doubles 
in  eight  years.  Even  so,  don't 
be  misled  by  the  familiar 
line:  "Buy  good  stocks,  put 
them  away,  and  forget  them. 
You  won't  go  far  wrong." 

In  the  first  place,  there  is 
no  such  thing  as  a  "good 
stock."  There  are  hundreds 
of  good  companies,  and  sever- 
al dozen  great  ones,  among 
them  IBM,  Xerox,  and  Avon 
Products.  But  stocks  them- 
selves are  neither  good  nor 
bad.  They  can  only  be  judged 
in  terms  of  their  price.  At  any 
given  moment,  they  are  ei- 
ther undervalued,  fairly  val- 
ued, or  overvalued  in  rela- 
tion to  the  company's  past 
record,  its  current  earnings, 
and  its  future  prospects. 
Their  valuation  is,  of  course, 
a  matter  of  opinion.  A  stock 
that  may  look  undervalued 
to  one  investor  may  seem 
overvalued  to  another. 

Secondly,  when  you  put 
your  stocks  away  and  forget 
about  them,  you  are  ignoring 
one  of  the  crucial  realities  of 
American  life— the  dynamic 
rate  of  change  in  our  ad- 
vanced industrial  society. 
Many  of  the  blue  chip  stocks 
that  performed  well  in  the 
1950s  proved  to  be  disap- 
pointing holdings  during  the 
ensuing  decade.  Of  the  fif- 
teen stocks  most  widely  held 
by  American  investors,  six 
showed  small,  or  at  best 
modest,  gains  over  the  en- 
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tire  decade  of  the  1960s- 
RCA,  General  Motors,  Stai 
dard  Oil  of  New  Jersey,  A 
&T.,  General  Telephone,  an 
Standard  Oil  of  Californi; 
Five  stocks  actually  showe 
losses,  in  three  cases  serioi 
losses— U.  S.  Steel  (-66  pe 
cent),  duPont  (-66  percent 
Bethlehem  Steel  (-50  pe 
cent),  Consolidated  Edisc 
(-13  percent),  and  Ford  (• 
percent). 

If  stocks  such  as  these- 
the  bluest  of  blue  chips 
can  prove  to  be  an  unrewar 
ing  investment  over  an  ei 
tire  decade,  it  is  obvious  th; 
all  stock  holdings  must  be  r 
viewed  periodically  with 
eye  to  switching  out  of  stat 
situations  into  those  promi 
ing  superior  growth. 

Last  year  was  an  especia 
discouraging  year  for  Amei 
can  investors.  Anyone  who; 
holdings  declined  in  1969  i: 
less  than  20  percent  did  be 
ter  than  the  average.  Wh; 
caused  the  market  declir 
were  the  measures  steai 
fastly  pursued  by  the  admi 
istration  in  order  to  che< 
rising  inflation,  potential 
the  most  destructive  of  i 
economic  ills.  These  me 
sures  were  high  intere 
rates  and  tight  credit,  a  cor 
bination  that  is  poison 
stock  markets,  whose  ve 
lifeblood  is  money.  This 
easy  to  understand:  If  be 
rowing  is  expensive  ar 
money  is  generally  in  sho 
supply,  the  prevailing  ten 
ency  will  be  to  sell  stocl 
rather  than  to  buy  them,  a 
stock  prices  will  decline.

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Illness  and  injury:  the  legal  steps  you  must  know  about 


In  the  event  of  injury  or  illness,  you  probably  will  be 
concerned  mostly  with  medical  matters.  But  don't 
neglect  the  legal  and  monetary  aspects,  either. 

For  some  legal  purposes,  there  is  a  difference  be- 
tween illness  and  injury.  In  general,  injury  may  give 
rise  to  a  claim  against  someone  else;  illness  does  not. 
Yet  there  are  exceptions. 

Injury 

Every  state  has  a  Workmen's  Compensation  law.  If 
you  are  injured  in  the  course  of  employment  (whether 
it's  your  fault  or  not),  you're  entitled  to  receive  med- 
ical and  hospital  care.  If  unemployment  results,  you 
can  receive  some  additional  amount  for  loss  of  work. 
Most  medical  and  hospital  insurance  policies  provide 
that  there  is  no  coverage  on  your  insurance  policy  if 
you  come  within  the  Workmen's  Compensation  laws. 

Injury  also  may  stem  from  some  fault  or  act  of  an- 
other—like an  injury  resulting  from  an  auto  accident. 
Or,  you  may  be  injured  because  of  a  failure  to  act,  like 
not  receiving  an  adequate  warning  that  something  is 
dangerous.  Where  you  believe  you  have  a  claim,  you 
can  pursue  it  yourself,  or  you  can  consult  your  lawyer. 

Illness 

When  illnessor  disability  strikes,  you  may  have  some 
form  of  medical  and  hospital  insurance.  This  means 
that  legally  and  practically,  you  have  a  claim  against 
your  insurance  carrier  for  some  amount,  depending  on 
the  terms  of  the  policy.  Here  are  a  few  basic  points: 

•  Your  policy  may  be  of  a  "deductible"  type— that  is, 
your  insurance  takes  over  only  after  you  have  paid  prior 
medical  bills,  say  $100  worth  during  the  year.  If  you 
have  this  kind  of  insurance,  you  should  keep  a  record 
of  medical  bills  that  you  pay,  and  perhaps  even  notify 
the  insurance  carrier  when  you  do. 

•  You  may  have  more  than  one  policy.  For  example, 
you  are  covered  under  a  policy  provided  by  your  em- 
ployer, and  you  also  have  taken  out  another  policy 
yourself.  Or  a  husband  and  wife  may  both  work,  so  that 
there  are  two  policies.  If  you  do  have  more  than  one 
policy,  each  may  have  some  special  limitation  on  the 
amount  you  can  receive. 

•  Though  it  seems  obvious,  don't  forget  to  make  a 
timely  claim  under  any  policy.  Certainly,  the  insur- 
ance company  doesn't  pay  unless  you  make  the  proper 
request  within  the  time  limit  specified  in  the  policy. 
The  insurance  company  usually  will  provide  you  the 
forms,  and  state  the  items  that  should  be  included.  It's 
a  good  idea  to  keep  a  copy  of  the  completed  forms. 

Illness,  like  an  injury,  may  sometimes  be  the  basis 
for  a  legal  claim  against  another— such  as  illness  con- 
nected with  work  performed  in  the  course  of  employ- 
ment. There  are  some  cases  where  employees  with 
diseases  such  as  tuberculosis,  heart  disease,  or  bur- 
sitis have  obtained  medical  and  hospital  care,  as  well 
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as  payment,  under  Workmen's  Compensation  laws. 

However,  it's  often  difficult  to  establish  that  the  ill- 
ness is  connected  with  your  employment.  You  may  con- 
sider having  a  lawyer  represent  you  (some  lawyers 
specialize  in  this  kind  of  case).  The  amount  of  the  law- 
yer's fee  needed  to  pursue  a  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion claim  is  usually  governed  by  this  law. 

You  also  may  apply. for  disability  benefits  under  so- 
cial security.  A  few  states  make  provisions  for  wage 
losses  through  unemployment  caused  by  non-occupa- 
tional disease  or  injury.  Benefits  for  veterans  and  de- 
pendents are  handled  by  the  Veterans  Administration. 

Some  legal  side  effects 

Income  tax.  Medical  and  dental  expenses  for  yourself, 
your  spouse,  and  your  dependents  are  deductible 
within  the  income  tax  rules.  You  may  deduct  some  of 
these  expenses  if  you  itemize  them  on  your  tax  return. 
However,  you  don't  have  to  decide  whether  to  itemize 
or  use  the  standard  deduction  until  your  return  is  pre- 
pared, so  keep  good  records  of  all  such  expenses. 
These  expenses  include  hospital  bills,  doctor  bills, 
transportation  (primarily  for  medical  care),  and  may 
include  sending  a  sick  child  to  a  special  school.  In 
some  situations,  the  expenses  incurred  for  care  of 
children  and  disabled  dependents  are  deductible. 

You  also  can  get  an  income  tax  break  where  you  re- 
ceive compensation  during  periods  of  extended  ab- 
sence because  of  sickness  or  injury.  Under  certain  cir- 
cumstances defined  in  the  income  tax  rules,  some  of 
this  compensation  (known  as  "sick  pay")  is  not  tax- 
able income.  Workmen's  Compensation  benefits  and 
amounts  received  as  compensation— like  auto-acci- 
dent damages  for  injury  or  illness— are  not  taxable 
income  either. 

Effect  on  your  employment.  You  might  be  paid  your  reg- 
ular compensation  during  periods  of  sick  leave,  either 
under  your  employer's  general  rules,  or  because  of 
provisions  in  a  labor-management  contract.  Notify 
your  employer  of  your  illness  as  promptly  as  possible. 
If  your  illness  extends  beyond  the  period  of  leave,  you 
should  consult  your  employer  to  make  arrangements 
regarding  return  to  employment.  Where  there  are 
labor-management  contracts,  consider  notifying  your 
union  representative. 

Other  obligations.  For  the  most  part,  fixed  obligations, 
like  the  mortgage  on  your  home,  property  taxes,  or 
rent,  continue  even  though  you're  totally  or  partially 
disabled.  A  rather  rare  exception  to  these  continuing 
obligations  is  the  provision  in  some  insurance  policies 
that  permits  waiver  of  premium  in  the  event  of  dis- 
ability. Review  your  policies  and  other  contracts  to 
determine  whether  you  have  any  rights,  or  whether 
you  can  be  relieved  of  any  duties  or  obligations.  ■

What  can  you  do  about  stiff,  aching  muscles? 


Most  overstrained  muscles 
stop  aching,  sooner  or  later, 
even  without  treatment.  But 
they're  misery  while  they 
hurt,  and  often  they  can 
cause  quite  serious  (if  tem- 
porary) disability.  Fortunate- 
ly, there  are  certain  simple 
measures  which  may  reduce 
the  discomfort  of  acute  mus- 
cle strain— and  perhaps  pre- 
vent it  altogether. 

Why  aching  muscles  ache 

Even  medical  experts  are  not 
entirely  sure  why  overtaxed 
muscles  become  stiff  and 
sore,  but  it  is  known  that  un- 
der-used muscles  tend  to 
shrink  in  size  and  become 
weak  and  flabby.  When  such 
lazy  muscles  are  suddenly 
brought  into  unaccustomed 
use,  the  muscle  cells  become 
hungry  for  oxygen  and  begin 
piling  up  excess  amounts  of 
such  chemical  waste  materi- 
als as  lactic  acid.  These 
temporary  changes  may  ac- 
count for  much  of  the  pain. 

In  addition,  the  muscle 
fibers  may  be  inflamed 
enough  to  swell  and  stiffen, 
or  go  into  a  cramping  spasm 
which  leads  to  additional 
pain  several  hours  after  the 
overactivity  has  ended.  Some 
of  the  muscle  cells  may  even 
be  damaged.  In  any  case, 
these  overstrained  muscles 
can  remain  stiff  and  aching 
for  weeks. 

Your  body's  reaction  to 
strain  has  advantages.  It 
tends  to  discourage  further 
overuse,  and  it  helps  mus- 
cles become  conditioned  to  a 
higher  level  of  activity. 

A  minor  degree  of  stiffness 
and  aching  can  safely  be  ig- 
nored; it  will  disappear  in  a 
few  hours.  More  severe  strain 
takes  longer  to  heal.  Recov- 
ery can  be  speeded  by  mea- 
sures that  help  relieve  pain, 
relax  muscle  spasm,  reduce 
swelling,  or  improve  blood 
circulation  to  the  sore  area. 
But  always  bear  in  mind  that 
certain  muscle,  joint,  or  ner- 
vous-system diseases  also 
may  produce  muscle  pain 
and    spasm.    (In    particular, 


low  back  pain  should  have 
medical  attention  if  itdoesn't 
clear  up  in  a  week  or  two.) 

Treatment  of  aching  muscles 

What  home  treatments  are 
both  safe  and  effective?  The 
following,  properly  applied, 
should  prove  very  helpful. 

•  Application  of  heat.  Undra- 
matic  as  it  may  seem,  heat  is 
by  far  the  most  effective  and 
reliable  remedy  for  aching 
muscles.  Heat  stimulates  cir- 
culation to  the  injured  fibers 
and  helps  relax  cramping 
and  muscle  spasm.  The 
moist  heat  of  a  hot  tub  soak 
is  best,  since  dry  heat  mere- 
ly warms  the  skin  without 
really  penetrating.  Be  sure 
the  tub  is  as  hot  as  you  can 
stand  it,  and  then  keep  it  hot 
for  a  20-minute  soak  at  least 
twice  a  day. 

You  also  could  apply  a  wet, 
hot  turkish  towel  to  the  pain- 
ful area.  Keep  the  towel  hot 
with  an  electric  heating  pad 
or  a  gooseneck  lamp  for  20- 
minute  periods.  Always  use 
plastic  or  rubber  sheeting 
between  the  wet  towel  and 
the  heating  pad,  to  avoid 
short  circuits  or  electric 
shocks.  Keep  the  heating  pad 
turned  to  low  heat,  and  never 
go  to  sleep  with  it  turned  on 
unless  you  have  a  solicitous 
spouse  to  check  it  from  time 
to  time. 

•  Liniments,  in  themselves, 
are  of  limited  value.  Most 
contain  mild  skin  irritants 
such  as  methyl  salicylate 
which  makes  the  area  feel 
nice  and  warm,  but  the 
"heat"  doesn't  reach  down 
totheachingmuscles.  Gentle 
massage  with  a  liniment, 
however,  can  provide  dra- 
matic relief  from  pain  and 
stiffness.  The  benefit  comes 
mostly  from  the  massage,  so 
any  kind  of  skin  lubricant 
will  do. 

•  Application  of  cold  packs. 
Cold  packs  can  be  as  effec- 
tive as  heat  in  relieving  mus- 
cle pain  and  spasm,  but  they 
are  seldom  as  comfortable. 
To  be  effective,  a  cold  pack 
must  be  really  cold,  not  just 
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moderately  cool.  Make  a 
pack  by  wringing  out  a  large 
turkish  bath  towel  in  ice  wa- 
ter and  then  filling  it  with 
cracked  ice. 

•  Medicines.  Plain  aspirin  is 
still  the  safest  and  most  reli- 
able pain  reliever  for  aching 
muscles.  Adults  may  safely 
take    two   five-grain    tablets 
four  times  a  day  as  needed 
Your  doctor   may   prescribe 
various  muscle-relaxing  med- 
icines or  non-narcotic  pain 
relievers  in  severe  cases  of  "ft 
muscle  strain.   Unfortunate- 
ly, many  of  these  drugs  may 
cause  drowsiness,  or  a  feel 
ing  of  muscle  weakness,  so 
approach  them  with  caution 

Prevention  is  common  sense 

Obviously,  the  besttreatment 
for  aching  muscles  ispreven 
tion  of  muscle  strain,  or  at 
least  prevention   of  the  ac 
companying    distress.    Both 
are  possible.  If  you  anticipate 
a  period  of  unusual  physical 
activity— a      company      bail 
game,  for  example,  or  a  hik 
ing  vacation— condition  your 
muscles  over  the  preceding 
days  or  weeks  through  a  pro 
gram  of  gradually  increasing 
exercise.    Regular   gymnasi 
um  workouts  are  fine  for  con 
ditioning.   Even  home  calis 
thenics   will    help   get  your 
muscles  intocondition.  When 
previous  conditioning  is  im- 
possible, try  to  avoid  "once 
in  a  while"  activities  that  you 
know  will  be  overstrenuous. 
Finally,  spare  yourself  un- 
necessary pain  and  discom- 
fort simply  by  starting  treat- 
mentformuscleaches before  | 
they  happen.  A  hot  tub  soak 
in  the  evening  after  a  stren 
uous  day,  and  another  soak 
next  morning,  can  turn  a  po 
tential  case  of  aching  mus 
cles  into  a   relatively  minor 
annoyance.  Or,  for  example 
take  aspirin   right  from  the 
very  beginning  of  pain  and 
continue   its  use  for  two  or 
three  days.  As  in  so  many  as 
pectsof  health  care,  common 
sense  and  a   little  foresighl 
can  often  prove  to  be  the  besl 
"treatment"  of  all.   ■

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THE  ABC  OF  FAMILY  REUNIONS 


A  clan  roundup  may  seem  like 
a  wonderful  idea— and  it  can 
be— but  there  are  hazards. 
You  may  have  a  wide  span  of 
age  groups,  as  well  as  families 
who  come  from  different  en- 
vironments and  are  virtual 
strangers  to  each  other.  In 
your  planning,  strive  to  get 
everybody  into  the  act  by  pro- 
viding them  with  something 
to  do,  and  seeing  to  it  that 
they  are  all  included  in  the  ac- 


tivities and  the  preplanning. 
On  the  face  of  it,  it  would 
seem  obvious  whom  to  invite. 
But  this  can  become  compli- 
cated. As  a  general  rule,  invite 
only  those  of  the  immediate 
family,  as  well  as  the  mother 
and  father- in- la  was  a  courtesy. 
Though  the  girls  in  the 
"Smith"  family  changed  their 
names  when  they  married, 
they  still  belong  to  the  family; 
but  Mrs.  Smith's  brother's  and 


sister's  families  would  usu- 
ally not  be  invited.  If  families 
are  small,  scrap  the  rule  and 
include  everybody  related  by 
marriage.  But  when  numbers 
exceed  fifty,  you'd  better  start 
scratching  names.  After  all, 
you're  holding  a  reunion,  not 
a  convention. 
Preplanning  a  successful 
reunion: 

•  Try  to  choose  a  travel  time 
when  highways  aren't  congest- 


ed and  airlines  aren't  clogged 
with  vacation-bound  travelers. 

•  Pick  the  reunion  spot  with 
care.  Avoid  crowded  parks  or 
lake  areas.  Make  sure  there 
a  re  ad  equate  sanitary  facilities 
such  as  running  water,  rest 
rooms,  and  sufficient  picnic 
tables  and  chairs. 

•  At  least  two  months  in  ad- 
vance, send  out  "feeler"  invi- 
tations   suggesting    alternate

•  As  youngsters  are  apt  to 
be  trundled  along  too, 
you'll  have  to  provide  some 
entertainment  for  them— 
or  if  they're  small— bed- 
ding-down facilities. 

•  If  your  guests  are  bridge 
players  or  four-person  card

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BEAT  THE  HIGH  COST  OF  PARTY  GIVING 


If  you  think  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing is  high,  consider  the 
cost  of  party  giving.  It  can 
be  staggering— no  doubt 
about  it— but  we  can  sug- 
gest ways  to  trim  it. 

The  secret  is  to  figure 
which  aspects  of  your  par- 
ties cost  most,  then  sys- 
tematically cut  corners 
without  cutting  your  guest 
lists  or  your  fun.  For  most 
hosts,  here's  what  runs  up 
the  bills:  too-frequent  par- 
ty "obligations";  large 
quantities  of  liquor  and 
food;  special  purchases 
such  as  decorations  and 
flowers;  special  cleanup 
before  and  repairing  dam- 
ages after.  Now  let's  see 
where  the  savings  come  in: 
Frequency:  One  big  party  is 
undoubtedly  cheaper  (and 
easier)  than  a  smattering 
of  medium-sized  parties 
throughout  the  year.  As  the 
saying  goes,  "It's  cheaper 
by  the  dozen."  But  if  your 
home  will  split  at  the  seams 
with  50  or  60  guests,  there 
are  substitute  plans.  Try 
parties  on  successive  days 
—or  a  brunch  and  a  cocktail 
party  on  the  same  day.  In 
this  way  you  can  take  ad- 
vantage of  mass  cookery, 
flowers,  and  your  assem- 
blage of  party  necessities. 

One  word  of  caution: 
don't  try  what  is  termed  the 
"overlapping  open  house." 
This  is  where  you  invite  one 
group  from  2:00  to  4:00,  a 
second  group  from  4:00  to 
6:00,  and  a  third  from  6:00 
to  8:00.  Latecomers  run 
into    the    following    party, 


early  guests  don't  leave 
when  .you  expect  them  to, 
and  nine  times  out  of  ten 
you  wind  up  with  six  solid 
hours  of  chaos. 
The  high  cost  of  heavy 
drinking  is  the  number  one 
cause  of  party  budget  blues. 
Create  a  cocktail  party 
atmosphere,  yes— but  do  it 
without  the  open  bar  or  the 
open  invitation  to  "Go  on, 
help  yourself!".  Summer 
gives  you  a  chance  to  serve 
wine  and  fruity  punches  at 
a  fraction  of  what  cocktails 
would  cost.  Guests  usually 
enjoy  the  taste,  and  you 
don't  have  to  advertise  the 
fact  that  your  beverage  con- 
tains no  hard  liquor.  In  fact, 
some  hostesses  just  smile 
mysteriously  and  refuse  to 
divulge  the  ingredients  of  a 
this-will-send-you-into-orbit 
punch! 

For  other  times,  try  alter- 
nates such  as  Irish  coffee 
and  Cafe  Diable  (or  non- 
alcoholic coffee  like  Es- 
presso and  Cappuccino). 
It's  far  less  expensive  than 
an  assortment  of  liqueurs. 

Instead  of  before-dinner 
cocktails,  you  might  adopt 
the  European  custom  of 
serving  one  aperitif.  This 
might  be  a  glass  of  cham- 
pagne, a  white  wine,  or  a 
vermouth  with  bitters. 

Another  budget-saving 
suggestion:  keep  control  of 
the  pouring  and  mixing 
yourself.  You  can  let  some 
time  elapse  before  offering 
repeats,  and  no  one  will 
think  you  miserly.  Place  the 
bar  where  people  aren't  apt 


to  congregate,  and  set  the 
food  in  another  corner.  A 
desire  to  snack  will  draw 
guests  away  from  the  bar. 

There's  also  a  psycho- 
logical factor  at  work  here: 
if  people  are  having  a  good 
time,  they  don't  drink  as 
much.  So  examine  the 
structure  of  your  party-giv- 
ing. If  the  party  is  dull,  do 
something  about  it. 
Flowers  can  be  expensive, 
but  summer  works  in  your 
favor.  Take  everything  you 
can  from  your  garden,  and 
solicit  contributions  from 
friends  and  neighbors. 
You'll  undoubtedly  have  to 
order  some  florist's  fill-ins, 
but  don't  do  it  over  the  tele- 
phone. Many  florists  offer  a 
special  of  the  week;  take 
advantage  of  it. 
Food  usually  presents  an 
option:  spend  more  time 
and  save  more  money. 
Make  your  foods  from 
scratch  and  substitute<your 
elbow  grease  for  packaged 
convenience  foods.  Anoth- 
er money-saving  idea  is  to 
serve  cold  foods.  Buckets  of 
ice  are  far  less  costly  than 
renting  or  buying  the  nec- 
essary heating  equipment. 

But  if  you're  sold  on  hot 
food  that  requires  chafing 
dishes,  electric  warmers, 
and  hot  trays— and  you're 
serving  lots  of  people  only 
once  or  twice  a  year— it's 
much  less  expensive  to  rent 
than  to  buy.  You'll  find  rent- 
al stores  listed  in  the  yellow 
pages,  and  their  prices  are 
minuscule  compared  to  the 
purchase  cost. 


To  locate  special  party 
equipment,  you  might  con- 
tact church  and  women's 
groups.  They  give  big  par- 
ties, too,  and  they  may  be 
willing  to  loan  (or  rent) 
giant  coffee  makers,  tea 
services,  or  extra  flatware. 
Making  do  with  china,  sil- 
ver, and  glassware  is  an- 
other opportunity  for  cost- 
cutting.  For  a  large  party 
where  you're  only  serving 
beverages  and  snacks,  the 
glassware  is  your  main  con- 
cern. To  use  what  you  have 
on  hand,  it's  best  to  frankly 
acknowledge  your  limita- 
tions by  setting  out  each 
pattern  separately.  The 
same  applies  to  coffee 
cups,  your  second-most-in- 
demand  party  necessity. 

When  it  comes  to  plates 
in  your  buffet,  there  are  a 
couple  of  routes  you  can  ex- 
plore. The  easiest  is  stack- 
ing like  patterns  together. 
Or  you  can  alternate  in  two 
orthree  stacks  of  dissimilar 
patterns.  You  can  press 
salad  plates  into  service, 
but  don't  alternate  different 
size  plates  in  the  same  pile. 
Have  you  thought  of  co- 
hostessing?  This  could 
halve  the  price  on  every 
purchase,  as  well  as  give 
you  a  second  supply  of  ta- 
ble necessities  you  might 
otherwise  have  to  rent  or 
buy.  Before  choosing  this 
course,  be  sure  that  your 
two  circles  of  friends  are 
compatible  and  that  your 
homes  are  close  enough  to 
consolidate  all  the  party 
equipment.

|  Ever  long  to  get  away  from  it 
iall?  Jump  on  a  slow  boat  to 
Brazil— ora  jet  to  Japan?  Well, 
if  you  can't  afford  to  spend 
'either  the  days  or  the  "yen," 
try  this  inspired  party. 

Rent  a  club  wagon  (it  will 
cost  very  little  more  than  a 
sedan) and  invite yourfavorite 
couples  to  share  a  voyage 
around  your  own  home  town. 
[[This  is  one  time  you  shouldn't 
take  the  youngsters  along. 
Consider  hiring  one  baby-sit- 
ter for  the  whole  tribe— or  two 
proxy  parents  if  you  have  a 
heap  of  small  fry— a-  J  split 
the  cost  among  the  couples. 

You  may  want  to  attend  an 
athletic  event;  search  out 
an' elusive  antique  shop;  visit 
a  local  landmark  everyone's 
missed.  Or  don't  bother  set- 
ting your  destination  in  ad- 
vance—just leave  it  strictly 
impromptu.  Stop  the  "bus" 
and  explore  whenever  you  see 
a  particularly  inviting  patch  of 
countryside. 

Spread  out  the  blankets  and 
have  a  festive  picnic  (that  part 
iwas  planned,  in  advance!). 
Then  work  off  the  calories  with 
games  that  show  what  great 
shape  you're  in.  In  case  you 
don't  care  to  find  out,  just  use 
a  tree  as  a  backrest  and  watch 
all  the  frivolity  with  a  jaun- 
diced eye  or  a  sleepy  one.

You'll    find 
the  wagon  big  enough  to  tote 
along  a  few  tables  and  chairs 
(at  right)  for  anti-ground-sit- 
ters to  lounge  on. 

Games  are  a  godsend  for  any 
outing.  But  when  you're  choos- 
ing,  be  selective.  We've  fea- 


tured three  hard-to-beat  old 
favorites— badminton,  arch- 
ery, and  darts-and  one  lively 
new  addition  to  the  game 
world,  "Hip  Flip,"  guaranteed 
to  keep  the  group  convulsed. 
Be  sure  there's  a  variety,  so 
when  guests  tire  of  one,  you 
can  introduce  another. 

Bring  along  a  couple  of  non- 
sense prizes— one  for  the  vic- 
tor, one  for  the  biggest  game- 
dud  of  the  group!  Start  home 
at  least  an  hour  before  sun- 
down. The  guests  are  tired  and 
probably  the  sitters  are,  too. 


FIRST  AID  FOR  RAINED-OUT  PARTIES 


Everyone  has  his  own  meth- 
od of  predicting  rain.  Some 
rely  on  joints  that  creak  or 
toes      that      twitch— others 
swear   by   the    Farmer's   Al 
manac,  the  smell  of  the  wind 
or  a  groundhog's  antics.  No 
body's  method   is  foolproof 
but  if  you're  planning  a  par 
ty  that  depends  on  an  out 
door    setting    for    success 
your    best    bet    is    still    the 
weatherman's  forecast. 
Go   or   no-go!    It's    perfectly 


correct  to  cancel  a  party  the 
day  before,  the  morning  of, 
or  even  an  hour  before  the 
guests  are  about  to  leave 
home.  When  you  telephone 
to  cancel,  you  should  try  to 
set  up  an  alternate  date  for 
the  party,  weather  permit- 
ting" Confirm  the  new  date 
with  a  follow-up  note,  and 
hope  for  better  weather. 
Youngsters  don't  take  can- 
cellationsas  lightlyasadults. 
A  promise  is  a  promise,  and 


if  you've  scheduled  a  chil- 
dren's party,  you'd  better  be 
quick  on  your  feet  and  think 
of  an  alternate  if  your  origi- 
nal plan  washes  out.  In  the 
case  of  the  kite-flying  party 
(described  on  page  52),  gath- 
er your  wits  and  the  neces- 
sary materials  and  trans- 
form it  into  a  kite-making 
party  in  the  family  room, 
workshop,  or  garage.  Or  if  a 
friend  has  larger  quarters, 
transfer     the     whole     party 


there,  but  retain  your  role  as 
hostess  by  providing  paper, 
glue,  sticks,  string,  and  all 
the  other  necessary  sup- 
plies. And,  of  course,  assume 
total  responsibility  for  the 
refreshments. 

When  a  party  goes  indoors, 
try  to  preserve  its  original 
flavor.  This  applies  to  both 
adults'  and  children's  par- 
ties. If  you've  planned  a  pic- 
nic for  any  age  group,  retain

A  pontoon  boat  20  feet  long 
and  8  feet  wide— usually 
equipped  with  a  35  hp  motor, 
cushion  seats,  and  a  Bimini 
top— is  ideal  for  six  to  eight 
people  and  rents  for  approxi- 
mately $25  a  day.  Start  your 
party  early  in  the  day— you 
won't  want  to  miss  a  minute  of 
the  activities  a  pontoon  boat 
offers:  skin  diving,  fishing, 
swimming,  exploring  nearby 
islands  and  inland  waterways. 
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That  sumptuous  repast 
spread  out  on  the  river  bank 
(above)  features:  Salad  in  a 
Bun  (the  easiest  way  to  eat  a 
salad— noforks!),  Grilled  Lime 
Chicken,  Cold  Mashed  Potato 
Salad,  Butterscotch  Brownies 
(Recipes  on  page  72.) 

Ice  buckets  and  foam-insu- 
lated baskets  keep  the  food 
temptingly  cool.  Strings  of 
flags  (bought  at  gas  stations) 
and  vinyl  pillows  with  glued- 
on  nautical  pennants  add  to 
the  seafaring  atmosphere.

Great  idea  for  a  city  backyard 


It's  a  rummage  sale  .  .  .  carni- 
val .  .  .  flea  market .  .  .  auction 
...  all  rolled  into  one  stupen- 
dous event!  Adults  will  simply 
call  ita  "fair,"  but  to  the  young 
sprouts  this  event  is  a  happen- 
ing—and they  helped  make  it 
happen. 

Why  put  on  a  group  endeavor? 
Because  it  can  provide  a  need- 
ed break  in  a  long  hot  sum- 
mer, draw  out  unexpected 
skills  in  friends  and  neigh- 
bors, and  raise  unexpectedly 
large  sums  of  cash.  Believe  it 
or  not,  our  fair  was  staged  in  a 


60x75-foot  yard  in  an  area  of 
modest  but  well-kept  homes. 
How  to  begin:  You' II  need  three 
to  four  families  with  all  their 
assorted  kids  to  pull  it  off.  Al- 
low at  least  three  weeks  for 
preparations.  Appoint  the  fol- 
lowing committees:  carpen- 
ters (for  the  booths),  decora- 
tions, collection  group,  public- 
ity-and-cleanup  squad,  and  a 
treasurer.  Arrange  for  a  few  of 
the  youngsters  to  work  along 
with  the  adults  at  all  times. 
Creating  the  fair  atmosphere: 


It's  all  done  with  screen-like 
booths  made  from  three  pan- 
els of  hardboard  framed  by 
lumber  (much  of  it  scrap). 
Paint  the  panels  with  latex 
wall  paint  and  join  them  with 
regular  door  hinges.  Then  call 
in  the  decorating  committee 
to  paint  up  all  sorts  of  exotic 
trims.  Bunting  and  fluttering 
flags  help,  too. 
Country  fair  features:  For  a 
full-fledged  fair,  you'll  need 
the  following:  kitchen  crea- 
tions(cook  upa  storm,  ladies); 
fortune-teller  (anyone  with  a 
gift  of  gab  will  do);  puppet 
show  (somewhere  there  lurks 
a  frustrated  Edwin  Booth  for 
thisbooth);  rummageorwhite- 
elephant  booth;  and  a  "crazy- 
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picture"  setup  (use  an  instant 
developing  camera)  with  hole 
cut  in  the  back  panel  to  frame 
faces.  Place  ads  in  the  loca 
paper  three  days  before  the 
fair,  and  plaster  neighbor 
hood  shops  with  announce 
ment  placards.  Set  up  booth 
the  night  before,  and  hold  the 
fair  from  noon  till  six  o'clock 
You'll  need  the  morning  to  as 
semble  and  set  out  the  wares 
Don't  be  surprised  at  last-min 
ute  additions  .  .  .  it's  a  granc 
opportunity  to  find  homes  foi 
kittens  and  display  some  lit 
ters  of  pedigreed  pups. 
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HOW  TO  KEEP  FOODS  HOT  AND  COLD 


> 


Nothing  beats  outdoor  en- 
tertaining once  you've 
licked  the  three  big  prob- 
lems—how to  keep  foods 
hot,  how  to  keep  foods  cold, 
and  ants!  We  can't  improve 
on  today's  bug  bombs,  but 
we  have  ideas  on  keeping 
foods  at  the  proper  tem- 
perature. Here  are  some  of 
the  most  effective: 
Cook  food  on  location.  You 
are  bound  to  serve  steam- 
ing hot  foods  if  you  prepare 
them  at  the  serving  site  (or 
finish  preparing  foods 
you've  started  indoors). 

The  portable  broiler-oven 
combinations  are  perfect 
for  outdoor  parties,  as  are 
automatic  fondue  pots  and 
electric  grills  or  griddles. 
Some  grills  come  equipped 
with  a  buffet  tray  for  keep- 
ing hot  hors  d'  oeuvres 
at  serving  temperature. 
And  nothing  in  the  rule 
book  says  you  can't  take 
your  chafing  dish  outdoors 
and    expect   good    results. 

Portable  cooking  sur- 
faces are  a  godsend.  With 
one  of  these  units  on  your 
buffet  table,  any  pot  or  pan 
in  your  kitchen  becomes  a 
cook-and-serve  unit.  Some 
portable  ranges  are  elec- 
tric, featuring  one  or  two 
burners;  some  are  canned 
heat  or  butane.  All  give  you 
the  same  temperatures  you 
would  get  on  your  kitchen 
range.  Needless  to  say, 
these  cooking  units  and  ap- 
pliances can  be  turned  to 
low  heat  to  keep  foods  at 
serving  temperature  after 
they're  cooked. 
Stagger  mealtimes  if  you're 


serving  a  large  group  with 
only  your  kitchen  as  a 
means  of  keeping  foods 
warm.  Hold  your  range  at 
warm  temperature  (150  de- 
grees), and  most  foods  will 
stay  piping  hot  and  tasty 
for  up  to  four  hours.  Heat 
plates  in  the  oven,  too. 
Some  appliances  are  made 
to  keep  foods  hot.  These 
range  from  small  electric 
trivets  to  large  and  fully 
equipped  warming-tray 

serving  carts,  complete  with 
plastic  bubbles  on  top  to 
hold  in  the  heat.  If  you 
entertain  often,  you  might 
want  to  consider  a  heat- 
holding  appliance  built  into 
your  kitchen.  This  two- 
drawer  unit  lets  you  dial 
moist  or  dry  heat. 

Also  available  are  ther- 
mostatically controlled 
electric  hot  servers  with  a 
"hot  spot"  to  hold  bever- 
ages or  gravies  warmer 
than  the  rest  of  the  surface 
provides.  Electric  platters 
keep  foods  ready  to  serve— 
and  can  be  used  for  every- 
thing from  a  roast  to  hot 
hors  d'  oeuvres. 

On  a  smaller  scale,  there 
is  the  simple  electric  open- 
coil  unit  that  keeps  liquids 
as  hot  as  you  want  them. 
And  if  your  situation  rules 
out  electric  appliances, 
don't  overlook  inexpensive 
and  effective  candle  warm- 
ers. These  often  come  with 
casseroles  in  a  set. 

Buns  are  no  problem  with 
an  electric  bun  warmer.  Al- 
so available  is  a  French- 
bread  warmer  to  keep  the

Need  a  change  from  the  usual 
sit-around-and-talk  gathering? 
Everyone  does!  So  give  a  real- 
ly unusual  party,  built  around 
a  new  sport  or  a  surprising  lo- 
cation. Here  are  some  ideas 
worth  trying: 

Clambake  by  the  lake.  You 
don't  have  to  live  in  new  En- 
gland to  throw  a  good  old-fash- 
ioned clambake.  Thanks  to 
jets,    live   lobsters  and   fresh 


clams  can  be  flown  to  the  most 
land-locked  area  in  a  matter  of 
hours.  They  arrive  packed  in 
their  own  native  sea  water,  in 
containers  that  convert  to 
cookers.  The  setting  of  your 
beach  bash  might  be  any  lake 
spot  near  you. 

Seafood  costs  will  run  about 
$5    per    person,    and    you've 
never  spent  a  better  buck.

Turn  your  home  into  a  minia- 
ture casino,  complete  with 
dealers  wearing  eyeshades, 
costumed  cigarette  girls  and 
waitresses,  and  stacks  of 
greenbacks  (use  play  money 
and  poker  chips  instead  of  the 
real  thing).  Games  like  poker 
and  twenty-one  are  easy  to  set 
up  on  card  or  dining  room  ta- 
bles. You  can  find  roulette 
wheels    and    green-felt    play

(most  often  a  combined  unit), 
two  tape  recorders  (at  least 
one  a  portable  unit),  a  supply 
of  recording  tape  (reels  or  cas- 
settes), splicing  tape,  and  for 
the  follow-up  party,  a  movie 
projector  and  screen.  Remem- 
ber, a  50-foot  roll  of  Super  8 
film  runs  for  four  minutes— so 
plan  accordingly. 
Filming  techniques:  The 
scenes  should  include  long 
shots  (25  feet  or  more  from 
the  scene),  medium  shots  (6 
to  25  feet),  and  close-ups  (6 
feet  and  closer).  Distance 
shots  help  locate  the  action  of 
the  film,  medium  shots  fea- 
ture the  interplay  of  charac- 
ters, and  close-ups  zero  in  on 
what's  really  happening. 

When  your  movie's  all  done, 
send  out  invitations  to  the 
"world  premiere"  and  set  up 
a  screening  room  in  garage  or 
family  room.  Provide  canvas 
chairs,  plenty  of  coffee,  and 
the  essential  popcorn.  If  you 
think  the  filming  was  fun,  wait 
till  your  friends  view  the  fin- 
ished epic.  Adults  only?  Heav- 
ens no— let  the  small  fry  see 
their  parents'  "talent."  Well, 
anyway,  they'll  laugh  a  lot  .  .  .

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PRIMER  OF  DESSERT  WINES  AND  CHEESES 


Dessert  Wines 

They  are  called  dessert 
wines  because  of  their  spe- 
cial sweetness  and  rich- 
ness. They're  also  specially 
attractive,  so  if  your  bottles 
are  foil-wrapped,  take  care 
when  you  open  them  (just 
cut  through  the  foil  below 
the  lip  of  the  bottle).  Then 
turn  the  point  of  the  cork- 
screw clear  down  through 
the  cork.  With  a  good  lever 
or  bell-type  corkscrew,  you 
can  pull  the  cork  out  easily. 
Before  serving,  wipe  the 
mouth  of  the  bottle. 
To  serve  wine  property:  First 
pour  a  small  amount  of 
wine  into  your  glass  to 
catch  any  stray  pieces  of 
cork.  Taste  the  wine  to  be 
certain  the  flavor  is  to  your 
satisfaction,  and  then  pour 
for  the  rest  of  your  guests. 
Fill  the  glass  half  to  two- 
thirds  full,  twisting  bottle 
to  prevent  dripping.  After 
the  first  glass  is  poured,  it 
is  acceptable  to  pass  the 
remainder  of  the  bottle  and 
let  guests  help  themselves. 
On  the  subject  of  glasses: 
Preferably  use  a  stemmed 
glass  that's  transparent 
and  holds  about  four 
ounces.  The  stem  is  essen- 
tial because  it  prevents 
your  hand  from  warming  the 
wine.  Dessert  wine  should 
be  served  either  chilled  or 
at  cool  room  temperature. 
Servings  per  bottle:  You  can 
get  more  mileage  from  the 
dessert  wines  than  from 
table  wines.  A  fifth  (about 
26  ounces)  of  dessert  wine 
serves  eight  people  as  com- 


pared to  four  to   six  with 
table  or  dinner  wines. 

Consider  these  wines 
when  planning  your  next 
dessert  party: 
ANGELICA:  a  white  wine  re- 
sembling white  port.  It  is 
the  sweetest  of  the  dessert 
wines  and  a  California  orig- 
inal. Color  ranges  from 
straw  to  amber;  flavor  is 
mild  and  fruity. 
PORT:  rich,  full-bodied,  me- 
dium-sweet to  sweet,  and 
usually  deep  red.  Tawny 
port,  lighter  in  color  and 
body,  results  from  grapes 
less  rich  in  color  and  from 
extra  aging  in  oak  casks. 
There  is  also  white  port, 
which  is  pale  gold  in  color 
and  quite  sweet. 
MADEIRA:  brilliant  amber 
color.  Its  nutlike  taste  is 
similar  to  sherry. 
MUSCATEL:  full-bodied,  fla- 
vorful, sweet,  gold  to  dark 
amber  in  color.  Also  avail- 
able are  red  and  black  mus- 
catel—the names  indicate 
the  characteristic  hue. 
SHERRY:  generally  medium- 
sweet.  Cream  sherry  is  a 
smooth  wine  with  a  brilliant 
amber  color.  Medium  sher- 
ry, often  labeled  simply 
"sherry,"  is  less  sweet  but 
compares  favorably  with 
dessert  wines  in  taste. 
SWEET  SAUTERNES:  very 
sweet,  full-bodied,  golden 
in  color.  Serve  chilled. 
TOKAY:  a  sweetness  be- 
tween that  of  sherry  and 
port.  This  domestic  wine  is 
pinkish-amber  in  color  and 
has  a  slightly  nutty  or 
sherry-like  flavor. 


Cheeses 

Cheeses  should  be  served 
simply  on  the  traditional 
wooden  board  or  other 
plain,  uncluttered  surface. 
Choose  from  a  wide  assort- 
ment of  cheeses  to  comple- 
ment the  dessert  wines. 
Have  several  varieties  of 
cheese  available  to  allow 
for  your  guests'  varied 
tastes.  Select  at  least  one 
each  of  mild,  robust,  spicy, 
and  full-flavored  in  order 
to  please  everyone. 

Serve  cheese  at  room 
temperature  to  bring  out 
the  true  flavor;  let  stand  at 
least  a  half-hour  to  two 
hours  (for  the  harder 
cheeses)  before  serving 
time.  Cut  only  as  much 
cheese  as  will  be  used  at 
one  time— better  yet,  let 
guests  cut  their  own. 
BEL  PAESE:  creamy,  semi- 
soft  texture  and  mild  flavor. 
BLARNEY:  bright  red  coat- 
ing, similar  to  edam.  Inte- 
rior texture  has  holes  much 
like  Swiss  cheese. 
BLUE:  tangy,  salty,  blue- 
veined  cheese;  semisoft 
to  firm  texture. 
BRICK:  creamy  yellow  in 
color;  semisoft  texture  with 
tiny  holes.  Flavor  is  mild 
to  sharp. 

BRIE:  pale  yellow  creamy 
interior  encased  in  a  thin 
edible  crust;  mild  flavor. 
CAMEMBERT:  creamy  yel- 
low, almost  liquid  interior, 
piquant  flavor.  Served  with 
the  thin  grayish  crust. 
CHEDDAR:  mild  to  sharp  in 
flavor,  depending  on  the 
length  of  aging.  Semihard 


cheese,  nearly  white  to  yel- 
low in  color.  Aging  also  de- 
termines whether  texture 
will  be  firm  to  crumbly. 
CLUB:  a  blend  of  natural 
cheeses,  usually  cheddar 
or  Swiss.  May  have  wine 
added  for  extra  flavor. 
EDAM:  similar  to  gouda 
with  a  buttery,  nutlike  taste. 
Round  ball  shape  is  coated 
with  red  wax. 

FONTINA:    creamy   to    light 
yellow  in  color;  mellow  fla- 
vor.   Texture    is   firm    with 
scattered   holes. 
GOUDA:  mild,  smooth,  light- 
flavored  cheese.  Protected 
by  a  wax  coating. 
GOURMANDISE:  soft,  creamy 
French  cheese  spread,  fla- 
vored with  kirsch. 
GRUYERE:    a    sweet,    nutty- 
flavored     cheese.     In     the 
process    form,    this    is    an 
ideal  cheese  for  fondue. 
LIEDERKRANZ:  a  flavor  sim- 
ilar to  limburger,  but  less 
pungent. 

PORT  DU  SALUT:  semisoft 
cheese  with  a  slight  Ched- 
dar flavor. 

TILSIT:  mild  and  mellow  in 
flavor;  open  texture. 
A  word  about  storage:  Most 
cheese  should  be  refriger- 
ated at  35  to  40  degrees. 
Hard  cheeses  may  be  kept 
in  a  cool,  dry  place,  in  the 
original  wrap.  After  a  por- 
tion is  used,  the  remainder 
should  be  covered  tightly 
with  foil  or  clear  plastic 
wrap  to  prevent  drying  out. 
Natural  Swiss,  cheddar, 
edam,  and  gouda  can  be 
frozen  if  done  so  rapidly  in 
small  packages. 
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If  you  want  to  earn  special 
plaudits  as  a  host  or  hostess, 
adopt  the  European  custom 
and  serve  dessert  wines  and 
cheeses  next  time  you  enter- 
tain. It's  a  splendid  finale  to  a 
dinner  party,  and  equally  ac- 
ceptable at  a  ladies'  luncheon 
or  even  (with  discriminating 
friends)  during  a  cocktail 
hour  or  open  house. 

Offer  a  selection  of  wines 
attractively  displayed  in  shin- 
ing crystal  decanters,  wicker 
baskets,  or  silver  coolers.  En- 
courage your  guests  to  com- 
ment on  the  fragrance  and 
bouquet;  this  means  you 
should  be  "up"  on  wines  your- 
self. (See  opposite  page  for  our 
primer  of  dessert  wines  and 
cheeses.)  Among  the  myriad 
available  wines,  choose  first 
from:  cream  sherry,  Madeira, 
muscatel,  tokay,  port,  sweet 
sauternes,  and  Angelica. 

All  cheeses  should,  of 
course,  complement  these 
medium-sweet  to  sweet  wine 
varieties.  Arrange  a  delectable 
platter  like  thts  one,  featuring 
bel  paese,  blarney,  blue,  cam- 
embert,  Cheddar,  fontina,  and 
port  du  salut.  Serve  cheeses 
well  separated  on  a  board  or 
comport,  each  cheese  with  its 
own  knife.

Very  swish  and  very  easy 
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Poolside  luau 

If  you  don't 
own  a  pool,  rent  one 
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Our  hors  d'oeuvres  cart  lined 
with  ti  leaves  (above)  furnish- 
es enough  food  for  a  light  sup- 
per. There's  a  fleet  of  Salmon 
Pate  Boats,  plus  a  macadamia 
nut-studded  Deviled  Ham  and 
Cheese  Ball,  Shrimp  Wheels 
to  eat  out-of-hand,  and  Pine- 
apple Orange  Yogurt  Dip  to 
dunk  fresh  whole  strawberries 
and  chunks  of  pineapple.  For 
a  starter  or  finisher,  Hawaiian 
Rum  Drink  offers  a  tangy  com- 
bination of  pineappleand  lem- 
on juice,  corn  syrup,  and  rum.

If  your  social  obligations  pass 
the  point  of  no  return— and 
mass-scale  entertaining  is  a 
must— you  can  make  a  big 
splash  with  a  poolside  party. 
It's  not  hard  to  host  20,  30, 
even  40  people  (depending  on 
the  size  of  the  pool  area)  with- 
out fret  or  frantic  prepara- 
tions. To  rent  a  pool,  try  local 
hotels,  motels,  athletic  clubs, 
especially  on  weekends.  You 
might  even  "borrow"  the  pool 
of  some  vacationing  friends. 

For  the  luau  theme  shown 
here,  you'll  need  an  abun- 
dance of  tiki  lights,  tropical 
plants  (rent  them  from  green- 
houses and  florists),  leis  for 
the  guests,  ti  leaves  and  pine- 
apples to  decorate  the  tropical 
buffet.  At  top,  easy-to-tote  bar 
equipment:  a  foldout  wicker 
barand  a  handled  see-through 
basket  for  a  bottle-bearer. 

Make  this  a  five-to-midnight 
swim,  and  urge  the  guests  to 
bring  their  bikinis.  The  pool 
provides  a  built-in  source  of 
entertainment,  leaving  you 
free  to  circulate  and  occasion- 
ally check  on  food  and  bever- 
age replenishment.  But  even 
this  almost-effortless  enter- 
tainment calls  for  pre-plan- 
ning. For  example,  check  to 
make  sure  changing  rooms  are 
immaculate  and  stocked  with 
towels.  To  supplement  your 
own  supply,  buy  inexpensive 
terry  cloth  by  the  yard  and 
hem-up  extra  large  towels. 
(Guests  can  use  these  as  togas 
if  they  wish).  You'll  end  up 
with  a  supply  that  will  see  the 
youngsters  through  years  of 
camp  and  college. 

Provide  plastic  drawstring 
bags— stenciled  with  guests' 
names  or  initials— to  hold 
their  wet  suits  and  take  home 
as  favors.

In  the  foreground,  a  Velvety 
Chicken  Casserole  made  with 
quick  mixes  combines  with 
artichoke  hearts,  fresh  mush- 
rooms, chicken,  and  a  subtle 
hint  of  snerry  in  the  rich-fla- 
vored gravy.  Accompanying 
Thyme-Buttered  Crescents 
start  out  as  refrigerated  rolls.

tiny  party  breads  for  an  epicu- 
rean touch.

Should  we  have  year-round  schools? 


Our  present  nine-month  school  year  is  an  anachronism 
dating  from  the  last  century.  Years  ago,  when  children 
were  important  members  of  the  labor  force  on  the  nation's 
farms,  school  operation  had  to  conform  to  the  needs  of 
an  agrarian  economy.  Schooling  took  second  place  to  the 
seasonal  demands  of  crops  and  herds. 

That's  obviously  not  the  case  today,  with  communities 
across  the  country  supporting  multi-million-dollar  plants 
that  depend  upon  an  annual  public  expenditure  of  over 
$21  billion.  In  spite  of  rising  enrollments,  increasing  school 
construction  costs,  and  expanding  educational  require- 
ments, most  of  these  plants  across  the  country  still  stand 
idle  during  the  old  "sow  and  harvest"  season. 

With  taxpayers  increasingly  showing  their  impatience 
toward  the  cost  of  education,  better  ways  must  be  found 
to  use  schools'  facilities  and  manpower.  Even  more  im- 
portant, today's  knowledge  explosion  is  making  demands 
on  children  that  dramatically  increase  what  they  need 
to  know  and  understand.  Our  schools  should — and  per- 
haps with  year-round  schools  can— offer  a  truly  expanded 
educational  opportunity. 

How  do  they  work? 

"Year-round  school"  does  not  mean,  according  to  most 
plans,  that  each  student  attends  classes  all  year.  Vacations 
don't  get  lost.  Generally  speaking,  when  schools  operate 
on  a  12-month  basis,  any  given  season  will  see  some  stu- 
dents on  vacation,  the  rest  of  the  school  population  in 
class.  Vacation  periods  needn't  conform  to  a  static  pattern 
year  after  year  for  each  individual  student. 

There  is  no  one,  single,  year-round  school  plan— there 
are  literally  dozens.  They  separate  into  three  basic  camps: 
the  four-quarter  system;  the  trimester  system;  and  the 
extended  semester  or  11 -month  system.  There  are  many 
variations  and  combinations,  too,  so  each  school  "must 
examine  all  proposals  in  the  light  of  its  own  district's  needs 
and  situation. 

The  most  familiar  year-round  plan — and  the  one  many 
educators  consider  the  strongest— is  the  rotating  four- 
quarter  plan.  The  school  year  is  divided  into  four  quarters 
of  12  weeks  each,  with  one  week  between  quarters.  Stu- 
dents attend  three  of  the  four  quarters,  and  vacation  the 


other  quarter,  on  a  rotating  schedule.  (All  children  in  the 
same  family  are  assured  of  the  same  vacation  rotation.) 
During  12  years  of  school,  each  student  has  three  summer 
vacations,  three  in  the  fall,  three  in  spring,  and  three  in 
winter. 

In  a  four-quarter  plan,  children  start  school  at  any  one 
of  four  times  during  the  year.  Teachers  may  elect  to  teach 
one,  two,  three,  or  four  quarters.  Those  who  teach  the  full 
four  quarters  still  receive  four  weeks  of  vacation  and  the 
usual  holidays.  Periodic  sabbatical  leaves  for  teachers  can 
also  be  incorporated. 

It's  not  surprising  that  the  vacation  issue  creates  the 
most  opposition  to  the  year-round  school.  But  many  ob- 
servers point  out  that  our  traditional  nine-month  school 
calendar  actually  restricts  vacationing.  A  recent  national 
survey  demonstrates  an  increasing  trend  away  from  sum- 
mer as  the  vacation  period:  14  percent  of  vacationers  pre- 
fer their  holiday  in  the  spring,  12  percent  in  the  winter, 
and  23  percent  in  the  fall.  Burgeoning  ski  resorts  and 
snowmobile  sales  testify  to  expanding  winter  recreation 
opportunities,  thanks  in  part  to  modern  winter  road  equip- 
ment and  modern  winter  clothing. 

Some  observers  lump  all  past  four-quarter  experiments 
together  and  conclude  that  they  failed  because  they  didn't 
save  money,  and  in  fact  cost  more  than  traditional  nine- 
month  operation.  Four-quarter  operation  was,  indeed, 
more  expensive  if  the  program  allowed  the  fourth  quarter 
to  be  optional,  as  most  past  experiments  did.  However,  the 
few  systems  that  split  attendance  into  four  equal  groups 
around  the  year  demonstrated  substantial  savings,  as  in 
Ambridge  and  Aliquippa,  Pennsylvania.  The  ten-year 
Farrand  and  O'Shea  analysis  of  the  year-round  school 
program  in  Newark,  New  Jersey  (which  operated  on  a 
four-quarter  schedule  for  20  years,  from  1912  to  1931), 
found  that  it  cost  $562  per  year  for  the  all-year  school 
to  graduate  one  student,  and  $800  for  the  nine-month 
school  system. 

Proponents  of  the  equal-enrollment  four-quarter  plan 
see  it  immediately  "creating"  $20  billion  worth  of  school 
facilities  across  the  country  without  requiring  a  single  new 
classroom.

Common  misconceptions  about  year-round  schools 


►  It's  unhealthy  for  young- 
sters. Studies  have  found  no 
evidence  to  indicate  that  a 
youngster's  health  is  ad- 
versely affected  by  attend- 
ing school  during  the  sum- 
mer, or  even  for  a  lull  12 
months  of  the  year. 

►  It  creates  an  administrative 
nightmare.  Educators  in  At- 
lanta report  that  their  year- 
round   schools   are   actually 


easier  to  administer  than  the 
old  nine-month  school.  In 
fact,  their  new  year-round 
operation  eliminates  the  need 
for  computer  class  schedul- 
ing of  students. 
►  It  leads  to  poor  student 
attendance  and  performance. 
Analyses  of  year-round 
schools  have  shown  conclu- 
sively that  student  attend- 
ance is  not  affected  by  year- 


round  operation.  While 
many  people  claim  student 
performance  suffers  in  the 
summer  months,  studies'  in- 
dicate the  exact  opposite: 
performance  actually  im- 
proves, particularly  in  com- 
munities where  the  only  al- 
ternative is  the  streets. 
►  It's  bad  for  teachers.  One 
commonly  hears  that  teach- 
ers must  have  a  three-month 


"rest"  after  nine  months  of 
school.  Yet  research  shows 
that  teachers  who  choose  to 
teach  on  a  year-round  sched- 
ule lose  none  of  their  effec- 
tiveness. And  even  more  re- 
cent surveys  of  teachers  in 
numerous  school  districts  re- 
veal overwhelming  support 
for  the  year-round  program, 
if  it  is  voluntary  and  ade- 
quately compensated.

)looms— and  if  they're  conditioned  properly, 
>eonies  will  last  for  days  in  arrangements,

Left:  The  carnival  mood  of  this 
child's  room  dictated  a  just- 
for-fun  window  treatment.  And 
a  combination  of  plywood 
arches  and  festive  fringe- 
trimmed  window  shades  neatly 
fills  the  bill.  The  arches  were 
made  of  '  L>-inch  plywood,  se- 
cured to  the  window  frame, 
and  covered  with  the  colorful 
circus  paper  that  was  used  on 
the  remaining  walls.  Room- 
darkening  shades  (a  great  nap-- 
inducer  for  a  small  child's 
room)  were  installed  behind 
the  arches.  As  a  final  fillip,  cot- 
ton fringe  in  the  dominant  col- 
ors of  the  wallpaper  design  was 
applied  to  the  bottom  of  each 
window  shade. 

Right:  The  awkward  location  of 
this  window  ruled   it  out  for 


ventilation  so  it  was  trans- 
formed into  a  distinctive  and 
functional  center  of  interest. 
To  give  the  window  new  impor- 
tance, a  drywell  box  was  built 
around  the  opening  and  accent- 
ed with  a  2x3-inch  walnut 
frame  hinged  to  each  side. 
Strip  fluorescent  lights  were  in- 
stalled in  the  frame  and  masked 
with  sheets  of  translucent  plas- 
tic. Brass  strips  reinforce  the 
frame  and  supply  the  window 
with  design  interest.  This  new 
treatment  softly  illuminates 
the  corner  furniture  grouping 
while  also  preserving  an  ele- 
ment of  privacy.

•  Give  a  dinner  lottery  where 
the  meal's  served  at  tables  for 
two  and  everyone  draws  a  slip 
of  paper  that  indicates  his 
dinner  partner.  (And  it's  just 
too  darn  bad  if  any  husbands 
and  wives  end  up  together.) 

•  Scramble  the  invitation  list.

Reinstate  the  art  of  conversa- 
tion. When  you  entertain  old 
friends,  do  you  find  there  are 
awkward  pauses,  talkathons 
by  one  person,  or  concentra- 
tion on  trivia?  As  host  and 
hostess,  you  must  employ  di- 
versionary tactics.  In  general, 
conversation  stoppers  include:

All  these  in- 
volve equipment  that's  com- 
pact enough  for  travel. 

•  Bring  along  binoculars  or 
a  telescope  with  you.

•  Let  youngsters  big-game 
hunt  for  insect  or  frogs.  (An 
adult  should  keep  an  eye  on 
the  junior  Frank  Bucks.)  Be 
prepared  with  a  clean  pickle 
jar  or  two  (with  holes  punched 
in  the  lid)  to  hold  specimens. 
#Take  along  some  identifica- 
tion books  for  leaf  gatherers 
or  flower  seekers.  Paper  cups 
are  handy  to  receive  the  in- 
ev;table  floral  tributes  from 
children  to  mothers. 

An  outing  must  is  a  first-aid 
kit  containing  antiseptic,  ban- 
dages, and  the  things  neces- 
sary to  doctor  skinned  knees 
and  pricked  fingers.

Americans  who  tell  you  that  Canada  is 
much  like  the  United  States  are  talking 
about  the  basics.  They  mean,  for  in- 
stance, that  you  can  be  understood  by 
most  Canadians  in  the  larger  cities  .  .  . 
that  you  drive  on  the  same  side  of  the 
road  as  at  home  . . .  thatyou  can  decipher 
your  change  reasonably  well  after  buying 
something  .  .  .  and  that  the  menus  aren't 
always  as  inscrutable  as  a  copy  of  the 
Runestone. 

Yet  when  you  step  off  a  plane,  say  at 
Montreal's  airport,  and  queue  up  for  cus- 
toms check,  you  sense  the  first  of  many 
compelling  differences  in  Eastern  Cana- 
da. The  fluid  cadence  of  a  child  calling  to 
her  father  in  French.  The  slightly  boxy, 
heavy  cut  of  a  suit  that  shows  the  hand  of 
a  foreign  tailor.  The  ruddy,  squared-off 
look  of  a  policeman's  face  as  he  stands 
stolidly  by  the  exit  door. 

This  is  the  Canada  that  unfolded  for 
Dr.  Barry  Hoaglin  and  his  wife,  Donna,  as 
they  flew  in  from  their  Portland,  Oregon, 
home.  On  their  first  real  vacation  away 
from  four  children,  they  spent  two  weeks 
exploring  Eastern  Canada— from  the 
worldly  splendorof  Montreal,  1,000  miles 
up  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  to  Halifax,  sea- 
port town  set  on  the  Atlantic  side  of  Nova 
Scotia  in  the  Maritimes.

Since  1967  and  Expo,  its  captivating 
world's  tair,  Montreal  has  become  mecca 
for  thousands  of  Canadians  and  Ameri- 
cans. It  is  ca  lied  (and  rightly  so)  one  of  the 
world's  great  cities. 

It's  big,  over2V2  million.  It's  cosmopoli- 
tan without  being  brittle  or  showy.  It's 
very  new  and  very  old,  mostly  French,  and 
packed  with  shops,  galleries,  and  restau- 
rants (some  say  4,000). 

With  only  three  days  in  Montreal,  the 
Hoaglins  were  hard-pressed  to  do  it  jus- 
tice. Yet  in  that  time  they  absorbed  the

sights  and  sounds  that  magnetize  Mon- 
treal's most  casual  visitors: 

•  Mount  Royal,  764-foot-high  mountain 
looming  above  the  city  center.  From  its 
lookout,  you  can  see  the  "new  city,"  and 
in  the  distance,  Expo  (now  called  Man 
and  His  World).  Colorful  horse-drawn 
carriages  wind  through  the  500-acre  park 
to  Beaver  Lake,  graced  by  modern  art 
works  and  light  classical  music. 

•  The  Underground  City,  a  2y2-mile- 
square  complex  of  new  shops  and  restau- 
rants tucked  under  the  city  streets.  Place 
Ville-Marie,  one  of  several  plazas,  boasts 


57  shops  along  its  gay  Galerie  de  Bou- 
tiques. Below  all  this  runs  the  antisep- 
tically  clean  Metro  subway  that  will  whisk 
you  around  Montreal  for  35  cents. 

•  Old  Montreal,  waterfront  birthplace  of 
the  city,  now  a  fascinating  mixture  of 
landmarks  like  Notre  Dame  church  and 
Chateau  De  Ramezay  bastion,  as  well  as 
antique  shops  and  restaurants. 

•  Man  and  His  World,  an  awe-inspiring 
collection  of  pavilions  set  on  two  islands. 
Its  amusement  park  is  an  afternoon  of  de- 
light, especially  when  paired  with  the 
huge,  glass-domed  aviary-garden.

Seen  from  the  deck  of  a  ferry  churning 
across  the  St.  Lawrence,  Quebec  City 
more  than  lives  up  to  its  legend  as  the 
French  heart  of  Canada.  It  juts  high  above 
the  wide  river,  a  17th-century  walled 
fortress  city  crowned  by  the  massive  gray 
stone  battlements  of  its  "Citadelle," 
whose  cannon  turned  back  American 
troops  in  1775.  Thrusting  far  above  even 
the  Citadel  is  the  bastionlike  Chateau 
Frontenac  hotel,  open  since  1893.  Cling- 
ing to  the  steep  bluff  are  the  centuries- 
old  buildings,  threaded  by  narrow  streets. 
Along  the  river  docks  are  huge  ocean- 


going steamers,  adding  the  final  touch  to 
this  picture  of  an  old  French  port^town. 

Riding  in  a  bright,  horse-drawn  Caleche, 
the  Hoaglins  sampled  the  old  city's  past: 
the  Citadel's  25  buildings,  protected  by  a 
stone-walled  dry  moat  and  garrisoned  by 
French-speaking  troops  of  the  Royal  22d; 
Battlefield  Park,  220  acres  of  parkland 
that  includes  the  Plains  of  Abraham, 
where  the  British  defeated  the  French  in 
1759;  the  storied  churches  like  Notre- 
Dame-des-Victoires,  dating  to  1688;  the 
monumental  stone  Parliament  Building. 

But  the  best  memories  of  Quebec  come

On  a  map  of  Eastern  Canada,  Nova  Scotia 
is  a  200-mile-long  afterthought  tacked 
precariously  to  the  Atlantic  coast  just 
above  Maine.  In  reality,  it's  a  pine-for- 
ested retreat  filled  with  contrasts.  Even 
today,  366  years  after  it  was  settled,  many 
of  its  natives  could  play  the  roles  of  colo- 
nial seamen,  Scottish  Highlanders— or 
even  West  Indians.  Its  buildings  often 
are  British ly  formal,  yet  its  simple,  spare 
fishing  hamlets  could  be  taken  from  a 
Maine  watercolor.

The  Hoaglins,  like  many  visitors,  flew 
into  Halifax,  the  provincial  capital.  A 
major  port  since  the  1740s,  Halifax 
spreads  a  long  a  great  sea  in  let  dominated 
by  its  imposing  Citadel.  Not  far  from  the 
Citadel  are  the  meticulously  kept  Public 
Gardens,  Province  House,  Canada's  old- 
est Parliament— and  the  Port  itself,  haven 
for  ships  of  many  flags. 

Yet  Nova  Scotia's  real  contrasts  lie  else- 
where along  its  coastline.  There  are  soli- 
tary fishing  villages  like  Peggy's  Cove,  un- 
touched by  this  century  .  .  .  and  bustling 
sport-fishing  towns  like  Wedgeport  and 


its  annual  tuna  match.  There's  Annapolis 
Valley,  quiet  orchard  land  that  was  home 
to  the  persecuted  Acadians  of  Longfel- 
low's Evangeline  .  .  .  and  there's  the  vio- 
lence of  the  world's  highest  tides  tunnel- 
ing into  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  In  Lunenberg, 
you'll  find  sturdy  German  tradition  (and 
cooking)— but  to  the  east  at  Antigonish, 
there's  Nova  Scotia's  own  version  of  Scot- 
land, complete  with  the  customs  and  the 
rich  burr  of  the  highlands.  And  at  the 
northern  tip  rises  the  spectacle  of  Cape 
Breton  Island,  its  granite  cliffs  rising 
straight  out  of  the  surging  Atlantic  surf.

Crossing  the  border 

Citizens  or  permanent  residents  of  the 
U.S.  can  cross  the  Canadian  border  either 
way  without  passports  or  visas.  To  help 
things  go  smoothly,  you  should  carry  iden- 
tifying papers  such  as  a  birth  or  baptismal 
certificate. 

You  must  also  declare  all  goods  you 
bring  into  Canada.  Your  clothes,  personal 
effects,  and  sporting  equipment  are  ad- 
mitted free  of  duty,  but  not  items  intend- 
ed for  sale,  or  for  Canadians. 

On  the  way  back,  it's  a  good  idea  to  list 
all  your  purchases  before  you  reach  the 
border.  Keep  sales  receipts  and  invoices 
handy,  and  pack  your  purchases  sepa- 
rately. You  can  bring  back  gifts  duty-free 
if  they're  less  than  $10. 
Some  other  travel  hints 

Canada's  money  system  is  based  on 
dollars  and  cents,  but  your  U.S.  dollar  is 
worth  more  (currently  about  six  to  eight 
percent)  because  of  the  exchange-rate 
difference.  To  get  the  top  rate  of  ex- 
change, you  should  convert  your  trip 
money  to  Canadian  currency  at  a  bank  in 
the  United  States,  or  at  a  Canadian  bank

just  as  soon  as  possible  after  you  arrive. 

If  you  plan  to  drive  in  Canada,  you'll 
need  a  Canadian  Nonresident  Interprov- 
ince  Motor  Vehicle  Liability  Insurance 
Card.  Request  one  from  your  insurance 
agent  here  before  you  leave.  If  you  want 
to  rent  a  car,  you'll  find  the  major  U.S. 
rental  firms  in  most  Canadian  cities,  with 
rates  comparable  to  those  in  the  states. 

Quebec's  midsummer  temperatures 
average  between  70  and  80  degrees,  and 
it's  60  to  70  degrees  in  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces on  the  Atlantic  ocean.  Nights  can 
cool  off  quickly,  though,  and  you'll  be 
glad  to  have  sweaters  and  light  wraps 
along  with  you. 

In  most  areas,  you  won't  go  far  wrong 
with  a  15  percent  tip  on  your  food  bill,  10 
percent  for  any  bar  charges,  and  25  cents 
per  bag  to  porters. 

Accommodations  will  cost  roughly  the 
same  as  in  the  U.S.  according  to  location. 
In  the  big  cities  like  Montreal  and  Quebec, 
a  double  room  in  a  top  hotel  will  cost  you 
around  $23  to  $25;  good  smaller  hotels 
cost  $12  and  up  fora  double  room.  Along 
the  highways  and  in  smaller  towns,  rates 
usually  are  proportionately  lower,  except 
for  some  of  the  large  resort  hotels. 

To  save  on  hotel  costs,  you  can  buy 
budget  accommodations  packagesfrom  a 
travel  agent  or  airline.  For  example,  Air 
Canada  offers  a  dozen  or  so  tours  in  its 
"Tourific  Eastern  Tours"  booklet;  a  five- 
day  stay  in  Montreal  and  Quebec,  with 
double  room,  sight-seeing,  and  transpor- 
tation between  airport  and  hotel,  is  $99, 
plus  air  fare.  For  details  on  this  and  fish- 
ing-and-hunting  packages,  write:  Air 
Canada  Tour  Information,  District  Sales

If  you're  considering  a  fly-and-drive

much  different  from  "curricu- 
lum revision"  attempts  in  doz- 
ens of  other  school  districts 
across  the  United  States. 

What  distinguishes  the  At- 
lanta plan  from  the  rest,  how- 
ever, is  that  it  challenges  two 
traditional  educational  con- 
cepts—the nine-month  school 
year  and  compulsory,  sequen- 
tial education.  Sequential  edu- 
cation—the accepted  teaching 
method  in  most  American 
schools— dictates  that  a  young- 
ster must  take  his  courses  in  a 
prescribed,  lock-step  sequence. 
The  idea  is  that  he  can't  learn  a 
new  subject  until  he  has  mas- 
tered an  earlier  one.  This  is 
certainly  true  in  subjects  such 
as  mathematics  and,  some- 
times, science.  But  it's  not  valid 
at  all  in  the  majority  of  high- 
school  subject  areas  now  re- 
stricted by  this  scheme. 

Atlanta  educators  soon  real- 
ized that  they  couldn't  signifi- 
cantly improve  their  curriculum 
without  changing  the  school 
calendar.  Better  education  for 
their  youngsters  was  the  prime 
goal,  and  the  first  thing  that 
had  to  go  in  order  to  get  it  was 
the  nine-month  school  year. 
Once  that  was  decided,  teams 
of  teachers  went  to  work  on  the 
courses  themselves.  The  goal 
was  to  create  as  many  non-se- 
quential courses  as  possible. 

The  result  is  an  improved 
high-school  course  of  study — 
with  a  great  variety  of  subjects 
open  at  all  times  to  most  stu- 
dents. The  course  catalog  re- 
sembles a  college  bulletin.  There 
are  descriptions  of  over  830  in- 
dividual courses,  all  tailored  to 
60-day  quarters  instead  of  the 
old  90-day  semester.  Students 
are  asked  to  take  a  minimum  of 
required    work,    and    then    to 


choose  courses  which  interest 
them  and/or  meet  their  particu- 
lar needs.  Both  advanced  and 
remedial  courses  are  scheduled 
when  students  want  them  in 
any  of  the  four  60-day  quarters. 
Year-round  schools  also  offer 
these  advantages: 

•  Easier  college  entrance.  With 
more  and  more  colleges  turning 
to  year-round  operation,  stu- 
dents graduating  from  high 
school  at  different  intervals 
around  the  calendar  will  have 
an  advantage  in  their  college 
entrance.  Under  traditional 
schedules,  many  students  fail 
to  get  into  the  colleges  of  their 
choice  primarily  because  of  the 
pressure  of  sheer  numbers. 

•  Fewer  failures.  A  four-quarter 
school  plan  means  that  a  young- 
ster having  trouble  with  a  sub- 
ject need  not  suffer  a  full  semes- 
ter only  to  learn  that  he  failed. 
He  still  may,  of  course,  fail  the 
shorter  course,  but  he  has  a 
quicker  opportunity  to  repeat 
the  subject.  Educators  predict 
such  a  plan  will  lower  student 
dropout  rates. 

•  Better  employment  opportuni- 
ties. A  year-round  system  pro- 
vides an  even  input  of  students 
and  graduates  into  the  world  of 
work  throughout  the  year, 
rather  than  the  present  "feast 
and  famine"  situation.  It  also 
cuts  down  the  scramble  of  stu- 
dents for  part-time  jobs  during 
the  summer  months,  and  (ac- 
cording to  law-enforcement  of- 
ficials in  urban  centers)  would 
significantly  ease  the  pressure 
now  built  up  during  the  "long, 
hot  summer." 

•  Full-time  work  for  teachers. 
Year-round  schools  offer  teach- 
ers the  opportunity  for  year- 
round  work  with  year-round 
salaries,  if  they  so  desire.
